1 we look back to the Origin of the Art vf Media 


cine, we ſhall find its firſt Foundations to be owing 
to mere Chance, unforeſeen Events, and natural 
Inſtinct. Nor does it appear there were in the Begin- 
ning any public Profeſſors of this moſt uſeful Branch 
of Learning; for fick Perſons were placed in Crofs- 
ways, and other public Places, to receive the Advice of 
un ſufficient to direct them to 
an efficacious Remedy, ſuitable to their Diſorder. And 
the better to preſerve the Memory of any remarkable 
Cure, the Diſeaſe, the Remedy, and the Succeſs, were 
engraved on Pillars, or written on the Walls of Tem- 
ples, that Patients in the like Caſes might have Recourſe 

thereto for Inſtruction and Relief. 
Hence it appears, that the Riſe of this Art was ow 
ing to repeated Trials and long Experience, which gave 
an Inſight into the Virtues of Herbs and Plants, Metals 
and Minerals; and in what Diſeaſes they were attended 
with moſt Succeſs. The Skill of the firſt Fhyficians 
was therefore termed *Eprepia, | Experience, and they 
themſelves were called Eurit, | Emprrics, | Words 
which, however mifapplied, at preſent, to Quacks and 
illiterate Pretenders, will, for ever, point out the true 
Method of medical Improvement. And had as much 
Time been ſpent in making cautious Experiments, and 
writing accurate Hiſtories of Diſeaſes, as in the invent- 
ing new Theories, and intermingling falſe Philoſophy 
eh true phyfical Knowledge, this Art would have 
appcared in its true genuine Luſtre long ago. It 1s ow- 
ing to Lazineſs, Inattention, or too haſty a Purſuit after 
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Fame, that we hear of ſo many Patients cured, who 
have been given over by the Phyficians. Shall Gen- 
tlemen of ſuperior Learning, great Abilities, and a 
thorough Acquaintance with the Animal Oeconomy, 
ſuffer themſelves to be excelled by ignorant Medicaſters, 
when they themſelves are belt qualified to adminiſter, 
with judgment, the moſt potent Medicines of every 
kind.? It theſe are the Edge Tools of Phyfic, in whoſe 
Hands ſhall they be truſted, but in theirs who are beſt 
able to wield them, to vanquiſh the formidable Enemies 
which bid Defiance to every gentler Method? 

But a Backwardneſs to make Improvements 1s not all 
we have Cauſe to lament; for there is a ſtrange Repug- 
nance in many to admit any new Diſcovery, however 
beneficial to Mankind, Of this the Peruvian Bark is a 
notorious Inftance, which made its way into the World 
with ſuch unaccountable Difficulty. I might alſo men- 
tion the Time when the Lues Venerea firſt appeared in 

Europe, when the Cure of that filthy Diſeale was en- 
tirely in the Hands of Barbers, and other Perſons of the 
ſame Claſs; who boldly ventured upon Mercury, prac- 
tiſed with Succeſs, and quickly filled their Pockets; 
while the regular Phyfician, adhering cloſely to the 
Rules of Galen, uttered ſharp Invectives againſt theſe 
enterprizing Quacks, and gave their Patients the Satis- 
faction of dying miſerably according to Art. How 
neceſſary therefore is it, for a Practitioner to be void of 
Prejudice, to abound with Candour, and to embrace 
real Improvements with Eagernels ! 

But in other Reſpects it is happy for us that former 
Ages and the preſent admit no Parallel; all Sects and 
Parties are now baniſhed from the Commonwealth of 
Medicine, the operoſe Jumbles of Compofitions are 
expunged from our Diſpenfatories, and this ſalutary Art 
is again reaſſuming the native Splendor of its original 
Simplicity. Others are treading in the ſame Steps with our 
immortal Sydenham, who was an Imitator of Hifpocrates, 
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and whoſe Works ſhall live, when a thouſand 7herretical 
Volumes are condemned to the baſeſt Uſes, 

There are Powers in Nature which are beyond the 
Reach of our intellectual Faculties, and Phenonena 
which have baffled the Enquiries of Ages, though they 
ſeem to come more immediately under the Examination 
of our Senſes. How then can we determine what is 
doing behind the Curtain? By what Hypotheſis can 
we explain the freſh Vegetation of mangled Trees and 
Plants, and the various Methods of their Propagation ? 
Or by what Theory now in vogue, can we account 
even for the Regeneration of a Lobſter's Claw? Much 
leſs can we tell why the Iſſue of two different Animals 
loſes the Power of Generation. And yet that this is 
the Caſe of Quadrupeds, has long been generally known, 
It is likewiſe the ſame with Birds, as all who delight in 


| Breeding thoſe of the ſinging Kind can affirm, from 


their own Experience. With regard to our own Bodies 
it is true, in the utmoſt Fxtent of the Phraſe, that ue 
are fearfully and wonderfully made, and the more we 
enquire into the Nature of Man, the more Reaſon we 
have to admire the Wiſdom and Power of the Creator; 
and the greater Occafion to confeſs our own Ignorance. 
But the Laws of Nature are more within our Reach, 
and to gain Acquaintance with them is an Occupation 
worthy of a true Philoſopher, and without which no 
Man deſerves the name of a Phyſician. 
Now as ſome Improvements have been made in this 
Reſpect, and Medicines diſcovered, or differently ap- 
plied, of which no tolerable Account has yet been given 
in any practical Treatiſe of this Kind, I thought 1 could 
not do a greater Service to the Public, than to bring to- 
gether the beſt Parts of different Authors, and place them 
in ſuch a Manner, as, 1 hope, will be of great Uſe to 
many young Phyficians; and as for the more experi- 
enced, if it does not improve their Knowledge, it will at 
leaſt refreſh their Memories. Of this I am now the 
more confident, not only from the kind Reception the 
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to which may be added a fifth, Which is Autimony. For if 
our 
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five former Editions have met with, but alſo from the 
favourable Sentiments which ſome of the firſt Rank for 
Merit among the Faculty have been j leaſed to diſcover 


relating thereto. And certainly every Afiſtance, how 
ſmall ſoever, muſt be looked upon with a favourable Eye, 


- Which has a Tendency to prevent Errors in Practice, and 


conſequently to ſave the Lives of many, who might other- 
wile fall Victims to Want of Skill in ſome of the Pro- 
feſſors of this moſt neceſſary Art. I might, with more 
Eaſe to myſelf, have digeſted the Extracts which I have 
collected into one continued Diſcourſe, but then it would 
have wanted the Authority which ſuch a Treatiſe requires. 
When Authors of great Note differ in their Opinions 


about any material Point, I have not concealed it, that 


Practitioners might proceed with Caution, and not de- 
termine too raſhly in doubtful Matters; but leave the 
Deciſion to careful Obſervation and unbiaſſed Experience. 

I have given various Preſcriptions in moſt Diſeaſes, 
not as an abſolute Standard for Practice, but as Patterns 
for Imitation, which, generally ſpeaking, are to be varied 
according to the Sex, Age, and Conſtitution of the Pa- 
tient, Of theſe I have chiefly preferred the moſt fim- 
ple; for I think nothing more deſtructive to ſound Prac- 
tice, than an inconſiſtent Farrago, which renders it im- 
poſſible ever to determine the Virtue of any Medicine, 
or to know to what their ſucceſsful or pernicious Effects 
are owing. Conceited Authors may rail at ſpecific Qua- 


lities as much as they pleaſe, but it is impoſſible for them 


to make any Proficiency in the Art of Healing, without 
an adequate Knowledge of the Alterations each' Drug 
will produce in a Human Body, not by their mechanical 
Action, but by their ſingular Properties. And J heartily 
wiſh this Branch of it was purſued with Diligence, and 
improved with Judgment. I ſhould be glad to know 
whether the Knowledge of the Effects of the four Her- 
culean Remedies are owing to Reaſoning d priori, or not? 
I mean Opium, Mercury, the Peruvian Bark, and S!cel ; 


ee vñ 
our Acquaintance with the Virtues of theſe is the Reſult 
of Experience only, why ſhould we ſtop in our Enqui- 
ries, or conclude we have already arrived at the Ne plus 
ultra of the ÆAſculapian Art? 

I am no Enemy to the mechanical Practice, but am 
very ſure it falls greatly ſhort of Expectation ; and alſo 
that the Manner of ſome, in explaining the Effects of 
Medicines, is very inſufficient. When we are told, very 
gravely, that Quickfi/ver in the Blood Veſſels is like Shot 
in a Bottle, which, by its Gravy and Momentum, ſcours 
off all Impurities, and opens the Obſtructions; I know 
not whether it ought to raiſe our Laughter or Indignation. 

But ſuppoſing this is allowed to be an ingenious Solu- 
tion of ts ſurpriſing Operation, I ſhall ſtill be at a Loſs 
to account for its Virtues in external Applications, or 
why the very Water, that it is boiled in, proves an An- 
thelmintic of a ſuperior Claſs. 

This is a ſmall Specimen of the Reaſoning of thoſe 
Gentlemen, who would be thought very ſkilful in ab- 
ſtruſe Matters ; which generally proceeds from a ſtrange 
Repugnancy in human Nature to be eſteemed ignorant 
of many things which are placed without the Sphere of 
our Knowledge. Hence all the Abſurdities of Des Car- 
tes, and his Followers, who have taken vaſt Pains to 
circumſcribe the Univerſe within the Laws of Matter and 
Motion: Hence ſuch a ſtrange Variety of Cobweb Theo- 
ries which have been indu{lriouſly propagated andeagerly 
followed, to the no ſmall Detriment of the Art of Heal- 
ing, and the endangering the Lives of Millions of un- 
happy Patients, Attempts like theſe muſt needs be fruit- 
leſs and vain ; for all ſedate and ſagacious Enquiries muſt 
be forced to own, that every Animal Function and the 
Progreſs of Nature, in all Diſeaſes, diſdain the Efforts of 
human Reaſan to bring them under Subjection. The 
vital Principle, and ſpontaneous Motion of the moſt deſpi- 
cable Inſects remain impenetrable Secrets; and the pre- 
tended Diſcovery of Leewenboct relating to the Primor- 
dia of Animals is a moſt glaring Inſtance of the gs 
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and Credulity of Mankind. A modeſt Philoſopher will 
ſtudy to find out the proper Object of our Knowledge, 
and how far well directed human Enquiries may proba- 
bly reach. He will likewiſe make a judicious Applica- 
tion of his Diſcoveries, and not ſtretch mechanic Laws 
beyond the Limits appointed by Nature, 

Let none think that Medicines are to be given at ran- 


dom, in every Stage of acute Diſeaſes ; for here the Phy- 


fician's Judgment is abſolutely neceſſary. And the ſea- 
ſonable Exhibition of a Remedy, after the Guidance 'of 


Nature, will always diſtinguiſh the able Practitioner from 


the dangerous Quack. For this Reaſon, I have been 
careful in reciting all the Symptoms of Diſeaſes, and their 
natural Progreſs to Recovery or Death. 

There is nothing I would recommend more to a Prac- 
titioner, than Affability and Sweetneſs of Temper, with 
Regard to the Patient, and to take all prudent Methods 


to — up his Spirits; nay, even when in a Diſeaſe it is 


neceſſary to wait to obſerve the Tendency of Nature, it 


will not be amiſs to give innocent Trifles, to convince 


him he is not neglected. For when a fick Perſon is 
perſuaded that he has a diligent and able Phyſictan, that 
very Perſuaſion will contribute greatly to promote the 
Cure. On the other hand, there is nothing more dan- 


gerous than a fatal Prognoſtic ; for this, inſtead of de- 


monſtrating ſuperior Knowledge, too often either dejects 
the Patient, and haſtens his Exit, or proves the would- 
be Æſculapius to be a mere Medicaſter, who perhaps 


would be better pleaſed with a finiſter Event, than to ſee 


his Skill in Predictions baffled by a Recovery, which 


would plainly prove him to be no infallible Conjurer. 


I would alſo advife, that Regard may be paid to the 
Patient's Appetite, or longing for any particular Thing, 
however incongruous it may ſeem , fince we have been 
taught by Experience, that Gratifications of this Kind 
have frequently been attended with a ſalutary Effect. 
Thus cold Water, (rapes, Oyſters, Herrings, and the 
like, have cured the Diſeaſe when the Phyſician has at- 

tempted

i tempted it in vain. Examples to confirm this are frequent 
in accurate Writers; and Tulpius, in particular, affirms, 
he has known the like happen an hundred Times in the 
Quartan Ague, and Dropſy, | 
4 Analogous to this is the Pica, or Longing of pregnant 
Women, who frequently eat and drink what would be 
highly prejudicial to others, both as to Quantity and 
Quality. And it is well known what terrible Conſequen- 
ces have enſued when the | hings longed for could not be 
obtained, or have been denied: So neceffary it is to fol- 
low the Indications of Nature. 0 
With Regard to the Sslanum, I am afraid the Effect 

of it are very dubious; for though Fuxker favs he has 
ſeen a moſt deplorable Cancer cured by it, yet he ſpeaks 
of it in ſuch a Manner as to give little Encouragement 
for bringing it into Practice in Cafes of this K ind; and 
I with 1 could ſay the Hoſpitals had found the Virtues 
of it to anſwer their Expectations. However, as the Uſe 
of the Solanum, eſpecially of the Garden Kind, is attended 
with no dangerous Symptoms, but has met with Suc- 
ceſs in ſome Caſes, it may ſerve to revive the Uſe of 
certain Vegetables, which are commonly called Poiſons; 
though there are many Drugs uſed in Medicine more 
worthy of that Name; for every one knows that very 
large Doſes of a draſtic Purge will as certainly kill, as 
the moſt deleterious Vegetable of them all. lt is like- 
wiſe certain, that Semiua Hyoſeiam?, Cicuta, &c. may be 
ſafely given in larger Doſes than Opium. Now as theſe 
act more directly on the Brain, perhaps they may not be 
improperly given to rectify the Diſorders which proceed 
from that Part. This may ſeem a Paradox, but it is 
not wholly unſupported by Authority ; for Sir Theodore 
Turquet de M:yerne affirms, that Sem, Lyric. are an ex- 
cellent Kemed* againſt the Eoilepſy, if taken for forty 
Days. The Doſe at firſt is ſix Grains, which muſt be 
gradually increaſed to twenty. Paul Herman preſcribed 
a Scruple for an Hemopres, and Hyfſman has confiderably 
enlarged the Doſe, With Regard to the Cicuia major, I 
a have 
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have been. lately informed that it has cured Madneſs, 
and at preſent it is by ſome extolled for Cancers, The 
Root has formerly been given inwardly with Safety. 
Pettiver declares, he has taken half an Ounce of it at a 
Time, without any bad Effect; and Dr. Bowles, as we 
are told by Ray, affirms, he has given a Scruple of it in 
malignant Fevers, and before the Fit of a Quartan Ague, 
as the beſt Diaphoretic then known. FKeana/mus gave 
the Powder of it in Wine from one Scruple to two, and 
from one Dram to two in Infuſion, againſt a ſchirrous 
Liver and Pancreas, with happy Succeſs, 

This being the Caſe, there can be no Harm in making 
a Trial of their Effects in deſperate Diſeaſes, and where 
there is no Cure to be expected but by the Aſſiſtance of 
ſome powerful Agent. *

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OfEnquiriesto bemaderelating to the PATIENT. 


O obtain a competent Hiſtory of any Diſeaſe, ſuch 

Enquiries are to. be made, and Circumſtances 
| known, as ſhow the Genus and State of the ſame ; 
alſo the Operations and Effects of the Medicines 
are to be carefully obſerved. A particular Regard 
muſt be had to the Symptoms, which differ ſtrangely in different 
Subjects, on Account of the various Conſtitutions of different 
Bodies. For we often ſee the ſame Aliment, the ſame Cathartic, 
the ſame Emetic, and even the ſame Poiſon produce various Effects 
in different Conſtitutions: Likewiſe the morbific Cauſes of the 
fame Nature produce different Appearances of the Diſeaſe, with 
. ns to the Symptoms and Event, according as the Subjects 
differ. 

It will be therefore neceſſary to enquire into the Age, Sex, 
Structure, and natural Habit of the Body, as well as the ac- 
quired Habit and Strength of the Patient, and whether he has 
an hereditary Diſpoſition to this or that Diſeaſe. In Childhood 
there is a remarkable Softneſs of the Fibres, a lax and thin 
Habit, with an Abundance of Serum : Young Perſons have tenſe 
and contractile Fibres, with more hot Blood, which is alſo more 
apt for Motion; thoſe that are old have a great Rigidity of the 
Solids, and a Straitneſs of the Paſſages, Veſlels, and Canals, 
with a e op Dyſcracy of the Humours. Fram this 
different Conſtitution of the Parts ariſe the different State and 


Mechaniſm of the Solids and Fluids, and a Proneneſs to cer- _ 
tain Diſeaſes; as alſo the Variety of Manners and Inclinations,”

Likewiſe Regard muſt be had to the Female Sc: For they 
are not only obnoxious to diſtinct Diſeaſes, which ariſe from 
Diſorders of the Menſes and Child-bearing, but the Syſtem 
of their Nerves is likewiſe more weak, whence they are more 
liable to ſpaſtic and convulſive Diforders, and are more eaſily 
reſtored to Health than Men. 

It is likewiſe proper to know whether the Patient be of a lax 
or tenſe habit of Body; whether the Veſſels are lender and 
numerous, or large and few ; becauſe in narrow and ſlender Ca- 
nals, the progreſſive Motion of the Fluids is more difficult, as 
well as the Secretions and Excretions; for theſe are more quick 
and ready when the Fibres are tenſe, and the Veſſels pretty large. 
Whence we may obſerve, that they are more liable to Diſorders, 
and grow well with more Difficulty, whoſe Fibres are more 
ſtrong, and whoſe Circulation of the Fluids is more quick. The 
ſame alſo may be faid of lean and fat Perſons, 

Regard is alſo'to be had to the Colour of the Face and Skin. 
A fair, florid, and clear Complexion, ſhows the Purity and the 
Pellucidneſs of the lymphatic Fluids: If it be livid, lurid, and 
yellow, it diſcovers a ſalino- ſulphureaus Impurity of the ſame, 
and a diſordered Secretion in the proper Organs, eſpecially of 
the Liver. | 

It appears from daily Obſervation, that the Debility, Defects, 
and Faults of the Viſcera and Fibres, as well as Diſeaſes pro- 
ceeding from thence, often deſcend. to the Children; and the 
Practitioner ſhould be informed hereof. For hereditary Imbe- 
eillities and Weaknefles are more difficult to be od; more 
readily return and tire the Phyſician's Patience, than others. 

It is likewiſe neceſſary to know the Strength; whether the 
Patient's Spirits are low, eſpecially in the Beginning of an acute 
Diſeaſe; for Weakneſs and Lowneſs are then bad Signs. But 
if the Perſon is in Strength and Vigour, which appears from the 
Motion and Impulſe of the Fluids, there are great Hopes of re- 
covering Health. 

We are not only to examine the Condition. of the Body, but 
the State of the Mind, and what Diſorders it is liable to; becaufe 
there is awonderful Connection between the Mind and the Body. 
A greater Tenſity and Mobility of the Fibres and Solids diſpo- 
ſes the Mind to Anger; whereas a Laxity and Defect of the 
Vis motrix {how the Perſon to be diſpirited, timid and fearful. 

On the other hand, Anger increaſes the Tone and Contractions 
of the Solids, and renders the Fluids more impetuous ; but Tim:-, 
dity diſſolves and dejects the Strength, whence the Circulation of 
the Fluids is more ſlow. Terror greatly conſtringes the Surface 
and extreme Parts of the Body, and drives the Blood to the inte- 
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«rior and noble Parts, that is, the Præcordia and Head; whence 


proceed grievous Diſorders, efpecially of the Genus nervoſum, 


which it enervates and renders languid. The ſame may be ſaid 
of Sadneſs, which often proceeds from a Defect of the Viſcera, 


and a faulty Circulation of the Fluids, as in the hyp:chondriac 
Paſſion; but when its hurtful Influence attacks the ſolid Parts, it 


- wonderfully dejects the 4 . of the whole Body, and hurts 


its Functions, relaxing and leflening the Strength of the Fibres. 
If the Mind is not compoſed and at Eaſe, but ſubject to vari- 


ous Paſſions and Commotions, Diſeaſes are cured with greater 
Difficulty; therefore Enquiry is to be made, whether the Patient 
is not addicted to hard Study, and to profound and fatiguing Me- 


ditations, which is common in thoſe who apply themſelves to 


the Sciences of Metaphyſics and Mathematics, and are fond of 
nocturnal Lucubrations; for intenſe I hinking conſumes the Spi- 
rits, and brings on a Weakneſs of the Brain and nervous Parts; 
vhence they are ſubject to dangerous Diſeaſes of the Head, name- 


ly, Apoplexy, Melancholy, Madneſs, and Weakneſs of Memory. 
It can hardly be imagined what a Conſent there is between 


- the Brain and its Membranes, between the Stomach and the ad- 


Joining Inteſtines, they being greatly nervous, and indued with 


an exquiſite Senſe; whence many Students are troubled with a 


bad Digeſtion, Coſtiveneſs, and the hypochondriac Paſſion. 
Beſides, it is neceſſary to conſider the Place where the Patient 

lives, the Nature of the Air, and his uſual Diet. Places that 

ſtand high expoſed to the Winds, have a more pure and ſalubri- 


_ ous Air; thoſe that are low, breathe an Air which is more con- 


denſed, more thick, and full of impure Vapours; than which 

nothing can tend more to generate grievous and chronical Af- 

tections, and to deſtroy the V igour and Strength of the Solids. 
With Regard to Diet, Enquiry muſt be made whether they 


feed groſly, and live upon Fleſh that is ſmoak-dried and ſalted, 


and coarſe Bread; to which thoſe who inhabit maritime Places 
being accuſtomed, are ſubject to a Dyſcraſia, or a ſcorbutic 
Impurity, which is endemic in thoſe Parts: Or whether the 
Patient has been uſed to eat Summer Fruits, Sallads, farinaceous 
Things fried with Butter, Eggs, and ſuch like. Some d light 
in Cheeſe, and feed upon it immoderately, which produces Ob- 
ſtructions, and generates Gravel. Next, Enquiry muſt be 
made into their Kinds of Drink; which, if it be temperate, aque- 
ous and diluting, it is more healthy. Hence groſs nouriſhing 


Malt Liquors, eſpecially if ſtale, as well as Wine and Spirits 


drank upon an empty Stomach, tend greatly to the Deſtruction 


of Health: By theſe the Viſcera are indurated, polypous Con- 


cretions are generated, and the Temperies of the Humours diſ- 
b 2 turbed; 
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- 


turbed ; whence a Hectic, a Cachexy, a Dropſy, an Api 


plexy, or ſudden Death. 
When a Man wants Plenty of Fluid to preſerve Health, no- 
thing can be worſe than to drink too ſparingly ; for the ſmall 

Tubes become obſtructed thereby, and are filed with viſcid ang 

groſs Humours, which are fruitful of various Diſeaſes. 

Beſides, it is neceſſary to be known, whether the Patient has 
crank cold Liquors when he was in a Sweat, and exceeding hot, 
as it is a common thing to drink too freely and quickly of cold 

Liquors, after Exerciſe or violent Paſſions of the Mind, or after 

a critical and ſalutary Excretion of Blood; whence the whole 

Occonomy of the vital Motions and Functions is diſturbed and 

perverted, inſomuch that Poiſon itfelf cannot have a more ſpeedy 

or more pernicious Operation. X 

Enquiry muſt be made into the kind of Life, whether it be 
laborious or inactive; accuſtomed to Exerciſeor ſedentary; whe- 
ther the Perſon be a Courtier or a Soldier, a Student or a I radeſ- 
man; whether he be converſant among Metals and Minerals, or 
works at theFire; for every kind of Life produces particularDiſ- 
eaſes: Thus Braſiers are ſubject to Diſeaſes of the Eyes; Huſ- 
bandmen to thoſe of the Breaſt; Makers of Starch to Coughs 
and Phthificks; Porters to Aſthmas, Ruptures, and burſting of 
the Veſſels in the Breaſt; TaHow-Chandlers to Diſeaſes of the 

Head and Stomach; Workers in Tow, Hemp, and Silk, to 
Shortneſs of Breath; Leather-dreſſers are generally cachectic 
and hydropical; Runners of Races are often troubled with a 
Shortneſs of Breath, and fpit Blood; Carpenters are ſubject to 
ſore Eyes; Nightmer are apt to be blind; Plaiſterers are trou- 
bled with Shortnefs of Breath, and Conſumptions; Waſherwo- 
men are liable to Difficulties of Breathing and Drophes; Makers 
of Oil are cacheQtic and aſthmatic ; Plumbers are frequently pa- 
ralytic; Houſe-painters are generally Valetudinarians, cachec- 
tic, coſtive and paralytic ; Fifhermen have Ulcers in their Legs; 
Bakers are troubled with Coughs, Hoarſeneſs, and Lippitude, as 
well as a Conſtipation of the Pores; Cutters of Tobacco are 
ſubject to the Vertigo, and the like. 

As there are no Ferfons but what are apt to be guilty of an 
Exceſs of one kind or other, it will be neceffary to enquire into 
their Diet, Drink, Sleep, Exerciſe, Uſe of Tobacco, c. In our 
Age the Drinking of Coffee is very common; hypochondriac Pa- 
tients are generally exceſſive in the Uſe of Medicines and other 
Things; all which Errors have ſome Influence upon the Body, 
and ought to be enquired into and conſidered. 

Another thing to be examined is the Excretions; for unleſs 
theſe are regular, Health cannot be maintained, and therefore 
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if they are too plentiful, defective or ſuppreſſed, they will cauſe 
various Diſorders. Hence if a Perſon begins to be coſtive, it 
is generally the Forerunner of ſome Diſeaſe. wy 5 is alſo 
to be had to Perſpiration, which carries off more Matter than 
ell the Emunctories beſides. This depends greatly upon Cloath- 
ing, and keeping the Body in equal Warmth, as alſo upon the 

armth and Moiſture of the Feet: On the other hand, if the 
Feet are dry and cold, and their Pores contracted, it ſhows 
that Perſpiration is ſtopt. Hence if in cold, moiſt, changeable, 
and unequal Weather, as alſo in the vernal and autumnal Sea- 
ſons, the Perſpiration of the Body is greatly diminiſhed, it be- 
comes languid and ſubject to the reigning Diſeaſes, 

As a Man generally takes more Aliment than is neceſſary to 
grnerats Blood and Serum, and the common Excretions are not 

ufficient to carry off ſuperfluous Humours, extraordinary ones 
ſometimes happen at ſtated Times: Hencethe Bleeding Piles and 
Hzmorrhages of the Noſe, as alſo large Sweats, Looſeneſſes, 
Running at the Noſe, Coughs, plentiful Spitting, all which tend 
to promote Health; and if theſe are defective or ſuppreſſed, dan- 
8 Diſeaſes may ariſe. Wherefore it is highly hazardous to 
uppreſs Secretions of this kind: Hence great Paſſions of the 
Mind, eſpecially Terror, which conſtringes the ſmall Veſſels, 
very cold Air, and ſudden Refrigerating of the Body, produce 
dangerous Stagnations of the Fluids, and ſudden and capital 
Diforders in the vital Motions, The ſame may be ſaid of cri- 
tical Excretions, if unadviſedly ſtopt; for they not only renew 
the Diſeaſe, but render it much more dangerous. 

The Practitioner ſhould likewiſe enquire what Diſeaſes the 
Patient has been ſubject to, at what Time, and how cured; for 
it often happens, in the raſh and imprudent Cure of Diſeaſes, 
that terrible and dangerous Symptoms are produced, and that 


2 the driving away one Diſeaſe is productive of a much worſe: 
53 Likewiſe the Patient ſometimes will not obſerve any Rules, but 
as daily committing Errors in the Non-naturals, accumulates the 
e morbific Matter afreſh, and contracts a Diſeaſe. 


Sometimes Diſeaſes are ſtrangely complicated, inſomuch that 
" if the Patient was affected with a hypochondriac Paſſion, ora Ca- 
© chexy, Scurvy, Debility of the Head, Spitting of Blood, Con- 
Ir ſumption, Piles, Gravel, or Gout; another Diftemper ſuper- 


15 venes, which requires the utmoſt Prudence, and a different Me- 
1 thod of Cure. | 

'» Itis likewiſe neceſſary toenquire whether the Patient is pletho- 
f ric, or abounding with bad Humqurs, or cacochymic; what is 
: the State of the Stomach and Inteſtines, whether ſubject to Eruc- 
Q tations, Winds, and Spaſms, with Coſtiveneſs, * if he be hy- 
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pochondriac; what is the Condition of the Liver; whether the 
Circ: 4tion thro” it be impeded; whether the Bile is duly ſecret- 
ed; dcn will appear from the Colour of the Face, and the 
dimia med Nutrition of the Body. Moreover, Enquiry muſt 
be made into the State of the Lungs, and whether they are whole 
and ſound; which will appear from the Breathing being eaſy or 
difficult, and the Kind of Spittle which is rejected. Laſtly, 
the Temperies of the Brain and nervous Syſtem is to be exami- 
ned, and determined from the Nature of the Sleep, Affections 
of the Mind, and Diſturbance of the Imagination. 

Theſe Things being conſidered, we muſt proceed to the Diſ- 
eaſe itſelf, as, whether it be common or epidemic; whether the 
Virulence appears on the Skin in Puſtules, orotherwiſe ; whence 
the Crudity and virulent Nature of the Matter which forms the 
Diſeaſe may chiefly be known; becauſe while it remains on the 
nervous Parts, it produces Anxiety of the Præcordia, Coldneſs 
of the Extremities, reaching to vomit, Pains of the Head, and 
Back about the Vertebra of the Loins; Quickneſs and Hard- 
- neſs of the Pulſe, Diſturbance of the Mind, and Difficuity of 
 Brcathing: But when it is expelled to the Surface of the Body, 
theſe ſeverer Symptoms generally remit, and are in ſome Degree 
appeaſed. Enquiry muſt likewiſe be made whether the Patient 
was ſeized with a great Proſtration of Strength, and remarkable 
Languorof the Parts; whence the occult Corruption of the Hu- 
mours, commonly called Malignity, may probably be known. 

As there is no Pere or other Diſeaſe, which has not ſenſible 
Remiſſions and Intermiſſions of the Symptoms, the Phyſician 
ought to know the State of the natural, vital, and animal Func- 
tions, as well in, as out of the Paroxyſm. For in the Acceſſions, 
Imtetus and Strength of theDiſeaſe,when the Motions of the So- 
lids and Fluids are more intenſe and quick, it is neceſſary that all 
Things which increaſe and exaſperate the Motions and Excre- 
tions, ſhould be quite omitted ; but on the vacant or intercalary 
Days, when the Fit is off, and all the Motions are weak, eſpe- 
cially the Pulſe, thoſe Things may be uſed which ſerve to move 
and exterminate the peccant Matter: And more eſpecially in the 
Increaſe of Diſeaſes, the animal, vital, and natural Functions are 
to be regarded; becauſe from the Degree of the Diſorder of theſe, 
the Violence of the Diſtemper is to be determined, 

In acute Diſeaſes we may know the Genus and Force of the 
Diſorder, from the Reſpiration, and the Nature and Condition 
of the Pulſe. There is an evident Agreement between the 
Brain and the Heart; for all Diſeaſes of the Brain and Nerves, 
all Aﬀections of the Mind, produce a Change in the Pulſe. 
Belides, as no Patient dies without an Inflammation and inter- 
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nal Mortification, and as the Inflammations of the Stomach and 
Membranes of the Brain are produced eaſily in acute Diſeaſes, 
and as in the chronic the Mortification of the Viſcera puts a ſud- 
den Period to Life, the Phyſician ſhould carefully attend to. 
theſe fatal Symptoms, in order to nianage the Diſeaſe with 


greater Certain 


Likewiſe the Crate of the Prime Vie is carefully to be exa+ 
mined, as whether they are replete with Sordes, whetherthe Body 
is coſtive or otherwiſe, the Quantity, Quality, and Colour of 
the Excrements; that the State of the natural Functions may 
be certainly known. Alſo the Conſiſtence, Nature, Quantity 


and Colour of the Urine ought to be conſidered; from which, 


being compared with other Symptoms, the fpaſmodic Strictures 
of the internal Parts may be known, and the Increafe or De- 
creaſe of the preternatural Heat determined. 

It will likewiſe be neceſſary to obſerve nicely the Operations 
of the Medicines, and what Changes they produce; whether the 
Force and Vehemence of theSymptomsare mitigated orincreaſed, 
or whether nothing of this Kind happens: For Remedies which 
are profitable to ſome Patients, may hurt others; but the Way 
not to be deceived, is to obſerve all the Circumſtances and Ap- 
5 which are contained in an accurate Hiſtory of the 

iſeaſe, otherwiſe Miſtakes may ariſe the Strength and Opera- 
tions of Medicines being always conditional, according to vari- 
ous Conſtitutions, Places, Seaſons, and other Circumſtances. 

As many acute Diſeaſes are as often cured without Medicines, 
by the Benefit of Nature, ang domeftic Remedies, as when 
the Patient takes greatQuantiries of the moſt precious Compoſi- 
tions; it would A the Knowledge of Phylic to obſerve all 
their Circumſtances, Time, and Order; and alſo with what Ex- 


cretions, with what Succeſſions of Symptoms the Piſeaſe ad- 


vances, and is at laſt terminated. For it ſometimes happens that 
Phyſicians are called in, and preſcribe their Arcana, and think 
they have cured Diſorders thereby, which would have ended 
by the ſole Benefit of Nature. 

Many Diſeaſes, and eſpecially Fevers of all Kinds, attack di- 
vers Perſons at once, and are attended with particular Symptoms, 
requiring ſometimes one Kind of Management, and ſometimes 
another; therefore the Cauſes of theſe Diſeaſes can be nothin 
elſe, but ſuch as are common to many Men, and equally affcch 
them all. The moſt common of theſe is the unhealthy State of 
the Air, which is a Fluid abſolutely neceſſary to the Preſervation 
of Life: wherefore Changes of the Air mult affect the Ten- 
peries and Conſtitution of the Solids and Fluids, and produce 
pretyrnatural Habits, T his is ige from the different gen 
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of the Vear, from the Changes of Weather, and the Variety of * 


Winds, which produce very ſenſible Effects. 

But the State of the Air alone is not ſufficient for the Gene- 
ration of epidemie Diſeaſes. For it is evident from Obſerva- 
tion, that in the ſame Climate, and ſame Conſtitution bf the 
Heavens, a Diſeaſe ſhall infeſt the Inhabitants of one Place, and 
not another; as appears from the $Small-pox, Dyſenteries, and 
Miliary Fevers. W herefore Recoyrſe muſt be had to the Nature 
of Exhalations from Pools and marſhy Places, which are re- 
plete with ſulphureous, vitriolic, aluminous, bituminous, ſaline, 
and other Particles; which Variety of Efluvia cannot be de- 
monſtrated more plainly than from the uy of Malt Li- 
quors, which, though they are brewed from the ſame Malt and 
Hops, and in the ſame Manner, excepting the Water, won- 
. derfully differ in Taſte, Colour, and Virtue, | 
- Regard muſt likewiſe be had to the different Way of Living, 
and Kinds of Aliment, from whence the Cauſes of Epidemic 
. Diſeaſes differ in their Nature, Matter, Texture, Power, and 
Virtue; and affect the Structure and Motion of the Body in a 
preternatural Manner, Theſe Cauſes and concurrent Circum- 
ſtances being known, an epidemic .Difeaſe may be predicted, 
and the beſt Method of Cure be adviſed. This indeed is a dif- 
fcult Taſk, but the Hopes of performing it are not altogether 
to bedeſpaired of, eſpecially if ſkilful Phylicians, well inſtructed 
in the Nature of Things, would unite their Counſels, and 
obſerve, in divers Places, every Day in the Year, the Changes 


of Weather, the different Seaſons, the Diverſity and Shifting 


of the Winds, the State of the Barometers and Thermometers, 
as well as Hygrometers; determining the Differences of Moi- 
ſture and Dryneſs, Heat and Cold; the Situation of Places, 
the particular Kind of Diet, eſpecially that which coincides 
_ withepidemic Diſeaſes; what Symptoms theſe are attended with, 


what their common Event is, what Medicines are ſalutary, and 
What noxious, | 
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HE Method of diſtinguiſhing the various Kinds of Fevers 

is prefixed before the Account of theſe Diſeaſes, and there- 
foreis omitted in this Place. I ſhall therefore proceed to the moſt 
frequent and common Diſtempers of a different Sort, eſpecially 
thoſe that ſecm nearly allied to each other, and for that Reaſon 
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vore liable to be miſtaken ; which may miſlead the Practitioner 
Winto the moſt fatal Errors. 


I ſhall begin with Hæmorrbages, and particularly Spitting of 


Bload, or an Hæmoptyſis; which is a Rejection of florid Blood 


from the Lungs. This ſhould be carefully diſtinguiſhed from 
Bloody Spittle, which proceeds from the Oeſophagus, Fauces, and 
Noftrils, and is rather brought up by hawking than by coughing ; 
beſides, it is not ſo copious, is mixed with Phlegm, and is of an 
obſcure bloody Colour. Likewiſe a true Hemoptyſs may be 


known from that Spitting of Blood, which proceeds in a ſmaller 


Quantity, from a Diſorder of the Veſſels of the Aſpera Arteria, 
and is brought up with coughing, and commonly attended with 
itching, — a ſalt Taſte. An Hæmoptyſis differs greatly from a 


vomiting of Blood, becauſe in the former the Blood is thin, very 


florid, arterial, and not brought up without labour and ſtrain- 
ing; whereas in a vomiting of Blood it is brought up without 
coughing, thick, coagulated, and black, and chiefly proceeds 
from the internal Veins of the Stomach, Neither is vomiting 
of Blood of one ſingle Species, but as it differs with regard to 
its Cauſes, ſo it requires a different Method of Cure. One 
Kind proceeds from a corroding Cauſtic, contained in the 
Stomach, as in Poiſons and violent Emetics ; another Sort 
ariſes from an impetuous Motion of the Blood, brought from 
other Parts to the Veſſels of the Stomach, which are eaſily 
burſt, as is the Caſe from a Suppreſſion of the uſual ſan- 
guineous Evacuations: This Kind of Vomiting generally ob- 
ſerves ſome ſtated Periads, | 

In the Kinds of bloody Urine, one proceeds froma rough Stone, 
lacerating the Urethra, or its Veſſels, which is not very common, 
even to nephritic Perſons ; and then but a ſmall Quantity of 


Blood is voided. But if it is attended with a violent [mpetus 


of the Blood, and flows violently to the Kidneys from other 
Parts, it is generally without Mixture, and without any parti- 
cular Complaint or Senſation; and when it ſeparates from the 
Urine, is not red, but of a browniſh yellow Colour. A Diſor- 


der not unlike this attacks Perſons advanced in Years, who are 


full of Blood and Humours, but often without any Danger. 
The Flux of Blood, which ſometimes happens to pregnant 
Women, without any Danger'to Health, ought to be diſtin- 
Sho from that which threatens Abortion, If it only 
Happens periodically for three or four Months, then it is ſalu- 
tary; but if the Flux be large, and proceeds from the Veſleis 
of the Uterus, it is dangerous both to the Mother and F&:s. 
If the Flux is violent, it ſhows a total Separation of the Sc- 
cundines, and that Abortion will follow; if it be moderate, 
the Fetus may be faved, If this Flux correſponds * the 
| | eriod 


To Of diſtinguiſhing one DiskAsE from another!“ 
Period of the Catamenia, and the Os Uteri is cloſed and with- 
out Pain, the Flux docs not proceed from thence. 

Moreover, a Flux of the Piles or Hemorrhoids is to be well 
diſtinguiſhed from a Dyſentery, ſince they both agree in this, 
that in each Diſorder the Blood is mixed with the n 
In the Piles the Blood flows without any Pain, or Spaſms, and 
is ſometimes critical and healthy; on the contrary, a Dyſentery 
is attended with the moſt violent Spaſms and painful Gripes, and 
the whole Body is in high Diſorder eſpecially if the ſmall Inteſ- 
tines are affected: for then, on the firſt Days there are Vomiting, 
Hiccup, Anxieties of the Præcordia, Loſs of Appetite, and 
great Weakneſs. The White Dyſentery differs little in its Na- 
ture from the red ; in the white, little Blood comes away, but 
great Quantity of Mucus is excreted ; but in the red, the Blood 
is more copious, with ſmall Pieces of Films, or fleſhy Fibres. 

We now come to Pazns, of which thoſe of the Head are moſt 
common. If the Head-ach is cauſed by a more impetuous Con- 
geſtion of Blood in the Head, with Heat, Redneſs, and Swelling 
of the Face, and a great Puliation of the Arteries of the Neck 
and Temples; the Pain and Heat ſometimes extend as far as 

the Bulbs of the Eyes, with Coldneſs of the Extremities. If 
the Head-ach is inveterate, and the Offspring of venerea] Con- 

tagion, it is generally more violent in the Night, is fixt to a 
certain Part, and the Skin is often raiſed by a Kind of Swelling. 
Beſides, the Cauſe of a Pain in the Head often lies in the ex- 
ternal Parts of the Skull and Pericranium; for if it is in the 
Membranes of the Brain, it is attended with a Vertigo, Red- 
neſs of the Eyes, a Stupor, Oblivion, Difficulty of Hearing; 
and even a Palſy, or an Apoplexy precedes or follows it, 

Another Cauſe of the Head-ach is an Effuſion of Serum and 
Blood from the Veſſels into the Sinuoſities of the Bones of the 
Forehead; in this Caſe the Pain is obſtinate, ſharp, fixed, and 
ſituated in the Bottom of the Forehead, and above the Eyes, 
never ceaſing Night or Day. Sometimes the Head is diſordered 
from Crudities in the Stomach, which appear from Belching, 
Inflammations, and Spaſms of the Prime Viæ, and the Pain is 
increaſed by flatulent Food, but is leſſened by vomiting and 
evacuating dtomachics, Another Cauſe of Head-ach, but leſs 
known, is the extravaſated Lympha in the Ventricles of the 
Brain, which ſtagnates, and is not carried off by the Infundi- 
bulum, or pituitary Gland ; in which Caſe the inward Parts of 
the Head are continually in Pain, which cannot more certainly 
be eaſed than by abſtaining from Drink, and taking things 
which evacuate Serum, or Diuretics, in cachectic and caco- 
chymic Diſorders. 1 


The 


. 
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The Heat of the Cardialgia exceeds all others for Sharpneſs. 
Its Seat is the upper Orifice of the Stomach. Sometimes the 
Cauſe of it lies in the Stomach, and is a ſharp, cauſtic Matter, 
as in Caſe of Poiſon; in the bilious Paſſion or Dyſentery it pro- 
ceeds from very ſharp cauſtic Bile. Another Cardialgia pro- 
ceeds from a Suppreſſion of the uſual ſanguineous Evacuations, 
which regurgitate to the nervous Membranes of the Stomach. 
The Cure conſiſts in Bleeding and Cupping : But when it 

proceeds from a ſharp cauſtic Matter; the Pain muſt be P's 

eaſed by Demulcents, — temperating Medicines, Aſſes 
Milk, or a ſaturated Infuſion of Camomile Flowers with 
Cream, as alſo abſorbent Powders. A Cardialgia ſhould be 
well diſtinguiſhed from a painful Inflation of the Stomach, 
when it is wonderfully diſtended with Wind, In this Diſorder 
the Pain is under the ſpurious Ribs, chiefly on the Left Side, 
and under the Pit of the Stomach towards the Right; the 
Tumor is like a Bladder diſtended with Wind, and is not un- 
common; it brings on a great Difficulty of Breathing, with 
Anxiety; it is the greater the more the Diaphragm is thruſt up- 
wards by the diſtended Stomach, and hinders the Expanſion of 
the Lungs. This Diſorder is moſt common to ſucking Infants, - 
when the Milk ſtagnates in the Stomach, and being coagulated 
and corrupted is rarified into Wind. It is pretty common ta 
hypochondriacal Perſons, * if they eat too freely, for 
by Indigeſtion a great deal of Wind is generated. 

It is likewiſe neceſſary to diſtinguiſh the Pain of the Colie, 
from that of a Stone deſcending by the Ureters; for in the Stone 
of the Kidneys there is a deep preſſing Pain, which ſeems to be 
fixt in the Loins, attended with a little Shivering; it likewiſe 
is accompanied with Vomiting and Pains in the Belly when 
the Stone is paſſing downward through the Ureters; then 
the Pain extends to the Region of the Os Iſchium, and brings 
on a Stupor of the Thigh of the affected Side: There are 
likewiſe frequent Inclinations to making Water, attended with 
a Strangury, and Gravel often comes away. But the Pain of 
the Colic is otherwiſe; for then the Pain and Gripes are more 
about the Navel, ſhifting from Place to Place, and the Belly is 
often diſtended with Wind. But it often happens that the 
Colic is nephritic, which may be known from grievous Pains 
in the Belly, Coſtiveneſs, Vomiting, Head-ach, Coldneſs of 
the Extremities, a Stimulus to make Water, till the Fit being 
ended Gravel comes away. The Colic which torments Hypo- 
chondriacs lies in the Hypochondria, and the left Side is apt to 
ſwell from Wind in the Flexures of the Colan, and this Pain 
returns oftener than the Colic. 


If 
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If the Wind is the Cauſe of the Pain of the Inteſtines, then 
there is a manifeſt Inflation of the Abdomen, ſometimes ſe great 
as to cauſe a Wind Rupture in the Region of the Nayel. When 
Perſons are ſubje& to this Diſeaſe it proceeds from a m_ Re- 
frigeration of the Abdomen, or the Feet, or from feculent Drink, 
or Latulent Food, eſpecially if cold Liquor is drank after it. As 
many Perſons who are troubled with the Gravel are liable to a 
Katulent Colic, the nephritic Colic is often confounded with it. 
But if the Pain of the Inteſtines is attended with Flatulencies, 
great Anxiety, and a tenſive Pain of the Back, with Coſtiveneſs 
which returns upon the ſlighteſt Occaſion, and the Fact is ca- 
cheQic, then the Cauſe of the Diſorder generally lies in the Vif- 
tera of the Abdomen, thro' which the Blood does not circulate 
readily and . but ſtagnates in the Volume of the Inteſtines, 
and finding no Exit through the hæmorrhoidal Veſſels, conti- 
nues between the Membranes of the Inteſtines, diſtending and 
teazing them, whence proceeds that Colic which is called con- 
vulſive, becauſe the nervous Syſtem is grievouſly afflicted there- 
by. This Stagnation of the Blood, if it proceeds from a Suppreſ- 
ſion of the Hzmorrhoids, produces a violent Pain in the Inteſ- 
tines, which is ſaid to be hæmorrhoidal; and if it proceeds from 
an Irregularity of the Menſes in Women, the Blood returns 
back to the Volume of the Inteſtines, and produces Gripes, 
which are called an hyſteric Colic, Another Kind of Colic is the 
bilious, and is common to Men of chpleric Conſtitutions, prone 
to Anger and of great Senſibility. This is generally attended 
with Vomiting, the Head-ach, or a Diarrhea, and becauſe the 
free Deſcent of the Bile to the Inteſtines is hindered by a ſpaſ- 
modic Conſtriction, it regurgitates to the Habit of Body, and 
produces a yellow Colour in the Face, 

It is likewiſe neceſſary to diſtinguiſh a convulſive Colic from 
the other Kinds; for it diſturbs the nervous and membraneous 
Parts of the whole Body, by conſent, in a terrible Manner, in- 
ſomuch that a violent Spaſm is ſpread thro' the whole Syſtem 
of Nerves, and then not only the Stomach and Inteſtines are 
drawn upwards and downwards with obſtinate Coſtiveneſs, 
but the Muſcles of the Belly and Navel are drawn inward. 
If the Nerves of the Lungs are affected by the Violence of the 
Spaſm, the Breathing is very ſhort and difficult, with a ſtrong 
Motion of the Thorax. When the Diſorder increaſes, the 
Membranes of the Brain and Nerves are affected, whence 
a Vertigo, Scotomia, ſlight Delirium, Watching, and great 
Coldneſs of the extreme Parts, with a moſt violent Agitation 
of the Feet and Arms, which not ſeldom ends in a Palſy of 


theſe Parts. | 
Workers 
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Workers in Metal are greatly fubject to this Diſeaſe, eſpeci- 
ally thoſe that are concerned in — Lead, and draw the 


Steams in with their Breath, Likewiſe the Scorbutic and Ca- 
chectic are liable to it, as well as thoſe in whom the hæ- 


morrhoidal Flux is ſuppreſſed, or irregular, or who have had 


an Agũe imperfectly cured by Aſtringents. Sometimes it pro- 
ceeds from Worms, or from a Stone in the Bilious Ducts. Hence 
we plainly ſee the Fault is not material, moveable, or eaſily cor- 
rected or evacuated, as in the flatulent and bilious Colic, but is 
rather in the nervous membranaceous Parts, which are readily 
brought into theſe ſpaſtic Motions. - Sometimes the Cardialgia, 
and convulſive Pain of the Inteſtines, in very ſenſible Bodies, 
proceeds from ſtrong Affections of the Mind, Terror, frequent 
Anger, ſpirituous Liquors, and the like. 

here are great Miſtakes committed with Regard to the Gout 
and Rheumatiſm. The Pain in both is ſpaſtic, and infeſts the 
membranaceous Parts with Redneſs, Heat, Pain, Swelling, and 


Loſs of Motion; but the arthritic Pain proceeds from a ſharp 


tartareous Serum in the Joints, and the Rheumatiſm is derived 
from a ſerous ſalino-cauſtic Matter, fituated externally in the 
Membranes of the Muſcles and Ligaments of the Joints, In 
the Gout, the mucous Glands of the Joints and glandulous Li- 
33 contain the arthritic Matter: On the contrary, the 
ſtagnating acrid Serum of the Rheumatiſm too plentifully con- 
7 ed in the Veſſels from the Blood, is collected between the 
nterſtices of the Membranes and Muſcles. W hence the Rea- 


© fon appears why the Cure of the Rheumatiſm is more eaſy than 


that of the Gout, and why Topics will mitigate the Pains of 
the former, and not of the latter. 

The Goat muſt likewiſe be diſtingutſhed from venereal Pains; 
for the Gout is more violent in the Day, the Lues venerea in the 
Night; the Gout has alſo a febrile Commotion, the other not. 
The Gout has likewiſe ſtated Times, and is exaſperated with 
ſharp Medicines, Mercurials, and the like; whereas the French 
Diſeaſe is mitigated by theſe. There.is beſides a peculiar Dif- 
ference between Pains of the Joints, of the Legs or Feet, with 
Tenſion, Stiffneſs, Imbecillity of moving, and raging epidemi- 
cally, and truearthritic Pains. Atſome Times, and in ſome Con- 
ſtitutions of the Air, we frequently meet with Pains in the Legs, 
of which ſome are tenfive, others obtuſe and dull; others pun- 

nt, lying among the Bones of the Tarſus and Metatarſus, with 
Framnobitity: Stupor, and Rigidity of theſe Parts; which Pain is 
increaſed by Motion. Thoſe are ſubject to it who are bled in 
the Foot, and expoſe themſelves to cold Air, after which comes 


on Weakneſs of the affected Member, and then Pain, which 


continues 
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continues ſor ſome Months, and is miſtaken for the Gout; but 
there is no Fever, nor Swellin , nor Redneſs, nor Heat, neither 
in the Joints, nor in the Perigſfeum; and therefore cannot be 
called the Gout, | 

Let us now proceed tothoſe corvulſeve and ſpaſmodic Diſorders, 
.called Coughs. Of theſe ate ſeveral Kinds. It the Cauſe of the 
Cough is in the Lungs, there is a Diffieulty of Breathing, which 

is increaſed upon Motion, or Agitation of the Body or Blood; 
likewiſe there is often aſhrill Voice, or preſſing Pain in the Breaſt 
and a Hoarſeneſs. If it be dry, and continues long, there are 

nerally hard T ubercles, or Yomice, full of Matter, and the 
Cough is conſumptive. But if it be moiſt, and great plenty of 
viſcid Matter is brought up, it is a Sign there is a Collection of 
Matter in the Cavity of the Lungs. In this Diſorder there is 
2 n lying on the affected Side, and pure Matter, or 
mixt with Blood, is brought up, which leaves no room to doubt 
that the Lungs are affected. 

The Tuffis Stomachalis, or Stomach Cough, is ſometimes moiſt 

and ſometimes dry: If moiſt,athick and copiousSpittle is brought 
- up after Meals, generally with Vomiting ;- the Cough is more 
violent after Pectorals and ſweet Things, and is troubleſome in 
a Morning. It is attended with ſpaſmodic and flatulent Diſor- 
ders in the Abdomen, neither do the Excretions by Stool conti- 
nue regular. In a er f or whooping Gough, that is violent 
and dry,theCauſe is chiefly in the nervous Coats of the Stomach, 
and there is a violent Concuſſion of the whole Thorax with a 
deep Sound; this is greatly increaſed after cold Drink or Acids. 
In this obſtinate Cough the Hypochondria are generally diſor- 
dered, or there is a ſcorbutic and ſalt Diatheſis mixt with the 
Blood; wherefore this Cough is not unfrequently attended with 
a miliary Fever. If the Matter lurks in the Duodenum, which 
is often the Caſe in intermitting Fevers, eſpecially Tertians, as 
alſo in hypochondriac Patients, then acid EruCtations and Fla- 
tulencies manifeſt themſelves, eſpecially in the Paroxyſms after 
| Shivering, with a bilious and acid Vomiting. Children are 
frequently troubled with W hooping Coughs, partly becauſe the 
- Syſtem of their Nerves is very prone to ſpaſtic Convulſions, and 
partly becauſeacid and biliousCruditiesabound in their Stomach 
and Duodenum. The coughing Fit often ends in Vomiting, 
ſometimes is quite dry, and one would think that they were in 
Danger of being ſtrangled. 

The Afthma is a common Diſeaſe, and has various Cauſes, 
which are variouſly ſeated, and make divers Kinds of this 
Diſeaſe. The common Cauſe is in the Stomach, and then it 
is a flatulent Aſthma ; for the Stomach being inflated, pee + 
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the free Play of the Diaphragm. This is frequent in Hypo- 


chondriacs, who havea Weakneſs of the Stomach, from flatulent 
Food, which is mitigated by Vomiting. A convulſive Aſthma 
is greatly different from that which is humoral or n for 
it is periodical, and comes on at certain Intervals, chiefly in the 
Night; the Breathing is ſometimes ſo difficult, that the — 
cannot lie down without Danger of Suffocation, There is often 
a cold Sweat, which continues for twenty Hours and more, and 
brings on a Fainting. A conſtrictive Compreſſion of the Tho- 
rax is generally perceived, which often extends to the Neck. 
This Diſeaſe is generally accompanied with a bad State of the 
Viſcera of the p ee eſpecially of the Liver, whence a Ca- 
chexy ariſes. But if the Aſthma proceeds from a polypous Con- 
cretion in the Veſſels of the Heart, then there is a Palpitation 
of the Heart. Laſtly, the Cauſe of the convulſive and ſuffoca- 
ting Aſthma, is a great Extravaſation of Water in the Cavity 
of the Thorax: Out of the Paroxyſm there is a fixed Pain in the 
Side of the Thorax, where the Water is contained,” and the 
Foot of the ſame Side is apt to ſwell, or both ; and the Paroxyſm 
is long and violent, with great Anxiety, but without a Cough, 
and is often fatal. 

There is a very notable Difference between a convulſue Afthma 
and a ſuffocating Catarrh; for this is a kind of Pally affecting 
the Nerves, which ſerve for Reſpiration ; and comes on una- 
wares, with great Anxiety and Wheezing: The Face is ſwelled 
and looks red, and Suffocation is at hand. A convulſive Aſthma 
is a periodical and chronical Diſeaſe; but a ſuffocating Catarrh 
is more properly reckoned an acute Diſeaſe. In this there is 
perceived a conſtant Afflux of Matter, which is wanting in the 
Aſthma ; likewiſe a great Loſs of Strength more commonly at- 


tends a fuffocating Catarrh, than a convulſive Aſthma. A ſuf- 


focating Catarrh is more common to Infants, to the weak, and 
to very old Perſons; eſpecially when Exanthemata are driven 
back, ſuch as the Small-Pox, Meaſles, Tinea Capitis, Achores 
of the Face, the Itch, and the like. | 
We come now to the Apoplexy, which is like a Syncope, for 
there is in both a Loſs of all the Senſes, and yet there is a re- 
markable Difference; for in this the Pulſe and Breathing are not 
perceptible, the Face is pale, and the Body is cold; but in the 
Apoplexy the Breathing continues, the Faceis often red and flo- - 
rid, the Pulſe {till beats, and ſometimes very ſtrong. But the 
Difficulty is greater to diſtinguiſh the ſpurious from the true Apo- 
plexy. The ſpurious is frequently an Hyſteric Symptom, and 
roceeds from the Violence of the Spaims in the Abdomen, in 
which the Blood becoming redundant from the Stagnation of the 
Men ſes, 
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Menſes, is carried tothe Brain with Force, ſtopsinits Veſſels, and 
intercepts all Senſe and Motion except of the Pulſe and Breath. 
It is commonly taken for aSyncope, or an hyſteric Epilepſy, but 
not rightly : It is ſeldom fatal; for when the Stricture is re- 
laxed, of the Patient is let Blood, it eaſily abates. A true Apo- 
plexy is more dangerous, which, from a burſting of the Blood 
or Serum from the Veſlels, is often fatal ; likewiſe the complete 
Apoplexy is to be diſtinguiſhed from the partial; for the for- 
mer proceeds from the burſting of the Veſſels of the Brain, the 
latter from their too great Diftenſion, and the Stagnation of 
the Blood therein, which frequently induces a Palſy and a De- 
bility of the Senſes, but does not kill. | 
he Pal is likewiſe to be diſtinguiſhed into the true and 
falſe; the former has its Seat in the Brain, or the Beginning of 
the ſpinal Marrow, and takes away almoſt all Senſe and Motion. 
But the ſpurious is milder, and has not taken ſo deep a Root in 
the Brain, but in ſome certain Nerves belonging to particular 
Parts, and only hurts the Senſe and Motion. This is often the 
Conſequence of the Colic, and the more grievous cardialgic 
and ſpaſmodic AﬀeCtions, eſpecially if there be a Stagnation of 
the Blood in a Plethora, and being transferred to the Nerved and 
Muſcles, which move the Hands and Feet, depoſits there aviſcid 
Serum, which, lodging on the nervous Membranes, induces an 
Impotence of Motion, the Senſe of Feeling being yet unhurt. 
An Epilepſy muſt be diſtinguiſhed from Convulſions. For in 
the former the Membranes of the Brain are affected, in the lat- 
ter the Membranes and Nerves of the ſpinal Marrow are more 
concerned; nor are the Thumbs ſo greatly contracted, though 
the Limbs are wa forcibly convulſed. Convulſive Motions 
likewiſe greatly affect Boys about fourteen Years old, from vio- 
lent Anger, ſudden Terror, ſudden Refrigerating of the Body, 
or Worms; and there is ſuch a ſtrange Diſtortion, and ſhaking 
of the Limbs, that it is often attributed to Witchcraft. The 
Mind in ſome is likewiſe diſturbed with various Phantaſms, if 
not opportunely and readily cured, which will ſometimes come 
on twenty Times a Day, or oftener. The Epilepſy ſeems con- 
nected with certain Phaſes of the Moon, and is not ſo frequent 
in Adults, _ ceaſing about the time of Puberty. Laſt- 
ly, a Catalzpſy differs from an Apoplexy, becauſe the former 
comes on ſuddenly, and keeps the Member quite tiff, and in 
the ſame Poſture, as at the Time of Acceſſion. In both there is 
an Abolition of all the Senſes, with a Stupor and Sleep, 
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Of the PULSE. 


HAT oſcillatory Motion, or Beating of the Arteries, which 
: we commonly call the Pulſe, is occaſioned by the Blood's 
being firſt thrown into them by aquick, ſtrong Effort of the Left 
Ventricle of the Heart, and then moving on from larger into 
more contracted Veſſels, whereby the Reſiſtance is more and 
more increaſed, till in their capillary Terminations it becomes 
greateſtofall. In Conſequence of this Reſiſtance, theArteriesare 
diſtended, and this Diſtenſion, or Diaſtole, as ſoon as the diſtend- 

ing Cauſe ceaſes, that is, when the Flux of Blood into them is 
2 be ſucceeded by a Contraction, or Syſtole, becauſe 

the Arteries, chiefly through their Elaſticity, but partly by their 
muſcular Contraction, — themſelves; whereby the Blood 
is urged into the venous Syſtem, the ſemilunar Valves at the 
Mouth of the Aorta hindering its Reflux into the Heart. 
With regard to Motion only, there are but four Kinds of Pulſe; 
Treat and little, quick-and flow. When Duickneſs and Greatneſs 

. are joined together, it becomes violent; and when it is little and 

Fow, it is then called a weak Pulſe. The Pulſe is alſo ſaid to be 
requent and rare, equal and unequal, but theſe are not the eſſen- 

tial Affections of Motion; Frequency and Quickneſs are often 

confounded with cach other. 

A Pulſe is ſaid to be hard or ſoft with regard to the Artery, ac- 
cording as it is tenſe, renitent, and hard or flaccid, ſoft or lax; for 
the Dilpoſitionof the Arteries contributes greatly tothe Change 
of the Pulſe; wherefore it ſometimes happens that the Pulſe in 
both Arms is not alike, which is very common in an Hemiplexp, 
Add to theſe, a conveul/ive Pulſe, which does not proceed from 
the Blood, but from the State of the Artery, and is known by a 
tremulous ſubſultory Motion, and the Artery ſeems to be drawn 
upwards; this, in acute Fevers, is à Sign of Death, and is pro- 
perly ſaid to be the Pulſe of dying Perſons, which is likewiſe 
generally unequal and imtermitting. | 

AgreatPulſe ſhows a more copious Aflux of Blood to the Heart, 
and from thence into the Arteries. A little Pulſe the contrary. 

If the Weight of a Perſon be 160 Pounds, then 80 of that 
will conſiſt of Fluids. If he be healthy, the Pulſz will beat 70 
Times in a Minute, or about 4200 in an Hour; whence the 
Blood is ſaid to circulate three Times in an Hour, and 72 Times 
in 24 Hours. | 

The Pulſes of Perſons differ according to the Largenefs of the 
Heart and Veſſels, the Quantity and Temperies of the Blood, the 
| tlaitic Force of the Canals, as alſo with regard to the Sex, Aze, 
f Vol. I. C Seaſons, 
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Seaſens, Air, Motion, Food, Sleep, Watching, and Paſſions of the 
ind. The Pulſe is larger and more quick in Men than Wo- 
men; in the bilious and ſanguines-bilious, than the phlegmatic and 
melancholic. Thoſe who are lean, with tenſe Fibres and large Veſ- 
ſels, have a greater and ſtronger Pulſe than thoſe that are obeſe; 
with Jax Fibres and ſmall Veſſels ; whence they are more heal- 
thy, robuſt, and apt for Labour. In Children the Pulſe is quick 
and foft, In Adults greater and more violent. In the old it is 
commonly great, hard, and flow. Labour, Motion, and Exerciſe 
of the Body increaſe theCirculation of the Blood,theExcretions, 
and particularly Perſpiration; Ref! renders the Circulation flow 
and weak; intenſe Speaking increaſes the Circulation, and con- 
Tequently renders the Pulſe large and quick. In Matching the 
Pulſe is more evident, in Sleep more flow and languid. After 
drinking hot Things, ſuch as Coffee, Tea, or hot Bath Waters, 
as well as after Meals, the Pulſe vibrates more quick. But no- 
thing produces a greater Change in the Pulſe than Afe#tons of 
the Mind ; in Terrar it is unequal, ſmall, and contracted ; in 
Joy frequent and great; in Anger quick and hard; in Sadneſs 
flow, ſmall, deep and weak, and in intenſe Study languid and 
weak. | | 

With regard to the Air, when, after the Predominancy of a 
Weſi or South Wind, it becomes North or Eat, the Pulſe is 
ſtronger and larger; and when the Quickſilver riſes in the Ba- 
rometer. But when the Atmoſphere is denſe, humid, rainy, with 2 
long South ind; as alſo,when theLife is ſedentary, the Sleep long, 
and the Seaſon autumnal, the Pulſe is languid and ſmall, and the 
Perſpiration decreaſed. In May it is great, and ſometimes vio- 
lent; in the Middle of the Summer quick, but weak ; in the Au- 
tumn ſlow, ſoft, and weak; in the Vinter, hard and great. 

A draſtic Purge and an Emetic render the Pulſe hard, quick, 
and weak, with Loſs of Strength; Chalybeates and the Bark ren- 
der it great and robuſt, and the Complexion lively. Volatiles 
am plify and increaſe the Pulſe. Acid and nitrous Remedies refri- 

gerate the Body, and appeaſe the Pulſe. Opzates, and the like, 
ender it ſmall and weak, and decreaſe the Elaſticity of the So- 
lids, whereas Things abounding with a friendly Sulphur,increaſe 
the Pulſe and the Strength; but Poiſans render it ſmall, contract- 
ed,and hard, When the Quantity of the Blood is too great, 
bleeding raiſes thePulſe ; which is alſorendered violent byBaths, 
eſpecially if they are too hot, whence a Palpitation of the Heart, 
and a Pain in the Head. Likewiſe Pediluvia uſed at Bed-time, 

increaſe the Motion of the Blood and Arteries. 
An intermitting Pulſe is, for the moſt Part, full of Danger, 
and often fatal, though ſometimes it happens otherwiſe, cſpe- 
cially

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cially in hy/teric —— and the Colic; ſometimes it proceeds 
from Worms or a Polypus in the Heart. Sometimes it attends 


ſcorbutical Caſes, without any great Inconvenience, and young 


Women whoſe Menſes are irregular, 
Though in all Fevers there is a frequent Pulſe, yet it is not al- 
ways a Sign of a Fever; for in Children and bilious Conſtitu- 
tions it is moſtly fo, as alſo after Bathing and Sudorifics, and in 
Paſſions of the Mind; likewiſe after an Epilepſy and Drunken- 
d the Pulſe is always more frequent, even without a Fe- 
ver. Therefore Enquiry ſhould ever be made, whether the 
Frequency of the Pulſe ariſes from any external Cauſe, and 
whether there are any other eflential Signs of a Fever, as 
Horror, and a Refrigeration of the Extremities. But, which is 
ſeldom taken notice of, the Pulſe is not guick in all Fevers, 
but more renitent and hard than the natural; and there are few 
Fevers in which the Pulſe is not harder than common, malig- 
nant ſweating Fevers excepted, ſuch as the Sweating Sick- 
neſs, wherein it is andnlaus, with the greateſt Loſs of Strength. 
Fevers in general are attended with an wniver/al Spaſm of the 
nervous and vaſcular Syſtem, including the Tunics of the 
arterial Veſſels, which conſiſt of nervous and muſcular Fibres. 
This ſpaſtic Stricture of the Fibres, contracting the capillary 
Veſſels, renders the Pulſe more quick, and heats the Blood 


by Attrition, whence proceeds a Heat of the Body. 


In the Beginning of a continual Fever, or Fit of an Intermittent, 
the Pulſe is generally tenſe, ſmall, and frequent, which in- 
Creaſes in Proportion as it proceeds to the State when it is 
ſtrong and violent; but in the Decline the Tenſion and Quick- 
neſs remit, and Perſpiration and Sweat begin to ſucceed, It, 
on the critical Days, that is, on the 7th, gth, and 11th, the 
Pulſe is ſmall and quick, with Horror and Coldneſs of the 
Extremities, or quick and violent, with a thick, watery, and 


thin Urine, it ſhews the Spaſms of the Extremities are 1ncrea- 


ſed, and the Blood forced with Impetuoſity to the Head, 
whence a fatal Phrenſj. The worſt Pulſe is little, frequent, 
and weak, as it thews the greateſt Loſs of Strength, and that 
the internal Inflammation is tending to a Mortification, and 
if it is unequal and intermitting withall, it ſhews commonly 


that Death is at hand. 


In the Beginning of a SHartan the Pulſe is ſmall, hard, fre- 
quent and unequal! : In the State of a tertian and burning Fe- 
ver, violent. In a continual Former it is great and quick, and 
indicates bleeding. Before the Eruption of the Small-Pox

That excellent Phyſician, Celſus, calls the Pulſe res falla- N of 
ciſſima; and from all that has been ſaid above it may be ob- P, 
ſerved, that the ſureſt Concluſions are, for the moſt Part, to p, 
be drawn from the Pulſe, not confidered abſolutely, but re- 
latively; that is, from a morbid Pulſe compared with itſelf in 
a ſound State, or with itſelf at different Times in the ſame bu 
Diſeaſe; the Phyſician ought ever to make Allowance for Di— 
verſity of Circumſtances; and not lofe Sight altogether o C 
other Signs about the Patient, beſides the Pulſe. 

I ought not to quit this Subject, without giving ſome Ac-W me 

count of a very conſiderable NE and Enlargement 727 
of the Doctrine of Pulſes made not many Years ſince by Fran 
cis Solano, an eminent Phyſician of Antiquera in Spain, pub— 
liſhed in a Work of his, entitled, Lapis Lydius Apollinis. Hs 
Diſcoveries are chiefly theſe :

ns Repeated Obſervation and Experience here in England, as 
ed, well as in other Countries, have abundantly confirmed the 
Truth of theſe Diſcoveries concerning Prognoſtics from the 
i Pulſe, and they are accordingly to be regarded as a moſt no- 
bie Addition to the general Doctrine of Signs in acute Diſeaſes, 
| Dr. Stedman makes the primary or moſt ſimple Diviſion 
ia-M of Pulſes to conſiſt of ſeven Kinds, viz. the Magnus and 
b- Paruus; Fortis and Debilis ; Frequens and Rarus; and the 
Plenus or Plethoricus. 
Ga All theſe Pulſes, or the moſt Part of them, are ſometimes 
"WW to be met with in the different Stages of the ſame Diſeaſe ; 
mW but there are other Diſeaſes to which particular Pulſes are 
*. more peculiar. The Magnus frequently attends a Stuper, 
of Coma, Vertigo, Lethargy, and other Diſorders of the Head, 
where there is little or no Fever. It is likewiſe not uncom- 
le. mon in H pochandriaciſm and Melancholy, and often preſages a 
ent Manig. 5 this Reſpect the hy pochundrigcal Diſorders, in 
en, generally differ from the hyſterical; as the latter are 
25 commonly attended with the Paruzs: And, in general, the 
15 Magnus is rarely to be met with in Women; their Manner 
of Life and Habit of Body rendering the Sex more liable to 


the oppoſite Pulſe. 5 
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The Parvus is to be found in moſt Part of Fevers, either 
through the whole Diſeaſe, or in ſome of the Stages. Towards 
the End of inflammatory Fevers, this Pulſe is an unfavoura- 
ble Sign. It is a pathognomonic Sign in hectic Fevers. The 
low, malignant, bilious, and eſtifential Fevers, are com- 
monly attended with this Pulſe throughout. It is almoſt a 
conſtant Concomitant of the Phthifis pulmonalis. It is like- 
wiſe common with Women, who have weak Nerves, and 
who are ſubject to ſudden Tremors, Palpitations, and to the 
well known tribe- of hyſterical Symptoms. In general, this 
Pulſe is more frequently met with than any other ariſing from 
morbid Cauſes. | 

The Fortis commonly introduceth inflammatory Fevers, eſpe- 


cially thoſe proceeding from Inflammations in the Thorax. This 


Pulſe, more than any other, indicates Bleeding; being a certain 
Indication of an increaſed Velocity in the 8 and 
frequently of a coheſive State of the Blood. But though, in 
inflammatory Fevers, attended with this Symptom, we bleed 
with Safety and Advantage; yet there are Feyers, in ſome 
Periods of which we meet with this Pulſe, and then ought to 
be cautious of Bleeding. This is the Caſe in Fevers of the 
remitting and intermitting Kind, where the Pulſus fortis 
precedes critical Sweats. 

' The Debilis always indicates a diminiſhed Velocity in the 
Circulation, and is, of all Kinds, the moſt dangerous ; and 
the more ſo, if, with the diminifhed Extenſion of the Axtery, 
the Pulſe fall conſiderably below its ſtandard Number: For 
the Blood, not being ſufficiently agitated, ſoon loſeth its na- 
tural Texture. This Pulſe is frequently unequal, and in- 
terrupted, 

Suppoſing then the Artery, when beating ſo ſlow, to have 
loſt, in the Diaſtole, one-tenth of its natural Diameter; and 
- that, in the Syſtole, there remained ſeven-tenths; then 
was the Velocity of the Blood in the Diſeaſe to that when in 
Health, as twenty-three to fifty-one. Had there been no 
Difference in the Dilatation of the Artery, the Proportion, 
depending only on the Number of Pulſations, would have 
been as eight to eleven. But though we ſuppoſe the Artery 
to have loſt only ſo much of its Extenſion as, with the dimi- 
niſhed Number of Pulſations, to have made the Circulation 
in the Diſeaſe, to that in Health, as thirty to fifty-one; 
there is Reaſon to believe that even this would have been in- 
ſufficient to preſerve the proper Texture of the Blood fot any 
conſiderable Time. bg? 55 | 
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It may be obſerved that, though the Number of Pulſations 
in the Parvus may ſometimes balance the Loſs of Dila- 
tation in the Artery, ſo as to preſerve the ſame Degree of Ve- 
locity in the Circulation; yet this Pulſe ſeems always to in- 
dicate, either the Weakneſs, or the Labour and difficult Ac- 
tion of the moving Power. | 
The Plenus is frequently met with in Women, when the 
periodical Return of the Menſirua approacheth; particularly 
in thoſe who menſtruate with Difficulty. This Pulſe is like- 
wiſe to be found in People of a thin Habit, and pale Com- 
lexion, ſubject to Hemorrhages, whether from the Noſe, 
pry or hæmorrhoidal Veſſels. | 
The Plenus, not being diſtinguiſhed by any Increaſe or 
Diminution of Pulſations, may be A. either with a 
quick or ſlow Circulation. 

. Having thus propoſed the great or primary Diviſion, it wilt 
be eaſy to refer the reſt of the Pulſes to it, ſo as to diſtinguiſh 
what hath been called the compounded Pulſes, Thus, the 
Mollis and Durus, Celer and Tardus, Acutus and Obtuſus, Dicrotos, 
Intermittens or Intercurrens, may fall in with any of the Pulſes 
deſcribed above. | 

An Artery being but a very little more or leſs ſuperficial 
gives the Idea of a ſtrong, or of a weak Pylſe: Hence it is, 
that, in the ſame Perſon, we often feel the Pulſe in one Arm 
different from that in the other; and Boerhaave juſtly ob- 
ſerves, that the Pulſe is frequently deceitful in fat People“. 

When the Pulſe is not diſtinct, the moſt certain Method of 
judging of it is, to preſs the Fingers ſo much that the Circula- 
tion in the Artery may ſeem to be ſtopped; and, raiſing the 
Fingers gradually, let the Touch at laſt become quite ſuperh- 
cial. By this Method we may judge with more Certainty 
of the Action of the Artery, than by an uniform Preſſure of 
the Fingers: And as, in feeling the Pulſe, when our Fingers 
are cold, we are apt to believe the Pulſe to be weaker than it 
really is, it is of ſome Conſequence to preſerve the natural 


Heat of the Hand. 


It hath been believed, that there is an exact Proportion be- 
tween the Quickneſs of the Circulation and animal Heat; or 
that the Degree of Heat increaſeth in Proportion to the Attri- 
tion, and Momentum of the Blood; and the Pulſe, being the 
only Indication of Changes in the Circulation, hath likewiſe 
been believed to indicate greater or leſs Degrees of Animal

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The Pulſes hitherto deſcribed are meant as indicating. 4 
morbid State of the Body, and are ſuppoſed to refer to every 
Perſon's. Natural Pulſe; 3, for what is a natural Pulſe with one 
Perſon, may indicate a morbid State of the Body with anos» 
ther. One of a gigantic Size, and of an athletic Habit, hath 

not naturally the ſame Kind of Pulſe with a Dwarf; nor can 
either of theſe be ſuppoſed to have a Pulſe equal to that of the 
other, without a Diſeaſe ; and we" often meet with People, 
ſeemingly of the ſame Habit and Conſtitution, who have ne- 
verthel- 4 Pulſes of different Kinds; from which it appears of 
what Advantage it is to be acquainted with the Conſtitutions 
of People in Health, to be able to judge with greater Certainty 
of the Nature of Diſeaſes. 

But when one is ſaid to have naturally a great or little, 3 
ſtrong or weak, a quick or flow Pulſe, theſe are ſuppoſed to 
refer to an univerſal mean Pulſe; an Idea of which every Phy- 
ſf:cian muſt form to himſelf, from a frequent Examination of 
a Variety of Pulſes. Thus, when Boerhaaue ſays that the 
Pulſe which is ſtrong, great and flow, is of all Kinds the beſt, 
we underſtand this as referred to an univerſal mean Pulſe, or 


the Expreſſion can have no Meaning: For where any Perſon's 


Pulſe is ſaid to be great, 00g, = flow, with reſpect to the 
mean or natural ”, of that Perſon's Pulſe, then are we tq

Of ihe Conſent of the NRRvOUs PAR Is in general. 


HE Harmony and Sympathy of the nervous Parts, is of very, 


great Uſe in Phyſic; for without an accurate Knowledge 
ot ineic, many Symptoms of Diſeaſes can ſcarcely be explain- 
ed, though it has not hitherto been ſufficiently attended to. 

lt is to be obſerved, that the nervoſo-membranaceous Parts are 
firſt the Membranes of the Brain and ſpinal Marrow, then 
the nervous Membranes, which inveſt the Organs of the Sen- 
ſcs; the Eyes, Ears, Noſtrils, Mouth and Fauces; add to 
theſe, thoſe which cover the Bones, Head, Teeth, Joints, 
and Muſcles : Likewiſe the Oeſophagus, Stomach, and the- 
whole Volume of the Inteſtines, which is entirely nervous 
and membranaceous. 

The ſame Conſent obtains alſo in the whole Syſtem of the 
bilizus and urinary Dutts, the Bladder, Glands, and Skin, 
which laſt is a Web of tendinous and nervous Fibres. bn 
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all theſe Parts there is a wonderful Connection, Conſent, 
Sympathy, and Communication of Mations as well as Hurts, 
when they are affected by any violent Cauſe; all which is 
by the Intermediation of the Nerves. . 

When the Nerves are moleſted, there ariſes a Senſe of Pain, 
with a Stricture of the adjacent Parts, eſpecially of the Veſ- 
ſels; whence the Motions of the Blood and 61 be- 
come irregular. 

The irregular Motiens of the Mind act direct. y on the nervous 
Parts, and produce great Diſturbance in the whole Oeconomy 
of the vital and animal Motions, ſuch as a violent Stricture 
and ContraQion of the Parts, and again Reſolution and Re- 
laxation; to remedy which, Emollients, Lenients, and Seda- 
tives are neceſſary. 

A grievous Concuſſion of the Brain, without hurting the Tex- 
ture of the Parts, will cauſe an Abolition of the Senſes, a 
Falling, a Nauſea, Vomiting, and Convulſions. Sailing in a 
Ship, or turning round ſwiftly, will produce a Vertig:, Nau- 
ſca, enormous Vomiting, with great Anxiety, Paleneſs, Lan- 
guor, Loſs of Appetite, Sc. 

Theſe Symptoms may be produced by an exceeding ſmall 
Portion of Matter, For the Smoak of Tobacco in Beginners 
will cauſe great Anxieties, with cold Sweats, Palenefs, Vo- 
miting, and Næuſeas. The Efiuvia of Mutk, and the like, 
will produce in ſome a Syncope and Oppreſſions of the Breaſt, 
which is cured by applying fetid Things to the Noſe. Cauſtic 
poiſonous Matter, conveyed to the nervous Fibrille of the 
wounded Skin, by the Bite of a per, Scorpion, mad Dog, or 
by an Inſtrument moiſtened with the Juice of white Helle- 
bore, Oil of Tobaceo, or an arſenical Liniment, will throw 
the nervous Syſtem into Commotions and ſpaſtic Strictures. 
Hence a Fever, Syncope, cold Sweat, Palcnefſs, Nauſea, Vo- 
miting, Yellowneſs of the Skin, Convulſions, Alienation of 
the Mind, obſtinate Coſtiveneſs, Suppreflion of Urine, high 
Anxiety, and Difficulty of Breathing. And here N or 
Antidotes are neceſſary, if poſſible, to ſubdue the active Parti- 
cles of the Poiſon. | 

Solid, rigid Bodies allo produce in the Nerves grievous 
Symptoms: Thus a Needle, or Lancet, hurting a Fendoa, 
1 a hard Tumor, an Inflammation with Shivering, a 

ever, and Watching, and at length a Mortification and 
Death; the certain Remedies for which are Emoellients,. The 
cutting of Corns, when Perſons are old and fcorbutic, is often 
attended with terrible Conſequences. A Thorn under the Nail 
will prodyce Pain, Tumor, Redneſs, a Pulſation of the 


Part, 
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Part, and a Feyer. The Cauſes of a Mortification in extreme 
old Age, and a ſcorbutic Body, conſiſt not only in the wound. 
ing the Nerves, but in the Conſtriction of the Nervous Mem- 
branes, whence a Stagnation of the Blood, and ſphacelous 
Corruption, | 
The Sting of a Maſp, in ſome membraneous Part, will 
ſometimes produce terrible Symptoms, as will Hurts in the 
inward Parts, by the ſwallowing of a Needle, and the like. 
But the Stomach has the moſt intimate Sympathy with all 
the reſt of the Parts; for, let the Nerves be hurt where they 
will, the Stomach always ſuffers, Eyen a ſtrong Blow on the 
Pit of the Stomach has been fatal, Nothing makes this more 
eyident than the taking Arſenic and „„ of 
Mercury and Antimony ; Cicuta aquatica, and Fung; of various 
Kinds, as alſo draſtic Purges, which alone cauſe the ſtrongeſt 
ſpaſtic Contractions of the whole nervous Syſtem. Hence a 
Cardialgia, reaching to vomit, Hiccup, Anxiety of the Pre- 
cordia, Difficulty of Breathing, Conſtriction of the Diaphragm, 
Dryneſs of the Tongue and Fauces, unquenchable Thirſt, 
Coſtiveneſs, Retention of Wind, Griping, Looſeneſs, a per- 
petual Stimulus to Urine, Coldneſs of the Extremities, cold 
Sweats, and Hippocratic Countenance, a trembling of the 
Limbs, an intermitting Pulſe, a Delirium, Fainting Convul- 
ſions, an Epilepſy; which are the general Symptoms of Poi- 
ſon, and ariſe from the Eroſion of the Coats of the Stomach. 
This is confirmed by the Symptoms of hypochondriac and 
by/teric Perſons. For, if the Stomach is diſtended with Wind, 
and its Orifices contracted by a Spaſm, the Nerves are velli- 
cated or drawn, and there is a Tenſion in various Parts, The 
Nerves of the Lungs being thus affected, produce the higheſt 
conſtrictive Anxieties, 'I remblings and Palpitations of the 
Heart, a frequent, hard, and contracted Pulſe; if the Nerves 
of the Neck, there is a difficult Swallowing, and the Ali- 
ment regurgitates; if thoſe of the Head, there is a Vertigo, 
and a Scotomia, a Pain in the Head, a Senſe of Coldneſs, 
anxious Thoughts, an Hemicrania, Fear, Terror, and De- 
ſpair. Likewiſe becauſe the Plexus of the meſenteric and 
- intercoſtal Nerves may be drawn into Conſent, there are 
Pains of the Back, Gripes, a copious Flux of the Hezmor- 
rhoids, Pain of the Joints, aqueous Urine, Coſtiveneſs, or 
a Diarrhcea, as well as Coldneſs of the Extremities ; all 
which may be alleviated, if the Stomach and Inteſtines are 
cleared from Wind, and the Spaſms appeaſed by Clyſters, 
Baths, and Antiſpaſmodics, and the acid, viſcid, and bilious 
Colluvies carried off by gentle Laxatives, joined with bitter 
Balſamics. FO 2 8 The 
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The Conſent of the Stomach with the nervous Parts, may 
be likewiſe proved from the Paroxyſms of intermitting Feyers, 
for they begin with Spaſms in the Prime Vie, which being 
propagated, occaſion all the Symptoms. It is not uncommon 
for Sadneſs and Melancholy to render a Perſon hypochondrzac, the 
Scat of which is chiefly in the Stomach; likewiſe Anger will pro- 
duce a Cardialgia, a Propenſity to vomit; a /irong Deſire of re- 
turning to one's own Country has been obſerved to hurt the 
Cauſes of Digeſtion, produce a Cardialgia with Languor, 
whence the whole Body was emaciated. In a Vertigo, pro- 
ceeding from a Conſent of Parts, if a Perſon is faſting, it 
may be mitigated by eating, and cured by cleanſing the 
Prime Vie, and taking Stomachics. If the Stomach is well, 
the whole Body is light, and the Sleep ſweet ; but, if it be 
loaded with incongruous Aliment at Night, the Sleep is little 
and diſturbed, Pains in the Head produce Wind and Loſs 
of Appetite; a Fit of an Apoplexy cauſes Vomiting, as well 
as Wounds in the Head. Difficult Dentition cauſes Fevers, 
Aſthmas, Epilepſies, and other Symptoms. If you irritate 
the Oeſaphagus with a Feather, it cauſes Vomiting ; and the 
Heart-burn will bring Water into the Mouth. Likewiſe Vo- 
miting is a common Attendant on the Colic, The Dia- 
phragm and Lungs thus affected, produce Hiccups and the 
Whooping Cough; and Pains from the Gravel cauſe Vomit», 
ing. The Stomach likewiſe correſponds with the Feet, 
whence the Epilepſy ſometimes begins in the great Toe, aſcends 
to the Abdomen, then to the Heart and Diaphragm, and laſt 
of all to the Head, with a Senſe of Cold. Standing upon a 
cold Payement will produce the Gripes, and a Looſeneſs. A 
ſtriking in of Exanthemata will create Spaſms, Gripes, Anxic- 
ties, Coſtiveneſs, and Inflammations. From the Vorms pro- 
ceed an Epilepſy, Delirium, Vertigo, Sneezing, a temporary 
Gutta Serena, and a tranſitory Deafneſs, Convulſions, Fevers, 
Palpitations of the Heart, Coughs, Pains, and a Baſtard Pleu- 
riſy, Loſs of Appetite, Inclination to vomit, Watering of the 
Mouth, and the like; for which give Pills of Aſa Feiia, 
Hyrrh, Saffron, and Mercurius Dulcis. 

This Conſent is farther proved from the Jliac Paſſian, con- 
vulſzue Colic, Dyſentery, and the Effects of Medicines, but in 
nothing more than in Applications to the.Feet, for ſtimulating 
Suppedalia help the Memory, Debility of the Senſes, the Pal/y 
which ſucceeds an Apoplexy, and ſtop Bleeding at the Noſe, 
Cephalic and aromatic Spirits applied with Oil of Marjoram and 
Lavender, greatly relieve the Head, and in ſleepy Diſtempers 
have promoted a large Flux of Phlegm from the Nee and Fauces, 
with a ſalutary Effect. . 27

kde Aon chiefly take Place in the Veſſels, and 


very ſeldom or never in the larger Receptacles. 

This way ariſe from three Cauſes: 1. Either the Liquid 
which ſhould paſs, is grown more viſcid, while the Capacity of 
the Canal remains the ſame; or, 2. The Canal is grown nar- 
rower, whilſt the Liquid remains as it was; or, 3. The Strait- 
neſs of the Canal, and the Viſcidity of the Liquid, are com- 
bined together. | | 

The Particles of all Fluids cohere with a certain Degree of 
Force. Now, in order that the Fluids may paſs through the 
ſmalleft Extremities of the Veſſels, it is requifite that they paſs 
ſungle, and freed from their Coheſion with the reſt; the Powers, 
therefore, that carry the Humours through the Veſſels, muſt be 
able to overcome this Coheſion. Should then the Coheſion of 
the elementary Particles be fo increaſed, as aot to ſuffer the 
to be divided from cach other, by the Action of the Heart 4s | 
Veſſels, ſeveral of them will remain conglomerated, which 
ought to have paſſed ſingly through the Extremities of the Veſ- 
ſels, and ſo form an Obſirudtion. 

All Tumeurs muſt ariſe, either from the Fluids diſtending the 
Veſſels beyond their natural Bulk, or from their being extrava- 
ſated, or from the Veſſels being concreted with their inſpiſſated 
Liquids. When the Arteries and Veins, which are charged 
with red Blood, are ſo diſtended with the Quantity they contain, 
as to comprels the ſmaller Veſſels which lie near them, they may 
do much Miſchief, The Effects of this Kind of Tumour are 
eſpecially ſeen in the Damage it does to the Action of the Brain; 
for the Cranium being always entirely full, and no red Blood 
being any where to be found but in the Pia Mater, and the large 
red Agteries diſperſed through the medullary Subſtance of the 
Brain, and ſurrounding the DVeedulla ()blongata, the cortical Sub- 
ſtance naturally containing none; it follows, that when theſe 
red Blood-Veſlets.are diſtended, as the hard boney Part of the 
Craniumcannot give Way, the other Veſſels of the cortical Sub- 
ſtance, and the IMedulla, muſt be compreſſed; by which Means 
all the Functions of the Brain will be diſordered, only the Cere- 
tellum will, in this Caſe, be leſs affected. 

Tumours attended with Pain are called Phlegmons ; if with- 
out Pain, and hard, Schirruſes; if without Pain, and ſoft, they 
are then properly called Oedemata; which are applicable to 
Tumours ariſing in the Membranà celluloſa only. The Matter 
of them is generally Water, as in the anaſarcous Dy or 
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Of OgsTRUCTIONS, 29 
ſome more viſcid pituitous Liquid, as in the Lencophleomatia.' 


Now the Membrana celluloſa, which, is the true Seat of theſe 


'Fumours, ſurrounds all the Veſſels, and the Tumours are 
conſequently capable of leſſening the Arcas of the Sections of 
the Veſſels, and frequently of producing very ſurprizing Diſ- 
eaſes, entirely owing to this ſingle Cauſe. 

Variæes happen more particularly to Women with Child, 
and that eſpecially in the Legs; becauſe, when the Urerus is 


diſtended, and preſſes upon the iliac Veins, it prevents the 


Veins of the Thighs and Legs from diſcharging the Blood they 
contain, ſo expeditiouſly as they ought. 

A Callus in the membraneous Part increaſed in Bulk, is at- 
tended with Hardneſs and Inſenſibility, ariſing from the Veſ- 
ſels being concreted together, and chiefly by an external Com- 
preſſure. Its proximate Cauſe is the Compreſſure of the 
Vellels, the Expreſſion of the Liquids they contain, and the 


Concretion of their Sides. 


The proximate Cauſe of all Obſtructions is only one, which 
is always {imple and the ſame; i. e. the greater Bulk of the 
Matter that is to be tranſmitted, above the Capacity of the Ca- 
nal that is to tranſmit. 

There are two Cauſes that diſtend the Arteries ; the Force 
of the Heart propelling the Blood, and the Quantity of the 
Blood already contained in the Arteries: If the Force of the 
Heart be leſſened, the whole Circulation proceeds {lowly ; if 
the Quantity of the diſtending Liquid be diminiſhed, the Fault 


lies in the Inanition. But the Capacity of all the Veſſels de- 


pends upon two oppoſite Cauſes; the Force and Quantity of 


the Liquid which is moved in the Veſſel, and the contractile 


Power of its Sides, which reſiſts the diſtending Cauſes. As 
ſoon, therefore, as the diſtending Cauſes are leſſened, the 
contractile Powers will produce the ſame Effect; or, Which 
is the ſame thing, the Veſſels will be rendered narrower. 
When the Particles of our Fluids loſe their ſpherical Figure, 
they muſt of Conſequence Joſe the Poſſibility of an uniform. 
Tranſition through the Veſſels: For ſince by the Motion of 
the Heart and Arteries, every Particle of the Blood has a diffe- 
rent Motion and Situation every Moment, it was requiſite, to 
make this Motion uniform, that they ſhould be of ſuch a Fi- 
gure as might enable them to paſs through the Veilels in any 
Situation ; which is the Caſe of a ſpherical Figure only. 
The Denſity of the Particles of the Blood is always propor- 
tional to the Power of the Heart and Arterics. The Shape of 
the elementary Particles of our Fluids, fo far as we can diſ- 
cern, by the Help of Microſcopes, is ſpherical; and this is 
| obvious 
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obvious, if we conſider that the Blood is thrown, by the 
great Force of the Heart, into a conical Veſſel that is reci- 
procally dilated and contracted, and ificurvated as ſoon as it 
comes from the Heart. It is plain, therefore, that no Particle 
of Blood can keep the ſame Direction for two Moments toge- 
ther ; and conſequently, that the Particles muſt be continually 
ſtriking againſt each other: So that if any angular Point ſhould 
ſtick out in any elementary Particle, that Point muſt ſuſtain 
the Rotation of all the reſt; and, therefore, will ſoon either 
be beat off, or ſmoothed down. Add to this, that the Extre- 
mities of the Arteries, if cut tranſverſely, have a circular Sec- 
tion, and fo may give their Figure to ſuch Particles as are of a 
flexible Nature. | 

The ſtronger a Perſon is, the greater is the Danger of Con- 
cretion, if his Blood be at reſt in the Veſſels: And therefore 
thoſe Faintings, which weakly Girls are fo ſubjeR to fall 
into upon every ſlight Occaſion, are ſeldom ſo dangerous, as 
their Blood is in a too diſſolved State, and ſcarce ever, or, at 
Jeaſt, very ſlowly, concretes, though it remain unmoved. 
Ihe Serum of Blood will not turn to Ice, till expoſed to the 
twenty- eighth Degree of Fahrenheit's Thermometer; fo that 
it requires a greater Degree of Cold than Water; probably 
becauſe it is impregnated with Salts. 

If Blood be taken away on the firſt Day of the Small-pox, 
it looks well to the Eye; if on the third and fourth, it will 
be covered with an inflammatory Cruſt, becauſe the moſt 
liquid Parts being carried off by the Fever, and the thicker 
Parts more cloſely compacted, the Particles of Blood begin to 
cohere more firmly together: For whilſt there is a large 
Quantity of thin Liquid interpoſed between the thicker Parts, 
the Preſſure of the Veſſels will not change their Figures; but 
when this is carried off, the thicker Parts of the Blood be- 

coming contiguous, will be forcibly compreſſed by the 
Action of the Veſſels, loſe their ſpherical Figure, touch each 
other in many Points, and run into Concretions : For when 
the Veſſels are very ftrong, ſo as to compreſs their Fluids 
with great Force, the fineſt Part will be carried off, and the 
thicker Parts united by this Compreſſion. 

All Acids do not coagulate the Blood: The acidulons Mines, 
Trices of ripe acid Fruits, Vinegar, Butter- Milt, Sc. rather 
diſtolve it; but the foſſile Acids prepared from Sea-fſalt, Nitre, 
Ec. coagulate it, Alum, and the various Sorts of Vitriol, 
produce the ſtrongeſt Coagulations. 

Well rectified Spirit of Wine, applied to the Mouths of the 
bleeding Wounds of divided Vclicls, puts a Stop to the —_ 
violent 
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Of CesTRUCTIONS. | 31 
violent Hemorrhages by coagulating the Blood. The Serum 
of the Blood itſelf will preſently become hard by pouring 
rectified Spirit of Wine upon it. How dangerous, therefore, 
mult be the frequent Uſe of ſpirituous Liquors ! 

No Obſtructions can poſſibly be formed in Canals, through 
which, during the Courſe of Life, the Liquids are carried by 
a perpetual Motion, unleſs the Motion be from a broader O- 
rifice to a narrower. That Obſtructions may ariſe in conical 
Veſſels, through which the Liquids are moved in a Direction 
leading from the Baſis to the Apex, is certain; for their Par- 
ticles arrive at a narrower Section of the Cone every Moment; 
and that which eaſily paſſed at the Baſis may eaſily ſtick in the 
Extremities of this converging Canal, and then the Liquid 
behind will continually preſs the unpaſſable Maſs into a til] 
narrower Channel, and ſo increaſe th2 Obſtruction : But in the 
Veins, where the Direction of the Motion tends from the A- 
pex of a conical Canal, to its Baſis, an Obſtruction ſeems not 
poſſible, unleſs by the external Compreſſion of the Vellel ; 
for whatever had paſſed the narrow Orihce of its Vertex, will 
eaſily paſs the other Sections of the Canal, which are conti- 
nually growing larger: And though the Particles of the Fluid 
be ſuppoſed to unite into ſtil] larger Particles, yet, as theſe are 
not ſupported by the diverging Sides of the Veins, they will 
eaſily be carried on by the Impetus of the ſubſequent Liquid. 

In a Peripneumony, it is a bad Symptom if the Blood drawn 
from a Vein be too dilute, and fcarce diſpoſed to coagulate ; 
becauſe it ſhews, that the thinner Parts only paſs through the 
Lungs, while the thick are accumulated. 

It often happens, that acute inflammatory Diſeaſes of the 
Head ſhall leave behind them an incurable Deafneſs or Blind- 
neſs, during Life; the Reaſon of which is moſt probably this, 
that when the greater Veſſels were obſtructed by the Inflam- 
mation, the leffer, derived from them, being compreſſed and 
collapſed, were, by this Means, grown together. 

When in an Apoplexy the Brain ceaſes to perform its 
Functions, it is ſeldom cured ; ſome Defect or other of the 
Functions always remaining, which, for the moſt Part, proves 
incurable, _ 

When the Stomach is diſtended with a large Quantity of 
Meat and Drink, and preſſes the deſcending Trunk. of the 
Aorta, the turgid Face, the red Eyes, the increaſed Pulſ:- 
tions, and the quicker Reſpiration, all ſhew the Quantity of 
Blood to be increaſed in the upper Parts, and that it flows 
with greater Celerity through the Veſſels: Hence it is that

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we meet with ſo many Inſtances of Perſons who have died of 
an Apoplexy immediately after a full Meal. 
If a confirmed Schirrus, or a malignant Cancer, that will 


not admit of Extirpation, be the Cauſe of an Obſtruction, he l 
muſt be a bold Man that in ſuch a Caſe will preſume to pro- t 
miſe a Cure. 

The Paſſions of the Mind are capable of ſuddenly and = 
very powerfully increaſing the Contractility of the Solids: J Ky 
have ſeen a Woman in perfect Health, who, upon a ſudden 


Fright, had a Tumour immediately riſe in her Breaft, which, ſi 
though very properly treated, hardened into an irreſoluble

Office. The Joint of the Elbow, grown immoveable from 
an Induration of the Ligaments, was rendered entirely flexi- i 
ble, in two Months, by being expoſed two Hours every Day MW 
to the Vapour of warm Water. Where this can be conve- 


niently directed to the Part, it is moſt undoubtedly to be pre- 10 
ferred to all other Methods. Warm Water dropping from a er 


higher Situation on the Part affected, has done Wonders in 
local Diſcaſes; chronical and ſtubborn T'umours of the Knee th 
have been often cured thereby. 
Bleeding often is uſeful in Obſtructions arifing from the in- th 
creaſed Contraction of the Fibres; for thus emptying the di 
large Veſſels, the leſſer ones which form their Sides are leſs 
conipreſſed, and the Force by which the Liquid is impelled 
againſt the obſtructed Place is diminiſhed; and in Caſe the 
Quantity of Blood taken away be large, ſo as to endanger 
Swooning, the Preſſure of the vital Liquid from the Baſis of 
the Veſſel to the Vertex, being, by this Means, removed, the ft. 
ſmaller Veſſels will be enabled to contract and repell the Li- p. 
quid which obſtructs them in the larger Veſſels. 
A Callus, if pared off from the Skin, will grow again, al- Q 
though no vital Liquid flow through it: And this ſeems to 
ariſe from the concreted Extremities of the Veſſels being gra- 
dually protruded by the vital Liquid; as alſo becauſe the open D 
Extremities of the Veſſels, that are next the Callus, are com- II 
preſſed by it. | 
Animal Motion increaſes the Vclocity of the Circulation, 
and renders the ſolid Parts more firm. 
Frictions are of great Uſe in reſolving Obſtructions. 1 
have ſeen an indurated parotid Gland, after many good Ap- 
/ plications had failed, reſolved, by being rubbed with Wool- 
Go Cloths for an Hour together, twice a Day, aſter having 
been 
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been expoſed to the Vapour of warm Water and Vinegar, 
The ſame has been effected in the Glands of the Neck, which 
were ſtrumous. | | 

Muſcular Motion alſo is of ſingular Service in this Caſe; as 
the venal Blood is accelerated thereby, it occaſions the Heart 
to contract oftener, and more frequently diſtends and contracts 
the Veſſels alternately in a given Time. 

Sea Salt, Sal Gemm, Sal Ammoniac, being much alike in 
many uf their Qualities, have alſo a ſimilar Power of attenu- 
ating. The two former, when given inwardly, mix, indeed, 
with our Humours, but paſs off by Urine, in a great Mea- 
ſure unchanged ; for which Reaſon, though they pals through 
moſt of the Veſſels of the Body, yet they undergo no Altera— 
tion from their Action. Now, whatever is taken down, and 
cannot be changed by the Powers of the Body, will conſtantly 
excite a greater Motion by acting as a Stimulant, But Sal 
Ammoniac, which is lighter than the other two, and more 
like the native Salts of the Blood, is more capable of being 
changed by the Powers of the Body, and of a very penctra- 
ting Nature; and is therefore generally preferred before the 
reſt, and juſtly commended as one of the greateſt Deobſtru- 
ents, both in acute and chronical Diſeaſes. 

The Action of theſe Salts ſeems to conſiſt in this, that when 
they are mixed with the Humours, diſſolved, and conveyed to 
the obſtructed Places, from a Kind of conſtant Attrition by 
the Action of the Veſſel againſt the obſtructing Mats, they 
divide it by their Weight and Figure, and thereby render it 
paſſable through the Veſſels ; at the ſame Time increaſing the 
we of the Veſlels themſelves, by their ſtimulating Qua- 

ty. 

When the Veſſels under the unbroken Skin are ruptured by 
a Contuſion, and the Blood concreted into a Maſs, which is 
ſill intire, theſe Salts diſſolved in Water, and applied to the 
Part, will moſt happily diſſolve it. | 

Thoſe who indulge themſelves too much in eating large 
Quantities of Sea Salt, will have their Blood ſo diflolved, that 
It can ſcarce be retained in the Veſſels; hence often will ariſe 
oy violent Hemorchages, partly from the Blood's too great 
Ditlolution, and partly from the too great Acrimony of the 
Humours eroding the Veſſels. 

The Modern Nitre ſeems quite different from that of the An- 
cients ; for theirs appears to have been of an alkaline Nature, 
or perhaps it was val Ammoniac, to which they gave this 
Name, Modern Nitre is of a Nature ſtrangely ambiguous, be- 
tween vegetable, animal, and foſſile. If jrce from Sca Salt, it 
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remains dry in the Air, diſſolves entirely in Water, is the light- 
eſt of Salts, a very great Attenuant, and highly uſeful in Ob- 
ſtructions from an inflammatory Denſity of the wood. 

Borax is a very wonderful Salt, whoſe Nature is not well 
known, and its Hiſtory confuſed, even in the beſt Writers. It 
is commended much as a Deobſtruent, and uſed in the moſt ob- 
ſtinate Diſeaſes, as it acts partly by its wonderful Stimulus, 
and partly by its attenuant ſaline Power: | 

All Soaps contain an Oil fo intimately mixed with a Salt, 
as to be capable of being diſſolved in Water without Separa- 
tion: The more ſubtile the Oil and the Salt are, of ſo much 
the more excellent Ufe is the Soap which is made from them. 

Pills of Soot, gilt over to prevent their offending the Taſte, 
have often done great Service in Diſeaſes ariſing from V iſcidity, 
on Account of their ſoapy attennant Nature. 

That Bile has a diſſolving Power, is evident from thoſe Diſ- 
eaſes, where, by being kindied from taking its uſual Courſe, 
it regurgitates backwards into the Blood, in which Caſe itturns 
it all to a Water; and for this Reaſon it is, that obſtinate Jaun- 
dices are almoſt conſtantly followed by a Dropſy. If Bile, in- 
ſpiſſated as an Extract, be rubbed on the ſwollen Bellies of 
Children, it will diſſolve the Concretions formed in their In- 
teſtines, and carry them off by Stool. 

It is ſufficient, if a Phyſician knows the Effet of Quick- 
ſilver, when applied to the Body, though he be not acquainted 
with its particular Modus operandi : The Virtue of other Re- 
medies is no leſs obſcure ; who has ever explained the Manner 
by which Scammony carries off the Blood by Stool, after it is 
converted into a putrid Water? 

Who ever has thoroughly underſtood the wonderful Proper- 
ties of Antimony in its ſeveral Preparations ? 


Bleeding will ſucceed better in a Pleuriſy, if the Side affected | 


be gently rubbed at the ſame Time the Blood is _—_ from the 
Vein; or if the Patient move the affected Part, by frequently 
drawing in his Breath as hard as he can, or by Coughing. 

- ObſtruCtions in inflammatory Diſeaſes are more eaſily re- 
moved in Men of lax Habits, than in ſtrong Men who have 
been accuſtomed to hard Labour. 
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Of an Exckss of the circulatory Motion of the BLoon, 


T* Blood of Perſons in Health is much diſpoſed to Con- 
eretions; and this may be increaſed by the Increaſe of 
Heat: Blood thus concreted is not eaſily ſolvable. 

Whatever cauſes the venal Blood to move more ſwiftly to- 
wards the Heart, increaſes the Motion of the Heart: Hence it 
appears how a very a, Fever may be raiſed by too violent 
muſcular Motion, or by violent Frictions. 

An increaſed Motion of the Blood ariſes from the more fre- 
quent and violent Contractions of the Heart. The Dilatation 
of the Arteries muſt be increaſed in a Proportion compounded 
of the increaſed Strength and Frequency of thoſe Contrac- 
tions. 

The Arteries, when they are diſtended, are in a violent State; 
and hence their Sides endeavour to approach nearer to their 
Axis, by their Elaſticity and circular Action, and ſo repreſs the 
diſtending Blood: For, unleſs the Arteries, by being contracted 
through their own Spring, were to expel the Blood which diſ- 
tends them, the Heart would not be able, the next Syſtole, to 
throw the Blood contained in its Cavities into the Arteries 
already diſtended ; conſequently the Blood would by Degrees 
be accumulated within its Cavities, and the Circulation ttop- 
ped. The ſtronger, therefore, the Motion of the Heart is, 
which diſtends the Arteries, the greater will be the Power of 
that Force by which the Arteries endeavour to contract their 
Cavities; and the oftener the Heart is contracted in the ſame 
Space of Time, the more frequently will the contracted Arteries 


te-act upon the Blood that diſtends them. 


Heat ariſes from the Attrition of the Parts of the Blood with 
each other, and with the Sides of the Veſſels. As ſoon as the 
Blood is at reſt, all Heat ceaſes ; which revives again upon its 
Motion. This made HieepocRaTEs aſſert, that the Blood is 
not hot by Nature, but grows hot. 

The Urine, which is the true Lixivium of the Blood, grows 
more acrid and fcetid, as the Circulation becomes more violent: 
The Motion of the Blood being increaſed, its Salts become 
more acrid and volatile, and its Oils thinner and leſs mild: 
Theſe again will form a freſh Stimulus to increaſe the Circula- 
tion, from the Increaſe whereof they deduced their Origin. 
And thus the Effect of a Diſeaſe ſhall increaſe the Diſeaſe itſelf. 

Health ſeems, in a great Meaſure, to conſiſt in every Veſſel's 
containing its own due Portion of Liquor, 
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36 Of an Exckss of the cireulatory Motion of the Blood, 


The Quickneſs of the Pulſe ſhews that the Heart is contract- 
ed more frequently than it ſhould be, in the ſame Space of 
Time; its Hardneſs indicates the Fulneſs of the Arteries; that 
the Blood is very compact and denſe; and that with Difficulty 
it gains a Paſſage through the minute Veſſels, from its inflam- 
matory Viſcidity. y 

All the Blood thrown out of the Right Ventricle of the Heart 
ought to paſs through the Lungs before it can return into the 
Lett: But as the Right Ventricle would not ſuffice to propel all 
the Blood through the narrow Paſſages of the pulmonary Ar- 
tery, by its own muſcular Force alone, there is farther required 
the concurring Action of Reſpiration to dilate the Lungs, and 
thereby open a free Paſſage to the Blood that is thrown from the 
Heart. In Proportion, therefore, as the Right Ventricle of the 
Heart, in a given Time, contracts oftener and ſtronger, ſo much 
the more frequent and ſtrong the Inſpiration is required to be. 
Thus we {ece, that whenever the Motion of the Blood is in- 
creaſed by 8 or any other violent Exerciſe, the Reſpi- 
ration increaſes in Proportion, and is performed with greater 
Difficulty. And thus the Reſpiration is greater, merely from 
an Increaſe of the Velocity of the Blood which paſſes through 
the Lungs. But when, beſides this, through the greater Mo- 
tion, the Blood begins to aſſume an inflammatory Thickneſs, 
the Reſpiration will then be much quicker, and more difficult; 
for this ill Quality in the Blood, of its not being able to circu- 
late, firſt ſhews itſelf in the Lungs; and for this Reaſon, in 
acute Diſeaſes of the inflammatory Kind, a ſhort and difficult 
Reſpiration is reckoned a bad Symptom.

A Diminiſhed Circulation is always attended with a Fullneß no 
of the Veins: For if the Viſcera, whoſe Office it is to 
change the Aliment into Chyle, be firm and ſtrong, this large 
Quantity of Chyle is converted into good Blood; and as the qu. 
Veins are of a lax Nature, they will eaſily yield to the diſtend- its

A delicate way of Belas Intemperance, Lazineſs, and ſup- 
ping overmuch, may give Riſe to a Plethora; which may like

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0 wiſe be the Effect of the Suppreſſion of habitual Diſcharges, 
J whether natural or artificial, and even of ſome Diſeaſes which 

Nature has made the Means of reſtoring the neceſſary Equili- 
brium between the Fluids and their Vetfels. | 

When hard Drinkers pour down ſuch vaſt Quantities of 
Liquor, they would be ſuffocated, if their Veins were not capa- 
ble of giving Way, and receiving the ſuperfluous Part of it; 
and therefore it is that thoſe People have their Veins ſo much 
inflated, If then much Chyle and Blood be formed in the ſeve- 
ral Viſcera ſet apart for this Purpoſe, and the Laxity of the Veins, 
at the ſame Pime, be proportionally greater, the Quantity of 
Blood muſt neceſſarily be accumulated. 

Men uſed to frequent Bleeding ſuffer the fame Inconveni- 
ences at their accuſtomed I'imes of letting Blood, as Women 
do from the Retention of the Catamænia, till, at length, they 
become quite as lax as Women. 

Hard-working People are ſeldom known to be plethoric, 
though they eat voraciouſly; becauſe Labour carries off that 
which would otherwiſe be detained in a State of ina give Idle- 
neſs, and gives ſuch a Firmneſs to the Solids, as not caſily to 
yield to the filling Liquors. | 

Rarefaction is alone capable of producing a Plethora; for if 
the Blood be rendered twice as rare as it was, it is the ſame 
Thing with reſpect to the Veſſels, as if there were twice the 
Quantity of Blood contained in them. 

Without diſcuſſing the Point, whether a Plethora ſhould be 
admitted among the Number of Diſeaſes, or conſidered as a 
Cauſe only, it muit, however, be allowed capableof exciting the 
greateſt Diſorders, ſuch as Vertigos, Convulſiohs, Apoplexies, 
| obſtinate Ophthalmias, Fevers, internal Hzmorrhages, ſuffocat- 
ing Catarrhs; and, in a word, Numbers of other Maladies, 
which, though apparently of a very different Character, yield 


Ineß not to the ſame Treatment and Remedies which a Picthora 
is to requires, 

large When an evident Redundancy of Blood has not, as yet, pro- 
s the duced any dangerous Stagnations, the proper Means to oppoſe 
tend. its Progreſs, are an abſtemious Diet and bodily Exerciſe; not 
ptied neglecting to reſtore, as far as poſſible, any habitual Evacuations 


e ung which may have been ſuppreſſed. It has. been generally held, 
r In- that in other Caſes, Bleeding ſhould indiſpenſably be had re- 
courſe to; to perſiſt too far in it, may, however, be very dan- 

d ſup gerous, as it is but too notorious, that a frequent Uſe of it is 
apt to weaken the elaſtic Force of the Veſſels, as obſerved above. 
But Exerciſe ſhould never be preſcribed till the Veſſels have 
been firſt emptied þy Bleeding, leſt, by being too much dil-

tended, they ſhould be liable to break. Other acceſſory Re- 


medies may be ſerviceable according to particular Circumſtan- 
ces, eſpecially Purgatives, when the Body has been duly pre- 
pared by Diet and Bleeding, 


Of Pain. 


THAT the Teeth, Ears, Stomach, Inteſtines, Kidneys, 
&c. are liable to moſt acute Pains; that the Liver, 
Lungs, Spleen, and other Viſcera, are the Seat of lefs violent 
Pains; and that thoſe which affect the fleſhy and membrane- 
ous Parts are a known Symptom of the Rheumatiſm, Gout, 
Pox, Scurvy, Cachexy, Sc. falls under almoſt every one's 
Obſervation. Moreover, it is cuſtomary to diſtinguiſh Pains 
by the different Senſations which they excite, as' that of 
Weight, Pulſation, Pungency, Gnawing, Heat, Itching, &c. 
The heavy or weighty Pain frequently attacks the Head and 
the Viſcera of the lower Belly, but moſtly the Kidneys: 
The Head is alſo the Seat of pulſative Pains, but they more 
particularly accompany the Formation of Pus; and the 
Shootings felt under this Circumſtance are a more manifeſt 
Indication of it than any other Symptom. Pungent Pains 
torment the membraneous Parts, and are ſharper the more 
the Membranes are ſtretched; of which the Pleuriſy, Scia- 
tica, Cholic, Spina Ventoſa, &c. furniſh Examples. Gnaws- 
ing Pains, as Ulcerations, with which the Lungs, Kidneys, 
Guts and Womb, are the ofteneſt affected. The burning 
Pain is moſt remarkable in the Eryſipelas, whence it got 
the Name of St. Anthony's Fire. The itching Pain belongs 
principally to Diſeaſes of the Skin. Beſides theſe there are 
dull Pains, which occupy chiefly the precordial Parts, other- 
Wiſe called Anxieties. othing is more common than numby 
and crampy Pains, with thoſe nocturnal Inquietudes which 
are felt principally in the lower Extremities; and their diſ- 
agreeable tickling Senſation about the End of the Sternum, 
and in the Bottoms of the Feet; to ſay nothing of thoſe 


which ariſe from Preſſure, Contuſion, Diſtenſion, Wounds, 
Burns, or Cold; all which Varieties depend, as may be 
eaſily underſtood, both from the Structure of the Part, and 
the Nature of the irritating Cauſe. 

Pain, whereſoever ſeated, is rarely effential, or indepen- 
dent of all other Conditions; being, for the moſt Part, 32 
5 | Symptom 
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Symptom of ſome acute or chronical Diſcaſe. In the for- 
mer, if the Pains be continual, either in the Breaſt, or the 
lower Belly, they portend Suffocation, Inflammation, Sup- 
puration, or Gangrene: It is otherwiſe with thoſe which 
occupy the Externals or Extremities of theſe Cavities ; for 
they may be, in the Courſe of the Diſeaſe, the Forerunners 
of ſome critical Change. 

Pains which are neither continual nor fixed, depend upon 
a ſimple Affection of the Nerves, called a Spaſin; which acts 
its Part ſometimes in perfect Health, as well as in chronical 
. Diſeaſes. | 
r It is worthy of Obſervation, that the moſt 26s gs Pains 
it | which accompany habitual Diſorders, depend chiefly on thoſe 
four principal Diſeaſes, the Rheumatiſin, Gout, Scurvy, and 
t Pox. Yet are not theſe the ſole Source of wandering and 
* irregular Pains; for ſuch may be excited by the Paſſions of 

the Mind, convulſive Affections, obſtructed Perſpiration, Cc. 

Beſides, in ſome chronical Diſeaſes, Pains are owing to 
vaſcular or glandular Obſtructions, Tumors, and other Diſ- 
concertions of the Solids. | 

There are certain Pains on whoſe Nature it is extremely 
difficult to form a right Judgment: The Seat of ſome inter- 
nal ones, and their Cauſes, are often hard to gueſs at : Ne- 
vertheleſs, there are no great Conſequences to be appre- 
hended in Fevers, of Pains attacking the Head, Back, and 
extreme Parts, as they ſeldom fail to diſappear when the Fe- 
ver is at an End; and they are often of a favourable Preſage, 
eſpecially if they coincide with the Time of Concoction: 
For: Example, thoſe of the Temples, Neck, and Eyes, de- 
note an approaching critical Hzmorrhage. Wandering Pains 
through all the internal Parts, fometimes precede Evacuations 
or ſalutary Eruptions. "Thoſe of the Loins are well known 
to precede the menſtrual Flux, Hemorrhoids, and a copious 
Diſcharge of Urine. Violent and continual Pains of the 
Head, ſometimes terminate in a Lethargy and a Delirium. 

Intermittent Pains are ever leſs dangerous than thoſe which 
are continual; as are likewiſe ſuch as ſift their Place, than 
thoſe which are fixed; excepting, however, thoſe which ex- 
ternally affect the Viſcera, which is ſometimes tne Caſe in the 
baſtard Pleuriſy, Gout, Rheumatiſm, Oc. 

It ſhould alſo be remarked, that the Seat of the Pain is not 
always that of the Diſcaſe: It is well known, that of the 
Head often depends on the bad State of the Stomach ; that 
Obſtructions of the lower Belly frequently excite Pains in the 
Neck and Breaſt ; that an Irritation of the Bladder is felt at the 
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Extremity of the Penis; and that ſome Affections of the Intefs 
tines, remote from the Anus, often produce a Teneſmus. 

'The Method of treating Pains is ſometimes attended with 
great Difficulty, as to diſcerning and attacking the Cauſe of 
them; but Practitioners are for the moſt Part a little remiſs in 
this Inquiry, contenting themſelves with palliating or appeaſing 
them, till ſuch Time as Nature performs the reſt. Emollients, 
Moiſteners, Relaxants, and Narcotics, are employed in producing 
this Effect; the latter, however, are improper in Suffocations 
and Inflammations, and dangerous where a —— is appre- 
hended. Nor muſt they be adminiſtred in the Gout and Rheu- 
watiſm, even externally. The three others fall not under the 


_  likeExceptions, being extremely beneficial in all Sorts of Pains, 


iven internally, or outwardly applied. The Efficacy of the 
8 Bark is very conſpicuous in regularly intermitting 
Pains; but herein the Diſcretion of the Phyſician muſt be care: 
fully exerciſed. Revulſions, whoſe Buſineſs it is to attract the 
Blood, Humours, and peccant Matter, to ſome other Part, are 
likewiſe much in Uſe, and attended with the happieſt Succeſs: 
They are performed by Evacuation or Irritation; taking away 
Bled, applying Leaches, Cupping-glaſſes, with or without Scari- 
fications, Blifters, and Cauftics, are the Means chiefly employed, 
The Moxa, a Remedy which has been highly extolled, though 
of late ſo much neglected, may be admitted to great Advantage 
into this Claſs, The like Benefit may be obtained from the 
bare Immerſion of the Feet into warm Water, or from Friction, 
7 the. Legs. It is ſometimes obſervable, that Diſorders of the 
ead, which proved obſtinate to the moſt powerful Remedies, 
yielded to theſe ſlight Artifices. After all, it is expedient to 


trace, as far as poſhble, the ſometimes deeply hidden Source of 


Pains; to examine if they do not depend upon ſome local V ice, 
which requires other Helps; if they do not participate of the 
above- named principal Diſeaſes; and laſtly, if they do not de- 
mand the Aſſiſtance of Surgery, as ariſing from Luxations, 
Fractures, Contuſions, Sprains, Hernias, &c, 
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Of FEevERS in general. 


K SS F any Diſcaſe deſerves the Title of Univerſal, it 
S . isa FEVER; becauſe it diſturbs the whole nervous 
S 1 Sy/lem, and perverts all the Functions of the Body: 
9222 S inſomuch, that the Motions of the Heart, Arte- 
* & ries and Solids ceaſe to be equal and juſt, the 
Circulation of the Blood and other Fluids to be free and na- 
tural, and the ſalutary Secretions and Excretions to be regu- 
lar; even the Mind itſelf, when ruffled by the febrile. Onſet, 
is affected with a Delirium. 

Beſides, this Diſeaſe attacks all Mankind, of whatever 
Conſtitution, Sex, or Age, in all Climates, let their Diet 
and Way of Living be what they will. Sometimes it is i- 
demic, and ſeizes many at a Time, creating great Trouble and 
Labour to the Sons of Æſculapius. Nor is it always a primary 
Diſeaſe, entering the Lifts ſingly, but often the Symptom of 
other Maladies, as a Cachexy, Scurvy, Phthiſis, Lues Venerea, 
Dropſy, and renders them more cruel and dangerous. 

owever, it is not always pernicious to the Human Race, 
ut ſometimes vanquiſhes its own Cauſe, and ſupervening to 
other Diſeaſes, expels them out of the Body: Thus, Palſies, 
Epilepſies, Convulſions, ſpaſmodic and hypochondriac Af- 
fections have been cured by Fevers. And many Yaletudina- 
rians have, by a Fever, been reſtored to a healthful and vi- 
gorous Conſtitution. | 
But medicinal I/riters have given ſuch various and inconſiſtent 
Definitions of a F ever, that it is no eaſy Taſk to determine by « 
| what Laws theſe ſeemingly contrary Effects are brought about: 1 
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42 Of Fevrns in general. 

Fhough among the Herd of hypothetical Authors, ſome un- 
—_— come pretty near the Truth. Hoffman defines a 
Fever to be, A ſpaſmodic Aﬀettion of the whole nervous and vaſcu- 
lar Syſtem, annoying all the Functions of the Body, ariſing from any 
Cauſe which has Power to irritate the nervous Parts to a more in- 
tenſe Contraction; and when it operates, it drives the vital Fluids 


from the outward Parts to the Heart and great Veſſels ; and after- 


wards, when the Syſtole of the Heart and Arteries are increaſed, 
they are driven back with Rapidity and Heat, through the conſtricted 
Veſfels, to the outward Parts again, till the Spaſms being relaxed, 
the Secretions are performed, and the Fever vaniſhes, 
The formal or fundamental Cauſe of a Fever, conſiſts in the 
ſpaſmedic Affection of the whole nervous and fibrous Genus. This 
lainly appears from the uſual Paſſions and Phænomena of a 
— viz. a Pain in the Back, more particularly about the 
Loins; a Coldneſs, eſpecially of the extreme Parts; a Shi- 
vering, Shaking, Trembling, a livid Colour of the Nails; a 
Subſidence of the Veſſels of the Hands and Feet; a ſhrunk, 
dry Skin; a Yawning; a Stretching; a pale, livid Counte- 


nance; a trembling and papitating Motion of the Heart, 


and Anxiety of the Præcordia; difficult Breathing; Inquie- 
tude, Reſtleſſneſs; a Senſation of an Ebullition of the Blood 
about the Heart; a contracted, weak, ſmall Pulſe; a Nauſea, 
and an Inclination to vomit ; a Suppreſſion of Perſpiration; 
Coſtiveneſs, with thin, watry Urine, 

nes _— follows, that whatever has a Power to 
irritate and ſollicit the nervous and vaſcular Syſtem to Spaſms, 
is molt likely to generate a Fever. To this Claſs belong vio- 
lent Paſſions of the Mind, eſpecially Terrar and Anger ; a poi- 
ſonous, ſubtle, cauſtic Matter, either bred within the Body, 
or received by Infection; a Stoppage of Perſpiration; a Sup- 
preſſion of critical Sweats; Eruptions driven back; an A- 
bundance of purulent ulcerous Matter adhering to various 
Parts; Aliments over and above acrid and ſharp ; corrupt 
and bilious Crudities lodged in the Prime Viz; exceſſive 
Watching; a violent Pain and Tenſion of the nervous Parts; 
Inflammations, Tumours and Abſceſſes; hurting the nervous 
Parts by ſharp Inſtruments, acrid and corroſive Drugs; Cold 
Baths, and, on the contrary, thoſe that are too hot or aſtringent. 


According to the different Nature of theſe Cauſes, and the 


various Manner of affecting the Nerves, ariſe Fevers of divers 


Kinds; ſome are benign, others malignant; ſome are intermit- 


ting, others continual; ſome are ſimple, others compound; 
others regular or anomalous; eruptive, ſpotted, putrid, hectic, 
or ſlow. Some admit of an eaſy Cure, others a difficult; ſome

ſoon terminate, others are protracted a long Time; and many 
hurry the Patient out of the World. 

Yet, every frequent Sy/ole of the Heart and Arteries diſco- 
yerable by the Pulſe, ought not to be called a Fever. For 
theſe may often ariſe from violent bodily Exerciſe; or, from a 
Commotion in the Blood cauſed by hot and ſpirituous Liquors. 
That only which ariſes from internal Cauſes, and is 8 
by Shivering, Shaking, and Coldneſs of the Extreme Parts, is 
properly a Paver: For there is always, as it were, a double 
Motion in a Fever, the one from the Circumference to the 
Centre, or from the external Parts to the internal, the Heart 
and Lungs; the other from the Centre to the Circumference. 
The firſt Motion is attended with a ſmall, contracted, weak 
Pulſe, with an Anxiety of the Præcordia and Difficulty of 
Breathing; the ſecond with an increaſed Motion of the Artc- 
ries, a large Pulſe, and Heat extended even to the extreme Parts. 

Theſe two Motions are evidently of a different Nature and 
Efficacy; the fir/t, from the Circumference to the Centre, is not 


only leſs ſalutary, but morbid, xa IE I, nay, often fatal. For 
thoſe who die of a Fever, whether continual or intermitting, 
acute or chronical, die under the Spaſm, Coldneſs, Chilnefs, 
Shivering and Shaking, with Convulſions of the external Parts; 
becauſe the Heart, Conde and Brain are at that Time more 
oppreſſed with the internal Congeſtion of Blood, which by 
reaſon of Weakneſs they are not able to repel, The other 
Motion from the internal Parts, from the Centre to the Cir- 
cumference and minute Veſſels, is even medicinal, preſervatory, 
ſalutary, and vital; for, under this, and by this, the morbid 
Matter exciting the febrile Spaſm, is corrected, diſcuſſed, and 
3 and ſo the Fever terminates. | 

n reality, the Cauſe of the febrile Motion is an univerſal 
Spaſm; and that Motion never ceaſes till the Spaſm is reſolved. 
The Signs of its being reſolved are, a free Perſpiration, and a 
breathing Sweat; the Pulſe, which before was hard, impetuous 
and quick, becomes ſoft, moderate and flow; the Urine lets fall 
a Sediment, and the Strength gradually returns. When theſe 
appear all together, they declare the Solution of the Diſeaſe, and 
are called the Criſis; becauſe the Phyſician is enabled by them 
to pronounce of the Diſeaſe. The Ancients ſaid, a Fever was a 
Struggle with the 2 : becauſe, if the Spaſm, which forces the 
Fluid to the inward Parts, is ſtronger than the Heart and Ar- 
teries, driving them outwardly, the Diſeaſe is Victor, and 
Death enſues. But, if the retrograde Motion, cauſed by the 
Spaſm, is overcome by the vital Syſtole of the Heart and Ar- 
teries, thruſting the Blood outwardly, the Diſeaſe is expelled, 


and 
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and the Health returns; which Victory happens, after this 
Struggle, on certain Days, generally relative to the ſeptenary 
Number; which are hence called critical Days, on which the 
Phyſician can judge what will be the Event of the Diſeaſe. 

So that, to ſpeak in plain Terms, a Fever is a real Effort of 
Nature to rid itſelf of ſoniething noxious. When there is any- 
how ſuch a Quality or Condition introduced into the Habit of 
the Body, as would terminate in the Deſtruction of the Animal, 
if the Cauſe was not removed; in that Caſe, Nature, that is 
the vital Principle, raiſes a Fever, by which the peccant Mat- 
ter may be atteauated, comminuted, or otherwiſe changed, and 
aſſimilated to the ſound Juices; or, if that cannot be, that it 
may be fitted for Expulſion, whether by Sweat, which is moſt 
frequent, or by Urine, Stool, Vomiting, Hemorrhage, or per- 
haps by inſenſible Perſpiration. | 

A Fever, then, is to be conſidered as good in its own Nature; 
and though they often are fatal, yet it is more than probable, 
that if our Bodies were not aſſiſted with a Power of excitin 
them on proper Exigencies of the Conſtitution, very few of 
the Human Species would ſurvive the State of Infancy. 

The ineffable Wiſdom of Divine Providence, therefore, can- 


not Wen be admired, which has endowed the animal Ma- 


chine of our Bodies with ſuch wonderful Power and Faculties, 
that a Diſeaſe, Which ſeldom happens without Detriment to 
the Functions and Danger of Life and Health, ſhould have 
ſuch a Tendency to deſtroy itſelf, and be its own Remedy, 
Then ſince Nature is the Phyſician, it is a pernicious Practice 
imprudently to ſuſpend, ſuppreſs, or deſtroy the Febrile Mo- 
tions which have a tendency to Health. Her Intention ought 
rather to be promoted, which is by an increaſed, progreſſive 
Motion of the. Fluids, to correct, reſolve, and, at length, to 
expel the morbific Matter. And, this is beſt performed by 
diluting, moiſtening, attemperating, aperient, corroborating 
and nitrous Medicines; as alſo by thoſe, which, in the Time 
of the Intermiſhon, eſpecially tend to promote the proper Ex- 
cretions. | 
But, it is neceſſary to obſerve, that Boerbaave, and other Phy- 
ſicians of the firſt Claſs, will not allow Spaſms to be the Cauſe 
of this febrile Struggle; but a Lentor of the Blood, which, ſtag- 
nating in the capillary Veſſels, occaſions, by the Reſiſtance, a 
quicker Contraction of the Heart, a natural vital Effort, ex- 
Cited to prevent the Deſtruction of the animal Machine, by re- 
moving the Obſtacle to the Circulation. This quicker Cas 
traction of the Heart will cauſe a greater Influx of the nervous 
Fluid into the Muſcles, Blood Veſſels, and Cavities of 
| an 
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and produce Heat; ſo that Heat is rather the Effect or Conſe- 
uence of the Fever already formed, than its Cauſe or Nature, 
and the Quickneſs of the Pulte is the pathagnomonic Sign of a Fever. 
Huxham, on the other hand, ſuppoſes that a ſimple Fever may 
be generated by whatever greatly rarifies the Blood, or increaſes 
the Quantity of the Fluids, ſuch as laborious Exerciſe, ſuppreſſed 
Perſpiration, or a Debauch. He ſuppoſes, likewiſe, that by la- 
borious Exerciſe, the Blood may be ſo violently agitated and 
rarified, that, through its great /mpetus, and Dilatation of the 
Veſſels, ſome of the red Globules may be forced into the ſerous 
Arteries, and fo form an :nflammatoery Olſftruction. And hikewile, 
that if the Velocity and Heat of the Blood ſhould be ſo great, 
as to diſſipate much of its thinneſt Part, the Remainder would 
be left groſs and thick, and leſs fit for Circulation through the 
minute Capillaries; and that the very Serum would be turned 
into a Kind of Jelly. Thus, by the mere accelerated Motion 
of the Blood, an inflammatory Fever may be produced, which, 
ſeizing on the Lungs, is a Peripneumony; on the Pleura, a 
Pleuriſy ; on the Brain and its Membranes, a Phrenſy. | 

If the Suppreſſion of Perſpiration be conſiderable, and the Fi- 
bres ſtrong and tenſe, the Blood much in Quantity, and very 
thick, Fevers of the ſame Kind enſue. 

If, to tenſe Fibres, and much viſcid denſe Blood, a great 
Quantity of Wine or other ſtimulating Liquors be added, both 
the Quantity and Velocity of the Blood may be ſo greatly in- 
creaſed as to bring on a dangerous acute Fever, which too often 
follows drunken 3 From the Concurrence of two, 
or all theſe Cauſes, a more violent one, cæteris paribus, may 
ariſe. Hence the Neceſſity of early Bleeding, cooling Emolli- 
ents, and laxative Clyſters in the Beginning, and gentle, lenient 
Purges to cleanſe the inteſtinal Canal of the putrid Saburra; then 
plentiful Diluents, a few nitrous Medicines, and the acid, ſa- 
ponaceous Juices of Vegetables. 

Boerhaave, indeed, allows, that violent Motion will occaſion 
an Inflammation, though not by rarifying the Blood, but by 
rendering it more denſe; and, that whatever deprives the Blood 
ot its thin Parts, will do the ſame, | 

For my own Part, I can hardly conceive how any Fever, but 
an Ephemera, can be raiſed without ſome Degree of Acrimony ; 
and whenever there is Acrimony, there will be alſo pie Stric- 
tures; and Huxham acknowledges, that Acrimony may contri- 
bute thereto; for, he ſays, that a large Uſe of very ſalt and ſpiced 
Meats will raiſe a feveriſh Heat, even in the moſt healthy: And 
farther, that a Confridion ariſing from Coĩd-bathing, will bring 
on Paleneſs, Coldneſs, Shivering, a Stoppage of the Blood w 
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the cutaneous Arteries, and Repulſion towards the Heart, which 
is followed by an univerſal Glow or Heat. 
As to Intermittents, his Opinion is much the ſame as Boer- 
haave's; and, even in nervous Fevers he ſuppoſes a Kind of Len- 
tor, or Ropineſs in the Humours, as the proximate Cauſe of 
that Diſeaſe, which ſubſiſts chiefly in the ſerous and Iymphatic 
Veſſels, whence few animal Spirits are generated, and thoſe too 
irregularly ſecreted and diſtributed. As this State of the Fluids 
will occaſion ObſtruQions, the fagnant 2 will grow more 
and more acrimonious, and ſo produce a Fever; Br all Hu- 
mours of the Body grow more and more corroſive the longer 
they ſtagnate. Hence he concludes, the Seat of theſe Fevers is 
in the ultima Vaſcula, or the ſerous and lymphatic Arteries; 
and, perhaps, in the very Origin of the Nerves. 

Eilchriſt, in his Med. Eſſays, accounts for Intermittents from a 
Lenter, and Acrimony; for he ſuppoſes Acrimony to be ſufficient 
to bring on a Fever of this Kind, by giving an univerſal Stimu- 
lus. And from this Cauſe, though the Veſſels are in a collap- 
ſed State, through a Defect of the Fluids, yet he thinks, there 
may be an univerſal Spaſm or Stricture of the nervous Parts; and 
that this is not inconſiſtent with a great muſcular Relaxation.. 

The highly putrid, malignant, and petechial or ſpotted Fevers, 
Huxham 0 ppoſes many Times proceed from an antecedent 
Acrimony in the Blood, agitated by the ſupervening Fever; yet 
generally, the peſtilential and petechial Fevers have their Origin 
from Contagion. Heoffman aſſerts, that the poiſonous Vapour 
from whence theſe Fevers have their Riſe, inſtantly pervades the 
inward and nervous Parts of the' Brain, and there corrupts the 
animal Spirits; which is evident from the natural, vital, and 
animal Powers immediately becoming languid, while the Crafis 
of the Blood and Humours, as yet, continue unhurt, though a pu- 
tridFermentation is afterwards ſucceſſively induced into them all. 

But, in order to gain a more diſtin Notion of the ſeveral 
Kinds of Fevers, it will be convenient to give ſome Account of 
each, and their Difference from each other, 

The moſt ſimple Kind of Fevers is the Ephemera, which ge- 
nerally terminates, by an increaſed Perſpiration, in twenty-four 
Hours. Another Kind is the Synochus or continual Feuer; it 
begins with a ſlight Chilneſs and Shivering, and the Symptoms 
have little or no Remiſſion. It uſually comes on early in the 
Morning, and terminates on the fourth or ſeventh Day, by bleed- 
ing at the Noſe or profuſe Sweats. A Cauſus, or burning Fever, is 
attended with a burning, and, as it were, an igneous Heat of 
the whole Body, asalſo unquenchable Thirſt, and a dry,chapped, 


black Tongue, which are the pathegnomonic Signs of this Ho 
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An Inflammatory Fever has a natural Tendency to a Sphacelas 
or Mortification. A malignant or ſpotted Fever owes its Riſe 
to Infection. It particularly affects the Lympha and nervous 
Fluid; and is attended with ſudden Loſs of Strength, ſuc- 
ceeded by perpetual Watching, which is the Forerunner of a 
Perturbation of Mind. There are likewiſe red, purple, and 
ſometimes white Spots, which have a threatening Aſpect. A ca- 
tarrhal Fever is free from all theſe, and is cauſed by a ſaline, 
eroding Quality of the Scrum, accompanied with a a 
a Running at the Noſe, a Hoarſeneſs, a Senſe of Fulneſs in 
the Breaſt, and a Sort of an eryſipelatous Heat in the Fauces 
and Windpipe; though ſometimes an epidemic, malignant, 
catarrhal Fever may happen to rage. 

There is another, which Hoffman calls a Meſenteric Fever, 
generally miſtaken for the former, but is neither epidemic, nor 
contagious, nor petechial, nor ſuddenly fatal, and generally 
continues longer than twenty-one Days; it is attended with 
Coldneſs of the Extremities, thin Urine with little Sediment ; 
frequent Coughing, and a ſmall Excretion of crude Matter; 
a Redneſs and Pain in the Fauces; a Loathing of Food ; a 
Want of Thirſt, with uncertain Exacerbations. This ſeems 
to be a-kin to the nervous Fever, in which the Patients at firſt 
ſeem languid and uneaſy, without any Marks of an evident 
Diſeaſe: They have Wearinels and flying Pains; a Dryneſs 
of the Lips and Tongue, but little Thirſt; rather a Diſlike 
than Deſire of much Drink; they often in a Day find them- 
ſelves giddy, make pale Urine, are greatly diſpirited and 
anxious, without being able to affign any Reaſon for it. 
They have often tranſient Chilneſſes, the Pulſe at the ſame 
time being low, quick and unequal]; they have ſometimes 
cold, clammy Sweats, Riſings in the Throat, and the like. 

As for miliary, variolous, morbillous and petechial Fevers, they 
| may be eafily diſtinguiſhed from each other. In a petechial or 

ſpotted Fever, the Spots do not riſe up, nor render the Skin 
rough, nor break out with Chilneſs, flying Heat, Itching and 
Heat in the Skin, and a great Oppreſſion in the Breaſt, as in 
the miliary Fever both purple and white, which likewiſe are 
evident both to the Sight and Touch. The Spots of the Small- 
pox appear on the fourth Day, in the petechial Fever not till 
the ſeventh, and then without Riſing and Suppuration. The 
Meaſles are larger, with a ſmall Elevation. The Small-pox 
and Meaſles on the firſt Day are hardly diſtinguiſhable, but 
eaſily on the ſecond, becauſe then the Small-pox begins to 
riſe. The Chicken-Pox ſhews itſelf in large Velicles, and the 
other Symptoms are mild. 

With 
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With regard to Intermitting Fevers, a Quotidian differs from 
a continual Quotidian, ſuch as catarr hal Fevers generally are; 
becauſe in the latter there is only an Exacerbation and Remiſſion 
every Day, but not a complete Intermiſſion ; the Exacerbations 
of catarrhal Fevers are towards the Evening; and in this they 
differ from the flow and hectic, in which they commonly hap- 

nina Morning, In a double Tertian the Fits come on every 

ay, but at different times of the Day; that is, if on the firſt 
Day, the Acceſſion is at Five in the Afternoon; on the Third, 
it will obſerve the ſame Hour; and if on the ſecond Day the Fit 
begins at Nine in the Morning, on the fourth it will do the ſame, 

A ſimple Tertian happens every other Day; this is divided into 
the legitimate 1 In the firſt, the Shaking is ſucceed- 
ed by Heat, Thirſt, and a Pain in the Head, and ends in about 
ten —＋ The Urine is of a flame Colour; in the ſecond, 
the Heat is not ſo remarkable; it continues twenty Hours 
and longer; the Urine is turbid, but not high- coloured; 
when the Fit is ended, there remains a great Languor and Laſ- 
ſitude of the Joints, with Want of Appetite. 

The Tertians, by ſome, are diſtinguiſhed into choleric and 
pituitous ; regular and irregular ; 2 and autumnal; epidemic 
and endemic. 

The Quartan has two Fits in four Days; it is ſpurzous if it 
does not obſerve the uſual Times of Invaſion, which are in the 
Afternoon and Evening. It is ſaid to be continual, if there is 
not a perfect Intermiſſion between the Fits, with a Languor of 
the Body, a gentle but preternatural Heat, and a quick Pulſe. 

A. heftic Fever ſupervenes to a Dropſy, Conſumption, Atro- 
phy, and ſcorbutic Cachexy : If it has its Riſe from Apoſtems 
of the Viſcera or Meſentery, or from the Corruption, Putrefac- 
tion, or Induration of the meſenteric (Glands, it is incurable. 

But flow Fevers generally ſucceed Quotidiaus and Tertians 
injudiciouſly treated, enormous Hæmorrhages, and tedious Diſ- 
eaſes. Likewiſe, if through the Weakneſs of the Stomach a 
great Quantity of Crudities are generated, a flow Fever will 
ariſe, Ina Hefic, the Pulſe is always quick, but remarkably 
ſo in the Morning; whence the Cheeks are obſerved to be 
tinctured with Redneſs at all Times of the Day, with great 
Weakneſs. Whereas the Pulſe in a flow Fever is more natural 
in a Morning and before Meals ; after Eating it is more quick, 
with a Fluſhing in the Cheeks, and the Weakneſs is not ſo great. 

Of inflammatory Fevers, the Peripncumony and Pleuriſy are 
moſt common. A true Pleuriſy has its Seat in the Pleura, 2 
Membrane which inveſts the Inſide of the Thorax; a baſtard 
Pleuriſy is confined to the intercoſtal Membranes and Muſcles

ration, and a fetid Smell proceeds from the Mouth. 

The dry, internal Quinſey, or Kynanche, ſhould not be con- 
founded with the Spaſm which conſtringes the Fauces of hy/teris 
Women, and renders their Breathing and Swallowing difficult, 
and comes and goes without Danger; for the true, internal, 
ſanguineous Quinſey is known by a burning, pricking Pain within 
the Fauces; the. Tongue is red, tumid and turgid with Blood, 
nay, ſometimes black; the Face looks red and inflated ; the 
temporal Arteries have a ſtrong Pulſation ; ſome have a Head- 
ach, others are ſleepy, and others faint away. 

The Phrenſy, or Inflammation of the Membranes of the 
Brain, is manifeſt from a furious Delirium, ſhining Eyes, which 
are ſet, as it were, in the Head, a burning Fever, continual 
Watching, a violent Pulſation of the Arteries about the Head 
and Temples. It differs from Madneſs in being acute, and is 
generally a dangerous Symptom of a Fever; from a Delirium, 
in the Degree, which is milder and ſooner removed. Melancholy 
and Madneſs are chronic Diſeaſes. In the Hydrophobia the Pa- 
tient cannot drink any Liquid, but often falls into Convulko 
in attempting it. 7 

An Inflammation of the Liver is either in the concave or eoy- 
vex Part. The former is known by Hiccups, Vomiting, Heart- 
burn, a Heat and Pain at the Pit of the Stomach, towards the 
Right Side; a Fever, a dry Cough, difficult Inſpiration and 
Coſtiveneſs. In the latter, the Liver is affected with an eryſipe- 

latous Inflammation, with a heavy, conſtrictive, and pricking 
Pain in the ſpurious Ribs, with a Cough, Fever, and difficult 
Breathing; and in this it imitates the hard Pleuriſy, but is 
known from it by a milder Fever, eaſier Breathing, and the Pain 

being below the Diaphragm. Beſides, a baſtard Pleuriſy com- 
monly goes off on the ſeventh Day by Sweat or an Hæmor— 
rhage. On the contrary, in an Inflammation of the Liver, it 
the Cure is protracted, Convulſions ſupervene, and by reaſon 
o& 5 Abſceſs it is apt to turn to a Dropſy, a Cachexy, or an 
Hectic. 
© 3 Nephritis is an Inflammation of the Kidneys, with : 
fixed Pain in the Loins, of the tenſive, preſſing Kind, and con- 
tinues long; whereas the Pain, in a Fit of the Gravel, is much 
more violent and ſharp, and not quite ſo much confined to 
Place, but extends itſelf towards the Sides; at length it is fell 
not in the Kidney but in the Beginning of the Ureter, and in 
the Ureter, from the Gravel or ſmall Stones that paſs throug\ 
them; which does not happen in a ſimple Nephritis. 0 
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Of external Inflammations the Eryſipelas is moſt frequent, 
which only affects the Superficies of the Skin with Redneſs, 
Tumour, and Pain; and is eaſily diſtinguiſhed from a Phlegmon, 
which reaches to the ſubjacent Muſcles. A Phlegmon 1s known 
from a Gangrene, becauſe this penetrates not only to the muſcu- 
lous, but to the tendinous and nervous Parts. It has a preater 
Heat and Pain, enlarging itſelf with a hard Tumour and Red- 
neſs, which at length changes to livid and black.

of them apart, that, by afterwards comparing them together, we 
may thence, by juſt Reaſoning, be led to underſtand the prox- 
t- imate Cauſe of the Fever. When an hypothetical Method is 
taken to diſcover the Nature of Diſeaſes, the curative Part 
= > be founded on a falſe Hypotheſis. — | 
Ihe only three obſerved Symptoms common to all Fevers, 
are, a Shivering, a quick Pulſe, and Heat. 

A Shivering is meant by Phyſicians to ſignify that Tremor or 
Shaking of the whole Body, which ariſes from a Senſation of 
Cold ; as when a Perſon, being warm, ſuddenly expoſes him- 
ſelf to the cold Air: And this Symptom attends every Fever 
which ariſes from internal Cauſes. | 

To denominate a Fever acute, the Rule is, that its ſwift Ad- 
vance be attended with Danger; but the ou Fever 1s ſo called 
from its ſmall Advance, whether Life be in Danger or not. 

or is the Quartan an Exception, ſince it hardly ever proves 
fatal, unleſs by ſome Error in the Patient or Phyſician, and 
ought, therefore, to be ranked among Diſeaſes of a long Con- 
tinuances as well as a Hectie Fever, from whence very few 
eſcape, Celſus, therefore, very properly defines Diſeaſes of 
long Continuance to be thoſe in which neither Health nor Death 
is at Hand. 

As epidemical Fevers ariſe from ſome common Cauſe, they 
have uſually almoſt the ſame Courſe and Symptoms, and re- 
ON 4vire the ſame Method of Cure: But particular Fevers, ariſing

from very different and often oppoſite Cauſes, require to be 
treated in a different Manner in different People. Even 
HrrrocRarzs has taken Notice of this Diſtinction in Fe- 
vers: But we much more frequently meet with acute Fevers 
epidemical, and flow ones more rarely, among which laſt 
uartans are the chief. | | | 
As in all Fevers the Velocity of the Pulſe is increaſed, it 
follows, that the Heart contracts, in Proportion, more fre- 
uently ; and thence again, that the Cauſes from whence the 
Contraction of the Heart reſults, are incr-aſed. But in what 
Manner theſe Cauſes act, which excite the Heart to a quicker 
Contraction ; and after what Manner, as in an intermitting 
Tertian, renewed every other Day, when it afforded no Ap- 
pearances at all on the intermediate Day; theſe are hitherto 
concealed from all of us: For all that we know of the Na- 
ture of a Fever, we diſcover only by its inſeparable Effects 
and Appearances ; nor can human Underſtanding proceed far- 
ther in the Inveſtigation. | 
Since the Dilatation of the Artery is ſynchronous with the 
Contraction of the Heart, the Pulſe cannot be accelerated, 
unleſs the Contraction of the Heart becomes quicker at the 
ſame Time, as that is the only and intire Cauſe of the Dila- 
tation of the Arteries. For all that has been ſaid by ſome 
Authors, about Ebullition, Fermentation, or Efferveſcence 
of the Blood, Cc. in the Cavities of the Heart, has been 
proved to be falſe, and contrary to Experiment; and it ap- 
pears moſt evident, that the Cauſe of propelling the Blood 
from the Heart into the Arteries, does not reſide in the Blood 
itſelf, but in the Heart, which immediately receives the Blood. 
A Fever may, therefore, deſervedly be called a Diſeaſe in the 
Heart; fince in every Fever the Action of that muſcular Or- 
gan is changed, and that by being brought into more frequeut 
and quicker Contractions. 
It appears from Anatomy and Phyſiology, that the muſcular 
Motion of the Heart renders its own muſcular Fibres paraly- 
tic; and that by this Means the whole Heart is ſo diſpoſed, 
that a new Contraction muſt follow the Moment after: Fot 
the Nerves ſent to the Heart are ſo ſituated, that they mult be 
compreſſed uy the Dilatation of the largeſt Arteries, cp 


by the Blood expelled from the Heart, the Aorta, and the pul- 
monary Artery ; during the Dilatation of which the \venous 
Sinuſes and Auricles of the Heart are likewiſe diſtended ; and 
therefore the Influx of the Spirits through the Nerves into the 
muſcular Fibres of the Heart, is thus impeded, while at the 
ſame time all the Blood is preſſed through the Veſſels diſperſe 

through- 
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throughout the Subſtance of the Heart, which therefore looks 
pale during the Syſtole. Thus are the two Cauſes, abſolutely 
required to muſcular Motion, intercepted or removed; name- 


ly, the Influx of the Spirits, and of the arterial Blood. But 


in that Moment of Time, which the Heart, as it were para- 
lytic, has its Cavities filled by the influent venal Blood, the 
Aorta is contracted, and, with great Force, urges the Blood 
through the Orifices of the coronary Arteries, throughout the 
whole Subſtance of the Heart, and, juſt now, the Nerves are 
no longer compreſſed, as the Arteries are then contracted, 
and the Sinuſes and Auricles emptied; whence they freely 
tranſmit the Spirits ſent from the Cerebellum, through the 
cardiac? Nerves, to the Heart: And therefore the two Cauſes 
of muſcular Motion will be renewed, and thence the Con- 
traction of the Heart will be inſtantly repeated. 

A Quartan is uſually accompanied, in the Beginning of a 
Fit, with a violent a long- continued Coldneſs; but in the 
Beginning of a Fever of one Day's Continuance, there is 
often only a = light Senſe of Cold perceived. | 

There very frequently is ſo great a Weakneſs obſerved in 
the Pulſe, during the cold Fit of a Fever, that the Stroke of 
the Artery is hardly perceptible to the Touch; and this more 
eſpecially in old Peilons afflicted with the Quartan Fever in 
Winter; and then alſo the Quickneſs of the Pulſe is ſo very 
great, that it ſeems rather to tremble, than to be made up of 
a diſtinct Dilatation and Contraction. But where there is ſo 
great a Celerity of the Pulſe, as to be ten times quicker than 
what is natural, no one can diſtinguiſh its Numbers; there 
is only a ſurprizing undulatory Motion perceived by the Fin- 
ger. If the Hand be applied to the Breaſt, che Heart ſeems to 
tremble, inſtead of beating powerfully againſt the Ribs, as is 
uſual in Health; though, in this Caſe, the Artery will ſome- 
times dilate more powerfully, and then again appear extremely 
weak and quick: And ſometimes a true Intermiſſion of the 
Pulſe may be diſcerned ; and then the Patient is apt to com- 
plain that his Eyes are dim, or that he cannot hear, or ſcarcely 
feel. Here the ſame thing happens as before Death in the 
Diſſection of living Animals. We there ſee the Heart, being 
no longer able to expel its contained Blood, tremble, and eya- 
cuate only a Part, being now unable to dilate the Arteries : 
In the mean Time the Auricles and venous Sinuſes are greatly 
diſtended, and, after a few Moments, become ſuddenly con- 
tracted, forcibly projecting their Blood into the Ventricles of 
the 'Heart, which, being then irritated by the Quantity and 

mpetus, is very powerfuily contracted, Then again it trein- 
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bles and languiſhes till it be excited by the ſame Cauſe, op 
till Motion ceaſes by the Death of the Animal. 

The lively Colour obſerved in a healthy Perſon ariſes from 
the Veſſels filed with red Blood; ſo that when the Force of 
the Heart, from any Cauſe, begins to be weakened, not bein 
able to propel the Blood to the Extremities of the Body, — 
the Arteries, at that Time, contracting by their own Elaſticity, 
eſpecially towards their Extremities, which are the leaſt urged 
by the Force of the Heart, the Blood is by that Means repelled 
into the ſmaller Branches: Therefore the ſubcutaneous Arte: 
ries, which are ſome of the ſmalleſt in the Body, will be, in a 
great Meaſure, emptied ; whence a Paleneſs muſt ariſe. 
The various Parts of the Body are the more flexile, in Pro- 
portion to the greater Abundance of Humours, with reſpect to 
the ſolid Parts: But in the Beginning of a Fever, the Force 
of the Heart being weakened, cannot fill the ſmalleſt Veſſels 
in the extreme Parts of the Body ; and therefore theſe being 
contracted, and repelling back their contained Juices into the 
larger Veſſels, this will be one Cauſe of the Rigour or Stiff. 
neſs in the Beginning of Fevers. Beſides this, the Cold, which 
contracts every thing, will increaſe the Coheſion of the ſolid 
Parts, and conſequently augment their Stiffneſs. Since there- 
fore theſe two Cauſes concur, it is no Wonder that a great 
Stiffneſs ariſes in the Time of a cold Fit of a Fever. 

In intermitting Fevers, if the Patient is not very weak, or 

advanced in Years, the hot Fit is ſo much the more intenſe, 
as the preceding cold Fit was more violent. 
It is one of the beſt Signs, if the febrile Heat be equally dif- 
fuſed throughout the whole Body, even to the Extremities ; 
for it denotes that the Veſſels are pervious, and that the Blood 
has a free Circulation; but in the worſt Fevers, which are 
then commonly fatal, there ſometimes happens an intenſe 
Heat, perceived about the vital Organs, while, at the ſame 
Time, the extreme Parts of the Body are cold ; which de- 
notes the Circulation to be deficient in thoſe Parts; and that 
the impervious Blood begins to ſtagnate, or accumulate about 
the vital Viſcera; while, in the mean Time, the Heart being 
more ſwiftly contracted, propels the Blood with a great Ve- 
locity through the Veſiels, which are yet pervious in the Parts 
next adjacent. ' | 

When, in ardent Fevers, the Blood, by an innen 
Tenacity, ſtagnates in the ſmalleſt Arteries, theſe, being diſ. 
tended, compreſs the adjacent ſecretory and excretory {mall 
Ducts; and hence the whole external Skin, Tongue, inſide 
of the Mouth, Fauces, c. are invaded with a burning et! 
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and when the Patient recovers from theſe moſt dangerous Diſ- 
eaſes, almoſt the firſt Symptom of Nature's overcoming the 
Diſeaſe is a Return of Moiſture into all theſe Parts. 

It is a general Indication in every Fever, ſo to moderate the 
Force of it, that it may not, by deſtroying the Solids, and 
thickening the Fluids, produce Inflammations, Suppurations, 
Gangrenes, &c. nor yet to let it ſubſide ſo low as to be inca- 
pable of attenuating, changing, moving, and expelling the 
morbific Matter: Nor is it poſſible too much to inculcate this 
general Rule, as it is of the greateſt Moment. Many have 
entertained too ill an Opinion of the Name of a Fever, and 
believe that it ought ever to be engaged with the moſt forcible 
Methods; when, at the ſame Time, it appears from the Writ- 
ings of the Ancients, and the Obſervations of the beſt Modern 
Pay ſicians, that a Fever often moſt happily cures itſelf, — 
vided it be kept under a due Regulation, and moderate De- 
gree. | 

A Fever may terminate in Health two Ways : as when the 
morbitc Matter is ſo changed by the Force of the Fever itſelf, 
that being aſſimilated with the healthy Humours, it may be 
freely carried through the Veſſels, without any Diſturbance to 
the equable Circulation; or elſe, the ſame morbific Matter be- 
ing ſubdued, ſo as to have a pervious Paſſage, is then expelled 
out of the Body, and this either by an inſenſible or a ſenſible 
Evacuation. | | 

Sweats, Vomiting, and a Diarrhea, are Evacuations only 
ſerviceable in as far as they expel the febrile Matter, either 
wholly or in Part from the Body, whereby the Diſeaſe may 
be entirely removed, or at leaſt alleviated. The principal Sign 
whereby, the Uſefulneſs of theſe Evacuations is known, is deri- 
ved from their Effects. Now there is great Reaſon to hope 
that a Vomiting, Sweat, or Diarrhœa, will prove uſeful, if 
they happen after the Coction or Height of the Diſeaſe; for thoſe 
which come on in the Increaſe of the Diſeaſe, are rather ſymp- 
tomatical than critical Evacuations, and often do more Hurt 
than Service. 

Old People bear Abſtinence the moſt eaſily: This is indeed 
true while they are in Health, becauſe they are nourifhed nei- 
ther for Increaſe nor Strength, but only to ſupport their Being; 
and in theſe the Cavities of a great Number of Veſlels are 
either entirely cloſed up, or very much lefſened ; whence a leſs 
Quantity of Humours 1s required to flow through them : Add 
to this, that all the Veſſels being now more rigid, yield leſs to 
the impelled Liquids; and many of the Humours being expel- 
led from the Body in Fevers, will oecaſion Dryneſs from the 
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Diminution of the Quantity of Liquids. Upon theſe Accounts 
Diſorders happening in old Age will be increaſed by a Fever 
if the Patient is not relieved by a moiſt and ſoftening Diet. 
And here more eſpecially the Food muſt be given often, and in 
ſmall Quantities, becauſe the weak vital Strength of the Aged 

would be deſtroyed by greater Quantities; and they require 
but ſmall Supplies, provided they are frequently adminiſtered ; 
Add to this, that Abſtinence or Faſting in great old Age, often 
brings on a fatal Syncope; becauſe the Quantity of Humours 
being leſſened, the rigid Veſſels do not contract themſelves in 
Proportion; ſo there will be no Action of the Veſſels upon 
their contained Fluids, whence enſue Stagnations and Death; 
and thus the Reaſon is evident, why Abſtinence is ſo prej udi- 
cial to old Perſons in Fevers. 

In conſumptive Perſons, whoſe Lungs waſte away by a ſlow 
Suppuration, there is a continual ſlight Fever, which often in- 
creaſes every Day at the "Time when freſh Chyle is plentifully 
ſupplied, and driven, together with the Blood, through the 
Lungs ; ſome Practitioners, therefore, believing this Fever to 
be of the intermitting Kind, have made Trials of the V irtuey 
of the Bark, but always with the moſt fatal Succeſs; for the 
purulent Cauſe remaining, the febrile Motion muſt neceſſarily 
be ſuppreſied, whereby the collected Matter ought to have 
been expelled; whence the greateſt Anxieties, and ſometimes 
Deatn itſelf, have followed from that Practice. The whole 
Cure of ſuch a Diſorder conſiſts in waſhing out, as it were, 
and deterging the purulent Matter; and then in conſolidating 
the Parts thus cleanſed from the Matter, as in the Cure of a 
clean Wound. | 
- "The more ſevere a cold Fit is in the Beginning, ſo much 
the more dangerous it is; for this Coldneſs denotes a Diminu- 
tion of the Circulation, and the leſs the Circulation, the nearer 

the Diſeaſe approaches unto Death, wherein the Circulation 

wholly ceaſes: But if, at length, the vital Powers overcome 
this Coldnels, being irritated by the ſame Cauſe which pro- 
. duced the Fever, they render the circulatory Motion ſo violent 
or ſwift, and cxcite fo ſtrong a Heat, that the worſt Conſe- 
quences of cvery Kind may be feared: For the very tender 

Veſlels of the Encephalon and Lungs, cannot bear ſo great 

Force without the greateſt Danger; and the great Heat fol. 

lowing after the moſt intenſe Cold, may diflipate the moſt fluid 

Parts of the Humours, and inſpiſſate the reſt; whence there 

is the greateſt Danger, Teſt the Humours, becoming unfit fol 

obtaining a Paſſage, ſhould adhere to the narrow Extremita 
| 0 
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of the Arteries, and ſo produce Inflammations and Gangrenes 
of the moſt pernicious Kind. | 

A ſevere Tremor is bad in Fevers, as it denotes that both 

the nervous and arterial Fluid is either deficient or unpaſſable; 
and, at the ſame Time, ſuch a violent Trembling ariſing much 
in the Beginning of a Fever, denotes a great Strength of the 
efficient Cauſe, capable of exciting ſo extraordinary a Diſturk- 
ance in a Body which has, perhaps, been hitherto healthy ; 
and likewiſe becauſe a great Trembling indicates a proportion- 
able Obſtruction oppoling the Circulation of the Humours, 
| Moreover, Tremblings which ariſe in the Courſe of Fevers, 
unleſs they precede or accompany. critical Evacuations, are 
often of the worſt Import, as generally indicating that the Mat- 
ter of the Diſcaſe inclines to the Head, diſturbing there the 
natural and equable Motion in the very Origin of all the 
Nerves, the medullary Subſtance of the Encephalon. 
The general Cure of Fevers requires four Things; a Cor- 
rection or Expulſion of the acrid irritating Matter; a Diſſolu- 
tion and Expulſion of the febrile Lentor; a Mitigation of the 
Symptoms; and Jaſtly, the Re-eſtabliſhment of the Patient in 
perfect Health. 

Thoſe Fevers are termed continual and putrid, wherein the 
Humours degenerate much from their natural and healthy 
State; and, at the ſame Time, incline to Putrefaction; and 
hence the various wh, 4 7 of uten are obſerved, accord- 
ing to the greater or leſs Intenſity or Degeneracy of them. 

A Dryneſs of the whole Skin, Noſtrils, Mouth and Tongue, 
ariſes from a Diſſipation of the moſt thin and watery Juices 
of the Blood, by the febrile Heat; and partly becauſe the 
reſt of the Blood becoming unpaſſable, and adhering in the 
larger Veſſels, diſtends them ſo as to comprets the adjacent 
ſmaller Veſſels; and therefore in ſuch Patients the Skin ap- 
pears rough and dry, as the ſubcutaneous Veſlels, diſtended 
with unpaſſable Blood, compreſs the very ſubtile exhaling Veſ- 
ſels, while, at the ſame Time, there is a Deficiency of the 
thin ſerous Parts of the Blood; the ſame holds true alſo in 
the Eyes, Noſe, Mouth, and Tongue. Hence Hirpock a- 
ES pronounces, that thoſe who die of an ardent Fever perijb 
with Dryneſs. 

GALEN obſerves, that an exquiſite ardent Fever retains all 
the Signs of an exquiſite Tertian, and that ir differs only in not 
invading with a Rigor or Shivering, and in not coming to perfect 

Intermiſſ ons: For which Reaſons he ranks an ardent Fever, 
not among the Synochi, or Continent, but among the contt-. 
nual remitting Fevers. But in the Fevers which he calls fer- 


tianary 
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tianary (TpilaroÞvers) or ſemitertianary, which he likewiſe refers 
to an ardent Fever, the Exacerbations happen always on un- 
equal Days. It ſhould indeed ſeem probable, that the ardent 
Fever has ſomething of the Nature of an Intermittent ; ſince 
frequently when ſuch Fevers are cxtended to a great Length, 
they, at laſt, change into Intermittents; and even, ſometimes, 
when intermitting Fevers ſpread epidemically, and appear early 
in the Summer Klonths, they often paſs under this Appear- 
ance, 

The Blood being deprived of its thinneſt Parts in ardent 


Fevers, tends to Concretion, and begins to ſtagnate in the 


Arteries; whence it is accumulated in thoſe Veſlels, and dil- 
tencs them; while, in the mean Time, they preſs out only 
the more fluid Parts of the Blood into the Vine; whence, 
though a Vein be opened frequently in ſuch Diſeaſes, it is 
manifeſt only that Part of the Blood is removed, which is beſt 
diſpoſed to flow through the Veſſels; whereas an Hæmorrhage 
from the Noſe, diſcharging the Blood from the Arteries them- 
felves, turning off the Impetus and Quantity of Blood, more 
eſpecially from the Encephalon, whoſe Functions, in theſe 
Diſeaſes, are uſually ſo much diſturbed, | 

The beſt Hemorrhage is that which happens on a critical 
Day; viz. the 4th, 7th, 11th, 14th, 17th, 21ſt, &c. called 


legitimate critical Days; but thoſe happening on ſome inciden- 


tal critical Day, as the 3d, 5th, 6th, or gth, are Jeſs ſalutary; 
if they fall out on other Days, they are altogether to be ſuſ- 
pected; and the ſame will hold good of the other critica] Eya- 
euations. 
A Redneſs of the Face, beſet with Drops of Sweat, is a. 
very bad Sign in an ardent Fever; becauſe it denotes an in- 
flammatory Spiſſitude of the Blood oppoſing its Paſſage through 
the Veſſels, and that it is either forced into other improper 
Veſſels, or elſe adheres about the ſmalleſt Extremities of the 
ſanguiferous Arteries, and that a very ſmall Portion of it can, 
as yet, be expreſſed; as alſo, that Death being now at hand, 
the Extremities of the ſmall exhaling Veſſels in the Skin are 
ſo relaxed, as to tranſmit a thick and groſs Sweat, accordin 
to a juſt Obſervation of HierocRATEs ——The general Cauſe 
er Reaſon of Sweats ought to be known ; ſome are from a Relaxa- 
tion of the Parts of the Body, and others from the Violence of In- 
flammation. b 
A Swelling under the Ear, not coming to Suppuration, 4 
deſtructive: When Parotids ariſe in an ardent Fever, it is à 
Sign that the Febrile Matter is critically depoſited about the 
Glands there ſeated; and as the Blood in this Fever is de- 


prived 
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prived of its moſt fluid Parts, and, at the ſame Time, has ac- 
quired a greater Acrimony, therefore a mild Reſolution of 
theſe Parotids cannot be expected, ſince, to effect that, a mild 
State of the Humours is neceſſary, a ſedate Motion of them, 
and that the obſtructing Matter be not over compact. It is 
therefore a Suppuration only that can take Place here, which, 
if not procured, a worſe Manner of terminating the Inflam- 
mation muſt be expected. Sametimes the ſwelled Parotids ſud- 
denly diſappear, from the morbific Matter returning again into 
the Blood ; whence the Worſt returns, and even Death itſelf 
may be expected in an ardent Fever. | 

HippoCRATES juſtly admoniſheth to conſider carefully whether 
the Fever is abated or increaſed. For if it ſuddenly increaſes 
when the Parotids diſappear, we know that the febrile Matter 
mixing again with the Blood, produces more Diſturbances ; 
and that therefore a bad Termination of the Diſeaſe is to be 
feared. But if no ſuch Increaſe of the Fever happens, there 
is Reaſon to hape that the Matter will, in a little Time, eſcape 
by other Paſſages, or be depoſited upon ſome other Part. Nei- 
ther yet muſt we believe Health to be always an infallible Con- 
ſequence of Parotids coming to Suppuration in ardent Fevers: 


For Criſes made by Abſceſſes or Depoſitions, are of all the 
unſafeſt. | 


A Conſtipation of the Bowels in ardent Fevers is never of 


Service ; for fince thefe Feyers are kindled up by the Bile, 
rendered more acrid or corrupt; and as even a ſound Bile is 
ſoon corrupted by an immoderate Degree of Heat, it muſt be 
evidently more uſeful for theſe foul Humours to be diſcharged 
from the firſt Paſſages ; otherwiſe, by the Acceſs of Air, with 


the Heat and Stagnation, they may degenerate into the moſt 


malignant Putrefaction in a very ſhort Time. Hence it is that 
Clyſfers are ſo ſerviceable in ardent Fevers, not only as they 
dilate, relax, and cool, but alſo as they diſcharge out every 
thing putrid lodged in the Inteſtines. It is therefore no bad 
Bign for the Belly to be looſer than ordinary in theſe Fevers. 
An ardent Fever differs from a putrid Synochus or Conti—

nent, inaſmuch as its Courſe is not one continued Strain from 


the Beginning to the End, but it is attended with remarkable 
Fits of Remiffion and Exacerbation. It is diſtinguiſhed from 
intermitting Fevers, in that the Force of the Fever does not 
perfectly ceaſe; and from the lighter continual remitting Fe- 
vers, by its intenſe Heat chiefly, which 1s greater about the 
vital Vifcera, and more moderate towards the extreme Parts, 


attended with unquenchable Thirſt, and a Dryneſs of the 
whole Body.

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An Inflammation may be excited throughout the whole Boe 
dy, although the Blood continues to flow through the greateſt 
„e if not all the ſanguiferous Arteries: But that ſuch 
Inflammation does obtain in an ardent Fever, we are taught 
from the Redneſs of the Face, and frequently of the whole W th: 
Skin, ſometimes continuing ſo even after Death. The Inſpec- th: 
tion of Bodies dying of this Fever, demonſtrates the cortical are 
Subſtance of the Brain, in which naturally there is no red Blood foc 
to be found, to be all over red, as if it were artfully injected. all 

They are much deceived who judge that Sweat ought to be WM loc 
promoted, thinking thereby to evacuate all the febrile Matter, W Cc 
becauſe in an Intermittent Fever the Fit goes off with a copious M WI 
Sweat. Daily Obſervations teach us, that thoſe are much ore 
more difficultly recovered from Intermitting Fevers, who ſeem, by 
as it were, to melt away by thoſe moſt profuſe Sweats; net- 
ther is their Cure practicable, unleſs theſe Sweats be firſt ſup- Fe 
preſſed. Hence alſo the Sweat, which attends at the Cloſe of 74 
the Fit, is to be moderately promoted by Fleſh Broths, Ptiſans WM #- 
with Wine, and the like, which afford Plenty of liquid Nou- G 
riſhment : But by no Means by Medicines, nor the Heat of ¶ ho 
Bed-cloaths, leſt with ſuch Sweats thoſe Fluids fly off which ot! 
ought to be retained. The Weakneſs and Dejection which W 
follow upon thoſe profuſe Sweats, evidently demonſtrate how Sti

| If now it be conſidered, that in the cold Fit of Intermitting an 
ll Fevers the whole Body trembles and ſhakes violently often for e 
} {everal Hours, almoſt as much in the internal as in the ex- 
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ternal Parts; that the Extremities of the Arteries being con- 
tracted, propel the Humours back into the larger Trunks, as 
evidently appears from the Paleneſs, and an Opportunity they 
afford for happily removing the obſtructing Matter adhering to 
the Extremities of the Arteries; it will not ſeem wonderful, 
that many Diſorders ſhould be thus relieved or removed, which 
are not at all affected by other Medicines; more eſpecially as 
ſoon as there follows a rapid Motion of the Humours through 
all the Veſſels, whereby the obſtructing Matter which was 
lodged in the Viſcera, being rendered moveable by the repeated 
Concuſſions, is further reſolved. Hence the Reaſon appears, 
why theſe Fevers ſo frequently remove the moſt inveterate Diſ- 
orders from the Body, after they have been in vain attempted 
by other Medicines. 

The beſt Methods recommendable towards the Cure of theſe 
Fevers, are ſuch as conſpire together with the Diſeaſe itſelf ; 15 
reſolve what is concreted, to open the obſtructed Veſſels , and thus 
to reſtore the equable and free Circulation of the Humours through 
the VeſJels. In the Spring Seaſon, and in juvenile Patients, the 
hotter Medicines muſt not be uſed : Autumnal Fevers, on the 
other hand, more eſpecially thoſe which continue on til! the 
Winter, require warmer Medicines, eſpecially if the Patient's 
Strength is weakened by the Diſeaſe, or if the Body languiſhes 
N an advanced old Age; for the Rad. Contrayerv. Serpent. 

irgin. Saffron, and the like moſt penetrating Aromatics, are 
of the greateſt Uſe. In cold phlegmatic Habits, alkaline Salts 
are the beſt Aperients, which yet are often injurious to warm 
and bilious Conſtitutions ; and therefore thoſe of the ſaline 
neutral kind are preferred, as Nitre, Sal polychreſt. Tart. vitrivlat. 


&. Purges and Vomits are not only uſeful as Evacuants, but 


alſo becauſe they wonderfully ſtimulate and ſhake the Frame, 
o as to change its whole Condition. The Cortex Peruv. ſhould 
never be given in Fevers, where there is a continual ſixed Pain, 
or the Senſe of an inward burning Heat, with other Symptoms 
of an Inflammation. | 
Vernal intermitting Fevers are of fo mild a Diſpoſition, as 
to require no Medicines, but generally go off ſpontaneouſly, 
They are only obſerved ſtubborn in ſuch, who, having their 
Blood of a very weak Craſis, or Texture, it is ſo eafily ditlolved, 
that they waſte away with profuſe and weakening Sweats; but 
even in theſe they are curable, eſpecially by the Uſe ofthe Bark: 
But Autumnal Intermittents are much more difficult to remove, 
and often require the utmoſt Attention of the Phyſician, with 
every Aſſiſtance of Art, in order to cure them. * 
5 f An 
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An acute continual Fever, Inflammation, and the Organ, 
whoſe Functions are thereby injured, are three Things chiefly 
to be conſidered in acute inflammatory Diſeaſes, 

In a true Phrenzy the Brain is primarily affected in an acute 
continual Fever ; that is to ſay, the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe is not 
produced in ſome other Part of the Body, and tranſlated from 
thence to the Brain; but is ſeated in the Brain itſelf, or its in- 
veſting Membranes, from the very firſt Attack of the Diſeaſe, 
although, by the Violence of the Fever, the Diſorder may be 
increaſed, which is already ſeated in the Brain. In the ſymp- 
tomatic Phrenzy, the Cauſe lodges in ſome other Part, and is 
afterwards thence tranſlated into the Encephalon. 

A conſiderable Degeneracy of the Humours is ſcarce ever 
obſerved without a concomitant Diſturbance of the Ence- 

halon. | 

A black Tongue denotes either a Deficiency of the thin 
Lymph of the Blood, or that the larger Veſſels, diſtended with 
the unpaſſable Blood, compreſs the adjacent fmaller ones; 
whence the exhaling arterial Ducts at the 3 of the Tongue 
become dry and gangrenous: Hence a black Tongue, eſpecially 
if it be dry at the ſame Time, prefages the very worſt Condi- 
tion of the Humours, 

Lethargic, comatous, and cataleptic Diſorders, are of the 
worſt Preſage in a Phrenitis. 

A Flux from the Bowels is ſalutary, not only becauſe it 
diſcharges the morbihc Matter, but alſo becauſe it empties the 
abdominal Viſcera of the Humours which flow thither, and 
leſſens the Reſiſtance to the Impulſe of the Blood; and by that 


Means happily diverts the Impetus and Quantity of the Hu- 


mours from the Head ; an Event of the utmoſt Conſequence 
in the Cure of a Phrenzy. 


The moſt dangerous Phrenzy may ariſe from ſleeping in the 
open Air, with the Head expoſed to the hot Solar Rays. 
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Of InTERMITTING FEVERS, or ACUES. 


HERE is no Fever which diſcovers the Nature and Ge- 
nius of the febrile Motion in general, and infeſts thc 
Veſſels and nervous Parts, ſo much as the "TER TIAN: It 
ſpares neither Age, nor Temperament, nor Sex; and makes its 
Onſet every other Day. | 


It 
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If ĩt is of the Regular Kind, it is attended with the following 
Symptoms: At firſt, the Head achs, the Limbs ſeem weary; 
there is a Pain in the Loins about the firſt Vertebra of the 
Back, which aſcends towards the Epigaſtrium, with a painful 
Senſe of a Tenſion in the Hypochondria, and Coſtiveneſs; then 
comes on a Coldneſs of the external Parts, eſpecially of the 
Noſe and Ears, a Stretching, Yawning, a Shivering and 
Shaking, ſometimes even to make the Bed tremble under the 
Patient; the Pulſe is ſmall, contracted, and weak; again the 
Patient is troubled with Thirſt; then follows a Nauſeq, w.t1 
a fruitleſs Reaching to vomit; again, a pituitous, bilious, or 
green Matter is brought up, commonly joined with a trouble- 
ſome Cough, and an Epectoration of Phlegm, derived from

in Body. The Face, which was collapſed and pale, the con-

Afterwards the Symptoms begin to abate, the Heat becomes 

he mild, the Skin relaxes and grows moiſt; the Urine is of a 

flame Colour, but without a Sediment; the Pulſe is more mo- 
derate, and then a Sweat breaking out, terminates the Pa- 
roxyſm. The Duration of the Fit is uncertain, fometimes it 
ends in ten or eleven Hours, and fometimes not till twenty- 
four. On the intercalary Day, the Body is ſtill feeble and 
coldiſh, with a Diſpoſition to ſhiver, the Pulſe is flow and 
weak, the Urine is turbid and depoſits a Sediment, or there 
is a Nubecula, which ſhews a Diſpolition thereto. 

In the BasTARD or SPpURIOUS I ERTIAN, the Symptoms 
are milder, the Heat is not ſo burning, the Vomiting is not fo 
frequent, and the Urine is not fo high-coloured ; but then it is 
a more lingering Complaint, and on the well Day there is 
a Laſſitude and Want of Appetite. This attacks Men of an 
inactive Diſpoſition, and Women whoie Bodies are of a looſe 
Texture, in the Autumnal Seaſon. 

The Fit of the IX REGULAR T'ERTIAN obſerves no parti- 
I cular Time, for it ſometimes comes on in the Morning, 
G7 lometimes in the Afternoon, in the Evening, or at Midnight, 
the The Paroxyſm is ſometimes longer, ſometimes ſhorter; the

fuſe, When the Fit is off, ſeveral unuſual Symptoms may

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appear, as a Looſeneſs, a Bleeding at the Noſe, Sickneſs at 
the Stoinach, a violent Heart-burn, Pains in the Belly, or the 
Gripes. Theſe Sort of Agues are generally EpiDemic, and 
moſt commonly appear in the Summer and Autumn. 
Sometime a Tertian Ague is DOUBLE, which may be diſ- 
tinguiſhed from a Qustidian, by the Time of the Fits, which 
is not the ſame every Day, but every other Day. 
There is ſometimes a CONTINUAL TL ERTIAN, which be- 
ins with Shivering and Shaking, an Anxiety, Vomiting, Los 


of Strength, and then a violent Heat. The Fits do not in- 


termit, but only remit. The Pulſe continues frequent with 
Heat and Debility, and all the Symptoms return with freſh 
Vigour every other Day; but at length admit a perfect Inter- 
miſſion. 

An ENDEMIC TERTIAN is proper to certain Places; as a 
low Situation, and full of Marſhes, producing a great Num- 
ber of Gnats and other Inſects, like ſome Parts of Kent, and 
the Hundreds of Ee. In ſuch Places the Natives themſelves 


have a Spice of it every Year, and Strangers ſeldom or never 
eſcape, without a Preſervative, which is only the Bark infuſed 


in Brandy, with a little Snake-Root, of which two Ounces 
Night and Morning are to be taken. This kept me in 
Health for a whole Year, in the Hundreds of Ex, and not 
only preſerved me from the Endemic Ague, but from a dan- 
gerous malignant Fever which then raged in thoſe Parts, 

A QUARTAN AGUE has two Fits in four Days, or two 
Days quite free from a Fit. 

It begins about Forr or Five in the Afternoon, ſometimes 
ſooner and ſometimes later, with a great Laſſitude, Stretch- 
ing, a blunt Pain in the Head, Back, Loins and Legs; the 
Feet and Hands are, cold, the whole Body is pale; the Face 
and Nails livid, to which Shivering and Shaking ſupervene. 
The Tongue and the Lips tremble, the Breathing is difficult, 
with Reſtleſſneſs and Tofling ; the Pulſe is contracted and 
hard, and ſometimes unequal; and there is an Anxiety about 
the Præcordia. Theſe Symptoms continue about two or three 
Hours; in ſome the Body is coſtive, in others there is a Si- 
mules to Stool and to make Water, In ſome there is a Nauſea 
or Vomiting, with Stools. Some, advanced in Years, have 
their Minds pretty much diſturbed ; the Heat comes on gra- 
dually, not burning but dry; the Pulſe becomes equal, quick, 
and large, but the dull Pain in the Head remains, with 3 
vertiginous AffeFion; the Skin become only a little moiſt, and 
in about four or fix Hours the Symptoms vaniſh, except 4 


du!l Pain in the Bones, Joints and Feet. The Urine in 15

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Fit is ſometimes thin and watry, ſometimes thick and with a 
Sediment, | 

Sometimes a Luartan Ague is DOUBLE, that is, when the Fits 
come on every other Day at different Hours; and it is $PURI- 
ous when a Paroxyſm begins at any other Time of the Day but 
that above mentioned. It is ſaid to be CONTINUAL, when on 
the intercalary Days there are Shiverings and Pandiculations, 
with a greater Heat than uſual, a quicker Pulſe, a Want of Ap- 
petite, a Debility, a Dryneſs of the Mouth, a Lightneſs of the 
Head, a diſturbed Sleep, and a reddiſh Urine, with a thick 
roſe- coloured Sediment. 

A QUOTIDIAN AGUE or Fever returns every Day, 
and is not ſo common as the Tertian or Quartan. 

The Acceſſion of this Fever is about four or five in the Morn- 
ing, with Cold and Shivering; to which ſuccceds a cardialgic 
Nauſea, and inflation of the Belly ; in ſome a Pain in the Head, 
in others fainting Fits, in moſt Vomiting or Stools, or both. 
Then comes on a moderate Heat, with Thirſt, but not very 
intenſe. The Pulſe, which was before irregular and weak, 
becomes more quick, but not very hard. The Urine is not of 
a Flame, but rather of a Citron Colour, and turbid. Some are 
exceeding fleepy. At length a moderate Sweat ſupervenes ; and 
in about ten Hours, or longer, the Fit goes off, leaving the 
Body dull and heavy. | 

When the Diſeaſe varies from this Type, it is called ſpu- 
rious or anomalous, 

From theſe Symptoms it appears, that the whole nervous Syi- 
tem is exagitated, and ſuffers greatly by ſpaſtic Conſtrictions, 
which proceeding chiefly from the Medulla Spinalis, affect pre- 
ternaturally not only the Coats of the Veſſels, but all the 
Fibres throughout the Body, thereby great] y diſturbing the 
Motion both of the Solids and Fluids; 

The material Cauſe of this, and all other Fevers, is a Fluid 
of an active Nature endued with a cane Acrimony, which ſolli- 
its the internal and exquiſitely ſenſible Parts to ſpaſic Contrace 
eng. It is generated chiefly in the biliary Dubs and Flexures 
of the Duodenum, where the vitiated, bilious, ſalival, and pan-— 
Creatic Juices meeting with the Cruditfes of a bad Digeition, 
ſerment together, and not being timely expelled, become viru- 
tent. This Matter paſſing through the Lacteals into the Blood, 
and thence into the nervous Parts of the Head, Heduila Spinalis, 
Inteſtines, and Stomach, as alſo into the nervous Coats of the 
*cretory and ſecretory Ducis, excites an univerſal Spaſm, which 
irſt forces the Blood to the interior and greater Veſicls; and 
afterwards the Maltic 17:tion of the Heart and Arteries being 

56,1. J increaſed, 
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increaſed, the Motion of the whole Mats of Blood and Humours 
is accelerated, and the Obſtructions of the ſmall Veſſels of the 
nervous Parts are opened; upon which the Spaſm ceaſing, the 
excretory Ducts are relaxed, the febrile Matter paſſes off through 
the Pores of the Skin by Perſpiration or Sweat, and the Fit 
ceafes, till by the Generation of freſh Matter a new Paroxyſm 
is brought on. Hor. 

It appears from the Experiment of Langriſb, that the Blood 
in Orotidians is more denſe and tenacious than in Tertians; in 
Tertians than in Quartans; ſo that in Quotidians, ceteris paribus, 
it comes neareſt to an inflammatory State; and it is commonly 
obſerved, that if the Fever, from a regular Tertian, runs into a 


Semitertian or Ductidian, or greatly anticipates the Time of the 


regular Paroxyſin, a remitting or continual Fever is forthwith 
the Conſequence. Wo | | 
It is neceſſary to be known, that from February to Auguſt, 
Agues are ſaid to be Vernal; and from Auguſt to February, Au- 
tumnal; and that in the Beginning of Autumn they often re- 
ſemblecontinual Fevers, and require adifferent Manner of Are. 
No Fever emaciates a Patient ſooner than a Tertian, if attend- 
ed with a more intenſe and laſting Heat. The Autumnal and 
Winter Agues are obſtinate and hard to cure, eſpecially if there is 
any Fault in the Viſcera: On the contrary, the YVernal and Sum- 
mer Agues, if rightly treated, are eaſily vanquiſhed. 
Agues, injudiciouſly managed, terminate in cruel and incu- 
rable Diſeaſes, as a flow or Hectic Fever, a ſudden Swelling of the 
Feet, a Dropſy, œdematous 'Tumours, the Jaundice, ſcorbutic 
Cachexy, the dry Aſthma, the hypochondriac Paſſion ; and in 
Infants a fatal Epilepſy. Sydenham obſerves, that a Swelling of 
the Abdomen in Children, and of the Legs in Adults, denotes a 
Solution of the Diſeaſe; and that a Pain in the Tonſils, Hoarſe- 
neſs, hollow Eyes, and a ghaſtly Countenance, portend Deach. 
As to the Cure, whtn a Load of vitiated Humours in the Sto- 
mach and Duodenum require Depletion, which is known from 
having indulged in too plentiful Eating, from an Anxiety of the 
Precordia, from Eructations, and a bitter Taſte in the Mouth, 
a Vomit, after the firſt Fit, in the Time of Intermiſſion, is to be 
given.

Monro refers Intermittent Fevers or Agues to the ſame Tribe 
of Diſeaſes as the Remitting Fever, 

We call it, ſays he, an [ntermittent Fever, when the Pa- 
roxyſms are diſtin, begin with a cold, followed by a hot Fit, 
and go off with a Sweat; and the Patient is cool and free from 
the Fever in the Interval between the Fits, | 

Many, continues he, have been the Cauſes alledged to pro- 
The great Quantity of Bile that is often 
thrown up in the Fit, has cauſed it to be ranked among the 
bilious Diſeaſes ; and the Seaſons of the Year in which it is moſt 
frequent, and the low moiſt Situations of the Places where it 
is endemic, have led to ſuſpect, that an obſtructed Perſpira- 
tion, and a Tendency in the Juices to Putreſcence, are the 
Cauſe of it. 

But whatever Cauſe we may ſuppoſe to give Riſe to the firſt 
Fit, it is difficult from hence to account for the regular Re- 
turns of the Paroxyſms and Intermiſſions. For my own Part, 
after conſidering Intermittents, which obſerved a regular Type 
in the Courſe of a Salivation ; their being ſo eaſily ſtopped by 
the Bark without any ſenſible Evacuation ; their being ſometimes 
put away by a Stimulus externally applied, as a Poultice of 


raw Garlic to the Wriſts, or by a Fright, or ſudden Plunge 


into cold Water ; their returning after ſlight Errors in Diet, 


and ſometimes by the Operation of a Purge, or of Bleeding; 
their attacking ſometimes only particular Parts, and many ſuch 


anomalous Accidents in theſe Fevers; I muit confeis that I 
F 4 am 
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am unable to form any Idea, either of their Origin, Seat, 


or Cauſe. 

In general there is a Prejudice againſt Bleeding in Agues, 
after they become regular; but I have always obſerved, that 
where Patients are ſtrong and plethoric, and the Fever in the 
Paroxyſms riſes high, or the Pulſe remains quick in the Inter- 
vals, that taking away more or Jeſs Blood, and giving anti- 
phlogiſtic Medicines in the Beginning, eaſed the Patient, mo- 
derated the Fever, and made it ſafer to give the Bark ſoon; 
and I never ſaw the leaſt Inconvenience in the Practice; but, 
on the contrary, have obſerved ſeveral intermittent Fevers 
change into continual ones from the Neglect of this Evacu— 
ation; nay, I have ſeen Caſes where the Bark, inſtead of ſtop- 
ping the Ague, rather increaſed the Fever, till the Patient was 
blouded, and had purſucd the antiphlogiſtic Method for ſome 
Time; after which the Bark had its proper Effect, and put an 
End to the Diſorder, 

As ſoon as Agues become regular, and the Patient is quite 
cool, and free from any Fever in the Intervals, give the Bark; 
which ſoon puts a Stop to the Paroxyſms, without the leaſt bad 
Conſequences : But before giving the Bark take Care to empty 
the firſt Paſſages by Emetics and Purgatives, where there is no 
Symptom to forbid their Uſe. Where the Patient is weak, 
and the Fit ſo violent, as to make it neceſſary to ſtop the 
Ague, before there is Time to adminiſter Emetics and Purges, 
add ſo much Rhubarb to the firſt Doſe of the Bark, as to pro- 
cure ſome looſe Stools, which will not prevent its ſtopping 
the Ague, at the ſame Time that it anſwers the Uſe propoſed, 
of carrying oft any putrid Humours that may be lodged in the 
Inteſtines. | 

In England, Vernal, Quotidian, and Tertian Agues frequently 
go off by Bleeding, and taking the ſaline Draughts and cooling 
Medicines for ſome T'ime, without the Uſe of the Bark; but 
in Germany very few yielded to this Treatment, and we were 
obliged to give the Bark before we could put a Stop to them. 
Sometimes, when Patients have been reduced low by Agues, 
the Stomach becomes ſo ſqueamiſh as to reject the Bark in every 

Shape it can be given : In ſuch Caſes, BE s the Ague cannot 
be ſtopped by other Means, it may be adminiſtred with great 
Advantages in 3 bark : Children have been cured by Bark 
Clyſters, after the Bark Waiſtcoats, and other Means ufed had

'S, does not yield to the above Treatment, as indeed it ſeldom does, 
ry then I give the Bark freely; even though the ſlight icterie Symp- 
of toms {till remain; and it will put an End to the Ague, and re- 
at move the Jaundice at the ſame Time, without the leaſt Incon- 
rk venience to the Patient. In ſuch Caſes I have generally added 
ad a few Grains of Rhubarb to the firſt Doſes of the Bark ; or 


gave the Bark made up into Pills with Soap, adding occaſion- 
ally a few Grains of Rhubarb. 


_ Icteric Symptoms with the Ague are often accompanied with 
bilious Vomitings ia the Time of the cold Fit ; The Patient is 
; ſick, 
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ſick, with a bitter Taſte in the Mouth, before the Approach of 
the Paroxyſm ; yet, though they take Emetics, which operate 
freely at this Time, they ſeldom bring up Bile ; the Sickneſs and 
bitter Taſte, however, continue till the cold Fit comes on, and 
then they vomit Bile in large Quantities. In ſuch Caſes, 
after Emetics and Purges, the Ague being brought to regu- 
Jar Paroxyſms, with free Intermiſſions, the Bark adminiſtred 
as before, removes the Ague and icteric Symptoms, without 
the leaſt bad Conſequences. 

Many Practitioners of great Repute have been prejudiced 
againſt the Bark; a!ledging, that the free Uſe of this Medicine 
often lays the Foundation of Obſtructions in the abdominal 
Viſcera, eſpecially when it has been given where there was an 
acteritious Colour in the Eyes and Countenance; and that in 
fuch Caſes we ought not to give the Bark till theſe icteric 
Symptoms are gone. At firſt I was very cautious of giving it 
under ſuch Circumſtances ; till meeting with ſome Caſes where 
the Paroxyſms were ſevere, and became more frequent, while 
the Patient was ſo low as to be in Danger of ſinking under the 
Diſorder, I gave the Bark freely, as the only Remedy capable 
of preſerving Life; which not only ſtopped the Ague, but car- 
ricd off the icteritious Symptoms, and reſtored the Patient to per- 
fect Health. Cleghorn ſays, << Where there is an icteritious 
Colour of the Eyes, we are told that the Cortex ſhould not 
< be adminiſtered; though, in my Opinion, it is far the moſt 
dangerous Part to delay it, after the firſt Appearance of that 
Symptom.“ 

I have, ever ſince, given it freely, in the Manner above men- 
tioned, with great Succeſs, and never faw any Miſchief from 
uling it: Indeed ſometimes, where it was given rather too ſoon, 
it did not fit eaſy-on the Stomach, and made the Patients hot 
and reſtleſs; but by laying it afide, theſe Effects immediately 
ceaſed ; and generally, after a little Time, the Paroxyſms be- 
came milder and more diſtin, when the Bark was again ad- 
miniſtred, agreed with the Stomach, and put an End to the 
Diſorder: And TI am now convinced from Experience, that the 
Caſes in which the Bark has done Miſchief, or given Riſe to 
Obſtructions of the abdominal V iſcera, are but very rare; and 
that theſe Miſchiefs moſtly ariſe from the Obſtinacy of the Diſ- 
order, and not from the Uſe of this Drug; for I have oftener 
obſerved Obſtructions where little or no Bark had been uſed, 
than where it was given freely. 

What, probably, has given Riſe to the Belief of the Bark's 
doing ſo much Miſchief, is, that in Holland, and other low fenny 
Countries, where Agues are endemic, they are oftentimes ex- 

tremely 
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tremely obſtinate, and ham hardly to any Remedies; and if 
they are ſtopped by the Bark, they often return ſoon after, and, 
by their long Continuance, occaſion Obſtructions of the abdo- 
minal Viſcera, which have been attributed to the Uſe of this 
Specific. 

In ſome few Caſes, a Purging has accompanied theſe icterie 
Symptoms, which was treated much in the ſame Manner as 
when the Ague is accompanied with a Flux; I gave Emetics 
and Purgatives, and the Mindereri Draughts, with Mithri-- 
date, throughout the Day, and Opiates at Night, if the 
Purging-was violent : If it continued, accompanied with re- 
gular aguiſh Fits, the Bark, with Aſtringents, generally re- 
moved both. 

Whenever the Bark had no Effect, and its Uſe perſiſted in 
ſeeming rather to exaſperate the Paroxyſms, and to do hurt, 
and no Remedy I tried had a better Effect; I gave the follow- 
ing Medicines to divers Patients; the ſaline Draughts and cool- 
ing Medicines; Infuſions of Camomile Flowers, and of other 
Bitters; Dr. Morton's Powders of Camomile Flowers, Salt of 
Wormwood, Myrrh and Alum; Alum and Nutmeg ; large 
Doſes of Sal Ammoniac; large Quantities of Spirits of Hartſ- 
horn; the Antimonial Drops and Powders; to ſome I gave 
Emetics, both in the Intervals, and immediately before the Fits; 
in ſome I tried to promote Sweats before the Approach of the 
Fits, by making them drink freely of warm Liquors while they 
kept in Bed, and took diaphoretic Medicines ; and to others I 
applied Bliſters.—But all did not put a Stop to ſome of theſe 
Agues. Some became Cachectic, and died of Dropſies or Diar- 
rhœas; ſome, from Obſtructions of the Liver, Spleen, &c. fell 
into Jaundices and Dropſies, which carried them off. The 
opened Bodies exhibited Indurations of thoſe Viſcera, Suppu- 
rations of the Liver, and what they call the Ague-Cake, which 
is an extravagant Enlargement of the Spleen. Others fell into 
Conſumptions, and one died in the cold Fit. * 

Patients will ſometimes be afflicted with periodical Head- 
achs, returning, in moſt, every Day, but in ſome only every 
ſecond. Tho: Head-achs uſually begin in the Forenoon, and 
are very violent while they laſt, confining them to their Beds for 
ſome Hours: In the Intervals they are quite cool, and free from 
Fever. Sometimes, though not always, the Urine depoſits a 


The cold Fit is the moſt dangerous Time of the Parogyſm, and 
the greateſt Part of thoſe who die of Agnes die at this Time. Jan 
Sewieten ſays, he has ſeen the Trembling and Shaking fo great ip the 
Time of the cold Fit of Quartans, that the Teeth have dropped out 
of the Head, 


little 
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little Settlement as the Fit goes off. Commonly the Pain is 
all over the Head, but moſt ſevere in the Forehead ; though 
ſometimes it is confined to one Side only. 

Theſe Head-achs I treat entirely as Agues of the ſame 
Type. If the Patient be ſtrong, Blood is taken away; then 
an Emetic and Purge preſcribed; and laſtly, the Bark liberally, 
which generally puts an End to the Complaint, without any 
bad Conſequences attending. 
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Of the CATARRHAL Five, or the Continual Quotidian 
of the Ancients. 


II generally begins in the Evening with a Shivering and a 

Coldneſs of the extreme Parts, eſpecially of the Feet, and 
Soles of the Feet; a Coſtiveneſs, a frequent Deſire of making 
Water, but the Urine is ſmall in Quantity; a Weakneſs of 
the Head, an univerſal Languor of the whole Body; a falſe 
Appetite, Thirſt, Difficulty of Swallowing, a Stimulus in the 
Larynx, a Heat in the Noſtrils and Fauces, attended with 
Sneezing; a Weight in the Breaſt. Towards Night Heat, 
and a quicker, fuller Pulſe, with a Defluxion of Rheum, a 
Heat in the Fauces, unquiet Sleep, a Sweating in the Morning, 
a Heavineſs and Dulneſs of the whole Body, and a Loſs of 
Appetite. 

The immediate Cauſe of this Diſorder is a ſharp, acrid Serum 
or Lympha, ſubſiſting in the glandulous Tunics and irritating 
them, with Pain, Tumor, and Redneſs. This happens in the 
whole Region of the Noſtrils, Palate, and Fauces ; as alſo in 
the Aſpera Arteria with the bronchial Branches: And farther 
in the Oeſaphagus, Stomach, and Inteſtines. Hence a Hoarſe- 
neſs, a Cough, a Hawking up of viſcid Matter, a Sneezing, 
a Defluxion of the Lungs. Likewiſe a Nauſea, ſometimes a 
Vomiting; a Heat about the Præcordia; a Griping of the 
Guts, followed with a ſalutary Flux. 

It more frequently attacks Women and Children than Men, 
and thoſe that indulge themſelves in ſtrong Liquors. It ſome- 
times happens from the drying up of a ſcald Head and other 
Eruptions. Sometimes it is epidemical, and proceeds from a 
ſubtile cauſtic Matter in the Air. When it is attended with 
a ſudden Loſs of Strength it is of a malignant Nature. 

This Diſeaſe is moſt frequent in the ring and Autumn, 
in ſudden Changes of the Weather from hot to cold, from dry 

to 
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different Qualities; from being expoſed to the cold Air of the 
Night, and from throwing off Winter-Garments too ſoon, 
Sometimes it is epidemical and contagious. 

This Diſeaſe is not dangerous in itſelf, if rightly managed, 
and terminates in ſeven or fourteen Days at fartheſt; for the 
Laſſitude of the Body then diſappears : And the other Com- 
plaints, eſp=cially the Head-ach and Hemicrania, are appeaſed, 
when the Catarrh appears, and there is a plentiful Diſcharge 
from the Noſtrils. 

It often gocs off, in ſome, in the Beginning, with an in- 
creaſed Perſpiration, or by Sweat; in others, after a few Days, 
by hawking up a large Quantity of viſcid Matter, or a plen- 
tiful Diſcharge of a mucous Serum by the Nofe ; in others, by 
a Looſeneſs, when the Urine at the ſame Time, which before 


was thin and little, becomes copious and heavy, with twice 


the Quantity of Sediment as in a natural State. 

The Intentions of Cure are three, 1. To ſheath the Acri- 
mony of the Lympha. 2. To increaſe Perſpiration. 3. To pro- 
mote the Expectoration of the viſcid Mucus. 

The ſaline Sharpneſs of the Lympha may be taken off by the 
abſorbent and diaphoretic Powders, humecting and oleous Reme- 
dies, ſuch as Oil of Sweet Almonds, Sperma-ceti, Milk, Cream, 
Almond-Emulſions, with the Addition of white Poppy-Seeds, 
Barley-Broth, Water-Gruel, Chicken-Broth, with the Yolk 
of an Egg. As alſo Liquorice-Juice, Liquorice-Tea, dried 
Figs and Raiſins. If the Acrimony is very ſubtile and corro- 
ding, gentle Anodynes ſhould take place, ſuch as Saffron, 
Diacodium, and Storax Pills,

phoretic Powders, with antiſpaſmodic Waters; but eſpecially 


bodily Motion and Exerciſe. 
To 
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to moiſt, and vice verſa; as alſo from Change of Air, if of 
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To promote the Excretion of the thick, viſcid Mucus, Figs and 
Raiſins are proper, with Brandy burnt, and reduced almoſt in- 
to a Syrup. Likewiſe a pectoral Elixir, made of Gum Ammo- 
niac, Myrrh, Liquorice- Root, Elecampane- Root, Saffron, Benja- 
min, and Oil of Anniſced, whoſe Virtue may be heightened by 
the vinous Spirit of Sal Ammoniac or Tincture of Tartar, The 


ſtagnating Mucus of the Noſe may be diſſolved, by often hold- 


ing to the Noſe the ny volatile Sal Ammoniac, mixed with a 
few Drops of genuine Oil of Marjoram. 

The Regimen ſhould be temperate, and cooling Things as 
well as Acids ſhould be avoided ; Opiates are not convenient, 
when the Head is weak and heavy, the Body coſtive, and the 
Age far advanced. . | 
The Aliment ſhould be ſparing, the Drin& warm and whole- 
ſome; the beſt is a Decoction of Pearl-Barley, and Shavings 
of Harts-horn; as alſo of Water-Gruel. Wine is not pro- 
per till the Decline of the Diſeaſe. | e 

If the Heat is intenſe, and the Conſtitution bilious, a few 
Grains of Nitre may be added to the diaphoretic Powders, and 
the Emulſions may be taken more freely. 

If the Body is cive, beſides Water-Gruel, Manna, Prunes, 
and Raiſins, — L- better than an emollient Cly/ter. Or the 
Patient may take at Night, going to Bed, half a Dram of the 
Aromatic Pills, with four Grains of Storax Pills, which will 
open the 7 and appeaſe the Cough. 

In the Decline of the Diſeaſe, when the Cough is too moiſt, 
the Defluxion great and obſtinate, it will be proper to take a 
large Doſe of Manna to two or three Ounces in Fennel-Wa- 
ter, to carry the Humours downward. To which Purpoſe 
alſo, a Scruple or half a Dram of Rufus's Pills may be given. 
Cathartics are hurtful in the Beginning, + 

When the Cough is very violent, it muſt be appeaſed with 
a Mixture of Oil of Sweet Almonds freſh drawn, and French 
Syrup of Capillaire, or the following Ele&uary :

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When the Fever is vanquiſhed, and the Lungs continue in 
a lax State, which is known from too large a Spitting, to the 
Bezoardic Powders muſt be added a few Grains of Cortex Elen- 
theriæ. | 

Or give ſome Drops of the Traumatic, or general Balſam, _ 
three or four Times a Day. | 

When there is a Pletbora, Bleeding will prevent a Catarrb, 
but when a Fever is preſent, it renders the Cure more difficult. 

In a violent, obſtinate Cough, ſweet Pectorals, and incraſ- 
ſating Remedies too plentifully given, bring on a Cachexp, or 
Phthiſis, by ſpoiling the Appetite, and hurting the Tone of 
the Lungs. HoFFMAN. 

What we commonly call CaTcninG Corp, may be cured 
by lying much in Bed; by drinking plentifully of warm Sack 
I/hey, with a few Drops of Spirits of Harts-horn, Pofſit-Drink, 
Water-Gruel, or any other warm fmall Liquor; a Scruple of 
the Pulv. e Chelis Cancr. comp. Morning and Night; living up- 
on Spoon-meats, Pudding, and Chicken, and drinking every 
thing warm: In a word, treat it at firſt as a ſmall Fever, with 
gentle Diaphoretics; and afterwards, if any Cough or Spitting 
thould remain, by ſoftening the Breaſt with a little Swgar- 
Candy and Oil of Sweet- Almonds, or a Solution of Gum Ammonac 
in an Ounce of Barley- Water to make the Expectoration eaſy, 
and afterwards going into the Air well-cloathed. 

This is a much more eaſy, natural, and effectual Method 
than the Practice by Balſams, Linctus's, Pectorals, and the like 
Trumpery in common Uſe, which ſerve only to ſpoil the Sto- 
mach, oppreſs the Spirits, and hurt the Conititution. CHEYNE. 
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Of the SEMITERTIAN FEVER. 


T HIS is an epidemic Fever, compounded of an inter mitting 
Tertian and a continual Quotidian. It is called by the 
Greeks np irpiraiCy. 

It generally makes its Onſet before Noon, with Coldneſs, 
Shaking, and a contracted Pulſe; to which ſucceeds a frequent 
Pulſe, with Heat which continues ſome Hours, till a warm 
Sweat appears, without a complete Intermiſſion. The Heat, 
after a ſlight Chilneſs, increaſes towards Night, with a quick 
Pulſe, which is more moderate the next Day, without Thirſt, 
till the Evening, when a ſlight Shivering comes on, and the 
Symptoms return. On the third Day the Shaking Fit appears 
again with more intenſe Heat, and proceeds in the ſame 'Irack 
as 
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as before; ſo that the Fever is never quite off, but has an Ex- 
acerbation in the Evening: However, the Shaking Fit is moſt 
conſpicuous every third Day in the Morning. 

Beſides the foregoing Symptoms, the Strength fails, the 
Appetite is languid, Sleep 1s wanting, the Urine is thin and 
crude ; but after the Fit on the third Day it is thick and co- 
loured, and a ſmall Quantity of crude Matter is brought up 
with Coughing. It is ſometimes attended with a Pain in the 
Back and the Abdomen, together with a Swelling in the latter. 
Some, at the Acceſs of the Fit of the Tertian, are affected 
with a Nauſea and Cardialgia. Some vomit, others faint, and 
others again are del:r19us. 

Some have called it a continual Tertian, though improperly, 
for that grows worſe on the third Day, but not in the Even- 
ing of other Days; it likewiſe grows more moderate after the 
third Day, and turns to a true intermitting Tertian, Nor is it 
to be confounded with the double Tertian ; for though it 
comes on every Day, the Times of the Fits correſpond with 
each other alternately, and the Fever perfectly intermits. 

This Fever is generated by all Things that render the Hu- 
mours thick and impure, eſpecially thoſe that fill the Prime 
Vie, and the Veſſels of the Meſenter „ with Impurities. 
Thoſe are moſt liable to it who live upon ſweet, acid, and fer- 
mentable Aliment, that live an idle ſedentary Life, that drink 
leſs than they ought, or love ſweet Wines; as alſo thoſe that 
give way to gadneſs and Melancholy. "Thoſe are eaſily affected 
with this Diſeaſe who are coſtive after Recovery from a Diſ- 
eaſe, or often Uſe draſtic Purges ; or that have the bleeding 
Piles, or Menſes ſuppreſſed. 

It generally terminates either on the ninth or thirteenth Day, 
in Health, or another Diſeaſe, or Death. 

When it continues longer, it is attended with an Inflammation 
that turns to an Abſceſs, and the Diſeaſe changes to an he#tic 
or flow Fever, or to a Dropſy, or, which is more rare, into a 
ſimple or double Intermittent. | 

It is a good Sign when a Sweat breaks out at the Decline of 
the Paroxyſm, and when, on the ſeventh Day, being critical, 
or, after it, the Belly is diſturbed, and is followed with a 
Flux of bilious, pituitous, or bloody Matter, for it foretells the 
Solution of the Diſeaſe; as alſo when the Pains in the Belly 
are very ſharp, and grow worſe at certain Hours, being fol- 
lowed with a ſanieus and purulent Diarrhea, or when Plenty 
of black Blood comes away. 

It is a bad Sign, when nothing of this happens; but, on the 
other hand, a Heat about the Precordia, a Tenſion and Pain 

in 
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In the whole Region of the Stomach, a Vomiting and Hiccup, 
Inquietude, Toſfing and Trembling of the Hands, are ver 
ominous, and ſhew that the Inflammation has reached the 
Stomach, _ . | 

Thoſe that die of this Diſeaſe, depart at the Acceſſion of 
the Fit, which preſerves the Type of a Tertian, after the In- 
flammation has Fed, and is converted into Putrefaction. 

The Cure is to be performed, 1. by ſpeedily diſcuſſing the 
Inflammatory Staſis in the Coats of the Inteſtines and Meſen- 
tery, and preventing it from ſpreading farther ; 2. By correct- 
ing and gently evacuating the Matter of the Intermitting Fe- 
yer, obſerving at the ſame Time the critital Motions. 

The firſt End may be obtained by diaphoretic Powders,

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N a Nervous Fever the Patients at firſt are ſubje& to ſlight H. 
tranſient Chillineſſes often in a Day, with uncertain Fluſh- 
ings of Heat; they have a Liſtleſſneſs, Laſſitude, and Weari- 
neſs; they are apt to ſigh and complain of a Heavineſs, De- 
jection, and Anxiety, with a Load, Pain, or Giddineſs of the 
Head, with an Inclination to yawn and doze, want Appetite, 
and diſrelifh every thing; they have a Dryneſs of the Lips and 
Tongue without any conſiderable Thirſt; they have frequent 
Nauſeas with reaching to vomit, but little is brought up ; the 
Breathing is difficult by Intervals, and eſpecially towards 
Night there is an ee Mor ua of the Symptoms, with a low, 
quick, unequal Pulſe; the Urine is pale, and made often and 


ſuddenly ; a Torpor, or obtuſe Pain and Coldneſs often affed Sw 
the hind Part of the Head, or a heavy Pain is felt along the tor 
coronary Suture, Theſe commonly precede ſome Degree af; ( 
a Delirium. inte 
The Countenance is heavy, pale, and dejected; ſometimes Col 
they are quite wakeful; and when they fall alleep they are (o A.

The Pulſe is very remarkable in this Diſeaſe, and require V 
the moſt diligent Attention, for it is generally low, quick, and 1 
unequal ; the Inequality conſiſts in this, that a few Pulſations As 
ſhall be more ſwift, frequent and large, ſometimes fluttering, "Jam 
and then preſently it returns to be low and quick. or 
Gulchriſt makes this State previous to the Fever, and ſays, Une 


that for a Fortnight or three Weeks before they are laid dow 
they ſhall be low-ſpirited, inappetent, loaded, fleep ill, ſg Pee 
frequent 
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frequently, groan involuntarily, and feel inexpreſſible Diſor- 
der, accompanied with Fear, Concern, and Dejection, and 
perhaps flight Alienations of Mind. | 

The Urine has generally no Sediment, and, when it has, it 
is like Bran; it is ſometimes of a Whey Colour, or like dead 
ſmall Beer. The Dryneſs of the Tongue ſeldom appears at 
the Beginning, though it is then ſometimes covered with a 
thin, whitiſh Mucus; but at the State or Cloſe of the Diſeaſe, 
it often appears very dry, red, and chapped. | 

About the ſeventh or eighth Day, the Giddineſs, Pain, or 
Heavineſs of the Head become much greater, with a conſtant 
Noiſe in it, or Tinnitus Aurium, which is frequently the Fore- 
runner of a Delirium. | 

The Load on the Præcordia, the Anxiety and Faintneſs, 

row much more urgent, and the Patient often falls into an 

actual Deliguium, 1 88 if he attempts to fit up. Now 
cold Sweats appear ſudden!y on the Forehead and Back of the 
Fe Hands, while the Cheeks and Palms glow with Heat, and as

At the State, the Tongue grows often dry, with a yellow 
Lift on each Side, and when the Patient attempts to put it 
out, it trembles greatly. If at this Time @ copious Spitting comes 
on, it is a very good Sign. When there is a Difficulty of 
dwallowing, or continual Gulping, it is a dangerous Symp— 
tom, eſpecially with a Hiccup. 

On the ninth, tenth, or twelfth Day, the Patient often falls 
Into profuſe Sweats, which at the Extremities are 3 
cold and clammy, and frequently there are thin Stools, whic 
are generally both colliquative and very weakening. A warm 

oiſture on the Skin is reckoned ſalutary; and a gentle Diar- 
rhœa often carries off the Delirium and Sleepineſs. 

When the Extremities grow cold, the Nails livid, the Pulſe 
exceeding weak and 1 inſomuch that it rather trembles 
and flutters than beats; or creeps ſurprizingly ſlow, with fre- 
quent Intermiſſions; then Nature ſinks apace, and the Patient 
becomes quite inſenſible and ſtupid; the Delirium turns to a 
E Coma, which ſoon ends in Death; or the Stools, 
Urine and Tears run off involuntarily, as a Prelude to a 
peedy Diſſolution ; or there are vaſt Tremblings and Twitch- 
G 2 DT ings 
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ings of the Nerves and Tendons, which terminate in 2 gene- 
ral Convulſion, and this in a Ceſſation of all Motion. One 
or other of theſe Ways cloſes the Scene, after the Patient has 
languiſhed fourteen, eighteen, or twenty Days, nay, ſome- 
times much longer. | 

All Perſons grow deaf and ſtupid towards the End of the 
Diſeaſe, and if the Deafneſs ends in an Impoſthume of the 
Ear, or when a Paretis ſuppurates, or a large puſtular Eruption 
breaks out about the Lips and Noſe, they are good Symptoms. 

Gilchriſt ſays, that Perſons who are attacked with this Diſ- 
eaſe, have probably expoſed themfelves indiſcreetly to the Sun, 
or have been fatigued in it, or have eaten largely of Fruit, or 
have drank bad Wine or Spirits, which bring on a terrible 
Parchedneſs or Stricture, or they have been long under conti- 
nual Anxiety, Care, Fear, Diſcouragement, or other enerva- 
ting Paſſions, together with Irregularities of Diet and Manner 
of Living, which cauſe a bad State of the Fluids, as well as a 
depreſſed State of Mind. To which Manningbam adds, W atch- 
ings, intenſe Thought and Study, taking Cold, undue and 

rofuſe Evacuations, or whatever vitiates or impoveriſhes the 
lood. 

Huxham obſerves, that it commonly attacks Perſons of weak 
Nerves, a lax Habit of Body, poor and thin Blood, who have 
uſed vapid, impure Drinks, or have been long confined in 
damp, foul Air; that have broken the Vigour of their Con- 
ftitutions by Salivations, frequent Purgings, immoderate Ve- 
nery, &c. Whence he conc]udes, that the Diſeaſe arifes from 
a too relaxed State of the Solids, a poor, weak Blood, with a 
Lenter and Vapidity of the lymphatic and nervous Juices. 

Gilchriſt formerly thought, from the Diſeaſes he had then 
obſerved, that the Cauſe conſiſted in a Lentor chiefly; but he is 
now of Opinion they have plain Signs of Acrimony; and that 
Acrimony is a Cauſe ſufficient to bring on a Fever of this Kina, 
by giving an univerſal Stimulus. A general Conſtriftion, ſays he, 
from this Cauſe, will, by forcing the Blood inwards, occaſion 

Coldnefs of the Extremities, Lowneſs, Faintnefs, Oppreſſion, 
and an inward Struggle, the ſpecial Characteriſtics of the Fever 
which it has in common with other Species, but in a more re- 
markable Degree. Nay, this Conſtriction and Acrimony may 
bring on a particular Stagnation or Obſtruction, which by their 
Weight and Eroſion may cauſe a Burſting of the Veſlels ; and 
hence will ariſe Hzmorrhages and bloody Excretions, which 
may be partly critical and partly ſymptomatical. Befides a ge- 
neral Conſtriction of thoſe Parts which are endowed with 3 


greater contractile Power, will neccflarily throw the Fl _ - 
9 | ' | Ole 
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thoſe that are weakeſt, ſuch as the ſmaller Order of Veſſels, 
many of the Organs and ee but eſpecially the Brain, and 
the whole Syſtem of the Membranes and Glands. 

The Cure is to be performed with gentle volatile Medicines 
of the cordial and diaphoretic Kind, in order to promote Per- 
ipiration 3 by, Application of Bliſters, and by a proper Regi- 
men and Method of Diet. It will bear no other Evacuation 
than moderate cordial Diaphoretics, and Bliſters, unleſs a 

ntle Emetic ſhould be indicated in the Beginning, or a ſmall 
Doſe of Rhubarb when it has continued long. Bleeding is 
very prejudicial, and much Sweating hurtful. In giving Dia- 
phoretics we ſhould always have regard to the Urine; for if 
that, from being pale, gradually heightens to an amber Co- 
lour, we are right in our Doſe, eſpecially if, when in Bed, a 
gentle Dew or Moiſture comes on without a Reſtleſſneſs; 
and we muſt always remember, that over-Sweating will raiſe 
the Fever and endanger the Patient, who muſt ever be kept 
ſtill and quiet. 

If the Patzent is inclinable to Deliguia, or Faintings, on 
every little Motion, or complains of erg Laſſitude or 
Faintneſs than ordinary, it will be neceſſary that he lie in 
Bed, and have Bliſters applied; if delirious, the Bliſters muſt 
be laid on high on the Nape of the Neck. 

If Reſt is wanted, give a few Grains of the F/;zres Martiales, 
for Opiates only increaſe the Diſorder; and if a Looſeneſs is 
feared, the Flores Martiales may be more freely given. MAN - 
NINGHAM, | 

A Vomit ruffles Nature much leſs than a common Purge, 
and is neceſſary where a Nauſea, Load, and Sicknels of the 
Stomach are urgent. If the Body is coſtive, Clyſters of Milk, 
Sugar, and Salt, may be injected with Safety and Advantage 
every ſecond or third Day. The temperate Cordial and dia- 
phoretic Medicines are certainly molt proper in theſe Fevers ; 
a ſupporting, well-regulated, diluting Diet, is neceſſary, and 
will go a great Way in the Cure, eſpecially if aſſiſted by well- 
timed Bliſters, and keeping the Patient quiet in Body and 
Mind. Opiates are commonly very pernicious ; mild Diapho- 
retics, as Pulv. Contrayerv. Compoſ. with a little Caftor and 
Saffron, and ſmall Quantities of Theriac. Androm. or Elixir 
Paregoricum, will have much better Effects. Where the 
Confuſion or Dejection of Spirits are conſiderable, Galbanum 
or Sy/phium, with a little Camphire, ſhould be added, and Bliſ- 
ters ſhould be forthwith applied to the Neck, Occiput, and be- 
hind the Ears: During all this, a free Uſe of thin Wine-whey, 
lome pleaſant Ptiſan, with a little ſoft Wine muſt bg indulged,

A little Chicken-broth alſo is of Service, both as Food and 
Phyſic, eſpecially towards the Decline of the Diſorder ; and 
for the ſame Reaſon, thin Jellies of Harts-horn, Sago, and 
Panada, are uſeful, adding a little Wine to them, with Juice 
of Seville Orange or Lemon. HUxHaAm. 

I formerly recommended Wine in Fevers, which, by a con- 
genial Heat, or cheriſhing Warmth, friendly to Nature, kind- 

relaxed the tenſe Fibres and Veſſels, taking off the febrile 

StriQure, the chief Symptom of a Fever and eſſential to it, 
The Heat is ſufficient to ſubdue a Lentor, and ſo remove all 
ſlimy, mucous, ſizy Indiſpoſitions of the Fluids, where there 
is not too much preternatural Heat already, or Tendency to 
Inflammation. In Fevers wherein the Blood is ſuppoſed poor 
and inactive, filled with Acrimony, and too much colliqua- 
ted, it deſerves the Character of a high natural Cordial and 
Alexipharmic, and muſt be placed in the Rank of ſafe and 
effectual Remedies. I have given it in high Ravings, Head- 
ach, Tofling, and Watching, and where the Eyes were much 
inflamed, with wonderful Succeſs; for it compoſed the Pa- 
tient, and procured Sleep where Opiates failed, or when ! 
durſt not give them. I have allowed ſometimes a Bottle of 
Wine in a Day. GiLcHRIST. 

It was ſaid above that profuſe Sweats ſhould never be encou- 
raged ; yet, the Patient is never ſo eaſy as while he is in a 
gentle, eaſy Sweat, for it ſoon removes the Exacerbation of 
the Heat, dene Sc. when there are irregular, putrid Heats 
and Fluſhes, with great Anxiety, Reſtleſſneſs, Delirium, Dit- 
ficulty of Breathing, and a vaſt Load and Oppreſſion on the 
Præcordia, fo as to reſemble a peripneumonic Caſe ; yet de- 
ware of Bleeding, for the ſmall, low, quick and unequal Pulſe 
utterly forbids it, as well as pale, watery, limpid Urine, The 
Breathing in this Caſe is not quick, but a thick, laborious, 
ſighing or ſobbing Reſpiration, many times without a Cough, 
ſo that this is really ſome Spaſm of the Vitals. 

Here then the nervous, cordial Medicincs are indicated, and 
Bliſters to the Thighs, Legs and Arms.

And he highly recommends 
the Uſe of the Bark in the Decline of long, nervous Fevers, or 
after a Remiſſion. And when there is Occaſion for Bliſtering,

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{cced, though he does not diſapprove the laying Bliſters on 
the Back and Limbs. On the ſixth or ſeventh Day, when 
the Head began to be affected with Sleepineſs, or Raving, he 
obſerved, a Vomit would ſtave them off for ſome Days, or 
render them more moderate; that before that Time it was too 
ſoon, and after, too late. When the low, depreſſing, nervous 
Symptoms are ſtronger, the higher Methods of ſtimulating 
are more neceſſary and eaſily borne; in Raving, with a low, 
intermitting Pulſe, Subſultus, Fainting, and Coldneſs of the 
Extremities, beſides frequent Bliſtering, we muſt give Cam- 
phire and Caſtor; and if the Urine is little, Sal Succini in ſmall 
Doſes, given frequently, anſwers beſt, and the Effect is more 
conſtant, The Uſes of Serpentar. Virgin. Valerian. Aſa Fœtid. 
Myrrh, and terreous Abſorbents, are well enough known, and 
the Forms in which. they are given, Refreſhing Juleps ſhould 
not be taken by Spoonfuls, 5 
plaſms may be laid to the Feet till they begin to ſtimulate or 
raiſe a juſt Degree of Heat: Then apply Poultices of Bread, 
Milk, and Vinegar, eſpecially during the Exacerbation, to 
allay the Heat and Struggle; renewing them alternately in 
order to keep up a gentle Heat and Stimulus. A quick, hard, 
and more contracted Pulſe, with ſmart Heat, Toſſing, and 
Anxiety, ſhew it is over-done. |

If the Pulſe is carefully attended to, this Fever may be al- 
ways known, though it is apt to put on various Shapes, and 
will yield to the mild diaphoretic Remedies and moderate 
Cordials. Thus, Difficulty of Breathing, Nauſeas, and Incli- 
nation to vomit, Diarrhœas, with high-coloured, turbid U- 
rine, regular Exacerbations like Intermittents, Continual Fe- 
vers, Atrophy and Hectic. Fevers, Fits of the Cholic, Sup- 
preflion of the Menſes, c. are only caſual Symptoms of this. 
Eyen Hæmorrhages muſt be only treated with Subaſtringents. 
And Madneſs itſelf, the Conſequence of this Diſeaſe, may be 
cured by the Extra of the Bark, and a few Grains of the 
Flores 1 Child-bed Women who have this Fever, 
ſhould never leave their Beds too ſoon, for they often have 
died ſuddenly for want of obſerving this Rule. The Stoppage 
of the Lochia may be removed with Sperm. Cet. Pulv. Contra- 
Jerv. and Croc. Bliſters and copious Bleedings in this Caſe 
are fatal, MANNINGHAM, 
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HESE Fevers are continual, but not violent: They are at- 
N tended with a Proſtration of Strength, Watching, Loſs of 
WM Appetite, and are ſometimes joined with an Eruption of Spots on 
the Skin, arifing from the Plenty and inteſtine Diſſolution of an 

P txcrementitious Serum, not withoutContagion and Danger of Life. 
Theſe Fevers were called by the Ancients, continual, quotidian, 
n ereus Fevers; and by ſome of the Moderns, malignant catarrhal 
Fevers, becauſe they are mild at firſt, and attended with a Run- 
„ning at the Noſe, a Catarrh, an Infarction of the Breaſt, and 

a Cough on the firſt Days, with Exacerbations at Night. 

- At the Beginning of this Diſeaſe the Face of the Patient has 
a morbid Aſpect, and he is out of Order three or four Days be- 

+ Wore he takes to his Bed. He complains of a ſpontaneous Wea- 
Ineſs, a grievous Pain of his Body and Joints, as if his Bones 
ere bruifgd and broken; his Strength is languid, his Appetite

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is loſt, he has a ſlight fainting Fit, a cardialgic Nauſea, a Pain 


in the Head, an unquiet Sleep, with Coſtiveneſs. In the Even- 


ing there is a Coldneſs and Shivering followed by Heat, the 
Symptoms increaſe, there is a greater Loſs of Strength, inſo- 
much that he can ſcarce ſtand upright. The Pain in the Head 

worſe, with a Giddineſs and Inquietude, 
violent Pain in the Back, others in the Side : They bave an 
Anxiety about the Præcordia, the internal Parts are hot, the 
Fances dry, the Pulſe contracted, quick and weak, the Urine 
is pale without a Sediment, and the Breathing difficult. 

On the fourth or eleventh Day, Spots appear in ſome, chiefly 

on the Back, Breaſt, and Arms, with or without Relief, Some 
have more, ſome leſs, of various Colours, as purple, a browniſh 
livid, or a pale Roſe. Theſe are ſometimes broad, ſometimes 
ſmall; and in many like Flea-bites. Theſe different Spots ſerve 
to diſtinguiſh the Fever by ſeveral Names, ſuch as miliary, 
puncticular, baftard oetechial, and the like, 
When the Diſeaſe is at its State, or Vigour, all the Symptoms 
are worſe; the Inquietude runs very high, as well as the Tol- 
fingof the Body with unuſual Poſtures. The Mind is diſturbed, 
the Speech incoherent, Sleep wanting, the Sweat is coldiſh, 
with a more intenſe Difficulty of Breathing, and a contracted, 
unequal, quick, and frequent Pulſe, as in the nervous Fever, 

When a 8 Tendinum, Want of Thirſt, Rumbling in 
the Belly, Hiccup, an Inflammation of the Fauces from Aphthe, 
Convulſions, a Syncope, with Coldneſs of the Extremities, and 
a moſt plentiful Sweat ſupervene to theſe Symptoms, they are 
certain Forerunners of Death. On the other hand, when a 
Sweat breaks out about or on the critical Days, that is, the 

eventh, eleventh, or fourteenth Day, and continues ſeveral Days, 

tho' Want of Strength remains; or if there is a Looſeneſs for 
ſome Days, it is a Sign of Health: And this the more certain, 
if the contracted Pulfe enlarges, the hard grows ſoft and be- 
comes more equal; if the Patient is more chearfu], and his 
lying in Bed more ſedate, with a Hardneſs of Hearing, and a 
turbid Urine, depoſiting a Sediment, If this happens about 
the critical Days it is a certain Sign of a happy Event. After 
this the Sleep, Appetite, and Strength gradually return ; but 
this is ſeldom the Caſe before the fourteenth Day, 

Patients of a ſtrong Conſtitution, the common People, and 
Ruſtics, with a good Regimen alone, generally ſucceed better 
than theWeak, Timorous, the Sad, the Thoughtful, the Luxu- 
rious, the Slothful, and the Studious. All Excretions by Urine, 
Stool, or Sweat, are bad in the Beginning, and on other Days 
except the critical. Thoſe who die are carried off by a Phreniy;

the ſame; Spirit of Vitriol, 
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or an Inflammation of the Meninges, or of the Ozſophagus and 
Fauces from Aphthæ, or of the Stomach itſelf. If Blood is 
taken away in theſe Diſeaſes, it is either of a bright red, very 
fluid and ſerous, or too thick and blackiſh, 

In the Cure F this . the Phyſician ſhould take Care 


not to diſturb the ſalutary xcretions, but proceed cautiouſly, 
and abſtain from ſtrong Medicines of every Kind, watching 
and aſſiſting the Motions of Nature as much as poſſible. The 
Indications are, 1. To reſtrain and prevent the entire Diſſolution 
of the Blood and Humours. 2. Lo temperate and dilute the 
8alino-ſulphureous Acrimony of the Humours, and at the ſame 
Time to keep the Fluids fluxile. 3. To promote gently the 
Excretions by Stool, Urine, the Skin and Spittle. 4. To 
aſſiſt and reſtore the loſt Strength. 

To prevent the putrid Diſſolutions of the Humours, direct 
Vinegar, the Juices of Oranges and Lemons, and Syrups of 

Spirit of Salt, Spirit of Nitre, 
eſpecially thoſe that are dulcihed, 

To abate the Acrimony, 828 teſtaceous, and bezoardic

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A congruous Regimen in theſe Diſeaſes is of very great Conſe. 
quence ; for F the Patient is kept tos hot, the Diflolution of the 
Blood will be promoted, a Coſtiveneſs will be induced, the 
Anxiety will be increaſed, the impure, ſalt, acrid Humours will 
be actuated, the Strength will be exhauſted, the Sweating will 
be too ſpeedy and profuſe, and Spots will appear on the Skin: 
On the other hand, if Cold is incautiouſly admitted, eſpecially to 
the Feet, Perſpiration will be checked, the Eruptions and Spots 
will be driven back: There will be griping Pains, a Looſeneſs, 
and the critical Evacuations will be diſturbed. All ſudden 
Changes from hot to cold, or cold to hot, are equally bad. A 
temperate Regimen is beſt, However, Care ſhould be taken that 
the Patient does not breathe his own Atmoſphere full of mor- 
bid Exhalations, fo very prejudicial to Health ; but the Air 

ſhould be drawn out of the Room, and freſh admitted. 
Tue Perſpiration ſhould be conſtantly kept up, and the Linen 
of any Kind ſhould not rafhly be changed, nor ſhould the Pa- 
tient be removed from one Bed to another, He ſhould be en- 
Joined not to riſe frequently, nor ſhould the Bed be made on 
critical Days, when the Spots are likely to appear. And if the 
Bed-cloaths are wet, and muſt needs be changed, let them be 
well aired and pretty much worn, A Night or Bed-gown will 
be alſo very proper to keep on conſtantly ; for it will be a De- 
fence againſt cold Air. 

An ereet Poflure of the Head and Body is to be ſhunned, either 
in or out of Bed, eſpecially if the Pulſe is very weak and the 
Strength little; as alſo when the Diſeaſe is near the State: For 
in theſe Caſes the Heart will not be able to ſend a ſufficient 
Quantity of Blood perpendicularly to the Head, and conſe- 
quently Fainting, ſometimes Death, will enſue ; or the Motion 
of the Blood and Arteries will be ſtopt; all the Motions will 
be turned inwards ; the fibrous and tubulous Subſtance of the 
Skin will be contracted ; the eruptive Matter, now more de- 


praved, will be repelled, and carried to the nervous Parts; 


whence Convulſions, Deliriums, and ſoon after fatal Morti- 
fications will ſucceed. 

The Mind ſhould be kept as chearful as poſſible, and all Occa- 
fions ſhunned of exciting Anger, Fear, Terror, or Puſillanimity 
in the Patient. His Hope of Recovery ſhould be kept up as 
much as pothble, inſtead of being terrified with the Prediction 
of Death. I have known Patients who have laboured under 
this Diſeaſe, and would in all Probability have recovered, if 
ſome Prieſt, or over-wiſe Phy ſician, had not foretold and incul- 


cated a ſpeedy Death ; which has ſo affected the ſick Perſon, 


with 
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with Dread and Horror, that there has been an immediate 
Change manifeſtly for the worſe. 5 

The Patient muſt abſtain from fat Things, Fleſh, and Eggs, 
during the Courſe of this Diſcaſe, for they only tend to increaſe 
the Impurity of the Humours, the morbific Mattgr, and to haſten 
Death. | 

It is an undoubted Axiom, that all frong Medicines are hurt- 
ful in this Diſeaſe; ſuch as Emetics, Purgatives, and Diuretics; 
as alſo Sudorihcs of too ſpirituous a Nature: But temperate and 
moderate Things are very uſeful. 

It muſt be remembered likewiſe, that theſe Fevers have certain 
Types and Periods, and Exacerbations and Remiſſions at certain 
Times; which a Phyſician ſhould always carefully obſerve. In 
the febrile Heat, and when the Symptoms are moſt intenſe, 
Humectants, Diluents, and the abſorbent nitrous Powders above- 
mentioned will be moſt proper, with a very moderate external 


Regimen. When the Paroxyſm is ended, the Skin lax, more 


ſoft and diſpoſed for Excretions ; then Analeptics, Medicines 
that ſtimulate; and, if there is Occaſion, Bezoardics, and 
Things that promote Perſpiration; as alſo the Infuſion of Vero- 
unica, 3 and Liquorice, drank as Tea, are likely to do the 
greateſt Service. And becauſe a Diarrhea frequently carries 
off the Diſeaſe, it is never to be ſtopped, eſpecially about the 
critical Times, neither with Aſtringents, Sedatives, nor Opi- 
ates: But if Nature tends to this Excretion, and is too fluggith, 
ſhe is to be aſſiſted by the laxative Hauſtus above defcribed, 
with the Addition of Tamarinds. 

When there is fes great an internal and external Heat, with 
Dryneſs of the Mouth, Thirſt, and Watching, then nitrous Me- 
dicines will be neceſſary, with a moderate Quantity of diluti 
Liquors often repeated. On the other hand, when the Diſpo- 
ſition is ſluggiſh, phlegmatic, and timorous, the Heat vc 
mild, no Thirſt, the Pulſe weak and languid, with a Proſtration 
of Strength, Sleepineſs, and Terpor of the Mind, cooling Things 
muſt be avoided, and Analeptics, together with the bezoardic 
Tinctures, muſt be given, a little at a Time, and often. When 
the Eruptions are of the miliary Kind, and red, fixt bezoardic 
Powders, as alſo Diluents, Demulcents, and Emulſions, will 
be moſt ſerviceable. | g 

When there is a Pain in the Head with a Delirium, cut open 
a live Chicken or Pigeon, and apply it to the Head when the 
Hair is ſhaved off. In F ainting, Vomiting, the Cardialgia, or 
extreme Lowneſs, apply a Plaiſter of Venice Treacle, expreſſed 
Oil of Nutmegs, Camphire, Balſam of Peru, Saffron, Oil of 
Juniper, and a little Spirit of Wine to the Region of the Præ-

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&ordia; as alſo in a Hiccup, (but mote eſpecially a Muſt Bolus.) 
In Dryneſs and Heat of the Fauces, direct Hartſhorn Jellies 
with Juice of Lemons and Sugar-Candy, or Syrup of Mulher- 
ries: Likewiſe let the Mouth be waſhed with a Decoction of 
Figs, Syrup of Mulberries, and Nitre. When the Patient is 
very fleepy, let the Legs and Soles of the Feet be waſhed with 
Vinegar of Rue, or apply a mild Blifter to the Calves of the 
Legs. If the ſtriking in of miliary Eruptions cauſes Inquietudes 
and Anxieties, ſuccinated Spirit of Hartſhorn will be proper, 
with dulcified Spirit of Nitre.

There is no Evacuation ſo dangerous as Bleeding at the Noſe; of 
for then there is a Congeſtion of Blood in the Head from the Mt © 
Spaſms of the lower Parts. However, if the Flux of Blood is 
moderate, and the Body abounds with it, inſtead of being hurt- ſo 
ful, it will relieve the Head, though this ſeldom happens. When 
there area few Drops only without Alleviation, they portend a 
Delirium and an Inflammation of the Fauces : But when the 7 
Flux is copious, the Strength will diminiſh, and the Eruptions , 
return inwards not without Danger. Therefore, to prevent a 
Conflux of Blood to the Head, the Feet muſt be always kept p 
in a moderate Heat and Moiſture ; mild Bliſters ſhould be laid Ml © 
to the Calves of the Legs, and the Body ſhould be opened with MW 
Clyſters or Solutions of Manna. "Theſe will alſo be ſerviceable W 
when the Hemorrhage is too large.

But when the Diſeaſe has made its Onſet, with great Loſs of 
Strength, complicated with catarrhal Diſorders, and when pu- the 
trid and malignant Fevers are rife, it muſt be always omitted. 
If the Stomach has been lately ſurfeited with incongruous Ali- 
ment, a Grain or two of Tartar Emetic in a Solution of Manna 6 
will be neceſſary, becauſe it will diminiſh the Fomes of the Diſ- - 
eaſe. Bliſters will be of great Uſe when a Retroceſſion of the 
Eruptions is apprehended, when the Excretions are ſlow, 2 kg 
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when there is a Sleepineſs and Torpor. In which Caſes they 
may be laid to the Arms and Calves of the Legs.

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O the Malignant, Goal, and Spotted FEvRRS. 


THE true ſpotted Feuers are very malignant, contagious, and 

detrimental to the Head and Strength, attended with Spots 
of various Colours, ariſing from a Corruption of the vital Fluids, 
and a putrid Diſſolution conſequent thereupon. 

Theſe petechial Fevers are deſervedly called malignant, or poi- 
ſenous, as they generally proceed from a moſt ſubtle, active, vi- 
rulent Vapour, or Miaſma, which is infectious, from a noxious 
Steam ariſing from the Body of the Patient. At firſt they often 
ſeem mild and gentle, and have the Appearance of catarrhal 


| Fevers; but they ſoon exert their virulent Effects in a moſt 


fatal Manner. 
At firſt the Patient complains of great Weakneſs and Loſs 


of Strength, that he can ſcarce walk or ſtand upright, and is 
apt to faint away. 


The Head achs, and, from the very Beginning, is hot, dull, 


attended with a Dejection of Mind, and a Kind of Deſperation. 


There is a conſtant Watchfulneſs, or, if there is any Sleep, it 
1s not refreſhing; the Appetite is loft ; the Countenance is de- 
jected; the Pulſe is languid, ſmall, and unequal; the very ly- 


ing in Bed is diſorderly and unuſual ; there is an Oppreſſion 


of the Breaſt, ſometimes a dry Cough, an undulatory and tre- 
mulous Twitching of the muſcular and tendinous Fibres, with 
a Subſultus Tendinum. Many neither complain of Heat, nor 
Pain, nor Anxiety, and aſſert that they feel nothing bad, but 
Weakneſs and Want of Sleep. The Urine is generally thin 
at firſt, and: like that of ſound People. On the fourth, fifth, 
or the ſeventh Day, the Spots appear principally on the Back 
and Loins, of various Colours, generally without Relief; 
wherefore they are rather ſympromatical than critical. Hor. 

Huxham ſays, theſe Fevers attack with much more Violence 
than the ſlow and nervous; the Rigors, if any, are greater ; the 
Heats ſharper, and more laſting, yet at firſt ſudden, tranſient, 
and remittent; the Pulſe more tenſe or hard, but commonly 
quick and ſmall, though ſometimes ſlow and feemingly regu- 
lar for a Time, and then fluttering and unequal. The Head- 
ach, Giddineſs, Nauſea, and Vomiting, are much more con- 
liderable even from the very Beginning, Sometimes a 2 
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fixed Pain is felt in one or both Temples, or over one or both 
. frequently in the Bottom of the Orbit of the Eyes. 
he Eyes always appear very full; heavy, yellowiſh, and of- 
ten a little inflamed. The Countenance bene, bloated, and 
more dead- coloured than uſual, Commonly the temporal 
Arteries throb much, and a Tinnitus Aurium is very trouble- 
ſome; a ſtrong Vibration alſo of the carotid Arteries comes on 
frequently in the Advance the Fever, though the Pulſe at 
the Wriſt may be ſmall, nay, even low: This is a certain

| he Proſtration of Spirits, Weakneſs and Faintneſs; are 
often ſurprizingly great, and ſudden; ſometimes, when the 
Pulſe ſeems tolerably ſtrong, the Reſpiration is very laborious, 
and interrupted with a Kind of Sighing, or Sobbing, and the 
Breath is hot and offenſive. | 
There is generally a Sort of Lumbago, or Pain in the Back 
and Loins, a Wearineſs, Soreneſs, and Pain in the Limbs, 
Sometimes a great Heat, Load, and Pain at the Pit of the Sto- 
mach, with a perpetual vomiting of porraceous or black Bile, 
of a nauſeous Smell, with a troubleſome Hiccup. 

The Tongue, at the Beginning, is white, but grows daily 
more dark and dry, or of a ſhining livid Colour, with a Kind 
of Bubble at the Top; ſometimes exceeding black for many 
Days: At the Height, it is generally dry, ſtiff, and black, and 
the Speech ſcarcely intelligible, 

The Thirſt, in the Increaſe of the Fever, is commonly 
very great, ſometimes unquenchable; and all the Drinks ſeem 
bitter and maukiſh; at other "Times there is no Thirſt, tho 
the Mouth and Tongue are exceedin wi foul and dry; this is 
a dangerous Symptom, and ends in aÞ renzy, or Coma. The 
Lips and Teeth, near the Szate, are furred with a very black 
tenacious Sordes. 

At the Onſet of the Fever the Urine is often crude, pale and 
vapid, but grows to ſo high a Colour as to reſemble a ſtrong 
Lixivium, or Citron Urine, tinged with a very ſmall Quantity 
of Blood ; it has no Sediment, or Cloud, for many Days toge- 
ther, but by Degrees grows darker, like dead ſtrong Beer, and 

ſmells offenſive. 

The Stools, eſpecially near the State, or in the Decline of 
the Fever, are for the moſt Part very offenſive, green, livid of 
black, frequently with ſevere Gripes or Blood. When they 
are more yellow or brown, the leſs is the Danger ; but the 
Danger is greateſt of all when they come away inſenſibly. It

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A gentle Diarrhea is often very beneficial, by which Nature 
carries off the morbific Matter. | 

The more florid the Spots are, the leſs is the Danger; and 
it is a good Sign, if the black or violet become of a brighter 
Colour. The large, black or livid Spots are almoſt always at- 
tended with profuſe Bleedings. The ſmall, duſky, brown Spots, 
like Freckles, are almoſt as bad as the livid and black. Some 
times they are attended with profuſe, cold, clammy Sweats 
at which Time the Spots vaniſh without any Advantage. 

The Eruption of the Spots is uncertain; ſometimes the 
appear on the fourth or fifth Day; ſometimes not till the 
eleventh, or later. The Vibices, or large livid, or dark greenifh 
Marks, ſeldom appear till very near the fatal Period. Some- 
times about the eleventh or fourteenth Day, when the Sweats 
are profuſe, the Spots diſappear, and vaſt Quantities of ſmall, 
white, miliary Puſtules break out. If there is an itching, 
ſmarting, red Raſh, it commonly greatly relieves the Sick, as 
well as large, fretting, watry Bladders, on the Back, Breaſt, 
and Shoulders. A ſcabby Eruption about the Lips and Noſe 
is a ſalutary Symptom; the more hot and angry the better. 
Brown, dark Aphthæ are more uncertain and dangerous, as 
well as thoſe exceeding white, and thick like Lard. They 
are followed without Difficulty of Swallowing, Pain, and Ul- 
ceration of the Fauces and Oeſophagus, with inceſſant Hiccup : 
The whole Prime Viz are at length affected, a bloody Dyſen- 
tery comes on, and a Mortification of the Intsſtines. 

Pringle obſerves, that in Hoſpital, Goal, or Camp Fevers, the 
firſt Complaints are gentle Horrors, and little feverith Heats, 
alternately ſucceeding each other, with Loſs of Appetite; the 
Diſorder being greateſt at Night, the Body is hot, the Slecp 
interrupted, and not refreſhing. They have conſtantly ſome 
Pain and Confuſion in the Head, chiefly about the Fore- 
head: The Pulſe is, at firſt, but little quicker than the natural, 
and the Drought, if any, is inconſiderable. They are too ill 
to mind Buſineſs, and too well to be confined. In this State, 
a Change of Air, with a Vomit and Sweat, will perform a 
Cure; yet a large Bleeding at this Time will fink the Pulſe, 
and bring on a Delirium. | 

When the Symptoms come on quick and violent, the Fever 
ſeems to be inflammatory, and can only be diſtinguiſned by a 
Knowledge of the Circumſtances, and Bleeding yields no Re- 
lief, but exaſperates the Complaints. The aforeſaid Symptoms 
are now more high, with great Laſſitude, Nauſea, and Fains in 
the Back, with Pain and Confuſion in the Head, and great 
4 of Spirits. | 
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The Pulſe at this Time is generally quick and full; nowa 
moderate Bleeding affects the Pulſe but little; if large, it will 
fink and bring on a Delirium. The worſt Kind of Blood is 
when the Craſſamentum is diſſolved, which is a Sign of high 
Putrefaction. . 

The Urine is ſometimes at firſt of a reddiſh, or Flame Co- 
Jour, which it preſerves throughout; at other Times it is pale, 
and varies from Day to Day, being ſometimes clear, ſome- 
times clouded; but towards the End, if the Diſtemper takes 
a favourable Turn, it becomes thick, and at laſt depofits a 


Sediment : Yet many have recovered without any Sediment at 
all, if the Water has been thick about the Criſis. 


If the Patient lies warm, the Body is generally coſtive; if are 
cold, there is a Diarrbæa.

There are Spots, but not always. In Hoſpitals they are 
leſs uſual at the firſt breaking-out of the Diſeaſe, but when 
the Air is more corrupted, the Spots are common. They are 
of the petechial Kind, of an obſcure red, paler than the Mea- 
les, not raiſed above the Skin, of no regular Shape, but con- 
fluent; yet upon a nearer Inſpection, the Interſtices may be 
ſeen. They are generally not very conſpicuous. "Theſe Spots 
are very irregular, ſometimes appearing on the fourth or fifth 
Day, and at others on the fourteenth. They are neither cri- 
tical nor mortal Signs, but dangerous; if Purple, they are 
more ominous, but not abſolutely mortal. In a few Caſes 
there have been purple Streaks and Blotches. Theſe ſome- 
times, as well as the Spots, do not appear till after Death, 
This Fever, on account of its Exacerbations at Night, may 
be looked upon as the loweſt Degree of the remitting Kind. 

The Duration is uncertain, and in Proportion to the Viru- 
lence, Their Courſe. is generally from fourteen to twenty 
Days: Some have died or recovered after four Weeks. When 
the Courſe is long, it commonly terminates in Abſceſſes of 
the parotid or axillary Glands; ſometimes in an Hectic: Some, 
after this Fever is over, fall into an irregular Intermittent : 
many complain of a Pain in their Limbs, and Want of Ret, 
and almoſt all, of great Weakneſs; Confuſion in their Heads, 
and Noiſe in their Ears.

About the critical Day I give gentle 
fa Alexipharmics, with Things to promote Sweat, when Tae 
ita ſeems to tend that Way, | | 
This is the beſt and ſureſt Method of Cure, as I have tried a 
hundred Times, But if the Vomiting is too great, with an 
Anxiety of the Præcordia, and profuſe Diarrhaas, accompanied 
with Gripes, I apply outwardly Venice T reacle, expreſſed Oil of 
Nutmegs, Camphire, Oil of Cloves, and Balfam of Peru, mixt 
together, to the Region of the Stomach. If a Diarrhea ex- 
hauſts the Patients too much, I give a nitrous bezoardic Pow- 
der, with a little Camphire, and Ther;aca Cœleſtis. In a Phrenſy 
and acute Pain in the Head, I adviſe the external Uſe of Cam- 
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phire and Spirits of Wine, and Sal Ammoniac, with Oil of Rue 
and Lavender. If the Body is coſtive, with Gripes, I preſcribe 
lenient Clyſters, or ſuch as are made entirely of Oil. To raiſe 
the Strength, I allow ſpirituous Things, ſuch as comfort and 
are aromatic, but they mult be externally applied to the Pulſes, 
or Pit of the Stomach, or Noſtrils. To quench Thirſt, I ad- 
viſe an Electuary of Muſcovado Sugar, and dulcified Spirit 
of Nitre. HoFFMANN. 

| Huxham obſerves, that Bleeding, where there is a Redun- 
dance of Blood, is proper, nay, neceſſary, in the ſtrong and 
plethoric, which ſhould be performed as early as poſſible. A 
quick, tenſe Pulſe, ſharp Heat, great Difficulty of Breathing, 
Palpitation of the Heart, and violent Pain of the Head and Back, 
evidently demand it. But much leſs Blood ſhould be taken off 
than in a Peripneumony, which often makes its Attack much in 
the ſame Manner: Yet, the ſudden Weakneſs, great Dejection 
of Spirits, Trembling of the Hands, Paleneſs and Crudity of the 

Urine, together with the Abſence of a Cough, and Heat of the 
Breath, which attend petechial Fevers, diſtinguiſh the one from 
the other. The Blood in malignant Fevers is of a much looſer 
Contexture, and ſofter Conſiſtence, than that of Pleuritics, or 
Peripneumonics. 

T hat this Diſeaſe affeRs the Blood, but primarily the Animal 
Spirits, appears from the ſudden Damp, T remblings, and great 
Dejection of Spirits. Now the Nerves and Animal Ppirie⸗ being 
infected by the contagious Miaſmata, do not ſufficiently and 
regularly actuate the muſcular Fibres and Veſſels; whence ariſe 
great Debility, and too weak a Vibration of the vaſcular Syſtem; 
and hence the Blood, in ſome Places, runs into grumous Con— 
cretions, and in others is quite diſſolved. But though Bleeding 

may be proper at firſt, a ſubſequent one may be pernicious, for 
the firſt Blood frequently appears florid, but that which is drawn 
twenty - four Hours after, is commonly livid, black, and too 
thin; at the third Timeit is livid, diffolved, and ſanious; at 
leaſt this is frequently the Caſe in malignant, petechial Fevers, 
The Pulſe ſinks oftentimes ſurprizingly after a ſecond Bleed- 
ing, nay, ſometimes after a firſt. 

Nature, many Times, ſtrives in vain to diſcharge the irritating 
Matter, by Vomit, without the Aſſiſtance of Art, and therefore 
ſomething to promote it will render it much eaſier, which may 
be done by an Infuſion, or Decoction of Tpecacuanha, or Oxyme! 
Scilliticum, with a flight Infuſion of Camomile Flowers, If, 
after this, the Vomiting continues, give a little Venice Treacle 
in a Mixture of Salt gi Wormywood, Juice of Lemons, Mint- 
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Water, &c. and apply a Cataplaſm of Species Aromatice with 
Theriaca, which generally ſucceeds. 

The Prime /ie ſhould be unloaded by very gentle Methods, 
ſuch as Clyſters of Milk, Sugar, and Salt; Laxatives of Manna, 
Cream of LI artar ;\G/auber's purging Salt, Tamarinds, and 
Rhubarb ; by ſuch Means a Puke, or Stool or two may be pro- 
moted, at any Time of the Fever, when indicated by a nauſe- 
ous bitter Taſte in the Mouth, Sickneſs at Stomach, nidorous 
and fetid Eructations ; or by too great Coſtiveneſs, tumid Al- 
domen, Borborygmi, griping Pains, Cc. 

When there are Signs of a Redundancy of the Bile, it ſhould 
be forthwith diſcharged by V omit or Stool, as Nature points out, 
which, 1s often ſucceeded by an amazing Change for the better, 
where an inexpreſſible Anxiety, Load on the Præcordia, perpe- 
tual Sickneſs, Eructation, and Singultus had preceded. The ex- 
treme Foulneſs of the Tongue, Sickneſs, and Load at the Sto- 
mach, with a loathſome, bitter 'Taite, and horribly offenſive, 
ſtinking Breath, and Eructations, ſhow the Condition of the 
Stomach ; and the abominably fetid, black, bilious Stools, the 
Neceflity and Advantage of the Diſcharge. 

Between the ſeventh and fourteenth Days Nature endeavours 
to relieve herſelf by Vomit, or more frequently by looſe Stools ; 
then 1 give a gentle Laxative the eighth and ninth Day, unleſs I 
find ſome Eruption appearing, or a kindly Sweat forbid it. Till 
this Time I ſeldom uſe any Kind of Purgative, except a little 
Manna, Cream of Tartar, or the like, at the very Beginning; 
but I order an emollient, laxative Clyſter every ſecond or third 
Day, as there may be Occaſion. I repeat the Laxative from 
Time to Time, as the Symptoms indicate, and during the Ope- 
ration carefully ſupport the Patient with proper cordial Diet 
Drink, and Medicines; when Nature over-acts her Part, and 
runs into a profuſe Diarrhea or Dyſentery, it ought to be re- 
ſtrained by proper aſtringent Alexipharmics, ſuch as Theriaca An- 
dromachi, Confect. Fracaſtor. Pincture of Roſes, red Wine 
mulled with Cinnamon, Cc. but, above all, if the Caſe be very 


urgent, by an aſtringent Clyſter of Confe. Fracaſt. or Theriaca 


Andromachi, with a (mall Quantity of Decoction of Tormentil, 
red Roſes, or Japan Earth. But it is always of dangerous Con- 
ſequence to ſuppreſs a critical Diarrhæ too ſoon, and therefore 
it will be neceſſary to give a ſmall Doſe or two of Rhubarb firſt 
of all. A Diarrhea, at the firit, is prejudicial, if profuſe, but 
at the State ſalutary; and it is certainly ſo when attended with 

a gentle breathing Sweat, or warm Moiſture of the Skin. 
But the conſtant and grand Effort of Nature, is to throw off 
the putrid Malignancy through the Pores of the Skin; for I 
| never 
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never ſaw any of theſe Fevers carried off till more or leſs of a 
Sweat appeared. If it be a breathing Sweat at the State of the 
Difeaſe, and the Pulſe grows more open, ſoft, and calm a little 
before and during its Continuance, it is always ſalutary; but 
if it be profuſe, cold, clammy, or partial, about the Head and 
Breaſt only, the Sign is not good. Profuſe Sweats in the Be- 
ginning are generally pernicious, eſpecially if a Rigor ſuper- 
venes. 

Sweats ſhould never be forced by violent hot Medicines, Re- 
gimen, Sc. plentiful ſubacid Diluents will be ſufficient, and 
gentle cordial Diaphoretics. | 

Thoſe of ftrong Fibres, and rich, denſe Blood, do not require 
ſuch warm Medicines as the feeble and phlegmatic. But as the 
Blood and Humours tend to Diſſolution, Stagnation, and Putre- 
faction, vegetable and mineral Acids are highly ſerviceable, and 
the ſubaſtringent Alexipharmics are very uſeful. But I am ve 
certain, that the Uſe of volatile, oleous Salts and Spirits is very 
hurtful, as they augment the putreſcent State of the Humours, 
and are ſo many Spurrers to ſwifter Deſtruction; this they will 
do in the moſt healthful ; even the peſtilential Miaſmata them- 
ſelves are probably nothing elſe but highly volatilized and ſub- 
tilized animal Salts. | 

But Pringle is of a contrary Opinion ; nor is he ignorant that 
the volatile Salts have been objected to, as a ſtrong Alkali, and 
that they conſequently diſpoſe "pup to Putrefaction ; for we 
muſt conſider, adds he, that Alkalis and putrid Subſtances are 
very difterent ; inſomuch, that I find, from Experiments, out of 
the Body, the Salt of Harthhorn is even antiſeptic, ſince it pre- 
ſerves animal Subſtances from Putrefaction. 

. Huxham obſerves, that Bliſters haſtily and improperly ap- 
plied, in the Beginning, when the Fever runs high, are impro- 
per, and tend to promote the Diſſolution and Putrefaction of 
the Blood; but when the Fever is on the Decline, when the 
Solids grow turpid, the Circulation languid, the Spirits Fate, 
the Sick comatous, they are of exceeding great Uſe, and the 
Patient ſhould drink freely of Whey, Emulſion, or ſome other 
ſubacid or demulcent Liquor. | 

I uſe Camphire as a Corrector of the Acrimony of Canthari- 
des, for it blunts the Spiculæ of the Salts by an excceding fine 
volatile, vegetable Sulphur. But it is of greater Uſe in promo- 
ting a Diaphoreſis, or an eaſy Sweat, and brings on a Compoſure 
of the Spirits, and an eaſy Sleep, when Opiates fail : when 
joined with an Opiate it is the moſt certain Sudorific in Na- 


ture, and the Elixir Afthmaticum is, in this reſpect, a molt 
noble Medicine. | 
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As Acids and Subaſtringents are given to preſerve the Craſis 
of the Blood, the Tone of the Veſſels, and to prevent the farther 
Putrefaction of the Humours, Diaphoretics, eſpecially Cam- 
phire, ſhould be joined with them, 

I have uſed the following Preſcription of the Bark for many 
Years with Succeſs, not only in intermittent, and ſlow nervous 
Fevers, but alſo in the putrid, peſtilential, and petechial, in the 
Decline, though the Remiſſions have been very obſcure; but if 
the Patient is coſtive, or hath a tenſe or tumid Abdomen, I al- 
ways premiſe a Doſe of Rhubarb, Manna, or the like,

Of this I give from 3j. to 31s. every fourth, ſixth, or eighth 
Hour, with ten, fifteen, or twenty Drops of Elixir Vitriali, out 
of any appropriated Draught, or Diluted Wine. The above 
Compoſition tends to ſtrengthen the Solids, to prevent the far- 
ther Diſſolution and Corruption of the Blood, and in the Event 
to reſtore its Craſis. | 

With this View, I alſo recommend a generous red Wine, as 
a a moſt noble, natural, ſubaſtringent Cordial, which is of high 
Service in the State, but more eſpecially in the Decline of theſe 
Fevers, acidulated with the Juice of Seville Oranges, or Lemons, 
as alſo with Cinnamon, the Rind of Seville Oranges, and the 
like, to which a few Drops of Elixir Vitrioli may be added. 
Rheniſb and French white Wines, when diluted, are al ſo a moſt 
ſalutary Drink, and generous Cyder little interior to cither. 

Pringle ſays, in the Cure of the Camp and Gaol Fevers, it 
will be beſt, to diſtinguiſh it into three Periods : The firſt is, 
when the Perſon is able to go about; the ſecond begins with his 
Confinement, when the Fever is apparent, the Pulſe full and 

uick, and the Head much affected; and the third, when the 
Pulſe ſinks, and a Stupor comes on, with other Symptoms. 

In the firſt Period it is beſt to remove the Patient out of the 
foul Air, and if that cannot be done, it is to be purihed by Fires, 
by opening Doors and Windows, burning Incenſe, or the 
like. The Curtains ſhould be undrawn, and a free Ventilation 
procured, 

After this, I give a Vomit of [pecacuanha, and after that a mo- 
derate Bolus of Thertaca, with ten Grains of Salt of Hartſhorn, 
and ſome Draughts of Vinegar-Whey, which is to be repeated 
the next Night without the Vomit; before which, if the Perſon 
is plethoric, or begins to have a greater Degree of Fever, it will 


be 
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be neceſſary to take away Blood. And as the Cure depends 
upon a free Diaphareſis, it will be neceilary to waſh the Feet 
and Hands with warm Vinegar and Water. 

In the ſecend Stage, when the Fever is manifeſt, with a full 
Pulſe, it will be always proper to begin with a ſmall or mode- 
rate Bleeding. When the Symptoms are high, a plentiful] Eva- 
cuation ſeems requiſite ; yet large Bleedings have been gene- 
rally fatal, by ſinking the Pulſe and bringing on a Stupor or 
Delirium. The Patient is generally worſe from a ſecond 
Bleeding, unleſs the Lungs are inflamed. 

If the Head only ſuffers, it is beit to bleed by Leeches at the 
Temples; but in a Delirium, with a ſunk Pulſe, Leeches do no 
good, and Blecding is pernicious ; many have recovered with- 
out, but very few who have loſt much Blood. 

Vomits are to be cautiouſly uſed ; if the Stomach be foul, 
an Emetic is proper in the Beginning of the ſecond Period. 
When the Fever 1s fixed, and a Vomiting ſupervenes, which is 
always a bad Symptom, an Emetic will be dangerous: Draughts 
of Camomile Tea are the moſt that can be given; and then 
Medicines that quiet the Spaſms; to which ſhould be added a 
Clyſter, to determine the Humours downward. 

The next Care is to promote a Diaphoreſis, which muſt be 
attempted by the milder Sudorifics. The Contrayerva Powders, 
with Nitre, are ſafe, but ſcarce efficacious ; much Dilution op— 
preſſes the Stomach, and V olatiles alone heat too much, neither 
will Acids do alone, but the two combined are powerful, and 
therefore when a Sweat is to be moved, the beit Medicine I 
know of is Spiritus Mindereri. \ 

If the Patient can be brought to a thorough Sweat, with a 
riſing Pulſe, it may prove critical, though it muſt never be 
forced; but if ſpontaneous and profuſe in the Beginning, 
with a low Pulſe, it muſt be checked. Throughout the fe- 
cond Stage, Acids are neceſſary. Coſtiveneſs is to be prevent- 
ed, by emollient Clyſters. Bliſters at this Time are always 
without Succeſs, Opiates are dangerous, for if they do not 
ſweat, they fix the Delirium. When the Pulſe ſinks. with a 
Diarrh&a, they are neceſſary, and ſome Drops of Tindtura 
Thebaica may be added to the Medicines of the third Stage, 

 Thethird Period is the longeſt, in which the Pulſe ſinks, the 
Stupor increaſes, and the Spots oſteñ appear. This happens 
about three or four Days after the Fever is formed. If the 
Patient has been once or twice largely blooded at firſt, the 
Diſeaſe uſually paſſes over the ſecond State, inſomuch that his 
Pulſe finks at once, and he becomes delirious,

Our moſt general Remedies have been an alexipharmic De- 
coction, and a cordial Mixture of Wine given alternately ; 
the Patient ſhould be never above two Hours without takin 
ſome of them; a Rule abſolutely neceſſary to be obſerved. 

The Alcxipharmic was three Drams of the Bark, and alſo of 
the Radix Serpentaria, ina Pint of Water, boiled down to half, 
with the Addition of an Ounce and a half of ftrong Water, 
and the whole Quantity was to be taken in thirty-iix Hours, 
or two Days at moſt, which ſupports the Strength, and pro- 
motes a 7raphore/rs ; and when the Fever is gone, it is a Pre- 
ſervative againſt a Relapſe, 

The Cordial conſiſts of a moderate Quantity of a ſpirituous 
Water, with a larger Doſe than ordinary of the Salts of Harrs- 
horn, from one Scruple to half a Dram in a Day. But out 
of the Hoſpital there was no Reſtriction as to the Quantity of 


- 


Wine, and I either omitted the Volatile, or uſed it ſparingly. 
It is good in great Sinkings, after unſeaſonable Bleedings, or 
long Want of Nouriſhment. I have ſometimes added the 
Spiritus Mindereri. | 

As for the Cordial, there is nothing to be compared to Wine, 
in the low State of the Fever. The common Men had half a 
Pint a Day, of the ſtrong Kind. Thoſe out of the Hoſpital 
had French Wine, of which they have drank a Quart in a Day, 
half of which has been undiluted. The Hoſpital Wine was 
ſometimes given in Whey, but commonly in Pauadæ, which 
was their only Food. I have known ſeveral recover from the 
loweſt State, by the Uſe of Wine, when they have refuſed 
the Decoction on Account of its Faſte, taking nothing but 
their Panada Wine, and the volatile Cordial, every two Hours 
by Turns. 

A Stupsr is infeparable from this Fever, in its low State, 
which in an Evening is apt to turn to a flight Delirium: If the 
Delirium is great, with a Sub/rltus Tendinum, and a Rednets 
of the Eyes, there is a Preſumption of a true Phrenzzs; then 
Wine, and other hot Medicines, aggravate the Symptoms; at 
which Times Bliſters do the greateſt Service. But in the or- 
dinary Stupor, and ſunk Pulic, they are not fo efficacious as 
Sinapiſims applied to the Soles of the Feet. 

When the Diſtemper is over, or changes its Shape, and the 
parotid Glands are ſuppurated, they are to be opened as ſoon 
as they contain Matter, without waiting for an apparent 
Fluctuation, or even Softneſs of the 'umor; for before the 
Inciſion, the Pus is fo viſcid, as to iccl as hard as if there was 
no Suppuration begun, | 

When 
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When the Fever is over, the common Complaint is a Want 
of Reſt, a Vertigo, a Deafneſs, and other nervous Symptoms, 
the Conſequence of great Lowneſs. The Remedies are, the 
Pil. Matthei at Night, with Analeptics, and Medicines of the 
ſtrengthening Kind. When the Pulſe is flow, about ten 
Grains of Aſa Fetida, twice a Day, has a good Effect; but 
if there is any Appearance of an hectic Fever from an inward 
Abſceſs, the Caſe is to be treated accordingly. 

If the Patient falls into an intermittent Fever, the Bark is a 
ſure Remedy. PRINGLE. | 

After all, there is a more compendious Method of treating 
Fevers of this Kind, which I am ſurprized Phyſicians have 
not been more frequent in the Uſe of, I mean antimonial Re- 


medies, whoſe Efluvia are of ſuch prodigious Efficacy, that a 


ſingle Scruple of Crocus Metall;yum will vomit Thouſands of 
Perſons; I know, that great Danger has been objected, eſpe- 
cially as to the Doſe, but in deſperate Caſes, this ought to be 
of no Weight; and there are Preparations of Antimony, which 
may be managed with as great Certainty as any other Medi- 
cine whatever. I have been led to this Way of Thinking, 
from the Advantage of Dr. Fames's Powders in Fevers of this 
Kind; the Virtue of which, I am fully perſuaded, does not 
conſiſt in the Evacuations alone, but in changing the Acri- 
mony into a Tertium quid, and thereby rendering it fit to be 
expelled from the Body. I have had the ſtrongeſt Proof of its 
Succeſs upon theſe Occaſions, Beſides, it is well known, 
that the learned Body of Phyſicians at Edinburgh have taken a 
Preparation of Antimony into their Diſpenſatory, whoſe ad- 
mirable Certainty in the Cure of bloody Fluxes is now ſuffi- 
ciently known. And if Phyſicians would make Experiments 
of this Kind, in a cautious Manner, it would ſerve to wreſt 
the Practice of Phyſic out of the Hands of Quacks, with whom 
this opulent City is over-run. 

Upon the whole, it will be proper to add what H:fmann aſ- 
ſerts, that he has been a Practitioner forty-fix Years, and has 
obſerved this Fever to go off ſeldom by a Sweat, or Hemorrhage, 
but frequently by a Dzarrh&a, on the ſeventh, ninth, or 
eleventh Day, and that there is nothing more pernicious than 
for a Patient to be troubled with a Diarrhea about the Begin- 
ning, or to ſtop a Flux of the Belly, when it is critical; 
therefore the Flux is to be promoted on critical Days, from 
the ſeventh to the fourteenth, and not before; and that there 
is nothing worſe than Purges, which act by a cauſtic Quality, 
even not excepting Senna. But Manna and Cream of Tartar 
are benchcial, given in a ſufficicnt Dolc, 
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From a Journal of the Writings of moſt Authors, ancient 
and modern, who have treated of Malignant Fevers, it will be 
a very difficult Matter to form a juſt Notion of this Diſeaſe. 
The Truth is, they abound with ſuch diſcordant, and obſcure 
Accounts of it, that all we can make out from them ſeems to 
amount to no more, than that the Nature of a malignant Fe- 
yer may {till paſs for a Problem unſolved. 

Nevertheleſs, I cannot think it a Matter very extraordinary 
dificult to form an adequate Notion of it, and to delineate 
its Character, provided a due Attention be given to the Phe- 
nomena which it preſents. However abſurd the Term 47a- 
lignity may really be, we are yet neceſſitated to adopt it, or 
riſqug the Cenſure of aboliſhing a Cuſtom which its Antiquity 
has rendered reſpectable; and thus we are continually mak- 
ing a ſcandalous Uſe of it, applying it not only to Fevers, 
accompanied with alarming Symptoms, but even to ſuch as 
have degenerated through a wrong Treatment. SYDENHAM 
was not, perhaps, much wide of the Mark, when he pro- 
nounced that the Word Malignity, as relative to Diſeaſes, had 
been more fatal to Mankind, than the Invention of Gun- 
powder. Thoſe who firit introduced it, applied it to thoſe 
Fevers only, wherein Nature ſeems to be oppreſſed, and the 
State of the Pulſe and of the Symptoms are not anſwerable to 
the Violence of the Diſorder ;z gua/s clancularias vitæ ftrucret 
inſdias; accordingly we are taught, by daily Experience, 
that Death comes on in this Kind of Fever, when leaſt ex- 
pected. It is, however, a miſtaken Notion, that all malignant 
Fevers are of this Character. The Progrels of ſome of them 
is regular and open, without any fallacious Symptoms, as of 
that denominated Ca/ren/is vel Hungarica, and in ſeveral others 
ſufficiently manifeſted by the Degree of the Heat, the Velo- 
city of the Pulſe, and the Violence of the Symptoms ; and 
theſe Fevers. ought not to be, as they have been, by ſome 
Writers of the firſt Rank, confounded with the ardent Fever, 
which is of ſhorter Duration; the ma/ionant, however violent, 
never terminating before the twentieth Day, and almoſt al- 
ways later. Add to this, that it is generally epidemic and 
contagious, like the Peſtilence, whence many Writers range 
both theſe Diſeaſes under the ſame Claſs, LIE VTAUp. 

Monro obſerves, that the Malignant Fever begins variouily 
in different Subjects; for the moſt part with Cold and Shi- 
vering, Pain in the Head, and the other Symptoms commonly 
deſcribed as peculiar to this Fever. In ſome it begins with 
a ſharp Pain of the Side, or other Parts, attended with acute 
inflammatory Symptoms; in others it puts on the ee 
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of the common, low, or nervous Fever, for a Day or two, 
Blood drawn in the Beginning from ſome Patients does not 
ſeem much altered; from others it throws up a ſtrong inflam- 
matory Buff; and it is likewiſe a Remark of Huxham, that 
the Blood ſhall appear buffy or ſizy in the Beginning of ma- 
lignant Fevers; and yet drawn two or three Days after ſhall 
be quite looſe, diſſolved, and, as it were, ſanious. 

The Reaſon of this Difference of Symptoms in the Begin- 
ning, and of theſe different Appearances of the Blood, ſeems 
to be, that ſuch Perſons as labour under Pleuriſies, low, or 
other Fevers, being brought to Hoſpitals or other Places 
where the malignant Fever is frequent, have their original 
Diſorders changed into this Fever, by breathing a foul infected 
Air, and by their Communication with thoſe ill of the Fever, 
and of Fluxes: Sometimes a mere Acrimony of the Blood, 
ſet in Motion by a ſupervening Fever, determines the Diſor- 
der to be of this Kind; and I have always obſerved, that 
thoſe are moſt apt to catch this Fever, whoſe Conſtitutions 
have been broke down by previous Diſorders, 

As to the different Forms of this Fever, ſome have onl 
a Quickneſs of the Pulſe, attended with a flight Head-ach 
and Sickneſs, Whiteneſs of the Tongue and Thirſt, and a 
Lowneſs and Languor; which continue for a Week or more, 
and then go off, either inſenſibly, or with a profuſe Sweat, 
ſucceeded by a plentiful Sediment in the Urine. Mot of 
thoſe who fall into profuſe kindly-warm Sweats, recover, the 


Sweat carrying off the Fever; ſuch Sweats continue for twelve 


or twenty-four Hours, and ſometimes for two, three, or four 
Days. 5 thoſe who have the Fever in this flight Degree, 
Petechiæ ſeldom appear; and it is only known to be this Sort 
of Fever by the other Symptoms, and the malignant Fever be- 
ing frequent at the fame Time in Hoſpitals, Priſons, Ec. 
Pringle very juſtly obſerves, that theſe low Degrees of this Fe- 
ver are hardly to be characteriſed, and are only to be diſco- 
vered in full Hoſpitals, by obſerving Men languiſh; though 
the Nature of the Illneſs, for which they are admitted, ſhould 
ſeem to admit of a ſpeedier Cure, 

For the moſt Part the Fever appears with more violent 
Symptoms; the Tongue becomes parched and dry, and more 
or leſs of a Delirium invades, attended with the other peculiar 
and well-known Symptoms. 

When the Petechiæ appear, they come out on the fourth, 
fifth, ſixth, or ſeventh Day; ſeldom after the eleventh or 
twelfth. Romazini mentions a Petechial Fever which had 
been frequent for three Years at Hodend; in which the "_ 
| chiæ 
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chiæ appeared only on the fourth or ſeventh Days, and almoſt 
all thoſe died in whom they appeared on the firſt Day. Theſe 
Spots came out firſt on the Neck, the Back, and Breaſt ; and 
it was obſerved, that none eſcaped unleſs the Spots extended 
themſelves as far as the Nails of the Toes, vaniſhing by De- 
grees on the upper Parts. The Petechiæ J have obſerved to 
appear moſtly on the Breaſt, Back, Arms, and Legs, and ſome- 
times, though rarely, on the Face; either like ſmall diſtinct 
Spots of a reddiſh Colour, or the Skin looks ſometimes as if 
it were marbled, or variegated, as in the Meaſles, but of a Co- 
lour more dull and lurid. As they begin to diſappear, they 
incline to a dun, or brown Colour, and look like ſo many 
dirty Spots. I never ſaw them riſe above the Skin, nor ever 
diſcerned any miliary Eruptions in this Fever : However, we 
are not hence to conclude, that miliary Eruptions are never 
obſerved in Feversof this Kind. Huxham, Haſenobrl, and Lind, 
and many other good Practitioners, mention their having ſeen 
them. 

Many have no Petechiz through the whole Courſe of their 
Diſorder ; but in thoſe that are very bad, the Countenance 
looks bloated, and the Eyes reddiſh, and ſomewhat inflamed ; 
and though the Skin be commonly dry, yet the Perſpiration 
from the Lungs is very ſtrong. By theſe Circumſtances one 
may frequently diicover that the Patient labours under a ma- 
lignant Fever, without aſking any Queſtions. 

When Perſons are ſeized with a Fever ſuſpected to be of the 
malignant Kind, our firſt Care ſhould be to lay them in airy 
Places, ſeparate, as much as poſſible, from other People, and 
keep them extremely clean; put them on a low Diet, and al- 
low as much Barley, or Rice-W ater, as they chooſe to drink, 
which may be acidulated with Spir. Vitrioli. 

For the firſt two or three Days it is ſeldom to be diſtinguiſh- 
ed with Certainty, that the Fever is of the malignant Kind, 
even though there be Reaſon to expect it. The Pain of the 
Head, the Fullneſs and Quickneſs of the Pulſe, often leads 
us to the taking away more or leſs Blood, which the Patient 
bears eaſily, and for the moſt Part it gives Relief. Huxham 
lays, bleeding to ſome Degree is mal commonly requiſite, 
nay, neceſſary; but then he obſerves, that the Pulſe in theſe 
Caſes ſinks ſurprizingly after a ſecond Bleeding, and ſometimes 
after the firſt : And Pringle takes Notice, that in the ſecond 
dtage of the Diſorder, large Bleedings have generally proved 
fatal, by ſinking the Pulſe, and bringing on a Delirium. I 
ſeldom repeat this Evacuation whos! ſuſpet a Malignancy 
in the Fever, unleſs a pleuritic Stitch, an acute Pain of the 
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Bowels, or ſome other accidental Symptom requires it ; or the 
Patient is 3 and there be evident Symptoms of Fullneſs, 
0 


immediately before I intend giving the Bark; for under other 
Circumſtances, if Bleeding was repeated, and other Evacua- 
tions uſed freely, I always obſerved that it did Harm, and was 
apt to fink the Patient too much, 
After bleeding, if the Patient is coſtive, or complains of 
Gripes, I give a Doſe of Rhubarb, or Salts, or a laxative 
Clyſter; but where there is much Sickneſs in the Stomach, I 
ive a gentle Emetic in the Evening, and the Purge the next 
Morning, Pringle adviſes giving a Vomit, by Way of Pre- 
vention, on the firſt Appearance of the Symptoms, and at 
Night, to force a Sweat by a Dram of Therzac, with ten Grains 
of Sal. Volat. C. C. and ſome Draughts of Vinegar Whey, 
and to repeat the ſame the following Night; and ſays, he has 
often ſeen thoſe Symptoms removed which he apprehended to 
be Forerunners of this Fever received by Contagion ; but 
previous to Vomits, or Sweats, if the Perſon be plethoric, it 
will be neceſſary to take away ſome Blood. If, in the Courſe 
of the Diſorder, the Sickneſs and Nauſea return, attended 
with Griping and Coſtiveneſs, or very fœtid looſe Stools, I 
repeat the Rhubarb, Sc. and give a gentle Opiate in the 
Evening, after the Operation. : 

After Evacuations, if the Pulſe keeps up, I commonly give 
nothing but the ſaline Draughts, with the Pul. Contrayerv. or 
fome temperate Medicine, for the firſt Day or two. As ſoon 
as I can diſtinguiſh the Fever to be of the malignant Kind, 
and that the Pulſe rather ſinks, I join ſome of the Cordials with 
the ſaline Medicines, and allow the Patient more or leſs Wine, 
according to the Degree of the Fever. De Haen has found 
fault with Pringle and Huxham, for adminiſtring cordial Me- 
. dicines, and Wine, in the low State of this Fever; but no- 
thing has anſwered fo well in all my Practice, as theſe Reme- 
dies under ſuch Circumſtances; and I have frequently ſeen 
every Symptom change for the better by their Uſe; and even 
when I gave the Bark, in the Manner recommended by De 
Haen, I often found it neceſſary to join the free Uſe of Wine, 
Cordials, and Bliſters, in order to ſupport the Patient's Strength. 
Petrus a Caſtro, in his Account of a.petechial Fever, which 
was frequent at Verona, ſays, that the Sick had a great Thirſt, 
and an Averſion to Meat, but all of them had the ſtrongeſt 
Deſire to Wine, and were perpetually aſking for it; even. 
thoſe who at other Times were very temperate ; and that 
this proceeded from an Inſtinct of Nature, which wanted 
ſomething to reſtore the Strength. Haxbam tells us, that . 
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cannot but recommend a generous red Wine, as a moſt no- 
ble, natural, ſub-aſtringent Cordial, and perhaps Art cannot 
ſupply a better; and is confident that ſometimes at the State, 
and more frequently in the Decline of putrid Fevers, it is of 
the higheſt Service. If the preventive Method does not ſuc- 
ceed, Lind adviſes to have Recourſe to Bliiters, and ſays, that 
Sixteen out of Twenty will next Morning be free of the Fe- 
ver, provided the Source of their Infection be not highly poi- 
ſonous, or from a violent Contagion. h 
After reading the Treatiſes of De Haen and Haſenohrl on 
this Fever, I reſolved on giving the Bark in large Quaatities, 
and found it to anſwer their Recommendation. It is, indeed, 
long ſince the Bark has been given in malignant Diſorders ; 
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though I do not know that any body gave it in this Fever 

before theſe two mentioned Gentlemen, to the Amount of an 

Ounce per Day. Ramazini mentions its having been tried in

th There is one Thing to be obſerved with reſpect to malig- 
. ant Fevers, which is, that if ever they appear in a large

rowded Hoſpital, unleſs we can thin the Wards, procure 
free Circulation of Air, and keep the Hoſpital and Sick ex- 
remely clean, the Fevers continue to ſpread, and great Num- 
ders will die; and even the mpſt efficacious Remedies will 
ave little or no Effect: And that when once the Infection is 
own ſtrong, it requires the greateſt Care, and ſome Time 
fore it can be entirely got the better of. —And that, if a, 
eat Number of Men, ill of this Fever, be kept in the famg 


th. ard, they will help to keep up the Infection.

me are ſeized with the Flux. A gentle Diarrhœa, ſuch as 
des not fink the Patient, is commonly of Service; but if vio- 
nt, or a Dyſentery comes on, the Caſe is always dangerous; 


ited r whatever ſtops the Flux increaſes the Fever; and it the 
he erging or Flux continues, it ſinks the Patient. 
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In this Fever it is no uncommon Thing for the Patients f. 
vomit Worms, or to paſs them by Stool, or to have then tn 
come up into their Throat and Mouth, or ſometimes in their! 
Noſtrils, while they are aſleep in Bed, and to pull them o 
with their Fingers. Pringle ſeems to embrace Lanci/iu'sMto: 
Opinion, and believes that theſe Worms are not the Cauſe of MO, 
the Fever; but being lodged in the Inteſtines before the Fe He 
ver comes on, they are annoyed at the Increaſe of the Heat, 
and the Corruption of the Humours, and ſo they begin t 
move and ſtruggle to get out. This ſeems evidently to be the 
Caſe with many Patients; though in ſome the Worms ſeem ts 
give riſe to the Fever, which the bad State of the Patient 
umours, or the infected Air of Hoſpitals determine to be d 
this Kind. In many the Fever leſſens or goes off entirely ſoot 
after, and they are no more affected with Symptoms of Worns 
But ſome, notwithſtanding, are ſubject to frequent Sickneſs 
Pain of the Stomach, and Uncaſinefs in the Bowels, and dif 
charge ſome Worms from Time to Time. Others have fr 
quent Relapſes into Fevers, which ſeems to be owing to thei 
Irritation of theſe Inſects. 

As ſoon as I obſerve a Patient to be troubled with Worm 
if his preſent Situation does not prevent it, I give twenty-fir 
or thirty Grains of Rhubarb, with five or ſix Grains of Cal 
mel ; and if there is much Sickneſs, I likewiſe give an Eme 
tic, which, in ſome Caſes, Wigs up two or three Worms « 
the round Kind, and gives great Relief. But where the Feng 
is violent, I am obliged to neglect this Symptom of Wor 
for the preſent; and when the Fever is over, if there till & 
mains any Symptom of Worms, I give the purgative Medicin 
once or oftener, and in the Intervals give, the Pulvis Stam 
or an Infuſion of Camomile Flowers; and in ſome Caſes i 
Medicines. By theſe Means moſt Patients get well, # 
recover their Health, and ſeem freed, at leaſt for the preſent 
from theſe troubleſome Inſects; though ſome continue to con 
plain of Sickneſs, and other Worm Symptoms, for ſome Tin 
afterwards. 


In malignant Fevers many complain of a Dyſury, and ſol! th, 
of a Suppreſſion of Urine, eſpecially towards the Decline WM As 
the Fever; and others of a Scalding and Pain in making Wend. 
ter, though without any venereal Complaint. Decoctioyli, 
of Gum Arabic, with ſome of the Spir. Nit. dulc. and ol Wave t 
Mixtures, and Opiates, commonly give immediate Relielt, a 
and ſoon remove the Complaint. R fry ji 
One of the firſt ſalutary Symptoms which moſt general Man 


appear upon thoſe who are recovering, is a Dulneſs of * 
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ing, or Deafneſs, which comes on about the Height of the 
Fever, and continues a longer or ſhorter Time, generally till 
the Fever is entirely gone, and ſometimes for a conſiderable 
while afterwards. Riverius takes Notice, that according to 
Hippocrates's Doctrine, Deafneſs is a very dangerous Symp- 
tom in the Beginning of acute Diſorders, though it be a good 
Omen, and portends Health, when it does not appear till the 
Height of Fevers, eſpecially of the malignant Kind; and adds, 
that he himſelf has a thouſand Times obſerved, when this 
Symptom of Deafneſs came on at the Height (in Statu) that 
thoſe labouring under this Fever have recovered. For the 
moſt Part, I do nothing for this Complaint, which goes off as 
the Patient recovers his Strength. When it continues long, 
Bliſters applied behind the Ears, or on the Neck, and waſhing 
the Meatus auditorius with an emollient Decoction, wherein a 
mall Quantity of Soap is diſſolved, proves of Service. | 

Swellings of the parotid Glands appear in many Subjects, 
towards the Decline of the Fever, which come to Suppuration, 
and prove critical.

Riverius 
fry juitly obſerves, that when ſuch Tumours increaſe in ſuch 
Manner as to endanger Suffocation, they ought to be opened 
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b-fore they come to Maturation ; and Pringle directs not to 
wait for a Fluctuation of Matter, but to open the Abſceſs az 
ſoon as it can be ſuppoſed to have formed. | 
Sometimes critical Buboes are formed on the Groins and 
Armpits in this Fever. This Symptom is taken Notice of by 
Authors, but does not ſeem to be ſo frequent as many of them 
would make us believe. Neither Huxham nor Pringle mention 
their having ſeen ſuch Buboes, and Lind ſays he never ſay 
them till the Beginning of the Year 1763. For my own Part, 
three are all I ever met with, and thoſe in the Groin. 
Sometimes the Patients complain, towards the Decline of the 
Fever, of a Pain all along the ſpermatic Chord, and ſoon after 
a Swelling of the Teſticle appears : Hippocrates takes Notice 
of this Symptom in ſome Fevers. By bleeding and applying 
emollient Fomentations and Cataplaſms, and bathing the pained 
Part on the firſt Attack with Spirit. Mindereri, the Swelling 
of the Teſticle may be prevented; but if the Swelling be | 
already begun, it will moſt probably end in a Suppuration of | 
the Scrotum or Teſticle, which will heal very kindly. 
Many, while recovering from this Fever, are ſeized with f 
an Ophthalmia, or Inflammation, for the moſt Part, of one Ee e 
only, ſometimes of both. If the Patients are ſtrong, I bleed c 
them, and apply Bliſters behind the Ears, and ſometimes, WF \ 
when the Pain is great, I lay Poultices of Bread and Milk of F 
the inflamed Eye; which, with the Aſſiſtance of ſome cooling a 
Phyſic, commonly removes this Complaint ; though in ſome 
obſtinate Caſes it will be neceſſary to repeat the Evacuation, WW t:

When ſuch Swellings are recent, and confined to the Feet 
and Legs, commonly the Bark, joined to the lixivial Salts, 
or the Oxymel Scallitic. and a Purgative once or twice a Week, 
removes them: An Infuſion of Horſe Radiſh has likewiſe a 
good Effect. | 

When the Swellings are ſo obſtinate as to reſiſt the Force 
cf all internal Remedies; Punctures made in the Feet, or 
lower Part of the Legs, are of great Benefit, by furniſhing a 
Drain to the Water ; and Bliſters applied to the Legs. If 
the Punctures were made before the Patient's Strength was 
exhauſted, and he laboured under no other Diſorder, I never 
obſerved any bad Effects from them: But in Caſes of great 
Weakneſs, eſpecially if combined with a hectic Fever, or 
Purging, and the œdematous Swellings are large, a Gangrene 
and Death are moſt Times the Conſequence. 

Putrid malignant Fevers, attended with Eruptions, are 
taken Notice of by Hippocrates and other ancient Authors: 
But whether they meant that particular Sort of Eruption 
which we now call Petechiz, is uncertain, as their Deſcrip— 
tions are not clear enough to diſtinguiſh them from the Mi- 
liary and other Kinds. But ſince about the Year 1505, we 
have had many accurate Accounts of Fevers of this Kind, 
which have appeared in different Parts of the World. From 
all which it appears, that ſuch Fevers take their Riſe, either 
from ſome antecedent Acrimony of the Blood, or, what is 
more frequent, from ſome Source of Corruption or Conta- 
gion ; from the Uſe of putreſcent animal Food, and a Want of 
freſh Vegetables and aceſcent Liquors ; from the putrid Steams 
of corrupting animal Subſtances; from the moiſt putrid Vapour 
of low marſhy Places in Summer, where there is ſtagnating 

ater, which corrupts by Heat; from the foul Air of crowd- 
ed Hoſpitals, Goals, and Ships, or any ſuch like Cauſes. 

When once this Fever is begun, it is obſerved to be of a 
contagious Nature, and, if proper Care is not taken, to affect 
thoſe who attend the Sick, or who live in the ſame Room, or 
breathe the ſame Air with them, 
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Of the PESTILENTIAL FEvER, 


A Peſtilential Fever is a moſt acute one, ariſing from a poiſon- 

ous Miaſma, brought from Eaſtern Countries; and unleſs 
it is immediately expelled out of the Body by the Strength of 
the vital Motions by Buboes and Carbuncles, it is fatal. 

It differs from other contagious, malignant, and eruptive Fe- 
vers, becauſe it is the moſt acute, for it ſometimes kills on the 
firſt, and ſometimes on the ſecond Day. Beſides, in our Cli- 
mate, it is not epidemic nor ſporadic, from a bad Way of Living, 
or unhealthful Air, but happens when it is moſt ſalutary, from 
Contagion alone. There is ſomething very ſingular in this in- 
fectious Miaſina; for though it is apt to ſpread at a ſtrange rate, 
yet it will abate by intenſe Cold, and be plainly extinguiſhed ; 
wherefore in a cold Seaſon, and very cold Countries, it either 
does not appear at all, or in a very mild Degree; whereas, if 
the Climate is hot, it is not only moſt vehement, but moſt 
common. | 

In this, as in all other contagious Diſeaſes, the venomous 
Miaſina is ſwallowed up with the Air, and inſinuates itſelf into P. 
the /alival Juice, where its Tragedy is firſt acted ; whence it WW '* 
aſſaults the Head, Brain, Nerves, and Animal Spirits, producing 
2 Tor por in the Head, a Heavineſs, a Sleepineſs, a violent Pain, to 
a Stupor of the Senſes, a Forgetfulneſs, Inquietude, Watching, n“ 
and Lots of Strength, From: the Fauces it proceeds to the Sto- 
mach, creating Loathing of Food, Nauſea, Anxiety of the Pre- 8 
cordia, a Cardiaigia, attended with Fainting, reaching to vomit, 
and Vomiting itſelf, Hence it proceeds to the Membranes of the Wh &' 
Spinal Marrow, and the Coats of the Arteries, producing Horrors, aff 
a languid, ſmall, contracted, quick Pulſe, and even Fainting." net 
All which are generally Signs and Symptoms of the Plague, 
which are of a more violent and quick Operation, in Propor- 
tion to the Virulence of the peſtilential Mraſma. 
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Thucydices, in his Account of the Peloponneſian War, has 
iven us a Deſcription of the Attic Peſtilence. This Year, ſud 
| dk he, was acknowledged to be free from all other Diſeaſes, WW ”"* 
for if any one was ill of any other Diſorder, he immediately that 
fell into this. Some at ffęſt complained of extraordinary Heats mal 
in the Head, Redneſs, and Inflammations of the Eyes, and of ri 


the internal Parts; the Fauces and "Tongue were immediately 
bloody; the Breathing difficult and very offenſive ; to theſe ſuc- 
ceeded Sneezing and Hoarſeneſs, laborious Breathing, and avis 
jent Cough, It it reached the Heart, it quite oppreſſed , L. 
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Stools were bilious, with great Weakneſs. To many there hap- 
pened a Hiccup, and violent Convulſions, which laſted with ſome 
a long while, The Body outwardly was not very hot to the 
Touch, nor pale, but reddiſh, livid, abounding with Puſtules 
and Ulcers. The internal Parts were ſo exceeding hot, that 
they could not bear even a Sheet upon them: ſome threw them- 
ſelves into cold Water, or into Wells, and had an inexhauſtible 
Thirſt ; ſome had a perpetual Watchfulneſs, yet the Body did 
not waſte away. Some died on the ſeventh and ninth Days, of 
internal Heat, while there was ſome Strength yet remaining; 
but if they eſcaped, the Diſeaſe removed into the Belly, with 
Ulcerations, and an immoderate Diarrhea; many died of mere 
Weakneſs. Though in the Beginning the Seat of the Diſeaſe 
was chiefly in the ed, yet it pervaded the whole Body; if they 


treme Parts. Many of theſe eſcaped, and ſome with loſing 
their Eyes. Some likewiſe were ſeized with a Forgetfulneſs of 
all Things, and neither knew themſelves nor their Friends. 
Many periſhed out of mere Negligence, but ſome were cured. 
Yetthere was no Remedy found out which was conſtantly uſeful, 
It was a miſerable thing to ſee the Dejection of Mind which 
Patients fell into as ſoon as they were taken ill, for they often 
ran into Deſpair. 
All Plagues are not of the ſame Nature, but vary according 
to different Conſtitutions and Circumſtances. T hoſe who have 
written of the Plague univerſally agree, that ſpongy and porous 
Bodies, of an obeſe Habit, of a ſanguine and phlegmatico-ſan- 
guine Conſtitution, Women, young Perſons, and Children, 
Perſons of a timid Diſpoſition, that are poor, live hard, or are 
given to Luxury, and fit up late at Nights, are more apt to be 
afflicted with this Diſeaſe, than the ſtrong and intrepid, lean, 
nervoys, indued with large Veflels, Men, old Perſons, obnoxious 
to the hemorrh3idel Flux, and who have Iſſues, and open Ulcers, 
Nothing brings on this Diſtemper more than Fear, Dread of 
Death, and a Conſternation, of the Mind. HoFFMann. 
Peſtilential Fevers are ſo called, when the Patient falls into 
ſudden Weakneſs, for it is a Kind of malignant Fever, attended 
with more grievous Symptoms; the Patients die in aſhort Time, 
that is, in two, three, or four Days, and ſometimes ſooner. If 
malignant Fevers ariſe in War- Time among the Soldiers, they 
are called Camp-Fevers; in Fzungarv, an Hungaric Fever, But 
the Plague, or Peſtilence, is known when Buboes and Carbun- 
cles ariſe in various Parts of the Body. "The Sweating Sickneſs 
bad its Riſe in England, in which the Patient fell into a violent 
Sweat, of which many died in a Day's Time. _

122 Of the Peſtilentiaf Fever. 


 'Fhe Hungaric Fever is of a peculiar, malignant Kind, and 
happens in Time of War, with a ſudden Loſs of Strength, x 
moſt violent Pain in the Head, an Inflammation, Burning, 
Blackneſs, and Dryneſs of the 'Tongue and Fauces. HErsTR, 

The peſtilential Poiſon diſturbs all the Functions of the Body; 
for unleſs it be expelled to the external Parts, it is certainly fa- 
tal. Nor is this to be done, as in other Fevers, by large Sweats, 
by Stools, by a Flux of Urine, by cuſtomary Lracuations of 
Blood, or by bleeding at the Noſe, either natural or artificial, 
for they rather haſten Deſtruction. The ſalutary and critical 
Excretion which perfectly ſolves the peſtilential Diſeaſe, is by 
Tumours in the Surface of the Body, not otherwiſe than the 
Eryſipelas, between the third and fourth Day, and the ſooner the 
better, for then the Symptoms are mitigated. That there is Poi- 
fon contained in theſe Tumours, appears from hence; that if 
the Surgeon opens any of the Tumours with his Lancet, and 
then bleeds a ſound Man, he will be immediately ſeized with 
the Plague. The peſtilential T'umours are of two Kinds; the 
farſt ariſes in glandulous Parts, moſt commonly in the Groin 
and Armpits; ſometimes in the parotid and mammary Glands, as 
alſo the lower Maxillary, under the Chin, and in thoſe near the 
Aßpera Arteria. It is a hard, painful, tenſive Swelling of the 

lands, with great Heat, and if they are ſalutary, being ſwoln, 
they grow ſoft, and ſuppurate. The other Sort is the Anthrax, 
or Carbuncle; Celſus deſcribes it in this Manner: It is a Swell- 
ing on which there are Puſtules, which riſe but little; they are 
black, ſometimes ſublivid, or pale. In this there ſeems to bea 
Sanies; vt is black underneath. 'T he Body itſelf is more dry, and 
harder than uſual. There is as it were a Cruſt about it, ſur- 
rounded with an Inflammation; nor can the Skin be raiſed up 
in the Part, but is joined to the Fleſh underneath. Mindererus, 
who was preſent at the Plague, ſays, that a Carbuncle is of the 
Size of a Grain of Muſtard-feed, and about its Edge there is a 
Circle, or burning Halo, of a large Size. The Fleſh which it 
ſeizes is like an Eſchar, or putrid Fleſh, and falls off as if torn 
out by a Wolf. No Part of the Body is free from theſe Car- 
buncles, but they generally lay hold of the Membranes of the 
Muſcles, and the nervous and fibrous Subſtance of the Skin, 
eſpecially in the Back, Arms, and Thighs. At firſt there is an 
Exquiſite Itching in the Part, which when ſcratched, Puſtules 
ariſe ; they are of a red, livid, or whitiſh purple Colour, or 
fometimes black. When the Puftules are preſſed, they ſeem to 
be full of Pus, under which there is an Aſh- coloured Cruft, 
which being taken away, the Fleſh appears corrupted and 
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ſpongy, with intolerable Pain and burning of the circumjacent 
Fleſh, which is followed by a Mortification of the Part. 

When the Plague is fatal, ſome die of a Fainting the firſt or 
ſecond Day, doubtleſs of a panic Dread. But in many, when 
the Poiſon is not expelled, or, if expelled, returns back, it brin 
on a Mortification of the nervous Coats of the noble Parts, of 
the Pleura, Oeſophagus, Stomach, and Inteſtines, or the Meninges 
of the Brain, which creeps ſpeedily to all the Viſcera, and the 
Blood itſelf; whence the Carcaſes ſwell, and have a moſt into- 
lerable Stench. Sometimes, when the peſtilential Tumours are 
too plentiful, they die of a Symptomatic Fever, from the In- 
flammation, Pain, and intolerable Heat, not otherwiſe than in 
the Small-Pox, | 

It has been before remarked, that the Plague is not a Native 
of our Country, but is brought from remote Places; whence the 
beſt Preſervative is to fly to a diſtant Country; for the ſame 
Reaſon, thoſe Princes beſt conſultthe Welfare of their Subjects, 
who, in the Time of the Plague, endeavour to prevent the 
ſpreading of the Infection; and when a Family is afflicted, ſe- 
parate the Well from the Sick, and burn all the Moveables. 
While this Diſeaſe reigns, all Perſons ſhould live temperately, 
avoid an Exceſs in the Uſe of the Non-naturals, and abſtain 
particularly from violent Affections of the Mind, and every 
thing elſe that dejects the Strength, diſturbs Perſpiration, and 
generates Crudities in the Prime Viæ; the Mind is eſpecially to 
be ſupported, and Fear, Dread, and Puſillanimity, are to be ba- 
niſhed; for more die of "Terror than of the Plague itſelf. Horx. 

Mead is rightly of Opinion, that the Poiſon of the Plague 
is of foreign Griginal; though I am not ignorant that Attempts 
have lately been made to prove the contrary; Attempts 
which claſh with all Experience, and contradict the Hiſtories 
of this Diſeaſe, both ancient and modern. Mead thinks that 
the Plague has a great Similitude with the Smail-Pox, they 
being both contagious Fevers from Africa, and both attended 
with certain Eruptions. The critical Tumours in the Plague 
are very different; in the moſt favourable Caſe, the morbif:c 
Matter is thrown upon ſome of the ſofteſt Glands near the 


Surface of the Body, as upon the inguinal, axillary, parotid 


or maxillary Glands; the firſt Appearance of which is a ſmall 
Induration, great Heat, Redneſs, and ſharp Pain near thoſe 
Glands. Thoſe Tumours, if the Patient recover, like the 
Puſtules of the diſtinct Small-pox, come to a juſt Suppura- 
tion, and thereby diſcharge the Diſcaſe. 

In worſe Caſes of the Diſtemper, either inſtead of theſe 


Tumours, or together with them, Carbuncles are raiſed. 'The 
firſt 
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firſt Appearance of them is a very ſmall, indurated Tumour, 
not ſituate near any of the forementioned Glands, with a 
duſky Redhefs, violent Heat, vaſt Pain, and a blackiſh Spot 
in the Middle of the Tumour; this Spot is the Beginning of 
a Gangrene, which ſpreads itſelf more and more, as the Tu- 
mour increaſes. 

Theſe Diſtempers have yet a more manifeſt Likeneſs; for 
thoſe livid and black Spots which are frequent in the Plague, 
are the Signs of ſpeedy Death, and the ſame are ſometimes 
found to attend the Small- pox, with as fatal a Conſequence; 
nay, I have ſeen Caſes, when almoſt every Puſtule has taken 
this Appearance. In both Diſeaſes, when eminently malig- 
nant, Blood is ſometimes voided by the Mouth, by Urine, 
or the like, And we may farther add, that in both, Death 
is uſually cauſed by Mortifications in the 5 This has 
conſtantly been found in the Plague, by the Phyſicians in 
France. 

As in the Small- pox, the Management conſiſts in clearin 
the Primæ Viæ in the Beginning, in regulating the Fever, — 
in promoting the natural Diſcharges; ſo in the Plague, the 
ſame Indications will take place. In the Plague, indeed, the 
Fever is often much more acute; the Stomach and Bowels 
are ſometimes inflamed, and the Eruptions require external 
Application, which to the Puſtules of the Small- pox are not 
neceſſary. 

When the Fever is very acute, a cool Regimen is neceſſary, 
but when the Pulſe is languid, and the 1 not exceſſive, 
moderate Cordials muſt be uſed. The moſt gentle Emetics 
may be given; the beſt is [pecacuanha, if the Stomach or 
Bowels are not inflamed, for then certain Death muſt be ex- 
pected; therefore it is ſafeſt to conſider, if any Inflammation 
has ſeized theſe Parts, for then Vomits muſt be omitted. 

As for the Eruptions, they muſt be brought to a Sup- 
puration as ſoon as poſſible; as ſoon as they appear, fix a 
Cupping-Glaſs thereon, without Scarification; and when 
that is removed, apply a ſuppurating Cataplaſm, or Plaiſter 
of warm Gums. | 

If the Tumours will not ſuppurate, as the Carbuncle ſel- 
dom or never does; yet if a thin /chor, or Matter, exſudes 
through the Pores, or if the "Tumour feels ſoft to the Touch; 
or, laſtly, if it has a black Cruſt upon it, then it muſt be 
opened 4 Inciſion, either according to the Length of the 
Tumour, or by a crucial Section. It there is xy Pare mor- 
tified, as is uſual in the Carbuncle, it muſt be ſcarified. Then 
it will be neceſſary to ſtop the Bleeding, and dry up the Moi- 
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ſture with an actual Cautery, dreſſing the Wound afterwards 
with Doffils and Pledgits, ſpread with a common Digeſtive, 
made with Terebinth. cum Vitell. Ov. and dipt in a Mixture of 
two Parts of warmed Oil of Turpentine, and one Part of Sp. 
Sal. Ammon. or in Balſ. Terebinth. and over all muſt be put a 
Cataplaſm of Theriac. Lond. 

The next Day the Wound ought to be well bathed with a 
Fomentation of warm aromatic Plants, with Spirit of Wine 
in it, in order, if poſſible, to make it digeſt, by which the 
Sloughs will ſeparate. After this, the Ulcer may be treated 
as one from a common Abſceſs. Farther, in the glandular 
Tumours, when they ſuppurate, we ought not to wait till 
the Matter has made its Way to the outer Skin, but to open 
them as ſoon as they are riſen to any Bigneſs; becauſe theſe: 
Tumours begin deep in the Gland, and often mortify before 
the Suppuration has reached the Skin, as the Phyſicians in 
France have found, upon diſſecting many dead Bodies. 

But the Patient runs great Hazard in this Way, notwith- 
ſtanding the utmoſt Care; therefore artificial Dilchirges for 
the corrupt Humours ſhould be attempted. To this Purpoſe, 
large Bleeding and profuſe Sweating are recommended unto 
us upon ſome Experience. 

Sydenham has tried both with good Succeſs, but obſerves 
they ought not to be attempted, unleſs in the Beginning of 
the Sickneſs, and that we cannot expect any proſperous Event 
from either of theſe Evacuations, unleſs they are very co- 

ious. 

4 In France, on the firſt Day, they bled about twelve Oun- 
ces, and then four or five Ounces every two Hours after. 
This, they pretend, had extraordinary Succeſs, with the A ſſiſt- 
ance only of cooling Ptiſans, and ſuch like Drinks, which 
they gave plentifully at the ſame Time. The Bleeding muſt 
certainly be more liberal in this Caſe than in any other, yet 
Experience is the beſt Maſter. But where can be the Hazard, 
if the Patient muſt die without it? 

As for Sweating, as Sydenham adviſes, it muſt be continued 
without Intermiſſion: his Manner is as follows;

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If there is a Vomiting, the Medicine muſt be deferred, and 
the Patient ſhould be made to ſweat, with the Weight of the 
Bedcloaths alone, drawing the Sheet up to his Face. 

When the Sweat is begun, it ſhould be promoted with Sa 
Poſſet-drink, or Small-beer, in which Mace has been boiled, 
repeating them pretty often, for twenty-four Hours; in the 
mean while, the Spirits of the Patient are to be kept up with 
comforting Broths. The By-ſtanders ſhould forbear to wipe 
off the Sweat, nor ſhould the Patient change his Linen all that 
Time, which is a neceſſary Caution; if it be ſtopped before 
that Time, it will be to no Manner of Purpoſe ; during the 
Sweat, the Diarrhea, if any, and the Vomiting will ſtop of 
their own accord. SYDENHAM. | 

I ſhall only add, that Theriaca, and the like ſolid Medicines, 
being offenſive to the Stomach, are not the moſt proper Sudo- 
rifics. I ſhould rather recommend an Infuſion of Virginia 
Snake-Root, in boiling Water, or, for want of this, of ſome 
other warm Aromatic, with the Addition of about a fourth Part 
of Aqua Theriacalis, from which, in an Illneſs of the ſame Kind 


with the Goal Fever, which approaches the neareſt to the Pel- : 


tilence, I have ſeen very good Effects. Meap. 

Thoſe who are obliged to be near the Sick, muſt take care 
that the Miaſmata do not approach their vital Juices, nor yet 
the ſalival. To this Purpoſe, I would recommend frequent 
Spitting, and waſhing the Mouth with Vinegar, or Wine, or 
ſnuffing them up the Noſe. The Efficacy will be ſtill greater, 
if they are imbuted with Rue, or Citron Rind; for an Acid is 
the genuine Antidote of a putrid and ſulphureous Miaſina. 
Wherefore it,is much ſafer to hold Acids in the Mouth, than 
Alexipbarmic Roots. It will be likewiſe proper to get a few 
Spoonfuls of Rheniſb Wine, or Bezoardic V inegar, diluted with 
Water, or Wine, and ſo take them. The Turks deal much 
in the Juice of Lemons. 

Externally, many recommend the Uſe of Iſſues, becauſe the 
Matter of the Miaſma is wont to adhere to the ſerous Parts of 
the Blood, and to be brought by the Strength of Nature to the 
Place where the Iſſue is made, as is evident from an unuſual 
Pain and Tumour; beſides the Advantage ariſing from Expec- 
toration. 

When the Plague is actually begun, and the Body is coſtive, 
a gentle Clyſter ſhould be uſed. Then a Sweat ſhould be pro- 
moted, (twenty-four Hours at leaſt,) that the Poiſon may ex- 
hale and paſs through the Skin; and Epithems to the Heart 
will not be without Benefit, though they reach only to the 


may 


right Orifice of the Stomach, and its nervous Coats; they - 
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may be made of Theriac. expreſſed Oil of Nutmegs, Camphire, 
Saffron, Caſtor, and Balſam of Peru. Langius recommends 
Bleeding after Sweating, which may be of uſe. But above all, 


Oranges, Lemons, Vinegar, &c. which reſiſt Poiſon, Putre- 
faction, and prevent the Diſſolution of the Blood. 

When the Strength of the Diſeaſe is vanquiſhed, gentle 
Laxatives will be proper to expel the Sordes, during the Courſe 
of this Diſeaſe. The Writers on the Plague adviſe Cupping- 
claſſes, with Scarification and Bliſters, in peſtilential T umors. 
Riverius would have Cantharides, with Yeaſt and Vincgar, put 
behind the Ears, and the uſual Emunctories; and ſays, the 
Patient ſhould afterwards lie in Bed for twenty-four Hours, 
to promote the Efflux of the black, ſerous, and peſtilent Hu- 
mour, by Sweat. Nor ſhould the Ulcers be ſoon hcalcd, as 
Langius adviſes, but the Swellings ſhould be ſoon opened, and 


cleanſed by the uſual Digeſtives. | 

˖ It is worthy Obſervation, that few Medicines are beſt ; for 
1 {Wvbich Reaſon People of the lower Claſs generally come off 
better than Perſons of Diſtinction; and there is nothing worſe 


than to give Alexiphurmics aboufiding with a hot, volatile Oi! 
much leſs ought volatile Spirits to be given, for they fix the 
Poiſon upon the nervous Parts. Yet Herbs and Roots of this 
Kind are not altogether to be condemned, if mixed with Acids 
and Nitre; and I have been well informed, that a Mixture of 
Carduus Benedictus Water, and Wine Vinegar, if given to 
tour Spoonfuls, with a Dram of Crabs Eyes and Theriaca, and 
repeated, were very uſeful in the Plage at Hal, in 1682. In 
the Plague likewiſe in Lombardy, 1526, many recovered . by

Mindererus affirms, that there is no Putrefaction, Infection, 
or Depravation of the Humours that Acids will not vanquiſh, 
and if Vitriolic Medicines were forbid, he would never attempt 
to cure the Plague. Crato, and many others, ſpeak in the Praiſe 
of Spirit of Vitriol; and he affirms he has given it, not only 
with Syrups, but Conſerve of Roſes, with a happy Event, 
Among the earthy Remedies, Diaphoretic Antimony, Bezeardic 
Mineral, Crabs Eyes, burnt Hartizorn, Amber, en Sigillat. 
Armenian Bole, and Cinnabar, are the chief. The next Class 
are Analeptics, for the Phyſician ſhould endeavour to raiſe the 
Spirits of the Patient, by proper Exhortations, and the follow-

It will be always beſt to expel the Poiſon as quick as poſſible, 
which may be done by Vomit, as ſoon as the Patient is infected 
and feels a Faintneſs, with a Cardialgia, to which, if a Sweat 
be ſubjoined, it will, as it were, deſtroy the Diſeaſe in the Bud, in 
this as well as other Diſeaſes. Riverius, as ſoon as the Perſon 
was infected, put a Feather in the Patient's Throat, cauſed him 
to vomit, then put him to Bed, and threw him into a Sweat with 
Broth. Riverius likewiſe affirms, that he was ill of the Plague 
himſelf, and cauſed to be taken away ſome Ounces of Blood, 
which being repeated, he cured many. However, it is not to 


be adminiſtred immediately after the Invaſion, but on the third 


Day, if there is a Plethora, and the Strength permits. 

As to nitrous, Medicines, if the Body is plethoric, the Tem- 
perament choleric, or ſanguinco- choleric, the Heat great, the Fe- 
ver intenſe, with Thirſt, and Pain of the Head, Nitre may be 
given in a ſmall Doſe, with bezoardic Powders: But when there 
is a Torpor, and Sleepineſs, a weak Pulſe, Coldneſs of the Ex- 
tremities, and great Fear, Nitre is hurtful. It is always ſafeſtif 

iven with Camphire, and is not only an Alexipharmic, but te- 
ſilts Inflammations. A Surgeon at London, who was at the 
Plague of Vienna, told me, that he uſed a Black Electuary with 


Succeſs, compounded of Rob of Elder and Honey, of each half

Doſe was a Dram or two. 

It is a good Sign when Buboes break out quickly, and ſoon 
grow ripe; but it they return, Death is to be feared, The moſt 
dangerous Kind are behind the Ears; the worſt are attended 
with Carbuncles, and a livid Circle. Carbuncles are worſe than 
Buboes, and if they are great and black, and near the Heart, 
they are moſt dangerous.

appear, and grow ſenſibly, the Patient finds himſelf ſomewhat 
relieved from his great Oppreſſion. Some, in the above State, 
have a very violent Fever, ſometimes attended with Delirium 
and Phrenzy; others are ſtupid, ſleepy, and complain of no- 
thing. Such as are furious and delirious ſeldom live ſo long as 
the ſleepy and ſtupid ; but if they hold out till the Eruptions 
puſh plentifully, and then the Phrenzy abates, they may more 
probably recover than the Sleepy with a moderate F. ever. 

In Turkey, neither Air nor Diet produce the Plague, though 
both contribute very much to its Progreſs and Violence, when 
brought from any other infected Place. It generally rages moſt 
in Auguſt and September, when the Diet of the pooreſt Inhabi- 
tants, who ſuffer moſt by the Plague, conſiſts of unripe Fruits, 
as Cucumbers, Gourds, Melons, Grapes, &c. 

The Plague breaks out here and at Smyrna ſome Years, when 
there is no tracing from whence it is conveyed, Moſt likel 
from Houſes before infected, and not well cleanſed afterwards: 
Bat Plagues of this Kind ſeldom ſpread, and are never fo fatal 
as thoſe which come from Abroad. | 
As to the Cure of this Diſeaſe, ſome are for Bleeding; though 
in this Country it is regkoned infallible Death to open a Vein, 
and Phlebotomy is never uſed. But I am of Opinion, that a 
Medium between theſe might prove more to the Purpoſe; for, 
as itis an Inflammatory Diſeaſe, Bleeding and Emetics might 
be of Uſe in the Beginning, eſpecially if the Fever is very hot, 
with a Delirium, or violent Head-ach; but after there begins 
a Separation of the morbific Matter, ſhewn by Eruptions, 
Bleeding and Purging muſt prove prejudicial; yet, gentle Vo- 
mits might, even then, be allowed, as they might drive out the 
Eruptions more powerfully than Nature could do it without 
their Help. As the peſtilential Fever has many Remiſſions, I 
judge that the Uſe of the Bark might be of great Service, and 
ſo it proved to be, Anno 1752, to the French Ambaſſador's Ser- 
vant, to whom I ſent it, with Directions, by Padre Foſeppst ; 
_ he alone recovered of all who were taken ill in that Vil- 
age. 
The Practice in the Hoſpital is thus: When a Perſon is ſuf- 
pected, they give him a large Doſe of Brandy, with a Dram of 
Venice T reacle, covering him well that he may ſweat. The firſt 
three Days he eats nothing but Vermicelli boiled in Water, 
with a little Lemon Juice. On the fourth he has Rice and 
Water; which Diet they obſerve ſtrictly to the fifteenth or

THE Words Infection and Contagion are too commonly un- ve 

derſtood under the alarming Notion of a Plague, a peſti- ¶ to 
lential or malignant Fever. But thoſe Terms are here uſed in F 
no ſuch limited Senſe, though with an extenſive mann, all 
Fevers, of whatcver Kind, that are imparted from one Perſon WM Ir 
to another, either by a near Approach to each other, or by Ml fi 
Means of ſuch Subitances, as have imbibed Particles by which WW 8:

It is necęſſary alſo to obviate another vulgar Error that pre- 

vails, Nothing is more common than to hear a Fever, er I 

other Diſtemper, pronounced to be free from any infectious P. 


Diſpoſition, and the Attack of it upon a few attributed to very 8

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others may have done, who were equally expoſed to the In- 
fection. 

As there is no Remedy, though the moſt ſovereign in the 
World, which does not ſometimes fail of Succeſs, even in Caſes 
where, ſeemingly; it is well adapted; ſo there is no Contagion, 
ſo far as I think, yet known, that does affect all Mankind in- 
diſcriminately. Inoculation for the Small-pox ſoinetimes fails 
to produce that Diſeaſe, and yet no one queſtions its being con- 
tagious. I never found in myſelf the leaſt Nerf of an In- 
fection, though for ſeveral Years I have daily attended People 
labouring under contagious Maladies. It does not thence fol- 
low, that the Hoſpital Fevers, during thoſe Times, were not 
infectious, as there are the moſt poſitive Proofs of the contrary. 
An infectious Malady is not, therefore, always a Calamity 
which ſpreads itſelf to every Perſon that approaches; the Plague 
itſelf is not altogether of ſuch a Nature. Is it not, therefore, a 
Diſtemper, which, in certain Circumſtances, is, or may be, 
communicated to one, two, or more Perſons, and that, for the 
moſt Part, in its identical Form, and peculiar Nature, which 
muſt be ſuitable to the Habits and Diſpoſitions of the Perſons 
who received it? What theſe Diſpoſitions are is not the Queſ- 
tion at preſent. It may ſuffice, that I illuſtrate and confirm 
my Meaning by a late Incident. 

In a Word, where there were eighteen Marines, five of them 
were ſeized with a ſevere Flux, being infected by two Seamen 
who were warded with them. Among 592 Patients, then in 
the Houſe, there was no where heard this Complaint, but in that 
Ward. Thefive Marines became, themſelves, ſenſible how they 
got the Diſtemper, though thirteen, in a parallel Situation, 
were never in the leaſt affected by it. 

In acute Ailments, we judge the Stools, more eſpecially if 
very fœtid, to be the moiſt communicative of a Taint; next 
to thoſe the Breath, and, laſtly, the Effluvia from Patients in 


Fevers. 
As to the Method of ITY who has received this 


Infection from a Fever, the Manner ought to be altogether 
ſimilar, whether the Infection be acquired from a flighter or a 
greater Taint; and that it ſhould be practiſed alſo in all Caſcs 
of Relapſes. 

The Effect of Contagion is often ſudden, and, at the ſame 
Time, ſenſible. The ſlighteſt Degree is from the bad Smell of 
Patients labouring under offenſive Diſeaſes, Such flight De- 
grees of Infection I have often obſerved to be derived from Pa- 
tients of a groſs Habit of Body, when labouring under inflam- 


matory Diſtempers, and even other Complaints.

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Son, e have received ſuch an Infection from affiſting in put- 
tir g dead Bodies into the Coffins ; and likewiſe Nurſes by Per- 
ſons in the Small- pox. Shiverings, Sickneſs, and Head- ach are 
the uſual proclaiming Symptoms: Vomits and Bliſters ſoon 
reinſtate them ; ſeldom one proving mortal where the Patient 
was properly treated. e 

Thoſe infected by Patients in contagious Fevers, generally 
compare the firſt Impreſſion to an earthly diſagreeable Scent, 
received into the Stomach, as from a Grave newly opened, but 
not quite fo raw as the cadaverous Stench; the Effects of which, 
Shivering and Sicknels, are inſtantaneous. This is a partie 
cular Smell, hardly to be deſcribed : Some compare it to that 
of rotten Scraw ; others to the diſagreeably affecting Scent 


from the confluent Small-pox at their Turn, though it is not 


ſo ſtrong. 

But many are not ſenſible of any Effects from this Poiſon at 
firſt. An Infection from a Fever will ſometimes continue about 
a Perſon for many Days, nay Weeks, diſcovering itſelf chiefly 
by irregular Shiverings, and thoſe ſometimes fo ſevere, as to 
oblige the Patients to have recourſe to their Beds once a Day; 
ſometimes every other Day. 

It is alſo found, that in Fevers thus contracted, the Patients 
are very ſubject to Relapſes : In an infected Place, whether 
Houſe, Chamber, or Ship, where the Seeds of Contagion are 
harboured, frequent Relapſes into Fevers, even to the fixth or 
ſeventh Time, are not unuſual, and may be juſtly aſcribed to 
the Influence of the Contagion. 

Qu. Do not theſe ſame Cauſes, which occaſion Relapſes, 
ſometimes give Motion to the morbific Efuvia, before received 
into the Body, and enable them to produce ſuch Effects, as 


otherwiſe probably might not have appeared? I am the rather 


of this Opinion, becauſe, as I ſaid before, the Effects of the com- 
municated Miſchief from bad Fevers are often very quick, and 
ſenſible to ſome, immediately at the Time the Poiſon is received. 
But if a Perſon perceives no Symptom of an Infection, till 
many Days after having left the Place of its Abode, and is firſt 
taken ill of it immediately after having been wet with Rain,

To all who are ſuppoſed to be infected by Feyers, during 
this State of Rigors, a gentle Vomit is immediately to be ex- 
hibited, before the Fever be formed, and before the Fulneſs or 
Hardneſs of the Pulſe renders its Operation dangerous. If the 
Vomit be delayed too long, and eſpecially if Bleeding muſt 
precede it, the molt certain and favourable Opportunity of 
- procuring Safety tor the Patient is paſt. EE 


t The Effects of this Antidote are ſo well known, and have 
t been ſo fully aſcertained by repeated Experience, that thoſe 
t who are employed in Fever Wards, as ſoon as taken 

| ſick, have immediate Recourſe thereto. I have found it 
it equally ſerviceable in preventing Relapſes, when given imme- 


diately at the Return of the Shiyerings. I ſhould add, that a 
loole Stool or two ſhould at this Time be procured, either by 
the Emetic or Clyſters. 

The Vomit may generally be very gentle, ſeldom exceeding 
from ſix to ten Grains of [pecacoanha. The Patient ſhould 
afterwards, when put to bed, take a ſweating and quieting 
Draught, containing five Grains of Sal C. C. and from fifteen 
to twenty Drops of Tin.

do not know a ſurer Mark of a prevailing infectious Fe- 
ver, than this: If twenty Patients to whom it has been com- 
municated, be bliſtered at Night, about ſixteen of them hall 
next Morning be entirely free from Heat. This, however, is 
meant only of ſuch Infections whole Source is not highly poi— 
fonous ; nor can I affirm that ſuch ſalutary Effects will always 
be produced while the Patient continues in an infected Place, 
or within the Sphere of its Activity.

I have remarked already, that ſome Perſons who have once Na 
been infected, though they were ſpeedily relieved by a Vomit BW Wh. 
and Bliſtering, yet afterwards became, for ſome Time, ſickly, Wh Vary 


and afflicted with irregular Complaints. This happened chicfy 
in weak Conſtitutions, to hyſterical Women, and in very ma- 
lignant Taints., 

As to the Appearances after Death, in ſuch as have died of 


contagious Fevers zin the few I have opened, very 84 
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Collections of Matter were generally found in ſome Parts of 
the Body. 
I conjecture, that the great and experienced Benefit derived 


from the very early Application of Bliſters, flows from ſo many 


Ulcerations and Veſicles being timely provided for the com- 
plete Diſcharge of thoſe purulent and tainted Particles, by 
which they and the Infection are freely diſcharged from the 
Body. 

fr is an Obſervation of the beſt practical Writers, that 
Iſſues and Setons are moſt excellent Preſervatives againſt re- 
ceiving an Infection; nay, even that of the Plague itſelf: And 
the moſt hopeful Criſis in the Plague, and in moſt peſtilential 
Fevers, happens when Nature excites Tumors kindly ſuppu- 
rating, by whole beneficial and plentiful Diſcharges the deadly 
Poiſon is expelled from the Conſtitution. 

Infection, this dreadiul Source of Diſeaſe, is not confined to 
Armies or Fleets, in Ships or in Priſons; but it elſewhere, in 
Places often unſuſpected, exerts its malignant Influences. 

When a Nurſe, or when two or three Perſons in the ſame 
Family, are ſeized -with a ſimilar Fever; Cold, Fatigue, or 
Grief are ſolely blazneg, or the like Cauſes, which ſtrongly 
diſpoſe the Conſtitution to receive and animate the Taint; 
when ſuch Diſeaſes (as I have known) attack a Boarding- 
ſchool of Boys or Girls, the fatal Diſtreſs is often aſcribed to 
Cauſes which are not in the leaſt acceſſary. | 

When Spots are obſerved to riſe above the Surface of the 
Skin, the Fever, by ſome, may be ſuppoſed Miliary, and free 
from any Danger of being communicated. But, in contagi- 
ous Fevers, thoſe elevated Spots are very common. In the 
malignant Fever which prevailed among the French Priſoners 
in Vincheſter Caſtle, where the Contagion was very mortal 
in the Beginning of the Year 1761, I remarked the Spots were, 
on moſt of the Patients, elevated, and of the miliary Kind. 

I have thus offered a few Thoughts on a Subject, which it 
is to be wiſhed was more univerſally ſtudied and known. The 
Particles of Contagion are, for the moſt Part, of fo ſubtile a 
Nature, as ſeldom to fall under the InſpeQion of our Senſes ; 
whence in this, as in other Subjects ſo abſtruſe, there is a 
large Field open for Diſſenſions. Men, indeed, of the great- 
eſt Learning have frequently diſagreed in their Opinions con- 
cerning the real or poſſible Exiſtence of an Infection from man 
Diſtempers; of which the Yellow Fever in the I/e/t-Indies 
furniſhes a ſtriking Inſtance. Not many Years ſince, this Fe- 
ver became an Object of Conſideration before the Lords Com- 
nuſſioners of Trade and Plantations; where it was * » ASA 
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Reaſon for not removing the Seat of Government and Juſtice 
in Jamaica, from Spaniſh Town, to Kingſton, that there wa 
Danger from the Greenwich Hoſpital, fituated near Kingſton, 
of an Infection from the Yellow Fever being frequently com- 
municated to that Town. The Opinion of a Phyſician was 
taken, who had long practiſed in that Iſland; and by him it 
was judicially and 4 20 given, that, from the Yellow Fe- 
ver 99 there was no Infection; and the ſame way 
likewiſe the Opinion of other ſkilful Phyſicians. 

On the other hand, our American Colonies are under great 
Apprehenſions of the Importation of a Yellow Fever, in 
Goods and Ships from the Ve-Indies; by which they have 
often ſuffered. And it is but a few Years ſince, when a Gen- 
tleman dying of a Yellow Fever at Barbadoes, his Wearing 
Apparel and Linen, packed up in a Cheſt, were ſent to his 
Friends at Philadelphia; where, upon opening the Cheſt, the 
Family was taken ill; and the Cloaths being hung abroad to 
be aired, they preſently diffuſed the Contagion of this Yellow 
Fever over that Town, of which two hundred Perſons died. | 

The vulgar Appellations given to Fevers do ſometimes diſ- 
cloſe to us very little of their Nature and true Diſpoſition; and 
thus much is certain, that from the ſame Infection, 1 have 
known to proceed what might be termed, the Yellow, Pete- 


chial, and Miliary Fevers; and while the Contagion, ina few, 3 
aſſumed an intermitting Form, and was mild, in others it 
raged with a conſtant Fever. d 
Many Countries and Cities, in all human Probability, might W * 
have eſcaped the dreadful Scourge of the Peſtilence, by taking, WM *' 
on its firſt and moſt early Appearance, the proper Meaſures of * 
ſeparating the Sick from the Suſpected, though in Health; and 
ſhutting Boch ſeparately up, with proper Officers and necel- 8 
fary Attendants, from all others; and carefully tracing tie n 
imported or generated Poiſon, wherever lodged, that the in- 10 


fectious Atoms might be effectually deſtroyed, by the judicious 
Application of Fire and Smoke. But the Incredulity of ſome 
has been ſo great as to deny a Contagion to be in the Plague 
itſelf at its firſt breaking forth; becauſe no Marks of Conta- 
gion were found on the Dead Bodies. However, that this has 
proved a fatal Miſtake, is well known to ſuch as are convet- 
ſant with the Hiſtories of the different Plagues in Europe. 
The Phenomena, even in the moſt manifeſt Contagion, 
are often wonderfully myſterious, and altogether unaccount- 
able. Thus the Small-pox has been for Ages, and continues 
to be, the Terror and Deſtroyer of a great Part of Mankind: 


But from what Origin, OT how, was this Poiſon firſt it 
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dered ? The Europeans have carried it to almoſt all Parts of 
the World, though not a Marine might have been infected 
with it in a whole Voyage. This Venom has been conveyed 
in an old Blanket to bs of Indians, ſome of whom it 
has almoſt extirpated. 

Further, the ſpecific Nature and Qualities of ſuch Poiſons 
are likewiſe various from each other, and in many Reſpects 
inſcrutable. How far does each extend its proper Sphere of 
Activity? Who will undertake to aſſign an irrefragable, or a 
plain Reaſon, why the Small- pox will infect Perſons but once 
during the Period of their Lives; while the Plague, and other 
Infections, attack the Conſtitution again and again? There 
are unqueſtionably Limits preſcribed to human Reſearches, be- 
yond which, mugs Fancy may take its Flight, and Theory 
make wide Excurſions, all is Conjecture, Obſcurity, or pro- 
found Darkneſs. Linp, 
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Of the MILIARY FEveR. 


A Hilary Fever is not unlike a Catarrhal, and is attended 
wich a more intenſe Motion of the vaſcular and nervous 
Syſtem, whereby a corrupt lymphatic Matter, of a peculiar Na- 
ture, is expelled from the inward, and more eſpecially the ner- 
vous Parts, to the Surface of the Skin, in the Form of ſmall, 
rough, miliary Puſtules, ſometimes red, and ſometimes white. 

Theſe ſmall Puſtules are exceeding numerous, cauſing a Cor- 
rugation, Roughneſs, and Dryneſs of the Skin, and have a fetid 
Smell peculiar to themſelves. There is no Eruption ſo incon- 
ſtant as this, for it will ſometimes ſtrike in ſuddenly, and as 
ſuddenly appear again; and is attended with an itching, prick- 
ing Senſation more than any other Kind. Other Eruptions 
are common to all Countries, and are equally vexatious to Men 
as well as Women; but the Miliary ſeems familiar or endemic 
to ſome Places only, and more frequently attacks the female 
dex, eſpecially in Childbed. It is neither eþ{demic nor conta- 
gious, and ſeems rather owing to a Fault in the Yiſcera and 
Fluids, than the Intemperature of the Air. 

The miliary Eruptions are either red or white, and are both 
more or leſs acute, benign or malignant. The red are leſs dan- 
gerous, are generally free from a Fever, and then are chronical, 
appearing at ſtated Seaſons of the Year; but ſometimes they 
are accompanied with an acute Fever, I he white ſeldom or ne- 

ver 
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ver appear without a Fever, and therefore are more dangerous, 
In theſe the Lympha is affected with a Kind of an Acidity; for 
the Patient diſcharges Plenty of Serum by Sweat, Urine, Stool, 
or Salivation, which are the Effects of an Acid which coagulates 
the thicker Part of the Blood, and ſeparates the Serum from it. 
Beſides, all Kinds of Acids and Refrigerants, not excepting Ni- 
tre freely taken, are moſt hurtful in this Diſeaſe. On the con- 
trary, Abſorbents and Axti- Acids, and Things which render the 
Blood ſpirituous, are moſt ſalutary. Women who eat much 
Fruit, and ſuch like Traſh, of the aceſcent Kind, and live idle, 
ſedentary Lives, are moſt ſubje& to this Diſeaſe ; add to this, 
that thoſe who have died of it, have had a great deal of gru- 
_ Blood in the large Veſſels, and in the Cavities of the 

eart. 

The red Sort proceeds from a ſharp, ſalino-ſulphureous Se- 
rum, which is manifeſt from the Heat and Itching of the Skin 
in this, more than the Vite. Therefore thoſe whoſe Blood is 
impure, ſuch as the Aged, the Scorbutic, Women labourin 
undes a Suppreſſion of the Menſes, or Men afflicted with a 
Stoppage of the periodical Bleeding Piles; or who are fond of 
ſalt Meats, groſs Malt Liquors, or ſmoak much Tobacco, to- 

ther with a lax Habit of Body, and who lead an idle, inact- 
ive Life, are moſt ſubject to this Diſeaſe. It is found by Ex- 
perience, that temperate Remedies, which obtund the ſalin 
Spicula, are moſt efficacious againſt this fort. Whereas heat- 
ing, volatile Medicines, which induce a Commotion in the 
Blood, are known to increaſe the Diſorder. 

Sometimes the miliary Eruptions are idiopathic, and ſometimes 
ſymptomatic, and ſupervene to other Fevers, eſpecially the Con- 
tinual, when on the Decline. They likewiſe appear very com- 
monly with the Meaſles, Small-pox, putrid and ſpotted f evers, 
when drawing towards an End, and then they raiſe a new Fe- 
ver, whole Attack the debilitated Patient is not able to ſtand. 
When they appear in the Beginning of acute Fevers, particu- 
larly the Small-pox and Meaſles, they forebode no happy Event. 

The Idiopathic begins with a ſlight Shivering, ſucceeded with 
Heat and Loſs of Strength, ſometimes even to Fainting. There 
is a Straitneſs about the Breaſt, attended with Anxiety and deep 
Sighs, Reſtleſſneſs and Watching; at leaſt the Sleep is very un- 
quiet and diſturbed. There is a pricking Kind of a Heat per- 
ceived in the Back, with an alternate Succeſſion of Cold, Shi- 
vering, and Heat under the Skin, but moſt ſenfible in the Palms 
of the Hands. Women in Child-bed have the Flux of the

As the 
Diſeaſe increaſes, they do not rife to ny conſiderable Height, 
heing intangled with each other in the Face, but appear like a 
red Bliſter, and cover all the Countenance, which ſwells ſooner 
than in the Diſtinct Kind, Afterwards they ſeem not unlike a 
white Pellicle glued to the Face, and are not much higher than 
its Surface. 

The eighth Day being paſt, the white Pellicle grows daily more 
rough, and of a duſky Colour, The Pain of the Skin becomes 
more intenſe, and at laſt, in the more cruel Kind of this Diſ- 
eaſe, they do not fall off in broad large Scales, till after the 
twentieth Day. But this, in the mean Time, is worthy of Ob- 
ſervation, that the more the ripening Puſtules are of a browniſh 
Colour, they are the worſe, and the longer in falling off; and 
the more ye//ow they are, the leſs they run together, and the 
ſooner they diſappear. : 

When the Pellicle falls off, there is no Roughneſs on the 
Face, but branny Scales ſoon appear in its Room, of a very cor- 
roſive Nature, which leave deep Pits hehind them, and ſome- 
times ugly Scars; ſometimes the Shoulders and Back are quite 
deprived of their Cuticle. 

The Danger of the Diſeaſe is to be eſtimated from the Num- 
ber and Multitude of the Pu/?u/es on the Face alone. The Puſ- 
tulzs of the Hands and Feet are the greateſt; and the farther 
they are removed from the Extremities, the leſs they are; in 
Adults a Salrvation, and in Children, a Diarrhea is a Sign, 
though not always, of the Confluent Sort. The Spitting ſome- 
times begins with the Eruption, ſometimes two or three Days 
after it; the Matter is at firſt thin, but on the eleventh Day it 
is viſcid, and hawked up with Difficulty; the Patient is thirſty 
and hoarſe, extremely ſleepy, and his Senſes exceeding dull : He 
ſometimes coughs when he is drinking, and the Liquor regur- 
gitates through his Noſtrils : Then the Salivation generally 
ceaſes, but the Swelling of the Face ought not to go down quite 
till a Day or two after, when the Spitting is over; if the Hands 
do not begin to ſwell remarkably, and continue ſo for ſome 
Time, he Pavicne will ſuddenly leave the World. 

The D:arzhea does not fo ſoon attack Children as the Sali- 
vation does Men. In both Sorts of this Diſeaſe the Fever pre- 
dominates from the firſt Onſet till the Eruption ; then it abates 
till the Puſtules are ripe, at which Time it terminates. 

A bad Regimen cauſes many irregular Symptoms, ſuch as a 
Flaccidity and Subliding of the Puſtules, a Phrenzy, a Coma,

The Day on which the Patient is moſt in Danger, in the 
leaſt crude and moſt common Sort of the Confluent, is the 
eleventh from the firſt Attack of the Diſeaſe ; in the more crude, 
the fourteenth, and in the moſt crude, the ſeventeenth : Some- 
times, but very ſeldom, the Patient does not die till the tawenty- 

But in the Space of Time from the eleventh to the ſeven- 
teenth, as the Evening comes on, the Patient is daily tormented 
with a Fit of Inquietude.

Moſt Authors divide the Small- Po into the Diſtinct and Con- 

uent Sorts; but, in my Opinion, it more accurately and agree- 
ably to the Nature of the Diſeaſe may be divided into Simple 
and Malignant. 

The Simple Sort, is that in which the Eruption is attended 
with a ſlight Fever of a ſhort Duration, the Puſtules fill kindly, 
2 good Matter in a few Days, and at laſt fall off in dry 

cabs. | 

The Malignant Sort, is that in which the Eruption appears with 
a malignant Fever, the Puſtules hardly come to any tolerable 
Degree of Maturity, and either ſuppurate not all, or, if they 
do in ſome Meaſure, as the Fever is never off, it is with great 
Trouble; they at length end in little Cruſts. 

The Malignity appearing in various Forms, has given various 
Appellations to the Small-Pox; but the Differences which have 
fallen under my Obſervation, are theſe that follow; the CyHal- 
line, the Warty, and the Bloody. 

The Puſtules of the Cry/talline, inſtèad of thick, well-digeſted 
Matter, contain nothing but a thin, pale Water, and are in ſome 
meaſure pellucid, And this Sort is ſometimes obſerved in the 
Diſtin& as well as the Confluent. Sometimes the Fluid flies off 
and leaves hollow Bladders. | 

The Warty Puſtules contain no Fluid, but grow hard and 
prominent above the Skin, like Warts: Theſe are peculiar to 
the Diſtinct Sort. | 

The Bloody Puſtules are produced more Ways than one. For, 
ſometimes at the very Beginning of the Diſeaſe, the Puſtules are 
ſmall Tubercles full of blackiſh Blood, as if the Skin were pinch» 
ed with a Forceps. Then purple and /ivid Spots follow, ſuch as 
are deſcribed in the true Plague. But it more frequently hap- 
pens, that the Puſtules coming out very thick, on the third or 

urth Day after, when they ought to fill, become /ivid and à 
little bloody, with black Spots ſpread over the whole 1 Wes,

forebode Death in a Day or two, being real Gangrenes. It very 
often falls out at this Time, that a thin Blood flows not only 
out of the Patient's Mouth, Noſe, and Eyes, but alſo by every 


Outlet of the Body, more eſpecially by the urinary Paſlages, 


as it does ſometimes on the firſt Days of the Diſtemper, Theſe 
are manifeſtly of the Confluent Sort. | 

In the Management of the Patient in the D;/#in# Sort, Regard 
ſhould be had to the Seaſon of the Year, and the Strength of 
the Patient. Let this be a general Rule, To keep the Patient 
in Bed during the firſt Days of the Diſtemper, taking Care 
to defend him from the Inclemency of the Winter by proper 
Means ; and to moderate the exceſſive Heat in Summer b 
cool Air: For the Patient ought not to be ſtifled by Heat and 
Cloaths, nor ſhould the Eruption and Perſpiration be checked 
by Cold. However, great Care ought to be taken in general 
to ſupply him with pure and cool Air; becauſe a hot Air cauſes 
Difficulty of Breathing, checks the Secretion of Urine, and in- 
creaſes the Number of Puſtules on the internal Organs of the 
Body; the Conſequence whereof we may juſtly apprehend to 
be In ammations, Suſfocations, and, towards the End of the 
Diſeaſe, Gangrenes. | 

With Regard to DrEr, it ought to be very ſlender, moiſten-. 
ing, and cooling ; ſuch as Oatmeal, or Barley-gruel; and in the 
Beginning, the beſt Regimen is that which keeps the Body open, 
and promotes Urine. This End is obtained by boiling preſerv- 
ed Fruits with their Food, ſuch as Figs, Damaſcene ; and 
Tamarinds, and by giving them ſubacid Liquors for Drink ; as 
Small Beer acidulated with Orange or Lemon Juice; Whey turned 
with Apples, boiled in Milt; Emulſions made with Barley-water 
and Almonds ; Moſelle, or Rheniſh Wine, plentifully diluted with 
Water ;- or any other Things of this Kind. 

When this Sort of Diet did not keep the Body open, the 
Arabian Phyſiciaus preſcribed Manna, but ſparingly. For the 
k:eping the Body open in the Beginning is a moſt important Ad- 
vice, if the making of Urine alſo be promoted, ſo as todiſcharge 
it plentifully. EAD. 

In the Cure, Sydenham directs Bleeding on any of the three 
firſt Days to nine or ten Ounces ; and then an Ounce, or an 
Ounce and an half of Emetic Wine. But ſome Phyſicians will not 
allow a Vomit by any Means, unleſs there is a Nauſea, and the 
Head is much affected, Yet Hofman judges it to be proper on 
the firſt Day of the Invaſion, and preſcribes two Grains of 
Emetic Tartar diſſolved in Cinnamon Water, to Adults. 

Mead, in the firſt place, adviſes Bleeding even to Children, 
and affirms, that when they are ſeized with Convulſions 7 the 

nſet 
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Onſet of this Diſeaſe, ſome Evacuation ought to be made, which 
may be done ſafely by Leeches applied to the Temples, or be- 
hind the Ears. Likewiſe, if Blood cannot be drawn from the 
Arm, in younger Subjects, either of the Jugulars may be open- 
ed without any Inconvenience, 

That Regard is to be had tothe Patient's Strength is allowed, 
but the Weakneſs is ſeldom ſo great as not to allow ſome Loſs 
of Blood, And when the Pulſe is low, becauſe the vital Fluid 
is not propelled from the Heart with due Force, ariſing from a 
Thickneſs of the Blood, by removing the Oppreflion, the Pa- 
tient's Strength 1s obſerved even to increaſe with the Bleeding, 

In Youths and Adults, it is often neceilary to take away Blood 
two or three Times, only with an Intermiſſion of two or three 
Days between each Time. Blood-letting is ſo far from being 
an Obſtacle to the Eruption of the Puſtules, if the Patient js 
not too weak, that it forwards it conſiderably. Wen the vaſt 
Number of ſmall Puſtules foreboded a Diſeaſe of the worſt 
Kind, the Face of Affairs has been ſo remarkably changed 
upon one or two Bleedings, that the Puſtules increaſed in Size, 
and diminiſhed in Number. It alſo prevents a Delirium, Con- 
vulſions, Difficulty of Breathing, and the like. Bleeding may 
be uſed at all Times when the Violence of the Fever requires 
it, and the Patient is able to bear it. 

A Phrenſy coming on the fourth Day of the Eruption has been 
juſtly eſteemed a fatal Omen; yet many have been ſaved by 
drawing Blood immediately, and then throwing in a Cly/ter, 

After Bleeding, a Yomit ſhould be given, if the Stomach 
abounds with Phlegm or Bile, or be loaded with Food unſeaſon- 
ably taken. Otherwiſe a Purge may be preſcribed before the 
Eruption of the Puſtules. Which may be the Infuſion of Senna 
with Manna, or Manna alone, eſpecially for Children; for no 
Diſturbance is to be raiſed in the Body. Mea. 

[ Hoffman ſometimes adds Manna, or Tartar Emetic, to looſen 
the Belly at the ſame Time. And for a Purge he gives the 
Decoction of Tamarinds, with Rhubarb and Manna; and if 
there is Ground to ſuſpect that the groſs Inteſtines are ſtuffed 
with. Scybals, he directs an emollient and ſtimulating Clyſter : 
And adviſes to procure the Patient a Stool within eight or ten 
Days. ] 

1 the firſt Days, the Blood may be diluted with hopped 
Small Beer, which may be acidulated with Spirit of Vitriol till 

the Eruption is completed. SYDENHAM. | 5 

To keep the Inflammation of the Blood within due Bounds, 
and to aſſiſt the Expulſion of the morbific Matter through the 
Skin: |

Half a Dram of this may be taken by an Adult three or

Sometimes equal Parts of theſe Ingredients may be preſcri- 
bed; and, if the Efferveſcence of the Fever runs very high, 4 
proper Quantity of the Spirit of Vitriol may be added to the 
Patient's Drink. But if there be any Keckings and Reachings 
to vomit, they will be removed by Draughts containing half an 


Ounce of the Fuice of Lemon with one Scruple of the Salt of Worm- 
wood, MEAD. | 


Dr. Cameron obſerves, that in the milder Kind of the 
Small-Pox the Fever is ſeparated by two perfect Intermiſſions; 
and though in the malignant Sort they run into each other, 
yet the J races of the Limits may be diſcerned by ſome Degree 
of a Remiſſion. The Fir of theſe is the Fever of Deſpumation, 
cauſed by the no pag. variolous Matter. The Buſineſs of 
this is to protrude the Matter to the Surface of the Body, and 
the complete Eruption is its Criſis. Now as no Patient ever 
died for Want of a ſufficient Eruption, Nature at this Time 
needs a Bridle, and very ſeldom a Spur; becauſe the Danger is 
meaſured ceteris paribus by the Number of the Puſtules. There- 
fore in this Fever it will be proper to keep the Patient low, 
and to be very free in the Uſe of Nitre, or Vegetable or Mine- 
ral Acids, according to the State and Texture of the Blood. 

The next Fever is that of Maturation, cauſed by the ſtationary 
variolous Matter; the Intention of which is to ripen it into 
laudable Pus. The Time of the complete Production of this 
is the ſecond Criſis, Here Broths, Fellies, ' ſmall vinous Liquors, 
the Bark, and Ayrrh, are uſeful and neceſſary. But the Me- 
thod of preventing bad Symptoms, which in the Courſe of 
twenty Years Experience I have found to be of great Uſe, is as 
follows: On the Day before the Face is expected to fink, 
the Arms and Legs muſt be wrapt up lighely in a ſuppurating 
Cerate, for Inſtance, the Citrine, ſpread on Line Rollers, and 
tacked together ſo as to make one continuous Plaiſter, This 
greatly facilitates the Tranſlation of the acrid Serum from the 
Face and Head to the Limbs, promotes the Suppuration of it 
when tranflated, and preſently removes the burning Pain, 
which is uſually fo inſupportable in thoſe Parts, at this Time 
of the Diſeaſe. In leſs than an Hour after the Application of 
theſe Plaiſters, adult Patients have cried out joyfully, they were 
n Heaven. The Puſtules, as far as the Plaiſter reached, have 
lometimes ripcned and filled with laudable Pus, even to burſt- 
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ing ; and this dangerous Period has paſſed over without an 
alarming Symptom. 

The third Fever is that of Retroceſſimm. The Operation and 
Criſis of this are various, both as to Time and the Manner of 
Termination; therefore the Medicines muſt be varied accord- 
ingly. This is cauſed by the Retroceſſion of the morbid Matter 
from the Skin, and is commonly called the Secondary Fever, 
There are two Kinds of this Matter, the Pus, and a cau/tic Se- 
rum; which laſt colours the Baſis of the Puſtules, and has been 
ſtagnating and corrupting there ever fince the Eruption. The 
concocted Pus is never tubes. nor could it excite ſuch a dan- 
go Fever if it were. But the very Moment the Baſes of the 

uſtules loſe their fiery Colour, this Fever kindles as with a 
Flaſh of Lightning. Hence it is highly probable, the cauſtic 
Acrimony of the reſorbed Serum is the Cauſe of this Fever. 
Bleeding at this JunRure, though recommended by high Au- 


thority, is very improper; but it will be convenient to pre- 


ſcribe nitrous Abſorbents, Analeptics, and Plenty of diluting, ab- 
ſorbent Liquors. This Method, in ſeemingly deſperate Caſes, 
bas ſucceeded beyond Expectation. The Hurricane on the 
eleventh Day has gradually ſubſided, and ended in a perfect 
Calm by the fifteenth, without Bliſtering or Bleeding. CAMERON; 
When the Eruption of the Puſtules is compleated, which 
generally happens on the ſixth Day from the Attack, let the 
Patient take an Ounce of Diacodium every Evening till the 
tenth Day after the Invaſion. On that Night, if the Small- 
Pox be of the Confluent Kind, the Doſe muſt be increaſed to an 
Ounce and a half; and an Ounce in the Morning; and fo an 
Ounce and a half every Night till the Patient is recovered, 
If the Diacodium ſhould not agree with the Patient, he may 
take /iquid Laudanum, viz. xviij Drops for 3j. of the Syrup, 
and xxv Drops for 3 iſs. But it is to be noted, that if the 
Paregoric taken twice in a Day is not ſufficient to appeaſe the 
Commotion, which often happens towards the End, in the 
Small- Pox which remarkably run together, then it is to be 
given every eighth Hour, or oftener if there be Occaſion. 
But in the Diſtinct Sort, it will be ſufficient to give a Pare- 
ric every Evening, and in a leſſer Doſe, after the compleat 
Eruption of the Puſtules. | 
Yet whatever are the Sort, and at whatever Time of the 
Diſeaſe a Phrenſy ſhall happen, it is to be curbed by Paregorics 
iven one after another till the End is obtained, only waiting to 
ice the Effects of one Doſe before another is ordered. SYDENH- 
Medicines that procure Sleep, ſays Mead, are not to be uſed 


ever haſtily ; for all Anodynes in ſome Meaſure _—_ the 
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Separation of the morbific Matter from the Blood, unleſi the 
Pain happens to be exceſſive: And moreover, if the Violence of 
the Fever has raiſed a Delirium, they generally make it worſe. 
Wherefore, it is not proper to employ them tilt the Eruption 
of the Puſtules is compleated; and then they may be admi- 
niſtred with Safety. Theſe Medicines agree not ſo well with 
Infants, but Adults may take a Doſe of Thebaic Tincture ever 
Evening, and in Caſes of great Inquietude, the Doſe may be 
repeated in the Morning; for the Suppuration of the Matter 
ſtagnating in the Puſtules is forwarded with Quiet and Sleep. 
But if towards the End of the Diſeaſe the Patient happens to 
be ſeized with Shortneſs of Breath, or Danger of Choaking from 
viſcid Slime, theſe Medicines are to be entirely prohibited. 

In the mean time, if the Patient is coſtive, which is gene- 
rally the Caſe, and the Fever continues, the Body is to be 
opened with a Clyſter every ſecond or third Day. 

If this Method is proper in the Diflin#t Small-Pox, it will be 
found more neceſſary in the Confluent, which is attended with 

eater Fear and Danger. | 
In the "if Sort of the malignant Small- Pox the Water 
of the Puſtules can never be brought to a laudable Suppuration. 
Therefore, while the thinner Parts are made to tranſpire 
through the Skin, the groſſer ew to be drawn off through 
the Urinary Paſſages, by diuretic Medicines. To this Purpoſe 
Nitre may be adminiſtred three or four Times a Day, from a 
Scruple to half a Dram in ſmall Wine, which is the only Sort 
that agrees with this Diſeaſe, till towards the End, and then 
the Patient may be allowed a little Canary, or any other ſoft 
or generous Wine, to ſupport his Strength. While Mitre is 
thus taken, it will be right to interpoſ@ Medicines which 
cheriſh the Heart, and promote the Flux“ of the Humour 
into the Puſtules, ſuch as Ralegh's Cordial, or the Cordial 
Confection; the Bezoardic Powder, ſometimes with a little Saf- 
tron, and the plain Spirit of Hariſborn. 
| Beſides theſe, on the fifth or ſixth Day of the Eruption, 
Bliſters are to be applied between the Shoulders, and to the 
Arms and Legs. For which Purpoſe the bliftering Epithem is 
moſt convenient. By thus diſcharging the Seroſities, the Fever, 
which increaſes when there is no farther Derivation of Hu- 
mours to the Skin, is ſeaſonably prevented. 

The Warty Small-Pox is more dangerous than the Cry/al- 
line, becauſe the Matter of the Diſeaſe being too thick, can 
neither ſuppurate nor paſs off by Urine, Wherefore it is ne- 
ceſſary to uſe the utmoſt Endeavours to take off the Fever, and

to 
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to provoke a Sweat, in order to digeſt the morbid Humour, by 
the Cordial Medicines above mentioned. And Blifters ought to 
be applied in this Caſe likewiſe. But the Arabian Phyſicians 
pronounced this Sort of the Diſeaſe to be always fatal. 

The Bloody Small-Pox requires peculiar Attention. Now in 
this Sort, if any Good can ariſe from Phyſtc, thoſe Medicines 
bid faireſt for Noccell, which by their Stypticity in ſome Mea- 
ſure thicken the Blood, and ſo check it, that it cannot break 
through even the ſmalleſt Arteries. The beſt of this Kind are 
the Peruvian Bark, Alum, and Oil of Vitridl ; which are beſt 
uſed alternately in this Manner. A Dram of the Bark may be 
given every ſixth Hour; and three Hours after, a proper Quan- 
tity of Alum. It will be a very powerful Medicine if thus com- 
pounded; melt three Parts of Alum with one Part of Dragor's 
Blood, over the Fire, and when the Maſs is grown cold, re- 
duce it to a Powder, a Scruple of which made in a Bolus with 
Conſerve of Roſes, will be a proper Doſe. The moſt conveni- | 
ent Manner of giving the Oil of Yitriol, is in the Tincture of 
Roſes; of which Tin&ure hve or ſix Spoonfuls may be taken ſe- 
veral Times in a Day; and the Patient's common Drink may 
be acidulated with it, eſpecially if Purple or Black Spots appear 
interſperſed among the Puſtules. And this Medicine will be 
of great Service not only in the Bloody, but in all other Sorts 
likewiſe, accompanied with theſe Spots: Bliſters in this Caſe 
are ſafe enough when a Delirium requires their Application. 

[ Hoffman affirms, that Hæmorrhages in the Small-Pox are 
better relieved by Buttermilk and Mey, than any other Medi- 
cine whatſoever. ] 

In every Sort of this Diſeaſe, it is proper to open the Body on 
the Decline, that is, on the ninth or tenth Day from the Erup- 
tion, becauſe a putrid Fever generally comes on about that 
time, while the Puſtules are drying, or upon the Subſidence 
of the Swelling of the inflamed Skin where there is no Suppu— 
ration, which Fever cannot be taken off with equal Safety by 
any other Means; but gentle Cathartics alone are to be em- 
ployed in this Caſe, ſuch as were directed before the Eruption 
of the Puſtules.

Haller tells us, that Camphire aſſiſts greatly in filling the 
Small-Pox of the Confluent Kind with Petechiz; and Monro, 
that the Peruvian Bark does the ſame; that it filled the empty 
Veſicles with Matter, changed the watery Sanies into thick white 
Pus, made the Petechiæ, or Spots, turn gradually to a pale Co- 
lour, and cauſed the Pox to blacken ſooner than was expected. 
The Doſe, in Powder, is from ten to twenty Grains in ſome 
rich Syrup, with an aromatic diſtilled Water, every four or five 
Hours. Children may take it in a Cly/er, with a ſmall Quan- 
tity of warm Milk, after the Bowels are unloaded with a pre- 
paratory Cly/ter. If the Ciy/ter ſhould be retained too ſhort a 
Time, Syrup of Poppies to be added, or Diaſcordium. Theſe In- 
jections to be repeated Morning or Evening, or oftener. The 
Bark has had good Effects in mitigating the ſecondary Fever. 
When the Lungs are greatly ſtuffed, it is not to be given.] 

When the Eruption appears without much Fear or Pain, it is yet 
not without Danger; for the Puſtules frequently do not tend 
to Maturity, and there is no Suppuration made. Hence the 
Fever increaſes with Inquietude of Body, Anxiety of Mind, 
Difficulty of Breathing, and a Delirium, which carry of the 
Patient in a few Days. In this State, the Fever ought rather 
to be raiſed than checked, and then warm Medicines are to be 
direc ed, which promote Suppuration, by increaſing the Mo- 
tion of the Blood, and thinning the Humours, ſuch as Virgi- 
ma Snake-root, Contrayerva-raot, Saffron, Aſſa-Fetida, Ayrrb, 
and the like,

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When the Matter of the Infection is overabundant, as it 
happens in bad Caſes, Nature never fails endeavouring to 
throw off the Load. Thus, in Adults a Spitting comes on upon 
the firſt Days of the Eruption, whereas Children have a Looſe. 
neſs almoſt through the whole Diſeaſe, which is not to be in- 
conſiderately ſtopped, So again in Adults, if the Spitting does 
not go on to our Wiſhes, it ought to be promoted by Medicines 
which ſtimulate the Glands of the Mouth, eſpecially Gargl: 
made of a Decoction of Muſtard- ſeed and Pepper, with the Ad- 
dition of Oxymel. For in the Confluent and Malignant Small- 
Pox, if this Flux does not ariſe and continue to the End of the 
Diſeaſe it is a very bad Sign. 

Whenever a Woman with Child is ſeized with the Small-Pox, 
there is Reaſon to fear a Miſcarriage, which is dangerous from 
the new Fever that ſupervenes this Accident, and from the Loſs 
of Blood, which may bring her very low; and the nearer ſheis 
to her Time, the greater Riſque ſhe runs. Yet there have been 
frequent Inſtances of both Mother and Child doing well. A 
good deal depends on the Time of the Diſeaſe when the Abor- 
tion happens; becauſe, the more nearly it coincides with the 
Time of ripening the Puſtules, the more Danger it occaſions. 
Wherefore, if the Eux be more than Nature uſually requires, the 
Medicines uſed in the Bloody Small-Pox are to be given. 

Women's Monthly Evacuations coinciding with the Small. 
Pox, whether they happen at the uſual Time, or are brought 
on irregularly by thi extraordinary Efferveſcence of the Blood, 
in both Caſes rather afford Relief, than threaten Danger. But, 
if the Diſcharge ſhould be ſo great as to weaken the Patient 
overmuch, the Medicines recommended in the Bloody Smal: 
Pax will be here alſo beneficial; not neglecting to dias 
Blood if requiſite. 

Likewiſe Bleeding at the Noſe in the Beginning of the Dil =, 
temper, by diminiſhing the Heat, is rather ſerviceable tha 
detrimental, if not too exceſhve. 

It ſometimes happens, though not often, that the V ariolos 
Fever is accompanied with a 7 or double Tertian; in which 
Caſe the Peruvian Bark, or its Extract, is to be given at prop# 
Diſtances of Time, till the Fits ceaſe to return. But firſt, the 
Body is to be opened with a Clyſter. Nor will this Medic 
blader the Maturation ug” Puſtules, but the contrary. 

This is a general Rule, that whatever acute Diſeaſe coms 
upon the Small-Pox, it muſt be treated with its own pecula 
Medicines.

ing at this 'Time moſt —_—y eſtabliſhed in every Part of 
Zurope, eſpecially Great-Britain, I ſhall here wholly omit every 
thing that has appeared about it, of a controverſial Nature, in 
former Editions of this Work, and confine myſelf to a ſuccin&

If any epidemic Diſeaſe prevails, it is moſt prudent to defer

In directing the preparatory Regimen, he principally aims 
theſe Points: To reduce the Patient, if in high Health, to:

too low; to correct what appears vitiated, and to clear the Sto- 
mach and Bowels, as much as may be, from all Crudities and 
their Effects.

Various have been the Ways of communicating the Small- 
Pox by Inoculation in this Country, The two which Dr. D. 
has frequently praCtiſed ; but the following has been ſo invaria- 
bly ſucceſsful, as to induce him to give it the Preference, 

The Patient 14 the ſame Houſe, and, if no Objection 
is made to it, in the ſame Room with one who has the Diſeaſe; 
a little of the variolous Matter is taken from the Place of In- 
fection, if the Subject is under Inoculation, or a Puſtule, if in 
the natural Way, on the Point of a Lancet, ſo that both Sides 
of it are moiſtened. With this an Inciſion is made in that Part 
of the Arm where Iſſues are generally made, deep enough to 
paſs through the Scarf Skin, and juſt to touch the Skin itſelf, 
and in Length as ſhort as poſſible, not more than one-eighth of 
an Inch. The little Wound being then ſtretched open between 
the Finger and the Thumb, the Inciſion is moiſtened with the 
Matter, by gently touching it with the flat Side of the infected 
Lancet. This Operation is generally performed in both Arms, 
and ſometimes in two Places in one Arm, near together, to be 
the more ſecure of the Infection's taking Place. The following 


Method has alſo been tried by him with the ſame Succeſs, 


though he has heard it has ſometimes failed with others. A 
Lancet being moiſtened in the ſame Manner, is gently intro- 
duced, in an oblique Manner, between the Scarf and the true 
dkin, and the Finger of the Operator is applied on the Point, 
in order to wipe off the Infection from the Lancet when it is 
withdrawn. In both theſe Ways neither Plaiſter, Bandage, nor 
Covering is applied, nor in any Reſpect neceſſary. Theſe Me- 
0 never once failed him. 

It is of no Conſequence whether the Matter be taken from 
the natural or inoculated Small-Pox, or whether the Matter be 
before or after the Criſis; he generally chooſes to tak? it during 
the Fever of Eruption. 

If neither an inoculated Patient is at Hand, nor any one in 
the Neighbourhood has a diſtin&t Kind of the natural Diſeaſe, 

Hed Thread may be inſinuated into a ſuperticial Inciſion 
in both Arms, provided it bas not been a long Time infected. 

The Day after the Operation has been performed, little Alte- 
ration is diſcoverable. On the ſecond Day, if the Part is view- 
ed with a magnifying Glaſs, there generally appears a Kind 
of Orange - coloured Stain about the Inciſion, and the ſurround- 
ing Skin ſeems to contract. Then the following may be given

On the fourth or fifth Day, a Hardneſs is to be felt by the 
Finger; the Patient feels an Itching on the Part, which looks 
Nightly inflamed ; and under a Kind of Veſication is ſeen a 
little clear Fluid; the Part reſembling a ſuperficial Burn. About 
the ſixth, commonly ſome Pain and Stiffneſs is felt in the Arm- 
Pit, foretelling the near approach of the eruptive Symptoms, 
and is a Sign of a favourable Progreſs. Sometimes on the 
ſeventh, oftener on the eighth Day, the Eruptive Fever is an- 
nounced by flight remitting Pains in the Head and Back, ſuc- 
ceeded by tranſient Shiverings and alternate Heats, which con- 
tinue, more or leſs, till the Eruption is perfected. At this 
"Time the Patient often complains of a diſagreeable Taſte in the 
Mouth ; the Breath is always fetid ; the ee in the 
Arms now ſpreads faſt ; and upon viewing them with a Glaſs, 
the Inciſions for the moſt Part appear ſurrounded with an inf- 
nite Number of {mall confluent Puſtules, which increaſe in Size 
and Exteut as the Diſeaſe advances. On the tenth or eleventh 
Day, a circular or oval Eforeſcenceis uſually diſcovered round 
the Inciſions, extending ſometimes Half round the Arm, but 
more! frequently to about the Size of a Shilling; and, being 
under the Cuticle, is ſmooth to the Touch, and not painful. 
This accompanies Eruption, and certainly indicates the whole 
Affair to be over; the Pain and Stiffneſs in the Arm- Pit alſo 

oing off. 

The feveriſh Symptoms are generally ſo mild, as ſeldom to 
require any medicinal Aſſiſtance, except a Repetition of the 
Medicine directed the ſecond Night after the Operation; and 
next Morning this laxative Draught,

To be given as the eruptive Symptoms are, perceivable, if 

they ſeem to indicate any uhcommon Degree bf Vehemence. 
If the deſcribed Appearances are early obſerved, a favourable 
Event is implied; but ſometimes, although it may be perceived 
that the Inoculation has ſucceeded, yet it is but barely percep- 
tible ; the Colour about the Wound remaining pale, inſtead of 
red, or inflamed; the Edges of the Inciſion ſpread but little, 
remaining flat, ſcarcely riſing at all, and are attended neither 
with Itching nor Uneaſineſs: Nay, ſometimes on the fifth, and 
even the ſixth Day, the Alteration is ſo little, as to make it 
doubtful whether the Infection has taken Place. Theſe imply 
a late, and more untoward Diſeaſe: To prevent which, the 
Powder 
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Powder or Pill is to be taken each Night; which, if failing to 
operate by Stool, or there being any Diſpoſition to Coſtiveneſs, 
an Ounce of Glauber's Salts, or the mentioned laxative Draught, 
is to be given in the Morning, once or twice, as the Caſe may 
require. This forwards the wiſhed-for Inflammation. 

Yon now arrived at the moſt intereſting Period, the Erup- 
tion, inſtead of confining the Patient to his Bed or Room, he 
directs him, as ſoon as the Purging Medicine has operated, to 
keep Abroad in the open Air, be it ever ſo cold, as much as 
he can bear, and to drink cold W ater if thirſty ; always taking 
Care not to ſtand ſtill, but to walk about moderately, when 
Abroad. By this Conduct the Spirits are revived ; an Inclina- 
tion for Nouriſhment returns; he reſts well; a gentle Sweat 
ſucceeds, accompanied with a favourable Sort ; and the Fever 
ſeems wholly to be extinguiſhed. He eats and fleeps well all 
the Time, and by and by there is more Difficulty in reſtraining 
him within due Bounds, and preventing him in mixing with 
the Public, and ſpreading the Infection, than there was at firſt 
to prevail on him to go Abroad, 

During this Time, Medicine is ſeldom wanted; the cool 
Air ſeems the beſt Cordial : If any uncommon Languor hap- 
pens, a Baſon of ſmall Broth, or a Glaſs of Wine, is allowed 
in the Day, or ſome White-Wine Whey at Bed-tfme. 

With theſe Exceptions, he has ſo far kept them very ſcrupu- 
louſly to the Diet at firſt directed. But after the Eruption is 
completed, if Occaſion requires, they are indulged with well- 
boiled light Fleſh, as Chicken, Veal, or Mutton. 

The above Regimen almoſt univerſally prevents either alarm- 
ing Symptoms, or a large Crop of Puſtules; ſometimes, indeed, 
tney have been ſo many, though diſtin, that he has neither 
adviſed nor allowed them to go out of the Houſe. But the Ge- 
nerality, when the Eruptions are few, amuſe themſelves Abroad, 
within proper Limits, with the Puſtules out upon them. In- 
deed, he neither enjoins this, nor maintains that it is neceſlary ; 
but has not been able to obſerve, that any Inconvenience has 
niſen from it. | 1 

Thoſe who have the Diſeaſe in the lighteſt Manner, without 
any Appearance of Eruption, but on the inoculated Part, are 
ſoon permitted to go about their uſual Affairs; and many In- 
lances have happened of very induſtrious poor Men, who have 
nſtantly returned to their daily Labour, with a Caution not to 
itermix with thoſe who have not had the Diſtemper, and with 
Directions to take two or three Times of the Purge already di- 
ted, or as many Doſes of Glauber's Salts. Thoſe who have 
ina greater Degree are confined ſomewhat longer; and a 
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very mild Laxative is now and then exhibited, if there is the 
leaf Diſpoſition to Coſtiveneſs. | 

When the Maturation is completed, and it is evident there 
is nothing farther to tear from the Diſtemper, he allows his Pa- 
tients gradually to change their Courſe of Diet; recommending 
to them all to return to their ordinary animal Diet with much 
Caution and Reſtraint upon their Appetites, both in Reſpect to 
Food and fermented Liquors. 

There are ſome, but not many Caſes, wherein the Inciſions 
continue for ſome Time to diſcharge a purulent Matter: In 
theſe Inſtances it is ſufficient to cover the Place with the Mit: 
Cerate, or any other mild emplaſtic Subſtance, which may at 
once prevent the Linen from adhering to the Sore, and defend 
it from the Air; giving, beſides, ſuch gentle Purgatives, and 
proper Alteratives, as particular Exigencies may require. 

Hitherto has been deſcribed the una Progreſs of the Small- 
Pox from the Inoculation. There are, however, Deviations 
from this Courſe, and indeed not a few; ſome of the moſt ma- 
terial of which, as they embarraſs the inexperienced, and create 
a real Difficulty, as well as Apprehenſions of Danger; it ſeems 
neceſſary to deſcribe the Means that Experience has ſug- 
de to remove theſe Symptoms, or the Doubts reſpecting the 

Lvent. | 

1. Great Sickneſs, though it very rarely happens, ſometimes 

gives great Trouble, coming on accompanied with V omitin 

- during the Eruptive State. For this, it is always neceſſary h 
to clear the Stomach, by drinking plentifully of warm Liquids 
to promote the Vomiting : or perhaps more properly, by giving 
one Grain of Emetic Tartar to an Adult, mixed with ten Grains 
of Compound Powder of Crabs Claws, leſſening the Doſe for 
very young and weak Subjects. If no Stools ſhould follow, 
and the Sickneſs ſhould remain, a gentle Laxative almoſt cer- 
tainly procures a Reſpite, and the Appearance of the Eruption 
removes the Complaint entirely. 

2. A Deviation, of ſtil] more Conſequence, often, though not 
always accompanied with great Sickneſs, is an eryſipelatous 
EMoreſcence. This, if it ſhews itſelf on the Skin partially, and 
here and there in Patches, is not very alarming, and ſoon weats 
off. But ſometimes the whole Surface of the Skin is covered 
with a Raſh, intimately mixed with the variolous Eruption, 
and ſo much reſembling the moſt malignant Kind of the Con- 
fluent Small-Pox, as ſcarcely to be diſtinguiſhed from it: And 
indeed ſome Caſes of this Sort have happened, where being ac- 
companied with Petechie and livid Spots, he has been much 
alarmed; not being able to diſtinguiſh, though ſited. by 
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WE 
Glaſſes, whether what he ſaw was an inoffenſive Raſh, or 
Tokens of the greateſt Malignity. Very ftrit Attention, 
however, enabled him to determine the Difference clearly. 
The real and eſſential Difference then is to be gathered from 


the concomitant Symptoms. In the eryſipelatous or variolous 
Raſh, there is not ſo much Fever, nor is the Reſtleſſneſs, or 
Pain of the Head or Loins, ſo conſiderable; neither is there that 
general Proſtration of Strength, which is almoſt a never-failing 
Attendant on a confluent Small-Pox, eſpecially when accom- 
panied with ſuch putrid Appearances. Beſides, upon a careful 
Examination, there may ſometimes be diſcerned a few diſtinct 
Puſtules, larger than the reſt, mixed with the Raſh, which are 
indecd the real Small-Pox. In theſe Caſes the Patients are or- 
dered to refrain from cold Water, or any, thing cold, and to 
keep within Doors, but not go to Bed. If any Sickneſs yet 
remains, a little White-Wine Whey, or other moderate Cor- 
dial, is adviſed : And this Method has been ſo ſucceſsful, as 
to prevent any alarming Complaint. After two or three Days 
the Skin, from a florid, changes to a duſky Colour, a few diſ- 
tint Puſtules remain, and advance properly to Maturation, 
without any farther Trouble. 

It ſhould alſo be obſerved, that Raſhes of this Kind fre- 
quently happen during the Preparation, (whether owing to the 
Regimen, or Medicine, or both,) and cauſe the Operation to 
be poſtponed : but in ſuch Caſes they are apt to return at the 
Time of the Eruption of the Small-Pox. \ 

In general, as has been ſaid, the Symptoms preceding the 
Eruption commence at the End of the ſeventh, or on the eighth 
Day, incluſive, from the Operation: But it often happens, that 
they appear much ſooner, and ſometimes much later. Inſtances 
have been, wherein the Diſeaſe has enſued ſo ſuddenly after In- 
fection, and with ſo little Complaint or Uneaſineſs, that the 
whole Affair has been terminated, Purges taken, and the Patient 
returned Home, perfectly well, inaWeek's Time; before others, 
inoculated at the ſame Time, from the ſame Patient's Matter, 
and under the ſame Circumſtances, have begun to complain. 
In this Caſe, the inoculated Parts ſnew early certain Marks of 
Infection; ſometimes on the very next Day, or the Day after, 
when the Inciſion will often appear conſiderably inflamed and 
elevated, The Patient about this Time, frequently makes 
ſome of the following Complaints, viz. Chillineſs, Itchings, 
and ſmall pricking Pains in the Part, and ſometimes on the 
Shoulder, Giddineſs, Drowſineſs, and a flight Head-ach, ſome- 
times attended with a feveriſh Heat, but often without any ; 
The Account they themſelves give of their Feelings is, in ſome, 
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as if they had drank too much, and in others, as if they had 
caught a Cold. "Theſe Complaints ſeldom laſt twenty-four 
Hours, often not ſo long, and with frequent Remiſhons, and 
never riſe to a Degree that requires Confinement. The In- 
flammation upon the Arm at the Time of the Complaints ad- 
vances apace, and feels hard to the Touch; but upon their 


wearing off, the inflamed Appearances gradually leſſen, and the 


Part dries to a common {mall Scab ; the Skin, that was before 
red, turns livid, and the Party is quite well. In ſome Inſtances 
theſe Symptoms attack much later; even on the ſeventh or 
eighth Day, when an Eruption might be expected in Conſe- 
quence of them, yet none appears; but the Arm gets well very 
foon, and the Diſeaſe is at an End. 

In this irregular Sort of the Diſorder there have been, how- 
ever, ſome Examples, where a few Eruptions have appeared, 
and probably in Conſequence of the Inoculation ; yet the Puſ- 
tules have not looked like the true Pocks, nor maturated like 
them, nor lafted longer than three Days; about which Time 
they, for the molt Part, have dried away. 

Dr. D. finding it difficult to deſcribe the Variety and Irre- 


gularity of Symptoms that occur in this ſhort Way of having 


the Diſtemper, delineatcs ſome Caſes, by Way of illuftrating 
the Matter more to the Reader's SatiafaQtion, | | 

When Subjects of this Sort firſt occurred to his Practice, 
de doubted whether they were quite ſecure from any future 
Attacks; and in order to try this Matter, he inoculated them 
a ſecond Time, and made them aſſociate with Perſons in every 
Stage of the Diſeaſe, and try all other Means of getting in- 
fected, yet without a ſingle Inſtance of producing the Diſor— 
der: So that he now makes no Scruple of pronouncing them 
perfectly ſafe. 

Another Irregularity deſerving Notice is, that ſometimes, 
upon the Abatement of the Fever, and other Symptoms, after 
the Appearance of ſeveral Puſtules, and when the eruptive 
State of the Diſeaſe ſcems perfectly completed, it neverthe- 
lefs happens that freſh Eruptions come out, and continually 
do fo daily, for four, five, or even ſix Days ſucceſſively; 
preceded fometimes by a ſlight Pain in the Head, though 
more frequently they appear without any new Diſtyrbance. 
Fheſe are gencrally few in Number, ſhort-lived, and ſeldom 
come to Maturity. But he has ſeen four Caſes, in each of 
which, aſter a Ceſſation of Complaints, and an Appearance 
of a few Puſtules, the eruptive Stage was thought to be over, 
vet in two or three Days a freſh Fit of Fever has come on, 
and, after a ſhort Illneſs, a Quantity of new Puſtules 76 

| ; broke 
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broke out, far exceeding the firſt Number, and theſe remain- 


ed, and matured completely. 

Some of his own Patients, and, as he has been credibl 
informed, of others, have had conſiderable Eruptions after 
they returned home; which have probably given Occaſion 
for the Reports of ſeveral having had the Diſeaſe again in the 
natural Way, after Inoculation. But that theſe Reports are 
ill-grounded, will appear from this Obſervation, to wit, that 
in all the Caſes of this Sort, which have occurred in his own 
Practice, or, as far as he can learn, in that of others, the ſe- 
cond, or latter Crop of Puſtules, has always happened within 
the Time uſually allowed for the Progreſs of the Small-Pox 
from Inoculation, and before the Inflammation on the Arm 
ceaſed, and ſooner than they could be ſuppoſed to be produ- 
ced by Infection taken in the natural Way: And whenever 
it has happened, it has been to Perſons in whom, after a 
ſlight Eruption, and Abatement of Symptoms, the Diſeaſe 


| has prematurely been judged to be quite over, 


It will doubtleſs be aſked, How Caſes of this Kind ſhould 
ever happen among thoſe who return home as cured? To 
which he anſwers, That it is no unuſual thing for induftri- 
ous Men, after a flight Eruption, and Ceſſation of all Com- 


| 1 to aſk Leave to return home to their Occupations and 


amilies; and where it has been thought that no Danger 
would accrue to others, their Requeſt has been often granted : 
for the Phyſician no more than the Patient can foreſee when 
theſe Accidents ſhall, follow; but it may be obſerved here, 


| that in all theſe Caſes of his own Knowledge, very repellent 


Medicines being uſed in the Beginning, and a more gene- 
rous Diet, or greater Exerciſe afterwards, ſeem to have con- 
tributed to this ſecondary Eruption, | 

Dr. D. comes next to conſider the Conſequences that 
follow this very cooling and repelling Method, and how far 
the Patient's future State of Health may be affected by a 
Practice ſo new and oppoſite to eſtabliſhed Theory. He needs 
not, he thinks, ſay how much it has been thought right, in 
moſt or all eruptive Complaints, eſpecially in the Small-Pox, 
to forward, by every gentle Means, the Efforts of Nature in 
producing an Eruption: And, on the contrary, how danger- 
ous to check it, either by cold Air, cold Drink, or any con- 
ſiderable Evacuations; or that the Uſe of warm Diluents, 
therefore, and the lying in Bed, eſpecially if the Fever and 
Symptoms run high, or at leaſt confining them to the Houſe, 
have been generally approved and recommended fot the Pur- 
pole, But when a Practice fo foreign to this, and almolt 


totally 
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totally different, is inculcated, it is no Wonder if Mens Minds 
are alarmed, and thoſe Evils expected that were ſuppoſed to 
be the unavoidable Conſequences of it. 

Experience, however, and Inſtances of ſo many Thouſands 
ſucceeding 'by this Method, without any conſiderable bad 
Effects from it, either immediate or remote, are irreſiſtable Ar- 
guments for its Support and Juſtification, and the beſt Proof 
of its Utility and Safety: he ſays, without any conſiderablt 
bad Effects, as, in reality, he never ſaw any that deſerved that 
Name, if compared with what ſometimes follow the natural 
Small-Pox, or frequently happen after the old Methed of Ino- 
culation. | 

Every one who has any Share in this Practice, according 
to the common or 014 Methods, will allow, that after paſſing 
through the Diſeaſe in a very favourable Manner, Patients 
(Children eſpecially) were frequently liable to Abſceſſes in 
the Arm-pits, and other Parts, tedious Ophthalmies, and trou- 
bleſome Ulcerations in the Place of Inſertion ; which, though 
not to be foreſeen or prevented, yet frequently gave more Pain 
and Vexation to the Patients, and Trouble to the Operator, 
than the Diſeaſe itſelf had done: Whereas, he can aver, that 
of thoſe treated in the cool Way, or this new Method, but 
one among more than Fifteen Hundred had ſo much as 
a Boil in the Axilla, and that was a Child who had an Iflue 
in the ſame Arm, at that Time dried up; and that he has 
only ſeen ſo very ſmall ſuperficial Boils in others near the 
Place of Inſertion, ſeeming rather to be occaſioned by an Irri- 
tation from the Diſcharge, than from any other Cauſe, and 
were ſoon healed without any Trouble. In a few Inſtances 
alſo there has been a Slough in the inciſed Part, forming a 
Sore of a ſhort Duration; Toe not one Inſtance of an Ulcer 
of any Continuance. He has never had an Example of one 
Ophthalmy from this Practice : in a few, the Coats of the 
Eye have been a little inflamed, but ſoon became clear, with- 
out any Means uſed. So that theſe Complaints, formerly ſo 
grievous and frequent, are, by the new Method, much re- 
duced. x 

Diſcoveries in Phyſic, as in other Sciences, are at firſt lia- 
ble to Cenſure and Dpcokition and as the preſent Syſtem of 

- Inoculation is of ſo extraordinary a Kind, it would not be 
ſtrange, if a greater Portion of both, than uſual, ſhould fall to 
its Share. Accordingly, as no Charge of Fatality or bad 
Effects after Recovery could be produced, Recourſe has been 
had to other Meaſures, to calumniate and diſcredit the Prac- 


tice, too ridiculous to be recited, and deſerving no more oo 
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this general Anſwer ; that from the ſtricteſt Obſervation and 
Enquiry Dr. D. has been able to make, thoſe inoculated in this 
Way have continued to enjoy as good a State of Health as their 
Neighbours ; nay, many of them have thought their Conſtitu- 
tions better after than before. | 

Another Charge againſt this Method is, that ſome have had 
the Diſtemper afterwards in the natural Way, What he has 
ſaid about Anomalies in the Small-Pox, will, he believes, ſuffi- 
ciently account for the Appearances which have occaſioned 
thoſe falſe Reports ; and if that does not ſatisfy, he can only 
add this poſitive Declaration, that nothing of the Kind has ever 
happened to any Patient by him inoculated ; and he does firmly 
believe, no one ever had, or can have, the Diſtemper a ſecond 
Time, either in the natural Way, or from Inoculation. 

He comes next to the Effects of this Treatment, applied to 
the natural Small- Pox. The very great Relief Perſons under 
inoculation experience from freſh Air, cold Water, and Evacu- 
ations by Stool, determined him, he ſays, to make Trial how 
far the like Treatment might be uſeful, to thoſe ſeized with 
the natural Small-Pox ; more eſpecially in ſuch Caſes, where, 
from the Violence of the Symptoms, a confluent Kind was juſtly 
to be apprehended. 

If the Attack of the cold Fit be pretty ſevere, and the ſubſe- 
quent Fever unuſually high; if a Nauſea and Vomiting ſucceed, 
together with great Pains in the Head, Back, and Loins, eſpe- 
cially the laſt; if a Delirium, great Reſtleſſneſs, diſagreeable 
Tafte in the Mouth, and a peculiar Smell in the Breath, or even 
if ſeveral of thoſe Symptoms are obſerved, the Small-Pox may 
reaſonably be eg and if, upon Inquiry, which ſhould 
always be made, it appears, that the Patient has been in the 
Way of Infection, there will be little Reaſon to doubt it. 

It may be objected, that, notwithſtanding the cloſeſt Attention 
and Inquiry, 3 of the like Kind may precede Fevers of 
other Kinds. To which he anſwers, that ſome ſuch Caſes, though 
tew, have happened; and the Treatment he is about to recom- 
mend has been practiſed not only without Prejudice to the Pa- 
tient, but manifeſtly to his Benefit. 

But waving, for the preſent, all Conſiderations reſpecting the 
Treatment of Fevers in general, he only relates what has oc- 
curred to him in Reſpect to the Natural Small-Pox. 

In ſeveral Inſtances, where the Symptoms and other concur- 
ring Circumſtances induced him to think the Small-Pox was at 
hand, he has directed the like Management as he recommends 
to inoculated Patients, He has been called alſo to others at the 
Time of Eruption, where ſome Puſtules having already appeared, 

|; made 
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made the Matter clear: and in every Caſe of this Kind he ha rut 
endeavoured to get the ſick Perſon into the open Air, has gene- 
rally given the mercurial and antimonial Pill, and dire kee 
Laxative to be taken ſome Hours after it, to procure three or 
four Stools ; which Method he has more particularly enjoined 
to be repeated where the Kind has appeared to be bad, and little n 
or no Relief found from the partial Eruption, and the Symptoms 
continuing to portend great Danger. The ſame Method he 
has followed duringthe wholeeruptive Fever, intending thereby 

o abate its Violence, to check the Eruption, and prevent the 
Conflux and the Danger. The Succeſs of this Practice haz 
hither exceeded his Expectations. Among thoſe who hae 
been thus treated by himſelf not one has died, though the Num- 
ber be about Forty. 

The open Air immediately abates the Heat over the whole 
Surface of the Skin, which, though before intenſely hot, ſoon 
feels not much warmer than that of one in Health. The tend, 
Pulſe, from ſtrong, full, and quick, becomes leſs hard and 
full, but continues quick, and ſometimes intermits; which, 
however alarming it may ſeem, is no dangerous Symptom. 
The Pain in the Head is always relieved, but that in the Back 
and Loins does not abate in Proportion ; and though it colts 
no little Pain and Trouble to perſiſt in moving Abroad under 
ſuch Circumſtances, attended, for the moſt Part, with great 
Laſſitude; yet the Patients are ſenſible of the Benefits they ture i 
receive; and entertaining a good Opinion of the Practice, Whrete, 
commonly behave with great Reſolution, and, in general, Hfeſhe 
think themſelves ſtronger. hey « 

The Effects of the Medicines are uſually theſe, If there haet in 
been much Sickneſs at Stomach, Vomiting frequently ſucceeds 
the Uſe of the Pill; when the Patient ſhould drink plentifullyMComp 
of warm Diluents, and not go Abroad till the Fatigue is over. n thi; 
This, and the ſucceeding Stools abate, for the moff Part, the bove. 
feveriſh internal Heat, Thirſt, Sickneſs, and Pains. They 
complain then of being low and faint, but a Diſpoſition tofWble t. 
receive Nouriſhment hourly increaſes; and they drink Mut-Moſt c 
ton or Chicken Broth, Milk Pottage, or Tea. Sleep likewiſe For 
now comes on ſpontaneouſly ; but he forbids it till Bed tint M: 
at Night. ners 

Hence it appears, that the Fever preceding Eruption, an4erty t 
its worſt concomitant Symptoms, are often greatly mitigateqnd T 
by this Practice; and it may be added, that the Eruption 
moſt certainly retarded ; that is, it does not appear ſo ſoo 
after the Attack, nor comes out ſo precipitately, when it ba 


begun to appear, as it ſeemed likely to have done if the y 
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tural Progreſs had not been interrupted; an Effect which, 


f however r it may have been thought, clearly ſhews 
ce Utility of the Practice; ſince Experience manifeſts, that 
b the later the Eruption ſhews itſelf after the Beginning of the 
iſeaſe, and the flower it comes out, the more mild and fa- 
lo yourable is the Event. 


Hitherto of the Diſeaſe only in its eruptive State : After 
which, unleſs ſome preſſing Symptoms call for immediate 
Relief, it is the general Practice to wait till Maturation 
comes on. 

In this neglected Interval to the Acceſſion, of the Fever of 
Maturation, he ventures in general to recommend the ſame 
mercurial antimonial Medicine as he preſcribed in the erup- 
tive Fever, to be repeated at proper Intervals, till tke Matu- 
ation advances, when it muſt certainly be diſcontinued :

How far it may be ſafe or adviſeable for the Patients to ven- 
ure into the open Air during the Stage of this Diſeaſe, he 
retends not to ſay; but that they will be certainly both re- 
Ireſhed and invigorated, by being kept out of Bed as much as 
bey can bear, without being over-fatigued ; and by freſh Air 
et in ſometimes through an open Window. 

As the Violence of the eruptive Fever, and its attendant 
omplaint, muſt exhauſt the Strength and Spirits, they ſhould 
WW this Interval be recruited by moderate Quantities of the 
wove-mentioned proper Nouriſhment, and, if Occaſion re- 
uires, with cordial and anodyne Medicines, to be the better 
ible to encounter and bear the Pain and Fever, which will 
olt certainly happen as Maturation advances. 

For the beſt Method of treating the Small-Pox in the State 
WW! Maturation, he refers to the eminent and learned Practiti- 
ners who have profeſſedly written about it, only taking Li- 
erty to recommend one Medicine he has found to abate Heat 
rated Thirſt, and afford a pleaſing Refreſhment.

It hap- 
pens to moſt of them, either on the firſt Day, that this little 
Bladder ariſes, or on the Day after, that its tender Cuticle is 
burſt by the accidental rubbing of the Cloaths, or by the Pa- 
tient's Hands to allay the Itching, which attends this Erup- 
tion, A thin Scab is then formed at the Top of the Pock, 
and the Swelling of the other Part abates, without its ever 
being turned into Pus, as it is in the Small-Pox. Some few 
eſcape being burſt, and the little Drop of Liquor contained 
in the Veſicle at the Top of them, grows yellow and thick, 
and dries into a Scab. On the fifth Day of the Eruption 
they are almoſt all dried and covered with a flight Cruſt. 
The Inflammation of theſe Pocks.is very ſmall, and the Con- 
tents of them do not ſeem to be owing to Suppuration, as in 
the Small-Pox, but rather to what is extravaſated immediately 
under the Cuticle by the ſerous Veſſels of the Skin, as in a 
common Bliſter. No Wonder, therefore, that this Liquor 
appears ſo ſoon as on the ſecond Day, and that upon the Cu- 
ticle being broken it is preſently ſucceeded by a ſlight Scab: 
Hence, too, as the true Skin is 2 little affected, no Mark or 
dear is likely to be left, unleſs in one or two Pocks, where, 
either by being accidentally much fretted, or by ſome extra- 
ordinary Sharpneſs of the Contents, a little Ulcer is formed 
in the Skin. | 
The Patients ſcarce ſuffer any thing throughout the whole 
Progreſs of this 1lIneſs, except ſome Languidneſs of Strength, 
and Spirits, and Appetite, all which is probably owing to 
the confining of themſelves to their Chamber. LE | 
He ſaw two Children ill of the Chicken-Pox, whoſe Mo- 
ther choſe to be with them, though ſhe had never had this 
Illneſs. Upon the eighth or ninth Day after the Pocks were 
at their Height in the Children, the Mother fell ill of this 
Diſtemper then beginning to ſhew itſe}f. In this Inſtance 
the Infection lay in the Body much about the ſame Time that 
it is known to do in. the Small-Pox. 
Remedies are not likely to be much wanted in a Diſeaſe 
attended with hardly any Inconvenience, and which in ſo 
ort a Time is certainly cured of itſelf.

Foreign medical Writers hardly ever mention the Name of 
this 8 ; and the Writers of our own Country ſcarce 
mention any thing more of it than its Name. Morton ſpeak; 
of it, as if he ſuppoſed it to be a very mild genuine Small-Pox, 
But theſe two . e are ſurely totally different from one 
another, not only on Account of their different Appearance 
abovementioned, but becauſe thoſe, who have had the Small. 
Pox, are capable of being infected with the Chicken-Pox; but 
thoſe who have once had the Chicken-Pox are not capable of 
having it again, though to ſuch, as have never had this Diſtem- 
per, it ſeems as infectious as the Small-Pox. He wetted a Thread 
in the moſt concocted pus-like Liquor of the Chicken- Po 
which he could find, and after making a flight Inciſion, it ws 
confined upon the Arm of one who had formerly had it; the 
little Wound healed up immediately, and ſhewed no Signs of 
any Infection. 

From the great Similitude between the two Diſtempers, iti 
probable, that, inſtead of the Small-Pox, ſome Perſons hare 
been inoculated from the Chicken-Pox, and that the Diſtemper 
which has ſucceeded has been miſtaken for the Small-Pox 0 
haſty or unexperienced Obſervers. | 

There is ſometimes ſeen an Eruption, concerning which be 
has been in Doubt, whether it be one of the many unnoticts 
cutaneous Diſeaſes, or only, as he is rather inclined to belies 
a more malignant Sort of Chicken-Pox. 

This Diſorder is preceded for three or four Days by all th 
Symptoms which forerun the Chicken-Pox, but in a much 
higher Degree. On the fourth or fifth Day the Eruption 2 
pears, with very little Abatement of the Fever; the Pains like 
wiſe of the Limbs and Back ſtill continue, to which are joint 
Pains of the Gums. The Pocks are redder than the Chicken 
Pocks, and ſpread wider, and hardly rife ſo high, at leaſt not! 
Proportion to their Size. Inſtead of one little Head or Veſick 
of a ſerous Matter, theſe have from four to ten or twelve. Tit 
go off juſt like the Chicken-Pox, and are diſtinguiſhable ffn 
the Small-Pox by the ſame Marks; beſides which the Conti

Many Foreigners ſeem ſo little to have attended to the pf 

ftics of the Small-Pox, particularly the Leng® 
of Time which it requires to its full Maturation, that we”! 
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the leſs wonder at the prevailing Opinion among them, that 
the ſame Perſon is liable to have it ſeveral Times. Petrus Bo- 
rellus ( Hift. & Ob. Rar. Med. Phyſ. Centur. iii. Obſ. 10.) re- 
cords the Caſe of a Woman, who had this Diſtemper ſeven 
Times, and catching it again died of it the eighth Time. It 
would be no extravagant Aſſertion to ſay, that here in England 
not above one among Ten Thouſand Patients is pretended to 
have had it twice; and wherever it is pretended, it will always 
be as likely that the Perſons about the Patient were miſtaken, 
and ſuppoſed that to be the Small-Pox, which was an Eruption 
of a different Nature, as that there was ſuch an extraordinary 
Exception to what we are ſure is ſo general a Law. 
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Of the ERYSITELAS, or ST. ANTHONY's FIRE, 


AN ERYSIPELAS is an eruptive Fever, from which no Part 

of the Body is exempt ; but it chiefly attacks the Face. 

It begins with Chillneſs and Shivering, and other common 

dymptoms of a Fever. The Part affected ſwells a little, with 

— Pain, and intenſe Redneſs, and is beſet with a vaſt 

umber of little Puſtules ; which, when the Inflammation is 
increaſed, are converted into ſmall Bliſtert. SYDENHAM. 

This Diſeaſe has great Affinity with a peſtilential Fever; for 
It begins ſuddenly with great Shaking, Heat, Loſs of Strength, 
violent Pain in the Back and Head ; to which may be added 
Vomiting, and a Delirium; (but this is to be underſtood of 
the worſt Sort.) On the third or fourth Day the malignant 
Matter is thrown out on the Surface of the Body, and then, 
the Symptoms a little abate. There is often a Pain, Redneſs, 
and Tumour in the inguinal Glands, from whence the Matter 
of a hot fiery Quality deſcends to the Feet. If the Head is at- 
tacked, the parotid Glands are affected; if the Breaſts, the 
axillary, The mammary and axillary Glands are not ſeldom 
ulcerated, and affect the Joints with a virulent Corruption. 
And likewiſe, as in the Plague, there is nothing more dan- 
gerous than the Return of the expelled Matter back from the 
durface of the Body to the inward Parts. 

In ſome, eſpecially young Perſons, the Matter is not fo 
virulent, nor the Fever ſo great; the Glands remain unat- 
ſected, and the Eruption happens on the ſecond Day. This is 
not at all dangerous, | 
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An Eryſipelas is either true or ſimple, or ſpurious, which i 


likewiſe called ſcorbutic. The ſimple only affects the Surface c 1 
the Skin, and readily yields to proper Remedies. But the pz. d 
rious is more chronic, is harder to cure, and often degene- 
rates into malignant Ulcers. Beſides, this Diſeaſe is ſome. Wil © 
times idiopathic, or a primary Diſeaſe ; and ſometimes ſympte- la 
matic, or a ſecondary one. For inſtance, ,in the Anaſarcs, 
the Aſcites, the yellow and black Jaundice, a ſymptomatic Er 4

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Of the Synocavs, er Continual Fever without Remiſſion, 


T HIS Fever, by ſome called Synocna, by others a Con- 
TINUAL FEYER, is an acute ſanguineous Fever, becauſe it 
is raiſed by a Congeſtion of the Blood, chiefly in the nervoſo- 
membranous Parts ; which, unleſs timely diſcuſſed by the Be- 
nefit of Nature and Art, produces a fatal Inflammation, 

It begins in ſome, with a mild Senſe of Cold, and is ſoon 
i with very grievous Symptoms, continuing without 
Remiſſion till the critical Time, with a great and full Pulſe. 
If tne Blood is forced to the Head, for it always affects one 
Part more than another, the Face will ſwell, the Eyes will be 
red and full of Tears: There is a Pain in the Head with a Pul- 
ſation of the temporal Arteries, a Vertigo, a Sleepineſs, Tor- 


por, ora Raving. When the Blood ruſhes impetuouſly into 


the Ventricles of the Heart and Pulmonary Veſſels, cauſing a Diſ- 
tenſion therein, then the Breathing will be thick and difficult, 
with a Straitneſs of the Breaſt, as alſo an Anxiety and Palpi- 
tation of the Heart, attended with a Loſs of Strength, and a 
Dejection of the Mind. A flight Inflammation of the Oeſopha- 
gus, with a ſpaſtic Stricture of the Glands of the Fauces, will 
cauſe Thirſt, Dryneſs, and Blackneſs of the Tongue. If the 
Inflammatory Congeſtion happens in the Stomach, it will create 
a Nauſea, a Reaching to vomit, and ſometimes a Hiccup, If 
in the [nte/tines, there will be Inflations grievouſſy exaſperating 
the Diſeaſe, together with a Coſtiveneſs, or an Ejection of 
fœtid Excrements. If in the Veſlels proceeding from the Me- 


ſeraic Arteries and Vena Porte, there will be a fixed Pain at the 
firſt Vertebra of the Loins. If in the Membranes of the ſpinal 


Marrow, the Patient will tumble and toſs, and lie irregularly 
in Bed, and will have a Torpor and Languor of the L.imbs; 

ſometimes attended with Convulſions. 
But all theſe Symptoms never happen. to all, nor is their 
Violence conſtantly alike. Some- diſtinguiſh this Fever into 
the Jimple and putrid. The firſt is cauſed by a Congeſtion of 
uy lood in improper Places, But when it attacks Perſons 
ull of impure Juices, who have been weakened by a preceding 
Diſeaſe, conſtant Anguiſh of the Mind, exceſſive Coition, or 
inordinate Living, the Symptoms are much more grievous, 
with Loſs of Strength, and the Diſeaſe will continue till the 
fourteenth or the twenty-firſt Day, ſometimes with Eruptions, 
duſky or black Spots, with immediate Danger. 1 
: 1 
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There ts likewiſe an epidemic Synochus, which makes its On- 
ſet with the ſame Symptoms as the former, chiefly in the Au- 
tumn and Winter, If it be well managed, it will turn to 
a catarrhal Fever after the fourth Day; in which the preter- 
natural Heat will laſt all Night till Break of Day, with catar- 
rhal Defluxions from the Head, a Running at the Noſe, and 
a moiſt or dry Cough till it diſappears. | 
If the Cauſe is not violent, this Diſeaſe will often diſappear 
merely by the Benefit of Nature, on the fourth, ſeventh, or 
| eleventh Days, with a large Sweat or „ at the Noſe; 
and, though very ſeldom, by a Flux of the elly, unleſs it 
has ſomething of Malignity. 

When the Diſcaſe is rightly managed in the Beginning, 
that is, on the firſt, ſecond, and third Day, with Bleeding and 
cooling Things, and gentle Diaphoretics, it will end on the 
fourth. But if the Bleeding is omitted, or is too little, it may 
continue till the fourteenth or ſeventeenth Day, with the more 
grievous Symptoms, as alſo a Delirium; but it will terminate 
at laſt by a Sweat or Looſeneſs. 

When it proves fatal, the Patient generally dies of a ſphace- 
lous Inflammation of the Brain, or other Parts, as the Stomach 
or Inteſtines. 5 ä 

The [Intentions of Cure are, 1. To free the vital Parts from 
too great a Congeſtion of Blood, which will either diſperſe a 
flight Inflammation, or prevent a great one. 2. Jo appeaſe 
the Exæſtuation of the Blood and the ſpaſtic Affection of the 
Syſtem of the Nerves. 3. To diſcuſs the ſtagnating and cor- 
rupted Fluids, and to reſtore a free Circulation of the Blood, 
chiefly to the Surface of the Body. | 

To anſwer the fir/? Intention, the Patient muſt loſe Blood 
freely. Then the Orgaſm of the Blood muſt be appeaſed with 


Dilueuts, Acids, and nitrous Compoſitions. And certainly if any | 
Diſeaſe requires Acids and the Juice of tart Fruits, it is this, 


tuch as Tamarinds, and the Juices of Currants, Oranges, 
and Lemons.

Body, gentle Diaphoretics will be proper, ſuch as the * 
b Arxdic 
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ardic or abſorbent Powders, ſometimes alone, and ſometimes 
with Citron Juice. Likewiſe Infuſions of the Leaves of Ve- 
ronica, Scordium, or Carduus Benedictus, with -Fennel-ſeed, 
drank in the Manner of Tea, eſpecially to promote Sweating 
on the fourth Day, when the Diſeaſe is like to terminate with 
this ſalutary Excretion. 

It is obſervable, that no Fever more univerſally requires 
Bleeding than this, and that freely and ſoon, Conſideration 
being had to the Strength, Sex, Age, Temperament, Large- 
neſs of the Pulſe and Blood-Veſſels of the Patient; which 
muſt be repeated the next. Nay, unleſs any thing forbids it. 
When the Face is tumid, the Eyes red, and a few Drops of 
Blood fall from the Noſe, that Hzmorrhage muſt be promo- 
ted by Scarification, or thruſting in a Straw, that a Delirium 
may be prevented or cured. The Qpening of the ſublingual 
Veins is dangerous, becauſe a fatal Hemorrhage has enſued. 

It will be neceſſary, whether this Fever be ſimple or putrid, 
to keep the Body open; for which Purpoſe a Clyſter made of 
Whey, Honey, Oil of Sweet Almonds, with a little Nitre and 
Salt, will be proper; for by this Means the Stricture of the 
inteſtinal Fibres will be relaxed, and Flatus's will be diſ- 
charged, which diſtend the Colon. In the Decline of the 
Diſeaſe, when there are apparent Signs of Coction an the U- 
rine, a Laxative of Manna and Cream of Tartar, or Caſiia 
and Rhubarb, will be of great Uſe. But ſtrong Purges and 
Emetics are bad, for theſe produce a fatal Inflammation. 

All ſpirituous Liquors, and Drinks actually hot, are bad, as 
well as a hot Regimen; for they exaſperate the Symptoms. 
A conſtant Slzepineſs may be cured by applying Vinegar, Saf 
Ammoniac, and Juniper-Berries, to the Feet. A Coction ia 
the Urine is the moſt certain Sign of Recovery. Miliary 
Puſtules ſupervening to this Diſeaſe, is a very bad Omen.

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Of the BiLious FEVER. 


THE Biliqus is a Kind of a burning Fever. It begins with 
intenſe Heat, Thirſt, Anguiſh, and Inquietude. There 

is likewiſe a Vomiting, or a perpetual Reaching to vomit, 
with frequent bilious Stools, a Coldneſs of the Extremities, 
internal Heat, and cardialgic Anxiety. This Fever is either 
acute, or very acute, In this the Symptoms are more violent, 
| the

the bilious Purging upwards and downwards is very plentiful, 
joined to a Cardialgia, with Fainting. It generally kills be- 
fore the ſeventh Day, with an Inflammation of the Stomach 
and Duodenum; the Signs of which are, a fixed igneous Heat 
about the Præcordia, with a Coldneſs of the E 
high Inquietude and Anxiety, a Hiccup, and a plentiful E- 
ructation of Bile and ſalival Liquor, a Jaundice-Colour of 
the Countenance, and a Hippocratic Face. | 

Some are not ſo acute, but run a greater Length, with now 
and then a Remiſſion, and perhaps an Intermiſſion, and have 
an Exacerbation, with Vomiting, Anxiety, and Coldneſs, eve 
other Day, or every third Day, and ought to be called conti- 
nual Duotidians or Tertians. But theſe F evers, unleſs they are 
ſkilfully handled, readily degenerate into ſow Fevers, and 
bring on obſtinate Diſeaſes of the Stomach, preſſing Pains 
and Eructations, from a corroſive bilious Juice gnawing the 
Stomach either ſuperficially or more deep. 

It is cauſed by a bilious Fluid ſecreted plentifully in the Li- 
ver, and — out into the Stomach and Duodenum, where, 
by its Acrimony and Corroſiveneſs, it ſtimulates and lancinates 
the nervous Tunics, corroding and inflaming them ; whence 
the Symptoms proper to this , 42 ariſe, ſuch as a burning 
Heat, a Cardialgic Anxiety, a Nauſea, a Reaching to vomit, 
and a violent Purging upwards and downwards. HOFFMAN. 

Dr. Pringle obſerves, that the BILIous or REMITTING 
Fever of the Camp ſhould be diſtinguiſhed into two Kinds; 
the one incident to the Army on dry Ground, and the other nfeft- 
ing it in damp and marſhy Countries. 

The fir/t of theſe begins with Chillneſs, Laſſitude, Pains of 
the Head and Bones, and Sickneſs at the Stomach. At Night 
the Fever runs high, the Heat and Thirſt are great, the 
Tongue is parched, and the Head achs violently, the Patient 
can obtain no Reſt, and often becomes delirious. But ge- 
nerally in the Morning an imperfe& Sweat brings on a Re- 
miſſion of all the Symptoms. In the Evening the Paroxyſm 
returns, but without any cold Fits, and is commonly worſe 
than the former : On the ſecond Morning it remits as before. 
Theſe Periods go on daily till the Fever changes inſenſib| 
into a continued or intermitting 9 Sometimes looſe 
Stools carry off the Fit and ſupply the Place of Sweats. But 
though it generally aſſumes the Tus of a Quotidian Fever, it 
ſometimes puts on that of a Tertian. ; 
The Remiſſions uſually appear from the Beginning, eſpeci- 

ally if the Patient has . plentifully blooded. Sometimes 


there are none for the firſt two or three Days. Bleeding 15 the

Noſe frequently happens at the Height of the Paroxyſms, 
which cauſes a more quick and evident Remiſſion. Vomit- 
ing or Purging have the like Effects. But no Evacuation has 
made a complete Cure, unleſs the Cholera Morbus ſupervened. 
The Pulſe is always full and quick during the Paroxyſms 
> wot of a F ever. 
The Blood is florid, the Craſſamentum is firm, in a large Quan- 
tity, and ſinks in the Serum. Towards the End of the Cam- 
ign it acquires an inflammatory Cruſt; for by that Time, 
238 rheumatic Pains, or a Cough from Colds ſupervene 
to the reſt of the Symptoms. 

While the Weather continues warm, the bilious Symptoms are 
moſt frequent; but as the Winter approaches, tie inflamma- 
tory prevail. The Urine is high-coloured, and crude, till the 
Fever is brought to intermit, and what is voided by Vomit or 
Stool, is generally of a bilious or corrupted Nature. 

Coftiveneſs not only often precedes, but accompanies the 
Diſeaſe, and then the Belly feels hard. The Patient com- 
plains of Wind. All do not vomit, but there is a Diſorder at 
the Stomach, eſpecially during the hot Weather. 

Vorm of the round Kind are frequently voided by Stool, 
ſometimes by Vemiting. Thoſe that are troubled with them 
have more obſtinate Gripings, or Sickneſs at the Stomach. 
They frequently have Stitches of a flatulent Kind, which are 
not relieved by Bleeding. Some grow yellow, as in the Jaun- 
dice; but it is nota mortal Sign. 

There were no critical Days, nor any certain Duration of 
the Fever, which was longer or ſhorter according to the Me- 
thod of Cure. It commonly changed to an Intermittent, if 
proper Means were uſed: But if it became Continual, it was 
always dangerous, It attended every Campaign, but was 
moſt frequent in the hot Summers of 1743 and 1747. 

The BILIous FEVERsS of low, marſhy Countries, in the End 
of July 1748, while the Days were ſultry, but the Nights cool 
and foggy, ſeized ſeveral Men at once with a burning Heat 
and violent Head-ach, preceded in ſome by a ſhort and ſlight 
Chillineſs. There was an intenſe Thirſt, an Aching of the 
Bones, a Pain of the Back, great Laſſitude and Inquietude, 
trequeatly a Nauſea, Sickneſs or Pain about the Pit of the 
Stomach, ſometimes vomiting a green or yellow Bile of an 


_ offenſive Smell. The Pulſe, at firſt, was generally depreſſed, 


but full after Bleeding. Some had their Heads ſo ſuddenly 
and violently affected, that they ran about in a wild Manner 
like mad Men. But the Solution of the Fit by a Sweat diſ- 
covered the true Nature of their Delirium. 1 
WO 
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Two were ſeized at once by the violent Symptoms of an 
ardent Fever, and though they were ſpeedily and plentifully 
blooded, they were both in a high Delirium in - Hour's 
Time, which continued for ſome Hours, and went oft in pro- 
fuſe Sweats, under which all the other Symptoms either 
abated or vaniſhed. The next Day, about the ſame Hour, the 
Paroxyſm returned, and in fix or ſeven Hours run the ſame 
Courſe. Some had not the Paroxyſms ſo diſtinct ; for the hot 
Fits were long, and followed by imperfe& Sweats, affording 
little Relief. Sometimes the Fake had daily:Intermiffions, 
but in general it only remitted, and the Remiſſiens were often 
very imperceptible. A few Returns of theſe Paroxyſms re- 
duced the ſtrongeſt Men ſo low that they were not able to riſe, 
Some became quite delirious at once, and would have thrown 
themſelves out of the Windows, or into the Water, if not 
hindered. This continued ſome Hours, after which the Pa- 
tient falling into a profound Sleep, awaked quite ſenſible; but 
with an intolerable Head-ach. The Fever in others appeared 
in a continued or remitting Form, and had critical Sweats 
about the ninth Day, after which it became a regular Inter- 
mittent. A few had a Criſis by Stool or Urine; and there 
were ſome who were ill about three Weeks, without any ſen- 
fible Intermiſſion; after which the Fever ended with a few 
quotidian Paroxyſms ; theſe had a continual Moiſture over 
their Bodies. Some had bilious Vomitings at firſt, and ſeve- 
ral voided round Worms both Ways. Profuſe Sweats had al- 
ways a putrid Smell, and the Diſcharg efrom the Bliſters was 
intolerably offenſive. A few of thoſe that died had a regular 
Pulſe even very near their End. All had a cadaverous Smell 
before they died, and livid Spots immediately after Death. 
This Fever was very prone to relapſe. PRINGLE. 

Hoffman, in the Cure of the Bilious Fevers mentioned by 
him, would have the cauſtic Acrimony of the bilious Juices 
abated and ſheathed by abſorbent Powders and Nitre, which 
ſhould be taken in a ſufficient Quantity of a Liquid, and often 
repeated. He likewiſe recommends Emulſions of Almonds, 
of the cold Seeds; Elder-Flower-Water, Roſe-Water, &c. 
As alſo Jellies of Hartſhorn, Milk and Water, Oil of Sweet 
Almonds, ſweet Whey, Chicken-Broth; becauſe they arc 
very proper to drive away the Inflammation of the nervoſe 
membranous Parts.

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Aftet theſe 2 Medicines muſt be given to reſtrain the 


impetuous, bilious Excretions, and to abate the too quick ſy- 


ſtaltic, and periſtaltic Motion of the biliary Ducts, and to pre- 


vent the too great Excretion of the Bile. 
In the Cure of the BiLious FEVER of the Camp, Pringle, 


before it becomes continual, depends on the proper Uſe of Eva- 


cuations, the neutral Salts, and the Bark. BLEEDING is the firſt 
thing to be done in every Caſe, and is to be repeated once or 


oftener, according to the Urgency of the Diſtemper. The 


vernal and later autumnal Remittents are accompanied with rheu- 
matic, pleuritic Pains, and other Symptoms of high Inflamma- 
tion, which require more Bleedings than the intermediate 
Seaſon, To omit this, and give the Bark too ſoon, will brin 
on an inflammatory Fever. A Vein may be opened ſafely, either 
during the Remiſſion or in the Height of the Paroxyſm; as 
alſo in the Marſh Fever, when it comes almoſt to regular In- 
termiſſions. It is not proper to bleed during the Sweat, nor the 
cold Fit. But there was no Danger of a Miſtake with regard 
to the laſt, for there was none. | | 

After Bleeding, give an Emetic in the Remiſſion or Intermiſ- 
fion of the Fever, and rather ſoon after a Paroxyſm than be- 
fore one. But Emetics do harm when the Stomach is inflamed, 
or when the Diſeaſe has continued ſome T'ime, and has aſ- 
ſumed the Type of a continual Fever. However, we may ſafely 
give one when the Fever intermits, or has conſiderable Re- 
Ipecacuanha is ſafeſt, but Antimonials moſt effica- 
cious. If the Remiſſions are ſmall, or the Fever great, or there. 
is a Tendency to vomit, the former is beſt, But when the 
Remiſſions are diſtinct, or the Remiſſion perfect, the latter 
ſhould be preferred, or it may be joined to the former; that 
is, two Grains of Tartar Emetic with a Scruple of the Powder of 
Ipecacuanha. Thoſe Vomits are beſt which produce Stools, 
eſpecially if they procure a plentiful Diſcharge of corrupted - 
Bile upwards or downwards. This has effected a Cure alone. 

If the Body continues coſtive, a Laxative will be proper, 
eſpecially if there is a Teneſmus, or Pains in the Bowels. The 
faline Draught, with Salt of Wormwood and Lemon- Juice, 
will bring the Fever ſooner to regular Intermiſſions. Or,

As theſe Fevers are never without an Inflammation in the 
Beginning, and then rarely have complete Paroxyſms, the Bark 
is not to be given till the Urine breaks, and there are entire 
ſhort Intermiſſions; nor yet before Bleeding, as was obſerved 
above; nor before the firſt Paſſages have been cleanſed ; other. 
wiſe the Fever, will return, or a-Tympanites will be produced, 

It is beſt to give the Bark in Subſtance in Rheniſh Wine; 
or an Ounce of it may be made into an EleQtuary, with Syrup 
of Lemons, and a Dram of Sal Ammoniacum. 15 the Patient 
has not been purged, it will be proper to add as much Rhubarh 
as will keep the Body open for the ff two or three Days of 
uſing that Medicine. It is chiefly uſeful when the billion 
 Humours abound, as they moſtly do in marſhy Countries, If the 
* 2 are quotidian, and the Intermiſſions ſhort, it may be 
neceſſary to give the Bark before the Sweating is quite over. 

If the Diſeaſe has been neglected in the firſt tages, or if 
after the Remiſſions or Intermiſſions it changes to a continual 
Fever, with a ful! and hard Pulſe, a Vein muſt be opened, 
But if there is a Pain in the Head, or a Delirium, and the 
Pulſe ſmall, it will be beſt to apply Leeches to the "Temples, 

But whether the Patient is bled or not, Bliſters are the beſt Re- 
medy. If the Prime Viz are loaded, Clyſters or a Laxative 
may be proper; but neither Vomits nor Purges; nor are theſe 
to be repeated without Caution. To theſe . the ſaline

A Looſeneſi is the leaſt favourable Criſis; yet if there are 
Colic Pains, or a Tenſion of the Belly, attended with Dry- 
neſs of the Skin, it will be proper to procure Stools by a 
Clyſter, or a gentle Laxative, ſuch as the Infuſion of Rhu- 
barb with Manna; which is to be repeated as the Patient can

| dent Kind, it requires large Bleeding ; but in general, as the 
þ Humours in this have a very putrid Tendency, it will not

Day, if there is no Intermiſſion. But repeated Bleedings, un- 
leſs the Signs of an Inflammation were evident, will be apt 
to render the Fever more malignant. Bleeding is not always 
neceſſary upon a Relapſe, or after the Weather grows cool, 
when there is no Inflammation or perfe& Remiſſion. 

In this Diſeaſe an Emetic has had more remarkable Effects 
than in the former, but not with Tpecacuanha alone; therefore 
two Grains of Emetic Tartar have generally been added. 

The Bark muſt be given after the firſt fair Intermiſſion, 
and muſt be properly repeated to prevent a Relapſe; that is, 
an Ounce every ten or twelve Days throughout the Autumn.

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THE principal Symptoms of a Cauſus are, a Heat almoſt

The Reſpiration is thick, difficult, and quick; the Tongue is 
is the dry, yellow, black, parched, and rough; the Thirſt is un- 
quenchable; there is a Loathing of Food, a Nauſea and Vomit- 
mz; an Anxiety, Inquietude, and great Laſſitude; a little 
Cough, a ſhrill Voice, a Delirium, a Phrenſy, a continual

Watching or a Coma, Convulfions ; and on the odd Days an 
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Exacerbation of the Fever. BorRHAAvE, 

In this temperate Climate theſe Sort of Fevers are very 
rare ; thoſe that are more common among us are the burning 
ſanguineons, or the continual bilious Fevers without Remiſſun. 

This begins without any remarkable Coldneſs or Shiver- 
ing, with great Heat, Thirſt, Watching, Anxiety, and Inqui- 
etude, In ſanguineo-bilious Conſtitutions, and in Bodies 
full of hot bilious Blood, they terminate on critical Days in 

ealth or Death, being firſt preceded with a Shaking. They 
terminate in a ſalutary Manner, with a Sweat or a Bleeding 
at the Noſe. 

On the third and fourth Day it often proves mortal; it ſel- 
dom exceeds the ſeventh, if violent. 

It is often terminated by an Hemorrhage, which, if ſmall on 
the third and fourth Day, is a fatal Sign. It is beſt if it hay- 
pens on a critical Day. 

A Solution of this Fever on a critical Day, may alſo be by 
Vomiting, Stool, Sweat, Urine, or ſpitting thick Phlegm. 
If the Exaccrbation of this Diſeaſe happens on the ſecond or 
fourth Day, it is a bad Sign; on the faxth, not fo bad. 

The Urine black, ſmall in Quantity, and thin, is fatal; ſo 
is ſpitting or piſſing of Blood. A Difficulty of ſwallowing is 2 
bad Sign; but the worft of all is Coldneſs of the extreme Parts, 
The Face red and ſweaty is bad; a Parotis not tending to Sup- 
puration is fatal; the Body too looſe is fatal. A Tremor turn- 
ing into a Delirium is mortal : It often changes into a Peri- 
pneumony with a Delirium. When this Diſeaſe er Gripings 
of the Bowels, it is worſt of all. 

A critical Determination of this Fever is uſually preceded 
by a Rigor, or Shaking. 

The CURE of a barning Fever is moſt eaſily obtained in a 
pure, cool Air, frequently renewed : The Patient muſt not be 
oppreſſed or ſtifled with Bed-Cloaths, but ſhould fit up often. 
He ſhould drink plentifully of ſoft, ſub-acid, aqueous and 
warm Liquors. His Diet ſhould be light, made of Pearl-Bar- 
ley, Oatmeal, and ſub-acid Fruits. | 

Bleeding is neceſſary at the Beginning, if there is a Plethora, 
or Signs of a particular Inflammation, or the Heat is intole- 
rable, or the Rarefaction too great, or a Revulſion neceſlary, 
or the Symptoms urgent, in which Circumſtances the Diſor— 
der is hardly to be vanquiſhed by any other Remedies. 

Soft, diluting, laxative, antiphlogiſtic, cooling Cly/ters, att 
to be repeated as oft as the Heat, Co/tivenecſs, and Revulſion fe- 
uire them,

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The whole Body is to be moiſtened, by receiving into the 
Noſtrils the Steams of warm Water, by waſhing the Mouth, 
Throat, Feet, and Hands with the ſame; by fomenting with 
warm Spunges the Places where the Veſſels are moſt nume- 
rous, and moſt expoſed to the Touch. 

The Medicines ſhould be aqueous, ſoft, nitrous, gratefully 

acid, gently laxative, not promoting Sweat and Urine by their 
Acrimony, but by their Plenty; ſuch as remove the Contrac- 
tion of the Fibres, reſolve the Thickneſs of the Humours, and 
dilute, and temperate their Acrimony. BOERHAAVE. 
To appeaſe Thirſt in this Diſeaſe, and to m:/ten the Tongue 
and parched Fauces, there is nothing better than ſweet Whey, 
in a Quart of which Half a Dram of pure Nitre has been diſ- 
ſolved. Small Draughts of this, a little cool, may be drank 
frequently, which will likewiſe extinguiſh the preternatural 
Heat, The Mouth and Throat may alſo be waſhed with 
Vater, mixt with Syrup of Mulberries and Nitre.

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Of the Burning Bilious Fever, or Yellow Fever of 
the Weſt-Indies. 


y HE Yellow Fever begins with a momentary Cy and 
Shivering, which is ſoon ſucceeded by a burning Heat all 
over the Body, but felt more intenſely about the Præcordia. 
The Pulſe is high, ſtrong, and rapid; the Eyes are heavy; with 
a throbbing Pain in the Head, a violent beating of the ten- 
poral Arteries, and a thick, laborious Reſpiration : There is 
a Nauſeouſneſs and Reaching to vomit; and when any thin 
is thrown up, it is of the hiliaus Kind: Beſides theſe, great 
Anxiety, Pain in the Back and Loins, and an uneaſy Laſſitude 
in all the Limbs. | 

About twelve Hours after the Invaſion, the Tongue is dry, 
harſh, rough, and diſcoloured, with inſatiable Thirſt, there is 
a Soreneſs all over the Body, great Ref/tleſſneſs and a Delirium. 

In the 44% Stage, the Patient labours under a great Coma, 
Oppreſſion of the Præcordia, heaving of the Lungs, and inter- 
rupted Reſpiration, Tremblings of the Tendons, Convulſions, 
and cold clammy Sweats. 

It uſually terminates in a favourable Criſis, or the Death of 
the Patient, about the fourth Day after the Attack. | 

The regular Criſis generally diſcovers itſelf by a Suffuſn if 
the Bile all over the Surface of the Body about the third Day, 

- The 1 4 Tincture is frequent] Cleared in the Eyes 
twelve Hours after the Invaſion : The ſooner it appears, tht 
more favourable is the Prognaſtic. 

A Jamaica Writer affirms, that if the Jaundice comes on too 
ſoon, it is bad. If with livid Spots, which ſometimes, though 
rarely appear, it is fatal. If the Skin continues obſtinately dry 
and rough, the Caſe is dangerous, and the more fo, the long*! 
it continues; for theſe very ſeldom recover, be the Pulſe ev 
ſo good. The Pulſe is not to be depended on; for many hate 
a good Pulſe a few Hours before Death. If the Vomiting? 
are inceſſant, grow darker, and the Hiccup comes on, it! 
generally fatal. If the Face is greatly fluſhed, and the Vel 
ſels of the White of the Eye are turgid with Blood, as in ® 
Ophthalmia attended with a Phrenzy, the Patient is likely d 
die in a very little Time ; eſpecially if the Skin is dry. 

But if the Head continues clear, the Pulſe becomes ſoft,

Bleeding is the firſt thing to be done, more or leſs, accord- 
ing to the Force of the Diſeaſe, and the Strength of the Pa-

After the i Bleeding, give a Vomit of Tpecacuanha, quickened 
with three or four Grains of Emetic Tartar, (or rather two 
Grains,) which will bring up a great Quantity of yellow, por- 
raceous, and ſumetimes blackiſh Bile, and carry the Humours 
downwards. 

After this the Patient may drink plentifully of diluting, re- 
frigerating, and ſubacid Liquors, made with Oranges, Lemons, 
Tamarinds, Spirit of Sulphur, Spirit of Vitriol, and ſuch like, 
in Barley-Water, Spring-Water, or other thin and cooling 
Vehicles.

Bliſters are alſo uſeful for the fame Purpoſe, 

Convulſions require much the ſame Treatment externally 
and internally; Aurum Muſivum, (the Doſe from four Grains 
to a Scruple) Compound Spirit of Lavender, and chiefly Puly, 
de Gutteta Mayerni, in proper Juleps. To reſtore the Strength 
of the Patient, little more is required than a Stomach Purge 
or two, mild and agreeable Bitters, and a Reſtorative Regimen 
of Broths, Jellies, and white Meats : If theſe ſhould fail, 
Recourſe may be had to the following:

If a Diarrhea ſucceeds, it is not to be ſtopt ſuddenly, pro- 
vided the Patient can bear it: Otherwiſe ſoft, mucilaginous, 
nutritive, antibilious Subſtances are proper, ſuch as Jellies with 
Lemon- Juice, Broths acidulated, and the Decoctum Album for 
common Drink. But when the diſcharged Matter becomes 
thin, pituitous, and white, treat it as a Diarrhea, Towne.

TH. Fever which chiefly prevails in this Country in the 
Months of Fuly, Augu/t, and September, is of the worlt 
Kind. It uſually begins with Drow/meſs, Laſſitude, and great 
Rigors, which continue frequently three or four Hours, and are 
ſucceeded by intenſe Heat and Sweats, For three or four Days 
it remits, and both the Shiverings and hot Fits become more 
moderate. During this Period, the Pulſe is quick and lou; but 
afterwards becomes fuller, unleſs ſome Evacuation intervene. 
At this Time profuſe Sweats are eaſily brought on; in wh 

| | ale 
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Caſe there are little Hopes of Recovery. A parched, dry Skin, 


is as bad a Symptom, if it continues more than a Day ; for 
an intermitting Pulſe and a Delirium ſucceed, and continue for 
ſeven or eight Days, the Frequency of the Intermiſſions in- 
creaſing every other Day: But if a general moderate Moiſture 
comes on at this, or any other Time of the Diſorder, and 
continues, the Patient recovers. A violent Pain in the Back, 
and Difficulty of Breathing, are general Complaints. Sudden 
Languors, and bilious Vomitings, are frequent through a great 
Part of the Time. | 

Some are taken with a great Heat, and a flrong quick Pulſe, 
without any Shiverings or Remiſſions, as above mentioned. 
In this Caſe the Patient ſooner dies upon the Appearance of 
bad Symptoms, and is longer in recovering, upon the Ap- 
pearance of good ones, | 
The Loſs of eight or ten Ounces of Blood, in the firſt Attack of 
theſe Fevers, has ſunk the Pulſe beyond a Poſſibility of raiſing it 
afterwards, and that even in plethoric Habits, attended with 
great Pains of the Head, It is, indeed, ſurpriſing, how little 
theſe Fevers will bear of Evacuations of any King. eſpecially 
Bleeding, Two Men, of nearly the ſame Habit, were taken 
ill at the ſame Time, and in the ſame Manner. From one of 
them was taken about fix Ounces 4 Blood, and then they were 
treated alike in every other Reſpect. The Bleeding protracted 
the Recovery of the one to almaſi double the Time of the other. 
This Experiment was afterwards repeated in two other Perſons 
with the like Event; after which it was never put in Practice. 

After profuſe Sweats, the Pulſe becomes extremely ſyuu; and, 
though the Sweating goes off, continues ſo for two or three 
Days, with Anxiety and Reſtleſſneſs: After which the Pulſe 
pow quick, the Skin parched and hot, and a Series of bad 

ymptoms comes on, None in this Nay have been known to 
recover. 

The Sick are always comatoſe and ſtupid, which Symptom is 
little dangerous when attended with a warm Moiſiure on the 
Chin, but otherwiſe it is generally fatal. EE: 

It is of great Conſequence to keep up the Pulſe ; but here the 
common cordial Medicines are ineffectual ; get the Decoction of 
the Bark, with the camphorated Julep, and Spirit of Vitriol, an- 
ſwers this Purpoſe effcCtually, ſo as to render any other Medi- 
cines unneceſſary, except occaſionally a gentle Emetic, or Lax-

HE Inflammation of the Stomach is known by a burning, 

N and pungent Pain in the Stomach, which is exaſpe- 
rated at the Inſtant any thing is taken into it; and is ſucceeded 
by a moſt painful Vomiting and Hiccup. There is always a 
violent internal Heat, high Anxiety, and a grievous Pain 1415 
the Præcordia, chiefly at the Pit of the Stomach, an acute, 
continual Fever, great Thirſt, difficult Breathing, Inquietude, 
toſſing of the Body, Coldneſs of the extreme Parts, a hard, 
contracted, quick, and ſometimes unequal Pulſe. BokRR. 
Horr. In the Med. Eſays we have Inſtances of this Diſeaſe 
being attended with a Hydrophobia. 85 

This is a more common Diſeaſe than is generally attended 
to, and was called Epiale, or Lipeiria, by the Ancients, It 
may be diſtinguiſhed from other Diſorders of the Stomach; for 
in the Cardialgia, called by the Ancients the Cardiac Paſſion, 
there is alſo a great Anxiety about the Præcordia, a preſſing 
acute Pain reaching to the Back, a Coldneſs of the Extremi- 
ties, a conſtant Stimulus to Vomiting, with Inquietude ; But 
the Heat in the Region of the Stomach is not fo violent, nor is 
the Thirſt and Dryneſs of the Tongue ſo great, nor the Pulſe 
fo quick and contracted, and the Stomach can better bear and 
retain any thing taken inwardly; nay, is frequently relieved 
thereby. An Inflammation of the Inteſtines has a Pain or Gripes 
more about the Region of the Nave], with frequent, frothy, 
bilious Stools, or a little bloody, with a Heat over all the Sur- 
face of the Body, and a quick large Pulſe: Whereas, in this 
Diſeaſe, the Extremities are cold. 

If it be cauſed by drinking cold Liquors when the Body is 
hot, or from an Effuſion of the Bile after violent Commorions 
of the Mind, the Danger is not very great, as there will be 
Room for ſuitable Medicines to take Effet: But that which 
ariſes from draſtic Purges, ſharp Emetics, or cauſtic Poiſons, 
kills quickly, without ſpeedy Aſſiſtance. This Diſeaſe like- 
wiſe often proves fatal to the Old, the Infirm, the Scorr 
butic, and Perſons full of Grief, as alſo in the End of acute 
Diſeaſes. ; 

When there is a reſtleſs Toſſing of the Body; when Li- 
quids are immediately thrown up; when there is a Hiccup, 
a Fainting, an Hippocratic Face, an intermitting Pulſe, and 
Convulſions, a fatal Mortification will ſoon terminate the 
_ Patient's Life. Thi 
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This Diſeaſe, if not ſuddenly cured, is generally mortal : 

And therefore, as ſoon as it is diſcovered, plentiful Bleedin 

is neceſſary, and muſt be repeated as the Violence of the 

Symptoms increaſes. Let the Drink be very foft, antiphlo- 
iſtic, and emollient, as alſo Clyſters of the ſame Kind.

The Patient ſhould totally abſtain from every thing that is 
acrimonious; even the cooling, nitrous Salts, which are be- 
neficial in other Inflammations, irritate too much. Vomits, 
Cordials and ſpirituous Liquors, are little better than Poiſon ; 
Milk generally curdles. 

Aliments ſhould be given frequently, and by a Spoonful at 
a Time; for any Diſtenſion increaſes the Inflammation. A 
thin Gruel of Barley, Qatmeal, Whey with very little Sugar 
or Honey, or Chicken-Broth, are proper Aliments; Whey- 
Emulſions, Barley-Water, emollient Decoctions, are proper 
Drinks. ARBUTHNOT. 

The Indications of Cure are, 1. To open the Obſtructions 
cauſed by tenacious Juices impacted into incongruous Veſſels. 
2. To remove the ſpaſtic Strictures which contract the Veſſels, 
and to reſtore the equable and natural Progreſs of the Blood, 
through the Subſtance of the Stomach. Theſe Ends are to 
be obtained by Diluents, Humectants, Demulcents, Antiſpaſma- 
dics, and Things that reſtrain the Heat which thickens the 
Fluids, and relax the conſtricted Fibres. | 

But as there are more Cauſes than one that produce an In- 
flammation, they will require different Remedies to bring about 
a Cure, 

Therefore if it be owing to a cauſtic, ſeptic, arſenical Poi- 
ſon, or a ſtrong Emetic or Cathartic, or to Metallic Medi- 
cines il] prepared, and thence the Inflammation ; oily fat 
Things are proper, as new Milk, Cream, Oil of Sweet Al- 
monds, or Olive-Oil, taken often and plentifully. 

If from a Spaſm, ſucceeding a violent Commotion of the 
Mind, then a nitrous abſorbent Powder will be proper, in an 
Emulſion of White Poppy Seeds. When the Spaſm is ap- 
peaſed, Rhubarb with Raiſins will be neceſſary to carry off the 
bilious Sordes. 

When an eruptive Matter is repelled, and cauſes this Diſ- 
eaſe, uſe Emulfions of the greater Cold Seeds, with tempc- 
rate Bezoardic Powder; now and then adding a little Nite 
and a ſmall Matter of Camphire. If contagious Miaſmala 
ſuddenly offend the Stomach, then give a very gentle Eme- 
tic; and afterwards mild diaphoretic Powders, with Nitre 
and a little Camphire z or gutt. viij. or x. of an R 
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2 1 Sweet Almonds, in which a Dram of Camphire is dif. 
ved. | | 

If from a cau/tic Bile, as in the Cholera Morbus, an Inflam- 
mation 1s apprehended, earthy Abſorbents and Hartſborn philo- 
fophically prepared ſhould be given, with gelatinous Decoc- 
tions of Calves and Neats Feet, or Hartſhorn Jellies and 
Water-Gruel. Outwardly, the following Liniment is uſeful 
in all Caſes :

In a Schirrus or Cancer of the Stomach, the ſame Regimen 
may be obſerved, tho' nothing will prove effectual. ArBUTH. 

hen an Inflammation has continued for ſome Time, Opi- 
ates are dangerpus ; for they bring on a Mortification, Cold 
'Things are hurtful, therefore Nitre muſt be given only in 
ſmall Doſes, and often, with Milk or Emulſions. In a griev- 
ous Cardialgie Pain, all Things that irritate muſt be avoided, 
particularly Emetics and Purges. 

Lind obſerves, that for ſeveral Months, during the dry 
Seaſon, Senegal is as healthful and pleaſant a Country as any 
in the World: But ſoon after the rainy Seaſon begins, a low 
malignant Fever ſpreads itſelf among the Europeans. It ſeems 
to proceed from a Poiſon, as it were, got into the Stomach, 
beginning with ſevere Reachings, and often with a vomiting 
of Bile. Upon its firſt Attack in this Way, it is proper to 
adminiſter a few Grains of Emetic Tartar, and. if this Medt- 
cine operates both upwards and downwards, it commonly re- 
lieves, and often entirely abates all the Symptoms; but this 
lucid Interval continues only a ſhort Time, for commonly in 
ſix Hours afterwards, the F ever and Vomiting return, ac- 
companied with a Delirium. The Adminiſtration of a ſecond 
Emetic does not produce ſo good an Effect, or a Remiſſion of 
the Fever. A ſecond Remiſſion is ſometimes accompliſhed b 
the Julepum e Camphora, Pharmacop. Londinenſ. and the Har, 
Salin. Pharmac. Edinburg, and then the Bark is to be 23 
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ſtered without Delay. In ſome, the Fever is very malignant, 
and the Patient dies, ſoon after its Attack ; the Corpſe ap- 
pearing of a yellow Colour, and the Skin ſtained with livid 
Spots or Blotches. Bliſters are ſeldom applied till the Patient 
is comatoſe, and then they produce good Effects. 

The Bark ſhould be given immediately after the firſt Re- 
miſſion of the Fever has been procured by Vomits. A more 
early Application of Bliſters is adviſeable, if the Fever be re- 
markably low. 

An inflammatory Fever is ſeldom obſerved during the Sea- 
ſon of Sickneſs in this Part of the World ; though 'the Flux 
may ſometimes make its Appearance at other Seaſons, and 
is a Diſtemper very common, and often fatal to Europeans in 
Guinea, The moſt mortal epidemic, however, is that low, 
malignant Fever, of the remitting Kind, which rages only in 
the wet Seaſon, 

In dangerous Caſes, a Quarter of an Ounce of Bark ought 
to be adminiſtered in Wine every two or three Hours, until 
an Ounce and half of that Medicine has been taken, and 3 vj. 
of it every twenty-four Hours afterwards. 

So much Harm has been done here by the Lancet, in the 
Hands of ſuch as have read only Sydenham's Works, or Au- 
thors who treat of inflammatory Fevers only, that it is moſt 
adviſeable for the inexperienced in ſuch Climates to abſtain 
altogether from its Uſe, and to truſt the Safety of their Pa- 
tients, in ſuch Caſes, to Vomits, and the early Application 
of Bliſters, and the Uſe of the Bark upon the firſt Remiſſion. 

It is a melancholy but a certain Truth, that the Maintain- 
ance of a military Eſtabliſhment at Senegal, for three Years, 
during the laſt War, was attended with an annual Loſs of 
above a thouſand Lives; and ſince the late Re-eſtabliſhment 
of a military Government there, the Mortality has been very 
conſiderable. Many of the Officers and Soldiers who ſince 
embarked for that Part of the World are now dead; and the 
preſent Governor, with the poor Remains of his Corps, may 
be ſaid to have been kept alive chiefly by repeated Doſes of the 
Peruvian Bark. | 

cannot help further obſerving, that the warm Woollen. 
Cloaths, and the black Hats, which conſtitute the Regimen- 
tal Dreſs of an Englih Soldier, are altogether improper in hot 
Climates; as in.thoſe Countries, the Men, during fatiguing 
Marches, while ſweating under the oppreſſive Load of Arms, 
and warm Cloathing, are apt, in the Heat of the Day, to be 
ſuddenly ſeized with a Species of Apoplexy, occaſioned by the 
ſcorching Beams of the Sun darted on the Head, and abſorbed 
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by the Blackneſs of the Hat; to prevent which a White Cover- 
ing for that Part ſeems requiſite. To recover the Patient from 
this Fit, immediate Bleeding is abſolutely required ; notwith- 
ſtanding which, many die, and others remain deprived of their 
Senſes ever afterwards. |

A QUINSEY is an Inflammation of the Fauces, with a 
burning Pain, Tumor, and Redneſs; a Difficulty of Breath- 
ing or Swallowing, and a Fever, proceeding from a Staſis of 
Blood, or a viſcid acrid Serum in the ſanguineous or lymphatic 
Veſſels. Horrman. It is commonly moſt rife between the 
Spring and the Summer. 

It begins with a Fever, which is followed with a Pain and In- 

mmation of the Fauces, cauſing the Uvula, Tonſils, and Larynx 
to ſwell ; whence great Difficulty of Breathing and Swallowing 
enſues. SYDENHAM. 

This Diſeaſe may be ſeated at the Root of the Tongue, near 
the Os Hyoides; the Foramina of the Noſtrils opening to the 
Bone; the Beginning of the N the Muſcles of the 
Pharynx; the internal and external Muſcles of the Larynx; the 
goon and leſſer Glands ; the Tonſils, or the Muſcles moving 
the Jaws. 

When a Quinſey affects the internal Muſcles of the Larynx, 
and there is no outward Redneſs about any Part of the Neck, 
but a burning Pain inwardly, a Loſs of Voice, and great Diffi- 
culty of Breathing ; it often kills in twenty-four Hours. This 
is called a "reopen A When it is ſeated in the internal Muſcles 
of the Pharynx, it is called a Synanche, in which there is no 
external Tumor and Redneſs, but a great Difficulty of Swal- 
lowing and Breathing, and whatever is drank returns Ne 
the Noſe. When there is an outward Tumor and Rednels, 
and the external Muſcles of the Pharynx are affected, it is a 
Paraſynanche ; when the external Muſcles of the Larynx, a Pa- 
ratynanche. 

A Cuinſcy is likewiſe diſtinguiſhed into the true and ſpurious. 
The true ariſes from the Staſis of the Blood; the ſpurious or 
baflard from a Congeſtion of the Serum. The former is acute, 
always attended with a Rigor and a Fever. The latter has ra- 
ther a Lymphatic or Catarrhal, than an Acute Fever. The firſt 
bas not only a burning, pricking Pain in the inner Pars of the 
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Fauces, but the Tongue is turgid with Blood, and of a dark 
reddiſh Colour ; the Face is likewiſe red; there is a great Pul- 
ſation of the Temporal Arteries; ſometimes a Head-ach, a Tor- 
por of the Senſes; ſometimes Fainting. 

When it is very violent there is a Pimculty of Breathing, 
high Anxiety, and Coldneſs of the Extremities, and is very 
dangerous, requiring ſpeedy Help. But in the ſpurious, thoſe 
Symptoms are either abſent, or more mild; nor is the Danger 
ſo great. 

he Quinſey may be alſo diſtinguiſhed into the dry, or highlp 
ardent, and the moiſt, or greatly mucous, The firſt is from 
the Blood, with a very acute Fever, as was ſaid of the true. But 
the other is more chronic, and attends catarrhal Fevers, bein 
common to the Scorbutic and Cachectic. The Tongue is ovens 
with a 7 Mucus, and the Breath ſtinks. 

This Diſeaſe may be cauſed by a Suppreſſion of ſome uſual 
ſanguineous Evacuation ; by admitting the cold Air after a 
ſtrong Sudorihc has been taken; and by lying in Rooms new 
plaiſtered or white-waſhed. Some cauſtic Poiſons affect the 
Throat more than other Parts, J/hite Hellebore attacks the 
Fauces, and brings on a Strangulation. The ſame enſues from 
the Solanum furioſum, and the Bite of a mad Dog. The Fumes 
of Arſenical and Mercurial Minerals, as alſo the Vapours of 
mineral Spirits, will have the ſame Effects. It has been pro- 
duced by a Fiſh-Bone ſticking in the Throat, 

It ſometimes comes on ſpontaneouſly, and is again the Symp- 
tom of another Diſeaſe, as the Diarrhea and Dyſentery, eſpe- 
cially if the Flux is haſtily ſtopped. It has happened from the 
| ſtriking in of an Eryſipelas; or from the Gout being injudici- 
ouſly treated with "I opicks ; as alſo from the Small-Pox, or a 
malignant or peſtilential Fever. The Cauſe of the ſymptoma- 
tic Diſeaſe is Coſtiveneſs, or ſuppreſſed Perſpiration, or the 
ſtriking in of Eruptions. When it is epidemic, it has ſome- 
thing of Malignity. 

When the Swelling, Pain, and Redneſs appear more out- 
wardly, and vaniſh by Degrees, it is a Sign of a happy Solution 
of tne Diſeaſe. But when the external Swelling ſuddenly diſ- 
appears, without a Mitigation of the Symptoms, it ſhews the 
morbifie Matter to be tranſlated elſewhere, and will change to 
a Phrenzy or Peripneumony. Or this Diſeaſe may terminate in 2 
Suppuration, or Gangrene, or a Schirrus. A Frothing of the 
Mouth, the Tongue vaſtly ſiuelled, and of a purple, blackiſh 
Colour, portend Death. HorFMaAN. 

In theſe Inflammations a flight Diarrhea relieves: Therefore 
Aliments which promote it are uſeful; as Tamarinds infuſed 
in 
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in Whey, Decoctions of farinaceous Vegetables moderately aci- 
dulated, and ſuch as abound with a cooling nitrous Salt, are 
proper. Burnet is ſaid to be a Specific in this Caſe. Mulber- 
ries are beneficial, and all Acids. 

The Mouth and Throat muſt be kept moiſt, and the Noſe 
clear, that the Air may have a free Paſſage through it. When 
the Patient cannot ſwallow, he may be nouriſhed by Clyſters, 
which I have known to have been done for a whole Week; 
after which the Tumour has ſuppurated. ArBUTHNoT, ©

That inflammatory Pain which ariſes from a ſharp ſalt Serum gre 
in the glandulous Parts of the Fauces, with Redneſs, and a co- 
pious Flux of Saliva, but without a Fever, may be cured with a 
Gargle of Brandy alone. I have alſo known an Inflammation of 
the Fauces happily cured with ten Drops of camphorated Spirit 
of Wine, in which a Grain of Nitre has been diſſolved, and ſuf- 

ered to paſs ſlowly down the Throat. | 

When there is a large Defluxion of an impure, ſerous Hu- 
mour upon the Fauces, it requires a frequent Uſe of gentle Lax- 
atives. Likewiſe a Gargle is excellent which has the following 
Salt for its Bafzs :

The acute and inflammatory Quinſey my be defined an Inflam- 


mation of ſome Part, or Parts, either within or contiguous 4 * 
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Throat, rendering Deglutition painful, or impracticalle; and when 
it is of the moſt dangerous Kind, likewiſe aſfecting Reſpiration. 

When only Swallowing is impaired, the Parts inflamed ma 
he the Tonſils, the Velum Palari, and Uvula, the Muſcles of the 
Pharynx, and thoſe of the Larynx, which raiſe it or pull it down 
in Deglutition, but whoſe Action is not concerned in moderat- 
ing the Aperture of the Glottis; while the Larynx itſelf, and the 
fſpera Arteria, remain free. | 
But when the Reſpiration is pinched, beſides other Parts, 
theſe Muſcles, which are employed in opening and ſhutting the 
Glttis, muſt be inflamed ; and, . likewiſe, probably the inner 
Membrane of the Larynx, and thoſe Muſcles and Fibres that 
join the Rings of the =_— Arteria together : And ſometimes 
theſe minute or remote Parts are affected without any Redneſs 
or Tumour, either within the Fauces, or outwardly on the 
Throat: This Kind of Quinſey is the moſt dangerous and ſud- 
denly deſtructive of all. | 

The Practitioner in every Kind.of Quinſey ought to look 
carefully into the Mouth and Fauces, in order to diſcern where 
any Redneſs and Tumour is; that, by comparing the Appearance 
of the Parts with the Functions impaired, he may be enabled 
to form the better Judgment with Reſpect to the Seat of the 
Diſeaſe, the Prognoftic, and Method of Cure. | 

If the Breathing is remarkably affected, there 1s an abſolute 
Neceſſity of applying all the moſt efficacious Remedies, with the 
greateſt Briſæneſs and Speed poſſible. Theſe are plentiful and 
repeated Bleedings, a large Bliſter between the Scapulz; Fomen- 
lation and Cataplaſms outwardly ; Steams to be received into 
the Throat, the beſt Ingredient in which is Vinegar ; ſmart 
but cooling Purges ; or, if theſe cannot be got down, C'y/fers 
df the ſame Kind; Bathing the Feet and Legs in warm Mater, 
ad even Semicupia, not made too hot, for fear of Trailing the 
Pulſe too high. ä 
But even though the Reſpiration ſhould not be affected at 
irſt, if the Symptoms are otherwiſe violent, Remedies ought to 
be ſmartly and quickly applied to prevent Suppuration. For 
Wen the inflamed I art tends to Suppuration, the Tumour keeps 
creaſing; and when the Pus is actually formed, the Bulk may 
lo enlarged as to endanger Suffocation : Or the Patient may 
© ſtarved by a total Privation of Swallowing ; ſo that Suppura- 
nan ſhould always be prevented, if poſſible. 
if; in the Courſe of the Diſtemper, the Patient ſhould run a 
que of being ſuffocated, the Surgeons have thoughtona Way 
Paving Relief, and poſtponing . by opening the Ajpera 
ria, an Inch or two under the Pomum Adami, or Body of 
P 2 ta? 
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the Larynx, cutting between two of its Rings, and putting 
Silver or Lead Canula into the Aperture; ſo that the Patient 
may breathe through it, inſtead of the Glottis. This Open- 
tion, called Bronchatomy, is perfectly ſafe, and eaſily performed; 
but Prudence ſhould direct the Operator to give Warning 
before-hand, that, in caſe the worſt falls out, the Patient's 
Death ought in Juſtice to be imputed to the Diſeaſe, and not 
to the Operation. 

If the Tumour comes to ſuppurate, and the Surgeon en 
reach it ſafely with his Inſtrument, it ſhould be opened. I 
ſmalleſt Quantity of Matter let out, will always give unfpeak- 
able Relief; and the reſt, by uſing Emollients, and gently diter-

THIS Diſeaſe generally comes on with ſuch a Giddineße * 
the Head as often precedes Fainting, with a Chillnels« 
Shivering like that of an Ague Fit, followed by great Heat | 


and theſe alternately ſucceed each other for ſome Hours, l 
at length the Heat becomes conſtant and intenſe. The e 
tient then complains of an acute Pain in the Head, of He 
and Soreneſs, rather than Pain, in the Throat; Stiffnels 
the Neck; commonly great Sickneſs, Vomiting or rug 
or both. The Face ſoon after looks red and ſwelled, the Hi 
inflamed and watery, as in the Meailes ; with Reſilefine 
Anxiety, and Faintneſs. 
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It frequently ſeizes the Patient in the fore Part of the Day; 
and as Night approaches, the Heat and Reſtleſſneſs increaſe, 
continuing till towards Morning; when, after a ſhort, diſs 
turbed Slumber, the only Repoſe during ſeveral Nights, a 
Sweat breaks out, which mitigates the Heat and Reſtleſſneſs, 
and gives the Diſeaſe ſometimes the Appearance of an Inter- 
mittent. 

If the Mouth and Throat be examined ſoon after the firſt 
Attack, the Uvula and Tonſi's will appear ſwelled; and theſe 
Parts, together with the Yelum Pendulum Palati, as well as 


cat- ne Cheeks on each Side, near the Entrance into the Fauces, 
n. and as much of the Fauces and the Pharynx behind as can be 
fu cen, appear of a florid red Coleur. This Colour is common] 


molt obſervable on the poſterior Edge of the Palate, in the 
Angles above the Ton/ils, and upon the Tor/jils themſelves. 
Inftzad of this Redneſs, a broad Patch, or Spot, of an irregu- 
lar Figure, and of a pale white Colour, ſurrounded with a flo- 
rid Red, is ſometimes to be ſeen. This Whiteneſs is com- 
monly like that of the Gums after having been preſſed with 
the Finger; or, as if a Matter ready to be diſcharged lay 
underneath. 

Generally, on the ſecond Day, the Face, Neck, Breaſt, and 
Hands, are of a deep eryſipelatous Colour, with a ſenſible 
Tumefaction. The Fingers are fo frequently tinged in a re- 
markable Manner, that it has been no hard Matter to guels 
at the Diſeaſe from a bare Sight of them. 

A great Number of ſmall Pimples, of a more intenſe Colour 
than that which ſurrounds them, appear on the Arms and 
other Parts. Where the Redneſs is leaſt intenſe, they are 
larger and more prominent, which is generally on the Arms, 
breaſt, and lower Extremities. 

As the Sin becomes red, the Sickneſs commonly goes off, and 
the Vomiting and Purging ceaſe, which commonly happens at- 
tr the firſt Days. 

The Appearance in the Fauces continues the ſame, only the 
White Place becomes of a more opake White, and is diſcovered 
to de a Slough, concealing an Ulcer of the ſame Dimenſions. 
Ibeſe Ulcerations are generally firſt diſcernible in the Angles 
ove the Tonfils, or on the Tonjils themſelves, They are allo 
Often ſeen in the Arch formed by the Uvula and one of the 
Tonſils; on the Pharynx behind, on the Infide of the Cheeks, 
the Baſis of the Tongue, which they cover like a thick Fur, 

here the Diſorder is mild there is only a ſuperficial Ulcer, 
of an Irregular Figure, in one or more of theſe Parts, ſcarce 
be dittinguiſhed from the ſound Part, but by the ee 
P 3 0 
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of its Surface, Likewiſe the' Redneſs and Eruption do not al. 
ways appear, and in ſome not till the third, fourth, or fifth 
Day, or later. 

The paretid Glands on each Side commonly ſwell, grow 
hard, and are painful to the Touch : If the Diſeaſe is vio- 
lent, the Neck and Throat are ſurrounded with a large cde- 
matous Tumour, ſometimes extending itſelf to the Breaſt, 
and by ſtraitening the Fauces increaſe the Danger. | 

Towards Night the Heat and Reſtleſſneſs increaſe, and a De- 
lirium frequently comes on. This happens to ſome on the fir 
Night. It is very remarkable that the Patient commonly re- 
turns a proper Anſwer to any Queſtion, but with unuſual 
Quickneſs; yet when they are alone, they generally talk to 
themſelves incoherently. However, at the firit Tendency to 
this Diſorder, they affect too great a Compoſure. This, for 
the moſt Part, happens to thoſe that ſleep but little; for ſon 
are comatoſe and ſtupid, and take but little Notice of any thing 
that paſſes. | 

They continue thus for three, four, or more Days, com- 
monly growing hot and reſtleſs towards the Evening. T hel 
Symptoms, and the Delirium increaſe as the Night comes on: 
A Sweat, more or leſs profuſe, breaks out towards Morning; 
and from this Time they are eaſier during ſome Hours, witha 
Faintneſs, which is their chief Complaint. 

Some grow eaſier from the firſt Day of the Attack; others 
have Symptoms of Recovery on the third, fourth, or fifth 
Day. Firſt, the Redneſs of the Skin diſappears; the Heat 
grows leſs; the Pulſe, hitherto very quick, becomes ſlower; 
the external Swellings of the Neck ſubſide; the * in 
the Fauces are caſt off ; the Ulcerations fill up; the Patient 
ſleeps without Confuſion, is compoſed when awake, and bis 
Appetite begins to return towards more ſolid Nouriſhment. 

The Pulſe, during the Courſe of this Diſeaſe, is very quick 
beating frequently 120 Times in a Minute. In ſome it s 
hard and ſmall, in others ſoft and full, but not ſo ſtrong and 
firm as in genuine inflammatory Diſorders, 

If a Vein be opened ſoon after the Diſtemper comes on, tht 
Bl:2d generally appears of a freſh and florid Red; the Craſſ: 
mentum is rather of a lax, gelatinous Contexture, than denk 
or compact; the Serum is yellow, and in a large Proportion. 

The Urine is at firſt _ and of a pale Whey Colour; ® 
the Diſeaſe advances it turns yellower, as if Bile was diluted 
in it; and ſoon after any Signs of Recovery appear, it com 
monly grows turbid, and depoſits a farinaceous Sediment. 
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They ſeldom have any Stools if the Symptoms are favourable, 
from the Time the Purging, which generally attends the Ac- 
ceſſion, ceaſes, This Diſcharge is remarkably bilious, yet 
without Pain, 

The Third is commonly leſs than in other acute Diſeaſes ; 
and the Tongue generally moiſt, but not furred. Some have 
it covered with a thick, white Coat, and complain of Soreneſs 
about the Root of the Tongue. 

Though the Uvula and Torfils are ſometimes ſo much ſwel- 
led as to leave a very narrow Entrance into the Gullet, and 
this Entrance frequently ſurrounded with Ulcers, or Sloughs, 
yet the Patient ſwallows with leſs Difficulty and Pain than 
might be expected. Soon after they are taken ill, they fre- 
quently complain of an offzn/zve putrid Smell, which often oc- 
caſions Sickneſs before any Ulcerations appear. The Inſide of 
the Neftrils, in thoſe that have this Diſeaſe ſevere, frequently 
appears, as high as can be ſeen, of a deep red or almoſt livid 
Colour, After a Day or two, a thin corroſive Sanies, or with 
it a white putrid Matter of a thicker Conſiſtence, flows from it, 
ſo acrid as to excoriate the Part it lies upon any conſiderable 
Time, This is moſt obſervable in Children, or in young 
and very tender Subjects; whoſe Lips are likewiſe frequently 
of a deep red, or almoſt livid Colour, and covered on the In- 
de with Veſicles containing a thin Ichor, which excoriates 
the Angles of the Mouth and Cheeks where it touches them. 

This acrid Matter ſeems to paſs with the Nouriſhment into 
the Stomach, eſpecially of Children ; for if they get over the 
Diſeaſe a Purging ſucceeds, yet attended with Symptoms of 
Ulcerations in the Bowels : Theſe, after great Pain and Mi- 
lery, at length die emaciated. 

The Patients ſometimes bleed at the Noſe towards the Be- 
ginning of the Diſeaſe; and the Menſes often appear in the 
Female Sex, if they are of Age, ſoon after they are ſeiſed, 
though at a Diſtance from the Time of their regular Period. 
It brings this Evacuation upon ſome that never had it before. 
This Flux, in full ſtrong Habits, is ſeldom attended either 
with Benefit or with manifeſt ill Effects, unleſs very copious z 
yet ſometimes it occaſions great Faintneſs, and an Increaſe oi 
the other Symptoms. Hæmorrhages 4 the Noſe and Mouth 
have carried the Patient off ſuddenly : But this does not hap- 
pen till ſeveral Days after the Attack; and perhaps may be 
owing to the Separation of a Slough from the Branch of an 
Artery. S 

Children and young Perſons are more expoſed to this Diſeaſe 
than Adults; Girls more than Boys; Women more than 
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Men; and the Infirm, of either Sex, than the Healthy and Vi. 
gorous. Very few grown People have it, and not one has died 
of it, as far as I know. When it breaks out in a Family, all 


the Children are commonly infected with it, if the Healthy 
are not kept apart from the Sick: and ſuch Adults as are fre- 
quently with them, and receive their Breath near at hand, often 
undergo the ſame Diſeaſes. 

With regard to the Cure, Bleeding is generally prejudicial, 
Some admit of it, at the firſt Attack, without any ſenſible Incon- 
venience; but a Repetition of it, in the mildeſt Caſes, ſeldom 
fails to apgravate the Symptoms; it has ſor + es produced 
very fatal Conſequences. It increaſes the H. - *e/tleſſneſs, De- 
lirium, and Difficulty of Breathing; nor do tal 2welling of the 
Fauces, Tinſils, Sc. receive any Benefit therefrom. On the con- 
trary, though the Fullneſs of theſe Parts decreaſes, yet the 
Sloughs thicken and change to a livid black Colour, the external 
Tumour grows large, and the Spitting commonly diminiſhes, 
Indeed, the Heat and Quickneſs of the Pulſe may ſeem to abate 
at firit by this Evacuation, but they commonly return with 
8 Violence, the Patient is ſeized with a Difficulty of 

reathing, falls into cold Sweats, a Stupor, and dies ſuddenly, 

Nor is Purging more beneficial; even gentle Cathartics have 
brought on very dangerous Symptoms. Upon procuring a few 
Stools with Manna, eſpecially when the Diſeaſe has continued 
two or three Days, the Redneſs of the Skin has diſappeared, 
and the Flux to the Throat has been ſurpriſingly increaſed. If 
this Diſcharge by Stool continues, the Swelling of the Neck 
commonly grows larger, the Fauces become flaccid, dry, and 
Iivid; and the Patient, a few Hours after this, expires. 

Nitrous, cooling Medicines, frequently produce the like Et- 
fects; they increaſe the Faintneſs which accompanies this Diſ- 
eaſe, and either diſpoſe the Patient to copious linking Sweats, 
or Stools, | 

Upon the whole it appears, that all Eyacuations which tend: 
to leſſen the natural Strength of the Conſtitution, are injurious; 
and thoſe Perſons are commonly in the greateſt Danger who 
have been previouſly indiſpoſed, or their Strength impaired 
by Grief. — 

"If the Purging, therefare, continues long after the firſt Exacer- 
bation of the Diſeaſe, it is a dangerous Symptom; for though it 
may ſometimes be reſtrained for the preſent with Opiates of 
Aſtringents, yet it commonly returns with greater V ehemence 
when their Efficacy ceaſes, and in a ſhort time exhauſts the 
ſmall Degree of Strength remaining. In this Caſe they gene- 


rally ſweat very little, the Fauces appear dry, gloſſy, and 1 


ſectio Cardiac. Species arom. Vinum croceum, Aqua Meni 


Ag. Alex. Spir. cum Aceto, and the like. 
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the external Tumour grows large; they void their Excrements 
without perceiving it, and fall into profuſe Sweats; the Reſpi- 
ration becomes difficult and laborious, the Pulſe finks, the ex- 
treme Parts grow cold, and Death, in a few Hours, cloſes the 
Scene. The Eye loſes its Luſtre, and becomes opaque and - 
dim, ſometimes ſeveral Hours before Death. 

A copious Flux of pituitous Matter to the Glands, and other 
Parts bout the Fauces, has ſecmed ſometimes to be the Cauſe 
of ſudden Death. | 

It is neceflary that the Patient ſhould be kept in Bed as 
much as mu l, though the Diſeaſe ſhould ſeem to be light ; 
for a Put, yas come on for want of Care in this reſpect, 
the Redneſs- wg Skin diſappeared, and a Diſorder which, with 
Confinement alone, would probably have gone off in twice 
twenty-four Hours, has been rendered tedious and difficult. 

At the firſt, while the Sickneſs and Vomiting continue, it will 
be beſt to promote the Diſcharge, by giving an Infuſion of Green 
Tea, Chamomile Flowers, Carduus, or a few Grains of Ipecaco- 
anha. This, in a few Inſtances, has cauſed the Diſorder to 
go off ſooner than was apprehended, 

If the Symptoms do not abate by this means, give ſmall 
Draughts of Mint Tea, with a ſixth Part of Red Port, frequent- 
ly, together with ſome warm and cordial aromatic Medicine, 
every four or ſix Hours. The Pulvis Contrayerv. compel; Con-

The Diarrhea, as well as Vomiting, generally ceaſes in leſs 
than twelve Hours from the firſt Attack : If it continues longer, 
it is neceſſary to check it; otherwiſe it occaſions great Faint- 
neſs, ſinks the Strength, and in the End produces dangerous 
Conſequences. The aromatic Cordiais above mentioned com- 
monly take off this Symptom, if given plentifully, and the Vo- 
miting likewiſe. If they fail, Kecourte mutt be had to Ele, 
Fracaſtor. or Ele. e Scordio, dillolved in ſoft Cinnamon Wa— 
ter, and given p, fingulas Sedes. 

It is common for the Redneſs to appear on the Skin as theſe 
Diſcharges abate. On the other hand, a mild Cathartic will 
take off the Colour from the Skin, and bring the Patient into 


imminent Danger. 


Patients generally complain of an exceive Faintnejs ſoon after 
they are taken ill. The Urgency of this Symptom ſeems to in- 
dicate the Degree of Danger; and an Abatement of it is a pret- 
ty ſure Preſage of Recovery. The aromatic Medicines already 
mentioned, are likewiſe found uſeful in removing this Symptom, 
dome may think them contra- indicated by the Degree of 750

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and Quickneſs of the Pulſe; but the Faintneſs, Depreſſion of the 


Pulſe, and Increaſe of Putreſcency in the Fauces, require them, 
A Dram of Confectis Raghleana was given to a Youth of Fifteen, 
every four Hours, which was ſoon followed by a ſenſible Amend- 
ment, and a Decreaſe of the Reſtleſſneſs, Fainting, and Heat, 
Vine may be given in ſmall Quantities, in Whey, or Mint, 
Baum, or Sage- Tea, Barley-water, Gruel, Panada, Sago, and 
the like; for it is not only an Antiſeptic, but a generous Cor- 
dial, When the Faintneſs is exceſſive, it may be given alone, 
The Age, the former Way of treating this Diſorder, and the 
Symptoms, afford the W kr. Rules for the Quantity and Kind. 
Chicken- water and thin Broth, which are generally very ac- 
ceptable to the Patient, may alſo be allowed. Children are ſre- 
quently deſirous of eating Chicken. 

Bliſters likewiſe relieve Faintings; they may be applied with 
Advantage to the uſual Parts, and to the Neck on each Side, 
from below the Ear almoſt to the Clavicle, as Occaſion requires. 

With regard to the Ulcers, which demand our early and con- 
ſtant Attention: When the Diſeaſe is of the mildeſt Kind, only 
a ſuper ficial Ulceration is obſervable, which may eſcape the No- 
tice of a Perſon unacquainted with it. A thin, pale, white 
Slough ſeems to accompany the next Degree; a thick, opaque, 
Aſh- coloured one is a farther Advance: And if theſe Parts have 
a livid or black Aſpect, the Caſe is ſtill worſe. Theſe Sloyghs 
are real Mortifications of the Subſtance, ſince, whenever they 
come off, they leave an Ulcer of a greater or leſſer Depth, as 
the Sloughs were ſuperficial or penetrating, | 

When the Tendency to Putrefaction is ſtopt, theſe Sloughs 
come off ſpontaneouſly, or their Separation may be promoted 
by ſuitable Remedies ; but it muſt by no means be attempted 
by Force. | 

The thin, acrid Icbor, which is diſcharged from under the 
Sloughs, often proves of bad Conſequence, eſpecially to Chil- 
dren, If Gargles are injected, they either prevent them from 
- reaching the Seat of the Diſorder with their 'Tongues, or they 
ſwallow them and the putrid Taint of the Ulcers together, 
whence fatal Purgings enſue, or fatal Hæmorrhages from the 
penetrating Gangrene, Thoſe that have a plentiful Diſcharge 
from the Fauces, carrying off this /chor, are ſeldom attended with 
Sickneſs, Vomiting, or exceſſive Faintneſs; and where there is 
little or no Diſcharge, the Symptoms are commonly moſt dan- 

erous. 
l Hence the great Advantage of gently ſtimulating Aromatic 
Gargles appears; becauſe they promote the Diſcharge of pi 
tuitous Matter, and, doubtleſs, ſome Part of the corroſive Flue 
\ along 
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along with it. To which, if we add Antiſeptics and Detergents. 
to check the Progreſs of the Mortification, and to cleanſe the 
ſordid Ulcers, every Indication will be anſwered. 

When the Diſeaſe is mild, the Symptoms favourable, the 
Sloughs ſuperficial, order a Gargle of Sage Tea, with a few Roſe 
Leaves in the Infuſion. Three or four Spoonfuls of Vinegar 
may be mixed with Half an Ounce of the Tea, with as much 
Honey as will make it agreeably acid. 

But where the Symptoms are urgent, the Sloughs large and 
thick, and the Breath offenſive, more efficacious Remedies muſt 
be uſed. The following Compoſition muſt be varied according 
to the Patient's Age, and the Circumſtances of the Diſeaſe: 


I. R. Dec, Pecteral. 7 vij. cui intercoguendum, adde Rad. 
Contrayerv. contuſ. 3ſs. Liquor. Colat. admiſce Acet. Vini 
alb. 3 ij. Tinet. Myrrh. Z j. Mel. opt. 3 vj. F. Gargariſma. 
This is for Adults, and a few Spoonfuls of it, a little warm, 
ſhould be often injected into the Fauces with a ſmall. Syringe, 
eſpecially before the Patient ſwallows any thing, to prevent the 
putrid Serdes from paſting into the Stomach, 
I the Sloughs are large, and are caſt off lowly, hey may 
be touched with Mel Ægyptiacum, by Means of an armed Probe: 
Or, if this cannot conveniently be done, a Spoonful of the fol- 
lowing Mixture may be injected, and retained in the Throat 
as long as the Patient can endure it, and then the Parts may 
be waſhed with the above Gargle alone, two or three Times: 
2. R. Gargariſin. præſcript. Zij. Mel. Agęiptiac. 3j. Mix. 

By the conſtant and regular Uſe of theſe Applications, and 
keeping the Patient warm, treating him otherwiſe as directed, 
the febrile Symptoms generally diſappear, the Sloughs come off, 
and the Sores are diſpoſed to heal in a few 8 

It is not uncommon for Hectie Heats, Night Sweats, Want 
of Appetite, and Dejection of Spirits, to attend thoſe a conſider- 
able Time who have had the Diſeaſe in a ſevere Manner. A/es 
Milk commonly relieves them, together with a Decoction of the 
Bark and Elixir Vitrioli. | 
The Cauſe of this Diſeaſe ſeems to be a putrid Virus, or Mi- 
aſma ſui generis, introduced into the Habit by Contagion, 
principally by Means of the Breath of the fick Perſon. Fo- 
THERGILL. 
This Diſeaſe, ſays Dr. WALL, appeared in ſome Parts of 
Morceſterſbire, chiefly in low Situations, in 1748; it then went 
under the Name of the Scarlet Fever; it was ſoon found to be 
infeftious, and that the principal Scat of it was the Parts about 
the Fauces; the Scarlet Effloreſcence on the Skin being rather 
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an accidental Symptom, than eſſential to the Diſeaſe. In ſome 
the Skin was covered with Petechiæ and purple Spots, and in 
one or two, where the Diſeaſe was farther advanced, /arge black 
Spots appeared on the Tonſils. Being convinced of its putrid 
Tendency, I preſcribed the Bark, and other antiſcptic Medicines, 
This Method immediately ſucceeded, both with regard to the 
Petechiæ, and the Ulcerations in the Throat. I recollect what 
I had formerly obſerved relating to the Small-Pox, That no- 
thing ſo immediately cures a ſore Throat, in the malignant Sort, 
as the Bark dies. And I was ſoon convinced, by a Multitude 
of Inſtances, that for the ſame Reaſon it is truly a Specific in 
the Caſe before us. 

I ſoon agreed with Dr. Fothergill, that the Intention of Cure 
in this Dileaſe is, To Keep wp the Vis Vitæ; to encourage the cus 
ticular Diſcharges ; and to conquer the ſpreading Putrefaction. 
Ao hg all Evacuations which leſſen the Strength, particularly 
Bleeding and Purging, and all the nitrous antiphlogiſtic Medicines, 
ore highly improper. 

And ſince a Laxity of Fibres prediſpoſes Perſons to receive this 
Diſeaſe, as is evident from hence, that it affects Children more 
than grown Perſons, Females more than Males, thoſe who are 
ſituated in low moiſt Places more than thoſe who live in a higher 
and drier Soil, it is manifeſt, both with regard to the Preſerva- 
tion and Cure, tonic Medicines are indicated; and among thoſe 
the Bark juſtly claims one of the firſt Places, 

The only certain Diagnoſtics of this Diſeaſe, are aphthous Ul- 
cers and S$loughs on the Tonſils, and Parts about the Pharynx. Very 
few here have had the Scarlet Efioreſcence on the Skin. With 
ſeveral lately it has, on its firſt Seizure, ſeemed to be compli- 
cated with a Fever of the inflammatory Kind, the Pulſe bein 
full and hard. But yet, if any Evacuations or nitrous Medicines 
were ordered on that Account, it has ſoon ſhewn its putrid Fen- 
dency, by the ſpreading of the Ulcers, ſinking of the Spirits, Cc. 
In theſe Perſons the Blood has appeared with a ſizy Cruſt on its 
Surface, but the Serum was uſually of a yellowiſh Colour, and 
upon the leaſt Motion the Cruor generally mixes with it; fo 
that the Blood here ſecms to be coagulated by the interna] Heat, 
at the ſame Time that the Texture of the red Globules is lax 
and broken. | 

Moſt Perſons in the Beginning have a Nauſea and Vimiting, 
and ſome a Looſeneſs. They who are coſtive, have, upon the 
Uſe of the gentle? Eccoprotics, immediately been ſeized with a 
Diarrhea, difficult to reſtrain. All Medicines which tend to 
move the Belly, not excepting Rhubarb, are extremely dan- 
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Thoſe who have had the Diſeaſe with moſt Violence, have 
had the Head always heavy and ſtupid, and the Eyes foul and 
full of Tears. Not a few have had the Head covered with 
Petechiæ and purple Spots. | 

The : firſt thing to be done, is to order the Hot Steam of a 
buling Mixture, of Vinegar, Myrrh, and Honey, to be received into 
the Throat, through an inverted Funnel, If it is neceſſary to 
make it ſtill more penetrating, add ſome of the Spirit. Minde- 
reri, This Steam can ſcarce be uſed too frequently, provided 
it is received with a due Degree of Heat. 

This Vapour is very penetrating, reſolvent, antiputreſcent, 
and detergent, and much more efficacious than any Gargariſm 
or Injection can be. Beſides, it is leſs offenſive to the Taſte, 
and may be very _ and effectually applied to the affected 
Parts. Farther, this Steam medicates the Air, and the Cham- 
ber becomes more tolerable and leſs infectious to the Atten- 
dants ; and the noiſome Smell of the Breath is conquered, or 
much corrected. 

If the Prime Viz ſeem foul, or much loaded, it may be ne- 
ceſſary to begin the Cure by cleanſing the Stomach with Car- 
duus Tea, in which a little Sal Vitrioli is diſſolved, and ſome other 
gentle and quick Emetic. No other Evacuation ſeems proper, and 
this is only to be uſed at the very Beginning of the Diſeaſe. If 
the Phyſician is not called in ſoon enough, it will be neceſſar 
to begin immediately by giving the Bark, joined with the Spzr. 
Mindereri. If an EMoreſcence on the Skin appears, I fome- 
times add the Pulu. Contrayerv. compoſ. In a Diarrhea I uſually 
join Caſcarilla with it, or Lign. Campechenſ. or Decoct. alb. or 
the like. And in great Sickneſs of the Stomach, or Lowneſs 
of the Spirits, with the Confect. Cardiac. But if the Putre- 
faction is great, and the Pulſe quick and weak, I always add a 
few Grains of the Extract of Myrrh made with Water; er 
from Z ij to I ſs. of a Decoftion prepared by boiling Powder of | 
Myrrh in Z ix. of Spring-Water to 1 when trained. This 1 
prefer to any thing elſe, for Myrrh is one of beſt Antiſedtics, 
If the Medicine is defired a little warmer, Myrrh in Subſtance 
may be mixed with it; for by grinding it with dogg and add- 
ing the Liquors gradually, it will be uniformly diſſolved into 
a Lac, and ſuſpended. But the Decoction or Extract tits 
lighteſt on the Stomach. | 

The Bart is moſt efficacious in Subſtance; but when the 
Strength of the Patient is much reduced, and the digeſtive 
Powers weakened, which is uſual in Putrid Fevers, on the 
very firſt Seizure, the Decoction or Extract may be thought 
preferable; but this laſt is ſeldom to be had genuine. In mak- 


ing 
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ing the Decoction, it ought to be done with as gentle a Heat 

as poſſible, and then evaporate very ſlowly to procure the Ex- 
tract, leſt it be burnt-to, and that the volatile Parts may fly 

off as little as may be, | 

In the Uſe of the Spiritus Mindereri, Care ſhould be taken 
that it be exactly neutralized, or rather, as the Diſeaſe is pu- 
treſcent, that it may incline towards the Acid. This is par- 
ticularly of Uſe where the Heat is very great, it being very 
attenuating and antiſeptic. 

J have been often agreeably ſurprized at the good Effects of 
the Method above recommended; if uſed early in this Diſeaſe, 
the Swelling of the Tonſils uſually decreaſes; the Sloughs are 
caſt off, and all the dangerous Symptoms are removed in three 
or four Days Time. | 

When the op 982 is ſufficiently conquered, it will be ne- 
ceſſary to cleanſe the firſt Paſſages with a mall Doſe of Rhubarb; 
which is to be repeated at proper Intervals, continuing the 
Bark, c. on the intermediate Days, for a conſiderable Time. 
For want of this Caution ſome Perſons have been long afflicted 
with a conſtant fixed Pain in the Bowels, which ſeemed to 
proceed from ſome Excoriations or Ulcerations, occaſioned by 
the Lodgment of putrid Sanies in the Inteſtines. To obviate 
this, in ſome meaſure, the Patient ſhould never ſwallow his 
Spittle, and waſh his Mouth always before he drinks or takes 
in any Suſtenance. 

To compleat the Cure, the Patient ſhould enter into a Courſe 
of Balſamics, Chalybeat Waters with Elixir Vitrioli, and the like, 
in order to ſtrengthen the Solids and invigorate the Blood; for 
this Diſeaſe is liable to return, eſpecially if they have after- 
wards a Fever of the putrid Kind. 

The Small-Pox ſeems moſt diſpoſed to aſſociate with this 
Diſeaſe, and that not only in the malignant Sorts, but even 
when it is mildeſt and moſt diſtin. But this is not very dan- 
gerous, becauſe the ſame Method is proper in both Diſeaſes ; 
J have ſeen one Initance of a ſore Throat and the Scarlet Erup- 
tion, complicated with the Meaſles. The Diaphoretic Anti- 
- ſeptic Method ſucceeded here without the Bark, which I was 
afraid to give, on account of the Cough and Straitneſs of the 
Lungs. But this is a vain Fear, ſays Dr. Cameron; for I uſed 
the Method above laid down, in complicated Caſes of this 
Kind, and have had the Pleaſure to obſerve, that both Diſeaſes 
together yielded as eaſily as ever either of them did fingly. 
The Fever and Cough ceaſed entirely on the eighth Day, 
though the Meaſles were conſpicuous on the Face till the 
twelfth, and the Throat was not quite clear till ſome Daye 
4 ter. 
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after. This Method will likewiſe do in the Meaſles alone, 
omitting the Steam and the Spiritus Mindereri, 1 gave the 
Patients ſmall Doſes of the Bark in Subſtance, with a little of 
the watery Extract of Myrrh, every three Hours, in ſmall Cin- 
namon-water ſweetened with Sugar, The Meaſles kept their 
accuſtomed Stages, with leſs Diſturbance and Alarm than uſual, 

Of the malignant ulcerous fore Throat, which raged if Ply- 
mouth, and divers Parts of Cornwall, chiefly in 1752, Dr. 
HUXHAM gives the following Account. 

The Artack was very different in different Perſons: Some- 
times a Rigor, with ſome Fulneſs and Soreneſs of the Throat, 
and painful Stiffneſs of the Neck : Sometimes alternate Chills 
and Heats, with a Degree of Head-ach, Giddineſs, or Drow- 
ſineſs, were the firſt Symptoms. Others had great Pains of 
the Head, Back, and Limbs, a vaſt Oppreſſion of the Præcor- 
dia, and continual Sighing. Some Adults, on the contrary, 
moved about for a Day or two, neither ſick nor well, but un- 
der Anxiety, till forced to take to their Beds. But it common! 
began with Chills and Heats, Load and Pain of the Head, 
Soreneſs of the Throat and Hoarſeneſs, ſome Coughs, Sick- 
neſs at Stomach, frequently vomiting and purging, in Chil- 
dren eſpecially, and ſometimes very ſevere; though the con- 
trary was more common to the Adult. In all, great Dejection, 
ſudden Weakneſs, great Heavineſs and Faintneſs from the 
firſt, The Pulſe, in general, quick, ſmall, and fluttering, 
though ſometimes heavy and undulating. The Urine moſtly 
pale, thin, and crude ; however, in grown Perſons, {mall in 
Quantity and high-coloured, or like turbid Whey. The Eyes 
heavy, reddiſh, and as if weeping, The Countenance very 
often full fluſhed and bloated, though ſometimes pale and 
ſunk, 

At Night the Symptoms became greatly aggravated, and 
the feveriſh Heat very much increaſed. Sometimes a Delirium 
on the firſt Night ; and the Acerbation returned in the Even- 
ing throughout the Diſeaſe. Towards the Decline, a Phrenzy 
often laſted all Night, though the Patient had been cool and 
ſedate in the Day time. 

A few Hours after the Seizure, and ſometimes the ſame In- 
ſtant, a Swelling and Soreneſs of the Throat were perceived, 
the Tonfils became tumid and inflamed, and often the maxil- 
lary Glands much ſwelled, and ſuddenly at the very Begin- 
ning, ſometimes even to threaten Strangulation. The Fauces 
alſo very ſoon appeared of a high florid Red, or rather bright 
Crimſon, ſhining and gloſly ; and frequently on the Uuula, 
Tonſils, Velum Palati, and back Part of the Pharynx, ſeveral 
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forced to ſubmit. The Reſtleſſneſs and Anxiety greatly in- 
creaſed, as well as the r in Swallowing. he Head 


was ſometimes much corroded, and Pieces of its internal 
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whitiſh, or aſh-coloured Spots appeared, ſometimes increaſing 
very faſt, and ſoon covered one or both of the Tonſils, Uvu- 
la, &c. Theſe in Event proved the Shughs of ſuperficial Ul- 
cers, (which ſometimes, however, eat deep into the Parts.) 
The Tongue at this time, though only white and moiſt at 
the Top, was very foul at the Root, and covered with a thick, 
yellowiſh, or brown Coat. The Breath now began to be very 
nauſeous, and at length became intolerable, ſometimes even 
to the Patients themſelves, 

The ſecond or third Day every Symptom became much 
more aggravated, and the Fever much more conſiderable ; and 


thoſe that had ſtruggled with it thirty or forty Hours, were 


was very giddy, pained, and loaded; there was generally more 
or leſs of a Delirium, ſometimes a Pervigilium and perpetual 
Phrenzy, though others lay very ſtupid, but often ſtarting 
and muttering to themſelves, 

The Skin was very hot, dry, and rough; rarely any Diſ- 
polition to ſweat. he Urine pale, thin, crude, often yellow- 
ith and turbid. Sometimes a Vomiting, and ſometimes a great 
Looſeneſs, eſpecially in Children. The Sloughs now much 
enlarged, and darker, the ſurrounding Parts tending to livid. 
The . more difficult, with a rattling Stertor, as if the 
Patient were ſtrangled, and the Voice hoarſe, as in venereal 
Ulcers of the Fauces. Any Perſon acquainted with the Diſeaſe, 
might know it by the Vee: None of that ſhrill barking 
Noiſe of inflammatory Quinſeys. The Breath inſufferabl 
fetid towards the Criſis. Many, about the fourth or hf 
Day, ſpit a vaſt Quantity of ſtinking purulent Mucus, oft 
tinged with Blood, and of an abominable Smell. The No- 
ſtrils ſometimes greatly inflamed, and excoriated, dripping a 
ſharp cher, or ſanicus Matter, ſo acrid as to corrode the Lips, 
Cheeks, and even Hands of Children; nay, the Fingers and 
Arms of their Nurſes, and this attended with an inceſſant 
Sneezing, The Diſcharge of this Matter was in Quantity 
ſurprizing, which they would often rub on their Faces, Hands, 
and Arms, and bliſter them all over. A ſudden Stoppage of 
it choaked them; ſome ſwallowed it, and had Excoriations 
of the Inteſtines, violent Gripings, Dyſentery, &c. with 
Rawneſs of the Anus and Buttocks. The Wind-pipe itſelf 


Membrane ſpit up with Blood and Corruption, whence the 
Patients lingered a while, and at length died tabid; but more 
2 | frequently 
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frequently it fell violently on the Lungs, and killed like a 
Peripneumony. F 

In general, a very conſiderable Eforeſcence broke out on the 
Surface of the Body, particularly in Children, moſt commonly 
the ſecond, third, or fourth Day ; ſometimes partial, ſometime3 
almoſt all the Body over, ſeldomeſt of all on the Face. Some- 
times of the ery/epelatous Kind, ſometimes more puſlular; the 
Puſtules frequently very eminent, of a deep fiery red Colour, 
particularly on the Breaſt and Arms ; ſometimes very ſmall, 
and eaſier felt than ſeen, The EMoreſcence was quite of a 
Crimſon Hue, as if the Skin had been ſtained with the Juice 
of Raſberries, and this even to the Fingers Ends; the Skin 
inflamed, and, as it were, ſwoln. This Crimſon Colour of 
the Skin ſeemed, indeed, peculiar te- this Diſeaſe. | 

An early and kind Eruption was moſt commonly a very good 
Omen, eſpecially when followed by a very copious Deſquam- 
mation of the Cuticle. But when it turned of a duſky livid, or 
_ prematurely or ſuddenly receded, every Symptom grew worſe 
and worſe, and the utmoſt Danger impended, eſpecially if 
purple or black Spots appeared, as ſometimes happened : the 
Urine grew limpid, and Convulſions came on, or a fatal Suffo- 
cation ſoon enſucd. 

The Diſeaſe was generally at the Height the f/h or /ixth 
Day, in young Perſons, in elder not ſo ſoon the Cris 
was often protracted till the eleventh or twe!fth, and then very 
imperfect: Yet ſome Adults were carried off in two or three 


Days. 
if a gentle eaſy Sweat came on the third or fourth Day; 
if the Pulſe grew flow, firm, and equal; if the Sloughs caſt 
off in a kindly Manner, and appeared at the Bottom clean and 
florid; if the Breathing was more ſoft and free, and the Eyes 
looked vivid, a ſalutary Criſis followed ſoon by a Continuance 
of Sweat, turbid farinaceous Urine, a plentiful Expectora- 
tion, and a very large Deſquammation of the Cuticle, But 
ifa Rigor came on, and the Exanthemata ſuddenly diſappear- 
ed, or turned livid ; if the Pulſe grew quick and ſmall, and 
the Skin remained hot and parched, the Breathing more diffi- 
cult, the Eyes dead and glaſſy, the Urine pale and limpid, a 
hrenzy or Coma ſucceeded, with a cold clammy Sweat on 
the Face, or Extremities; all was loft, eſpecially if a Singul- 
tus, or Gulping in the Throat, attended, with ſudden, liquid, 
involuntary, livid Stools, intolerably fetid. . 
In the malignant wicerous ſore Throat, Bleeding and Purging, 
to any Degree at leaſt, were utterly improper. Inſtead of 
Bleeding, a Clyſter of Milk, Sugar, and Salt, eſpecially if

the Patient was coſtive, anſwered much better. If a Purginy 
attended the Attack, a few Grains of torrefied Rhubarb, with 
Species e Scordio, Decact. alb. &c. were proper; and, if the Di- 
arrhæa were profuſe, a Spoonful or two of Decoct. Fracaſſorii 
Fulleri was frequently given, and proved an efficacious Me- 
. dicine. If Nauſea and Vomiting were urgent, a gentle Eme- 
tic, eſpecially for Adults, was ſerviceable; and ſo far from 
, aggravating the Pain of the Throat, that it Carey relieved 
it. Children were puked with a little Oxymel Scillit. IF 
- Antimony, or the like; otherwiſe the tenacious Mucus would 
choak them. | | 
The next Thing exhibited was, a ſaline Mixture of Salt if 
Wormwoed, or volatile Salt of Hartſborn, with Juice of Lemon, 
and Ag. Alex. ſimpl. to which was added Pulv. Contrayers, 
with a little Myrrh and 2 : or theſe laſt were given ina 
Bolus, with Nitre, if the Fever ran high. In Adults, a Grain 
or two of Camphire might be uſed, if the Stomach could bear 
it; elſe Fulep ? Camph. or Acetum Camphoratum were uſed, with 
Syrup of Black Currants, Raſberries, or the like. The ſecond 
or third Day, to the Saline Mixture, or a temperate Cordial Ju- 
lep, was added a little Tinct. Cort. Peruvian. Alexipharmac. 
Elixir Vitriali, with the Tincture of the Bark, was common- 
ly given, (except to young Children) and frequently the E- 
lixir was taken out of an Infuſion of a roaſted Seville Orange 
in Claret; or red Port Wine and Water was allowed. 
The common Gargle was, a Decoction of Figs, Red Riſe- 
leaves, Myrrh and Honey in rough Cyder, and a thin Mucilage 
of Duince-ſeeds, with Syrup of Raſberries, or black Currants, 
and a little Tincture of Myrrh per ſe, and Spirit of Vitril, every 
now and then, eſpecially after Gargling. And the Fumes of 
Red Roſe-leaues, Chamomile Flowers, Myrrh, and Camphrt, 
boiled in Vinegar, were ordered to be drawn in with the Breath 
very often, as hot as could be borne. 
The ſwelling of the Neck, parotid Glands, Cc. being of 3 
critical Tendency, were promoted by acrid Cataplaſms, Blifitri, 
c. laid over the Throat, ſometimes from Ear to Ear, with 
great Succeſs. | SI 
When there was a Tenſion and Tumour of the Belly, with 
ſome Degree of a Suppreſſion of Urine, an emo.lient Fotus, with 
ſome of the Carminative Seeds, or a few Chamomile Flower", 
boiled in Milt and Mater, and a Clyſter of the ſame, with 
Salt and Sugar, were neceſſary. If the Abdomen was wer 
tenſe, and the Patient coſtive about the fifth or ſixth Day, * 
Doſe of Rhubarb, Manna, or Lenitive Electaary was given, 
afer that commonly the Bark in Szb/ancegbut not before ſome 
Signs of Coction appeared- How 
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However improper Purging might be at the Beginning of 
this Diſtemper, gentle eaſy Cathartics, as Rhubarb, Manna, 
Ec. were neceſſary at the End, to carry off the putrid Colluvies 
of the Inteſtines, which otherwiſe protracted the feveriſh Heats, 
and occaſioned great Weakneſs, Want of Appetite, tumid 
Bellies, and great Obſtructions of the Glands : But, in gene- 


ral, after a Purge or two, the Sick recovered a keen Appetite, 
Strength, and Spirits: 
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Of a Parenzy: 


PHRENTZLY, if a Primary Diſeaſe, is a true Inflamma- 
tion of the Dara and Pia Mater; if Symptomatical, the 
inflammatory Matter is tranſlated into the Meninges of the Brain 


from ſome other Part; 


The Primary Phrenzy is preceded by Heat and a violent in- 
flammatory Pain within the Head, a Redneſs of the Eyes and 
Face, unquiet and troubled Sleep, a Slight Degree of Folly, 


Watching, Sadneſs, Fierceneſs, ſudden Forgetfulneſs, a gather- 


ing of Threads from the Bedcloaths. (This is very ſeldom. 
met with in theſe Parts of the World). | 

A Symptomatic Phrenzy ſucceeds any acute Diſeaſe ; but it is 
worſt when it is preceded by an Inflammation of the Pleura, 
Lungs, or Diaphragm. A black Tongue, an obſtinate Co- 
itiveneſs, Suppreſſion of Urine, white Fæces (which is always 
a fatal Sign, ) pale, diſcoloured, thin Urine, a Wildneſs in the 
Looks and Actions, with a red Viſage, a black Cloud in the 
Urine, and Watching, are Signs of an approaching Inflamma- 


tion in the Head. BoERHAAvE. 


The Symptomatic Phrenzy ſometimes appears in the State of 
malignant, eruptive, and ſpotted Fevers, the Small-Pox, malig- 
nant catarrhal Fevers, Camp Fevers, particularly the Hungaric, 
eſpecially when they are injudiciouſly treated. It generally ſu- 
pervenes about the critical Days, with a Rigor, trembling of 
the Joints, Tenſion of the Præcordia, and Coldneſs of the ex- 
ternal Parts, with thin Urine. The Patient being weakened 
with the preceding. Diſeaſe and long Watching, which debi- 
litates the Tone of the Veſſels of the Membranes of the Brain; 
whence the pe are not to be reſolved, and whence the Patient 
is generally killed on the third Day. 

A Phrenxy is to be diſtinguiſhed from that ſlight Alienation of 
ind which happens in acute Fevers, before the critical Erup- 
2 | dien : 
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tion. This goes off readily, nor is the Urine thin and watery, 


hor is attended with a Rigor and a Refrigeration of the external 


Parts: As alfo from a Defipience and Raving, from a great 
Loſs of Strength and Weakneſs of the Brain at the Declina- 
tion of an acute Fever; for this will go as the Strength returns, 
Either ſpontaneouſly, or with proper Remedies. 

Beth Kinds, when pteſent, have the following Symptoms : 

A Deprivation of the Ideas of ſenſible Things, as alſo of 
the Faculties of the Mind and AﬀeCtions ; an unruly Fierce- 

fs and Wildneſs; an unquiet and often turbulent Sleep, a 
Refoitation Now and great, the Face often exceeding red, the 
3 grim, the Looks fierce, the Eyes wild and protuberant, 
a Dropping of the Noſe. 3 

A Pbrenzy is generally fatal on the third, fourth, or ſeventh 
Day; which laſt it ſeldom exceeds. 

When it does, and is violent, it often ends in Madneſs, 
which increaſing gradually, the Patient becomes raving mad. 

It often terminates in a Lethargy, Coma, or Catoche. BoBRY. 

The Aliment ought to be ſlender, of farinaceous Subſtances, 
as Water-gruel acidulated ; the Drink, Barley-water, Small- 
beer, or the Decoction of Tamarinds. 

This Diſeaſe, of all others, requires the ſpeedieft Applica- 
tions; profuſe Hæmorrhages of the Noſe often refolve it, and 
copious Bleeding, by opening the Temporal Arteries, 1s the 
moſt efficacious Vemody. ARBUTHNOT. 

The Cure of this Diſeaſe requires diligent. Attention to the 
following Things : . 

Varies of the Veins, or the Bleeding Piles are beneficial. 

A Looſeneſs is likewiſe good. 

A Pain in the Breaſt and Feet, or à violent Cough ſuperven- 
ing, often puts an End to the Diſeaſe; as alſo an Hemorrhage. 

PFherefore plentiful Bleeding is neceſſary, through a late 
Orifice, or open feveral Veins at the ſame time, viz. the 
gular, the Frontal, and a Vein in the Foot. BotrH. 

Hoffman, from Experience, prefers the Bleeding ut the Noſe, 

ocured by thruſting up a Straw, a Pen, or a Skewer ; or, 3 
Pringle adviſes, apply ſix or ſeven Leeches to the Temples. 
The reſt of the Cure conſiſts in Bliſters, and Things common 
to other inflammatory Fevers. | 

The Cure of the Symptomatic Phrenzy, if the Pulſe will beat 
it, is by opening a Vein ; but if this cannot be done " reaſoh 
of great Lowneſs, it is to be attempted by Leeches and Blifters. 
* uſual to begin with bliſtering the Head, but in willi) 

oſpitals that is to be left to the Faſt. The beſt internal Me- 
dicines are Mitre and Camphire, Hoffman's Proportion 2 
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Grains of Nitre to one of Camphire. Small Doſes of which 
are to be often repeated. 
But when this Diſeaſe is apprehended from the Suppreſſion of 
the Lochia, or the Menſes, ſpeedy and copious Bleeding in the 
Foot will be neceſſary. If from a Stoppage of the Bleeding 
Piles, then Leeches muſt be applied to the bemorrhpidal Veins. 
After Bleeding, Cethartics are proper; among which, the 
following is preferable to all others:

The Patieut's Drink ſhould be ſweet Whey, or acidulated 
by turning the Milk with Citron or Lemon Juice, and ſweet- 
enced with Syr. e Meconio. To every Quart add a Dram of pu- 
riſied Nitre, or Sal Prunella. Alſo Emulſions are convenient, 
of the four Cold Seeds, with Barley-water, to every Quart of 
which add two Scruples of Nitre. 

Externally, warm Baths are proper for the Feet, or Linen 
Cloths dipped in hot Water, and applied to the Feet. But eſ- 
pecially let the Head be ſhaved all over, and embrocated with 
the following Mixture.

Antiphlogiſtic Clyſters are likewiſe proper: But if all theſe 

Means fail, Recourſe muſt be had to Cupping in the lower 
Parts, to Opiates, and mild Bliſters. BokRH. Hoffman is of 
Opinion, that the two latter will do more Hurt than Good in 
this Diſeaſe. After all, Boerhaave adviſes the Phyſician to 
conſider, if the Caſe be Symptomatical, how far the foregoing 
Method, or any Part of it, is conſiſtent with the primary Diſeaſe.

Of the PLEURISY. 


THE Pleuriß is moſt predominant between the Spring and 
the Summer. | 

It begins with Chillneſs and Shivering, which are ſoon ſuc- 
ceeded by Heat, Thirſt, Inquietude, and the other common 
Symptoms of a Fever. | | 
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After a ſew Hours the Patient is ſeized with a violent prick- 


ing Pain in one of his Sides, about the Ribs; which ſometimes 
extends itſelf towards the Shoulder-Blades, ſometimes towards 
the Back Bone, and ſometimes towards the Fore-parts of the 
Breaſt ; and this is attended with frequent Coughing. 

The Matter which the Patient ſpits at firſt is little and thin, 
and mixed with Particles of Blood ; but as the Diſeaſe advan- 
ces, it is more plentiful and more concocted, but not without 
a Mixture of Blood. | x 

The Fever keeps an equal Pace with the Cough, Pain, and 
Spitting of Blood; and in Proportion as the Expectoration be- 
comes more free, it ſenſibly decreaſes ; ſometimes the Body is 
coſtive, ſometimes too open. | 
The Blood drawn from a Vein, as ſoon as it is cold, looks 
like melted Suet. SYDENHAM. 8 : 

In this Diſeaſe the Pulſe is remarkably hard, and ſeems tq 
vibrate like a tenſe String of a muſical Inſtrument, which is 
the pathognomonic Sign; and as for a Eder it is more com- 
monly abſent than ſome will allow. HUx HAM. 

Hence Pleuriſies are diſtinguiſhed into the moiſt and the dry. 
It is likewiſe obſervable, that the Pain in the Side is more in- 
tenſe at the Time of Inſpiration, but more mild at the Time of 
Expiration. BOERH. | 3 
There is no Fever wherein the Criſes are more regular than 
in the Pleuriſy and Peripneumony : For in young Perſons, and 
thoſe of full Habit of Body, bloody Spittle generally appears on 
the fourth Day, and on the ſeventh the Diteaſe terminates by a 
profuſe Sweat. ' But in the Phlegmatic and more Inactive, as al- 
fo thoſe in whom the Diſeaſe has taken deeper Hold of the 
Lungs, it will continue till the eleventh or fourteenth Day; go- 
ing off partly by Expeforation, partly by Sweat : Then the 
Pulſe becomes more ſoft, and the Patient falls into an eaſy, re- 
freſhing Sleep. YN | 

But when, on critical Days, the Criſis is imperfect, there is, 
indeed, a Sweat; but it neither eaſes the Patient, nor terminates 
the D:ſeaſe. When it continues till the teniy- fit Day, there 
is Reaſon to fear a dangerous Abſceſs in the Breaſt. It is there- 
fore a good Sign when the Expectoration proceeds from the 
Bottom of the Lungs, bringing up a viſcid Matter, on the 
fourth Day, mixed with Blood, afterwards yellow, and ſome: 
times purulent. The ſooner the Expectoration happens, the 
greater the Hopes of Recovery: the later, the contrary. 

A Looſencſs is not ſafe ; Urine, without a Sediment, is a ſuſ- 
cted Sign; and a profuſe Sweat, unleſs on critical Days, is 
fil worſe, On the eleventh end twelfth Days a Looſeneſs is 
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not much to be feared, unleſs too great, for it ſometimes car- 
ries off purulent Matter. If a Bleeding at the Noſe happens 
about the fourth Day, it is generally attended with a remark- 
able Alteration of the Diſeaſe. | ; 
Thoſe who die of an Inflammation of the Lungs, are ſuffoca- 
ted ; becauſe the Matter, — to the Veſicles and bron- 
chial Ducts, cannot be coughed or hauked up. When the Lungs 
have been opened, they were found inflated ; hard, like Liver ; 
and the Veſſels being ſtuffed with a thick tenacious Blood, they 
have ſunk to the Bottom of the Water, being thrown in. Some 
have had their Lungs beſet with ſmall Abſceſſes and hard Tu- 
bercles, and the Pleura, adhering to the Lungs, inflamed and 
mortified. Others had polypous Concretions in the pulmonary 
Vein and the great Artery, and hindered the free Paſſage of the 
Blood through the Lungs, which produced an Inflammation. 
As in all inflammatory Fevers, ſo in this, too hot a Regimen 
is to be ſhunned, both with reſpect to the Bed-cloaths and the 
Heat of the Room ; nor muſt the Patient be expoſed to the 
cold Air, nor drink Things actually cold. Likewiſe all frong 
Sudorifics, Diuretics, and Cathartics are hurtful. And if the 
Patient has three or four Stools, the Courſe of Nature muſt not 
be ſtopped. HoFFMAN. | 
The D1eT ſhould be cooling, relaxing, ſlender, and diluting. 
AxBUTH. Moiſtening Things taken warm are preferable to all 
others, as I have found by Experience : Hence, Barley or Oat- 
meal-gruel, ſweetened with Honey, is proper, as alſo ſweet Whey. 
The Indications of Cure are, 1. To prevent the farther Staſis 
and Stagnation of the Blood. 2. To dilute and diſſolve the 
Lentor of the Blood in Pleuritics. 3. To mollify, eaſe and relax 
the Spaſm, Pain, and copious Aﬀux, in order to put the im- 
pacted Blood again into Motion by the Help of the Appulſe of 
the Arterial Blood. 4. To promote the Excretion of the viſcid, 
bloody, and purulent Matter, adhering to the Bronchia of the 


Lungs, ſo that it may be brought up, and an Abſceſs prevented. 


Take away ten Ounces of Blood, on the Side of the Part af- 
fected. SyD. If the Phyſician is called before the third Day, the 
Patient, lying on his Back, muſt loſe a large Quantity of Blood 
from a wide Orikce in a large Veſſel, and fetch deep Sighs, or 
cough, to promote its Celerity; and the Part affected ſhould be 
rubbed gently at the ſame Time. The Bleeding ſhould be con- 
tinued till the Pain remits, or the Patient is ready to faint, It 
ſhould be repeated as often as the Symptoms return which it 
was intended to remove. The Abſence of the white inflamma- 
tory Pellicle from the Surface of the Blood, when cold, ſhews 
dis Time to leaye it off. BoxRH. This Huxham confirms by his 
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own Experience, and adds, that afttr the fourth Day, Bleeding 
is not ſafe, He likewiſe recommends fomenting the Part, which 
often eaſes the Pain, and terminates the Diſcaſe, But if it is 
dbſtinate, he recommends /light Scarifications ; then Cupping, 
afterwards a Bli/ter on the ſame Place, which has been . 
ful when the uſual Methods failed. An emollient cooling Cly/ter 
ſhould immediately ſucceed Bleeding, eſpecially if the Bod; is 
coſtive: And nitrous Medicines, with a cooling, emollient, di- 
luting Regimen, ſhould be forthwith entered upon. Thin 
Whey, 2 — Barley and Red Poppies, and Emul- 
fions, will ſerve for Drink. 

Pringle ſays, whenever the Spitting begins, the Bleeding 
muſt be emitted, or ſo moderated as to relieve the Breaſt with- 
out impairing the Strength and checking the Expectoration. 
Beſides, Blifters not uy ſhorten the Cure, but prevent the 
Loſs of a great deal of Blood. For a _ Bliſter laid to the 
Side affected, immediately after the firſt Bleeding, is a proper 
Remedy, becauſe it reſolves the Obſtruction and removes the 
Fever. This applied to another Part, might increaſe the Diſeaſe. 
Theſe Bliſters may be as large as the Hand with the Fingers, 
If a Surgeon is not in the Way, it may be laid on firſt ; but 
the Patient muſt loſe Blood as ſoon as poſſible. 

Though the Symptoms ſhould vaniſh on bliſtering, it will be 
more ſecure to bleed again; unleſs a profuſe Sweat comes on with 
Relief from Pain, and makes all other Remedies unneceſſary. 
But if the Lungs are likewiſe inflamed, the Cure cannot be ſa 

y; for though the firſt Bleeding and a Bliſter ſhould give 

afe, yet a Repetition will be needful. Sometimes the Stitch 

returns and fixes on the other Side; But this may be treated 
as the firſt, with the ſame Succeſs. PriNGLE.

Huxham lays a great Streſs on Camphire and Nitre, joined 
with ſmall Doſes of the Paregoric Elixir: and if there is a ve- 
hement Pain, he thinks Opiates may be properly joined with 
them, as they have a great Power of 3 the over tenſe 
Fibres, of moderating the too rapid Courſe of the Blood, and 
of promoting the Concoction of the morbific Matter. Hence, 
after the Uſe of Opium, there is generally a copious Sediment of 
the Urine. | | 

Opiates may be given, but with Caution : For as long as the 
Pulſe is hard, the Breathing difficult, or when Watehfulneſs 
is owing to the Fever, they do manifeſt Harm. But when 
the Fever is over, and Sleep is only prevented by a thin De- 
fluxion on the Lungs, Opium will both give Reſt and promote 
the Spitting. But if the Body keeps open, and the Head is 
affected by the Paregoric, Salt of Hartſhorn is the beſt Cor- 
rector. PRIN OLE. | 

Anodynes and Opiates have been adviſed to eaſe violent Pains ; - 
but take Care to avoid them when the Patient is old, when 
there is a Thickneſs of the Humours, and when the Inflamma- 
tion lies deep, It is beſt to give nothing ſtronger than the 
Emulſions of White Poppy Seeds, or Syrup of Poppies.

In the fir? Stage of the Pleuriſy or Peripneumony, Laxative 
Clyſters and the cooler Diaphoretics are proper ; but all Ca- 
tharticy and warm Sudorifics do Harm. The Time for at- 
tempting the Diaphereſis is when the Perſon finds Eaſe by the 


Bliſter : But whenever the Spitting begins, the Diaphoretics 


muſt either be omitted or joined to Expectorants; whereof the 
chief is Oxymel of Squills; or in great Heat or Drought ſome 
more pleaſant Acid. But in Lowneſs, after repeated Bleedings, 

ive Salt of Hartſhorn joined to ſome Oil: This will raiſe the 
Pulſe and promote ExpeQoration when it flags. 

If, notwithſtanding the Diſcharge, the Breaſt continues ta 
labour, Bleeding is ſtill requiſite : For the Lungs are not to 
be overpowered by the Omiſſion of Bleeding: Nor is the Sup- 

reſſion of the Spitting to be hazarded by Bleeding too freely. 
Put with regard to Bliſters there need be little Caution, as they 
are always ſeaſonable, to raiſe, relieve the Breaſt, and to pro- 
mote Expectoration. 

In the Courſe of Expectotation, a Vomit will ſometimes be 
uſeful in diſcharging the Load of viſcid Phlegm. If the Phlegm 
is tough, or the Patient coſtive, and Opiates are given, they 
muſt be joined with Squills. Y | 

When the Pleuriſy ends in a Suppuration or Abſceſs, the Signs 
are, a ſlight, vague Shivering, which often returns without 
any evident Cauſe; a Remiſhon of the Pain, while the Dith- 
culty of Breathing remains; a Redneſs of the Cheeks and 
Lips; Thirſt; a Febricula, or ſlight Fever, eſpecially in the 
Evening; a weak, ſoft Pulſe, FE 
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When the hoe is actually formed, there is an obſtinates 
dry Cough, which increaſes after Feeding, or Motion. The 
Breathing is difficult, ſmall], thick, ſhort, and wheezing ; worſe 
after Eating and Motion. The Patient can only lie on the Side 
affected: A flow, periodical Fever, which is exaſperated with 
Stirring and Eating; a decayed Appetite, great Thirſt, noctur- 
nal Sweats, Paleneſs, Leanneſs, and exceſſive Weakneſs. 

This either ends in a Conſumption, or the Matter falls in- 
to the Cavity of the Thorax, and ſo becomes an Empyema z 
which ſee. | | 

Sometimes the Matter of the —_ is tranſlated to ſome 
other Part, as the Brain, Liver, or Spleen, which is fatal. 
Sometimes it occaſions an Abſceſs behind tha Ears, in the Legs, 
or Hypochondria. BOERHAAVE. ; 

A Cough is almoſt a perpetual Attendant on a Pleurĩſy; and 

ſince Expectoration is of the utmoſt Conſequence, and fre- 
quently terminates the Diſeaſe, it behoves every ſkilful Phyſi- 
cian, in the Beginning of a Pleuriſy, ever to obſerve whether 
the Cough be attended with a Spitting, and of what Kind it 
is: For a dry Pleuriſy is by all condemned as the moſt danger- 
ous, troubleſome to treat, and difficult to bring to a Concoc- 
tion or Criſis ; it either carrying off the Patient with great Ra- 
pidity, or continuing for a very conſiderable "Time: Even a 
Spitting intermixed with Blood, in this Caſe, is far better than 
where there is no Expectoration at all. 
It is an Obſervation of the learned Triller, that a Pleuriſy 
which attacks the Right Side, is not ſo dangerous, ſtubborn, 
or inveterate, as when the Left Side is affected, which proves 
often fatal on the third or fourth Day, eſpecially to Perſons 
who are very hard Drinkers. 25 

An original Pleuriſy generally requires copious and repeated 
Bleeding: The ſymptomatical, or that which happens in con- 
ſequence of other epidemic Diſeaſes, will not bear it ſo well, 
at leaſt no Repetitions of it. 

Pleuriſies are ſeldom more ſevere, or more ſuddenly fatal, 
than when they happen upon exceſſive and ſudden Drinking of 
cold Liquors when the Body has been much heated. The 
Blood of a healthy Perſon, drawn into a Veſſel of cold Water, 
inſtantly concretes into Threads of an almoſt ſolid Conſiſtence. 
Now when Plenty of cold Drink is ſwallowed down the ¶ ſo- 
phagus, which deſcends in its courſe very near the Trunks of 
the intercoſtal Arteries, it becomes filled or diſtended with it ; 
the whole Stomach, in Iike manner, being charged with the cold 
Drink, inſtantly imparts the unuſual Coldneſs thereof to the 
tdacent Diaphragm, Liver, Splegn, Sc.

2 Concretion, impede its proper Paſſage through the Lungs. 


The e greatly injured, becauſe, at the Time of 


Inſpiration, the Ribs muſt, of Neceſſity, be drawn from each 
other; and the inflamed and tenſe Parts be conſequently ſtretch. 
ed and extended, with a great Increaſe of the Pain. Upon 
this Account, ſuch miſerable Patients hardly breathe Air ſuffi. 
cient to dilate the Lungs ; whereby the right Veatricle of the 
Heart becomes unable to empty itſelf ſo free]y as it ought to do. 
T he Blood, therefore, returning from the Head by the jugular 
Veins, cannot now find any Admittance into the right Sinus 
and Auricle, already full; whence the Brain is compreſſed by 
the turgid Veſſels, and the Patient becomes dull, ſtupid, and 
leſs ſenſible of Pain ; and whilſt the Lungs are gradually more 
and more overcharged with Blood, he ſoon expires, ſuffocated, 
And it is very worthy of Remark, that Pleuritics periſh in the 
Height of the Diſtemper, not from the Inflammation of the 
Pleura, nor of the Parts contiguous to, or incumbent on, the 
Ribs ; but are ſuffocated by a Repletion or Oppilation of the 
Lungs, for want of a due Reſpiration. 

It is to be obſerved, that when a Pleuriſy has continued three 
or four Days, without having had any neceſſary Aſſiſtance, it 
ſeldom or never is cured by any innocent or mild Reſolution: 
For then the Violence of the Diſeaſe uſually gives Riſe to Ma- 
ladies in other Parts ; and more eſpecially in the Lungs. 
Fryiller has very juſtly obſerved, that Pleuritic Patients gene- 
rally eſcape by the Help of Nature, often even without Bleed- 
ing, provided a copious Flux of florid or purple Blood from 
the Noſe happens between the ff and the fifth Day. And Hip- 
pocrates pronounces, that Urine of a flight reddiſh Colour, and d 
moderate Sediment, denotes @ ſure and ſafe Criſis in Pleuriſies. If 
ſuch a Urine flows plentifully, and depoſits ſuch a Sediment, 
with Relief of all the Symptoms, we are then ſure the morbific 
Matter is diſcharging itſelf; and we have more eſpecially Hopes, 
that the Diſeaſe will terminate that Way, if this happens in the 
Beginning, before any of the Humours become vitiated by a 
long continuance of the Diſtemper: For, if this Urine is 
voided towards the Cloſe of the Diſeaſe, it will very rarely be 
removed by that Diſcharge only. 

If the Pain invades the Back, Shoulders, or Arm, and evi- 
dently abates in the Pleuritic Side, it is a yery happy Sign; 
ſuch Patients generally recovering, which is very remarkable. 


Theſe Tranſlations happen ofteneft upon the fixth Day of the Dies 
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This Metaſtaſis, however, does not appear to cure the Diſcaſepgy 
but is rather a Forerunner of a ſalutary Criſis. | 

A white, concreted, or Pus-like Expoſtonitien, has been 
often known to cure a Plcuriſy. 

Expectorations of a yellow Colour, intetmixed with Blood, 
are ſalutary. Hippocrates has recorded thoſe Pleuriſies to be of 
the mildeſt Kind, in which the Spitting is ſomewhat bloody. In 
this Caſe, however, Bleeding is to be forbidden, which would 
ſuppreſs this Expectotation, and kill the Patient. 

In a violent Pleuriſy, altnough by a happy Treatment, the 
Matter of the Diſtemper may be Iiflolved, and rendered fluxilez 
it hardly ever happens, that this Matter can be again aſſimilated 
with the healthy Juices, ſo as to circulate with them freely, 
and without Injury to the vaſcular Syſtem, which it almoſt con- 
ſtantly ſtimulates to ſuch a Degree, as to force it to throw the 
ſame off by ſome Out-let or another, in a ſenſible Diſcharge 
from the Body. This Caution is very neceſſary, leſt any one 
ſhould hefitate to order Bleeding in the Beginning of a Pleuriſy, 
thinking it might hinder the ſalutary Endeavours of Nature to 


O 


expel the motbid Matter. 

It ſometimes happens, in a Pleuriſy, that the Breaſt can, by 
no Means, be dilated or moved, on Account of the Violence 
of the Pain, whence the Lungs tranſmit but very little Blood; 
for which Reaſon, the large Veins are very full and turgid, but 
the Aorta, receiving only a little Blood, does not preſs td 
that which is contained in the Veins with any great Force; fo 
that, upon opening a Vein, there often iſſues out but a ſmall 
Quantity of Blood: But as ſoon as the Patient expands them 
by Sighing, or ſhocks them by Coughing, the Blood iſſues 
forth with Impetuoſity. Tulpius therefore adviſes Phyſicians, 
in ſuch Cafes, to perſuade their Patients to cough : But, as the 
Pain is often ſo ſevere, that the leaſt Dilatation of the Breaſt 
throws them into Convulſions, it is not an eaſy Matter to pre- 
vail on thera to do it. Under ſuch Circumſtances, it will bt 
expedient te give ſome Sternutatoty, or a Spoonful of hot Vi- 
negar, whereby an involuntary Cough may be excited, whick 
may ſuddenly remove the Pain, or greatly abate it at leaſt, 

We ſhould be cautious not to bleed to Fainting, leſt a Pe- 
ripneuomeny ſhould follow; fot when the Heart, in a Deliqui» 
um, ceaſes to move, the Blood in the right Sinus, Auricle, 
and Ventricle, often ſtagnates fot ſome little Time, and being, 
in this mflammatory Malady, greatly inclined to inſpiſſate and 
concrete, it will, in ſome Degree, 'enter before the Patient can 
de recovered from his fainting Fit; and may therefore adhere, 
ind be unable to paſs the ſmaller Veſſels of the Lungs 3 

ic 
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which it ſhould circulate, and ſo be productive of a Peripneu- 
mony, which would be of much more dangerous Conſequence 
than the Pleuriſy itſelf. 

Triller gives a Caſe, to prove how effectual Bleeding ma 
even when the Patient is extremely weak, and all the Symp- 
toms are, notwithſtanding, aggravated to a Degree of Violence. 
In a robuſt Youth, under a moſt ſevere Pleuriſy, after two 
plentiful Bleedings, the Diſeaſe ſeemed to change for the bet- 
ter; but on the fifth Day, the Symptoms returned with great 
Violence, ſo that, in ſpite of Clyſters and Veſicatories, the Pa- 
tient ſeemed to be in the moſt imminent Danger. A large Ori- 
fice was made in the Veins of both Feet, now grown ſo cold, 
that though they were fomented with warm Water, not a 
Drop of Blood came; upon which Water was continued to 
-be poured upon them, ſo hot as to fetch off the Cuticle, and 
then the Veins bled plentifully enough, and ſo effectually, that 
the Patient, almoſt half expiring, revived, and was molt hap- 
pily cured. 

Sydenham bled his pleuritic Patients, as ſoon as he was called 
to them, from the Arm of the affected Side; but when he af. 
terwards repeated the Veneſection, he makes no mention of 
the Part from which the Blood was taken. Hildanus obſerves, 
that he ſeldom or never found the deſired Succeſs from Bleed- 
ing in the Arm oppoſite to the Pleuriſy; and Triller confirms 
this alſo, as to the firſt Bleeding; for the ſecond, he rather 
prefers the Foot of the ſame Side; and then in the oppoſite 

oot, if there ſhould be a Neceſſity for a third or fourth 
Bleeding; but he very juſtly remarks, that the firſt Bleeding 
ſhould be of all the moſt copious, | 

In this Caſe, a Solution of Venice Soap, in equal Parts of 
warm Water and new Milk, has been found a comfortable 
Fomentation; or half an Ounce of Soap to a Pint of the E- 
mollient Decoction, in which Flannels were dipped, and laid upon 
the Side, and hot Tiles placed over to keep the Fomentation 
from cooling too ſoon. In the Night-time, that the Fomen- 
tations may not be troubleſome, the Side may be firſt rubbed 
with Ung. de Althea, and then covered with a Melilot Plaiſter, 
A ſimple Decoction of Barley, with Oxymel and Nitre, 1s 
often ſufficient here, fince this includes all the Qualities ne- 
cefſary towards a Cure ; for it dilutes by being watery, relaxes 
and eaſes by the intermixed mealy Mucilage, while the Hone 
and Vinegar very well diflolve the inflammatory Size; as allo 
does the Nitre, ng abates the Heat, 


Theſe Patients ſhould never be kept too hot, but be taken 


out of Bcd a few Hours every Day, if their Strength ye 
ar 
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bear it; nor ſhould they be over-loaded with Bed-cloaths- 


Copious Bleedings, and other cooling Remedies, will avail 
but little without this Precaution. 

Laſtly, great Prudence is neceſſary in regulating the Diet of 
recovering Patients; for too ſudden a Repletion would endan- 
ger a fatal Relapſe.

Of the BasTARD PLEURISY. 


FFMAN is of Opinion, that the Seat of every genuine 
Pleuriſy is in the Lungs, as appears from the . . of 
ory 


thoſe that die of this Diſeaſe. In the Hoſpital of the Holy G 


at Rome, there were three Hundred Inſtances of this Truth; 
for they had all one Lobe of the Lungs affected, which was full 
of Matter, without any ſenſible Diſorder of the Pleura. 
Therefore, if the Inflammation occupics the external Parts 
only, it is a BasTARD PLEURI1SY : If the external Surface of 
the Lungs, like an Eryſipelas, it is a genuine Pleuriſy. Riverius 
likewiſe obſerves, that ſome affirm that the Lungs are affected 
in every true Pleuriſy, which is confirmed by Authority, Rea- 
ſon, and Experience : For Hippocrates ſays, if both Lobes of the 
Lungs are inflamed, it is a Peripneumony; if one, a Pleuriſy. And 
we all know, that the general Signs of a Pleufiſy are alſo the 
Signs of a Peripneumony, ſuch as a Cough, a continual Fever, 
Difficulty of Breathing, and bloody Spittle. Hence it is reaſon- 
able to conclude, that the Diſeaſes are of the fame Nature; add 


to theſe, that the Progne/tics and Cure of both Diſeaſes are the 


ſame; as alſo the Bodies of Pleuritics having been opened, the 
Lungs have been always inflamed, But he thinks that when 
any have died of this Diſeaſe, the Inflammation has crept to the 
Lungs; and that, in ſome, the Pleura only had been corrupted. 
And Huxham thinks, that becauſe Pleuri/ies are apt to bring on 
more or leſs of a Peripneumony, it is a Cauſe why we meet 
with many more Pleuritic Fevers, accompanied with pert- 
pneumonic Symptoms, than true and exquiſite Pleuriſies. When 
a ſevere Pain in the Breaſt is attend=d with an acute Fever, a 
Load at the Breaſt, Cough, Difficulty of Breathing, Expec- 
toration or Spitting of Blood, it is very properly denominated 
2 PLEURO-PERIPNEUMONY. Thus much in general. 

A BasTARD PLEURISY is attended with a very acute and 
pricking Pain in the Side, which is exaſperated by the Touch. 
Lying on the affected Side is difficult; there is a dry Conghs 

| without 
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without the Ezection of purulent or bloody Matter, which, it 
ſtrong, increaſes the Pain. There is likewiſe a Fever, with n 
hardith, depreſſed, and frequent Pulſe. | 

The Cauſe does not ſeem to be in the Blood, but rather in 
the Staffs of an acrid Serum, at the Connection of the Ends of 
the fine azygous Arteries and Veins ; as alſo of the lymphatic 
Veſſels of the Pleura, and likewiſe in the Periofleum of the 
Ribs, where the Senſe is more acute. 

Hence it is — elſe but a Kind of Rheumatiſim, and is 
common to thoſe who are now and then troubled with Ca- 
tarrhs, rhenmatic and arthritic Pains, or a Hemitrania ; eſpe- 
cially if they come out of a hot Air into a cold, or the contra- 
ry, particularly in the Evening. | 

his does not require Bleeding, unleſs there is a remark- 
able Plethora ; but a Diaphoreſis, and a more free Perſpiration. 
On the ſeventh Day it generally diſappears, and is without 
Danger. HorruAx. x 

Lancifius adviſes to bleed plentifully in the Arm, and to ſcarify 
the Part affected. After this, two Cupping-glaſſes are to be ap- 
plied thereto, which will cure the Diſeaſe as if by Enchantment, 

In the Winter Seaſon, that is, in January, many fell ill of 
a ſpurious Pleuriſy, which was attended with a high Fever, an 
acute Pain in the Side, a dry Cough, exciting a moſt intole- 
Table Pain, and Want of Sleep. They were bled in the Arm, 
and a buff Coat was generally on the Blood. They drank 
freely of thin Water-gruel, with Sage boiled in it. They were 
under a temperate Regimen, and took a Powder conſiſting of 
Nitre, diaphoretic Antimony, and Crabs-eyes, ſometimes mix- 
ed with Vinegar and a few Ounces of Carduus Benedictus Wa- 
ter. Externally, hot Linen Cloths were laid to the Part af- 
fected. Thus the Diſeaſe diſappeared on the ſeventh, eleventh, 
or fourteenth Day, with a large Sweat. Some young Patients, 
who did not loſe Blood enough, had a ſalutary Bleeding at the 
Noſe on the ſeventh or ninth Day; and the Pulſe was rather 
depreſſed than quick through the whole Courſe of the Diſ- 
eaſe : If the Fever continued to the tenth or fourteenth Day, 
as it did in ſome, they had an Eruption of red miliary Puſtules, 
beſet with white watery Veſicles, in all Parts of the Bod). 
However, there was nothing given but bezcardic Powders and 
Nitre, with a large tepid Draught of the Decoction of Barley, 
and thin Water-gruel. Only one died with a Pleurify and a 
ſpotted Fever, 

Hoffman obſerves on this Hiſtory, that thoſe are apt to fall 

into a __ Pleuriſy, who are much expoſed to a moiſt, cold 
autumnal or wintery Air: For there are no Diſeaſes, or in- 
flammator) 
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flammat ry Fevers ſo ſoon generated by the Intemperies, Inequa- 
a lity, and Change of the Air, as thoſe of the Breaſt. When the 
Summer has been hot and dry, and the Weather has ſuddenly 
changed to cold, with a northerly Wind, not only catarrhal 
Defluxions have enſued, but Rheumatiſms and Pleuriſies, with 
bloody Spittle and violent Pains in the Side, have been very fre= 
quent. For the Air, from continual Inſpiration, immediately af- 
fects the Lungs internally, and externally the Thorax and Ribs, 
which are beſet with thin Muſcles, membranous Nerves and 
Veſſels; for which Reaſon, ſpaſtic Criſpatures are readily in- 
duced, and the free Circulation of the Humours ſtopped. 

The Phyſician was quite in the right to direct Bleeding in the 
above ſpurious Pleuriſy, on Account of thePlenty of el Blood 
which is generated in the Winter; though it is not ſo when 
the Body is more repleniſhed with Serum. Beſides, Ointments, 
nor oleous Liniments, nor even moiſt Applications, are very 
proper in the Ba/tard Pleuriſy; becauſe they hinder Perſpiration, 
which is ſo neceſſary to diſcuſs the ſtagnating Humours, and to 
cauſe them to fly off. 

The beſt Way is to keep the Part affected in a temperate and 
equal Heat, in a warm Bed; eſpecially as the Skin of every Pa- 
tient, as in the Gout and Eryſipelas, cannot bear Topics. | 

Laſt of all, we are not to confound the Red miliary Puſtules 
with the White; for the former are by far more friendly to Na- 
ture, and do not proceed from a putreſcent and vapid Serum, 
but rather from that which is ſharp and ſcorbutic ; for which 
Reaſon, if they are cautiouſly and carefully treated, there is no 
great Danger attending them. 

Riverius and other Authors agree, that in the Baſtard Pleuriſy 
the Patients cannot lie on the affected Side; the contrary to 
which happens in the true Pleuriſy. 
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Of a PERIPNEUMONY, 


THOUGH there are ſeveral Obſervations on the preceding 
 Sefion which relate to this Diſeaſe, yet as it is common 
either as an original Malady, or the Conſequent of ſome other, 
3 Huxham obſerves, it cannot be too carefully ſtudied. | 
There are, as that Author obſerves, ſeveral Kinds of this Diſ- 
caſe, For it may ariſe from a violent Inflammation of the Lungs, 
by a very ſizy, denſe Blood obſtructing very many of the Pul- 
monie and Bronchial Arteries ; or from an ObſtruQtion of the 
ol, I. R Lungs 
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Lungs by a heavy, viſcid, pituitous Matter. This is called 4 
Spurious, or 42 Peripneumony; or from a thin, acrid De- 
fluxion on the Lungs, and then it is a Catarrhal Peripneumony, 
The Symptoms common to all, are a Load at the Breaſt, a ſhort 
difficult Breathing, and more or leſs of a Fever. But in a true 
Peripneumony, as 255 man obſerves, there is a more tenſive Pain 
than in a Pleuriſy; beſides, it is rather more obtuſe and preſſi 
than acute, and ſhoots as far as the Back and Scapulæ. But the 
Difficulty of Breathing is greater, as well as the Anxiety and 
Expectoration, whereby a variegated Spittle is brought up, 
which lay as it were very deep; for in this Diſeaſe the Veſſelz 
of the Lungs themſelves, whereby the Blood circulates from 
one Ventricle of the Heart to the other, are affected; being 
ſtuffed and obſtructed with a thick Blood, which is apt to 
grow more viſcid and ſolid. Wherefore it is the more dan- 
gerous and fatal, eſpecially if it attacks old Perſons, and Bleed- 
ing is not timely adminiſtred. Boerhaave ſays, the Pulſe is 
ſoft, flender, and in every Senſe unequal ; and Huxham, that if 
the Pulſe is hardly felt before Bleeding, it will afterwards beat 
very ſtrongly. | 
In the Cure, great Regard muſt be had to the different Stages 
of this Diſeaſe, and the d:Ferent Symptoms that attend it. Bleed- 
ing is indiſpenſibly neceſſary at the Beginning of a ſevere In- 
flammation of the Lungs ; but if after the ſecond or third Bleed- 
ing the Patient begins to ſpit a well-concoafted Matter, freely | 
tinged with Blood, you muſt forbear to repeat it, otherwiſe the | 
Patient will be weakened, and a fatal Suppreſſion of the Expecto- ſv 
ration will enſue. But if he brings up a conſiderable Quantity pre 
of florid, thin, ſpumous Blood by Spitting, then bleed again; Co 
quiet the Cough with Diacodium, and give proper Acids pretty dw 
freely, with ſoft, cooling Incraſſants. If a thin, gleety,  dark- anc 
coloured Matter is expectorated, it is generally a Mark of ors De 
Malignity, and that the Blood is in a putrifying, diſſolving 8

tion, This often happens from the Blood not ſpouting Al

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a full Stream. This Appearance of the Blood, with a firm ſtrong 
Pulſe, will warrant the taking away more, till the Breathing 
becomes free and eaſy, 

If the Craſſamentum is of a very looſe Texture, and not co- 
yered with a Buff Coat, and the Pulſe on Bleeding ſinks, flut- 
ters, or grows more weak and ſmall, it is Time to deſiſt. A 
blueiſh Film on the Blood, with a Kind of a ſoft, greeniſh Jelly 
underneath, while the Cruor itſelf is livid, looſe, and ſoft, with 
a turbid, reddiſh, or green Serum, is a Sign of a very lax Crafes 
of the Blood and great Acrimony, which will not bear great 
Quantities to be drawn off. If the Blood is very florid, thin, 
and looſe, with little or no Serum, after ſtanding for ſome Time, 
it generally argues a conſiderable Advance to a putrid and very 
acrid State. | 

A ſtrong, throbbing, thick Pulſe, always indicates farther 
Bleeding, at leaſt till the Patient breathes more eaſily, or a free 
Expectoration of laudable Matter is obtained. It often happens 


if that the Pulſe at the very Beginning ſeems obſcure and oppreſſed, 
at Irregular, fluggiſh, and ſometimes intermitting, with Weakneſs 
and Oppreſſion. But this does not ariſe from the Defect, but 
" from the too great Quantity of Blood; for the Blood Veſſels 
4. being over-loaded and diſtended, cannot act with ſufficient 
n- Vigour. This is ſucceeded with a dreadful Train of Symp- 
dr toms, and even Death itſelf, if not prevented with ſufficient 
ly Bleeding. 
he In ſome very violent Peripneumonies, an immediate and exceſ- 
o- live Weakneſs comes on, with an inexpreſſible Anxiety and Op- 
ity Wl picflion of the Breaſt; a very ſmall, weak, trembling Pulle, 
n; Coldneſs of the Extremities, with clammy, coldiſh, partial 
tty dweats ; the Eyes ſtaring, fixed, and inflamed the Face bloated, 


and almoſt livid. This has ſoon been followed with a Stupor, 
Delirium, and ſometimes with a compleat Paraplegia. 

Some Kinds of Peripneumonies will not bear large Bleeding, 
eſpecially the Epidemic or Malignant. The Pulſe and Strength . 
of theſe Fatients have ſunk to a ſurprizing Degree, and the Diſ- 
will eaſe has turned into a ſort of a nervous Fever, with great Fre-

The Fever and the Inflammation require a cal, dilating Reg” 
men, and nitrous and relaxing Medieines; together with a mo- mo 
derately cool, free Air, and Quiet both of Body and Mind. Di 
cloſe Room is very incommodious ; if it cannot be avoided, it or 
ſhould be prudently aired. There is nothing more proper than oft 
thin Whey, a Barley Ptiſan with Liquorice, Figs, Ce. the ten 
Infuſian of pectoral Herbs, ſuch as Ground- Ivy, Maiden. fiat; 
Colt's-Foot, Hyſſop, &c. Theſe ſhould be gently acidulate 
with Juice of Seville Orange or Lemon. Honey will render 


them more detergent, Any or all theſe Things may be r 
* | * a 
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warm, in Turns, by frequent ſmall Draughts, ſipping them, 
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as it were, perpetually, Theſe relaxing, emollient Drinks, 
and Vapours ariſing from them, are in a more eſſential Manner 
neceſſary when he Expetwration is very difficult and tough. 
When it is ſuddenly ſuppreſſed, and the Difficulty of Breathing 

greatly augmented, an Emetic of Oxymel of Squills will be pro- 

per, if the Violence of the Fever is abated : But very little 

ſhould be drank after it to promote Vomiting. 5 

When ſoft, demulcent, lubricating Medicines are indicated, 
give a Linctus made with Sperma Ceti, Ol. Amygdal. dulc. or cold 
drawn Linſeed Oil, with Syrup. Altbææ, Papav. errat. Diacodium, 
or the like. When Oils diſagree, a Mucilage of Quince Seeds, 
or Linſeed, with Rob of Elder Berries or BlackCurrants, or their 
Syrup, or that of Poppies, is very uſeful and grateful, Nitre 
may be agreeably given with either of theſe ; and perhaps 
Camphire would not be fo nauſeous. When 1 Sa theſe Me- 
dicines bring on any, conſiderable Purging, the Expectoration 
will be ſuppreſſed, and the Patient's Life in Danger. 

When much ſincere, florid or frothy Bleod is ſpit up, take 
away as much Blood immediately as the Patient's Strength will 
bear. If the Hzmopto? continues, bleeding in the Saphena will 
be found of the utmoſt Service. Then direct cooling Emul- 
ltons, nitrous, demulcent, and mucilaginous Medicines. Ve- 
getable and even Mineral Acids, if the Spitting of Bload is very 
conſiderable. The Drink may be a Decoction of Red Poppies, 
Colt's-Foot, and Figs, acidulated with Elixir of Vitriol. The 
Cough may be appeaſed with Diacodium, or a ſoft Linus. But 
ſtrong Aſtringents and large Doſes of Opiates are bad. 

Ina CATARRHAL PERIPNEUMONY, the Matter expeCtora- 
ted is extremely thin and crude, and the DefluQtion ſo very 
acrid as to excoriate the Wind- pipe, cauſing an inceſſant and 
very violent Cough. Here, a great Loſs of Blood is not ne- 
cellary ; but ſome ſhould be drawn in the Beginning, to abate 
the inflammatory Diſpoſition. Bliſters ſhould be applied ear-

lemulcent, pectoral Ptiſan is proper to temperate the Acri- 
mony of the | 8g It ſhould be taken warm with mild 
Diaphoretics. Coffee is a uſeful Drink. Direct Diacodium, 
or Elixir Paregoricum, to moderate the Cough, in ſmall Doſes 
often repeated. Sperma Ceti, Olibanum, Myrrh, and Camphire,, 
tend to incraſſate the thin, catarrhal Humour, and abate the

In the PuTRID PeERIPNEUMONY the Expectoration is livid, 

eleety, and famous, frequently reſembling the Lees of Red Mine; 


vemetimes ore black, and ſometimes very fetid, This is often 
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the Caſe of the highly ſcorbutic ; particularly Sailors, after 2 
long Voyage. Blood taken from theſe, appears to be in 2 
difllving putreſcent State. The Crafſſamentum is looſe and 
tender, the Serum turbid and reddiſh; the Tongue is black; 
the Teeth furred with a dark thick Sordes ; the Breath offen- 
ſive ; the Urine high- coloured or blackiſh. Black Spots, or 
a Dyſentery, frequently appear on the fifth, ſixth, or ſeventh 
Day, The Pulſe and ſtrength ſink after Bleeding: Some- 
times a vaſt Anxiety, Fainting, a cold Sweat, a thready in- 
termitting Pulſe ſoon after. This has ſometimes happened 
in Pleuro-Peripneumonies, where the Pain at the Side was 
violent, the Load at the Breaſt great, and the Cough conſi- 
derable, | 

This will never bear a ſecond Bleeding to Advantage, ſeldin 
the firſi, unleſs there is a conſiderable Degree of Firmneſs and 
Tenſion in the Pulſe. When there is reaſon to be diffident, 
order Scarifications and Cupping. | 

In this Diſeaſe give a Decection of Figs, Colt s-foot, and Red 
Poppies, well acidulated firſt with Juice of Seville Orange, or 
Limon, and afterwards with Gas Suiphuris, or Elixir Vitriali. 
Nitre, Olibanum, Myrrh, Flowers of Sulphur, and Bole may be 
adminiſtered, with Conſerv. Lujulæ, Rob of Elder, Currants, 
Mucilage of Quince Seeds, and Syrup. de Rubeo Ideo Can— 
phorated Vinegar, with Syrup of Elder, or Raſberries, is an ex- 
cellent Medicine, A Spoonful or two of theſe latter ſhould 


be given ever and anon, Sound Cyder and Wine and Ma- 


ter, with Seville Orange or Lemon Juice, drank warm, pro- 
mote Expectoration when deficient. Tindture of Roſes, with 
Red Poppy Flowers, has moderated an inordinate Defluxion of 
thin, bloody Ichor. However, Oxymel of Squills, and ftrong 
Cinnamon Water, are frequently neceſſary to pump up the 
Ichor, when a great Rattling in the Throat, and Difficulty 
of Breathing, indicate a vaſt Quantity of it in the Lungs. 
And yet the Violence of the Cough may be often appeaſed by 
Elixir Afthmaticum or Diacodium. The Patient is to be ſup- 
ported with Sago, Panada, Hartſhorn Jelly, roaſted Apples, 
Cream of Barley, or thick Gruel, with a little Wine and Juice 
of Lemons, giving a little at a Time, and often.

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A very thin yellow ſpitting, either ſhows that nothing but 
the thinneſt Part of the Blood is ſtrained through the Arteries 
of the Lungs; or that the whole Maſs of Blood begins to 
diſſolve, its bilious Principles highly exalted, and that all tends 
to a general Putrefaction. It is commonly attended with a 
violent Cough, and Expectoration is performed with excced- 
ing great Difficulty. Many Times it is ſucceeded by an Hæ- 
mopto from the Rupture of the Veſſels; particularly when the 
Tongue appears very red, dry, ſmooth, and ſhining, with a 
kind of /zvid Bladders at the Top. 

Tae concocted Matter of Inflammatory Obſtructions of the 
Lungs 1s partly ſpit off, and partly carried off by thick, tur- 
bid Urine in large Quantities, depoſiting much reddiſh or 
yellow-coloured Sediment; and ſometimes partly by bilious 
Stools, Nothing promotes this Urine, and theſe Stools, 
more effectually than laxative Clyſters. Sometimes the mor- 
bid Matter is critically tranſlated to the Legs, to the great 
Relief of the Breaſt ; and therefore, in ſevere Pulmonic Diſ- 
orders, a Derivation of the Humours to the Legs may be at- 
tempted by tepid Bathing and Bliſters. The Diſcharge from 
the ulcerated Bliſters muſt not be ſuddenly ſuppreſſed; for 
then the Difficulty of Breathing and Cough will return ; or 
a very great Purging, or profuſe Sweat will ſucceed, Hux- 
HAM. 

If the Patient is not relieved, or dies in eight Days, the In- 
flammation will end in a Suppuration, and an Abſceſs of the 
Lungs, and ſometimes in ſome other Part of the Body: The 
Symptoms of which are an obſtinate dry Cough, which Mo— 
tion and taking of Food will increaſe, The eaſieſt Poſture 
in lying will be on the affected Side; there will be a fow Fe- 
ver, with Chillneſs and Shivering at uncertain Periods ; Exa- 
cerbations after Motion, or a Repa/? ; Thirſt, Night Sweats, a 
frothy Urine, Paleneſs, Leanneſs, Weakneſs. In this Caſe, 
Bleeding muſt be forborne; the Diet muſt be mild, ſoft, in- 
craſlating, and more plentiful. "Tepid Vapours ſhould be 
taken into the Lungs, of Decections of proper Ingredients. 

When by the Symptoms and Time the Impoſthume may be 
judged to be ripe, the Vapour of Vinegar itſelf, and any thing 
which creates a Cough, as Oxymel, Exerciſe and Concuſſion, are 
proper. The ſooner it is broke, the leſs Danger to the Lungs. 

In this State, which is not abſolutely deſperate, the Aliment 
ought to be Milk; and the Drink, Milk and Barley-Water, 
with gentle Anodynes, that the Patient may have ſome Reſt. If 
the Inflammation ends in a Gargrene, the Caſe is deſperate z 
if in a Schirrus, incurable.

AT the Beginning of the Fever the Patient is hot and cold 

by Turns, is giddy upon the leaſt Motion, and complains 
of a rending Pain of the Head whenever he coughs ; he vomits 
up every thing that he drinks; the Urine is turbid and intenſely 
red ; the Cheeks and Eyes look red and inflamed ; his Breathing 
is thick and ſhort ; the whole Thorax is full of Pain, and the 


Straitneſs of his Lungs, as often as he coughs, is er by 


the By-ſtanders : Whence the free Courſe of the Blood is pre- 
vented, which creates a Stoppage of the Circulation, and takes 
away all the Symptoms of a Fever, eſpecially in thoſe of a full 
Habit of Body ; this may alſo happen from the Blood's being 
overloaded with a great Quantity of pituitous Matter, which 
oppreſſes it ſo as to prevent a febrile Ebullition. 

t ſometimes appears at the Beginning of the Vinter, but of- 
tener between that and the Spring.

This Die ſometimes ſteals upon the Patient unawares,with 
a flight Wearineſs, a Weakneſs, a general Proſtration of the 
Faculties of the Mind, thick and ſhort Breathing, beginning 
with an Oppreſſion of the Breaſt. The Commotions it excites 
are ſo ſmall, that the Heat and Fever are ſcarce ſufficient to 
make the Patient ſenſible of his Danger, Afterward, ſlight 
Shiverings, which come on by Fits, and the Attacks of a gen- 
tle Fever, appear: Whence the Difficulty of Breathing, and 
Weakneſs ſuddenly increaſing, bring on Death ; of which 
there were ſcarce any Signs either in the Urine or Pulſe,

When perpetual, laborious Wheezing, great Anxiety, and 
conſtant Oppreſſion of the Præcordia, comatous Symptoms, 
cold Extremities, and dark, bad coloured Nails and Viſage 
come on, the Patient is in immediate Danger, HuxHan.

83 advifes a Repetition of the Bleed- 
ing and Purging alternately, every other Day, or at greater 
Intervals, as the Strength and Symptoms will permit or re- 
quire, But he has generally found twice Bleeding ſufficient. 
The Days on which Purging is omitted, he directs the pectoral

Huxham is of Opinion, that though Bleeding and Purging 
may be neceſſary at the very Beginning, it is very ſeldom pro- 
per to repeat the former, and the latter muſt be managed with 
ſome Caution; for, unleſs the Patient is properly ſupported 
during the Operation, he is apt to fall into Faintneſs, cold 
Sweats, &c. If the Patient ſpits largely a concocted Matter, 
which is ſometimes the Caſe, neither the one nor the other is 
proper, but laxative Cly/ters, and mild Eccoprotics, at leaſt du- 
ting the Expectoration. Likewiſe the Patient ſhould take fre- 
quently thin Muſtard-whey, Hydromel, or pectoral Decoctions, 
with a ſmall Quantity of ſoft White-wine in them. The /a- 
line Draught promotes Expectoration greatly, made with Salt, 
or Spirit of Hartſhorn, and Juice of Lemons, or diſtilled 
Vinegar. It likewiſe relieves Difficulty of Breathing, and 
commonly operates by Sweat or Urine. Blifters ſhould never 
be neglected ; lay a large one to the Neck at the Beginning; 
and if there be Occaſion, to the Legs and Thighs,

HEN the Liver is inflamed, it compreſſes the Stomach, 
Diapbragm, and the neighbouringiſcera of the Abdomen; 
it ſtops the Circulation of the F luids, hinders the Generation 
ind Excretion of the Gall, and all Digeſtion : It produces a 
beat many bad Symptoms, as the Faundice, with all the Diſeaſes 

depending

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depending thereon; for the Liver receives the refluent Blood from 
almoſt all the Parts of the Abdomen, and is the chief Inſtru- 
ment of almoſt all the Digeſtions that are made there. ARrBurth, 

The Subſtance of the Liver may be expanded to a very con- 
ſiderable Bulk, without any acute Pain; whence the Subſtance 
of it is very rarely ſubject to an Inflammation. But there is a 
ſpurious Sort, which is ſeated in the convex Part, chiefly a- 
mong the Membranes and Ligaments, which adhere to the 
ſpurious Ribs and Diaphragm. Horrman. 

A Fever, an Inflammation and pungent Pain on the Regionof 
the Liver and Diaphragm, a Tenſian of the Hypochondria, Ii. 
lowneſs of the Skin and Eyes, and a Saffron-coloured Urine, are 
Signs of an inflammatory Diſpoſition of the Liver. ARBUTH, 
It begins with Cold and Shivering, ſometimes with Yaomiting 
and a. Fever, Watching, difficult Breathing, Inquietude, and 
Co/tiveneſs. This is a Kind of rheumatic or eryſipelataus Fever, 
proceeding from a ſharp, viſcid Serum, lanciniating the nervous 
Fibrillæ. It is ſometimes accompanied with a Baſtard Pleu- 
riſy, to which it is a-kin. 

It is not very dangerous, and rarely kills, unleſs the Viſcera 
are unſound. | 

Narcotics and Sudorifics are to be ſhunned. 

This Diſeaſe terminates as other Inflammations, being cu- 
red by Reſolution, Concoction, and Excretion of the morbid 
Matter; or elſe in an Abſceſs, Schirrus, or Gangrene. 

During the firſt State a warm Regimen and Saffron, which 
ſome reckon a Specrfic, arc improper. 

Cooling, reſolving Liquors, taken inwardly, as J//hey, with 
Serrel boiled in it. „ier Fomentations and frequent Injec- 
tions of Chy/ters, Bathing, and Frictions, relax, and render the 
Matter fluid. Honey with a little Rheniſb Wine, or Vinegar ; 
the Juices and Jellies of ſome ripe Garden-Fruits; and those 
of ſome lacteſcent Plants, as Endive, Dandelion, and Lettuce, 
are reſolvent. 

Fat, oily Epithems, and Plaiſters, are to be ſhunned. Cam- 
phire in croceated Spirit of Wine is only to be uſed in the Þe- 

inning, or when the Fever is moderate, and Nature ſluggiſh. 
Ren at firſt is neceſſary on the affected Side, in the Hand 
or Foot. | 
Violent Purging hurts; gently relaxing the Belly relievs: 
Diluents, with nitrous Salts, are beneficial, or Tamarinds boile 
in warm Water or Whey. 

A Clyſter purely oleous is beneficial, with a Bladder full 
of an emollient Decoction. Inwardly diluting and reſolvent

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Tf it is attended with the Jaundice, then apply Epithems of 
Carduus Benediftus, Scordium, Wormwood, Lider-Lowers, 
Chamomile, Seeds of Lovage and Cummin boiled in Wine, 
and often applied.

The feverih Matter is frequently carried off by Urine ; and 
therefore Diuretics, not highly ſtimulating, are proper,

The Caſe is deplorable, when the Inflammation terminates 
in a Suppuration, unleſs the Abſceſs points outwardly, fo as it 
may be opened.

T HIS Diſeaſe contracts the Inte/ines, and ſtops up the Paſ-

When 
the Inflammation is in the upper Part of the Inteſtines, the 
Stomach will be greatly diſtended by Wind. V hen the Pain 
is exaſperated, it produces Convulfions of the Diaphragm and 
abdominal Muſcles, Vomiting, painful Inflations, with Rum- 
blings, and ſharp griping Pains, which may bring on the [lac 
oh or Twiſting of the Guts, BokRR. 

When there is a burning Pain in the Abdomen, with a 2 
vatural Heat of the whole Body, as alſo a guick A 10 oſs of 
Strength, Anxiety, and Inquietude, the Seat of the Diſeaſe may 
juſty be ſuſpected to be in the Inteſtines. If the ſharp Pain is 
above the Navel and below the Stomach, attended with a Fever, 
* and Reaching, it is a Sign that that Part of the Colon 
is affected which lies beneath the Stomach, and is extended 
from the Right to the Left Side. If the Pain lies in the Right 
Hypochondrium, under the ſpurious Ribs, it ſhews that Part of 
the Colon to be inflamed where it joins to the 1/;um. When the 
Complaintis of the Left Side, under the Loins, where the Pſaas 
Muſcle is placed, it is a Sign the Clan, and that Part of the 
AHeſentery joined thereto, is the Seat of the Diſeaſe ; eſpecially 
when it adheres to the Peritonæum.

Beſides copious Bleeding, there is hardly any other Method of 
Cure than fomenting —— the Bowels with emollient Li- 
quids, taken warm both by the Mouth and in Clyfers, and this 
every Hour, Yet Acids, in very defperate Caſes, have been 
known to give Relief; ſuch as the Juice of Lemons taken by 
the Mouth, and Vinegar and warm Water given in Clyters : 
When the Vomiting is exceſſive and continual, Opiates ſhould 
be given to quiet the Convulſions. ARBUTHNOT. 

Pringle affirms in this Caſe, that the beſt Method of Cure is 
to lay Bliſters over the Part affected ; and it has been practiſed 
with Succeſs, without any bad Conſequences, how ſoon joever 
they were applicd after Bleeding. In particular they are uſeful 
in the Ileus, and ſeem to anſwer equally well in the fixed Pains 
of the Bowels, whether from an inflammatory or flatulent 
Cauſe.

HE Symptoms of a Nephritis are, a great inflammatory, 
pungent, burning Pain, in the Place where the Kidneys 
are ſituated, attended with a Fever; the Urine is made often, 
but ſmall in Quantity, and very red or flame-coloured, yet, in 
the higheſt Degree of the Diſeaſe, watery, There is a Numbnels 
of the Thigh, and a Pain in the Groin and the Teſticle, of the 
ſame Side; a Pain in the Ilium, bilious Vomiting, and conti- 
nual Eructations. BokRH. | 
When the Inflammation is deep, the Fever violent, the burn- 
ing Pain in the Loins laſting, the Difficulty of making Water 
greats the Body very coſtive, the Anxiety and Straitneſs of the 
recordia exquilite, the Urine crude and white; likewiſe if the 
Pain continues till the fourteenth Day, the Kidney will ſuppu- 
rate; which is known from the abating of the Pain, and from 
the thick, purulent Sediment of the Urine. This will ſome- 
times laſt ſeveral Years, till there is nothing left of the Kidney 
but a Bag: It is attended with a He#ic Fever, and the Patient, 
before he dies, is almoſt reduced to a Skeleton. If the Bag hap- 
pens to burſt, it brings on a Retention of Urine, and intolera- 


dle Pains, which end in Death. Hort. 


If it continues beyond the ſeventh Day, an Al ſceſi is to be 
feared, which is known to be forming by a Remiſſion wy 
alny 
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Pain, ſucceeded by a Pulſation in the Part, and Chillneſs and 
Shivering often returning; there will, likewiſe, be a Weigbt 
and Numbneſs in the Part affected. 

When the Diſeaſe is favourable, it is cured by Reſolution, of 
a copious, red, and thick Urine, diſcharged at one T ime, or by a 
large Flux of Blood from the Fizmorrhaidal Veins, in the B 
ginning of the Diſeaſe. BokRR. 

Coffee-coloured Urine is not a dangerous Symptom. ARBUTH. 
[But this ſeldom appears but in a Fit of the Gravel, which it 
likewiſe ſomtimes uſhers in.

It is cured by plentiful Bleeding, Revulſion and Dilution; by

When a burning and fixed Pain in the Loins continues for 
ſome Time, it is a Sign that the venal Veſſels are ſtuffed and 
obſtructed with a thick Blood, which requires immediate Bleed- 
ing in the Foot; or if there is a Diſpoſition to an hxmorrhoidal 
Flux, apply Leeches to the Auus. Afterwards give ſuch Things 
as temperate the Heat of the Blood and promote a free Circula- 
tion, with a Diaphoreſis. For which Purpoſe, Emulſions, De- 
mulcents, Diluents, Antiſpaſmodics, diaphoretic Powders with 
Cinnabar and Nitre, are preferable to every thing elſe. 

Emollient Clyſters, without any ſaline or purging Stimulus, are 
the principal Help in this Diſeaſe. They may be made of Milk, 
Whey, or ſoft Water, in which Elder and Chamomile Flowers 
have been boiled, to which add an Ounce or two of Syrup of 
Marſhmallows, and a Dram of Nitre. The Body ſhould be kept 
open with Oil of Sweet Almonds, and the Wind in the Bowels 
ſhould be diſcuſſed ; for which Purpoſe Cumin Seeds, made into 
Cimfits, are inſtar omnium. No greaſy Applications ſhould be uſed 
outwardly, nor Spirit of [ine and Campbhire ; but a Bladder half 
full of the Decoction of emollient Flowers in Milk, with alittle

When there are Convul/ions, or exceſſive Pain, Opiates are pro- 


ber. If the Vomiting, a Symptom of this Diſeaſe, is too fre- 


quent, warm Water, ſweetened with Honey, is beneficial, 
The Patient ſhould avoid all acrimonious Aliment; he ſhould 


neither lie too hot, nor on his Back.

Milk or Whey ſhould be medicated with Flor. Hyperici, Sum- 
mitat. Millefolii, Fol. Veronice, & Hedere terreſtris. Emulſions 
are likewiſe uſeful, of the four cold Seeds, and Sweet Almonds, 
Some attribute a great Virtue to Cherry-tree Gum diſſolved in 
Whey or Water, and taken often. Alſo Syrup of Marſhmal- 
lows is very uſeful: Add to theſe the Decoction of Veronica 
ſweetened with Honey, mixed with Powder of Nutmeys, 
When an Ulcer of the Kidney proceeds from a Stone, it will be 
neceſſary to abſtain from all acrid, hot, and ſpirituous Things; 
from Diuretics, Lithontriptics ; for they will either bring on 
a freſh Inflammation, or bloody Urine. Good Honey, mixed 
with Powder of Nutmeg, and taken in a Decoction of Ven- 
nica, or Syrup of Marſhmallows, will be of great Uſe. In 
inveterate Ulcers of the Kidneys, a Mixture of Rob of Ju- 
niper-Berries and Malmſey Wine is excellent. A few Spoon- 
fuls muſt be taken of it after a Meal. HoFrMaAN. | 
Buttermilk, not very ſour, has been reckoned a great Secret 
in Ulcers of the Kidneys; and Chalybeate Waters have been 
beneficial to ſome. Spruce Beer is a good Balſamic in this 
Caſe : I ſhould adviſe ſoft Malt Liquors rather than Wine, 
ARBUTH.

T HE Pathognomonic Signs of this Diſeaſe are, an acute, burn.

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Other Symptoms are, a Rumbling of the Bowels, griping 
Paitis, great Anxiety of the Præcordia, difficult Breathing, 
Want of Appetite, Vomiting, Coldneſs of the extreme Parts, 
a hard, quick, unequal, contracted Pulſe, Inquietude, and 
ſometimes Convulfions. 

There is another Kind which is more ſuperficial, and is ei— 
ther rheumatic or eryſipelatous, in which the Fever is more ea- 
ſily and ſpeedily cured by promoting a Diaphoreſis: And Per- 
ſons in Years, or who are affected with the Scurvy, Gout, Rheu- 
matiſin, or violent Head-Achs, are moſt ſubject to it; eſpeci- 
ally if they catch Cold, by being expoſed to the Rigour of a 
cold North Wind. 

The former ariſes moſt commonly from the Stoppage of the 
Menſes, bleeding Piles; or other uſual ſanguinary Evacua= 
tions, and not ſeidom from a violent Gonorrhea unſki}fully 
ſuppreſſed by Aſtringents, or when treated by Medicines of 
too ſharp and hot a Nature. 

This Diſeaſe is mortal, if it terminates in an Ulcet or Mor- 
tiication ; the latter is immediate Death. 3 

The Cure muſt be attempted with Bleeding in the Foot, if a Sup- 
preſſion of the Menſes or hæmorrhoidal Flux be the Cauſe. 

If it proceeds from the Scurvy, &c. Recourſe muſt be had 
to gentle Diaphoreties, Diluents, and Remedies which obtund 
the Acrimony of the Humours ; ſuch as Decoctions of the Roots 
of Scorzonera; China, Skirrets and Fennel. Alſo Infuſions in 
the Manner of Tea of the Tops of Yarrow, Flowers of Mal- 
las, Winter-Cherries, Baccæ Alkekengi,] and Seed of Daucus, 
made with Milk, and ſweetened with Syrup. de Althæa. To 
theſe may be added Emulſions of the four Cold Seeds. If 
the Patient's Body is coſtive, Manna will be proper, with 
Nitrum flibiatum, to which Rhubarb may be joined as Occa-

cooling; that of Calamy, burnt Hartſborn, and Tutty is too 
drying; that of the Mucilages of the Sceds of Fleawrt,

The Method which has beſt ſucceeded with me in facilita- 
ting the Uſe of this Liniment, is to bleed and blifler in the Neck 
and behind the Ears, in order to draw off the Humour from 
the Eyes; and afterwards, according to the Degree of the 
Inflammation, or Acrimony of the Juices, to make a Drain 
by {ues between the Shoulders, or a perpetual Blifler : And 
for the wafhing of the Eyes, I generally recommend Spring 
Mater. The beſt inward Medicines are Conſerve of Roſemary 
Flawers; Antiepileptic Powders, ſuch as Putvis ad Guttetam ; 
Betony, Sage, Roſemary, Eyebright, wild Valerian Root, Caſtor, 
waſhed down with Tea made with the ſame Ingredients ; as 
alſo Drops of Spir. Lavendul. comp. and Sal. Volat. Oleoſ. 

If the Inflammation returns, drawing about ſix Ounces of 
Blood from the Temples, by Leeches, or cupping on the 
dhoulders, is very proper. 

The Liniment 1s to be applied with a Hair Pencil, the Eyes 
winking, or a little opened. 

This Medicine has cured many whoſe Eyes were covered 
with opague Films and Cicatrices, left by Inflammations and Apo- 
ſtems of the Cornea; as alſo where there was an exceſſive Pain 
in the Eyes, ſhooting upwards into the Head: It likewiſe is 
benelicial to weak and ſore Eyes. 

It is to be obſerved (contrary to Pitcairn's and the common 
Practice) that Cathartics, eſpecially with the Addition of Mer- 
cury, are prejudicial ta the Diſeaſes of the Eyes, which are cured 
by this Medicine,

THERE is a remarkable Difference in Fevers of this Kind: 

| Strictly ſpeaking, a Slow Fever is that which has milder 
| Symptoms, a Fete it, with profuſe Sweats after Sleeping; 
| atter which, and before Noon, the Pulſe is natural ; there js 
not ſuch a Want of Appetite, nor exceſſive Weakneſs, nor 
| Dryneſs of the Skin, nor ſuch dark-coloured Urine, nor ſo 
| great Danger as in the Hectic Fever. 
In a Hectic the Heat is continual, the Pulſe always hard, 
weak, and quick ; and after Meals, and in the Evening, the 
Heat, Hardneſs, and Quickneſs increaſe; the Skin and 
Tongue are hard, rough, and dry; there is a Fluſhing in the 
| Checks ; the whole Body is weak and flaccid ; the Sleep is 
| not refrefhing ; the Urine is reddiſh, with a Sediment below, 
and a fat, bluiſh Pellicle above; the whole Body is continual- 
ly waſting, and the Bones ſtick out in every Part. 

Beſides, there is another Difference between them, the 
Cauſe of a Slow Fever lics moſt in the Fluids; of a Hectic, in 
the Solids.

Hectic Fevers axe chiefly Symptomatical, and proceed from 
dangerous Ulcers, Fomice, Abſceſſes and Corruptions of the 
Viſcera.

Parts Breaſts, Womb; as alſo with a Cachexy, Dropſy, from 
an Indurattin, Schirrus, Corruption, and Putrefati;on of the

Sl:w Fevers arife from obſtinate, intermittent, or continual 
Fevers, from the Small;Pox and Meaſles, from profuſe Ha- 
morchuges, from long Diarrhceas, Dyſenteries, from an excel- 
five Salivation, Gonorrhea, or Fluor Albus; from Care, Watch- 
ing, intenſe Study, hard continual Labour, inordinate Coition, 
or the Abuſe of Spirituous Linquors. 

Fatal Signs in a Hedtie are a continually weak, quick Pulſe, 
and an entire Loſs of Appetite and Strength, inſomuch that the 
F tient can ſcarce either move his Body, or fit in an erect Poſ-

In the Cure of theſe Diſcaſes, Reſpect muſt always be had 
to the Cauſe, and therefore I ſhall ſay ſomething diſtinctly of 
each. 


| Of the Cure of Slow Fevers proceeding from Crudities, 


When, after other Diſeaſes, a Fever ariſes from Crudities pro- 
ceeding from a bad Digeſtion, and the crude, ſluggiſh Juices of 
the Prime Vie conſequent thereupon, it is known by a languid 
Frebleneſs, internal Heat, Propenſity to Sweat, eſpecially in the 
Palms of the Hands and Soles of the Feet, In this Caſe, the 
Stomach and Parts adjacent muſt be cleanſed from the Sordes 
which is the Fuel of the Fever: This oy be done by a gentle 
Vomit of Ipecacuanha ; it may be likewiſe carried downwards 
by neutral Salts, which will alſo help to promote Digeſtion, 
ſuchas, Terra foliataTartari, Nitrum ſtibiatum, Sal Ss 299 
a Solution of Crab's Eyes, Tartar Vitriolate, either alone or 
mixed with half the Quantity cf Rhubarb, given often, but 
in ſmall Doſes, After the Alimentary Canal is cleanſed, you 
muſt proceed to Analeptics and Stemachics, for which Purpoſe 
| would recommend the Tincture of Cort. Eleuther. and 
Centian. rub. 


F from Diſorders in the Hypochondria, 


When the Patient is plethoric, and cacachymical, cachectical, 


ſtopped, and cauſe this Diſeaſe; or if it proceed from Voraci- 
ouſneſs, or bad Diet, or the Abuſe of ſpirituous Liquors ; then 
Endeavours muſt be uſed to free the Liver, Spleen, and Me- 
ſentery, and its Veſſels and Glands, from Obſtructions. For 
4 this Purpoſe, Mineral Waters are proper, as the Selters, like- 
ic WH wiſe the Termæ, or hot Bath Waters. 

But where theſe cannot be had, I have uſed with Succeſs, a

Mallows. When there are Spams in the Bowels, our antiſpaſ- 
modic Pills are uſeful, made of Extract of Chamomile, Yarrow,

If from the Loſs of the neceſſary Fluids, and Want of 
Strength. 


When this Fever proceeds from excruciating Paſſions of the 
Mind, Sadneſs, Cares, hard Labour, Watching, Abſtinence, 
inordinate Coition, the Fluor Albus, Gonorrh&aa, Diarrhea, 
giving ſuck too long, or running Ulcers, from which the 
Strength and viſcid Juices are decayed, all Things that raiſe a a 
Commotion in the Blood, and ſtimulate the Bowels, are bad; 
as alſo Aliment that is too ſubſtantial, It rather requires Reſt 
both of Body and Mind, a light, temperate Diet, Medicines 
that ſheath the Acrimony, allay the Heat, and gently raiſe the 
ſinking Spirits, 

Hence, Emulſions of Almonds, of the four Cold Seeds, are 
proper; as alſo Aſs's, Goat's, or Woman's Milk, with the Juice 
of River-creſſes ; Chicken-Broth, Broth made of River-Crabs, 
or Wood-Snails bruiſed ; ſome commend Oyſters, if the Sto- 
mach will bear them, and Inſtances of their extraordinary Effi- 
cacy have been produced. But little Wine ſhould be allowed, 
and that of the ſofteſt Kind, mixed with Water. 


If frem the Abuſe of Spiritucus Liquors. 


In this Caſe all heating Spirituous Liquors, and Strong Beer, 
ſhould be avoided; as alſo Analeptics, Inciders of Phlegm, and 
Stomachics. Gruel, after Lower's Method, will be proper made 
of Oatmeal, Succory-Root, Red Poppy- Flowers, and alittle aibiated 
Nitre ; likewiſe Mey, with a little NVitre, or freſh Buttermilk, 
which is greatly eſteemed for its extraordinary Efficacy; to 
theſe we may add, Ptiſans of Pear! Barliy and Succory, 19 


Emulſions, and Hariſborn Feilies,

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If from a Sur preſton of the Menſes. 


This Circumſtance requires immediate Bleeding in the Foot, 
and reſolvent Decoctions of Succory-Roots, Leaves of Sow- 
thiſtle, Daiſy and Elder-Flowers, forbearing all ſtrong Emmena- 
gogues. But if the Patient has laboured long under a flow or 
Hectic Fever, and is greatly weakened and emaciated, Bleedin 
muſt be omitted. If after Lying-in the Menſes are ſtopped, 
and there is a HeCtic, with an Atrophy, Cough, Diarrhcea, 
univerſal Langucy of the whole Body, and a flow confuming 
Heat, no Emmenagogues muſt be uſed, but directly the con- 
trafy. The ſame may be ſaid of the Stoppage of the periodical 
Flux of the Bleeding Piles ; for the giving of Alcetics, in this 
Caſe, has hurried many out of the World. 


If from a Maraſmus Senilis. 


There are two Cauſes which produce tabific Fevers in Per- 
ſons advanced in Years ; the one is a Plethora, or rather a 
Quantity of thick Blood ſtuffing and obſtructing the Viſcera and 
the Meſentery: The other, a Cacochymy, from a Plenty of im- 
pure ſalt Serum, not ſecreted through the Skin, or otherwiſe. 

If the Patient has been addicted to a ſedentary inactive Life, 
his Appetite remaining good, and has omitted accuſtomary 
Bleeding, or the ſpontaneous Evacuations of Blood are ceaſed, 
and he is in Danger of a LAW He#ic, Bleeding is indicated, and 
wholeſome Diluters muſt be freely drank, abſtaining from Food 
of too plentiful Nouriſhment, and uſing convenient Exerciſe. 

In the other Caſe, you mult carry off the Sordes by gentle Lax- 
atives of Manna, Rhubarb, and Raiſins ; and the roſcid Juices 
mutt be renewed by Jellies, Lacticina, and eſpecially A es Milk, 
which will be very efficacious, 


Tf the Hectic Fever of Children. 


When this comes on after the Small Pox or Meaſles, 'and the 
Belly ſwells while the upper Parts decay, it ſhews there are hard, 
ſebirrous ſleatomatous Tumours in the Meſentery, as has been made 
appear by Diſſections, and Tubercles and Vomice in the Lungs, 
This may be prevented, but not cured. If it proceeds from Yora- 
city of Appetite, and Refrigeration of the Body, the Cale is not 
deſperate. The uſe of temperate Baths of ſweet Water, con- 
tinued for ſome Time, will be cf great Uſe; and to remove the 
Obſtructions of the meſaraic Gland; and Veſlels, the 9

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but ſparing Uſe of the following ſaline, aperient Mixture will 
be neceſſary:

If a true Hectie Fever. 


The Reoſcid Fuices, which are continually waſting, muſt be 
repaired as much as poſſihle by a Mili-Diet. The beſt is that 
of a ſound Woman, ſucked immediately from the Breaſt ; that 
of an Aſs nouriſhes leſs, but it refrigerates more, tempers the 
Heat, and is detergent and aperient. If Cow's or Goat's be 
uſed, it muſt be corrected, leſt the Caſeous Subſtance offend 
the Stomach. Tf Aſs's Milk cannot be had, let the Patient, the 
firſt Morning, drink a Pint of Cow's Milk, while at Graſs, in 
which an Ounce of Manna, or Sugar of Roſes, or Conſerve of 
Roſes, has been diſſolved. Afterward, about a Quart of Milk 
in a Day, with half an Ounce of Sugar, and half a Drachm of 
Nitre. When it proceeds from a Fault in the Meſentery, or an 
internal Ulcer, Milk and Water alone; but above all, the Sel- 
ters Waters are proper. Or for want of this, an Infuſion in 
Water of Male Speedwell, Sotuthiſtle, Sage 15 Jeruſalem, Li ver- 
wort, Coltsfoot, Ground- Toy, Maiden- Hair, Flowers of St. John's 
Mort, an 1 give equal Quantities of this Infuſion and 
Milk, with a little Sugar, and a few Drops of Oil of Tartar per 
Deliguium. It muſt be drank pretty warm, and continued for 
ſix Weeks: No Hine muſt be allowed, though a little Mead 
may, for the Stomach's Sake. But if the Patient be hypochon- 
driacal, or the Fever is violent, with a Head-ach, Milk is not 
convenient. 

Medicines that are greatly corroborating are alſo uſeful, as the 
Solution of Coral or Mother of Pearl in Orange Juice, Cortex 
Eleutheriz, or the Cortex Peruv. made into an Ele&uary, with 
Syrup of Lemons, will be advantageous. [ Heiſter affirms, he 
has cured many of theſe Fevers, with the Bark, in a few Days. 
Be that as it will, it is certainly a moſt efficacious Medicine in 
theſe Caſes, and even in the worſt Stage of a Conſumption of 
the Lungs. ] 

But above all Things, Riding daily muſt not be forgot, being 
the beſt Kind of Exerciſe, and highly beneficial in theſe Diſ-

The Cauſes of this Diſeaſe are, a particular Conformation of 
the Body, as a ſhort Neck, for fome have fewer Vertebræ in their 
Necks than others; a groſs, plethoric, fat, phlegmatic Conſti- 
tution ; polypous Concretions in the carotid and vertebral Arteries, 
or about the Heart, or within the Scull, which are known b 
an unequal Pulſe, a Vertigo, and ſometimes a momentary Loſs 
of Sight. An inflammatory Thickneſs of the Blood, preceded 
by a Foe, attended by the Head-ach, Redneſs of the Face and 
Eyes. An advanced Age, attended with a glutinous, cold, 
catarrhous, leucophlegmatic Conſtitution. 

The Forerunners of an Apoplexy, in theſe laſt, are Dullneſs, 
Inactivity, Drowſineſs, Sleepineſs, Slowneſs of Speech, and in 
giving Anſwers, Vertigoes, Tremblings, Oppreſſions in Sleep, 
Night-Mares ; weak, watery, and turgid Eyes; pituitous Vo— 
miting, and laborious Breathing on the leaſt Motion. 

Other _ may be, whatever compreſſes the Veſſels of the 
Brain, as a Plethora, a Cacochymy, attended with Fulnefs of the 
Veſſels ; a het Conſtitution ; [theſe are moſt liable to this Diſeaſe 
after violent Motion and exceſſive Heat; and they ſhould avoid 
luxurious Diet, ſpirituous Liquors, Spices, hot Cordials, and 
V omits. ] Tumors within the Scull ; the Velocity of the Blood

The Pally of the Eaft-Indies, mentioned by Bontius, is called 
by the Natives Beribery, which ſignifies a Sheep; becauſe when 
a Patient is firſt ſeized with it, he lifts up his Legs like that Ant- 
mal when he walks. The Symptoms are a ſpontaneous Laſſitude 
of the whole Body, a Deprivation of the Senſe and Motion of 
the Hands and Feet, with a Stupor, and a tingling Senſation, 
as if they were numbed with Cold. It likewiſe affects the Pa- 
tient's Voice in ſuch a Manner, that he can ſcarcely be heard 
when he ſpeaks. All which ſeem to take their Riſe from a cold 
tenacious Humour. It continues a long while, and is neve* 


mortal, unleſs it affects the Muſcles of the Breaſt and Throat, 
and then the Patient will he ſuffocated, ; 
an 
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In the Cure the Patient ſhould not be confined to his Bed, 
but walk or ride, or uſe any ſtrong Exerciſe, with ſtrong Frie- 
tions of the affected Parts; which ſhould alſo be anointed with 
the Oils of Cloves and Mace, mixt with the Oil of Roſes. 
Half Baths are likewiſe good, made with the Herb called La- 


gondi, which has a Leaf like Arſmart, and has a ſweet aroma- 


tic Smell: But if the Petroleum of Achin can be got, to 
anoint the Hands and Feet with, the Patient will be relieved 
to a Miracle, The Decoction of the Roots of China and Sar- 
aparilla, as alſo of Guaiacum- Mood, are of very great Service, 
with gentle Purges between whiles, of the Aloetic Kind. 
Bleeding is always prejudicial, and therefore mult always be 
omitted. The Relics of this Diſeaſe may be carried off by 
Sudorifics and Diuretics. 

A Courſe of Electrification, for ſome Weeks, has been 
known to have cured ſome, even inveterate, Palſies, though it 
has failed in others,

Of the EpiLEPsVY, or FALLING SI KNESS. 


COmetimes this Diſeaſe comes on ſuddenly, and unawares ; 

but it oftener gives Notice of its Accethon, by ſome prece- 
ding Symptoms; the Chief of which are, a Laſſitude of the 
whole Body, a heavy Pain of the Head, with ſome Diſturb- 
ance of the Senſes, unquiet Sleep, unuſual Dread, Dimneſs 
of Sight, a Noiſe in the Ears; in ſome there is a violent Pal- 
pitation of the Heart, a Puffing or Inflammation of the Præ- 
crdia, a ſtopping of Reſpiration, a murmuring Noiſe in the 
Belly, fœtid Stools, a Flux of Urine, a Refrigeration of the 
Joints : In others, there is a Senſe, as it were, of a cold Air 


| aſcending from the extreme Parts to the Heart and Brain. 


Then they fall ſuddenly on the Ground, (whence the Name 
of the Palling Sickneſs,) the Thumbs are ſhut up cloſe in the 
Palms of the Hands, and are with Difficulty taken out ; the 
Eyes are diſtorted of inverted, ſo as nothing but the Whites 
appear; all Senſation is ſuſpended, inſomuch that by no 
smell, no Noiſe, nor even by pinching the Body, can the 
be brought to themſelves ; they froth at the Mouth with a 
biſling kind of a Noiſe, the Tongue is lacerated by the Teeth, 
and there is a ſhaking or trembling of the Joints. 

However, the Convulfions vary, as well as the Defect of the 
benſes, both in Degree and Kind; for ſometimes, initcad of 

T 3 con- 
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convulſive Motions, the Limbs are all ſtiff, and the Patient i; 
as immoveable as a Statue. In Infants the Penis is erected; 
in young Men there is an Emiſſion of Semen, and the Urine 
very often ſtreams out to a great Diſtance. 

At length there is a Remiſſion of the Symptoms, and the 
Patients come to themſelves after a longer or ſhorter Interval; 
then they complain of a Pain, Torpor, and Heavineſs of the 
Head, and a Laſſitude of all their 3 

Theſe Fits are more frequent or ſeldom, or longer or ſhorter, 
according to their different Cauſes. Some return on certain 
Days or Hours, or even Months, according to the Puadre 
tures of the Moon, but eſpecially about the New or Full Moon; 
in Nomen chiefly about the Time of Menſtruation ; and whit 
is moſt remarkable, often upon a very flight Occaſion; fir 
Inſtance, any ſudden Perturbation of the Mind, as a Fright, 
Anger, ſudden Joy, intenſe Application, ſtrong Liquors, a- 
ceſſive Heat or Cold, or venereal Exerciſes. 

As to the Progno/tics ; in Boys, this Diſeaſe terminates about 
the ſeventh, the fourteenth, or the ſeventeenth Year, that is, 
about the Time of Puberty : In Women, about the fourteenth, 
viz. the Lime of Menſtruation. Likewiſe it has been found by 
Experience, that chronital Epilepſies have ſpontaneouſly ceaſed 
by the Change of Place, Diet, and Way of Life. Sometimes 
a Quartan Ague will put an End to an Epilepſy and Convulſon 
Fits. It is alſo remarkable, that the Itch, or any other cutane- 
ous Diſtemper, ſuch as the Small-Pox, Meaſles, Miliary Erup- 
tions, &c. will either abate the Violence, or quite itifle the 
Diſeaſe. | | 

The Patient therefore need not deſpair of a Cure, if the Diſ- 
eaſe is not of long ſtanding, the Fits ſhort, the Diſorder not 
hereditary, and the Years advancing to the Time of Puberty ; 
or if it proceeds from a Fault in the Prime Vie, from I/orms, 
from a bad Regimen, or from a ſubcutaneous Diſeaſe ill cured. 
Nor is the Caſe deſperate if the Epilepſy be flight, and when 
the Fit is foreſeen by a Senſation of cold Air, riſing from the 
extreme Parts to the Back, Præcordia, and Head, and alſo 
when it is uſhered in by Anxiety, by Want of Strength, and 
a Propenſity to vomit ; or when the Senſes are not quite abo- 
liſhed in the Time of the Fit, or when it comes on in the 
Night, without the Ipcurvation of the Thumbs. 

t is a bad Sign if the Epilepſy makes its firſt Attack after 
the twenty-firſt Year, but much worſe if the Fits grow more 
frequent; for then the Animal Functions are often deſtroyed, 
and not only the Memory, Wit, and Judgment are impaixec: 
but the Patient grows ſtupid and fooliſh. It ſometimes mn 
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n Melancholy or Madneſs. When it turns to a Palſy or 
Apoplexy, it is mortal. Hor FMAN. 

The Epilephh is extremely difficult to be cured in Adults, 
but in Children it is the reverſe. Bliſters laid to the back 
Part of the Head are of great Uſe, a little before the Paroxyſm 
is expected: and the Time may more certainly be foreknown, 
as this Diſeaſe is influenced by the Moon, and attends upon its 
Phaſes, eſpecially the New or Full Moon. The moſt proper 
Medicines to correct the Juices, ſeem to be Native Cinnabar 
and wild Valerian Root. A Drachm of which may be given 
Morning and Evening for three or four Months; and after- 
wards, two or three Days before the New and Full. Or,

However, it muſt not be forgot, that this Diſeaſe owes its 
Origin to ſo many different Cauſes, and is bred in ſo many 
different Conſtitutions of the Body, and the ſame Remedy 
which ſucceeds in one Caſe often fails in another; and there- 
fore different Medicines are to be tried, eſpecially on Adults. 
And great Regard muſt be had to the Times in which the Par- 
oxyſms uſually return, in order to effect a Cure. MRA D. 

t the Veſſels are full of Blood, or it is carried with too great 
an Impetuoſity towards the Head, then bleeding in the Ankles 
will be proper, or Leeches applied to the Hzmorrhoidal Veins. 
This often happens to hypochondriacal or hyſterical Perſons, 
to the Melancholic, and Women with Child. Sometimes it 
will be proper to bleed in the Fugulars; or to apply Cupping- 
weh with Scarification to the Neck, and Parts near the 

ead. 

If it has its Origin from a ſharp, impure Serum in the Head, 
or in the Membranes and Veſſels, as in cachectical or ſcorbuti- 
cal Perſons, or thoſe who have been inconſiderately cured of 
&dematous Swellings in the Feet, old Ulcers, or Iſſues dried 
up; the driving in of the Itch, Scabs, or the ulcerating Hu- 
mour of a ſcald Head : Then the Cure may be attempted by 
Cathartics, by Purifiers of the Blood, by evacuating the im- 
pure Humours with Setons, Iſſues, Cauteries, and Bliſters. 

If it proceeds from violent Pain; as, for Inſtance, from a 
Stone ſticking in the Ureter, from the Tooth-ach, Ear-ach, 
or Spaſms of the Stomach and Bowels, then Clyſters of Oil

If from Worms, after Antileptics and ſoft oily Things, An- 
thelmintics muſt be given, ſuch as Tanſey, Garlick, Camphire, 
Aſſa Feovtida, — Mercurius Dulcis, and Æthiops Mineral, 
Or Powder of Tin, or Aurum Muſtuum.] : 

When the Fits return at certain Periods, or at the Quadra- 
tures of the Moon, a Clyſter or a Vomit will be proper firſt 
of all, of half a Drachm of Jpecacuanha, in a Decoction of 
Raiſins. 

In the Time of the Fits, too free a Uſe of Volatiles, ſpiri- 
tuous Liquors, and ſtrong Smells are hurtful, as cauſing the 
Humours to flow too much to the Head: The beſt Method is 
to place the Patient in an ere Poſture, and to rub the Hands 
and Feet pretty briſkly. 

The beſt Drink is Water, which will mitigate, if not cure, 
the Symptoms. | 

hen the Diſeaſe is cauſed by external Violence, and thence 
an Extravaſation of Humours in the Head, Cinnabar reduced 
into an impalpable Powder, and given in large Doſes with 
other Cephalics and Diaphoretics, has a kind of ſpecific Virtue, 
Outwardly, the following Liniment is excellent :

Of Sr. Vitus's Dance, and other Convulſive Diſorders, 


HE Cauſe of theſe Diſeaſes does not lie in the Head, as in 
the Epilepſy, but in the Medulla Spinalis, and the Nerves 
proceeding therefrom. HoFF. 

St. Vitus's Dance is a ſort of a Convulſion, which Boys and 
Girls are ſometimes ſubject to, at the Age of ten Years, to the 
Time of Puberty. It diſcovers itſelf firſt by a kind of Lame- 
neſs, or. an Inſtability of one of the Legs, which they draw 
after them in a ridiculous Manner, nor can they hold the Arm 
of the ſame Side ſtill for a Moment; for if they lay it on their 
Breaſt, or any other Part of their Body, it is A A forced 
away from thence by a convulſive Motion, whether they will 
or not. If they are deſirous of drinking, before they can bring 
the Cup to their Mouth, they uſe a thouſand odd Geſticulat: 
ons, like a Mountebank ; for they cannot bring their Hand in a 
direct Line to their Mouth, but it is forced this way and that, 
till at length, if they have the good Fortune to hit the Mark, 
they throw the Liquor down their Throat as greedily as if the 


deſigned to raiſe Laughter in the Spectators. SYDENH. 1 
al 
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In a convulſive Paroxyſm the Limbs are ſtrangely agitated 
with various different Poſtures and Motions ; ſometimes the 
Hands are put behind them as if they deſigned to fit upon them, 
and ſoon after they ſeem to be beating the Air; then their 
Legs will be drawn hither and thither, as if they were dancing 
ſome antic Dance. Sometimes they will bend their Backs like 
a Bow, at the ſame time raiſing their Breaſt as high as they 
can; then their whole Body will grow ſtiff, and as immove- 
able as a Stone. They generally keep on their Legs without 
falling; yet ſome will grovel on the Earth like epileptic Per- 
ſons, and will weep, laugh, gnaſh their Teeth, gape with 
their Mouths, put out their Tongues, roll their . and 
whirl their Heads about in a ſtrange Manner. 

After the Fit, ſome ate inexpreſſibly weak; ſome faint away, 
others fall into a deep Sleep; in others, again, the Fit is termi- 
nated with Eructations, Wind, Vomiting, and throwing out 


Plenty of Water. Very often a Mucus diſtils from the Noſe, 


or Blood iſſues from thence, or from the Uterus or heamorrhoi- 
dal Veins. Some, in coming to themſelves, make a great Cla- 
mour, and the like. 

Theſe Perſons have generally unquiet Sleep, and full of 
Dread and Terror, an uncertain Appetite, their Bodies gene- 
rally a little coſtive; they ſweat with Difficulty, but are ſub- 
jet to great Paſſions of the Mind. The Acceſſions of the 
Fits keep exadt Pace with the Phaſes of the Moon. I have 
known ſome afflicted only certain Months in the Year. In 
Women they precede or accompany the Eruption of the Men- 
les. They are moſt frequent and worſt after Meals; and are 
eaſily excited by the Paſſions of the Mind. 

The Fits are generally. preceded with a Coldneſs of the 
Feet and Limbs, or a Kind of tingling Sentation; which alſo 
affects the Os Coccygis, and like cold Air aſcends up the ſpinal 


| Marrow; there is a diſtended flatulent Pain in the left Wo- 


chendrium, and ſuch a Conſtipation of the Body, that neither 
Wind nor Excrements can make their Exit, nor will the Anus 
admit a Clyſter-pipe ; or, if it does, the Clyſter and Excre- 
ments are thrown up by Vomit. The Bladder is likewiſe ſo 
affected, that no Urine can be made, or at leaſt, but little, and 
thin and white. In others, the Acceſſion begins with Yawn- 
ing, Stretching, Anxiety about the Heart; a hard, unequal, 
contracted Pulſe, the 1 Nauſea, Vomiting, Pal- 
pitations of the Heart, Difliculty of Swallowing, Pains of 
the Head, Teeth, Noiſe in the Ears, Giddineſs, &c, and then 
come on the Convulſions. 

Though 
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Though this is a terrible Diſeaſe, it never kills ſuddenly, 
When it is recent, the Perſon young, and otherwiſe of a goc 
Conſtitution, there is the greateit Hopes of a ſpeedy Cure. If 
the uſual Evacuations of Blood by the Uterus or Hemorrhoids 
are ſuppreſſed, their Return will either mitigate or cure the 
Diſeaſe. On the contrary, if the Humours are thick and im- 
pure, the Suppreſſion obſtinate, their Temperament inclinin 
to great Senſibility, the Age advanced, or the Diſeaſe heredi- 
tary, or become habitual, the Cure is difficult. Sometimes, 
through ill Management, it degenerates into an Epilepſy or 
hypachondriac Melancholy; and thoſe that die of it, go oft aps- 

lectic. 

E St. Vitus's Dance is generally called a Convulſrve Diſorder, 
but I look on it to be rather Paralytic, and to take its Rite from 
a Relaxation of the Muſcles, which, being unable to perform 
their Functions in moving the Limbs, ſhake them irregularly 
by Jerks. It is moſt commonly a ſlight Evil, and generally 
ſeizes weak Habits of Body; Gir/s more frequently then Boys, 
and ſeldom Adults. Wherefore J never found it difficult to be 
cured by the cold Bath and chalybeate Medicines. Some Phyſi— 
cians have tried, in vain, to cure theſe Diſorders by Sydenham!'s 
Method, for want of attending to their periodical Return, ac- 
cording to the Phaſes of the Moon. I knew a luſty Girl, 
about five Years of Age, whoſe Convulſions were fo ſtrong and 
frequent, that her Life was almoſt deſpaired of: After Evacu- 
ations, and other Medicines, ſhe continued well for a few 
Days, but was ſeized again at the Full Moon with a moſt vio- 
lent Fit : After this, the Diſeaſe kept Pace with the Tides; 
ſhe-lay ſpeechleſs during the whole Time of Flood, and reco- 
vered upon the Ebb. This continued till the New Moon; 
then a dry Scab, the Conſequence of a Bliſter on the Crown | 
of her Head, broke, from whence ran a conſiderable Quantity 
of limpid Serum, and this 2 being encouraged, the Fits 
returned no more. However, I ordered her three or four 
Purges with Mercurius Dulcis, about the New and Full of the 
Moon. Map. 

To cure the St. Vitus's Dance, take away about viij Ounces . 
of Blood, more or leſs, according to the Age of the Patient; 
the next Day give half, or ſomething more, of the common 
purging Potion, according to the Age, and in the Evening 
the following Draught :

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The Patient's Body, if coſtive, muſt be kept open with 
Manna, or with oily Chyſters; and if the Fomes of the Diſeaſe 
is judged to be in the Prime Vie, it will be proper, at the 
Changes of the Moon, to give a Vomit with Manna; that is, an 
Ounce of Manna, with two or three Grains of Tartar Emetic, 

I have known convulſive Diſcrders cured by the free Uſe of 
cold Water alone. : 

If, about the Time of Puberty, this Diſeaſe proceeds from 
too early or exceſſive Coition, or violent Paſſions of the Mind, 
all Things which cauſe a Commotion in the Fluids muſt be 
avoided, ſuch as Aromatics, ſharp Purges, Emetics, ſpirituous 
Liquors, inordinate Motions of the Body or Mind, and all 
heating Things in general. On the contrary, the Diet ſhould 
be ſoft, emollient, and nouriſhing; ſuch as Cow's or Afs's 
Milk, or Whey; as alſo Baths of ſweet Water mixed with 
Milk. Likewite Jellies, and Decoctions of Scorgonera, Bar- 
ley, Hart's-horn, Ivory Shavings, and Viper's Fleſh, for ordi- 
nary Drink, and Chocolate. 

If it proceeds from Worms, the Cure depends on their being 

killed and expelled out of the Body : But all Anthelmintics, or 
Worm- Medicines, are not to be made Uſe of in this Caſe ; ſuch 
as Garlick, Vitriol, Copper, Alves, ſharp Purges, and Mercurials, 
becauſe if they are given inconſiderately, they are hurtful to 
the Nerves. It will be better to uſe Cly/ters, made of Milk, 
ſwcet Things, and Oil; as alſo Liniments of a Purging Qua- 
lity applied to the Navel and Abdomen, Inwardly may be taken 
Semen Santenici. If Mercurius Dulcis is given with a Cathar- 
tic, it will be neceſſary firſt of all to let the Patient take a few 
Spoonfuls of Oil of Sweet Almonds. 


If it is cauſed by a Suppreſſion of the Menſes, Emmenagogues 
and hot Medicines are to be forborne ; but Bath Waters and 


Bleeding will be proper; as alſo Pediluvia, if made pretty warm; 
hot Infuſions of Balm-Flowers, and Flowers of the Lime— 
tree, Tincture of Ca/tor, abſorbent Powders, Antiſpaſmodics, 
and Anodyncs, 

If from a Stoppage of the hæmorrhoidal Flux, beſides Bleed- 
ing and the above Kemedies, Leeches applied to the Anus will 
be of 8 great Advantage.

An Afthma is known by a quick and great Reſpiration, in 
which the Diaphragm, the interco/tal Muſcles, and the Muſcles 
of the Abdomen, are violently moved, with a Kind of a ſnorin 
Noiſe and Wheezing. An Orthopnea is the greateſt Difficulty 
of Breathing, in which the Patient cannot breathe unleſs ſitting, 
and in an erect Poſture of the Neck, In this, the Muſcles of 
the Breaſt labour greatly. 

Take away ten Ounces of Blood, [ſee Hoffman's Opinion 
above,] and the next Day give the common purging Potion, 
which muſt be repeated twice more on each third Day.

Atenſide obſcrves, that when there is nothing in the par- 
ticular Caſe, which can render the repeated Action of Vo- 
miting unſafe, he knows of no Medicine ſo effectual, for re- 
. moving the ſpaſmodic A/thma, as Ipecacuanha ; which he has 
now for ſeveral Years been accuſtomed to give with this Inten- 
tion: Where he has found the Patient in a violent Paroxyſm, 
Fr, he has ordered a Scruple of [pecacuarha to be inſtantly admi- 
ir. niſtred, which failed not to procure great and immediate Re- 
lief. But in preſcribing for the chrenical or habitual Indiſpoſt- 
rr, don, he gives from three to five Grains every Morning, or 
from five to ten Grains every other Morning, according to the 
Degree of the Diſeaſe, and without particular Regard to an 
Paroxyſm ; in which Method he has ſometimes pertiſted for a 
Month or fix Weeks together. And though the Patients are 
apt to complain, both of the Nauſeouſneſs and the Fatigue at- 
tending it, yet, after a little Time, he has found them willing 
to acquieſce in it; or, where it had been laid aſide, deſirous to 
return to it. In a Doſe of ſive Grains the Medicine generally 
acts as an Emetic : On ſome Perſons, however, it has not that 
Effect, nor produces any Alteration in the Stomach beyond 
mere Sickneſs ; which of courſe more frequently, indeed al- 
molt always, happens when only three Grains are given.

Riverius more particularly inſiſts on Eme- 
tics as proper in that Diſorder, and appeals to frequent Ex- 
perience for their Uſe. His Reaſoning, indeed, about their 
Effects proceeds entirely upon a Suppoſition, that the Diff. 
culty of Breathing has its Riſe from a Catarrh. But Willis 
rightly diſtinguiſhes the convul/ive Species; which he imputes 
to the irregular Motions of the Animal Spirits, 

This Diſtinction, however well founded, between the hu- 
morai an ſfaſmedic A/ihma, ſhould not ſo abſolutely take Place, 
as to exclude either of the two from being, in ſome Degree, 
complicated with the other; at leaſt Catarrhs naturally ex- 
Cite Spaſms in the Lungs; and though /paſmodic A/thmas are 
commonly obſerved without any Catarrh, yet the Removal of 
them, eſpecially where [pecacuznha is given, for this Purpoſe, 
ſeldom fails to be accompanied, or rather followed, by a con- 
ſiderable Expectoration. In other Cates, where a Diſcharge 
of this Sort is neceſſary, and yet attended with more than 
ordinary Difficulty, nothing fo effectually promotes it as a juſt 
Emetic. In the confluent Small-Pex, when the Patient was 
almoſt ſtrangled for Want of Spitting, Dr. A. has, on the 
Authority of Sydenham, given a Scruple of [pecacuanha (inſtead 
of his antimonial Emetic) and after a Day or two repeated it 
with very great Benefit, from the Loads of Phlegm it brought 
up, too viſcid and tenacious to be effected by any other 
Method But in the humoral Aſthma, this Impediment 
ſeldom procceds to ſo great an Extremity ; and more accept- |

Sometimes a 
Hiccup ſupervenes, and then at the ſame Time the Patient is 
affected with laborious Vomiting ; ſome diſcharge their Ex- 
crements and Urine inſenſibly; and the Coughing of others 
is fo violent as to cauſe Ruptures, eſpecially in Children. Nor 
muſt it be forgot, that an Apoplexy may proceed from hence, 
or a ſudden Lofs of Memory, or a Palſy of the Hands or other 
Members. 

As to the Progno/tics, a dry Cough often turns to a mort, by 
hurting the Digeſtion, and rendering the Patient cachectic. 
When a moi Cough becomes ſuddenly dry, and the Breaſt re- 
mains oppreſſed, we may conclude that a putrid or heftic Fever, 
or an Exulceration of the Lungs, are near at hand. In the 
convuliive Cough of Children there is Danger of a Suffocation, 
which Cough ſometimes happens, in difficult Dentition, and 
in the Meaſles. !t ſometimes cauſes Gibbaſity and Ruptures in 
Boys; in Women Abortion ; in Adults a Spitting of Blood and 
a Phth:/ts. Coughs that proceed from a Schirrus of the Lungs, 
or other /iſcera, are incurable if from driving in of Exan- 
themata, or Breakings-out of the Skin, it grows eaſy as ſoon 
as they are thrown out again. All Coughs attended with Loſs 
of Sleep are bad, as alſo that which is fiequent, tedious, ob- 
ſtinate, and proceeds from a Defluxion on the Lungs. On 
the contrary, a moderate Heat in the Night-time, with an 
equal breathing Sweat throughout the whole Body, a larger 

ux 
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Flux of Urine, and the Body open at the ſame Time, a more 
quiet Sleep, and an eaſier Expectoration, are certain Signs 


that the Diſorder is going off. Horeman. 
If the Corgh is recent, and there is no Fever, nor other Signs 
of a baflard Peripneumony ; or if it is not the Conſequence of 
a Pleuriſy, or a Peripneumony ill cured, by a Neglect of ſuffi- 
cient Bleeding, the Patient need only abflain from Wine and 
Avuy for fome Days, and uſe the following Remedies at plea- 
ure :

When a Tufts catarrhalis affects the whole Habit or Body, 
with the Loſs of Appetite and a Tabes, the Cure muſt be at- 
tempted with A es Milt or Whey, or Milk, with equal Parts 
of Selters Waters; [and eſpecially Riding.) 

In a moift, laſting, pituitous Cough, the Body muſt be kept 
open with Manna, two Ounces at leaſt, diſſolved in any con- 
venient Vehicle, to which may be added two Drachms of 
Terra Foliata Tartari, and a few Drops of Oil of Aniſeed. If 
the Stomach will not bear Laxatives, Clyſters muſt be uſed. 

To promote an equal Circulation 4 the Blood, and to ſend 
back the ſerous Humours from the Breaſt to the ſubcutaneous 
Gtands, hot pectoral Infuſions will be convenient, made of 
Flowers of Mallotus, Violets, Leaves of Hyſſop, Sage, Fennel- 
ſeeis, Aniſceds, and Cinnamon. Alſo the teftaceous Powders 
with Calx Antimonii, Cinnabar, and a few Grains of Oil of 
Nutmeys by Expreſſion; as alſo Saffron; to which may be 
added Flower of Sulphur, if any ſcabby or itchy Matter has 
been driven in, 

When the Cong is outrageous, Saffron mixed with Bezoar- 
dics is very friendly to the Breaſt ; nor are Storax Pills, mixed 
with the aromatic Pills, leſs beneficial. [You may order 
about ſix Grains of the Storax Pills, with Dj. or 31s. of the 

FITS Aromatic, ] 
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Aromatic, and 2 them at Bed- time; in the mean while not 
neglecting the Eapectorants, Oil of Sweet Almonds and Sperma 
Ceti. Likewiſe the Thebaic Tindlure, mixed with Spirit of 
Hart's-horn, is not unuſeful for the ſame Purpoſe. 

But the beſt Opiate, in this Caſe, is the Elixir Paregori- 
cum ; the Doſe for Children is from five to twenty Drops ; for 
Adults, from twenty to an hundred, and upwards. It is pe- 
cy excellent for Children in the //h29ping Cough, or Chin 

ough.

The Patient ſhould, as much as poſſible, breathe a tempe- 
rate Air, ſhunning all ſalted and ſmoak-dried Meats, poignant 
Sauces, for they render the Blood and Serum ſharp and im- 
pure; he ſhould alſo abſtain from Malt Liquors, but more 
eſpecially acid Wines. The Drink ſhould be Hydramel ; or, 
i the Patient is ſcorbutic, Water alone, the Cold being firſt 
taken off with toaſted Bread. The Vulgar pour hot Water 
upon Wheat Bran, and drink the Infuſion cold, not without 
Succeſs. |

In the older and more ſtubborn Coughs, or in the firſt 
Stage of 2 Conſumption, when the Patient complains of Pains 
in his Side, Tightneſs of the Breaſt, or hot and reſtleſs 
Nights ; I have truſted moſt to ſmall but repeated Bleed- 
ings, and to the Squill Pills of the Edinburgh Diſpenſatory.

Expectorants, ſweet Things, and incraſſating Decoctions 
ſhould be uſed with Caution, for they relax the Lungs too 
much, if taken alone, In the Tuſſis /lomachalis and hypo- 

| chondriaca, 
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chondriaca, they ſhould be entirely omitted, left a Cachexy, or 
a Dropſy ſhould enſue. | 

In the Tuſſis ferina, or Cough of the moſt violent Kind, 
ariſing from the ſtriking- in of Exanthemata, that is, Spots or 
other Breakings-out of the Skin, Æthiops Mineral is almoſt a 
divine Remedy; or Flowers of Sulphur, taken inwardly in the 
Evening, with diaphoretic Antimony. Likewiſe Frictions of the 
Feet and Pediluvia, are more uſeful to draw Serum from the 
Breaſt than Bliſters. 

The I/hooping-Cough of Children is only to be vanquiſhed 
by Bleeding and Cathartics, which muſt be of the gentleſt Kind, 
and given by Spoonfuls tg. to the Age. It is a moſt 
obſtinate and almoſt in ſuperable Diſeaſe. SY. 

Sydenham rightly obſerves, that Bleeding in this Diſeaſe is 
greatly to be preferred to Pectorals; and Harris is of the fame 
Opinion. All oleous and mucous Remedies J abſolutely con- 
demn ; for they increaſe the Diſeaſe; cure it, I am ſure they 
do not, however they may be authorized by the common 
Practice. 

What I have found beneficial, by long Experience, is as 
follows: If there is an evident Sign of a Plethora, or the Spit- 
tle is tinctured with Blood, I always preſcribe Bleeding, and 
that more eſpecially if a Febricula, which is often the Cale, 
requires it, or the Child in coughing looks black in the Face. 
[ ſometimes repeat this, according to the Patient's Strength 
and Age. Soon after I give an Emetic of Oxymel of Squills, 
or. the Infuſion or Decottion of Tpecacuanha ; tor this Cough 
partly proceeds from the Stomach ; and a Paroxyſm ſcarce 
ever ceaſes till the irritating viſcid Phlegm is thrown up by Vo- 
mit. Nay, ſometimes there is ſuch a Quantity of Filth, as ts 
require a Puke three or four Times. 

Then the Body is to be looſened with Rhubarb, atkaliſated 
Mercury*, or Calomel ; for the mucous Sordes muſt be carried 
oft this Way, that it may neither taint the Chyle nor the Blood 
with Impurities ; likewiſe the Body too coſtive is prejudicial ; 
for it brings on a Febricula, or aggravates the Dy/pnea.. 


The Mercurius Alkalizatus is an Invention of Dr. Burton, and is 
thus made: Take two Parts of Crabs Eyes and one Part of Crude 
Mercury, and rub them in a Marble Mortar till the Globules of the 


Mercury diſappear.” This was communicated to Huxham by Dr. 


Cheyne. 


Huxham ſays, he has experienced the Efficacy of this Pre- 
paration, in various Diſeaſes, a thouſand Times; i e Far A 
Lentor of the Blood, and Obfruttion of the Veſſels: For Mercu- 
rials prepared without a /aline Stimulus are not only moſt efficacious in 
*wermitting Fewvers, but allo in Rheumatiſins, Pleuriſies, and Peri- 
Preumonies, after the neceſſary Bleeding. Nor 
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Nor are Evacuations all that is required; there is occaſion 
for nervous and flomachic Remedies, and ſuch Things as diſſolve 
the Lentor of the Blood. For this Purpoſe Mercurials and the 
Peruvian Bark, joined to Stamachics, are proper. Difficulty 
of Breathing, and an Oppreſſion of the Breaſt, are cured by a 
Selution of Gum Ammoniac, or the Expreſſion of Millepedes*. It 
will be neceſſary to appeaſe the Violence of the Cough with 
the Paregoric Elixir taken in Diacadium. But if a ſharp Hu- 
mour diſtils into the Larznx or Lungs, it muſt be diverted with 
Bliſters. 

This Diſeaſe will readily yield to theſe Remedies, which 
otherwiſe is ſtubborn enough, and not to be vanquiſhed but b 
Length of Time, and Change of Air. The Specifics of Nurſe 
and old Women are not worth a Ruſh; even the Muſcus pyxi- 
datus, if it has any Virtue, has only a faint one of the Peruvian 
Bark : A Drug which” by diſſolving the Lentor of the Blood, 
and ſtrengthening the hole nervous Syſtem, ſo happily cures 
intermitting Fevers. And the periodical Return of the hoop- 
ing Cough is often as certain as the Fit of an Ague, and is much 
of the ſame Nature: Which is the more probable, becauſe both 
Diſeaſes are generally rife at the ſame Time, depend on the 
ſame Cauſe, and arc cured by the ſame Remedies. HUxHan. 

Dr. Burton declares againſt Bleeding, Vomiting, and Purg- 
ing in the hooping Cough, except in very urgent Caſes. If the 
Diſeaſe proceeds from tough, viſcid Phlegm, he ſays, the fol-

dering ſhivering Heat and Redneſs of the Cheeks, a dry huſky 
Cough, a flight hectic Fever, a preternatural Thirſt, a Wek- 
neſs, or Senſe of Weight in the Breaſt, it is a Sign that the 
Wound from whence the Blood flowed, has already begun to 
change to Matter about its Lips. Then under the Cruft d 
dried Blood Pus is formed, and this Collection degenerats 
into a latent VoMICA, and that being broken becomes ut | 
open Ulcer of the Lungs.

A Phthifis from external Violence, that is, proceeding from 
Spitting of Blood cauſed thereby, is the ſlighteſt of all, cete- 
ris paribus. 

A Phthifis in which the V omica breaks ſuddenly, and the Pa- 
tient eaſily brings up a white, concocted, ſmooth Pus, and in 
Quantity proportionable to the Ulcer, without Thirſt, and 
with a good Appetite and Digeſtion, due Secretions and Ex 
cretions, 1s curable, though with Difficulty. | 

A Phthifis from an Empyema is incurable. 

Heavy, ſolid, ſtinking, ſweet Spittle, with Night-Sweats, 
livid Cheeks, Paleneſs of the Face, the Noftrils pinched up, 
Sinking in the Temples, Incurvation of the Nails, falling off 
of the Hair, and a colliquative Diarrhea, are Signs of ap- 
proaching Death.

When a YVomica is known to be formed in the Lungs, then 
the Phyſician muſt endeavour to ripen and break it; which is 
to be done by Mill-Diet, riding on Horſeback, warm V apours 
and Expectorants; which done, | 

1. The Blood muſt be guarded and defended againſt the pu- 
rulent Infection, by Remedies which are moderately and agree- 
ably acid and faltiſh, by vulnerary Herbs, ſmooth Balſamics 
5 in various Forms, in great Plenty, and continued a long 

ime. 

2. The Ulcer muſt be cleared, as ſoon as poſſible, from the 
purulent Matter, the Lips of it cleanſed and conſolidated, 
which is to be done by liquid Medicines, by Things which 
promote Coughing, both internally and externally, by Mo- 
tion, Riding, Country Air; theſe are Expellents. The 
Cleanſers are, detergent Balſamics, uſed inwardly and out- 
wardly. The Conſolidators are Paregorics. 

3. The Aliment muſt be ſuch as requires the leaſt Force to 
make it paſs freely through the Lungs, and be there aſſimilated, 
and at the ſame Time be fit for Nouriſhment. Aﬀes Milk is 
very ſuitable to this Intention, as alſo Buttermilk, which Baynard 
recommends as a Subſtitute ; but I am of Opinion, that it ex- 
ceeds it, for 1 lately knew a very extraordinary Cure performed 

y Buttermilk, when the Caſe was looked upon as deſperate ; 
% alſo Ptiſans, Broths, and Lacticinea. BOERH. 

I have found ſmall repeated Bleedings not only beneficial in old 

oughs, threatning Conſumptions, but alſo after purulent 
Spitting and hectic Symptoms have appeared. The Quantity 
of Blood to be drawn is from four to ſeven or eight Ounces,

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once in eight or ten Days. The Blood has been conſtantly 
fizy; but if ever it ſhould be ſeen in a dilordered State, it will 
be highly improper to take any more away. Allowance is al- 
ways to be made for the Strength of the Patient, and the Quan- 
ty of Blood is always to be ſuited to the Condition of the 
eak. | 
I can freely recommend, from repeated Trials, the Uſe of 
Setons, or Iſſues, made in the Side of the Part that is moft 
affected. | 
In the advanced State of a Conſumption, we may diſtinguiſh 
two Sorts of Coughs ; one cauſed by the Ulcers, and the other 
by a thin Rheum _ on the Fauces and Trachea, which 
Parts being then deprived of their Mucus, become extreme! 
ſenſible to Irritation. This laſt Kind, perhaps, is the mot 
painful and tcazing to the Patient. | 
The firſt Kind of Cough is to be treated with Balſamics, if 
the Ulcer is open, and the Mattercan be expectorated. There- 
fore give ten Drops of Balſam of Capivi, twice a Day, ina

The laſt are apt to heat and bind the Body, and to obſtruct 
Expectoration. But theſe bad Qualitics are, in a great Mea- 
ſure, to be corrected by Squills. Therefore, as Poa as the 
Patient begins to complain of reſtleſs Nights from Coughing 


give a Draught with 3 iſs of Oxymel of Squills, and gutt. xv. of 


Tinfura Thebaic. at Bed-time. The Doſe may be increaſed 
when there ſeems to be occaſion for it. 

I have never ventured on the Bark in any Stage of the Con- 
ſumption, unleſs in a convaleſcent State, when the Lungs 
ſeemed to be free from Obſtruction, [But this ought to be 
well conſidered, as the Bark is ſuch an Enemy to Putrefaction, 
inſomuch that it has been lately given with Succels in the 
Sore Throat of the malignant Small-pox, in the putrid Sore 
Throat, and in Spotted Fevers themſelves.] Then I have 
ſometimes given the Tinqtura Corticis with the Elixir Vitriolt, in 


order to brace the Fibres, and reſtore the Appetite, Tische

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[Since the printing of the former Edition, I have had am- 
ple Experience of the Virtues of the Bark in all the Stages of 
a Conſumption. 

We muſt endeavour to diminiſh the Defluxion on the Lungs, 
by Bleeding and gentle Purging, as well as Pectorals, accommo- 
dated to the various States of the Diſtemper, viz. by thickening 
Medicines and Atteauants, and ſuch as temperate the Hectic Fe- 
ver, with Emulſions and Aﬀes Milk, Sc. and laſtly, by heal- 
ing the Ulcer with Balſamics, as Opcbalſamum ; the Dole is xx 
Drops upon Sugar ; but this is not to b& taken before due 
Evacuations have been firſt made. 

After Evacuations, great Care muſt be taken, that the Cough 
be appeaſed, leſt the Lungs ſhould be weakened by the conti- 
nual Agitation, which may be done by the following Mixture:

This is a very uſeful Medicine to reſtore the Lungs to their 
priſtine Vigour, unleſs too far decayed. 

But the moſt ſovereign Remedy of all is to get on Horſe- 
back every Day; and he that will put himſelf upon this Ex- 
erciſe for a Cure, need not be tied down to any ſtrict Rules 
of Diet, nor be debarred from any Sort of Meat or Drink, 
ſince the whole Streſs of the Matter depends wholly on the 
conſtant and continual Exerciſe of Riding : One thing the 
Phyſician, who is to direct about the Exerciſe, is to obſerve, 
that if the Patient is paſt the Time of his full Growth, he ought 
to infiſt longer upon this Exerciſe to ſuch an one, than to 
thoſe that are younger. And in reality, the Peruvian Bark 
does not with greater Certainty cure Intermitting Fevers, than 
Riding does a Conſumption, provided the Patient takes care 
that his Sheets are well aired, and that the Journeys he takes 
are ſufficiently long. Nor is Riding leſs beneficial in flight 
Diſorders of this Kind, or when the Patient was only troubled 
with a frequent Cough and a Waſting, but when the Diſeaſe 
Was ſo far advanced as to be attended with Night Sweats and 
a Diarrhæa. And though I have mentioned riding on Horſe- 
back as the chief Exerciſe, yet going Journeys in a Coach has 
often had wonderful Effects, Some of thoſe who have been 
cured by this Method, have had a Swelling riſing in their 
Necks, not unlike ſcrofulous Tumours, Syd.

Nor muſt thoſe Remedies that ſoften, lubricate, thicken, and 
concoct the Phlegm, be omitted; ſuch as Sugar-candy, Barley- 
ſugar, old Conſerve of Riſes, Juice of Liquorice, the white and 
black Troches of the London Diſpenſatory ; freſh Butter in Water- 
gruel, ſweet Oil, or Oil of Sweet Almonds, eſpecially Linſeed 
Oil cold drawn, of which the Patient may take a Spoonful every 
Hour, unleſs there is a Diarrhea, or any other contra- indi- 
cating Symptom. He may alſo eat Raiſins, Figs, or uſe the 
Lohochs and Linctus preſcribed for a Cough. 

Butif the Cough has beenlong and violent, and will not yield

cellent in the Beginning of the Diſeaſe, but alſo in its Progreſs, 

The Air ſhould be pure, far from Bogs and marſhy Places, 
and the Smoke of Sea-coal, The Aliment light of Digeſtion, 
the Drink ſmall, for ſpirituous Liquors ſhould be avoided. The 
Patient ſhould uſe Exerciſe, before Meals at leaſt, and keep his 
Mind as free from Paſſions as poſſible. 

The ſecond: Stage of this Diſeaſe may be reckoned from the 
firſt Formation of the Tubercles, till they begin to inflame and 
putrify, that is, while they remain in a crude State. This is 
known from the Increaſe of the Hectic Fever, from the waſting and 
Faaccid State of the muſculous Fleſh, from the Dryneſs of the Cough, 
for the Spitting conſiderably abates, and from the great Weight 
and Oppreſſion which is continually felt in the Breaſt. 

In this Stage, all Evacuations by Vomit, Stool, and Sweat, art 
pernicious, for they increaſe the Fever, and accelerate the Con- 
Tumption. Nor is Bleeding otherwiſe proper, than as it prevents 
an Inflammation, and then it muſt be uſed with a ſparing Hand, 
when there are pleuritic Pains, or the Patient hath catched a 
freſh Cold. 

The Patient muſt continue the Uſe of the pectoral Medicines 
before deſcribed, and eſpecially the . Pills, for, by this 
means I have cured many conſumptive Perſons, if the Fever was 
not great, and the Tubercles cold and crude, and conſequently 
the Phthiſis chronical. 

Beſides the alterative Medicines, taken in ſmall Quantities, 
and at ſtated Times, Endeavours muſt be uſed to cool the fe- 
brile Heat of the Blood, and decreaſe the 3 of the 
noxious Humours. The Diet muſt be ſuch as will obtund 
the Acrimony of the Humours; as Partridges, Mountain- Birds, 
poached Eggs, Oyſters, Calves-fect, and Jellies, and Soups 
made therefrom ; alſo Craw-fiſh and other Shell-fiſh, and 
Broths made of their Fleſh. Likewiſe Spaw-waters, Pectorals, 
Hydromel, a Milk Diet, Aſſes-milk, Milk-water, Millepedes, 
Snails, and the like; together with Iſſues, ſhaving the Head, 
and proper Plaiſters. | 

If the febrile Heat is mild, from whence we wt conjecture 
that the Swellings of the Lungs are crude, at leaſt ſcrofulous 
and cold, or featomatous, let the Patient be ſent to drink, in the 
Summer-ttme, the Chalybeate mineral Maters; by this Means 
have relieved Patients and kept them alive ſeveral Years, a0 
their Fleſh and Strength have returned. The Patient ſhould 
only drink four, or at moſt fix Pints in a Day, a little at a Time, 
for fear of diſtending the tender Veſſels of the Lungs, and bring” 


ing on Spitting of Blood. This ſhould be continued e 
N ä ca 
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Years, and the Quantity may be leſſened yearly, They ſhould 


not, as others, purge before their Uſe ; but if their Bodies are 
bound, they ſhould uſe the purging mineral Waters moderately, 
with the Interval of three or four Days, and repeat them thres 
or four Times. 

If the Naters do not paſs by Urine, take a Scruple of the Salt 
of Amber in the firſt Draught.

But if the Hedtic Heat is remarkable, it will be better to cool 
the Blood with a Milk Diet than with Waters ; and if Cow's 
Milk diſagrees with the Patient's Stomach, then Aſs's is to be 
drank in the Morning, that he may ſleep after it; the Quantity 
from Half a Pint to a Pint. If it cauſes a Diarrhea, let it be 
ſweetened with Sugar of Roſes, and milked upon a Sprig of 
Mint ; or, if Occaſion requires, and nothing elſe forbids, he 
may take a Doſe of the Electuary juſt preſcribed. This Milk 
ſhould alſo be drank in its natural Warmth, not heated again. 
All other Medicines ſhould be left off except Opiates and 
Aſtringents, if they are required. If the Diarrhea cannot be 
ſtopped, or if ſtopped, a Vomiting enſues, or a Sickneſs with 2 
Heavineſs at the Stomach, or if there are Signs of a Schirrus, 
or great Obſtructions of the Liver, which is common to ſcor- 
butical and hypochondriacal Perſons, then Milk of all Kinds 
muſt be forborne ; otherwiſe the Obſtructions will increaſe, and 
the Faundice and Dropſy will be produced. 


Wherefore in theſe Caſes it is better to obtund the Acrimony of 
the Blzad by the copious Uſe of Fiſh and teftaceous Medicines 3 
but more eſpecially by ay, on Shell-fiſh of all Kinds, not for-

Jellies and Broths are likewiſe to be 
directed; for, in ſhort, there is now more Help to be expected 
from the Kitchen than the Apothecary's Shop. f 

The Peripneumonic Fever which attends this Diſeaſe, ariſes 
from the Inflammation of the Tubercles of the Lungs ; and it 
is renewed as oft as a freſh Tubercle is inflamed, either ſpon- 
taneouſly or from an Error in the Regimen. This Fever con- 
ſtantly continues during the Inflammation, and not ſeldom 


takes the Patient off ſuddenly. It is accompanied with Shiver- | 


ings and intenſe Heats by Fits; with Matching, Toſſing, a Deli- 
rium, difficult Breathing and Expectoration; violent wandering 
Pains of the Side, Breajt, and Shoulders, When the Fever ter- 
minates in an Alſceſs, which is uſually about the ſeventh Day, 
this inflammatory Fever is ſucceeded by a putrid Quotidian, or 
Tertian intermitting Fever, which is a certain Sign of a Puru- 
lence of the T ubercles, and cannot be cured before they are 
healed. 

This in ammatory Fever requires a very ſlender Diet, lying 
in Bed, and an open Body, with Abſorbents, 7 < wor hor Apozems, 
and inciding and lubricating Linctus's; as alſo Diaphoretics, with 
a ſmall Proportion of Opium; not omitting Epithems, Lin'ments, 
and anodyne Fomentations. But above all, timely and plentiful 
Bleeding, as much as the Patient's Strength will permit, not 
then regarding the Conſumption, however deſperate. 

Blood is to be taken away at proper Intervals, till the Cruft, 
like melted Suet, entirely vaniſhes. Then give Manna, Caſſia, 
Cremor. Tartar, Tartar Vitriolate, or the like, The Patient 
may be cooled with Emulſions of Nitre ; the Drink muſt be 
Water: Wine, Strong-Beer, and Fleſh muſt be omitted. 

The Diet ſhould be Water-Gruel, Ptiſans of ſcalded Apples, 
Paſſet Drink, ſtoned Raiſins and Liquorice; Table-Beer warmed

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with a Toaſt, and the like. When the Fever is on the De- 
cline, Chicken-Broth, Poached Eggs, &c. 
If there is Occaſion, the Body mult be looſened with Cly- 


ſters of Sugar'd Milk, with Chamomile Flowers, and repeated 


as Occaſion requires; then take away ten Ounces of Blood on 
the Side affected, which ſhould be boldly repeated every, or 
every other Day, according to the Urgency of the Symptoms. 
In the mean while, and through the whole Courſe of the 
Diſeaſe, a Spoonful of the following Lindtus will be proper, 


every third or fourth Hour, in Ziv. of the following Pectoral 
Apozem, pretty warm :

In colliguative Sweats, Pearl Fuleps may be freely given, to 
which may be added Chalt, Coral, Dragon's Blood, or other 
Abſorbents. [ But the Peruvian Bark for this Purpoſe, is much 
better than any other Medicine whatever. ] The Patient 
ſhould not be permitted to fleep too long, the Bed-cloaths 
ſhould be light, and he ſhould be removed to fine ſubtile Air. 

Vomiting, when the Tragedy is almoſt concluded, can re- 
ceive little or no Help from Medicine. Morton. 

As ſoon as I am called to a conſumptive Perſon, in the firſt 
Stage of the Diſeaſe, fatigued with a Cough, which afterwards- 
1s become moiſt, and exceeds the Bounds of a common Ca- 
tarrh, accompanied with Difficulty of Breathing, Leanneſs, 
Ec. I immediately examine the Liver, where I conſtantly find 
a conſpicuous Hardneſs, and often a Pain. I afterwards exa- 
mine if any general Remedies are indicated, in which Caſe I, 
order the Patient to bleed and purge ; I even repeat Bleeding 
hen the Pain is violent, and if the Patient is young, heated 
with Wine or ſpirituous Liquors, to prevent the Inflammation 
of the Tubercles. 

Then I apply a great Plaiſter of Empl. Diabotanum upon the 

egion of the Liver, with which Mercury revived from Cinna- 
bar is incorporated: [ Emplaſirum ex Ammeniaco cum Mercurio 
will do altogether as well.] Every Night I order the Plaiſter 
to be taken off, and the Quantity of a Drachm of the Mercu-

Internally, I give the following Powder:

Creſſes, and as much of the Juice of Chervil ; or ſome Veal 
Broth in which Radiſhes of Perigord, Creſſes, Brook-Lime, 
and Chervil have been boiled : Or an Infuſion of Green Tea. 
If the Patient's Circumſtances will allow the Expence of 
Riding on Horſeback, I oblige him to it Morning and Even- 
ing; and to increaſe his Ride every Day, unleſs bad Weather, 
a cold Wind, great Rains, or Fogs, prevent it; and then he 
muſt keep himſelf warm at home; for he mult take Care of 
catching Cold during the Courſe of theſe Remedies. 

By a long Continuance of theſe Remedies, I have ſcen the 
Cough diſappear, the ſlow Fever go off, the Obſtruction of | 
the Elves and Spitting diminiſh, the Diſcharge by Urine in- 
creaſe, Reſpiration become free and eaſy, a freſh lively Colour 
return, and the Patient recover his Flefh. 

When the Conſumption is arrived at the ſecond Stage, that is, 
when the Patient ſpits Pas; when he is tormented by a violent 
and continual Cough ; when his Fever exceeds a ſlow Fever, 
and is ſtrong, and his Waiting is far gone, the Tubercles being 
come to Suppuration 3 then Riding is abſolutely neceſſary, and 
the Powder mult be taken in the Morning, 2t Four in the At- 
ternoon, and at Eight at Night: He muſt live upon Cow“ 
Milk boiled and ſkimmed, and mixt with an equal Quantity of 
Tea. By theſe Means I have known ſeveral recover. 

In the laſt Stage all Medicines are uſeleſs, and the Patient 
can expect nothing but to leave the World in a ſhort Time. 
Deſault. 
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Of the NERvous ConsUMPTION, 


A Nervous Atrophy, or Phthiſis, is a Waſting of the Body, 
without any remarkable Fever, Cough, or Difficulty of 
Breathing ; but is attended with Want of Appetite and a bad 
Digeſtion ; whence the whole Body grows languid, and is con- 


tinually yon, hag 


At firſt the Body is &dematous, and as it were ſtuffed with a 
vapid Chyle. The Face looks pale and bloated, and the Sto- 
mach loaths every thing but Len The Patient is forced 
to keep his Bed ſooner than the Progreſs of the Decay of his 
Fleſh ſeems to require. "The Colour of the Urine is uncertain, 
but it is generally very red and ſmall in Quantity ; ſometimes 
it 1s pale and copious. 

No conſiderable Fever is diſcernible either by the Pulſe, 
Heat, or Thirſt, though the Urine is ever ſo red. 

The Cauſes of this Diſeaſe are generally, violent Paſſions of 
the Mind, a too frequent Uſe of ſpirituous Liquors, and un- 
wholeſome Air. 

It is very difficult to cure, unleſs good Advice be had in 

Time. It generally terminates in a Dropſy, which carries the 
Patient off. 
Stomachic and nervous Remedies are only to be depended upon, 
ſuch as Chalybeates, Antiſcoroutics, Cephalics, and Bitters. If 
the Body be coſtive, two Ounces of Tinctura ſacra may be taken 
every fourth Evening, and from thirty to ſixty Drops of Elixir 
Alces, in a Glaſs of White Wine with Bitters, before Dinner. 
[ The Elixir of Vitriel is excellent in this Caſe, twenty, thirty, 
or forty Drops is a Doſe, in any convenient Vehicle, once, 
twice, or thrice a Day. Alſo about half an Ounce of the Cha- 
lybeate Wine, in ſome proper Liquid, in the Winter; in the 
Summer, the Spaw Waters: The uſual Drink may likewiſe be 
made bitter with the Vinum amarum; but nothing ſtrengthens 
the Stomach more than a Decoction of Wormwood. } 

Sometimes the Patient may take eight or nine Drops of Of- 
balſamum, or Spirit of Hart's-horn, or of Sal Ammoniac, as 
friendly to the Nerves ; nor mult he forget Exerciſe and chear- 
ful Company, with other Diverſions. Outwardly, the Em- 
plaſirum Stomachicum may be applied to the Navel. Morton. 
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Of the SYMPTOMATIC ConSUMPTION, 


A Conſumption ariſing from a Gonorrhæa, or the Fluor Albus, 
is known to be approaching in Men, from the Hypochon- 
driac Affection, Sadneſs, Penſiveneſs, and Decay of Strength; 
in Women, from the Hyſteric Paſſion, and the whole Habit of 
Body being flabby, cedematous, ſqualid, and pale, with great 
Wearineſs and Loſs of Strength. When the Diſeaſe is con- 
firmed, there is a Thirſt, a Hedic Diſpoſition, and a waſting 
away of the Body, till the Patient falls into a Maraſmus, or be- 
comes a mere Skeleton, generally without a Cough, or any Sign 
of a Conſumption of the Lungs. If it be recent, the Running 
muſt be cautiouſly ſtopt ; the Patient muſt uſe Exerciſe and Fric- 
tions, and abſtain from the free Uſe of Wine and ſpirituous Li- 
quors. But if there is the leaſt Degree of a Hectie Heat, Recourſe 
muſt immediately be had to a Milk-Diet and Spaw-Water. 
Conſumption from Ab ſceſſes and Ulcers, is known by 2 
Feveriſh and Hectic Heat, with Thirſt, Decay of Strength, 
Want of Appetite, a Nauſea, a waſting of the Body, and at 
length Want of Sleep, a Delirium, and other Symptoms of a 
Fever, till the Patient being quite worn away, goes off the Stage 
without any Sign of a Detect in the Lungs. The Ulcer muſt 
be ſeaſonably healed, with the Uſe of Internals as well as Ex- 
ternals : Six or eight Ounces of the following Lime-Water

Internal balſamic Remedies are alſo uſeful ; for Inſtance, the 
Patient may take Locatellus's Balſam and Conſerve of Roſes, of 
each half a Drachm, with three or four Drops of Balſam of Pe- 
ru, or he may take a Spoonful of Syrup of Balſam, two or three 
Times a Day; or half a Drachm of Bal/am of Tolu, reduced in- 
to ſmall Pills, at the medicinal Hours, drinking the Decoction 
of Sarſaparilla after them. The greateſt Care ſhould be taken 


after the Cure of the Ulcer, left a Pulmonary Conſumption 
| | ſhould 
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ſhould follow. Wherefore make ues, continue the Uſe of 
Balſamics, a Milk-Diet, and Mineral Waters. 

4 Conſumption from giving Suck, is firſt known by a Want » 
Appetite, which 1s followed by a Decay of Strength, and then by 
Hyjleric Diſorders. When a Maraſmus comes on, it is incura- 
ble. 

Let the Nurſe wean the Child as ſoon as her Appetite begins 
to fail, and uſe a Diet that yields good Nouriſhment; alſo Ex- 
erciſe, and taking the Air, will be beneficial. If a Hectic 
Diſpoſition requires it, a Milk-Diet and Chalybeate Waters 
muſt be recommended. 

A Conſumption proceeding from a Diarrhœa, a Dyſentery, a 
Diabetes, a Salivation, a Dropſy, and profuſe Sweats, have no- 
thing peculiar in the Manner of their Cure, but what relates to 
the primary Diſeaſes, and a Phthiſis in general. ] 

A Scrophulous Conſumption is known by the glandulous Tu- 
mours in the outward Part of the Body, and from the frequent 
Returns of ſore Eyes, and the Itch. here are ſome who have 
ſcrophulous "Tubercles of the Lungs, not apt to be inflamed, 
and who live in a conſumptive Condition from their Childhood 
toold Age, and yet have a conſtant Cough, Day and Night, 
and at all Seaſons of the Year, with Heavineſs in the Breaſt, and 
Difficulty of Breathing, but without any Fever, and yet upon 
taking Cold, to which they are obnoxious, they expectorate 
Plenty of Phlegm, or ſerous Matter. Theſe may be cured by 
good Air, in an open, ſunny Place, but frequently changed, to- 
gether with a long Uſe of Balſamics, Mercurials, Millepedes, 
Chalybeates, eſpecially Mineral Waters, and other antiſcrophu- 
lous Remedies. In this Caſe a Milk-Diet, Pectorals, and 
Opiates, are of little Service, unleſs when a Cold has been 
newly caught, [A Decoction of Colt's Foot is good in the worſt 
of theſe Caſes, ſays Fuller.] 

But when the Tubercles are apt to be inflamed and exulce- 
rate, it muſt be treated as a Pulmonary Conſumption. Bleeding 
at the firſt, to prevent the Inflammation, is neceſſary ; the pul- 
monary Medicines muſt be mixed with Millepedes and other 
things proper for the King's Evil. Gums and Balſams are uſe- 
ful, but eſpecially our Balſamic Pills directed in the Pulmonary 
Conſumption, by a long Uſe of which I have cured many. When 
an Abſceſs is formed, Specifics are of no Uſe, therefore the 

reatment has nothing peculiat. 

When the Tubercles are of a middle Nature, the Patient may 

ve ſeveral Years in a valetudinary State, but is very ſubject 

0 putrid Fevers, from Exceſs, or taking Cold, which does the 

atient 30 hurt in a Week, than otherwiſe he would ſuſtain 
0 L. I. T in 
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ina Year. As ſoon as the Fever appears, moderate Bleedir 
is neceſſary, though he be emaciated, and antiſcrophulous Me- 
dicines muſt be blended with Antifebriles. 

In the Summer, unleſs there is an Obſtruction of the Liver, 
attended with a Dropſy, Chalybeate Waters muſt be drank a 
conſiderable Time : 2 inter, our Balſamic Pills muſt be 
taken, as alſo Gums, and other Balſamics : In the Spring, a 
Diet-Drink with Millepedes and antiſcraphulous and pectoral In- 
gredients. Opiates ſhould not be given but in Caſe of Neceſ- | 
fity. But the moſt efficacious Medicine of all is the Peruvian 
Bark, given to Half a Drachm Morning and Evening, as! 
have found by Experience. And the Reaſon of this is now 
evident, ſince the Virtues of it have been diſcovered in other 
ſcrophulous Diſorders. 

A Scorbutic Conſumption may be expected to be coming on 
when there is a frequent Eruption of Pimples, like the Herper 
miliaris, diſperſed all over the Skin, and a perpetual hawking 
up of ſalt Phlegm, eſpecially in the Morning, often attended 
with Ulcers and an Eroſion of the Gums. 

'The Cure of this Diſeaſe differs from the general Method in 
the following Particulars. | 

Opiates are always noxious, unleſs after taking a freſh Cold, 
to mitigate the Symptoms; becauſe it renders the Phlegm 
more glutinous. | 

The Pecteral Medicines ſhould be fuch as incide, cleanſe, 
and promote Expectoration; as Honey, Hydromel, Oxymel, Gums, 
and Balſams, but more eſpecially our Balſamic Pills, whole 
Efficacy I have often experienced. 

The Pectorals ſhould be blended with Antiſcorbutics, ſuch as 
Water-Creſſes, Brook-Lime, Tops of Fir, Ground- Ivy, Roots if 
ſharp-pointed Dock, and Male Piony; which ſhould be put in 
Bag, and ſuſpended in the Beer or Ale, for common Drink. 

Steel is uſeful in the Cure of this Diſeaſe, unleſs too far ad- 
vanced. If the Scurvy is of the acid or cold Kind, a Grain or 
two of Salt of Steel may be added to each Doſe of the Balſamic 
Pills; if of the ſalt Kind, Mynſicht's Extract of Steel is prefer 
able. But in all Kinds the Chalybeate Mineral Waters ate 
better than any artificial Preparation in the Summer-time, an 
ſhould be drank every Lear. 

If the Body is bound, the purging Mineral Waters are conve- 
nient, or a . of Gum of Alves, with eight Grains of Stora? 
Pills, may be taken once a Month, at Bed-time. | 

A Milk-Diet is rather hurtful than beneficial. 
Smeaking Tobacco ſhould be forborne. 
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An Aſthmatic Conſumption is principally known from others, 
by an almoſt conſtant Wheezing, and extreme Difficulty of 
Breathing. Very old Perſons, who are not carried off by an 
acute Diſeaſe, 8 die of this, but not without a pre- 
ceding Cough, Shortneſs of Breath, Decay of Fleſh, and a 
Diſpoſition inclinable to a Hectic. | 

A Milk- Diet and Opiates are hurtful in this Caſe; even a 
Grain of Laudanum would endanger the Patient's Life, A 
fine, thin, wholeſome Air is of the greateſt Service. 

Inciding Pectorals are good; Incraſſants bad; Honey, Hydro- 
mel, Balſams, Gums, Millepedes, are uſeful; but more eſpe- 
cially our Balſamic Pills. When this Diſeaſe proceeds from a 
Convulſiue Aſthma, Hart's-horn Drops will be beneficial. 

In a violent A/fthmatic Fit, Bleeding is neceſlary as far as the 
Patient's Strength will bear, though he be never ſo much 
emaciated ; as alſo ſome Spoonfuls of equal Parts of Oxymel 
Seillit. & Ag. Cinnam. Spir. 

A Conſumption proceeding from Hypochondriac and Hyſteric 
Gections is diſtinguiſhed from others, by an Oppreſſion of the 
breaſt, by unuſual Sadneſs or Melancholy, by frequent Hy/teric 
Fits, Faintings, and other nervous Symptoms. 

Beſides the general Method of Cure, Antilyſterics muſt be 
pen, ſuch as Spirit of Hart's-hern, Spirit of Sal Ammoniac, 

incture of Caſtor, and more eſpecially Chalybeate Mineral Wa- 
ters; for without Chalybeates, all other Medicines are vain ; 
but they muſt be given before, not after, an Ulcer of the 
Lungs appears. A Milk-Diet and Purging are very improper, 
unleſs the latter is exceeding mild.

A Conſumption from the Lues Venerea is of the aſthmatic 
Kind, and is attended with a viſcous Phlegm, and Difficulty 
of Breathing, more than a troubleſome Cough ; and is there- 
lore low in its Progreſs. . | 

In the Cure, Antivenereals muſt be mixed with Pectorals; 
"a dalivation, if the Patient's Strength will admit, may be 
ve- WW eber; otherwiſe there is nothing to be hoped for but from a. 
oy Milk Diet, the Decoction of Sarſaparilla, or Balſamic Pills; 

ind gentle Purges with Calomel at proper Intervals. [Nothing 
can be depended upon ſo much in this Diſeaſe, as Sarſaparilla, 
ſpecially if the Cure has.been attempted with Mercurials be- 
fore, which is almoſt always the Caſe. It will be beſt made in 
be following Manner: Boil N Ounces of Sarſaparilla, a 
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half an Ounce of Lignorice, in three Quarts of, Water, till 
there remains one of the ſtrained Liquor. This Quantity 
muſt be taken every Day, either warm or cold, and muſt be 
made freſh every other Day. The ge muſt be got 
as freſh and as ſound as poſſible. It muſt be continued forty 
Days, or longer, ] 

A Conſumption proceeding from the Green-Sickneſs, and a 
Suppreſſion of the Menſes, is particularly attended with terri- 
ble Prickings, and violent Pains in the Side. This is the com- 
mon Source of Female Conſumptions. 

In the Beginning of the Green-Sic#neſs, it will be proper to 
purge with Tinqtura Sacra, and give Chalybeates to promote the 
menſtrual Flux. But if the Tabes is actually begun, theſe Me- 
dicines will do more Harm than Good: Therefore the Patient 
muſt be treated in the common Method, and the Pains in the 
Side muſt be appeaſed with Liniments and hot Fomentations 
and when ſhe is recovered, her Menſes will return ſpontane- 
ouſly. Morton.

N Empyema is a Collection of purulent Matter in the Ca- 
vity of the Thorax, between the Lungs and the Pleura, 
whe always ſuppoſes the breaking of a Yomica into the ſaid 

Avity. 

Such are the Vomice, or Abſceſſes of the Lungs, proceeding 
from Inflammations, from ſpitting of Blood, fram a thick 
Matter which cannot be expectorated. Of the Pleura, from 
an Inflammation, from a Wound therein; healed outwardly 
but open inwardly ; from a Bruiſe, or a concealed Rupture 0 
it, turning to Pus. Of the Diaphragm, when, after an Inflam- 
mation, it ſuppurates, and breaks on its upper Part. Alſo f 
the Mediaftinum and Pericardium affected in the like Manner. 

An Empyema may be foreſeen from an Inflammation of a 
of the above-mentioned Parts, which is not terminated an 
reſolved by Concoction, Revulſion, a Crifis or Medicines, but 
is followed by Shiverings, a Febricula encreaſing at Night, 
wandering Heat, a denſe of Heavineſs in the Part that WY 
pained, a Difficulty of Breathing, a Want of Appetite, .

An actual Empyema is known from twenty Days being elap- 

ſed ſince the Inflammation began, without Expectoration of 

the Matter, from the Signs of a Vomica in the five above- 
mentioned Parts diſappearing ; from a new Pain, Cough, Dif- 

ficulty of 8 and Spitting ariſing, and afterwards go- 

ing off. From a dry Cough, a hs on on the Diaphragm, 

not being able to lie but on one Side, a Noiſe made by the Fluc- 

tuation of the Pus, upon moving the Body, from a flow Fe- 

ver, a Fluſhing in the Cheeks, hollow Eyes, Heat in the Ends 

of the Fingers, Crookedneſs of the Nails, and a Swelling of 

the Abdomen. 

| The Conſequences of this Diſeaſe are, a continual Accumu- 

lation of Pus from the Ulcer not yet healed. The Matter en- 

creaſing in its Acrimony, Putrefaction, rank Smell, and Thin- 

. neſs, by being ſhut up in a hot, moiſt Place. An Impediment 
: in raiſing the 3 and extending the Lungs. A Short- 


neſs and Difficulty of Breathing, and not eaſily performed un- 
leſs in an ere Poſture; a Dread of Suffocation when laid 
down; an Inability of lying, but on the affected Side; a con- 
e ſtant dry Cough with Anxiety; a Maceration and Corroſion 
e of the Lungs, Pleura, Diaphragm, Pericardium, and even of the 
Heart itſelf, converting them gradually into filthy Corruption; 
whence a Hectic Fever, quick, ſmall Pulſe, conſtant Redneſs 
of the Cheeks, Loſs of Appetite, perpetual Thirſt, extreme 
Weakneſs, and Fainting Fits. Hence all the Fluids become 
unfit for Nutrition, Circulation, or any other Office: The Con- 
ſequence of which is, a Waſting of the whole Body, a Putre- 
faction of the Fluids, which may be diſcharged through the 
corroded Lungs, or carried downwards by a fatal, ſanious Di- 
arrheea ; Night Sweats, Puſtules in the Face, crooked Nails, 
a ſhining Yellowneſs of the Skin, and a Hippocratic Coun- 
tenance, 
The Cure of this Diſeaſe is different, according ta its diffe- 
rent Cauſe and State. 
When a Vomica or Abſceſs is known to be formed in any of 
the Parts before mentioned, all Endeavours are to be uted, that 
it may be ſpeedily broken and determined to the outward Parts, 
which muſt be attempted by actual or potential Cauteries, or 
by Inciſion and proper Motion. 
When the Vomica is actually broke, then it is to be evacu- 
ated by the Mouth, if Nature ſeems to encourage it; or by 
Urine, if there appear an Sigas in it of paſſing that Way; or 
y an Aperture of the Thorax by a proper Inſtrument, on the 
dide affected, between the fifth and ſixth Ribs, or the fourth 
and fifth reckonin 5 from below, letting the Pus out ſlowly, 
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and at ſeveral Times, and then cleanſing the Cavity by Injeg- 
tions of Decoctions with Honey, which done, the Wound is to 
be healed, at the ſame time giving Plenty of vulnerary Decoc. 
tions inwardly, of ſuch Things as deterge and reſiſt Putrefaction. 

Sharpe has no good Opinion of this Operation, for he ſays 
he has opened ſeveral Perſons who have died of a Conſumption 
of the Lungs from an Abſceſs, which had conſumed a great Part 
of the Lungs, and he does not remember to have Bund any 
Pus lodged in the Thorax. Beſides, continues he, it is evident, 
that many who die conſumptive, die of the Diſcharge they ſpit 
up from the Lungs, and therefore we ought not to undertake 
any Operation which promiſes ſo little Succeſs. There may, 
own, be Abſceſſes formed between the Lungs and the Medi- 
aſtinum, which may fall into the Cavity of the Thorax; but 
then if the Pus is ſmall in Quantity it may be abſorbed by the 
Lungs themſelves ; and if there is much, the Operation will be 
of little Service. Beſides, theſe Caſes are very rare, and the 
Symptoms of Pus being fallen upon the Diaphragm are very 
equivocal, and therefore I think the Operation ſhould be omit- 
ted, though the 0 een is ſuppoſed actually to exiſt. 

In general, all Inflammations of the Lungs or Pleura are fol- 
lowed by an Adheſion of theſe Parts, which allow Nature to 
make a Paſſage externally: And it is common in Abſceſſes of 
the Pleura and intercoſtal Muſcles to find them break outward- 
ly, nor is it uncommon even in the Lungs. Therefore when 
there is an Adheſion, no other Operation is neceſſary than to 
open the Tumour with a Lancet, when the Pus is formed ; and 
if the Suppuration is ſo plentiful as not to admit the healing oi 
the outward Ulcer, it may be kept open with a ho!low Tent. 
Do many Perſons have lived a long while with a running 

iſtula. ; 

If the Pus is white, ſmooth, equal, not fetid, nor diſcolour- 
ing the Probe; if the Patient is without Fever, Thirſt, or! 
Diarrhœa; if his Appetite and Digeſtion are good, and he 
well in other Reſpects, the Air ſhould be hindered as much 
as poſſible from entering the Thorax, and then the Patient ma 
recover. ; 

But if it is dark coloured, ichorous, mixed with Fibres, ſtink- 
ing, bloody, changing the Colour of the Probe like Fire, and 
burſting out all at once, there is the greateſt Danger of Death, 
or a Conſumption, | |

Hoffman gives an Inſtance of a Perſon, who, after a Peripneu- 
mony, fell into an Empyema, and was cured by taking Milk 
boiled with Sugar of Roſes, The Quantity was three Pints a 
Day. As alſo Balſamic Pills, made of Flowers of Sulphur, Oil 
of Sweet Almonds, Sperma Ceti, Venice Turpentine, Saffron, and 

il of Aniſeed. Likewiſe a Powder made of Crabs-Eyes, 
Sperma Ceti, Sugar, Myrrh, Liquorice-Powdcr, and Bole 
Armzoniac, 
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BY a Cachexy is generally underſtood that Diſpoſition of Bo- 
dy, which depraves the Nouriſhment thereof throughout 
its whole Habit. 

The Cauſes of which are, any bad State of the nutritious 
Juices, or a Fault in the Veſſels defigned for its Reception, or 
a Defe&t of the aſſimilating Faculty. 

The nutritious Juices may be depraved, by the Nature of the 
Aliments which cannot be fufficiently changed by the digeſtive - 
and aſſimilating Faculties: ſuch are the farinaceous and legumi- 
nous Foods, and Things that are groſs, fibrous, fat, acrid, aque- 
ous, and viſcid. Things in their own Nature indigeſtible, as 
Turf, Chalk, Lime, Coal, Sand, &c. By a Defect of bodily 
Motion, from Reſt, Lazineſs, or too much Sleep. By too great 
a Weakneſs or Rigidity of the Organs of Digeſtion ; or by a 
Fault in the Fluids themſelves not to be eaſily retified. Many 
Things may contribute to theſe Defects, ſuch as all profuſe 
Evacuations and Secretions, of what Kind ſogver; a Vomiting, 
Looſeneſs, Bloody Flux, Hæmorrhages, Schirrous Diſorders of 
any of the Viſcera, a Retention of Things which ought to be 
evacuated, 1 

Hence it is evident, that theſe Cauſes act, by diminiſhing the 
Solids, or ſtuffing them with Humours which are apt to ſtag- 
nate; whence there proceed two remarkable Effects of this 
Diſorder ; wiz. a Conſumption, or a Leucopilegmatia, and an 
anaſarcous Drapy. | | 

Many Diſorders ariſe from hence, according to the various 
Colour, Quantity, Tenacity, Acrimony, orFluidity of the diſtem- 
pered Humour; as a white, pale, yellow, tawney, red, green, 
livid, black Colour of the Skin, a Heavinels, a Swelling under 
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tae Eyes, and of the moſt tender Parts; and thoſe moſt remote 

from the Heart become bloated and œdematous; there is a Pal- 

pitation of the Heart and Arteries, which increaſes upon the 

leaſt Motion ; the Urine is crude and thin; the ſpontaneous 

Sweats are evidently aqueous; at laſt the Body is either reduced 

3 a 3 or it is affected with a Leucophlegmatia, and a 
ropſy. 

An e Fault of the Veſſels deſigned to receive the nutri- 
tious Fluids, can hardly be ſuppoſed; however, they may be too 
contractile or lax, and the Diſorders that proceed from t::nce 
may be looked upon as the Cauſes of this Diſeaſe. 

The Nouriſhment of the whole Body may be hindered, by a 
Fault in the aſſimilating Faculty, if the Force by which the 
Fluids are circulated, is too languid or too violent. 

From what has been ſaid, the diagnoſtic Signs are evident ; 
and the Prognoſtics may be gathered from the Conſideration pf 
the Cauſe, Duration, the Effects and Degree of the Diſeaſe. 

The Cure ſometimes requires a Correction of the too acid 
Fluid, and a moderate Inſpiſſation thereof: When it is tena- 
cious and ſtagnating, it muſt be diſſolved and rendered fluxile. 
But the Medicines muſt be varied according to the various 
Cauſes from whence theſe two Faults ariſe. 

The greateſt Care muſt be taken, that the Aliment be moſt 
like the healthy Fluids, and eaſy of Digeition, Ne to the 
Cauſe of the Bifcaſe, and agreeable to the Palate of the Patient. 

Digeſtion ſhould be promoted by Aromatics, Wine, and Air. 
The 88 of Digeſtion ſhould be diſpoſed to perform their 
Ofkce by mild Digeſtives, then by Vomits and Purges, and by 
Medicines which corroborate and promote Digeſtion. 

When by the Uſe of theſe the Body is looſened, and the mor- 
bihc Matter attenuated, then you muſt proceed to Attenuants, 
Diuretics, and Sudorifics. Laſt of all, Chalybeates, alkaline, 
and ſaponaceous Medicines muſt be uſed, with Walking, Riding, 
Frictions, and Baths. | 

When a Conſumption and a cachectic Tabes ariſe from too great 
an Acrimony, the Nature of the Acrimony muſt be enquired 
into, by endeavouring to find out the Cauſe of the Cachexy, and 
the Conſtitution of the Patient; by obſerving the Symptoms and 
the Excretions. Theſe being known, they are to be corrected 
by their Contraries. Boerhaave.

Saponaceous Remedies ſhould precede all the reſt, for they not 
only cleanſe the Body, but have wonderful Efficacy in ditloly- 
ing glutinous Humours, Huxham. 
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THIS Diſtemper chiefly affects the Inhabitants of cold 


northern Countries, and eſpecially thoſe who live in 
marſhy, low, fat, and moiſt Soils, near ſtagnating Water, whe- 
ther freſh or ſalt.

It is ” OR by ſpontaneous Mearineſs, Heavineſs of the Budy, 
Difficulty of Breathing, eſpecially after bodily Motion; Ratten 
Dial, the Gums, a flinking Breath, frequent Bleeding of the Neſe, 
Diffcalty of Walking ; ſometimes a Swelling, ſometimes a falling 
away of the Legs, in which there are always /rvid, f lumbeous, 
yellow, or violet-coloured Spots; the Colour of the Face is gene- 
rally of a pale Tawny.

The fir/t State of this Diſeaſe begins with unuſual Lazineſs, 
ſpontaneous Wearineſs ; the Patient loves to be in a fitting or 
lying Poſture; there is a Pain in all the Muſcles, as if he was 
over-tired, eſpecially of the Legs and Loins ; when he wakes 
in the Morning, all big Joints and Muſcles ſeem to be tired 
and bruiſed, | = | I 
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In the ſecond State, the Gums ſwell, grow painful, hot, and 
itching, and bleed upon the leaſt Preſſure; the Roots of the 
Teeth become bare and looſe ; he feels Pains in all the external 
and internal Parts of the Body, imitating Diſtempers proper to 
the various Parts, 

In the third State, the Gums at length grow putrid, with a 
cadaverous Smell; when they are inflamed, Blood diſtils from 
them, and the Gangrene enſues; the looſe "Teeth by degrees 
grow yellow, black, and rotten; the ſublinguai Veins become 
varicous, and like Rings; there are often fatal Hemorrhage, 
which break out from the external Nin, without any Appear- 
ance of a Wound, from the Lips, Gums, Mouth, Noſe, Lungs, 
Stomach, Liver, Spleen, Pancreas, Inteſtines, Womb, Kidneys, &c, 
Obſtinate Ulcers ariſe, of the very worſt Kind, which no Ap- 
plications will cure, and which are apt to turn to a Gangrene; 
they break out in all Parts, but eſpecially the Legs, and are 
attended with a Stench. There is a Kind of an Itch and dry 
Scabs, with a dry and mild Leproſy. The Blood drawn from 
a Vein is black, grumous, thick, and yet wants its due Conſiſt- 
ence in the fibrous Part ; the Serum is ſalt, ſharp, and abound- 
ing with a yellowiſh green Mucus on its Surface: There are 
gnawing, rending Pains, quickly ſhifting from Place to Place, 
which grow more violent in the Night, affecting all the Joints, 
Bones, and Viſcera. 

In the fourth State, there are Fevers of various Kinds, which 
bring on an Atrophy; ſometimes Diarrhœas, Dyſenteries, or 
violent Stranguries; as alſo Faintings and mortal Anxieties, 2 
Dropſy, Conſumption, Convulſions, Trembling, a Palſy, Con- 
tractions, black Spots, voiding of Blood upwards and down- 
wards, a Putrefaction and Conſumption of the Liver, Spleen, 
Pancreas, Meſentery, Now the Contagion ſpreads very quick.

T he firſt Sign of the Approach of this Diſeaſe is commonly 
a Change of Colour in the Face, which becomes pale or We 
lowiſh, and bloated, with a Liſtleſſneſs, and an Averſion to Ex- 
erciſe. The Caruncles of the Eyes appear of a greeniſh Caſt, 
and yet in other Reſpects the Patient ſeems in perfect Health. 
However, the Change of Colour in the Face does not always 
precede the other Symptoms, though it conſtantly attends them. 
Then a univerſal Laſſitude ſupervenes, and a Stiffneſs and 
Feebleneſs of the Knces, with a Difficulty of Breathing on the 
leaſt Motion. Soon after this there is an eching of the Gums, 


which ſwell and are apt to bleed on the leaſt Friction. Then 
they become livid, ſoft, and ſpungy, and afterwards extremely 


putrid and fungous. This Rottenneſs of the Gums is an in- 
ſeparable 
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ſeparable Sign of this Diſeaſe. Theſe are not only ſubject 


to bleed, but there are Hæmorrhages from different Parts of 


the Bod 


The Vein is dry throughout the whole Courſe of this Diſ- 
eaſe, except towards the laſt, and in many it is rough. In 
ſome it appears like the Skin of a Gooſe; but it is moſt fre- 
quently ſmooth and ſhining. It is ſtained with blue, purple, 
livid, or black Spots, ſome of which are ſmall, and others of 
a Hand's Breadth, when the Diſeaſe is advanced. They are 
chiefly on the Legs and Thighs, but ſometimes on the Arms 
and Trunk of the Body. Some have a Swelling of the Ancles 
in the Evening, which diſappears in the Morning. In a little 
Time it advances gradually up the Leg, and the whole Mem- 
ber becomes cedematous. Hurts, Bruiſes, Wounds healed 
up, and fractured Parts, always become ſcorbutic firſt, Old 
Ulcers will emit a thin fetid Sanies, mixed with Blood, and at 
length coagulated Gore will lie on the Surface of the Sore like 
a Cake, As the Diſeaſe increaſes, they ſhoot out a ſoft bloody 
Fungus, reſembling Bullock's Liver, which ſometimes will 
riſe to a monſtrous Size in a Night's Time. The lighteſt 
Wounds and Bruiſes of ſcorbutic Perſons degenerate into ſuch 
Ulcers, and are eaſily diſtinguiſhed from all others, by being 
E bloody, and fungous. Other Symptoms ſupervene, 
but theſe are ſufficient to diſtinguiſh the Scurvy from all 
other Diſeaſes. 

To prevent the Scurvy at Land, it will be proper to chooſe 
2 warm, dry, pure Air, with a Diet of eaſy Digeſtion, con- 
aſting chiefly of a due Mixture of animal and vegetable Sub- 
itances ; for thoſe are moſt liable to it who live in marſhy, wet 
Soils, and in Places ſubje& to great Rains and Fogs, or in 
damp, low Apartments, unleſs they keep conſtant Fires, and 
their chief Food be Fleſh-Broths, with Plenty of freſh Greens 
or Vegetables, and well-baked Bread made of Wheat-Flour ; 
asalſo a chearful Glaſs of ſome good wholeſome fermented Li- 
quor, Cleanlineſs, entertaining Amuſements, and moderate 
Exerciſe, will alſo be good Preſervatives in theſe Caſes. In 
Garriſons, the Soldiers ſhould be kept as dry, clean, and warm 
as poſſible, and their Proviſions ſhould be as wholeſome as can 
be procured, with Plenty of good Vegetables, particularly Sal- 
lads of Garden-Creſſes. ; 

The beſt Method of preventing the Scurvy at Sea, will 
appear from the Effects which Dr. Lind has obſerved ſeveral 

edicines have had, eſpecially thoſe which have been greatly 
recommended as Preſervatives. On the 20th of May, 1747. 
being on board the Saliſbury, at Sea, he took twelve __ 
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tic Patients under his Care, They had putrid Gums, Spots, 
and Laſſitude, with Weakneſs of their Knees. They had 4 
proper Apartment in the Fore-hold ; their Diet was W ater- 


Gruel, ſweetened, in a Morning, ſometimes Mutton-Broth . 


for Dinner, ſometimes light Puddings, boiled Biſcuit with 
Sugar, Cc. and for Supper, Barley and Raiſins, Rice and 
Currants, Sago and Wine, and the like. Two of theſe were 
ordered each a Quart of Cyder in a Day. Two others 
twenty-five Drops of Elixir Vitrioli three Times a Day, upon 
an empty Stomach, uſing a Gargle acidulated with the ſame. 
Two others took two Spoonfuls of Vinegar three Times a 
Day ; having their Gruels, other Food, and Gargles, wel 
e with it. Two of the worſt Patients, with the 
Tendons of the Ham rigid, were put under a Courſe of Sear 
Water, and drank about a Pint every Day, more or leſs, ac- 
cording to its Operation, which was intended to be a gentle 
Phyſic. Two others had each two Oranges and one Lemon 
given them every Day, which they eat with Greedineſs upon 
an empty Stomach, at different Times. This Courſe was 
continued but ſix Days, becauſe no more Fruit could be al- 
lowed. The two remaining Patients took the Bigneſs of a 
Nutmeg, three Times a Day, of an Electuary made of Gar- 
lic, Muſtard-Seed, Balſam of Peru, and Gum-Myrrh ; uſing 
for common Drink Barley-water well acidulated with Ta- 
marinds; by a Decoction of which, and Cream, they were 
gently purged three or four Times during the Courſe. 


Ihe Oranges and Lemons had the beſt Effect; for one of 


thoſe who had taken them, was, at the End of ſix Days, fit 
for Duty ; and he took nothing more but a Gargle of the E- 
lixir of Vitriol for his Gums, which were not quite ſound, 
and ſo recovered his Health entirely.

reſt of the Medicines. Oranges, in my Opinion, are pre- 
ferable to Lemons, for by theſe the Lord Anſon's People were 
ſo ſpeedily and ſurprizingly recovered at the iſland of Tinian. 
Beſides, Mr. Murray affirms, from Experience, that Oranges 
and Lemons, when properly and ſufficiently uſed, are an in- 
fallible Cure in every Stage and Species of this Diſeaſe, if 


there is any Degree of natural Strength left, and where 4 
Diarchoa, 
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Diarrhœa, Lientery, or Dyſentgry are not joined te the other 
Symptoms. He obſerves farther, that at the Iſland of St. 
Thomas, fifty Men belonging th the, Canterbury, and ſeven to 
the Norwich, who were in all the different Stages of this 
Diſtemper, were cured in a little more than twelve tay 

Some, who are fond of Theory, will be apt to ſay, theſe 
are Acids, and then Timaritts, Un Spirit of Salt, E- 
lixir of Vitriol, and ethers of the ſame Tribe, will do as well ; 
but Experience plainly ſhews the contrary; and though Acids 
agree in certain Properties, they differ widely in others. Be- 
fades, if theſe Fruits have been given without Succeſs, it is 
becauſe Legions of Diſeaſes have Fon miſtaken for the Scur- 
vy; whereas, in the real genuine Scurvy, they have been ne- 
ver known to fail; not to mention that the Virtues of Oranges 
and Lemons, in this Caſe, have ſtood the Teſt of near two 
hundred Years. However, we muſt not forget to obſerve, 
that freſh Vegetables of all Kinds have proved a very great 
Relief to ſcorbutic Patients, when ſet on Shore. 

But as Oranges and Lemons are apt to ſpoil, I ſhall ſhew 
how to bring their Juices, by a very eaſy Method, into ſmall 
Quantities, without Prejudice to their Virtues. Let the Juice 
of theſe Fruits be well cleared from the Pulp, and depurated 

ſtanding ſome Time ; after which it may be poured off 
from the groſs Sediment. Let it then be poured into any clean 
open Veffel of China or Stone Ware, whick ſhould be wider 
at the Top than at the Bottom, that it may evaporate more 
readily, But a China Baſon or Punch-Bowl is moſt proper, on 
account of the Form. Put this into a Pan of Water over 
a clear Fire; let the Water come almoſt to boil, and continue 
nearly in that State, with the Bowl full of Juice in the Mid- 
dle of it, till the Juice is found of the Confiſtence of a thick 
Syrup when cold. The flower the Evaporation of the Juice 
ts, the better; that is,*it ought to continue twelve or fourteen 
Hours over the Fire: When it is cold, it is to be corked up in 
2 Bottle for Uſe. Two Dozen of good Oranges, weighing 
hive Pounds four Ounces, will yield one Pound nine Ounces 
anda Half of depurated Juice; and when evaporated, there 
will remain five Ounces of Extract, which in Bulk will 
be equal to leſs than three Ounces of Water. So that 
twelve Dozen of Oranges may be put in a rt Bottle, and 
preſerved ſeveral Years. The ſame may be ſaid of Lemons. 
When this is mixed with Water, and made into Punch, few 
are able to diſtinguiſh it from the freſh Juice mixed up in the 
me Manner, 8 when the freſh Fruit can be had, 


the Fragrancy of the Peel may contribute ſamewhat w; the 
| ure 
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Cure of the Scurvyz and when theſe are wanting, the ſame 


thing may be obtained from a few Drops of their Eſſence, or 


the aromatic Oil contained in their Rinds; and if a ſmall 
Quantity of this be added to the Extract, it will give it the 
Smell and Fragrancy of the freſh Fruit in great Perfection. 
Or rather add a little of the outer Peel to the Extract, a little 
before it is taken off the Fire, and then the niceſt Tafte will 
not be able to diſtinguiſh the Difference between the freſh 
Fruit and this. The Virtues of this Extract, thus made, lie 
in ſo ſmall a Compaſs, that a Bottle will ſerve one Man at Sea 
ſeveral Years ; for in the making of it there is little or nothing 
flies off beſides the Water. | 

It will likewiſe be of great Uſe to Seamen to have Gooſeber- 
ries, and the like, preſerved in Bottles in the ſame Manner as 
the Paſtrycooks; as alſo ſmall Onions pickled in Vinegar, 
Cabbage, French Beans, Cc. may be preſerved by putting them 
in clean, dry, ſtone Jars, with a Layer of Salt at the Bottom, 
then a thin Layer of the Vegetable covered with Salt, and fo 
alternately till the Jar is full. Then the whole muſt be preſſed 
down with a Weight, and its Mouth quite ſtopped that no 
Air or Moiſture may enter. Thus the Vegetable may be kept 
freſh and green for a whole Year. At the time of ufing, the 
Salt is take waſhed off with warm Water. This is the Man- 
ner by which they preſerve that never failing Remedy, Green- 
land Scurvy-graſs. Every common Sailor ought to lay in a 
Stock of Onions, for they are a great Preſervative at Sea. The 
Dutch Sailors are preſerved from the Scurvy by pickled Cab- 
bage. Portable Soup may be carried to all oa When 
the Scurvy begins to make its Appearance, Sailors ſhould be 
abridged in the fame Degree of their Allowance of Beef and 
Pork, and eat them with Muſtard and Vinegar ; but the Peaſe 
ought always to be ſerved out in full Allowance, It muſt be 
obſerved, likewiſe, that a Soup of boiled Cabbage and Onions 
will cure an adventitious Scurvy in its firſt Stage, either at 


Land or Sea, in any Part of the World. 


Befides freſh and preſerved Fruits and Vegetables, fermented 
Liquors of all Sorts are good, but more particularly Cyder. 


Among theſe are included many Wines of very Kind ; or the 


Juices of Fruits may be fermented with Ale, Poor People that 
winter in Greenland, under vaſt Diſadvantages in point of Air 
and Diet, preſerve themſelves from the Scurvy by Spruce Beer, 
which is their common Drink. Likewiſe the Aae Decoc- 
tion of Fir-Tops has done Wonders. The Shrub Black Spruce 
of America makes this moſt wholſome Drink juſt mentioned, 


the 
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the Fir Kind. A ſimple Decoction of the Tops, Cones, 
Leaves, or even of the green Bark or Wood of theſe, is an 
excellent Antiſcorbutic; but perhaps it is much more ſo 
when fermented, as in making Spruce Beer. This is done by 
Moloſſes, which, by its diaphoretie Quality, makes it a more 
ſuitable Medicine. By carrying a few Bags of Spruce to Sea, 
this wholſome Drink may be made at any Time. But when 
Spruce cannot be had, the common F ir- Tops uſed for Fuel in 
the Ship ſhould be firſt boiled in Water, and then the Decoc- 
tion ſhould be fermented with Moloſſes; to which may be add- 
ed a ſmall Quantity of Wormwood, and Root of Horſe. 
radiſh. The freſher it is drank, the better. When other 
Things are wanting, Tar-water may be fermented in the 
ſame Manner. | 

Thoſe who have been weakened by long Fits of IIIneſs, 
ſhould have the Scurvy prevented b Panada of Bread newly 
baked, with a few Drops of the Extract of Lemons, and a 
Spoonful of Wine; as alſo Oatmeal and Rice, Gruels, Flum- 
mery, ſtewed Barley, with Raiſins or Currants, Sago, and. 
Wine, &c. but more particularly pickled green Cabbage, and 
ſmall Onions boiled with the Portable Soup made weak. 
Moſt of their Food ought to be acidulated with Orange and 
Lemon Juice; and then, as the Strength increaſes, they 
ſhould be indulged with more ſolid Food. But before this, 
they ſhould have a ſmall Quantity at a Time and often; and 
they ſhould be brought back to their Labour by little and little. 
Exerciſe on a Deal-board, with the Ends laid on two Cheſts, 
will be very proper; becauſe it promotes the Circulation, and 
ſtrengthens the Fibres, without any Loſs of Spirits. 
Bad Air of any Kind has a bad Effect upon a Ship's Crew; 
to remedy which, a red hot Loggerhead ſhoyld be put into a 
Bucket of Tar, and moved about ; ſo that all the Ship, once 
or twice a Day, ſhould be filled with this wholſome antiſeptic 

apour. In a moiſt Air, whatever promotes Perſpiration is 
proper, ſuch as dry Linen, Cleanlineſs, uſing the Fleſh-bruſh, 
Garlic or raw Onions before they go into the Rain, and keep- 
ing the Bedding dry. Plenty of Muſtard and Onions ſhould 
be uſed with their Victuals. 
The Cure of this Diſeaſe has been, in a great Meafure, an- 
ticipated by the Means of Prevention, inſomuch that little 
remains to be ſaid about it. The Diet ſhould be light and 
eaſy of Digeſtion, ſuch as Broths or Soups made of freſh 
Meat, with lenty of Vegetables, ſuch as Cabbage, Coleworts, 

The Bread ſhould be freſh and well 
baked, and Sallads of all Kinds are beneficial, but more par- 

| ticularly

having, for more than thirty Years, preſcribed them for the 
Care not only of the moſt obſtinate chronic Diſorders, eſpe- 
cially thoſe of the Hypochondriac and Hyfteric Kind, accompa- 
nied with a "pcm Impurity, but alſo of a confirmed Scuriy, 
However, the Cure will be more certain, if an accurate Regi- 
men be obſerved, and the Waters aſſiſted by the repeated Ex- 
hibitions of proper antiſcorbutic and baiſamic Medicines, The Bay- 
nigge Waters near London are excellent in ſcorbutic Cafes. When 
theſe cannot be had, good Spring-Water, wherein a red hot 
Iron has been extinguiſhed, may be ſubſtituted in their Room. 
After Mineral Waters, nothing is more effectual in cor- 
recting a ſcorbutic Acrimony than a Milk Diet, or Whey i 
alone, or impregnated with the Juices of antifcorbutic Herbs, 
ſuch as Scurvy-Graſs.and Water-Creſſes. 
- Scurvy-Graſs, and all the Species of Garden and Water- 5 
Creſſes, Horſe-Radiſh, the Roots of wild Radiſh, and Muſtard, 
are juſtly looked upon as Antiſcorbutics, for they induce a ſur- h 
prizing Change both in the diſordered Fluids and Solids. To 
theſe may be added, the Roots of Gentian and Succory ; the 
Leaves of Scordium, Carduus Benedictus, Wormwood, tie 
leſſer Centaury, Water-Trefoil or Buck-Bean. Balſamics 12 
and Corroboratives, as Juniper-Berries, the Tops of Fir and a 
Pine-Trees, Vinter's Bark, Cortex Eleutheriæ, and Peruvian th 
Bark; the Gums Ammoniac, Saggpenum, and Galbanum; ” 
and the Woods of Saſſaftas, Guaiacum, and Aloes.

phoretic Antimony,calcined and uncalcined Hartſhorn, Amber, 
Native Cinnabar, Cinnabar of Antimony, and compound Pow- 
der of Crabs Claws. Theſe Things are adapted to a Cold Scurvy. 

In the hot or alkaline Scurvy, Scurvy-Grais is too warm to be 
adminiſtred alone, and ſhould be corrected with Acids, ſuch as 


Wood-Sorrel, the Juices of Citrons, Oranges, Barberries, and 


Pomegranates, Or, mix the Conſerve of Scurvy-Graſs with 
an equal 2 of the Conſerve of Wood-Sorrel, and give it 
twice or thrice a Day, with ſome antiſcorbutic Water. This 
ſhould be accompanied with Milk-Meats, Almond Emulſions, 
Barley-Broths, Water-Gruel, Chicken-Broths, with Endive, 
Lettuce, Sorrel, and Creſſes, interpoſing, at proper Intervals, 
gentle Laxatives and Diuretics. 

When the Scurvy proceeds from muriatic Salts, which happens 
to thoſe who live on ſmoaked or high ſalted Fiſh or Fleſh, and 
have corroding Ulcers, a ſtinking Breath, putrid Gums, a thick 
and ſaltiſn Urine, as is generally obſerved in old Sailors, then 
Whey, long and copiouily drank, produces happy Effects : As 
alſo Citrons, China Oranges, and ripe Fruits; whereas ſpiri— 
tuous and volatile Antiſcorbutics, are generally detrimental,

Villis, and, after him, Allen, reckons the Strepitus Offium, 
the Crackling of the Bones, or rather of the Joints, to be an 
incurable Symptom of this Diſeaſe ; and the latter very judi- 
ciouſly gives this Reaſon for it; that the Epiphyſes are parted 
and quite ſeparated Jrom the Extremities of the Bones, a Circum- 
ſtance that can only happen in the laſt Stage, and in the very 
worſt Kind of this Diſeaſe. A few Years ago] was afflicted with 
this Symptom myſelf, without any other Sign of the Scurvy. 

When I turned myſelf in Bed of a Morning, almoſt all my 
Joints, by Turns, made a very ſenſible Noiſe, which ceaſed 
upon Walking, or Exerciſe: I therefore concluded, that the 
Hnovia of the Joints was in ſome Degree coagulated by a ſaline 
Quality of the Fluids ; upon which, 1 immediately altered my 
Diet, and avoided ſalt Meat of all Kinds, which, with a ſuitable 

egimen, ſoon contradicted this terrible Prognoſtic. I have 
known many other Perſons affected in the ſame Manner, to 
Whom 1 gave the ſame Advice, and with the ſame Succeſs. 

But if cruſty black Ulcers require external Remedies, we ſhould 
only uſe Preparations of the Volk of an Egg, Myrrh, Oliba- 
num, Saffron, Oilof Roſes, and Peruviam Balſam. When there 
is an exceſſive Impurity of the Humours tending to Putrefac- 
/ 2 tion, 
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tion, Scarifications will induce a Gangrene, which may be pre- 
vented by Lime-Water, exalted with camphorated Spirit of 
Wine and Sal Ammoniac. 

We have an Inſtance of an Hypochondriac and ScorbuticPa- 
tient that was perfectly cured in three Days Time, by uſing, 
every Morning and Evening, a Bath of ſweet Waters, prepared 
with emollient Herbs, "There is nothing better to diſcuſs hard 
and painful Tumours of the Legs and Feet than Baths, with 
Broox-Lime, Water-Creſſes, and Scurvy-Graſs, as alſo of the 
Tops of Fir and Pine-Trees, frequently uſed. But Baths 
ought never to be uſed when there 1s a putrid Corruption in 
the external Parts. Hofman. | 

But Fomentations and Cataplaſms of the commen Hemloct, 
frequently repeated and duly continued, are found more effec- 
tual than all other Remedies. ; 

After what has been ſaid is well weighed, the Practitioner 
will be better able to make a good Uſe of Syd-nham's Method, 
which 1s as follows :

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IN Northern Climates, though the Cold is intenſe, yet if the 


Air is pure and dry, and the Men are well cloathed, there 


are few Diſeaſes produced. But when the Weather is unſet- 
tled, cloudy, wet, and rainy, the uſual Conſequences are 


Colds, attended with feveriſh inflammatory Symptoms, and 


eſpecially rheumatic, pleuretic, and peripneumonic Com- 
plaints. Theſe laſt require plentiful Evacuations, but chiefly 
blood-letting, which, when timely and freely uted, will pre- 
vent Conſumptions and chronic Rheumatiſms. 

When the Men are almoſt conſtantly wet and chill from 
bad Weather, and undergo an uncommon Degree of Fatigue, 
it will be proper to let them have the following Mixture, vis. 
A Pint of Small Beer and a Quartern of Brandy ſweetened with 
Moloſſes, to which may be added as much Vinegar as will ren- 
der the Mixture palatable; or, inftead of the laſt, Cream of 
Tartar. This the Ruſſians call Aſpbetten. Dry Beds and 
Cloathing are molt necciſary Articles; for it 1s obſervable, 
that the moſt naked ragged Fellows are principally attacked 
with Winter Diſeaſes. The Scurvy is a Diſeaſe common in 
the Winter and Spring. 

While the Ships are in the Channel, one of the Preſs-tenders 
may be ordered out, once a Fortnight, from Plymouth, to re- 
pair to the Rendezvous or Station of the Squadron, with live 
Cattle and Greens, to be given to the Men inſtead of Salt 
Meats; and the Men on Board the Tender ſhould have the

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reign Antiſcorbutics, which would be a high Refreſhment for 
the Sailors. The Sutlers ſhould always be obli to bring 
Rob of Lemons, [ See p. 332, et ſeq.) Juice of Oranges, and 
the Juice of common antiicorbutic Herbs, which, being mixt 
with a fixth Part of Brandy, will remain good for many 
Months. If a Regulation of this Sort was properly eſtabliſh- 
ed, ſome Thouſands of Lives might not only be preſerved, but 
Ships would be enabled to keep the Seas much longer. 

The molt proper cordial Dram a Sailor can uſe in the Win- 
ter, is Garlic Brandy; for a ſmall Quantity of it not only 
warms the Stomach, but keeps the Breaſt, Thin and Skin 
free from Obſtructions. But this nor any other Dram ſhould 
be given to a Man almoſt chilled to Death with Cold, for in 
this Caſe it hath often proved fatal; but he ſhould be imme- 
diately put into a warm Bed, and have ſome warm Gruel or 
Sage- Tea, and then a Dram may be allowed. In cold rainy 
Weather, Tea made with Sage, Saſſafras, or a few roaſted 
Juniper Berries, with the Addition of a little Garlic-Brandy, 
will be very beneficial. Likewiſe a Man will never be ſo lia- 
ble to catch Cold when he is wet upon the Deck, and ufes Ex- 
erciſe, as when he is below in his wet Cloaths, or ſleeps in 
them, or in a damp Bed. When he goes upon Deck he ſhould 
eat a Bit of a Biſcuit and drink a little Afhbetten, and then the 
Weather will probably have but little Power to alter his Health 
for the worſe. | 

New Ships often produce ill conditioned irregular Fevers, 
attended with a Diarrhœa and anomalous Symptoms, occali- 
oned by the Sweating of the Wood or Timbers in cold Coun» 
tries; to remedy this, the Veſſel ſhould be often fumigated with 
the Steam of Tar or Pitch. Another Thing hurtful to the 
Health of Sailors, is waſhing the Deck after Sunſet. | 

The free Uſe of ſalted Beef and Pork in ſouthern Climates, 
is productive of ſcorbutic and many other Diſeaſes, and there- 


fore a ſhort Allowance in theſe Articles will be very proper. 


Thus the Sheerneſs, bound to the Eaſ?-Indirs, at the Crew's 
own Requeſt, had Beef only once one Week, and Pork ano- 


ther; in Conſequence of which the Ship arrived at the Cape of 


Good Hope without one Man ſick on board. The Sheernes re- 
mained in India ſome Months, where none of the Men, ex- 
cept the Boats Crew, were allowed to go on Shore, notwith- 


ſtanding which all the Sailors enjoyed a moſt perfect State of 


Health. They were indeed ſupplied with freſh Meat while they 
were there, In their Return to the Cape they were only ten 
Weeks, and yet, by cating their full Allowance of falt Pro- 


viſions, twenty of them were in a moſt miſerable Condition 
wi 
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with Scorbutic and other Diſorders. It is likewiſe obſervable, 
that they had the Uſe of Sutton's Air-pipes on their Return, 
which were caſually ſtopped in their Paſſage to the Indies. 
However, they were recovered on Shore, and then agreed to ob- 
ſerve their former Method, by which Means the Ship returned 
with the full Complement of 160 Men, and with unbroken 
Conſtitutions. They buried but one Man, and he died of a 
Sali vation for the Pox. : 

As a Help in theſe long Voyages, there might be portable 
Soups made with the Shins, Necks, Hearts, and other Offal of 
the Cattle, as alſo with Mutton for Variety and for the Delicate. 
It would be likewiſe a great Advantage if new Bread could be 
baked every Day on board the Ships. Wine is the beſt of all 
Cordials in the Decline of Fevers, and is a much better Reſto- 
rative than Rum, however mixed or prepared, It is likewiſe 
an excellent Means to prevent Infection. Some Caſks of 
Madeira W ine ſhould be preſerved for the Uſe of the Sick in 
theſe Voyages. The ſwallowing large Draughts of undilu- 
ted Spirits, has always the moſt fatal Conſequences in every 
Climate ; but when they are converted into Punch they be- 
come very ſalutary Liquors, preventing Diſeaſes which ariſe 
from hot and moift Weather, and the Tendency to Corruption 
in the animal Fluids, which is conſtantly induced thereby. 
Likewiſe it would be of great Advantage, if the Rob of Le- 
mons could be made cheap by the 77*/- Indians ; for, as Boni- 
tus obſerves, Lemons are of great Uſe againſt malignant Fe- 
vers, peſtilential Fevers, &c. and better than any ſimple Re- 
medy. Therefore a large Quantity of Syrup of Lemons ſhould 
always be put in the Surgeon's Cheſt, as well as Orange Juice 
in Bottles, with a little Fallad Oil poured in the Neck. Leeks 
and Coleworts cleaned and put into a wooden Veſſel, with 
Bay-Salt between each Layer, and then preſſed down with a 
Weight, will keep a long while. - 

Cream of Tartar being the eſſential vegetable Salt of Wine, 
is a very proper Succedaneum for the Acid of Punch, when 
Fruit is wanting ; and Orange or Lemon Peel would greatly 
improve the Flavour. Befides, Cream of Tartar is the moſt 
2 of all Acids ſubſtituted in the Room of the Juice of 

emons and Oranges, and beſt adapted to the Conſtitution 
of Mariners, as well as the cheapeſt; for an Allowance of the 
eighth Part of an Ounce will not coſt the Government one 
Shilling yearly for each Man in the J/e/t-Indies. Two Pounds 
and a half of Cream will be ſufficient to acidulate an Hogſhead 
of Water. This, with Rum and Sugar, will become a falu- 
tary Compoſition, of à cooling, ſtrengthening, * and 

| iuretic 
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diuretic Nature; for there is nothing more repreſſes the in- 
flammatory and intoxicating Power of Spirits than Acids. 

When a Sailor happens to be dead drunk, his Head ſhould 
be raiſed, and a Spunge dipped in Vinegar ſhould be held to 
his Noſe, and if he can drink, he ſhould have warm Water 
mixed with Vinegar ; Bleeding will likewiſe be proper, and 
a gentle Emetic which operates ſpeedily. Likewiſe dipping 
the Feet in cold Water will take off the Preſſure from above, 
and ſolutive Clyſters will abate the Diſtenſion. It is but too 
well known how many People loſe their Lives by exceſſive 
Drinking of ſpirituous Liquors. The ſame Treatment will 
be uſeful after alarge Doſe of Opium. The Uſe of Dr. Hal:'s 
Ventilators is now univerſally known, and their happy Effects 
in cleanſing the Ship from foul Air. 

The Uſe of cold Bathing- Tubs under the Forecaſtle, and 
Bathing in the Sea early in the Morning, have been found 
extremely beneficial in hot Countries; for this Practice not 
only braces up the Fibres and contributes to Health, but 
Cleanlineſs likewiſe, and promotes Diſcharges by the Skin, 
Diarrhceas and other Complaints, the Effects of great Heat, 
have been cured by Bathing, and their Returns prevented. 
One Ship was remarkably healthy in a Voyage to the Eaſl- 
Indies, from the Uſe of Cold-bathing, when her Conſort, at 
the End of the Run, had two hundred Men fick on board. 
But Sailors ſhould not ſtay too long in the Water, nor go in 
when over-heated with Work or Liquor, nor when the Sto- 
mach is full, nor when there is an Eruption with a prickly 
Heat on the Skin. 

Diſeaſes, in a Voyage to the Southward, are generally of 
an inflammatory Nature, and therefore it hath been cuſtomary 
with ſome to bleed the Ship's Company when they firſt arrive 
in a hot Climate; but this Practice is liable to many Objec- 
tions; and beſides, it is no Security againſt the Diſeaſes of 
an intemperate Climate. The moſt dingerous Diſeaſes pro- 
ceed from a Continuance of hot, moiit, cloſe Weather, or 
from heavy Rains, common at ſome Seaſons of the Year be- 
tween the Tropics. At firſt, a few of the Sailors are ſcized 
with the Bloody-Flux, which is tucceeded by a malignant 
Fever of the remitting or intermitting Kind ; but moſt com- 
monly it is like a double Tertian. This is epidemic between 


the Tropics, and is the autumnal Fever of all hot Countries, 
The Safety of the Patient entirely depends on the Fever's in- 
termitting: Or, at leaſt, on its remitting ſo much as to al- 
low an Opportunity of throwing in the Bark. Half an Ounce 


or an Qunce of the Jeſuits Bark is the only ſovereign Medi- 
| Ek, | eine 
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cine in this Sort of malignant Fevers, though they put on dif- 

ferent Appearances, Even in the Fever of the Ifland of St. 

Thomas, which is deemed to be of the moſt malignant and 

fatal Specics, the Bark is the only Remedy ; likewiſe the con- 

tinual Uſe of it is an effectual Preſervative againſt a Relapſe, 
| as well as againſt an Attack of this Fever, and other malignant 
| Diſorders, uſual in unwholſome Climates, during a corrupt 
and pernicious Diſpoſition of the Air. The Factories on the 
Coaſt of Guinea have tried this Remedy with Succeſs, by way 
| of Prevention, during the rainy and ſickly Seaſon. 

The Diſeaſes of Hungary are analogous to thoſe on the 
Coalt of Guinea, and in the autumnal Seaſon are altogether as 
bad ; and yet, when there was ſcarce an Imperial Officer that 
| eſcaped theſe malignant Sickneſſes, Count Banneval and his 
numerous Attendants continued in perfect Health, by taking, 
t two or three Times a Day, a ſmall (pane of Brandy in 
t which the Bark was infuſed, and he obliged all his Domeſtics 
and Attendants to do the like, By this Raglan he enjoyed, 
in this ſickly Country, perfect Health to a great old Age. 
| This Account is given by Dr. Kramer, who alſo affirms, that 
a whole Regiment in Italy was preſerved from the like Diſtem- 
pers by the Uſe of the Bark, while the reſt of the Aufirian 
Army were greatly annoyed with them. The Bark might be 
made extremely palatable, by infuling it in Spirits with O- 
range-peel ; and the bilious Fever and the Bloody-Flux might 
de prevented. Four Ounces of the Bark and two Ounces of

It may in general be remarked, that in_ſultry Climates, or 
during hot Weather, in all Places ſubje& to great Rains, 
where the Country is over-run with T hickets, Shrubs, or 
Woods, eſpecially if there are Marſhes or ſtagnating Waters 
in the Neighbourhood, the malignant Diſeaſes above mentioned 
may juſtly be dreaded. The Fens and Marſhes in England are 
bad for Strangers, but the woody and marſhy Lands in hot 
Countries are exceedingly more pernicious to the Health of 
Europeans. In ſuch Places it will be beſt for Ships to anchor 
is far as they can from the Shore, and never to run into Ri- 
ers and Bays within Land, etpecialy where high Mountains 
intercept 
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intercept the Sea-Breezes. It is beſt to keep out of the Reach Wl 
of the Land-Breezes, or at leaſt at ſuch a Diſtance that their WM 
N may be ſmall. The ſame Precautions ſhould he 
taken in Places, either during, or ſoon after, the rainy Seaſon, Wl 
We know by Experience, that Ships lying in a Harbour have WM 
ſuffered greatly, while Cruizers in the open Sea have enjoyed Nel 
perfect Health.

In Europe all Nations have Hoſpitals, and many of them 
have found it abſolutely neceſſary to erect Hoſpitals, or Infir- 
maries for the Sick, in their Settlements and Factories Abroad. 
The Difficulty is, to find a convenient and healthy Spot. 
The Manner of obviating this we point out; and if, by Way 
of Example, a Ship or Hulk was moored at the Mouth of the

Conſtitution of the Body, which are the frequent Conſequences - 
of acute Diſeaſes in had Climates, proceed, in a great Mea- 15 
ſure, from the low poor Diet of the Country, conſiſting chiefly ( 
of boiled Rice, lean Goats, Fowls, and Food of that Kind; tl 
which render the Recovery of Europeans extremely flow and * 
tedious, : 
In thoſe Climates Fiſh caught at Sea are with Difficulty pro- b. 
cured for ſick or weak People, as they cannot be preſerved FM 


freſh many Hours, and are often tainted before they can be F 
brought on Shore. They are fo apt to corrupt, even during a 
the Coolneſs of the Night Air, that it is a prevalent Opinion 
among the Fiſhermen there, that the Moonlight in particular 
has a quick and powerful Influence in ſpoiling their Fiſn. th 
But by a peculiar Bleſſing of Providence, not only the River F ; 
Senegal, but all the great Rivers whoſe Sources are within the Tl 
Tropics, have depoſited, by their annual Inundations, great WF 31 
uantities of Slime and Mud at their Openings into the e 
Sea, Which form what are called the Bars to thoſe Rivers. 
Thoſe Bars, or Shoals, conſiſting of a fine ſoft Ooze, often ex- 
tend themſelves many Miles from the Land, and afford not 
only a ſafe Anchorage for both the floating Factories and Infir- 
mary Ships, but they abound alſo with an incredible Quantity 
of excellent Fiſh ; and one Man in the Infirmary Ship lying oft 
Senegal, or in molt other Places on the Coaſt of Guinea, wi

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be able to catch as many Fiſh of different Sorts in two Hours, 


as will be ſuſkcient for the Nouriſhment of a hundred ſick Peo- 


ple. It has been found by Experience, that no Food whatever 
contributes more to the perfect Recovery of Health and Strength, 
and to the Prevention of the fatal Conſequences of Fevers in 
hot Climates, than Fiſh, or rich nouriſhing Fiſh-Soup, warm- 
ed with the Spices of the Country, and, if neceſſary, rendered 
palatable by the Addition of Lime Juice. 

Upon the whole, the immediate Removal of the Patient from 
a bad Air, as ſoon as he is perceived to be affected by it, into 
the Infirmary Ship, will, in all probability, render his Diſeaſe 
mild, and eafily curable, and his Recovery ſpeedy and perfect. 
The Conſtitution thus preſerved, will at length become ſo ſea— 


ſoned and habituated to the Climate in a Courſe of Time, that 


it will be rendered much leſs ſuſceptible of any injurious Im- 
preſſions either of the Air or Soil. One Merchant, Factor, or 
Soldier, thus conſtitutionally naturalized to the Country, be- 
comes more uſeful], and his Services may be moredepended upon 
there, than ten newly arrived unſeaſoned Europeans. 

It has been a received Opinion, that the firſt Fever or Fi 
of Sickneſs alters the Conſtitution of the Body, ſo as to ſeaſon 
it to a new Climate : But I am of Opinion, that the ſudden 
Changes of Climates are greatly the Cauſes of Sickneſs, and 
that a ſeaſoned Conſtitution in any Part of the World is chiefly 
to be acquired by remaining there for ſome Length of Time. 
From the very numerous Opportunities J have had of know- 
ing the general State of Health enjoyed by the Seamen on 
board his Majeſty's Ships in Foreign Voyages, it appears, that 
ſudden Changes frem Heat to Cold, or from Cold to Heat, pro- 
Cuce almoſt ſimilar Effects. 
Thus, if four or five hundred Seamen and Soldiers fail 
from England to the Maſt- Indies, and make a ſudden Tranſition 
from a cold Climate to a very great Degree of Heat, many of 
them will be ſeized with a Than? and ſuch of them as 
drink immoderately of Rum newly diſtilled, on their firſt Arri- 
val at Jamaica, will probably die of violent Fevers : But if the 

en are kept on board Ship, and much at Sea; if the Ship, 
eſpecially during the ſickly Seaſon, does not put into any very 
unhealthy Port, after being twelve Months in the I -Indies, 
they will become perfectly ſeaſoned to that Climate, and enjoy 
as yoo a State of Health as if they were in England.

I purpoſely omit taking any Notice 
of the Tympany, or flatulent Dropſy, as I alſo do of the Hernia 
Ventoſa, becauſe it is certain that the Aſcites and Bubonocele have 
always been miſtaken for theſe Diſeaſes. 

It is of no great Conſequence to know whether the Water is 
ſhed by the Rupture of the Lymphatic Veſſels, or by its oozing 
through their relaxed Coats ; forit is certain that the Lympha- 
tics have ſometimes the Faculty of reimbibing the extravaſated 
Fluid, and carrying it back into the Current of the Circulation, 
after which it is often entirely evacuated through ſome Emunc- 
tory of the Body. ; 

f any one doubts of the Poſſibility of a Cure when the Wa- 
ter is extravaſated, let him inject a Pint of warm Water into 
the Thorax, or into the Abdomen of a Dog, through a ſmall Ori- 
fice, and open him ſome Hours after, and he will not find a 
ſingle Drop; which proves inconteſtibly that Liquors may be 
abſorbed. | 

The Operation of the Paracenteſis ſeldom cures the Diſeaſe; 
but Dropſies that proceed from an impoveriſhed Blood, are leſs 
ſubject to a Relapſe, than thoſe which are owing to a precedent 
Diſorder of the Liver. It is not uncommon to ſee Dropſies ter- 
minate happily, which are the Conſequence of Agues, Hemor- 
rhages, or Diarrh&as ; whereas thoſe which are complicated 
with a Schirrous Liver will not admit of a Cure. 

The Water contained in the Abdomen will determine, by its 
Fluctuation, whether the Operation is proper or not : For if, 
when you put one Hand on one Side of the Belly, and ſtrike 
the oppoſite Side with the other Hand, no Undulation is per- 
ceived, you may conclude there is ſome Obſtacle to the Eva- 
cuation. 


It ſometimes happens that all the Water, or great Part of 


it, is contained in imall Bladders, called Hydatides, adhering 
to the Liver and the Surface of the Peritoneum ; and the reſt in 
Bladders of a different Size, ſome of which contain half a Pint

or a Pint of Water. 
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the Operation uſeleſs ;' but it is not hard to be diſtinguiſhed, 
for there is no ſenſible Fluctuation. However, there are a 
few Inſtances of Perſons being cured of this Diſeaſe by the 
Paracenteſis. | | 

If the Fluctuation is ſcarce ſenſible, except the Teguments 
of the Abdomen are much thickened by an Anafarca, it is pro- 
bable the Liquor is gelatinous, and will not paſs through a 
common Trochart; therefore it will be neceſſary to have them 
of different Sizes. TI once performed the Operation, when the 
Waters would not paſs through a large Trochart, which oblig— 
ed me todilate the Orifice with a thick Spunge- Tent, and then 
| there came out a prodigious Quantity of Zydatides, which were 

concreted and diſtinct, and which did not ſeem to me to differ 
from a Polypus formed in the Noſe. | 
A Dropſy of the Ovaries in Women, which may be known 
; from the Hardneſs and Inequality of the I umour, ſeldom ad- 
mits of the Operation, becauſe the Water is generally depoſi- 
7 


ted in a great Number of Cells, which are formed in the Body 

of that Part; but ſometimes it occupies but one or two of the 

Cells, and then if the Ovary is greatly enlarged, the Undula- 
: tion will be plainly perceived, and the Operation may ſucceed, 
When the Aſcites and Anaſarca are complicated, the Opera- 
3 tion is but ſeldom convenient; and the Water may with greater 
Certainty be evacuated with Scarifications in the Legs. 

If there is nothing which forbids the Operation, the Patient 
is to be placed in a Chair of a ſuitable Height; let him join his 
Hands ſo as to preſs his Stomach; then having dipped the 
Trochart in Oil, it muſt be thruſt in an Inſtant through the 
Teguments ; then withdrawing the Perforator, the Water 
will paſs through the Canula. It is generally performed on the 
Left Side, for fear of hurting the Liver, three Inches obliquely 
delow the Navel. | 

If the Navel is prominent, a ſmall Puncture may be made with 
a Lancet through the Skin, and the Waters will empty them- 
ſelves ſpeedily through the Aperture, without any Danger of 
a Hernia, whatever Authors have ſaid to the contrary. Whe— 
ther the Surgeon uſes a Lancet, or a Trochart, to make the 
Puncture, he needs not fear hurting the Inteſtines, for the 
Meſentery keeps them out of the Reach of the Inſtrument, 
But ſometimes, when the Water is almoſt all evacuated, it is 
topped all of a ſudden by an Inteſtine, or the Epiplozn, in 
Which Caſe it muſt be put back with a Probe. 

During the Evacuation, the Surgeon's Aſſiſtants muſt com- 
piels both Sides of the Belly, with the ſame Force as the Wa- 
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ters themſelves did, otherwiſe the Patient will be apt to faint ; 
becauſe the Veſſels of the Abdomen being freed from their for- 
mer Weight, the Diaphragm will fink down; and conſequently 
the inferior Veſlels will be more diſtended with the Blood, 
while the ſuperior being ſuddenly emptied, the free Courſe of 
the Circulation will be interrupted. 

For this Purpoſe, though the Hands will be ſufficient during 
the Operation, yet afterwards there muſt be a Roller of Flan- 
nel, about eight Yards long and five Inches broad, which 
muſt be firſt ſwathed about the lower Part of the Belly, that 
the Bowels may better reſiſt the Diaphragm. This Roller 
may be changed every Day, for three or four Days, in which 
Time the different Parts will have regained their natural 
Tone. | 

A little dry Lint, covered with a Plaiſter, will be ſufficient 
for the Dreſſing; but it will be proper to put between the 
Roller and the Dreſſing a double Flannel, about a Foot ſquare, 
dipt in Brandy, 

Though this Operation may not cauſe a radical Cure, it 
may preſerve the Patient's Life many Years, and render it 
very ſupportable, eſpecially if the Waters do not gather again 
ſpeedily. There have been ſome Patients who have never re- 
lapſed. And indeed the Operation is attended with ſo little 
Pain and Danger, that I cannot but recommend it as extremely 


uſeful. Sharp.

Of the HyDROCELE, or Daorsv cf the Scerotum. 


T HE hdrocele, called the Dropſy of the Scrotum, Hernia 

Aquoſa, and the Dropſy of the Teſticle, is an aqueous T u- 
mour of the Scretum. Though Authors mention ſeveral Kinds, 
there are but two. The fr is, when the Water is contained 
in the Tunica Vaginalis ; the ſecond, when it is contained in 
the Cellular Membrane of the Scrotum. This laſt is almoſt al- 
ways complicated with an Anaſarca, a Kind of Dropſy which 
conſiſts in the Extravaſation of the Water, which lodges in the 
Cells of the Membrana adipeſa. The Hyaracele, in this Cale, 
is known without any Difficulty ; for the Skin is ſhining and 
ſoft, yielding eaſily to a {light Impreſſion, which will remain 
pitted for ſome Time ; the Penis is alſo ſometimes provi” 


giouſly ſwelled, by the Liquor which inſinuates into the 
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Cellular Membrane. There are none of theſe Symptoms in the 
Dropſy of the Tunica Vaginalis. | 
In the Dropſy of the Cellular Membrane of the Scrotum, ſome 
recommend the PunQure with a Trechart ; others, to make 
ſmall Apertures here and there with the Point of a Lancet ; 
others, to put a ſmall Skane of Silk through the Skin with a 
Needle, and to let it remain as a Seton, till all the Water is 
drained off, But the two firſt Methods yield very little Re- 
lief, and the laſt may be more likely to induce a Gangrene. 
Nor is there Occaſion for any Operation at all, becauſe the 
cellular Membrane of the Scrotum 1s nothing but a Continua- 
tion of the Membrana adipoſa; and therefore Scarifications, 
made in the Skin of the Small of the Legs, will effectually 
empty the Scrotum. 

Yet ſometimes there falls ſo great a Quantity of Water into 
the Scrotum, that the Diſtenſion is very painful, threatening a 
Mortification, Likewiſe the Prepuce very often is ſo exceſ- 
ſively dilated and twiſted, that it hinders the Patient from 
making W ater. | 

In theſe Caſes there ſhould be an Inciſion made on each 
Side the Scretum, three Inches in Length, quite through the 
Skin, into the Cells which contain the Water; and likewiſe 


two or three, half an Inch long, in any Part of the Pexzs, 


with a Lancet or Knife. 


All this may be done without any Danger, and ſometimes 
with ſuch Succeſs as to cure the Dropſy of the whole Body. 
Though I have performed this Operation on Patients in a very 
languiſhing Condition, yet as I made the Wound with a ſharp 
Inſtrument, and afterwards treated it with Fomentations and 
ſoft Digeſtives, I never found a Gangrene enſue. 

The Dropſy of the Tunica Vaginalis is cauſed by an exceſũve 
Accumulation of a Seroſity, which is naturally ſeparated in 
the internal Surface of that Tunic in a ſmall Quantity, to 
moiſten and lubricate the Feſticle. Authors have hitherto 
diſtinguiſhed them into two Sorts ; the one on the Inſide of 
the Tunica Vaginalis; and the other on the Outſide, between 
that and the Scrotum, which they ſuppoſe to proceed from Water 
in the Dropſy Aſcites. But Anatomy ſhews the Abſurdity of this 
Opinion; tor beſides that Perſons aMiRed with this Kind of 
Hydrocele have ſeldom any other Dropſy, and thoſe who have 
the Aſcites are free from this Hydrecele, the Tunica Vacinalis-is, 
like a Purſe, quite ſhut up on the Outſide of the Abdomen, ſo 
that the Water cannot inſinuate into it from any Part. | 

As to the Notion that the Water falls from the Abdomen into 
the Interſtice, between the Tunica Vaginalis and the Scroturn, it 
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is equally impoſſible. For though in the inte/tinal Rupture the 
Gut falls into this Place, yet it brings the Peritonæum along with 
it, and that will prevent the Egreſs of the Water. This is a 
Circumſtance the Ancients were unacquainted with, and the 
Moderns have not ſufficiently attended to. 

This Diſorder is ſeldom attended with Pain in the Beginning, 
contrary to what happens in the Hernia of the Epiploon, and of 
the Inteſtine; nor is it often the Effect of any Accident. It 
never diminiſhes when once begun, and generally continues to 
increaſe; but in ſome Perſons not ſo quick as in others. In 
one Perſon it will grow to a very painful Diſtenſion in a few 
Months; in another, it ſhall not be troubleſome in man 
Years; nay, ſhall ceaſe to diſtend at a certain Period, and after- 
wards continue in that State without any notable Diſadvantage, 
But this is rare. 

In Proportion as it enlarges it becomes more tenſe, and then 
is ſaid to be tranſparent ; but this is not always the Caſe; for 
ſometimes the Scrotum is very much thickened, and the Water 
itſelf opake; ſo that to judge poſitively if there be a Fluid, we 
muſt be guided by feeling a Fluctuation : And though ſome- 
times it is not very evident, yet we may be ſure there is a Fluid 
of ſome Kind, if we are certain that the Diſtenſion of the Tu- 
nica Vaginalis makes the Tumour. 

When a Gut, or the Omentum, form the Swelling, it is ſoft 
and pliable, unleſs inflamed and uneven in the Surface, and 
reaches from the Scrotum into the very Abdomen; whereas the 
Hydrocele is tenſe and ſmooth, and ceaſes before or when it ar- 
rives at the Rings of the Abdominal Muſcles. 

When the Teſticle is increaſed in Size, the Tumour is 
rounded, and if not attended with an Enlargement of the Sper- 
matic Veſſels, the Cord may be eaſily diſtinguiſhed between 
the Tumour and the Abdomen; but v:ithout this, the Pain, or 
the very great Hardneſs, will diſcover it to be a Diſeaſe of the 
Teſticles. 

As to the Cure, J have found little Succeſs either from in- 
ward Medicines or outward Applications ; therefore it will 
be moſt adviſeable to wait till the Tumour becomes troubleſome, 
and then to tap it with a Lancet, If the Oriſice of the Skin 
flips away from that of the Tunic, and prevents the Egreſs of 
the Water, you may introduce a Probe, and by that means ſe- 
eure the exact Situation of the Wound, When the Tunica Ja- 
ginalis is very tenſe, the Teſticle itſelf cannot be eaſily diſtin- 

uiſhed ; but there will, I think, be no Danger of wounding it, 


if you open the inferior Part of the Scrotum, and not with too

long a Lancet. During the Evacuation, the Scrotum muſt be re- 

ularly preſſed ; and after the Operation, a little Piece of we 
| int and ſticking Plaiſter are ſufficient. This is called a Pal- 
liative Cure, but it now and then proves an abſolute one. It is 
dangerous to attempt a radical Cure by making a large Wound, 
either by an Incifion or Cau/tic, and therefore that Method 
ought to be diſcarded. Sharp. 
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HE Faundice is a Diſeaſe which is principally diſcovered 

by the yellow Pincture of the Skin, but moſt diſtinctly in 
the Coats of the Eyes, where it gives the firſt Notice of its 
Invaſion. | 

The Symptoms are Heavineſs, InaQtivity, Laſſitude of the 
whole Body, Anxiety, Uncaſineſs about the Hypochendria, Sick- 
neſs at the Stomach, Oppreſſion in the Breaſt, difficult Reſpi- 
ration, a dry and harſh Skin, Coſtiveneſs, hard, white Ex- 
crements, yellow, high-coloured Urine, which will tincture 
Linen or Paper with a Saffron Hue; there is a bitter Taſte in 
the Mouth, and all Objects ſeem to be diſcoloured. Sydenham. 
Towne, 

The immediate Cauſe of a Jaundice is an obſtructed Excre- 
tion of the Bile from the Feſica Fellis and Liver, into the Dus- 
denum; which being forced back upon the Liver, mixes with 
the Blood, by which it is carried into the whole Body, whence 
- Skin and Urine will be tinctured with the Colour of the 

ile. i 

This Obſtruction may be occaſioned by any thing in th 
Duel, which plugs up the Paſlage, or by external Preſſure 
cloſes its Mouth, or by a Spaſm contracting the Fibres thereof. 
Hence we may conceive why the Faundice tucceeds the fßatulent 
Clic, why pregnant Women are ſubject to this Diſeaſe, and 
Why Spaſms of Hypochondriacal and Hyſterical Perſons pro- 
duce the ſame Effects. Towne. 

Sudden Fright, the Generation of too great Plenty of Bile, 
ſchirrous T'umours, or Ulcers of the Liver, Obſtructions of 
the Menſes, obſtinate intermitting Fevers, and the Bites of ve- 
nomous Animals, will alſo produce this Diſeaſe. 
The Prognoftics of this Diſeaſe differ with regard to the Pa- 
lent's Ape, Habit, Strength, and Conſtitution, as well as with 
reſpect 
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reſpect to the Virulence or Mildneſs of the Cauſes, and its Du- 


ration. When the Patient is young, and the Diſeaſe not com- 
plicated with any other, ſuch as a $uartan Ague, the Ae 
Hypochondriaca, or an Obftruttion * of the Liver, and 
has not continued long, it is eaſily cured. But if after the Cure 
it frequently returns, with a yellow greeniſh Colour, and an In- 
duration of the Liver, it generally terminates in a He#ic or an 
Hzmorrhage. A Jaundice, ariſing from violent Tranſports of 
Anger, or the ſpaimodic Stricture of the Inteſtines or biliary 
Ducts, cauſed by a draſtic Purge or Emetic, is eaſily cured if 
taken in Time; but if encouraged by Grief, or the Body is 
weakened by a previous Diſorder, the Cure is more difficult, 

Emetics are highly proper in the Cure of the Faundice, and 
yield ſpeedy Relief, if the Diſcaſe does not proceed from violent 
Anger, Spaſms of the Stomach, a Cardialgia, a ſpaſmodic Colic, or 
a Stone lodged in the Cy/tic Dutt, exciting a violent Uncaſineſs 
about the Præcordia. Yet I lately ſaw a Merchant, who was 
afflicted with a Jaundice, Aſthma, and Drotſy, by taking an In- 
fuſion of the middle Bark of Elder, which worked him upwards 
and downwards, void thirteen Stones by Stool, of a triangular 
Shape. But when a bi/ious Sordes lodged in the Duodenum, and 
cloſing up the Oriſice of the Ductus Choledochus, intercepts the 
Paſſage of the Bile; or when a tenacious, moveable, and not 
highly concreted, bilious Matter plugs up the hepatic Dudt, 
Emetics are of ſingular Efficacy in evacuating it. A Scrupleof 
Ipecacuanha, with a Grain of Tartar Emetic, in a Draught of 
generous Wine, or in an Infuſion of Manna, drinking Water 
Cruel after it. Hoffman. 

Likewiſe in this Cale, after Emet:cs, Cathartics will be proper, 
compounded of Aloelies and Mercurials; then ſaponaceous Atte- 
nuants, Preparations of Tartar and Folatiles; and laſt of all, 
Chalzbeates. But take Heed not to give the laſt till the Humours 
are ſufficiently attenuated, for otherwiſe an incurable Schirrus 
of the Liver may enſue. | 

And here I cannot but recommend the Terra faliata 7. artari, 
otherwiſe called Tartarum regeneratum, [and by the College, 
Sal diureticus, ] as the greateſt Diſſolvent, and the molt powet- 
ful Remedy in this Diſcaſe. It diſſolves the moſt tenacious Sub- 
ſtances, and opens all Obſtructions of the Viſcera, and yet has 
no Acrimony, and may be ſafely given in the Pleuriſy and Drofſj 
I have experienced its Virtue a thouſand Times in the Coutſe 
of twenty Years Practice. Huxham. Its Doſe is from fue 
Grains to a Scruple, and upwards. | | 

Saponacecus Medicines are often given for the ſame Intention 
in this Diſeaſe, with Succeſs; thus: 1

When a Faundice is attended with an Hemorrhage, it is al- 
ways dangerous, becauſe it denotes a moſt acrimonious, and 
diflolved State of the Blood; in which Caſe, Attenuants, Aire 
tics, Volatiles, and Chalybeates, are little better than Poiſon ; 
whereas Acids, Diluents, Demulcents, and mineral Waters are

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often advantageous; the Doſe is Zv. twice a Day*. Or an 
Emulſion of white Poppy- Seeds and Sweet Almonds, after mo- 
derate Bleeding, (if the Patient is feveriſh, and the Pulſe will al- 
low it) and gentle Purging. I am in doubt whether moderate 
Bleeding is not as neceſſary in the Hepatitis, and conſequently 
in an Obſtruction of the Liver with a feveriſh Diſpoſition of 
the Blood, as in the Pleuriſy and Peripneumony ; becauſe it pre- 
vents Inflammations, Impoſthumes, and Schirrus'ss Huxham.

A Bilious Colic is chiefly attended with the following Symp- 
toms; a hoarſe Voice, a Cardialgia, a continual Loathing 
of Victuals, a vomiting of bilious, poraceous Matter, Hiccup, 
a feveriſh Heat, Inquietude, intenſe "Thirſt, a bitter Taſte in 
the Mouth, and the Urine little and high-coloured. Hoffman. 
Add to theſe, a burning, acute, continual Pain about the Regi- 
on of the Navel, (Towne;) which either ſeems to bind the Belly 
as it were with a Girdle, or is contracted into a Point, as if the 
Patient was bored through, which ſometimes remits and then 
grows more violent. In the Beginning it is not ſo much de- 
termined to. one Point, nor is the Vomiting ſo frequent, nor 
does the Body ſo obſtinately withſtand the Force of Cathartics, 
But as the Pain increaſes the more it is fixed to a Point, the 
Vomiting is more frequent, the Body more coftive, till at 
length it terminates in the Liac Paſſion. Sydenham. At this 
Time the Pain is ſo intenſe as to occaſion a Singultus, a Deliri- 
wn, Coldneſs in the Extremitics, and chilling clammy Sweats, 
which are always a dangerous Omen in this Diſcaſe, Towne. 
It is diſtinguiſhed from a Fit of the Gravel, as the Pain in 
this lies in the Kidney, and is extended from thence by the 
Ureter to the Teſticle; after Eating, the Colic Pain increaſes, 
the Nephritic abates; Evacuation upward or downward relieve 
the Colic more than a Fit of the Gravel. The Urine in the lat- 
ter is more clear and thin at firſt, afterwards there is a Sedi- 


Flayer direfts it thus: Take a Handful of Hemp-Seed, and boil it 
m a Pint of Milk, ſweeten and ftrain it; uſe it nine Mornings, it 
Purges and opens. Or thus,

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ment, and at length Gravel or ſmall Stones ; whereas in the 
Colic, the Urine 1s more thick in the Beginning. 

Bleed freely in the Ann, and after three or four Hours exhibit 
an Anodyne, and the next Day a gentle Cathartic, which may be 
repeated every other Day, to the third Time, Sydenham. 
Ihe ſafeſt Way will be to mix Opiates and Cathartics to-

Matter is entirely evacuated. After the Recovery, it will be f 
proper to give three Spoonfuls of the Vinous Tincture of Rhu- 
barb, at leaſt twice a Week for a Month following. Towne. 

Sydenham recommends Riding, eſpecially when the Cure 
is only palliated with Opiates ; Towne, to the Natives, ſail- 
ing round the Ifland of Barbadees, as an excellent Expedient 
to procure a perfect Recovery. 5 

When there has been any preceding Illneſs which re- 
quired copious Evacuations, Sydenham begins the Cure with 
Otiates. He thinks carminative Cly/ters only exaſperate the 
Diſeaſe : But when the Patient has been fatigued with an 1n- 
judicious Handling of the Diſorder, and is almoſt ſpent, he 
allows the Uſe of Aqua mirabilis, or ſome ſuch Liquor, as 
likely to be of the beſt Service. 

If the Diſeaſe is cauſed by a plentiful Eating of Summer- 
Fruits, he would have the Patient drink Poſſet-drink plenti- 
fully, then take an Anodyne, bleed the next Day, and then 
proceed as above directed. 

Potter, in the Med. Eſſays, ſays; it is evident from Obſer— 
vations, that this Diſeaſe is attended with a Strigture, which 
has ſometimes entirely ſhut up the Paſſage downwards, as if 
the Inteſtines had been itrongly girt round with a Ligature. 
And tho* by Bleeding the Tenſion of the Bowels is eaſed, 2 2. 2 
Revulſion made, and an Inflammation prevented; tho' br: 
Cathartics are proper to urge forward the obſtructed, acrid, 
morbid Matter; tho* by ſubſequent lenient Medicines the Ope- 
ration of the former is forwarded with leſs Violence; and tho 


by Anodynes a Suſpenſion of Pain may be procured, and the 
= convulſive

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convulſive Contraction of the Inteſtines may be diminiſhed ; 
yet the Diſeaſe ſometimes eludes the Effort of this Method; 
nor will Clyſters help the Misfortune at all ; for they cannot 
paſs beyond the Valve of the Ilion's Entrance into the Cæcum. 
Therefore Recourſe muſt be had to a warm Bath, prepared of 
an emollient Decoction, which will be an univerſal Fetus to the 
lower Trunk of the Body: And he is perſuaded, from Experi- 
ence, that many an Jliac Paſſion might have been prevented by 
an early Conjunction of the warm Bath with the other Method 
of Cure. 

Ruſſel obſerves, that when the Clic proceeds from Coſtive- 
neſs without a Fever, then a Pint of Sea-Water, drank ever 
Morning, will cure it. But if the firſt Onſet of the Diſeaſe is 
neglected, and it proceeds to an Inflammation, with a Fever, 
Vomiting, and Retention of the Excrement; and there is Rea- 
ſon to be apprehenſive of the Iliac Paſſion, when black V omit- 
ing ſupervenes, and the Fæces are thrown up by the Mouth; 
as alſo when there is a quick weak Pulſe and cold Sweats ſu- 
pervene, then the Patient will be carried off by a Mortifica- 
tion. Sometimes, after the Rigors, Pus will ſhow itſelf in 
ſome Place or other, which prevents immediate Death, while 
a purulent Tencſmus ufflicts the unhappy Patient. 

All refinous, aloetic, and ſcammoniac Purges, with Calomel, are 
to be rejected in the [nflammatory State of this Colic; and, after 
Bleeding freely, the following Bolus is to be given, which has 
been uſed with great Sueceſs.

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'a great ſinking of the Spirits: After a oe or two the Pain 
oes off, but upon the flighteſt Motion or Perturbation of the 
Mind, it ſoon returns again. 
Neither Bleeding nor Cathartics have any Place in the Cure, 
for they exaſperate the Diſtemper; nay, the moſt gentle Clyſter; 
are prejudicial : For this Diſeaſe ſeems rather to proceed from 
a Diſorder of the Spirits, than from a Fault of the Humour, 
It will be proper firſt to adviſe the Patient to drink upwards of 
a Gallon of Poſſet- Drink, to clear the Stomach of its Impurities, 
by throwing it up again, that the Effects of the Paregoric may 
not be hindred. Afterwards give twenty-five Drops of the 
Thebaic Tincture, in 3j. of Ag. Cinnam. ſpir. This laſt is to 
be repeated, at due Intervals, till the Symptoms diſappear; 
that is, the Effect of one Doſe muſt be known before another 
is given. Yet ſometimes, in Plethoric Bodies, if the Strength 
will permit, it is better to prepare the Way by Bleeding and 
Purging, or both, for an Anodyne. | 
But if the Hy/eric Colic comes by Fits, the following Things 
may be uſed in the Intervals, or when the Fit is off :

I F chere is a fixed and tenſive Pain in the Right or i Hypt- 
chondrium, or beneath the Stomach, it is a certain Sign that 
there is Vind or Excrements pent up in the Flexures of the Colon. 
If the Pain is in the ſmall Guts, the Aldamen will be wonder 
fully ſwelled and puffed up; and the Force of the Wind is 
often ſo great, and it diſtends the Skin to ſuch a Degree, *

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the Pain is exaſperated merely by touching it ; nor do there 
want Inſtances of a Navel-Rupture ariſing therefrom. The 
Pains are very acute, the Body. extremely coſtive, there is a 
Senſe of a very great Straightneſs or Contraction, and if the 
Stomach is inflated, the Breathing becomes very difficult, and 
the Eructations are attended with ſome ſmall Relief. After- 
wards there are cardialgic Paſſions, and an ineffectual Reaching 
to vomit. | 

If the Diſorder lies in the Flexures of the Colon, emollient and 
diſcutient Cly/ters will be proper, as alſo carminative and emollient 
Liniments applied to the pained Part. |

When indurated Fæces plug up the Inteſtinum Rectum, ſo that 
the Hind and Scybals can make no Exit, then the Anus is to be 
fomented with emollient Decoctions; and ſaline Suppoſitories, 
with Fat, are to be uſed; alſo ſome Ounces of Linſeed Ol], 
with an emollient Decoction, in which Venice Soap has been 
diſſolved, are to be injected as a Clyſter.

T HIS is a Diſeaſe to which all Workers in Lead are ſub- 
ject, and is attended with an intolerable Pain in the In- 


teſtines, and a moſt coſtive Body; the Navel is drawn inward; 


there is the higheſt Inquietude, and the Contraction of the 
Joints, attended with a Nauſea, and a conſtant Reaching to 
vomit. It is apt to terminate in a Pareſis (a Kind of Pal,) ot 
ſpaſmedic Afthma, and afflicts the Patient a long Time. It is 
ſometimes owing to the Raſhneſs of Medicaſters, in giving Pre- 
parations of Lead in the Gonorrhea, and other Diſtempers. 
There is no better Preſervative againſt this Diſeaſe, than by 
taking fat Broths in a Morning ; the Cure is to be attempted 
with Oleous Chyſters, and a pientiful Uſe of Oil of Sweet Al- 
monds taken by the Mouth, with or without a Solution ef 
Manna, by which the deſired End will generally be obtained. 
For the Cure for the Pareſis, Baths of Sweet Water are neceſ- 
ſary ; after which the Spine of the Back muſt be anointed with 
a Liniment made of the Fat of a Hog, expreſſed Oil of Nut- 
megs, Cl. Hy:ſeiani, Saffron, and Oil of Roſemary, which 184 
ſpeedy and a certain Remedy, HoFFMAN. | 
This Diſeaſe is called Mill- Rees by the Miners at Lead- 
Hills in Scotland, which all the Inhabitants there are ſubject to; 
but Melters of Lead have it with the greateſt Violence, _ 
In the ſlighter Stage of it there is an Uneaſineſs and Weight 
about the Stomach, particularly near the Cartilage Enfiforms 
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and ſometimes it is like a Colic in the Inteſtines. The Spittle 
of the Patient is ſweet, and inclining to a blueiſh Colour, re- 
ſembling that of a Perſon who chews Lead. The Pulſe is low. 
iſh, and the Skin is all over cold, with frequent clammy Sweats, 
The Legs become feeble, with a pricking Numbneſs, and the 
whole Body is lazy and feeble. Sometimes a ſpontaneous 
Diarrhea carries off the Diſeaſe ; but if it continues long, it is 
very prejudicial. During this Stage the Patient is able to work. 

When theſe Symptoms continue long, and ſpirituous Liquors 
are drunk on an empty Stomach, or after the working of Lead, 
the ſecond Stage comes on; and then there is a fixed Pain in the 
Stomach and Guts, eſpecially in the lower Part of the Belly, 
extending from one Hip Bone to the other, with Coſtiveneſs, 
and a gnawing Pain. The Pulſe then becomes weak, and the 
Skin hot. There is likewiſe a Giddineſs, and a violent Pain 
in the Head, which is ſucceeded by an Inſenſibility, and a De- 
lirium of the worſt Kind ; for they bite their Hands, and 
tear their own Fleſh. Then their een tremble with 
Convulſions, and at length they ſink, with an intermitting 
Pulſe, and die of a Coma, or Apoplexy. 

The Smoke or Fumes of Lead turn the adjacent Graſs blue, 
hurt the Water, kill Birds in the Air, Beaſts in the Field, and 
affect Dogs in the ſame Manner as Men. Theſe laſt, when 
they cannot riſe, will tear up the Ground they lie on. 

f proper Medicines are given in the firſt Stage of the Diſeaſe, 
the Patient generally recovers. If it proceeds till the Giddineſs 
comes on, the Succeſs is doubtful ; but after that it almoſt al- 
ways proves mortal. 2 ke] 

Workers in Lead ſhould never go to their Buſineſs faſting, 
and their Food ought to be oily or fat. A Glaſs of Sallad Oil, 
with a little Brandy, Rum, or other Spirit, is a good Morning's 
Draught, but Spirits alone ſhould never be taken while at Work, 
nor immediately after it. Phyſick ſhould be taken Spring and 
Fall, and no Man ſhould go into the cold Air while hot with 
Labour, and they ſhould change their Working Cloaths for 
others as ſoon as poſſible. Liquid Aliment is beſt, ſuch as fat 
Broth with good Meat; for low Living is bad. They ſhould 
now and then go a little Way out of the tainted Air. 

If the Patient is plethoric, the Cure is tobe begun with Bleed- 
ing, and then the Prime Vie muſt be cleanſed with a double 
Doſe of Emetic Wine, or Emetic Tartar, otherwiſe it will 
have no Effect. They will even bear half a Drachm of Fitrum 
Antimonii in fine Powder, with Plenty of warm Water during 
the Operation. If the Vomit works well upwards and down- 
Wards, the Paticnt is in a fair Way of Recovery, Then a milder 
B b 3 | Dole 
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Doſe of Ipecacuanha muſt be given with Tartic Emetic. If the 


Doſedoes not work either Way, he is generally the worſe for it, 
and a ſtronger Doſe ſhould be given ſoon after. If it vomits but 
does not purge, an Antimonial Cathartic, or Falap and Mercury, 
ſhould be exhibited in a larger Quantity than ordinary, and then 
the Patient ſhould drink plentifully of warm Broth. The V omits 


and Purges ſhould be repeated at proper Intervals, till the Diſ- 


eaſe diſappears. If they work too much, an Opiate may be given 
at Night, but with Caution, for fear of rendering the Patient 


coſtive, which is the worſt Thing that can befall him. When 


Purgatives do not operate ſufficiently, emollient, laxative, and 
anodyne Clyſters muſt be injected frequently to empty the Guts. 
hen Blood and Matter is voided with the Fæces, Emetics 
and Purgatives muſt be forborne, till healing, balſamic, and 
laxative Clyſters, with mild Food, cauſe these Appearances to 
ceaſe. When the Belly is much ſwelled, emollient Fomentations 
ſhould often be applied thereto. But if the Madneſs is begun, 
the Patient ſhould be kept as quiet as poſſible during the Pride 
Time he has to live. ä 
In ſome, when the Complaint of the Bowels is gone, there is 
a pricking Pain and Feebleneſs of the Legs, not unlike a Rheu- 
matiſm, and then they muſt be rubbed with a coarſe Cloth, or 
Fleſh Bruſh. If that fails, embrocate the Part with Nerve 
Ointment, mixed with Oil of Turpentine, before the Fire. 
When the Pains are violent, and the Feebleneſs reſembles a 
Palſy, Bliſters muſt be applied to the Part over the large Nerves, 


and Medicines for the Four mutt be given inwardly. If the Pa- 


tient is emaciated with a Hectic, and with a Giddineſs in the 
Head, talking idly, he ſhould ride every Day, and take Bitters 


with the Bark and Steel: If the Giddineſs continues, Myrrhb 


Pulls, with a ſmall Proportion of Camphire. W1Ls0N. 
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HOUGH this ſeems to be a local Diſorder, yet, accord- 
ing to the Author's own Opinion, the Method of curin 
it will give an Inſight into the Cure of the Dry Gripes ; and 
will venture to add, that it will yield no ſmall Aſſiſtance to the 


judicious Treatment of Colics in general, eſpecially the bi,. 


This Diſeaſe was epidemical in Devonſhire and Cornwall in 
1724, and returns every Year, more or leſs, in the autumnal 


Seaſon. 
ate It 
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It begins with extreme Anguiſb at the Stomach, and a violent 
Pain in the Epigaſtrium. The Pulſe is weak and unequal, the 
Sweat a little coldiſh : In the mean Time the Tongue is covered 
with a greeniſh or dark brown Mucus, and the Breath is intole- 
rably offenſive. 

This State is immediately followed with an enormous Vomiting, 
generally of Bile intenſely green, but ſometimes black, accompa- 
nied with a large Quantity of prodigioufly acid und extremely te- 
nacious Phlegm. Nay, the Filth thrown up was often ſo very 
ſharp, as to excoriate the Throat and Fauces, being tinged with 
Blood, and ſo rendered the Swallowing painful. 

Theſe Symptoms continuing for a Day or two, the Body be- 
came very c/tive, nor could be moved by draſtic Purges, nor 
the ſharpeſt Clyſters; the firſt being thrown up by Vomit, and 
the laſt voided without Excrements, or Wind. 

As the Vomiting began to abate, tne Pain deſcended lower, 
violently tortured the umbilical Region, and cruelly affected the 
Loins, and the Spine of the Back, imitating a Fit of the Gravel, 
eſpecially as the Urine was ſuppreſſed, and as there was a conti- 
nual Inclination to make Water, and allo, as there was a Senſe 
of Weight in the Perinæum, like a Stone. | | 

The Urine was like a Lixivium, with a red, mucous, and not 
ſeldom, a greeniſh, copious Sediment. "The Abdomen was gene- 
rally puffed up to ſuch a Har '\ncls and Tenſity, that the Patient 
was afraid it would burſt. But ſome had it 65 contracted with 
Spaſms, that the Belly loſt its uſual Form. This was ſeldom. 
There was often a fixed, violent, burning Pain, with a Tumor 
and Hardneſs in the right Hypochondrium. In the Epigaſtric 
nagen there was, frequently, a great and troubleſome Pul- 

ation. 

Whenever there was a natural or a forced Stool, it conſiſted 
of Scybals, which were of a greeniſh black, round and ſmall, 
like Sheeps Dung; aſter two or three Dejections, they were 
ſometimes mixed with Blood, exciting a moſt troubleſome 
Teneſmus. If ſome Hours after a Stool was again provoked by 
Art, the Excrements were {till of the ſame Kind, that is, round, 
ſmooth, and exceeding hard. 

This was the fir? Face of the Diſeaſe ; but though there was 
aſmall Ceſſation of the Colic Pains, yet the Skin was ſo tender, it 
would not bear to be touched. And now tne Pain extended it- 
ſelf along the whole Spine of the Back, to the Tops of the 
Shoulders, with great Torment, eſpecially about the Shoulder 
Blades: Then it proceeded to the Arms, and ci'2fly afflicted 
the Joints, taking away the Uſe of the Hands. Nor were the 

highs and Legs in a much better Condition, for the excruci-

ating Pain ſeemed to penetrate to the very Marrow, not unlike 
the Lues Venerea, but without Redneſs or Tumor. | 

While the morbid Matter was making its Way from the In— 
teſtines to the Members, the Pulſe was ſtronger, and the Patient 
feveriſh, at which Time fome grew delirious, the certain Sign 
of which was, the Urine being ſomewhat limpid ; and if the 
Urine had been pale, and without Sediment, through the Courſe 
of the Diſeaſe, the Patient was ſuddenly ſeized with Convulſions, 
or a Delirium, or a Palſy of the Hands; ſometimes with, and 
ſometimes without Pain, | 

When the Diſeaſe had taken Poſſeſſion of the Joints, a plen- 
tiful, fœtid Sweat, of an acid Smell, abated the Pains, and if 
any Thing of the Colic yet remained, it now entirely ceaſed, 
Some were ſo waſted with a long, profuſe Sweat, that they loſt 
intirely the Motion and Uſe of their Hands, the Senſe of Feel- 
ing only remaining. 

Sometimes the Seat was attended with the Appearance of 
many red, itching Puſtules, throughout the Body, which often 
were of a burning Nature, and very troubleſome : This was a 
good Omen, for then the Colic and Rheumatic Pains ceaſed ; 
and this was the beſt Exit of the Diſeaſe. But it was more 
common for the Rheumatiſin and Colic to appear and diſappear 
by Turns. | 

Sometimes the Pains would ceafe for ſome Days, and then 
return, after a ſlight Cold, or drinking Beer or Cyder. If a 
Jaundice appeared, the Colic would vaniſh; and when the 
Jaundice went off, the Colic returned. But if a real Jaundice 
continued, it quite terminated the Diſeaſe, except a little 
Uneatineſs in the Joints. 

Though the Colic Pains moſt commonly preceded the Rheu- 
matiſm, yet it frequently ſeized the Joints firſt, from whence it 
was tranſlated to the Stomach and Inteſtines, as above. | 

A very few, who had long ſtruggled with the Diſeaſe, were 
ſeized with Epileptic Fits, and then died: And it is wonderful 
there were ſo few Victims to this dreadful Malady. It raged 
moſt when the Wind blew from the North-Eaſt. Thoſe who 
were naturally coſtive ſuffered moſt. As the Spring came on, it 
gradually diſappeared. 

This Diſeaſe was owing to the prodigious Plenty of Apples 
that Year, which furniſhed the Inhabitants with vaſt Quan- 
tities of Cyder ; this being drank new, and perhaps ſometimes 
unfermented, it was no Wonder ſuch Conſequences proceeded 
therefrom. 

B.redirg was generally prejudicial, but Vomiting advantage- 
ous ; 1 therefore preſcribed thus: :

To promote the Working, I let the Patient drink plentifully 
of Chicken-Broth, or, which I like better, an Infuſion of Sage 
and Chamomile Flowers. When I would have the Emetic 
ſtronger, I added a few Grains of Tartar Emetic, or a Spoon- 
ful or two of antimonial Wine. 

This is to be repeated every other Day, ſometimes to the 
fourth T'ime, to clear the Stomach of the large Quantity of 
viſcid Phlegm, and to ſhake and vellicate the adjacent Parts, 
in order to diſlodge the ſtagnant Humours. 

When the Operation is over, which by the Help of an 
Opiate is ſoon effected, we muſt proceed to Cathartics, which 
muſt always in thefe Caſes be joined to Opiates.

Two or three Hours afterwards, I order an Infuſion of Sena, 
or a Solution of Manna, or ſomething of that Kind; to theſe 1 
ſometimes add Oil of ſweet Almonds, or Sallad Oil, unleſs it 
is offenſive to the Stomach. I increaſe and repeat the Doſe of 
theſe as the Symptoms require; by theſe Means the Pain is 
eaſed, the Inteſtines are relaxed, and gently ſtimulated to diſ- 
charge their Contents, as well as rendered ſlippery by the Qil. 

But if theſe Things will not paſs, I order an emollient Fo- 
mentation for the whole Abdomen, eſpecially when the Belly is 
puffed up and hard, or contracted with Spaſms.

If any Diſeaſe requires frequent Purging, it is this, for which 


Reaſon, lenitive Cathartics are to be continued for ſome Days;

Venice or Cyprus 
Turpentine, diſſolved in the Yolk of an Egg, and mixed with 
ſome Cordial, is a proper Purge, as well as efficacious againſt 
the Rheumatic Pains. |

It will be likewiſe neceſſary to dilute the ſaline Acrimony of the 
Blood; for this Purpoſe Water is the beſt Diſſolvent, and eſpe- 
cially that of Pyrmont or Spaw, for theſe not only diſſolve the 
Salts, but reſtore the due Temperament of the Blood, and the 
Tone of the Fibres. 

W hen the Blood is diluted, it will be convenient to promote 


Sweating, which will be beſt done by Laudanum and Compare, 
| an 
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and drinking plentifully of the hot Infuſion of Roſemary or 
Sage, or, if more agreeable to the Stomach, Sack-I/hey, 

Thoſe who have obſerved the ſharp, fœtid Sweats corroding 
the Cuticle, will not wonder that Colic and Rheumatic Pains 
ſhould be eaſed by Sweating, it being the Road pointed out by 
Nature. 

After Sweating, the Chalybeate Waters are again to be re- 
peated, not forgetting now and then a Doſe of Rhubarb or Tin- 
dura facra ; likewiſe Teſaccous Powders, with Salt of Worm— 
od, but more eſpecially Lime-Mater tinctured with Stomachics, 
which deſtroys the Acid in the Blood as well as in the Prime 

12. 

When the Rheumatic Pains have invaded the Joints, then 
Cinnabar, Gum Guatacum, Tincture Antimony, and Terebinthi- 
nate Potions are uſeful, as well as againſt paralytic Afections: 
But above all, Calomel, eight or ten Times ſublimated, now 
and then repeated in ſmall Doſes, that is, two or three Grains 
at a Time, is a noble Remedy againſt this and mapy other 
Diſeaſes. To the Calomel I often add a little Camphire, by 
which Means it penetrates into the minuteſt Canals of the 
Body. I have likewiſe lately experienced the Virtues of Mer- 
curius Alkalizatus * in this Caſe, which is a moſt ſafe Prepa- 
ration. 

When there are excruciating, obſtinate, Rheumatic Pains, 
eſpecially between the Scapulz, a Bliſter will be neceſlary, 
which will contribute greatly to prevent or cure the Pally. 
The Paralytic Members, and the whole Spina Dorſi, are to be 
rubbed with the Galbanetum Paracelſi, or rather the Balſamum 
Galbanetum of Hartman. It is alſo a uſeful Remedy when the 
belly is greatly extended, or contracted with Spaſms. 


_ * I mentioned this before as an Invention of Dr. Burton; but I find 
talſo in Afruc, under the Title of Z:hiops Alkalizatus, or Abſorbens. 
He adds, if Mercury be mixed or extinguiſhed with Bal/am of Peru, or 
Capivi, or of Canada, it is an /Zthiops antiphthificus ; if with Gum 
Guaiac, antirheumatic or antiſcorbutic; if with Manna, or Refin of Ja- 
lap, it is a purgative Z*;hicps ; if with Gum of Juniper, or Sal Ammo- 
mac, it is diuretic; to which I may add, with Plummer, that with 
Sulphur of Antimeny, it is excellent againſt Defedations of the Skin. 
And here it may not be improper to obſerve, that Huxham looks upon 
Riverius as the firſt who joined Opiares with Cathartics, in the Celic; 
Whereas they were ſo given long before, as may be ſeen in Stocker”s 

raxts Aurea, under the title of Pilulz expertæ in Colica, where he 
preſcribes one Drachm, or four Drachms of unwaſhed Aloes, with a 
Grain or two of Opium, and likewiſe of Safron, or Caſtor inſtead of 
daſfron, made into eight or nine Pills, and given on an empty Sto- 
mach: It eaſes the Pain in an Hour, and purges ſafely. To make 
it driſker, add two or three Grains of Scammeny. This gained him 
great Reputation. When 
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When the Colic and Rheumatic Pains have ceaſed for 3 
while, then a more plentifu! Diet may be uſed, more particu— 
lariy ellies of Sago, Hart's-horn, or Calves Feet, poached Eggs, 
and ſuch like, which will be uſeful through the Courſe of this 
Diſeaſe. But the Drink muſt be Water, or Spatu- Mater, with 
now and then a little Wine nuxt with it. | 

To reſtore the due Temperament of the Blood, and to 
ſtrengthen the Viſcera, I often uſe the following Infuſion,

The laſt Aſſiſtance is Riding, which, by ſhaking the whole ; 

Body, promotes the Circulation of the Fluids, and eſpecially 
through the Meſenteric Veſſels, where the Motion of the Blood £ 
is moſt low, and by that Means diſſolves the ſtagnating Hu- 
mours, and opens the Obſtructions of all the Viſcera. Hux. 

Baker ſays, the earliclt Account of the Devonſhire Colic is t 

Muſgrave's, in his Book De Arthritide Symptomatica, which he 
repreſents to be the Effect of crude and ſharp Cyder, making 
no mention of thoſe eſſential and pathognomonic Symptoms, 
by which it is at this Time diſtinguiſhed. Are we to ſuppoſe, 
(adds this Gentleman,) that when Muſgrave lived, it had not 
been obſerved to terminate in a Palſy or Epilepſy ? That he 
was well acquainted with a Diſeaſe very ſimilar to this, the 
Colic of Poitou, is very certain, as he mentions the Caſe of a 
Gentleman, who, in the Flower of Age, became Paralytic 
from that very Colic. Poſſibly, indeed, Muſgrave might not 
have ſeen the Colic in its extreme ill Effects, which he men- 
tions as peculiar to drinking Cyder ; Orchards were then but 
few int his Neighbourhood. Huxham ſays, that in 1739, there 
was ten Times more Cyder made and drunk in the Country, 
than for thirty or forty Years before. Huxham's Deſcription 
of this Malady is very full; but it does not appear that he 
begun to make Obſervations on the Air and epidemic Diſeaſes 
till 1728, four Years after the remarkable epidemic Colic of 
Devonſhire. : Þ 
Baker, conſidering that this Colic is preciſely the ſame Diſ- i 
eaſe which is the ſpecific Effect of all ſaturnine Preparations, 
and that there is not the leaſt Analogy between the Juice of o 
Apples and the Poiſon of Lead, thinks it improbable that two 8 | 
Cauſes, bearing ſo little Relation to one another, ſhould 7 
make ſuch ſimilar Impreſſions. But 
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But Lead itſelf being certainly of ſuch a Nature, as to be 
abundantly anſwerable for all the ill Effects of Cyder, he was 
induced to the Search of it. He found, on Enquiry, that the 
Diſeaſe is very common all over the County, but particularly 
infeſts thoſe Parts where the molt Cyders are made: That it is 
not only common among the lower Claſs, and thoſe who drink 
largely of the unfermented Juices, and the new Cyder ; but 
that it is much more frequent among all Ranks, than in other 
Parts of England, nor intirely confined to Autumn. 

Were the Apparatus for making Cyder the ſame in all the 
Cyder Counties, it would appear at firſt Sight very unaccount- 
able, that the Inhabitants of one County in particular ſhould 
experience ſuch terrible Effects from the Liquor; whilſt thoſe 
of the others drink it with Impunity. | 

In many Parts of Devonſhire, the circular Trough ufed in 
grinding Apples, is compoſed of ſeveral Pieces of Moor-Stone, 
cramped together with Iron, and fixed by melted Lead, poured 
into the Interſtices, on the Inſide of the Groove. Sometimes 
theſe Stones are irregular, and do not correſpond with each 
other, and then the Chaſms are filled up with Lead, and the 
Apples come into immediate Contact with this poiſonous Metal. 

It is likewiſe common, in ſeveral Parts of the County, either 
to line the Cyder Preſſes intirely with Lead, to keep them from 
Jeaking ; or to make a Border quite round the Preſs, for receiv- 
ing the Juice of the Apples, and conveving it into a Veſſel of 
Wood or Stone. In many other Places it is common to nail 
dheet Lead over any Cracks or Joints in the Prefles ; and like- 
wiſe to convey the Juice from the Preſles in Leaden Pipes. 

The Herefordſhire People are not ſubject to this Colic. 
There is no Lead uſed in any Part of the grinding or prefling 
Apparatus. Once, indeed, in a plentiful Year of Apples, a 
Farmer who wanted caſks, filled a large Leaden Ciſtern with 
new Cyder, and kept it there till he could procure Hogſheads, 
lufficient to contain the Liquor. The Confequence was, that 
all who drank of it were affected by it, as Lead- workers uſually 
are. 

There is at this Time, or at leaſt there very lately was, on 
an Eſtate of his Grace the Duke of Somerſet, in the Pariſh of 
Bury Pomeroy, a Leaden Ciſtern of very large Capacity. During 
many Years the Apple Juice, as ſoon as expreſſed, was con- 
veyed into it, and there remained till fit to be caſked. Thoſe 
who drank the Cyder were molt cruelly tormented with the 
Devonſhire Colic, and many died. The Leaden Ciſtern was, 
therefore, no longer uſed ; and, in conſequence, the Diſeaſe 
became leſs frequent among the Inhabitants of Bury Pomeroy.

Of the Cor ic ef Poirou, or the DxY BELILY-Acn. 


T HERE is a Kind of Colic which degenerates into a Palh, 
ſcarce taken Notice of by the Ancients. It is attended 
with a moſt violent Pain, not unlike that of the b:/ious Cilic, 
which will neither yield to Clyſters nor Fomentations, nor the 
uſual Remedies, but continues ſeveral Months, whence pro- 
ceeds a Waſting of the Body. There is a ſtraight Compreſſion 
of the Belly, a Retraction of the Navel inwards, and extreme 
Coſtiveneſs, ſo as to tranſmit no Flatus, and hardly admit 
Clyſter. A Pain in the Loins, a violent Contraction of the 
Peritoneum and Muſcles of the Abdomen. Add to theſe, Cold- 
neſs of the Extremities, trembling, ſhivering, a hard contracted 
Pulſe, extreme Anxiety, and a Diſpoſition to Fainting. It i; 
ſometimes attended with a Kind of an intermitting Fever, and 
ſometimes with a continual flow Fever, and at length, when the 
Pains remit, the Palſy ſucceeds, the morbific 7 ſenſibly 
inſinuating itſelf, through the Membranes of the Abdomen, 
into the Spine of the Back. This Palſy chiefly affects the up- 
per Parts of the Body, while the Legs and Thighs are generally 
full of Pain ; in ſome few they become paralytic. Sometimes 
the Brain is affected, whence proceed epileptic Fits, which ter- 
minate in Death. Riverivs. 

The nervous or convulſrve Colic, or Colic of Poitou, is called 
in Barbadees the Dry Belly- Ach; and may juſtly be reckoned 
an Endemic Diſeaſe in the Leeward Iſlands. The Belly is ſeized 
with an intolerable piercing Pain, ſometimes in one Parr only, 
ſometimes in ſeveral Parts of the Inteſtines; which, in a ſhot 
Time, extends itſelf to a greater Diſtance, whereby the Fibres 
of the Bowels ſeem contracted, and drawn together from the 
Anus and Pylorus, towards the Part primarily affected. T his 
ſometimes continues eight, ten, or fourteen Hays: keeping the 
Patient continually upon the Rack, with ſcarce any Remiſſion. 
The Pain aflis with various Senſations by Turns; as burning, 
rending, gnawing, piercing, &c. 

The Belly continues all this Time ob/tinately co/tive ; the 
Urine is little, the Strength decays, the Body waſtes, the ex- 
treme Parts are cold, and the Patient fancy falls into clam- 
my Sweats and Deliquia. Add to theſe, that Grief, Anger, Rage, 
and Deſpair, eclipſe the Reaſon, pervert the vital, natural, and 
animal Functions, and the Patient ſinks under the Preſſure of 
theſe accumulated Afflictions. 

l ben the Extremity of the Pain begins to abate, there is a ting- 
ling Uneafineſs through the Spinal Marrow, which from thence 


proceeds to the Nerves of the Arms and Legs, now very weak

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and debilitated; which Debility increaſes daily, till it ends in a 
Palſy of the Extremities. Towne. | 
he Cure is to be attempted with Clyſters often repeated, and 
the Prime Vie opened with a Cathartic ; after which the Patient 
is to be put into a warm emollient Bath, three, four, or five 
Times in a Day, that the Acrimony of the Humours may be 
mitigated, and the Pores kept open. The next Day repeat the 
Cathartic, the following uſe the Bath. This is to be done al- 
ternately, if the Patient's Strength will bear it, till the Pain is 
allayed, and he out of Danger. 

In the mean while the Cly/ters may be continued; thoſe of 
Milk are beſt, to which may be added Caſſia, and any emollient 
Oil; with the laſt of which the Belly may be frequently 
anointed, RIVvERIUS. ; 
Balſam of Peru, frequently given, in a large Doſe, is a Cure 
for this Diſeaſe ; that is, xx. xxx. or xl. Drops, in a Spoonful 
of the fineſt Sugar, twice or thrice in a Day. SyD. 

The beſt Method of Cure is, firſt to give the Patient viij or x 
Grains of Matthews's Pill, Fart ares, Crrdind of the ſaponaceous 
Pill will anſwer the ſame Intention, ] and about Half an Hour 
after, 3 fs. of Manna, 3 ij. of Cream Tart. and 3j. of Syrup of 
Roſes ſolutive in warm Water Gruel; and this is to be repeated 
every three Hours, giving iv. Grains of Pill. Matth. [viij. Gr. 
of Pil. Sapon.] in the Intervals. 

But if the Patient, through a Propenſity to vomit, cannot re- 
tain the Laxative Draught, give the following Mixture:

* F Indicum, otherwiſe called Barbaaves Tar, is ſtill of 
much greater Efficacy, if the Stomach will admit of it. Two 
Drachms muſt be given three Times a Day, till the Diſeaſe is 
vanquiſhed. 

When the Tingling begins to be felt along the Spinal Marre, 
or the Numbneſs or Inability of the Limbs, the whole Length of 
the Vertebræ, as well as the Limbs, ought to be chafed with a 
Mixture of this Tar in double diſtilled Rum, which will, if any 
Thing in Nature can, avert the impending Palſy. 

When the Palſy is actually formed, it will then be beſt for 
the Patient to repair to Bath. : 

The modern French Phyſicians will not allow that the Colie 
1 Poitou is endemial to that Place; nay, Fernelius, who pub- 

iſhed his Univerſa Medicina as long ago as the Year 1592, 
when he deſcribes the Colic of Poitou, in the Caſe of a Painter 
of Anjou, in the Year 1577, plainly ſhews, that neither he, nor 
any of the other Phyſicians concerned, underſtood the true 
Cauſe of the Diſeaſe. Ramazzini, who inquired accurately 
into the Cauſes of thoſe Diſcaſes to which various Artificers are 
ſubject, much wonders how it ſhould happen, that, ſince Lead 
furniſhes excellent Remedies for internal as well as external 
Purpoſes, the Potters ſhould ſuffer ſo cruelly from the Exhala- 
tion of this Metal, in doing their Work. 2 

We find that in the Year 1487, there was a Receſſiũs Imperii 
promulged at Rotenberg in Germany; and in 1478, at Friberg 3 
which was enacted in 1500 at Tubingen; and in 1577 in the 


ſame Place; by which Decrees it was made capital to adu wo 
Wies 
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Wines with Litharge, or to uſe Biſmuth in the Fumigation of 
them, as they had been the Cauſe of inſuperable and mortal 
Diſeaſes. Yet, in the latter End of the laſt Century, the 
Vintners, in order to correct their ſouz, auſtere Wines, and 
make them palatable, dared again to m Litharge with them. 
Some threw it into their Caſks in Subſtance ; others impreg- 
nated Vinegar with it, which they mixed with their Wine in 

ertain Proportions. Cockelits, in the Ephemerides Germanicæ, 
deſcribes the Method and Proportion. Brunerus and Vicarius 
have given ſeveral curious Particulars concerning the diſcovered 
Adulteration, and its Effects on the human Body; and Reiſe- 
lius has more on the ſame Subject. The Duke of Mirtemberg, 
in 1696, again decreed it capital to mix Litharge in Wine, or 
even ſell it in the Shops. Yet we are informed, that in 1705, 
the ſame Adulteration was repeated in the Circle of Swabia : 
And it is certain, the ſame is practiſed even at this Day, both 
in Germany and France, in Defiance of Laws, and the Dictates 
of Humanity, Now, from a very remarkable Similarity of 
Circumſtances and Effects, may we not reaſonably ſuſpect, 
that the Colic of Poitou, and that of the Duchy of Virtemberg, 
were produced by one and the ſame Cauſe? BAKER. 
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Of the ILtac Pass10N. 
T HE Ihac Paſſim is a Pain in the ſmall Intęſtines, apt to 


turn to an Inflammation, in which their eee Motion is 
inverted, and their Contents, and even the Excrements them- 
ſelves, are voided by the Mouth in Vomiting. Nothing will 
paſs downward, not ſo much as a Flatus. It is often attended 
with fatal Symptoms. 

It is preceded with Coſtiveneſs, which is ſoon followed with 
moſt ſharp and violent Pains, with an Inflammation, Diſten- 
tion, and a Tumour of the ambilical Region, which feels hard 
to the Touch; the Body is ſo bound, that neither Wind nor 
Excrements can paſs downward : Soon after, the Wind firſt 
makes its Way upward, then comes on a Nauſea and a frequent 
Vomiting of a bilious and pituitous Matter: The Breathing 
grows difficult, and whatever is eat or drank is ſoon thrown 
up again; reddiſh Fæces, with a ſtinking Smell, are after- 
wards forced up by Vomiting ; this is ſucceeded by Loſs of 
Strength, a preternatural Heat, a hard and contracted 
Pulſe, with great Thirſt; the Urine is red, and voided with 
Difficulty. hen the Cafe becomes deſperate, a Hiccup and Deli- 
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rium appear, the Nerves are diſtended, the Body is all in a cold 
Sweat, and violent Convulſions; and Fainting Fits put an 
End to the Tragedy. 

In ſome who have been diſſected, the Gut ſeemed to be 
twiſted; but moſt commonly one Part of the Gut enters into 
the other. This Diſeaſe may alſo proceed from a Rupture 
either of the Scrotum or the Crein from Poiſons ; from an 
Thing that ſtops up the Paſſage through the ſmall Guts, ſuch 
as hard, dry Food, [ Walnuts*,] Cheſnuts, Sea-Biſcuits, 
Quinces, Pears, unripe, acerb Fruit, when eaten in large 


Quantities: To which drinking little, a ſedentary Life, and f 
a melancholy Diſpoſition of Mind will greatly contribute. : 
Theſe all tend to harden the Faces. The groſs Inteſtines T 
may alſo be plugged up with Scybals, eſpecially if a Perſon 5 
either thro' Shame, or for want of Conveniency, does not e 
liſten to the Calls of Nature. I knew an Inſtance of a cer- h 
fain Prince who died of this Diſeaſe, whoſe Colon was ſtuffed 
with Scybals, amounting to twenty Pounds. 

As to the Progne/tics, there is Hope of Recovery, while there 
is no Inflammation, and while Clyſters are admitted into the 10 
Body, and rendered back the ſame Way; as alſo while the | 
Pain ſhifts from one Place to another, and the Pain and Vo- 8 
miting are not continual; likewiſe when the Diſeaſe proceeds , 
from Fæces obſtructing the Inteſtines. The Hope is ſtill * 
greater, if laxative 1 begin to make their Way of 
downward.

Addition of Oil of Mint and Camphire. This done, a gentle 
Laxative of Manna, Cream of Tartar, and Oil of Sweet Al- 
monds, may be given with a more happy Succeſs, if the Ex- 
crements had been long retained, 

When there is an Inflammation, nothing is better than ſix or 
eight Grains of purified Nitre, and half a Grain of Camphire 
mixed with ſome antiſpaſmodic Powder*, and taken in a con- 
venient Vehicle. Outwardly apply a Liniment of an Ounce

But when other Things fail in the Cure of the Iliac Paſſinn, 
Recourſe muſt be had to Puick/ilver, from whence I have ſeen 
ſurpriſing Effefts ; half a Pound, or a Pound at moſt, is ſuf— 
ficient, with fat Broth, [or Oil, ] and the Patient ſhould lie on 
his right Side, [or walk gently about the Room, ] that its De- 
ſcent may be eaſier. I have known the Vomiting ceaſe im- 
mediately after taking it. But if there is an actual Inflamma- 
tion, the Uſe of Purck/itver ſhould be forborne ; for if the 
Patient dies, from what Cauſe ſoever, the By-ſtanders will i 
probably aflirm the Quictſilver killed him. 


There is no Manner of Danger in the Uſe of Opiates, to mi- l 
tigate the Pain, provided they are exhibited in the Beginning, 
after Bleeding, or before there are any Signs of a Mortification. 

Cly/ters are generally very advantageous, for they relax the e 
Spaſius of the groſs Intejiines ; and for this Purpoſe warm Mater 5 
with Syrup of MMarſhmailows will be ſufficient ; and if the 7 
Strength will permit, they ſhould be injected every two Hours, 7] 


from the firit Day of the Attack. They likewiſe reſtrain the 
Inverſion of the periſtaltic Motion, and ſoften the Fæces. Hor. 
When the inc Paſſion proceeds from an incarcerated Hernia, 
then Bleeding is of the greateſt Advantage. HEIST. Then the 
Rvpture, and the Part through which it proceeds, are to be 
tomented with emollient Decoctions, relaxing Oils, Ointments, and 
Pultices; ſor with a Bladder filled with Milk or hot Water; 
aud with Clyſters of the ſame Quality.] After which the Intel- 
tines are to be put back with a gentle Hand, and the Patient 
is to be placed with his Head downward, and his Legs and 
" Thigts lifted up. Some who have been held up by the Feet 
have met with immediate Relicf. SyD. If theſe Methods 
fail, a Cher of the Smoke of ſtrong Tobacco, in a. large 
Quantity, may fo {ſtimulate the Inteſtines as to cauſe them to 
contract and retreat into the Belly. If this will not do, Re- 
courte muſt be had to a ikilful Surgeon, who by manual Ope- 
ratizn may give the Patient Relief.

V OMITING is a ſpaſmodic, retrograde Motion of the 
muſcular Fibres of the Oe/pphagus, Stomach and Inteſtines 


together with ſtrong Convulſions of the abdominal Musa,

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and Diaphragm. Thoſe that are ſight, create Nauſeas; thoſe 
that are /trong, Vomiting. BokR. 

Vomiting is * preceded with a Nauſea, a Tenſion and 
Weight in the Epigaſtric Region, a Bitterneſs in the Mouth, 
Anxieties of the Præcordia, | Sickneſs at the Stomach, ] Plenty 
of thin Saliva in the Mouth, a Trembling of the nether Lip; 
to theſe may be added, a Dizzineſs of the Head, a ſudden 
Dimneſs of Sight, Redneſs of the Face, a fruitleſs Eructation; 
and then the ber of the Stomach are diſcharged upwards. 

Vomiting is cauſed by Exceſſes in Eating and Drinking; by 
the Acrimony of the Aliments ; by the "Tranſlation of the 
morbific Matter of Ulcers, the Gout, Eryſipelas, and other 
Diſeaſes to the Stomach ; from a Looſeneſs or Bloody-Flux 
too ſuddenly ſtopped ; from a Congeſtion of Blood in the Sto- 
mach, which happens to Women in the firſt Months of Preg- 
nancy, or when there is a Suppreſſion of the Menſes, - or 
Bleeding Piles ; from Sympathy, by tickling or irritating the 
Throat or * with the Finger or a F eather; from the 
Colic, Iliac Paſſion, a Rupture, Fit of the Gravel, Worms; 
from Poiſons; from Hurts of the Brain, ſuch as Contuſions, 
Compreſſions, Wounds or Inflammations of the Diaphragm, 
Stomach; Inteſtines, Spleen, Liver, Kidneys, Pancreas or 
Meſentery; from an unuſual Motion of the Spirits in a Cart, 
Coach, or Ship; from the Idea of ſome nauſeous Thing, or 
which has formerly occaſioned Sickneſs or Vomiting; from a 
Regurgitation of Bile into the Stomach. BoERH. Hor. 

As to the Progno/tics ; a critical Vomiting is ſalutary; a Symp= 
tomatic bad; and that which proceeds from 2 ſubtile cauſtic 
Acrimony, which vellicates the Nerves, worſt of all. All 
violent exceſſive Vomiting is bad, as it may occaſion Abor- 
tions, Ruptures, &c. Bilicus Vomiting, cipecially the green, 
porraceous, and æruginous, conliſting of a corroding Acid, 
portend Danger of an Inflammation; Vomiting from Horns 
which gnaw the Stomach, is generally pernicious ; Vomiting 
of dead Forms, if at the ſame time the Convulſions of the 

imbs, and other grievous Symptoms ſuddenly ceaſe, ſhews a 
Mortification. All fætid Vomiting is a Sign of internal Cor- 
ruption, and therefore bad. A Sebaceous or Suety Vomiting, be- 
ng a Sign of an abounding coagulating Acid, denotes an in- 
tolerable Heart-burn. HOFF. 

When Vomiting proceeds from a Crapula, late Suppers, 
diſturbed Digeſtion by Riding, and the like, it may be pre- 
vented by deep Inſpirations often repeated, by which the 
laphragm is made to preſs on the Stomach, and accelerate 
the Diſcharge of its Contents ; but if an Inclination to vomit, 
Cc3 from 
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from the ſame Cauſes, comes on unawares, a pretty ſtrong 
and often repeated Friction of the Hypogaſtric Region with 
the Hand, will prevent it, as I have found by various Trials. 

Pituitzus Vomiting, from Crudities of the Prime Vie, is beſt 
cured by a Vomit, and eſpecially if there is a troubleſome 
Reaching to vomit, attended with a Nauſea and a Cardialgia; 
then having firſt preſcribed neutral Salts, or Squills, to incide 
the Phlegm, give warm Water mixed with unſalted Butter, 
very plentifully, or Powder of Ipecacuanha. 

Bilinus V miting, which proceeds from a depraved Digeſtion, 
and has its Seat in the Duodenum, is cured by Abſorbents and 
gentle Laxatives of Manna and Rhubarb. hen it proceeds 
from too great a Laxity of the Biliary Ducts, then Cortex Pe- 
ruvianus, Cortex Eleutheriæ, and bitter Tinctures and Chaly- 
beates, will be moſt efficacious. If from a Coagulum or Stone 
in the Gall-Bladder, Mineral Waters are more likely to ſuc- 
ceed. | 

When Vemiting is cauſed by a ſharp Matter vellicating the 
Nerves of the Stomach, proceeding from the Gout, or an Ery- 
fipelas, beſides giving quieting Medicines, it ought to be drove 
back by Diapheretic Powders, with a ſmall Addition of Can- 
2 Alſo externally, Frictions, Pediluvia, and Clyſters, are 
uſcful. 

When it proceeds from Paiſons, nothing is better at the Be- 
Pang than drinking large Quantities of Milk, and fat oily 

hings, to ſheathe their Acrimony, and bring them up by 
Vomiting. 

Vomiting from a Suppreſſion of the Menſes, or from the Stop- 
page of the Bleeding Piles, is cured by Abſorbents, by gentle 
Laxatives, by Cly/ters and Strengtheners; and more eſpecially 
by Pleeding, or cauſing the Flux to return. Emetics, in this 
Caſe, are as bad as Poiſon, and either cauſe a Vomiting of Blood, 
or a fatal Inflammation of the Stomach. 

Morning Reachings, cauſed by hard Drinking, are cured by 
Abſorbents and Antiacids, and by ſtrengthening the digeſtive 
Faculty, by Bitters, candied Orange Peel, &c. [Or,

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HIS Caſe (ſays Dr. Munckley) is one of the moſt de- 
plorable Diſeaſes to which the human Body is ſubje&. 
Its Beginning is in general ſo flight, as to be ſcarce worth 
Notice ; the Patients 3 only a ſmall Impediment to 
the Swallowing of ſolid Food: They uſually continue in this 
State for many Months, during which all liquid Foods, and 
even Solids themſelves, when cut ſmall and ſwallowed lei- 
ſurely, are got down without much Difficulty: By Degrees 
the Evil increaſes, and the Paſſage through the e be- 
comes ſo narrow, that not the ſmalleſt Solid whatever can 
paſs through it; but, after having been detained for ſome 
Time at the Part where the Obſtacle is formed, is returned 
again with a hollow Noiſe of a very peculiar Kind, and with the 
Appearance of Convul ſion. 

he Seat of this N is ſometimes near the Top of the 
Oeſophagus, and at other Times farther down, nearer the ſu- 
perior Ocifice of the Stomach. In this laſt Caſe, the Part 
of the alimentary Tube which is above the Obſtruction, is 
frequently ſo dilated by the Food, which is detained in it, as 
to be capable of containing a large Quantity ; and the Kind 
of Vomiting, by which it is again returned through the 
Mouth, comes on ſooner or later after the Attempt to ſwal- 
low, in Proportion to the Nearneſs or Remoteneſs of the Part 
affected. In the laſt Stage of this Diſeaſe, not even Liquids 
themſelves can be ſwallowed, ſo as to paſs into the Stomach, 
and the Patient dies literally farved to Death. 

On the Diſſection of ſuch as have died in this Manner, 
the Oeſophagus is found to be conſiderably thickened; and, in 
lome, ſo contracted within at the diſeaſed Part, as ſcarcely to ad- 
mit the paſſing of a common Probe; in others, to adhere together, 
in ſuch a Manner, as intirely to cloſe up the Paſſage, and not to 
be 2 without great Difficulty. 

e comes next to ſhew what he has found to be the moſt 
efficacious Method of treating this Diſeaſe, which, though 
not uncommon, yet in general has been conſidered as in- 


curable,

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He claims not the Merit of having diſcovered the Method of 
Cure, but hopes that ſome Service may ariſe from publiſhing 
what his Experience has confirmed to bim; having firſt re- 
ceived the Hint from another eminent Phyſician. 

The only Medicine, then, from the Uſe of which he has 
ever found any Service, is Mercury; and in Caſes which are re- 
cent, and where the Symptoms have not = to any great Height, 
ſmall Doſes of Mercury, given every Night, and prevented, 


— 


by purgative Medicines, from affecting the Mouth, have ac- 
compliſhed the Cure. ; 

But where the Complaint has been of long Standing, and 
the Symptom has come on, of the F:od's being returned through 
the Mouth, a more powerful Merhod of Treatment becomes 
neceſſary. In this Caſe he has never found any Thing of the 
leaſt Avail in removing any of the Symptoms, but Mercury, 
uled in ſuch a Manner as to raiſe a gentle, but conſtant Spitting; 
and this Method he has purſued with the happieſt Succeſs. If 
this Method be commenced before tne Complaint has gained 
too much ground upon the Conſtitution, the Caſe is not to be 
deſpaired of ; and of thoſe who have come under his Care, in 
this State, by much the greater Part have received conſiderable 
Fenefit from it, and many entirely cured, 

The Complaint itſelf, he obſerves, is not very uncommon ; 
but there is no Inſtance, to his Knowledge, recorded, of Suc- 


ceſs from any other Manner of treating it, than that he has 
recommended. 
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Of VomiTinG Brood. 


Oniting of Blood is generally preceded with a tenſive, 
pricking Pain in the left Hypochondrium; and the Erup- 
tion itſelf is almoſt always attended with Anxiety of the Præ- 
cardia, and a compreſſing Pain, as alſo a Kind of a Girding 
on the ſame Side. It is frequently attended with fainting Fits, 
eſpecially if the Blood has an ill Smcll, or is corrupted. 
The Seat of this Diſeaſe is in the Stomach, though the Spleen 
ſometimes has a Share in its Production. 

Perfons more ſubject to it are the lean and ſlender ; Women 
irregular in their Menſes, and who have been haſtily cured of 
intermitting Fevers, which has brought on a Suppreſſion of 
the Menſes, and then have taken hot, forcing Emmenagogues3 
as alſo Women about the Time that their Menſes leave 
them; likewiſe plethoric Women in the Time of Pregnancy» 


an 
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and hard Labour. Men of a weak Conſtitution are ſubject 
to the Bleeding Piles, which either ceaſe to low, or flow in 
too ſmall a Quantity. 
The Danger which attends this Diſeaſe, is not the ſame in 
all, thougn no Hemorrhage is more dangerous than this. If 
there is no Fever, and if it proceeds from ſuppreſſed Evacua- 
tions, cauſed by a Plethora, the Caſe is not fo deſperate. On 
the contrary, if there is a Fever; if the Blood is corrupted, 
ſtinking, and black; if it proceeds from a large, diſeaſed 
Spleen, or an indurated Liver, attended with Swooning, there 
is no Hope of Recovery left, for Death is at hand. Ir is ſtill 
worſe, if worſe can be, when the Stools are black ; then the 
Seat of the Diſeaſe is in the Ilium, from a Rupture of the Me- 
ſaraic Veſſels. | 

In the Paroxyſm, if the Patient is plethoric, bleed according 
to his Age and Strength. 


When there is an Orgaſm in the Blood, and the Pulſe is 
impetuous and ſtrong,

This, taken ſucceſſively and temperately, will be very effi- 
cacious in perfecting a Cure. 

When the Region. of the Præcordia, eſpecially on the left 
Side, is afflicted with pricking and vellicating Pains, and ſpaſ- 
modic Strictures, together with Heat and Thirſt, Emulſions 
will be proper. Theſe muſt be made with the four cold Seeds, 
and white Poppy-Seed, to which muſt be added, a little Notre, 
and a proper Quantity of Diacodium. 

Likewiſe, in order to relax the ſpaſmodic Strictures of the In- 
teſtines, and to divert the Flux of the Humours from the Part 
affected, emollient Ciyſters, frequently injected, will be proper, 
with a gentle Stimulus, and the Addition of Mire. 

Outwardly to relax the Spaſms and ſtrengthen the Stomach, 
I have found nothing better than what I call the Oil of Cam- 
phire, which is made by diſſolving a Drachm of Camphire in an 
Ounce of Oil of Sweet Almonds, and then by adding twenty 
Drops of Oil of Rhodium. Let the Region of the Præcordia 
and the let Hypochondrium be anointed with'this Oil; and af- 
terwards lay a Bag on the Part affected, filled with Camo- 
mile and Elder Flowers, with Mint and Wormwood, boiled 
in Vinegar of Roſes or red Wine, pretty hot. 


If Blood is thrown up in great Quantity, with Loſs of 


Strength, Ligatures made upon the Joints may be ſerviceable, 
as alſo putting the Legs and Arms in cold Water, 


When 
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When the Paroxyſm is off, half a Drachm of cheice Rhubarb 
will be highly beneficial, either with or without teſtaceous 
Powders ; or twelve Grains of compound Powder 4 Amber, 
with half a Grain of Camphire taken twice a Week, at 
Night going to Bed, in a Draught of Spring Water. Rhubarb 
is a kind of a Specific in opening Obſtructions. The Patient, 
inſtead of Tea, may drink a Decoction of Yarrow, Liquorice, 
and Fennel-Seeds. The common Drink may be Sprin 
Water, in which Iron has been quenched, or acidulaws 
Whey. [I have known Buttermilk do Wonders in this Caſe. ] 

If this Diſeaſe proceeds from a Suppreſſion of the Menſes; 
bleed in the Foot, and give Clyſters prepared of Mugwort, 
Pennyroyal, Wall-Flowers, Bay and Juniper Berries, pretty 
frequently. Or the Patient may take Infuſions or Decoctions 
of temperate Emmenagogues. | 

If it is cauſed by harp, acid Liquors, corroding the Veſſels 
of the Stomach, then teſtaceous, alkaline Powders are pro- 
per; and Starch boiled in Milk will heal the Veſlels. 

Opiates muſt be ſhunned in theſe Caſes, becauſe they bring 
on great Weakneſs and Loſs of Strength, to the great Detri- 
ment of the Patient. Likewiſe all Styptics, Aftringents, and 
vitriolic Medicines muſt be — our yup avoided ; theſe, indeed, 
will ſtop the Eruption of Blood, but then it will ſtagnate 
and putrify in tke Veſſels, with Danger of an Inflammation 
and Mortification, or at leaſt, if the Patient is cachectic, it 
will haſten a Dropſy. | 

[Moſt Authors recommend fyptic Medicines, which however 
ought never to be made uſe of, but when nothing elſe will do. 
Mead's Styptic may be given as ſafely as any; melt three 
Drachms of Alum over the Fire, with one Dram of Dragons 
Blood, and give a Scruple of it in Powder mixed with Conſerve 
of Roſes; drinking four or five Spoonfuls of the Tincture of 
Roſes after it, which may be repeated every three Hours, if 
Neceſſity requires, Shaw, in deſperate Caſes, ventures to 
preſcribe Saccharum Saturn with other Aſtringents; thus,

When the Vomiting of Blood ceaſes, the Patient mutt abſtain 
from Emetics, Aloetics, oily, fat, and ſweet Subſtances, for theſe 


laſt relax the lacerated Veſſels too much. Hopf. 
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Of a DIARRHOEA, or Loos EN Ess. 


A Diarrhea is a frequent and copious Evacuation of liquid 
Excrements by Stool ; and may proceed from Aliments, 
or Humours of various Kinds, derived from different Parts 
into the Inteſtines. 

The Cauſe is a Stimulus which irritates the Viſcera, occaſion- 
ing the Expulſion of their Fluids, and may therefore proceed 
from the Veſſels of the Liver, Pancreas, Meſentery, and In- 
teſtines ; when at the ſame Time the Mouths of the Meſen- 
teric Veins and the Lacteals are obſtructed. Or there may be 
an extraordinary Laxity of the Inteſtinal Fibres ; or, laſtly, it 
may ariſe from a Stoppage of other Excretions. Boer. It is 
frequently attended with Gripings. The Patient is weak, 
makes but little Urine, has a depreſſed Pulſe, a depraved Ap- 
petite, and is ſometimes feveriſh. 

In a Diarrhea ariſing from ſharp, fermenting Juices in the 
Prime Vie, which accelerate the periſtaltic Motion of the In- 
teſtines, the firſt Indication is to diſcharge the ſtimulating Mat- 
ter, which may be effected by a Doſe or two of Rhubarb, in 
the following . :

A bilizus Diarrhea ought not to be too ſuddenly ſtopped, but 
the Humours are to be corrected gradually; for which Purpoſe, 
a Scruple of Rhubarb, lightly toaſted, with a few Grains of 
Nitre, is very uſeful.

Oil of Nutmegs, either alone, or mixed with a Grain of Opium, 
and given in Broth, is very efficacious. The Humours are like 
wiſe corrected with thin Emulſions of Almonds, and white Poppy 
Seeds, with the Addition of Diacodium. 

When a Diarrhea is very obſtinate, after toaſted Rhubarb 
has been given for ſome Days, preſcribe a Sweat with a Drachm 
of new Venice Treacle, and twelve Grains of burnt Hart's-horn,

Of the CoL ERA Mognvus, or Vomiting and 
Looſeneſs. 


A Cholera, or Vomiting and Looſeneſs, is a ſudden, violent 
Purging upwards and downwards, proceeding from a con- 
vulſive Contraction of the Stomach and Inteſtines, cauſed by 


ſharp, cauſtic Matter, of various Kinds. Hoe, 
I; 
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It generally begins in Auguſt, and ſeldom reaches the firſt 


Week of September, unleſs it be a ſpurious Kind, which ariſes 
from Exceſs ; for though this is curedin the ſame Manner, yet 
it is a Diſeaſe of another Claſs. 

It diſcovers itſelf by enormous Vomiting, and a Voiding of viti- 
ated Humours by Stool, with great Trouble and Difficulty, 
There is a violent Pain, Inflation, and Diſtention of the Bel 
and Inteſtines, as alſo a Cardialgia and Thirſt ; the Pulſe is 

uick and frequent, ſmall and unequal ; there are Heat and 

nxiety; a moſt troubleſome Nauſea ; Sweating ; a Con- 
traction of the Legs and Arms; Fainting ; Coldneſs of the 
extreme Parts, and the like; which kill the Patient in twenty- 
four Hours. Sv. 

Though this Diſeaſe is generally preceded with acid, nidorous 
Belchings, pungentand cardialgic Painsin the Stomach and In- 
teſtines; yet ſoon after, all of a ſudden, and at the ſame Inſtant, 
the Vomiting and Looſeneſs make their Attack. The Remains 
of the laſt Meal are voided firſt ; afterwards b:il:ous Humours, 
mixed more or leſs with Mucus; then thoſe that are yellow, 
then æruginous, then black ; often exceeding acid, and almoſt 
corrofrue, together with frequent EruCtations and Wind, and 
ſometimes Blood itſelf. The Returns of the Evacuations are 
very frequent. Beſides, there are moſt acute, wringing, grip- 
ing, gnawing, biting Pains, with Inflation and Rumbling of the 
Inteſtines, chiefly above the Navel, and moſt racking Cardial- 
gias. As the Diſeaſe increaſes, the Thirſt becomes great ; the 
extreme Parts grow cold ; there is a Palpitation of the Heart, 
and then Hiccups; the Urine ſtops, and the Body is covered 
with a cold Sweat. It is common for the Patient to ſwoon 
| * and to fall into terrible Convulſions. 

here is no Diſeaſe, except the Plague and peſtilential Fevers, 

that kills ſooner than this, eſpecially if it attacks old Perſons, 
or Children, or ſuch as are weakened with Diſeaſes. The 
more cauſtic the Matter is which is voided, the more intenſe 
are the Thirſt and Heat, and the more certain the Danger. If 
it be black Bile, and mixed with black Blood, Death is inevitable. 
The Caſe is as bad when there are Faintings, Hiccups, Con- 
vulſions, Coldneſs of the extreme Parts, and cold Sweats. 
Nor is any Thing better to be expected from a Stoppage of the 
Evacuations, while the reſt of the Symptoms continue, But 
if the Vomiting ceaſes, and the Patient ſleeps ſoon after, or the 
Diſeaſe is protracted beyond the ſeventh Day, the Patient may 
* if he begins to break Wind downwards, it is a good 
ign.

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This Diſeaſe requires the moſt ſpeedy ¶Aſiſtance, and therefore 
the Phyſician cannot be called too ſoon, The Indications of 
Cure, are, 1. To correct and ſheath the morbific Matter, and 
to fit it for Evacuation, 2. To appeaſe the irregular ſpaſmodic 
Motions. 3. To ſtrengthen the nervous Parts which the Diſ- 
eaſe has weakened. HoFF, 

Boil a large Chicken in three Gallons of Water, that ſo there 
may be ſcarce any Taſte of the Fleſh, and give the Patient a 
large Quantity of it to drink; or, for want of it, warm Poſſet 
Drink; and alſo repeated Clyſters of the ſame Liquor; now and 
then an Ounce of Syrup of Violetsmay be added to the Draught 
or Clyſter. Theſe Operations may be completed in three or 
four Hours, and then a Paregoric will crown the whole. 

But if the Phyſician is not called in Time, and the Patient 
has been exhauſted with Vomiting and Purging for many 
Hours, and the extreme Parts begin to grow cold, then imme- 
diate Recourſe muſt be had to /iguid Laudanum in a larger Doſe; 
thus :

And when the Symptoms ceaſe, it is to be repeated Morning 
and Evening, till the Patient's Strength returns. SyD. 

Neither Cathartics nor Emetics, properly ſpeaking, are of Uſe 
in this Diſeaſe, but the Vomiting may be promoted by drinking 
a large Quantity of warm Water, mixed with freſh Butter or 
Oil, and the Purging by oily and emollient Clyſters. Or the 
Patient may drink ſmall Chicken Broth. Whey is of great 
Uſe to quench the Thirſt; to which may be added, the abſor- 
bent and teſtaceous Powders. Hop. 

If the Patient is not too much exhauſted, I make him drink 
plentifully of warm Water three or four Times, to dilute and 
blunt the Acrimony of the Humours, and to bring them up by 
Vomit: Then he muſt take as freely of a Decoction of Oat 
Bread, baked without Leaven or Yeaſt, carefully toaſted, 
without burning, as brown as of ; which Decoction ought 
to be of the Colour of weak Coffee. This is grateful to the 
dtomach, and I do not remember that any ever brought it up 
again, I always have uſed Oat Bread, but Wheat Bread or 
Vatmeal well toaſted may do. 

When the Patient is much exhauſted with Evacuations up- 
wards and downwards, I give him a large Draught of the De- 
coction ; and, when the Nauſea is pretty well ſettled, I order 
two-thirds of a Grain of Opium, more or leſs, according to 
tne Strength and Age of the Patient. K

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But if the Patient is convulſed, the extreme Parts cold, and 
the Pulſe weak and intermitting, twenty-five Drops of Liquid 
Laudanum, in an Ounce of ſirong Cinnamon Water, is more pro- 
per; and afterwards a Draught of any Wine in an equal Quan- 
tity of the Decoction. After this, he may take the Decoction 
to quench his Thirſt, and a little Wine now and then as a 
Cordial. 

To prevent a Relapſe, repeat the Opiate in a moderate 
Quantity for ſome Days, Morning and Evening; and Care 
mult be taken not to overload the Stomach, or to eat any Thing 
but what is of good Nouriſhment, eaty to digeſt, and grate- 
ful to the Stomach, 

The above Preſcription is to be uſed when the Patient is 
quite exhauſted, but in ordinary Caſes the DecoCtion itſelf 
may be truſted to. DouGLas. Med. Eſſays.

Of the DYSENTERY, or BLooDyY- FLUX. 


| A . o>/g begins with Shivering and Shaking, ſucceeded by 
| cat of the whole Body, which are followed by Griping 
of the Guts, and ſoon after by frequent voiding of ſlimy Stools, 
(with now and then one of the natural Kind,) attended with 
violent Pain, and a moſt troubleſome preſſing down or ſeem- 
ing Deſcent of all the Bowels, and this every Time the Pa- 
tient has a Stool. In Proceſs of Time, the Stools are mixt 
with Blood, and afterwards pure Blood is only evacuated, and 
the Inteſtines are affected with an incurable Gangrene. Yet 
ſometimes there has been no Blood through the whole Pro- 
greſs of the Diſeaſe. 
If the Patient is in the Flower of his Age, or has been 
heated with Cordials, he is very fevetiſh, his Tongue 18 
whitiſh, and beſet with a thick Mucus ; ſometimes it is black 
and dry; he becomes exceſſively weak, and is quite deſtitute 
of Spirits; Aphthæ, or a Thruſh, apycar-in his Mouth and 
Throat, eſpecially if the Evacuation of the morbific Matter 
has been prepoſterouſly prevented by Aſtringents, and the 
Fomes of the Diſeaſe has not been expelled Cathartic. 
Sometimes, when a Fever is abſent, the Gripes lead the Van, 
and the reſt of the Symptoms follow after. Syp. 

Before this Diſeaſe appears in its full Force, the Patient feels 
a Lafſitude of the Body, his Belly becomes tumid, and he com- 
plains of troubleſome Commotions therein. It generally 
begins with Coldneſs and Shivering, then Heat, a quick Fe

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and intenſe Thirſt. The painful Gripes either precede or im- 
mediately ſucceed the febrile Shivering. The Stools firſt con- 
fiſt of the inteſtinal Fæces, and Crudities and mucous Hu- 
mours ; ſoon after they are greaſy, and almoſt intirely olea- 
ginous ; and laſt of all, they are frothy, mixed with Blood, or 
an ulcerous Sanies, as alſo with Pellicles and Filaments. 
Thoſe, whoſe Stomachs are loaded with much indigeſted 
6 Matter, are troubled with a Nauſea, Reachings and Vomit- 
K ing; many have an intolerable Heartburn and Anxiety of the 
5 Præcordia. All are afflicted with a perpetual Deſire of going 
" to Stool, and ſuch a violent Teneſmus as is not ſeldom attended 
with a Procidentia Ani. 
1 In ſome, the extreme Parts are cold, while the inward ſeem 
if to burn, and a perpetual Senſe of Heat and a Pulſation torture 
the Inteſtines. To theſe ſucceed Hiccups, cold Sweats, a 
pale Countenance, waſting of the Body, Inflammations, and 
5 Aphthæ of the Fauces. At laſt, all Pain ceaſes at once, the 
Thirſt vaniſhes, the Stools come away inſenſibly with a cada- 
verous Stench, the Pulſe becomes ſlender, and Death is at 
hand. This Diſeaſe is often contagious. 
by Prognaſtics. Dyſenteries are dangerous to pregnant Women, 
ng to old Hen and Boys. There is Cn little Hope when it 
Is, attacks the Scorbutic, the Conſumptive, and the Cachedtic; thoſe 
ith that are weak and afflicted in Mind, or troubled with Worms. 
m- W When it begins with Vomiting, ſucceeded with Hiccups, there 
Da- is Danger of an Inflammation of the Stomach. Nor is the 
xt Caſe better when the Stools are green, black, mixed with Ca- 
nd WM runcles, and of a noiſome Stench. It is a fatal Omen when 
vet Clyſters are immediately returned, or the Anus ſo obſtinate] 
ro- cloſed that nothing can be injected, for it is a Sign of a Palſy 
of the Rectum. When the Pulſe is weak, the extreme Parts 
cold, and the inward burn, or are without Senſe, nothing 
good can be expected. When Swallowing is attended with a 
murmuring Noiſe, it ſhews the Approach of a Delirium, an 
Inflammation of the Fauces, Aphthe, or a Palſy of the whole 
Oefophagus. It is neceſſary to know, that this Diſeaſe ſome- 
times quickly terminates, eſpecially if there be a malignant 
Fever, and then it kills in ſeven, nine, or fourteen Days ; 
lometimes it does not ceaſe till the fortieth or upwards ; when 
it continues a long while, it either kills the Patient, or brings 
on a Dropſy, a Lientery, the Cœliac Paſſion, a Tabes or Hectic, 
which are incurable.

[The common Method of curing a Dyſentery, is firſt to Bleed, 
then to vomit with Tpecacuanha, afterwards to purge with Rhu- 
tarb, and laſt of all to give Aſtringents. 4H-fman directs a

drinking a large Quantity of warm Water after it. This 
Vomit is ſometimes to be repeated. It is the modern Practice, 
after the firſt Vomit, to give two or three Grains of Tpecac. 
every eight or ten Hours, in a Bolus, with Diaſcordium, or the 
like, with ſome proper Julep. Hoffman would have the Rhu- 
barb given in Subſtance, that is, half a Drachm in Powder ; 
Dener gives it twelve Hours after the Vomit, repeating it in 
' ſmall Doſes. Towne recommends the following, as the beſt 
Aſtringent, after the ſaid Evacuations :

Or if Loſs of Strength requires it, half a Pint of Sack may 
be boiled with a Quart of Water, which may be drank cold. 
After the third Purge, the Cure is to be perfected with Lauda- 
num taken twice or thrice in a Day, and a Clyſter of halt 2 
Pint of Milk and half an Ounce of Venice Treacle, which is to 
be injected now and then. 

When Bleeding, Vomiting, Rhubarb have proved inef- 
fectual, ſome Phyſicians have preſcribed the following Bolus

Mr. Ray, from the Information of Aubery, ſays, that the 
fungous Subitance between the Lobes of a Walnut, dried and 
owdered, and given in a moderate Quantity in Wine, cured 
the Engliſh Army of a terrible Dyſentery in Ireland, when all 
other Remedies failed. He adds, that others have recommend- 
ed it as a Cure for a Pleuriſy, by giving a Drachm of it two or 


three Pimes. . 
7 Juſſieu ſays, a thick yellow Bark, called Simaruba, has been 
found ſucceſsful in the Cure of a Dyſentery. The Doſe is a 
; third Part of a Quart of a Decoction made with two Drachms of 


the Bark. And Cramer aſſures us, we may depend upon the 
ſame Effect from the Decoction of common M:!let- Seed, called 
St. Ambroſe's Syrup, which Luther looked upon as a Cure for 
the Colic. Count Argenton took it firſt by his Advice, merely 
to quench his Thirſt, in the Manner of Tea, by which Means 
he got rid of his Thirſt and Dyſentery in twelve Hours Time. 
However, he obſerves, that Univerſals are to be premiſed; and 
that Jpecacuanha is to be given to an Adult in larger Doſes 
than common, that 1s, two Scruples and five Grains. If the 
Patient is forced to riſe in the Night more than twice, the 
Vomit is to be repeated the next Day, which generally did the 
Buſineſs without a third. By this Means he cured ſome Thou- 
ſands in the Hungarian Army. But if the Diſeaſe is continued 
above four, or eight, or fourteen Days, Emetics ate of no Uſe. 
Another Specific is the Vitrium Antimonii ceratum, which has 
been in uſe for ſome Time, but was kept a Secret till it was 
communicated by Dr. Young, of Edinburgh, to the Public. 


The Manner of preparing it is as follows : 


Take of Glaſs of Antimony in Powder, one Ounce; Bees-HMax 
one Drachm; melt the Wax in an Iron Ladle, then add the 
Powder ; ſet them on a ſlow Fire without Flame, for the 
Space of half an Hour, continually ſtirring them with a 
Spatula ; then take it from the Fire; pour it upon a Piece 
of clean white Paper, powder it, and keep it for Uſe. 


Ca- This Quantity loſt a Drachm of its Weight in the Prepara- 
ton; the Glaſs melts in the Wax with a very flow Fire. After 

my i bas been about twenty Minutes on the Tire, it begins to 
D d 2 | change 
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change the Colour, and in ten more becomes near the Colour 
of Snuff; which is a Mark of its being ſufficiently prepared, 

The ordinary Doſe for an Adult is ten or twelve Grains ; but 
for greater Safety, I commonly begin with fix; to a /trong 
Man I have commonly given a Scruple, which has worked 
very mildly. To weakly Conſtitutions I give five or ſix Grains, 
increaſing the Doſe afterwards according to the Operation, 
To a Boy of ten Years of Age I give three or four Grains; to a 
Child of three or four Years, two or three. 

I have given it in Dy/enteries with or without a Fever, whether 
epidemic or not; and I have found it ſucceſsful where Bleed- 
ing and Vomits have been premiſed, and where they are not. 

never give Opiates in the Beginning, eſpecially where 
there is great Sickneſs; becauſe, though Opiates give Relief to 
ſome, yet at other Times I have thought both the Sickneſs 
and Purging increaſed the following Day. I never began with 
a larger Dole than ten Grains, becauſe it frequently operates 
as violently at firſt as twenty Grains at laſt, even upon the 
ſame Patient. | | 

In its Operation, it ſometimes makes the Patient ſick and 
vomits ; it purges almoſt every Perſon ; but I have known it to 
cure without any Evacuation or Sickneſs ; nay, in violent Dyſ- 
enteries, the Stools are /efs frequent with it, than without it, 

If it purges ſufficiently, or fatigues the Patient, I intermit a 
Day or two between each Doſe. I have cured ſome with one 
Doſe, but have been obliged to give others five or ſix, eſpecially 
when the firſt Doſes have been too mild. After the ſecond or 
third Doſe the Stools are ſeldom bloody, the Gripes and Sick- 
neſs abate much, and the mucous 1888 grow leſs viſcid. Give 
it on an empty Stomach, for then I think it operates moſt mildly. 

Forbid drinking any Thing after it for three Hours, unleſs the 
Patient is very ſick or diſpoſed to vomit, in which Caſe give 
warm Water as in other Vomits. Beware of giving it for a 
Diarrbæa in the End of a Conſumption. I have cured other 
Diarrhceas of a long ſtanding with large Doſes of it ; but it has 
failed oftner here than in Dyſenteries. 

I forbid the Uſe of all fermented Liquors, and recommend 
a Milk-Diet, with Rice or Bread; Chicken Broth or Water- 
Gruel. I give nothing cold unleſs a Tea-ſpoonful of Jelly of 
Hart's-horn as often as the Patient requires it ; and ſometimes 
I indulge them with the Jelly of Currants to refreſh their 
Tongues. | ; 

It may be given ſafely to pregnant IVamen ; and to ſucking 
Children you may give half a Grain, Mr 
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Mr. Paiſley, Surgeon at Glaſgow, ſpeaks of it thus: At firſt I 


gave only ſeven Grains for a Doſe, which was gradually in- 
creaſed to fourteen, to ſuch as were judged ſtrong enough to 
bear it; making it into a Bolus with Conſerv. Roſar. Diaſcor- 
dium or Theriac. Edinenſ. allowing for Drink Water-Gruel with 
or without Milk; at other Times Emulſions, Tea, or weak 
Brath; and always an Opiate after the Operation. It ſome- 
times vomited, always purged without Griping, or but very 
ently. When it vomited, it made the Patient ſick before the 
. ; but the Sickneſs went off as ſoon as the Medicine 
worked downwards. 

As the Diſeaſe was epidemic, and attended with a Fever at 
the Beginning, I firſt of all bled the Patient, and gave the 
Powder every other Day, and in the intermediate Days a light 
Cordial, and if there was great Pain in the lower Belly or 
Rectum, an emollient Clyſter. 

Four or five Doſes, when taken in Time, perfected the 
Cure; but where the Diſeaſe was of long ſtanding, I have 
uſed twelve or fifteen Doſes, and never once ſaw any bad Ef- 
fect from it. 

I have tried it in Diarrhæas, Dyſenteries, and Colic Pains 
from Viſcidities in the Inteſtines, and found it a ſafe, eaſy Pur- 
gative, ſometimes a gentle Emetic, and a ſurer and ſpeedier Cure 
than by the common Methods. 

Mr. Gordon, Surgeon at ry e ſpeaks thus of it : In the 
Harveſt Time, 1736, many People were carried off with a 
Diarrhe&a and a Dyſentery ; upon which I tried the Stibium Ce- 
ratum, and never miſſed of Succeſs in ſome Hundreds, except 
in one or two Caſes, where the Patients were quite exhauſted 
before they took it. | 

I prepared it as fine as Calomel uſually is; three Grains is a 
Doſe ; I never exceeded five. One or two Doſes frequently 
perfected the Cure, I ſeldom gave three. It was taken in the 
Morning, and was often two Hours before it operated ; ſome 
it only purged, others it purged and vomited, making them 
lick for fix or eight Hours. A good Doſe of Opium was al- 
ways given at Night. 

Mr. Stephen gave firſt two Grains for a Doſe, and increaſed 
a Grain every Dole ; giving an Opiate at Night. Cf an hun- 
dred and ninety Patients he loſt but one, who turned Hectic, 
and died about the thirty-ſixth Day. He never gave it where 
there was a ſirong Fever, a betic Diſpeſition, or a colliguative 
Diarrhea, 

Dr. Pringle gives the Hiſtory of two remarkable Cures, but 
too long to be inſerted. Mr. Brewn of Dalkeith ſays a Man 
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about Forty was ſo reduced by a Dyſentery, that he could 
ſcarce walk or fit upright. The common Method being tried 
in vain, he took three Doſes of the Powder, of nine Grains 
ey other Day, which, with a proper Regimen, performed 
a Cure, 

One of Eighteen had ſtruggled with this Diſeaſe three 
Months, with Gripes and Loss of Appetite; after Bleeding, 
he took three Doſes of ſix Grains each, which ſuppreſſed, but 


did not entirely remove the Dyſentery; but three Doſes more 
of nine Grains effectually carried it off. 


The following Caſes are from Profeſſor Simpſon. 


One Fervey, upwards of Twenty, had a ſevere Dyſentery ; 
he had ſcarce any Interruption in his Purging, attended with 
reat Anguiſh and Sickneſs, by which he was greatly reduced, 
18 him fourteen Grains, which made him eaſier in twenty- 
four Hours, The next Day he had a Cly/ter of Whey and Ca- 
maennile Flowers, but grew worſe. The third Day he took ano- 
ther Doſe without Succeſs, which I aſcribed to his catching 
Cold in going to Stool, Two Days after I perſuaded him to 
a third Doſe, and he was ſo ſenſible of the good Effects of it, 
that he took a fourth, which relieved him moſt of all. I or- 
dered a fifth, to prevent a Relapſe. 

A Woman had a Dyſentery for ten Days, with Horror, 
Gripes, Sickneſs, &c. Len Grains given every other Day for 
three Times recovered her. 

A young Lady took ſeven Grains of the Mercur. præcip. 
Fart. for a Vomit, at Eight in the Morning, which by Eleven 
had operated five Times. She continued ſick for twelve Hours, 
and then began to vomit and purge, which continued till the 
next Morning. Then ſhe took /:quid Laudanum, which eaſed 
her that Day, but the next, her Pur ing returned with Blood 
and Gripes. I gave her ſix Grains of the anti-dyſenteric Pow- 
der. It was ſix . before ſhe had a Stool, which was free 
from Blood and of its natural Form. | 

A Boy of Fourteen had a Dyſentery for a whole Year; | 
gave him a Doſe of ſix Grains: His firſt Stools were blood); 
'the ſecond Day he was eaſy; the third, his Stools were again 
bloody; the fourth, he had a ſecond Doſe, but did not purge, 
and was free from Gripes. The next Day his Stools appeared 
to form, though interſperſed with Blood, which, after this, 
diſappeared, I gave him two Doſes more, to prevent a Relapſe: 


An old Man of Seventy was cured of a ſevere Attack with 
two Doſes of ſix Grains each. 


A Wo- 


firſt Doſe leſſened his 
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A Woman, in the fifth Month of her Pregnancy, had a vie- 
lent Dyſentery and Teneſmus. The third Doſe cured the Dyſen- 
tery, and Chyters of Milk and Camomile Flowers the Teneſmus. 

One who fell into a Dyſentery through Fatigue and Cold, 
was quite cured by three Doſes. 

Another was cured by three Doſes of fix Grains each. 

February iſt, 1737, the Dyſentery proved epidemic. I cured 
a great Number by this Medicine, and none required above a 
third Doſe. . 

I gave it to a Woman the tenth Day after Child-bed with 
Succeſs, 

One Woman, who was brought very low by the Diſeaſe, 
drank under it large Quantities of cold Water, and died. Her 
Huſband at the ſame Time recovered by its Uſe. 

In Ur ERNIE HEMORRHAGES it has been equally ſucceſsful. 
One Simon, after a Miſcarriage of three Months, continued 
Flooding eaſily for four Weeks. On the fifth it was ſo vio- 
lent that ſhe fainted perpetually, and ſeemed ready to expire. 
Upon taking ſix Grains the Flux abated in half an Hour, and 
in leſs than four Days ſhe was quite free from her Diſeaſe. 

I gave it to an old Woman in a Uterine Hemorrhage, which 
had been for ſome Time familiar to her, with equal Succeſs. 

Another Woman miſcarried, but the After-Birth did not 
come away. Blood continued to ooze from her for three 
Months ; at length it increaſed ſo much, that ſhe had an 
Evacuation of a 8 at a Time, with Faintings and great 
Uneaſineſs. Six Grains of the Powder gave her more Diſturb- 
ance than I had found it do in any other Caſe. A 2 Quan- 
tity of the Placenta came away, loaded with Grape-like Hydatides. 

A Man of Seventy had been troubled with Gripes for eight 
Months, with now and then a Looſeneſs. He at length void- 
ed two or three Gills of Blood in a Day. After continuin 
thus for five Days, I gave him fix Grains of the Powder ; the 

Flux, the ſecond quite cured him. 
Bontius, in his Account of the Diſeaſes of the Eaft-Tndtes,

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Of the HEeaDp-ACH 


N þ HE Head- Ach is a moſt troubleſome Senſation in the ner- 
vous Membranes of the Head, produced by various 
Cauſes, and attended with different Symptoms, according to 


ts different Degrees, and the Place where it is ſeated, 
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The moſt common Seat of this Diſeaſe is the Pericranium, 4 
Membrane which inveſts the Skull, coheres with the Muſcles 


next the Skull, and is joined to the Dura Mater by ſome Fi- 
bres which paſs through the Sutures, It is a thin nervous 
Membrane of exquiſite Senſe. It may likewiſe be in the Skin 
that covers the Skull, and in the Dura Mater; this laſt but 
ſeldom happens; but when it does, it is very dangerous. 
There may likewiſe be a very acute Pain in the thin Mem- 
brane which covers the Sinus of the Os Frontis. 

If the Head-Ach be light, and affects a particular Part of 
the Head, it is called Cephalalgia; if the whole, Cephalæa; if 
one Side only, Hemicrania ; if there is a fixed Pain on the 
Forehead, which may be covered with the End of the Thumb, 
it is called Clauus hy/tericus. i 

The general Cauſe of the Head- Ach is a Hindrance of the 
free Circulation of the Blood through the Veſſels of the Head; 

When the Blood ruſhes with Impetuoſity, and in too great 


Plenty into the Membranes, which may happen to the Pe- 


thoric, to thoſe whoſe uſual Bleeding at the Noſe is ſuppreſſed, 
and to young Perſons, there is a Pain in the whole Head, 
which becomes hot, ſwells, achs, and looks red; the Veſſels 
ſwell, and there is a ſtrong Pulſation in thoſe of the Neck 
and Temples, The Noſtrils are dry and parched, there is a 
burning Heat and Drought in the Fauces. 

When the Veſſels of the Head are ſtuffed with a mucous Se- 
rum from a Steppage of the Running of the Noſe, then there 
is a heavy, obtuſe, preſſing Pain, chiefly in the Fore-part of 
the Head, in which there feems to be ſuch a Weight, that the 
Patient can ſcarce hold it up. Sometimes the Skin is ſo ſwel- 
led, that it will pit. | 

Sometimes it happens from the ſcrous, ſharp, cauſtic Mat- 
ter of the French Diſeaſe, which infeſts the Pericranium, and 
often cauſes a Caries in the Skull. 

Sometimes it may proceed from Matter of a ſaline cauſtic 
Nature, driven back from the external Parts; as, in the 
Gout, Iich, Eryſipelas of the Head, Gutta roſacea; in the Small- 
Pox and Meafies, before the morbid Matter is expelled to the 
outward Skin, or, which is worſe, when it is driven back. 
In theſe Caſes, when a ſmall Quantity of cauſtic Matter 
cauſes the Pain, it rather proceeds from a violent Stricture of 
the Membranes than from their Diſtenſion. 

There is likewite a moſt violent, fixcd, conſtant, and al- 
molt intolerable Head- Ach, which brings on a Debility both of 
Body and Mind, hinders Sleep, diſturbs Digeſtion, deſtroys the 
Appetite, cauſ.s à Fertige, Dimneſs of Sight, , 2 
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Noiſe in the Ears, Convulſion, and the Epilepſy ; and, by Con- 
ſent of the other nervous Parts of the Body, produces Vomit- 
ing, Coſtiveneſs, Coldneſs of the extreme Parts, and the 
Countenance of a dying Perſon. 

Sometimes the Haad. Ach is ſymptomatic, and attends upon 
continual and intermitting Fevers, and eſpecially the Suartan; 
jrregular Flawoing of the Menſes, the hypochondriac 52 and 
the like. A Hemicrania generally proceeds from a Fault in the 
Stomach, from Crudities or Indigeſtion, and commonly ap- 
pears when Digeſtion is performed. 

The Head-Ach ts not always without Danger : If the Cauſe of 
thePainis within the Skull, and is violent and conſtant, attended 
with a Fever, and want of Sleep, it portends a Phrenſy. If it 
ſuddenly attacks the Hypochondriac, or thoſe that are prone to 
Melancholy, eſpecially if preceded by a violent Paſſion of the 
Mind, and deprives the Patient of Sleep and Appetite, and is 
joined to Difficulty of Hearing, and an internal Pulſation of the 
Veſſels, and all theſe without a Fever, it preſages Madneſs. 
But when the Pain inthe Head is ſudden, and very acute, with a 
Noiſe in the Ears, difficult Walking, a Weakneſs of the Knees, 
an Impediment and Slownels in Speech, it is the Forerunner of 
an Apoplexy or a Palſy; in which laſt the Pain is greater on the 
well Side than the diſeaſed, becauſe the latter has loſt all Senſa- 
tion*, When young Perſons have frequent Head-Achs, it is a 
Sign they will hereafter be afflicted with the Gout, . 

The Curative Indications are, 1. To divert the Impetus of 
the Blood and Humours from the Head, and to diſcuſs them by 
ſuitable Remedies. 2. To relax the ſpaſtic Strictures of the 
Membranes of the Head, the Cauſe of which is a ſharp Cauſtic 
Matter, that the Fluids may have a freer Circulation. 3. To 
correct the peccant Matter, and evacuate it gently through the 
molt convenient Emunctories. 4. To prevent a Return, by 
ſtrengthening the whole nervous Syſtem by proper Remedies, 
and eſpecially by an accurate Diet, and a ſuitable Regimen. 

When the Blood ruſhes to the Head in too great Guantity, 
Bleeding is neceſſary, more particularly ander the Tongue, in the 
Forehead, in the 8 or by Leeches behind the Ears. If 
the Body abounds with too much Blood, it will be beſt to bleed 
in the Ancle firſt, and the next Day, or the Day after, in a Vein 
about the Head. But firſt of all cleanſe the Body by an emol- 


* I was very lately a very unhappy Witneſs to the Truth of this 
Obſervation: An Apothecary in my Company was ſuddenly ſtruck 
with a Palſy on the left Side of his Body. He complained as well as he 
could of a Pain in the right Side of his Head, and a great Tingling in 
the Paralytic Side. His Memory was almoſt N loſt. 1 
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lient Clyſter, or by giving an Infuſion of Rhubarb and Manna, 
with Cream of Tartar. 

To reftrain the Orgaſm 6 Blood, it will be proper to give 
a diaphoretic and abſorbent Mixture, with diaphoretic Anti mony, 
purified Nitre, burnt Hart's-horn, and Diacodium, diluted with a 


ſufficient Quantity of ſuitable ſimple diſtilled Waters. Or the 
following Emulſion : |

But if the Head- Ach proceeds from a coprous vitiated Serum, 
ſtagnating in the Membranes, either within or without the Skull, 
with a dull, heavy, continual Pain, which will neither yield to 
Bleeding, nor gentle Laxatives, then more powerfui Remedies 


are required to diſſolve the thick glutinous Humours, and to 
carry them off by Stool.

On the Days theſe Pills are taken, let the Patient take nothing 
but thin Broths. After three Days they may be repeated again, 
When the vitiated Serum has been ſufficiently evacuated, then 

we /trengthening Remedies, mixed with Diuretics. At the 
; 0d Time the Patient ſhould uſe Exerciſe to make him ſweat, 
with ftrong Frictions, and ſuch Aliment and Liquors as tend 
to rromote a Diſcharge by Urine. 

If this Method fails of Succeſs, apply a Bliſter, made with an 
Ounce of the Emplaſtrum attrahens, and a Drachm of Cantharides, 
adding a few Grains of Camphire. It may be of the Size of a 
Crown Piece, and applied to the Nape of the Neck ; it ſhould 
be often renewed, and continued for a long Time. When the 
Difeaſe is evident to the Sight and Touch, from the Serum ſtag- 
nating under the Skin of the Head, a Bliſſer may be laid all over 
the Head with great Advantage. | 
When there 1s an intenſe Pain remaining fixed in one Place, 
lying pretty deep in the Membranes, the Herb Ranunculus, uſed 
as a Veſicatory, has a wonderful Efficacy. It is the upright Mea- 
dito Crawfoot, with Leaves like the Anemone, and, if taſted, is 
extremely biting to the Tongue. The Leaves muſt be bruiſed 
in a Marble Mortar, and the Part, if hairy, ſhaved ; then a /{ict- 
ing Plaiſitr is to be laid on it, With a Hole about the Bir of 1 
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Silver Penny, and the Leaves over that; juſt in the ſame Man- 
ner as a Cauſtic, This is an Experiment of Cheſnau's; and I 
have had the like Succeſs, by mixing equal Parts of volatile Sal 
Ammoniac, and Powder of Muſtard Seed, laying it on the Part 
in the ſame Manner. 

When it is cauſed by a Suppreſſion of a Coryza, or Running 
of the Noſe, a Smelling-Bottle of volatile Salts ſhould be held 
trequently thereto. Or the Patient may take Herb Snuff, with 
8 Addition made of Flowers of Benjamin, and Powder of 
Cloves. 

When the Head- Ach ariſes from a corrupted Maſs of Blood, 
and an impure Serum, as in the Scurvy, and Lues Venerea, a De- 
coction of the Moods, with crude Antimony, may be ſerviceable, 
after Evacuations, with the Pills recommended above. Faftin 
a Day now and then, with Labour and Exerciſe, will likewiſe be 


uſeful ; as alſo a Sudorific; for which Purpoſe, I adviſe the 
following Powder : |

ceeds from profuſe Evacuations of the Menſes, or Hæmorrhoids, 
thoſe Fluxes muſt be reduced within bounds. 
Tf the Head-Ach is /o intolerable as to endanger the Patient's 
Life, or is attended with continual Watching, Fainting Fits, a 
Fever, an Inflammation, or a Delirium, Recourſe muſt be im- 
mediately had to Opiates, with native Cinnabar, after a Cly/ter 
has been firſt given. Externally, I know nothing more effica- 
cious than the following Liniment :

When there is an intolerable Pain in the Sinuſes of the Noſe, 
or the boney Sinuſes of the Head, produced by an Extravaſation 
of ſome Fluid, the only Cure is Scarification of the Noſtrils, or 
eauſing the Noſe to bleed with a Straw ſuddenly thruſt 3 
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If there is an Extravaſation under the Pericranium, and the 
Humour is ſo ſharp as to begin to render the Bone carious, then 
Recourſe muſt be had to an Incifion, as in a Whitloe. 

In ſome Kinds of Head-Ach, it will be proper to open the 
frontal Vein. | 

Some adviſe Bleeding in the Temporal Artery, but this I have 


never tried, becauſe Bleeding in the Jugular Vein will anſwer 


the ſame End; but if any think it expedient to open a Vein in 
the Temples, it is ſafeſt near the Articulation of the lower Jaw. 
When the Patient's Strength will not bear the Loſs of Blood, 


- temperate Pediluvia will be beneficial, and ſtrong Frictions of 


the Feet with a coarſe Cloth ; as alſo Cataplaſms of Horſe Ra- 
diſh and Salt laid thereto. 

If the Head- Ach ariſes from a ſudden Orgaſm in the Blood, 
proceeding from Heat, Exerciſe, or Labour, ae of an 
Kind are not then proper; but rather cooling Draughts, with 
Nitre. HoFF. 

Camphire, diſſolved in on, cephalic Spirit, and ſnuffed up 
the Noſtrils, will allay the Pain in the Head. GROENVELT. 
Or he ps of Ground-Tvy. Rav. Marum Syriacum is al- 
moſt a Specific in an obſtinate Head-Ach ; the Doſe is half a 
Drachm. ANoN. 


Of the HEART-BUR x. 


HE Heart-Burn is a Pain more or leſs violent about the 
1 Pit of the Stomach, with Anxiety, a Nauſea, and often a 
Reaching, or actual Vomiting. 

The Cauſes are vitiated Humours in the Stomach, vellicatin 
and gnawing the Stomach itſelf, or its /eft Orifice, which the 
Ancients call Cardia. Hoffman thinks the right Orifice, that is, 
the Pylorus, is the Seat of this Diſeaſe. The Stomach thus ir- 
ritated, a painful Senſation is excited, and ſpaſmodic Conſtriftions, 
which occaſion a Nauſea and Vomiting. But common Heart- 
Burns are generally without Vomiting. "The Heart-Burn may 
al ſo proceed from Mind and Indigeſtion, and now and then from 
Worms; but more frequently from Congęſtions of Blood about the 
Stomach, which may happen to thoſe who are full of Blood, 
but more eſpecially to the Hypochondriac and Hyſteric, when 
vomiting of Blood not ſeldom enſues. It may likewiſe accom- 
pany acute Fevers, but eſpecially the Malignant. 

he Cure of a common Heart-Burn from Indigeſtion, and the 


Acrimony of the Contents of the Stomach, which chiefly hap- 
pens 
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pens in a Morning with Wind, may be performed only by drink- 
ing Tea or Coffee ; or a Decoction of Camomile Flowers; as alſo 
by taking Bitters, or a Drachm of Powder of Orange Peel, or Ca- 
mamile Flowers, in a ſmall Glaſs of Wine made pretty hot, and 
ſweetened with Sugar. The te/taceous and abſorbent Powders 
are excellent in this Caſe ; ſuch as the Tabellz Cardialgiæ, or 
Lozenges for the Heart-Burn, which may be carried in the 
Pocket, and taken at Pleaſure; about a Drachm is ſufficient for 
a Doſe, The following Julap will anſwer the ſame End :

If the Cardialgia proceeds from a Congeſtion of Blood, and the 
painful Spaſms then arifing, Bleeding will be convenient, and 
Emetics hurtful.

T HE Tooth- Ach is cauſed by impure Serum, which corrodes 

and rends the Ligaments and nerveo-glandulous Coats, by 
which the Roots of the Teeth are kept firm in their Sockets, 
and wherewith they are inveſted. 

It is a kind of Rheumatic Diſorder ; for we have often ob- 
ſerved that Pains of the Joints and Shoulders have ſhifted to the 
Side of the Head, and have invaded the Teeth and Gums with 
violent Pain. On the contrary, Pains of the Head and Teeth 
have fallen into the Arms and Shoulders. 

The Seat of the Toth- Ach may alſo be in the Cavity or inter- 
nal Parts of the Teeth themſelves, that is, in the little veſcular 
Cord compoſed of the nervous Membrane, an Artery, a Vein, 
and a Lymphatic Veſſel, which may either be diſtended by flag- 
nating Serum, or be affected with a 4 
if the Tooth is carious, and the Caries reaches the ſaid Cord. 

As in the Gout there is a Pain, Redneſs, a Tumour,and a 
little Fever, ſo they ſometimes appear with the Tooth- Ach. 
There is alſo frequently a copious Diſcharge of Saliva, which 
proceeds from a 258 +4 Spaſm, which conſtringes the Lympha- 
tic and Venous Veſſels. 

As the Rheumatiſm appears in temperate, and a ſudden 
Change of Weather; ſo it is with the Tooth-Ach, eſpecially 
when the Weather js hot and cold by Fits. 

The whole Intention of Cure conſiſts in deriving and diverting 
the impure ſcorbutic Serum from the Head, then carrying it 
off through proper Emunctories; and afterwards in ſtrengthen- 
ing the Parts. 

This 


aſtic Conſtriction, eſpecially 
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This is to be done by "rug emollient, e Clyfters ; 
by warm Pediluvia of ain Water and Wheat Bran, with 
2 Soap, and uſed juſt before Bed · time; by Laxatives of 
Manna and Caſſia diſſolved in Whey, or Aſſes Milk, or mineral 
Waters. If the Patient is plethoric, or full of Blood, Bleeding 
in the Foot will derive the Humours from the Head. 

Sudorific Remedies are alſo proper, but more eſpecially an 
Electuary made of Rob of Elder Berries, burnt Hart's-horn, 
diaphoretic Antimony, and a few Grains of Nitre, which can- 
not be too highly praiſed. Or an Ounce of the Rob may be 
taken in Broth to promote a Diaphoreſis; and it may be uſed 
externally, diſſolved in Beer, in the Manner of a Gargle, which 
will yield immediate Relief to the Patient, 

When the Patient is ſubject to Catarrhs, is ſcorbutic or cac- 
beftic, then mineral Waters are moſt proper ; and if the Patient 
is of a weak bilious Conſtitution, the Water ſhould be mixed 
with Ages Milk. 

Outwardly may be applied Bags, filled with paregoric and 
emollient Species, ſuch as Elder, Melilot, and Camomile Flowers, 
Bay and Juniper- Berries, Carraway and Millet Seeds, and decre- 
pitated Salt, They muſt be laid on warm, and are very ſafe. 

A Drop or two of Oil of Cloves, or Box, applied to a carious 
Tooth with Cotton, are Medicines not to be deſpiſed. Campho- 
rated Spirit of Wine mixed with Saffron, Caſtor, and Opium, 
made intoa Liniment, and laid to the Gums and hollow Teeth, 
often gives the Patient Eaſe. | 

When the Tooth- Ach proceeds from a rotten, hollow Tooth, 
it will be beſt to burn the little nervous Cord, which is the Seat 
of the Pain, with an actual Cautery ; and then the Cavity ma 
be filled ub with a Mixture of Nax and Maſtich. I have 
known this attended with great Succeſs. 

If this cannot, or is not permitted to be done, the onl 
Remedy left is to have the Tooth drawn. But if the Patient is 
plethoric, it will be ſafeſt to bleed firſt, for fear of a fatal Hæ- 


morrhage. 


Wen every thing elſe fails, I have had great Succeſs from 
the following Pills :

Some 1 
recommend a fmall Plaſter of Tacamahac laid on the Side of

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the Face, upon the Articulation of the Jaw-Bone, or upon the 
Temples. 

But above all which I have hitherto known, the Root of [ris 
Iutza, or the Yellow Water Flower de Luce, rubbed upon the 
Tooth that is painful, or the Root itſelf chewed in the Mouth, 
in an Inſtant, as if by a Charm, drives away the Pains of the 
Teeth, ariſing from what Cauſe foever. The Perſon who re- 
commended it to me had tried it forty Times at leaſt, with 
Succeſs, I have tried it myſelf, and many others have done 
the ſame by my Recommendation, and J hardly ever knew it 
fail. ALLEN. 

It is now become a Practice, eſpecially in France, upon draw- 
ing a ſound Tooth, to replace it in its Socket; where, with 
proper Precautions, it will faſten again. Muſgrave is the firſt 
that I know of who recommends this Practice. After the Ex- 
traction of the Tooth, he adviſes a Gargle of Honey, mixed 
with the Juice of the Herb Mercury, common Salt, and Spring 
Vater, and then to put it in its former Place; and adds, it will 
become more uſeful than before. : 

The French Operators have improved this Hint; and when 
the Tooth is rotten, or otherwiſe unfit to be replaced, they 
but another ſound human Tooth in the Room of it, when it 
can be had ; otherwiſe one of any other Animal, that is of a 
Size ſuitable for the Purpoſe. 

De la Matte, in the Tooth-Ach, adviſes to make a ſmall 
round ſticking Plaiſter, about the Bigneſs of a Silver Groat, 
and to put a flat Bit of Opium in the Middle of it, of a Size not 
to prevent the Adheſion of the other. This is to be laid on the 
Artery near the Cavity of the Ear, where the Pulſation is moſt 
ſenſible. He affirms, there are few Cales that this will not 


relieve.

HE Ear- Ach is a grievous Pain in the Meatus Auditorius, 

or Cavity of the E proceeding from a ſharp, extrava- 

ſated Serum, affecting the nervous Membrane which lines the 
Meatus Auditorius. 

This Diſorder frequently attacks thoſe who are ſubject to 
rheumatic and ſerous Defluxions ; or it may ariſe from a ſudden 
Suppreſſion of Sweat, or from the Head being expoſed to cold 
Winds when it is moiſt wyth Sweating. The Cauſe is often an 
Inflammation or Ulcer of the Ear, attended with a remarkable 


Heat, 
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Heat, and tenſive beating Pain, a Redneſs, a Fever, and even 
ſometimes a Delirium. Sometimes it is excited by Worms, 
and then there is a wandering, cutting, gnawing Pain, 

The Ear-ach is ſometimes a Symptom of acute Fevers, when 
the morbific Matter is tranſlated to the Ear, as in the Hungaric 
Diſeaſe, when Deafneſs, or Difficulty of Hearing, ariſes. When 
it happens in the Declenſion of a Fever, it is a certain Sign of 
Recovery; but then the Diſorder is in the internal Part F 
the Ear, and the auditory Nerve. When the Matter is tranſ- 
lated to the external Part, then the Ear-ach ariſes, which, 
unleſs ſpeedily appeaſed, may deprive the Patient of Life. 
Thoſe who have the Ear-ach from a Fall, and a ſanious Matter 
runs out of the Ear, are all carried off. 

The principal Scope is to eaſe the Pain, which may be done 
with nitrous and cinnabarine Powders, and with Emulſions of 


the greater cold Seeds; but if theſe are ineffectual, we muſt 


have Recourſe to Opiates, ſuch as the Styrax Pills, or the The- 
baic Tincture. 

Outwardly, lay a Plaiſter to the Temple of the affected Side, 
compoſed of Maſtich, Galbanum, Saffron, expreſſed Oil of Nut- 
megs, and Opium. Afﬀterwards let the Ear be held over the 
Vapour of Milk, with the fragrant and emollient Species. 
Alſo, fil! a Heg's Bladder with the Decoction of Milk, of 
Flowers of Mallotus, Mullein, Elder, Mellilet, Camomile, Lin- 


feed, and a little Saffron, and apply it to the Part affected. Like- 


wiſe the Smoke of Tobacco blown into the Ear, and an Infuſion 
of Millepedes in Sallad Oil, are thought to be of great Efficacy 
when the Inflammation is cauſed by a ſharp Serum. HoFF, 

Camphorated Spirit of Wine, eſpecially with Saffron, made 
aber” erz and a few Drops of it put into the Ear with Cot- 
ton Wool, is a great Reſolvent; it ſhould alſo be rubbed into 
the Parts behind the Ear. Or Oil of Almonds with Camphire 
may be uſed in the fame Manner; laying over either of them 
a het Bag filled with reſolvent Herbs, as Sage, Penny Royal, Wild 
Thyme, Wild Marjoram, Camomile Flowers, Florentine Orris, 
Fennel and Caraway Seeds, with Camphire. When the Patient 
is plethoric, Bleeding is convenient. 
The moſt violent Ear- ach, from taking cold, may be infal- 
libly cured, in a very ſhort Time, by applying the Ear cloſe 
to the Mouth of a bellied Jug, filled with a hot ſtrong De- 
coction of Camomile Flowers 

When the Inflammation will not reſolve, a Pultice of white 
Bread and Milk, or Onions roaſted under the Cinders, or the 
like, may be often laid hot to the Part affected, till it breaks, 
or the Abſceſs is evident to the Eye. HEISTER.

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If the Ear-ach is cauſed by any Thing got into the Ear, it 
will be beſt to relax the Membranes, by Oil of Almonds, and | 
then cauſe the Patient to fneeze, which forces it out, as I 
have often experienced. 

When there is a copicrs Flux from the Ear, after an Abſceſs, 
the Humours muſt be diverted by gentle Laxatives, Blifters, 
Cupping, and Pediluvia, if the Patient is an Adult. It ſhould 
not be ſuddenly ſtopped by Externals. | 

When a Pain in the Ear ariſes in acute Fevers, with a Swel- 
ling of the Parotid Glands, nothing yields more ſpeedy Aſſiſt- 
ance than Cupping iu the Neck with Scarification, and an emol- 
lient Pultice of fat Figs, Saffron, Honey, Juice of roaſted 
Onions, and white Lily Root, applied to the Part affected. 
Forms may be enticed out of the Ear by warm new Milk, or 
killed with Oil of Wormwood or Almonds, 
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Of the STONE in the GALL-BLADDER, | 


H E Signs of it are a fixed Pain in the right Hypochondrium | 
in the Region of the Liver, which is conſtant, preſſing, 
heavy, and ſometimes acute; often attended with an ill Colour 
in the Face, The Pain ſometimes reaches to the Epigaſtric 
Region, and the Pit of the Stomach; and the Exacerbation 1s 
ſo great, at certain Intervals, that the Gripes and Torture x 
aftect the whole Cavity of the Abdomen ; joined with Inappe- | 


tence, a Nauſea, Reaching to vomit, Anxiety of the Præcor- 
dia, cardialgic Anguiſh, Coſtiveneſs. At length, if the Diſeaſe 
is obſtinate, and will not yield to the beſt Remedies, the Jaun- 
dice ſupervenes. Some of theſe Patients are continually afflict- 
ed with Gripes, and live in this Condition for many Years, 
and generally die of the Dropſy. Some feel a heavy, obtuſe, 


deep, obſtinate Pain, with a tenſe Weight, when the Gall- re 
Bladder is greatly diſtended with ſmall ſoft Stones. D 
If the Pain continues very intenſe and ſharp, it draws the loc 


whole Syſtem of the nervous Parts into Conſent, cauſing 
ſpaſtic Strictures, not only of the adjacent Parts, but alſo of 
the re.:;ote ; Diſtentions of the Arms and Joints, epileptic 
Convulſions, and likewiſe a Fever with a hard quick Pulſe, 
which ſhews a large rough Stone is firmly fixed in the biliary 

Ducts, that will ſoon hurry the Patient out of the World. 
But nothing 1s a more certain Sign that theſe terrible Diſor- 
ders proceed from Gall-Stones than when they are voided 
with the Excrements; and then all the Symptoms ceaſe at 
| once, 
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once, except the Jaundice, which diſappears by little and 
little, or is eaſily cured. | 

If the Stones are ſoft, and of a light Colour, or are to- 
phaceous and like Mortar of Plaſter, they moſt probably pro- 
ceed from the Hepatic Dus : If they are rough, hard, angular, 
and of a deep Colour, from the Gall-Bladder, e{pecially if at- 
tended with moſt cruel] Symptoms in their Paſlage through 
that flender Canal. However, Stones have been found in the 
Gall Bladder after Death, which have produced no extraordi- 
nary Symptoms. | 

Sometimes theſe Pains and Spaſms return periodically. 

There are two Times of the Diſeaſe, which require two dif- 
ferent Methods of Treatment; in the Fit and out of the Fit. 

In the Fit, the Spaſms are to be appeaſed with An:dynes and 
Demulcents, ſuch as Oil of Sweet Almonds, and freſh Sperma- 
ceti internally, Externally, the Fat of a wild Cat, or a Bea- 
ver, &c. - ; 

Demulcents are Milk, ſweet Whey, Emulſions of the cold 
Seeds, Infuſions or Decoctions of Marſh-Mallow Roots, with 
wild Poppies, Elder, Syrup of Marſh Mallows. 

Powders may be made with Crabs Eyes, Cinnabar, and 
Nitre, with a little Saffron, Powder of Earth-worms, Elks- 
hoofs, &c. 

Externally, emollient Epithems, and Sacculi, filled with 
carminative Ingredients. As allo lenient Clyſters, and Laxa- 
tives of Manna, Rhubarb, Cream of Tartar, and the like.

Frewen gives an Inſtance of a Woman who was afflicted 
with this Diſorder, and had Colic Pains often returning with 
Symptoms of the Jaundice. In the Fit the Pulſe was ſtron 
and quick, the Tongue rough and yellowiſh, the Belly ſome- 
what coſtive, the Faces white, the Urine thick, ſometimes of 
a deep red, but oftner of a Saffron Colour. The Pain was 
chiefly in the left Hypechondrium, which was exaſperated by 
Riding, Exerciſe, and violent Motion. 

To prevent a Fever, or Inflammation, he took away Z xij. 
of Blood, which was of a bright Red [rubicunda & rutila.]

Of the LockeD-]aAw,. 


(CONVULSIONS occaſioned by Wounds, have, by almoſt 


all Authors, fince the Days of Hippocrates, been pro- 
nounced mortal, eſpecially that called the dr. brag How- 


ever, the London Medical Obſervations furniſh no leſs than four 


well-atteſted Inſtances of a Cure in this terrible Diſorder. 
A Woman, who, by a Fall, broke and lacerated the firſt 
Joint of her fourth Finger, which was ſoon taken off by a Sur- 
eon, whereby ſhe had preſent Eaſe : But Part of the ſecond 
; being alſo denudated, the Pain returned, and increaſed 
daily, and the Skin and Fleſh could not be brought to cover 
the Joint, till at length the whole Hand was greatly ſwelled, 
and Abſceſſes were formed in the Palm. She was blooded, and 
the ſame Evening was ſeized with a ſpaſmodic Contraction of 


the elevating Muſcles of the lower Jaw. Next Morning the 


Teeth were fet, and ſhe could ſcarce receive even Liquids. 
Bliſters were put on her Back, Neck, and behind the Ears. 
Alexipharmics and Volatiles were given in large Doſes for three 
Days, but ſhe grew worſe and worſe, the Jaw being quite im- 
moveable : Spaſms ſeized the whole Spine, which when ſhe at- 
tempted to ſit up, pulled her back with the greateſt Violence, and 
her Legs and Arms were thruſt out to their utmoſt Extent. 
Every Part was continually conyulſed, with fo ſevere Pains, that 
the could get no Sleep ; nay, the Sight, Hearing, and Memory, 
were alſo greatly impaired. Twenty Drops of Tindtur. T hebaic. 
were ordered every fix Hours, Next Day the Symptoms were 
at a Stand, and thirty Drops were given every ſix Hours. The 
following Day ſhe was a little relieved, and the Doſe was in- 
creaſed to forty Drops every ſix Hours, which produced near 
Half an Hour's Sleep at three different Times ; upon which 
three Grains of the Extract were ordered three Times a Day. 

E e 3 On 
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On the Morrow ſhe was ſurpriſingly mended; ſo that it was 
thought the Quantity of Opium might be leſſened from three 
Grains to two; but after two Days more, upon finding ſhe had 
gained no further Ground, ſhe was ordered eight Grains a Day, 
and ſoon after ſtill more: Notwithſtanding which, the Jaw re- 
mained almoſt equally locked, when it was ſuſpected that much 
was owing to the ill Condition of the ſecond Joint: wherefore 
the whole Finger was taken off. The next Day ſhe began to 
mend, and continued to do ſo every Day more and more; the 
Convulſions decreaſed, and ſoon left her, and the Wound proved 
kind, and cicatrized as ſoon as could be expected; but the Jaw 
was itil] difficult to move. As the Symptoms abated, the Doſe 
of Opium was leſſened at the Rate of a Grain a Day, till ſhe 
took but a ſingle Grain in twenty-four Hours, which having 
continued ſome Fime longer at Night, ſhe was perfectly cured, 
excepting a ſmall Degree of Stiffneſs in the Jaw, when ſhe 
offered to open her Mouth wide, | 
A middle-aged, ſtrong healthy Man, happened to tread on 
the blunt Point of a large Nail, which entering between the two 
outer metatarſal Bones, went almoſt through the Foot. The 
next Day, the Foot being much pained and ſwoln, he was 
blooded, the Wound dilated, and a Bit of the Stocking, which 
had been forced in, extracted ; he continued eaſy for near a 
Fortnight, except a Cough, ſuppoſed to ariſe from taking Cold: 
But then he began to complain of a Stiffneſs of the under Jaw, 
his Cough was dry and huſky, with a ſtinging Pain in his 
Breaſt, ſtriking through to his Back. His Pulſe being quick 
and full, he was blooded to twelve Ounces, and an opening 
Mixture preſcribed. In the Evening he was bliſtered inter 
Scapulas, an oily Mixture om him for his Cough, and two 
Grains of Opium going to Bed. He had a reſtleſs Night, and 
next Morning the Jaw was cloſer; a Clyſter was given, and 
after its Operation he was ordered Moſch. pur. Js. Za. vel 44. 
guaque Hor. in Fulep. commun. woes, et able to ſwallow Li- 
quids. On the Morrow Jittle or no Variation of the Symptoms. 
The Muſk had greatly heated him, and he was therefore pre- 
ſcribed Broths and Gruels as much as he could get down, and 
the Muſk was continued. He ſcarce ſlept at Night, and in the 
Morning coughed much, and complained of Pains in his Breaſt, 
Back, and Bowels; the Jaw was ſo faſt locked, that he could 
ſcarce admit the leaſt Nouriſhment; beſides, he complained of 
a Pain and Diſticulty in Urining. The Diſtemper having evi- 
dently increaſed after two Days Uſe of the Muſe, it was diſ- 
continued, he loſt nine Ounces of Blood, and had a purging 
Clyſter given him; in the Evening he took Opii pur. 011 J 
whic 
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which was repeated every three Hours. The fore Part of the 
Night he was reſtleſs, ſlumbered a little in the Morning, and 
by Eleven o'Clock he had taken ten Grains of Opium He 
could now open the Jaw ſo as to let in Gruels, though with 
Difficulty, and the Cough and Pains were ſeemingly abated. 
He was ordered to take what Broth he could in the Day, and 
the Opium in the Evening, as before. He got two or three 
Hours Sleep, having taken only fix Grains till Morning, when 
the Jaw appeared much as the Day before; a thick Raſh broke 
out, and he was reftleſs all Day, and complained of a Dyſury. 
The Opium was diſcontinued at Night, and Broths, and Barle 
Water, with Gum. Arab. were his Drink; he had alſo a laxa- 
tive Clyſter. Next Day he was evidently much worſe, the Jaw 
cloſer, the Pains violent, ſhooting upwards from the Belly to the 
Stomach, Breaſt, and Back; his Puifſe much hurried, and the 
Raſh ſtill out. The former Benefit he had received from the 
Opium ; and the Return of the bad Symptoms upon its Diſuſe, 
induced his Phyſician to order him a Grain every Hour, with 
which he began about Noon; and for his Belly Pains he had a 
Clyſter, with 3 fs. of Rad. Valer. Sylv. Pulv. in the Evening. 
In the Night he flept about two Hours, and ſeemed the next 
Morning almoſt in all Reſpects better, except in the lower 
Belly; yet the Raſh was {till out, but leſs florid, the Pulſe 
quick, and the Dyſury troubleſome. He was ordered Opii Pur. 
Gr. i. /tatim, et repet. omni bihorio. He got two or three Hours 
Sleep in the Night, and the next Day ſeemed a good deal better, 
and could take Liquids pretty well. "The Pulſe much the ſame. 
The Raſh ſeemed abating, the Dyſury leſs, but the Belly Pains 
{ill grievous. His Drinks and Nouriſhment were continued 
the Rena, and he was to take Opii Pur. G. i. every fix Hours 
only, with the Valerian Clyſter again in the Evening. The 
next Morning there was a general Amendment of the Symp- 
toms ; the Painsof the Belly wereſtill complained of with Coſtive- 
neſs, for which he was ordered an Enem. Purg. cum Tinct. Theb. 
3 ſs. Veſperi, and Op. Gr. ii. cum Af. Fetid. Gr. v. were di- 
reed to be given at Bed-time. The following Day the Cough 
and Pains of the Breaſt were returned; he ſlumbered but little 
in the Night; the Jaw much as the two preceding Days. As 
he could uſe a Spoon pretty eaſily, he was ordered a Mixture of 
Sperm. Cet. Sal. Vol. C. C. and Elix. Paregoric. Cochlear. P 
urg. Tuffi vel Dolore, &c. at the ſame Time he was directed 
Opii Pur. Gr. ii. flatim, et repet. Hor. Somni, et Hor. guinta vel 
ſexta matutina. In the Morning the Jaw was ſenſibly freer, and 
he ſeemed in all Things better, except the Belly Pains, and the 
Coſtiveneſs; wherefore this Evening he had the Valerian Cly/ter, 
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and two Grains of Opium at Night, to be repeated in the Morn<- 
ing; when every Thing looked more favourable, though the 
Jaw mended but ſlowly. It was, therefore, thought adviſeable 


to try Antiſpaſmedics, and 3 ſs. of Pulv. Rad. Valer. Syl. was 


ordered, with the Julep. e Campher. ter in Die, and Opii Gr. ii. 
Hor. Sem. Though he had but ſhort Slumbers, yet the next 
Morning the Pains were much eaſier, he urined freely, his Pulſe 
quieter, but the Jaw ſtill ſtiffiſh, with a Pain in its En when 
moved, for which Bliſters were applied behind the Ears, and a 
Pill Opii Gr. ii. given at Bed-time. This proved the moſt 
tolerable Night's Reſt he yet enjoyed, he ſlept five Hours, and 
next Morning had a natural Stool, with a better Pulſe, and more 
Flexibility of the Jaw. A laxative Mixture was directed pro re 
natd, and a Pill Opii Gr. ii. h. f, Four Days after he ate a 
Bir of Pudding, and chewed a Piece of Bread for the firſt Time, 
and continued mending daily; the Jaw, however, was not quite 
reſtored for ſome Time, The Wound all along looked well, 
and healcd up ſeveral Days before the other Symptoms diſap- 

eared. The Texture of the Blood drawn was never ſizy, but 

ooſe, as in moſt Species of ſpaſmodic Affections. The Opium 
never in the leaſt diſordered his Head, although he took no leſs 
than Ninety-two Grains in Twenty-two Days. 

An unmarried Lady, Twenty-ei ohe Years of Age, ſlender and 
pale, complained of a grievous Pain and Tightneſs of her Breaſt 
under the Middle of the Sternum, at the Pit of her Stomach, an 
about the Root of her Tongue. Her Jaw was ſo contracted, 
that the flat Handle of a Spoon could hardly be paſſed between 
her Teeth; the MHaſſeters were firm and rigid, the Pulſe a little 
languid and flow, and the Tongue, as far as could be ſeen, in a 
natural State, She could get nothing ſolid into her Mouth, but 
ſucked in Liquors, and ſwallowed them with tolerable Eaſe, a 
little at a Time. She made Water in ſmall Quantities, and 
with Difficulty, Thus her Phyſician found her; for above a 
Week before which ſhe felt a ſmall Difficulty in ſwallowing, 
with a Tightneſs about the Root of her Tongue, without any 
other Complaint : Theſe gradually increaſed, and were accom- 
panied with a Pain about the Pit of the Stomach, and under the 
Sternum, as mentioned above, without any Signs of Inflamma- 
tion of the Throat. She was blooded, and the next Day gently 
purged; the Blood was not ſizy, Complaining of a little huſky 


Cough, ſhe had an oily Emulſion, and her Throat was fomented 

with an emollient Fetus. The next Night the Purge was re- 

ated, and operated briſkly, and Bliſters were put behind her 

ars; from all which ſhe found no Relief, and the Pain under 

the Sternum encreaſed till the Time the Doctor firſt ſaw a | 
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who ſoon concluded the Diſeaſe to be plainly that of a Lacted- 


Jaw; although there did not appear to have been any of the 
preceding Cauſes that uſually produce this Complaint ; and 
therefore reſolved to try the Effect of Opiates. As ſhe could 


admit nothing ſolid, he ordered a ſmall Draught with Tin. 


Thebaic gutt. x. to be given, and repeated in an Hour, and after- 
wards every two Hours, and to the Pit of the Stomach a Plaiſter 
ex Opio et Gum. Galban. an. p. @. She had a tolerable Night, 
and ſlept in the whole about four Hours; by Nine next Morning, 
the Pain of the Breaſt was much abated ; in this Space ſhe had 
taken Seventy Drops of the Tin. Theb. could open her Teeth 
a little, had voided but little Water, and that with a conſiderable 
light-coloured Sediment, inclining to Violet, The Opiates 
were directed to be continued every four Hours. In the Even- 
ing ſhe was very faint, with a Catching of the Breath, and a 
languid Pulſe, and could ſcarce open her Teeth. Having had 
no Stool for two Days, an emollient Clyſter was ordered, and 


the ſame Draughts to be repeated every three Hours ; ſhe had 


but an indiſſerent Night, but was better the next Morning, the 
Breath eaſier, Pulſe better, and ſhe could open her Teeth with 
leſs Difficulty ; but as the Jaw was ſtill much locked, and the 


Opiate did not diſturb her Head, the Draughts were continued. 


About Seven in the Evening ſhe was worſe again, and the Jaw 
more contracted ; ſhe had now taken 170 Drops of the Tinct. 
Theb, The Clyſter operated gently twice, but ſhe ſtill made 
but very little Water. The Draughts were continued; about 
eleven this Night her Pulſe was pretty ſtrong, and a little irre- 
gular. The enſuing Morning ſhe was very faint, and ſoon after 
complained of a great Stricture about her Jaw and Neck, which 
was immediately followed by a catching of the Breath. Hav- 
ing made no Water all Night, a Turpentine Clyſter, and ten 
Grains of Camphire, with a little Tincture of Valerian in a 
Draught, were preſcribed. In the Afternoon ſhe was better ; 
but the Stricture of the Jawremained, and the Muſcles about the 
Mouth, Throat, and Neck, were plainly affected with a Spaſm. 
As her Head had never been affected with the Opiate, Tin#?. 
Theb. Gutt, xx. in the Julep. Camph. were ordered every two 
Hours for three Times, and then every four Hours. By the 
next Morning ſhe had taken five of theſe Draughts, was reſtleſs 
molt Part of the Night, but now eaſier. The Tightneſs about 
the Jaw, Mouth, Throat, and Neck, continued, and ſhe felt a 
Rigidity in other Parts of her Body, The Urine was little, with 
much Sediment. She drank Plenty of Barley-Water and Nitre, 
The Draughts were repeated every three Hours, and ſhe had a 


Turpentine Clyſter, The following Day ſhe was the ſame.

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The Head not yet affected with the Opiates, though ſhe had never 
before been uſed to any, and had now taken 420 Drops of Tin#, 
Theb. in five Nays. The Urine ſtill ſmall, with a thick Sedi- 
ment; the Belly ſoft, and no Fullneſs about the Region of the 
Bladder ; not only the Muſcles about the Mouth, Throat, Ge. 
were hard and contracted, but the Skin too was ſtretched tightly 
over them; nay, all the Muſcles that bend the Head, Neck, and 
Body, were contracted; wherefore a hot Bath was recommended, 
though the Lady dreaded Suffocation, in being carried in a 
Chair to a Bagnio. However, ſhe bore it well backwards and 
forwards, as alſo the Bath, in which ſhe continued near twenty 
Minutes. She took four more Draughts, during which ſhe made 
more Urine than fince her Illneſs, and feemed better, though ſhe 
ot but little Reſt at Night, and fancied her Breaſt had ſuffered 
for Want of the Plaiſter, which was taken off when ſhe went 
into the Bath; a freſh one was therefore applied. She took one 
Draught the next Morning, and two more before Night. Her 
Menſes had appeared whilſt ſhe was in the Bath, though a Week 
before the ſtated Time. The following Day Things continued 
much the fame; yet the Pulſe was good, ſhe had flept better, 
and made more Water in the Night, with a large Sediment. She 
now had no Stool for four Days, ſo an opening Clyſter was ad- 
miniſtered. As withia the Week ſhe had taken above 500 
Drops of Tinct. Theb. without conquering the Diſeaſe, it was 
thought proper to intermit their Uſe for twenty-four Hours at 
leaſt, and try the nervous Fœtids: Therefore a Drau ght, with a 
little Tincture of Valerian and Caſtor, was ordered to be taken 
immediately, and repeated each {ix Hours. She paſſed the Night 
badly, and on the Morrow her Jaw was locked faſter than ever, 
the Muſcles more rigid, the Breathing harder, the Agitation of 
the Spirits increaſed, and not a Drop of Urine had been voided 
for twenty-fix Hours. From all this it was plain, that Opiates 
were not to be neglected, and therefore thirty Drops of Tin. 
Theb. were given directly, to be repeated every two Hours for 
three Times, and afterwards every four Hours. By next Morn- 
ing (reckoning from the ſoregoing Morning) ſhe had taken fix 
of the Draughts. Her Jaw was fo free, that ſhe could open her 
Tecth near half an Inch; all the Muſcles about the Neck and 
Throat were relaxed, and felt eafier ; ſhe breathed better, and 
had ſlept with Refreſhment. The Urine alſo was conſiderably 
increaſed. From this great Amendment, it was reaſonable to 


conclude, that Opiates were, perhaps, the only Medicines to 


be relicd upon; and the Draught was ordered to be repeated 
* every {ix Hours. The next Day ſhe was much the ſame: T he 


Draughts repeated as Yeſterday ; the following Day the fame;

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as alſo the ſucceeding Day, ſaving that a Raſh came out all over 
her; and ſhe took but three Draughts in the whole, On the 
Morrow ſhe was conſiderably worſe, extremely low and faint, 
and her Jaws as cloſe as ever. Ten Drops of the Tin. Theb. 
and one Scruple of Mithridate, were added to each Draught, 
and ordered to be repeated every four Hours. The next Da 
ſhe was much better, and could open her Jaw wider than ſhe 
had yet done: Had taken ſince Yeſterday 240 Drops, and two 
Drachms of Mithridate. The Day after, much the ſame : The 
Draughts continued : The Bath ordered again, Next Day 
likewiſe much the ſame; made a Quantity of Water; but eom- 
plained of a Spaſm or 11383 under the Sternum, and could 
not break Wind when ſhe attempted it, by which ſhe had al- 
ways found much Relief. The Draughts continued, and ſhe 
was ordered into the hot Bath every Day. The following Da 
ſhe complained much of her Throat, and had taken but two 
Draughts; had three Stools in the Night; the firſt very coſtive, 
the only Diſcharge of the Kind, without the Aid of Medicine, 
fince her IIlneſs; for Clyſters had been uſed all along; ſhe 
made more Water likewiſe : A purging Potion was ordered, 
and the Draughts occaſionally. On the Morrow ſhe was in all 


Reſpects better, but the Jaw being ſtill ſomewhat rigid, ſhe 


bathed for ſeveral Days in warm Water, took one or two 
Draughts a Day, began to eat ſolid Fleſh, flept pretty well of 
Nights ; urined freely, and had commonly two natural Stools a 
Day. Finally, ſhe went into the Country, continued to mend, 
and in a little Time recovered her former State of Health, 
without further Uſe of any Medicine whatever. 7 
A young Man of Twenty was ſeized with a Pain in his 
Throat, and a ſpaſmodic Contraction of his lower Jaw, which, 
after four Days, was ſo cloſely locked, that it was impoſſible to 
open it, without running the utmoſt Riſque of breaking it. He 
could take none but liquid Nouriſhment, and that with great 
Difficulty. Violent convulſive Spaſms ſeized him almoſt every 
Minute, and his Head was forcibly thrown back upon every At- 
tempt to rife from his Chair. His Legs were affected with the 
like Spaſms, his Eye-lids contracted, and his Hearing much im- 
paired. He could ſcarce void his Urine, and had no Stools but 
by Clyſters. He had alſo the Riſus Cynicus, the Gaſtrocnemii and 
bdominal Muſcles were as tenſe as poſſible, and all his Joints ſo 
ſtiff, as not to be moved without great Violence, He had re- 
ceived a Bruiſe, about a Month before his Symptoms appeared, 
on the anterior Partof the fourth Finger of the left Hand, which 
he now thought to be well, though he wore a little Plaiſter on 
K, upon removing which, no Inflammationor Swelling ap ey 
ut 
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but only alittle thin limpid Diſcharge from an Orifice, which 


would but juſt admit the Point of a very ſlender Probe, by which 
it was plainly perceived, that the Bones of the ſecond and third 
Phalanx were bare in the Joint, and the Ligaments deſtroyed, 
ſo that the Joint was entirely uſeleſs, The Surgeon, however, 
could not perſuade him, or his Friends, that his Diſorder was 
owing to this Accident, as he had continued well fo long ſince 
he received the Hurt, without any Return of Pain. He was 
blooded, bliſtered, vomited, purged, and clyſtered, without any 
Benefit; and took Muſk, Bark, Camphire, and Valerian, in 
large Doſes, with as little Effect. Opiates alone ſeemed to mi- 
tigate the Symptoms, which were gradually increaſed from ſmall 
Quantities, till he took a Grain of Opium every Hour, and 
continued fo doing for ſeveral Days together, without obtaining 
more Sleep than uſual. "Theſe Opiates proved but a temporary 
Relief ; for when they were omitted, he relapſed into as bad a 
State as ever. At length, ſix Weeks after the Accident, the laſt 
Phalanx was taken off at the Articulation ; the Diſorder, never- 
theleſs, did not abate till four or five Days after, upon nipping 
off the Extremity of the Bone, and with it a little Splinter, 
which ſtil] irritated the nervous Syſtem ; when his convulſive 
Spaſms were become immediately both leſs ſevere and leſs fre- 
quent. The Quantity of his Opiates was reduced by Degrees, 
till in about a Month his Fits entirely left him. The Jaw, 
however, ſtill remained ſo ſtiff, that he could open it but a little 
Way, and the Muſcles of the Belly and Legs were ſo tenſe, that 
he could not walk without Aſſiſtance. But thoſe Symptoms 
were ſoon removed by the Uſe of the warm Bath frequently re- 
owe: and he became perfectly well, and able to undergo any 

atigue. He took 317 Grains of Opium in about five Weeks, 
2 ſeveral Draughts with /iquid Laudanum, and Syrup of 

oppies. | 

F rom the Recital of theſe Caſes, the following Inferences 
may fairly be drawn: 

That in the Locked-Faw, Blood drawn from a Vein, appears 
no-ways fizy or inflammatory; nor do the neighbouring 
Muſcles of the Fauces, Tongue, Neck, or Head, diſcover the 
leaſt Mark of Inflammation. | 

That neither Bleeding, Purging, Bliſtering, Alexipharmics, 
Volatiles, Fcetids, Sc. are by themſelves of any Importance in 
this Diſorder. 

That Opiates alone are capable of keeping the Symptoms at 
a Stand ; and by being gradually increaſed to very conſiderable 
Doſes, without Intermiſſion or Abatement, are able to ſubdue 
this moſt obſtinate, violent, and reputedly deſperate Diſcaſs, aut 
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reſtore the Patient to Health; and this the more eaſily, if aſ- 
ſiſted with warm Bathing. - MES. 

That Patients under this Diſorder very rarely or never ex- 
perience any bad Effects from the moſt liberal Exhibition of 
Opiates; but, on the contrary, find certain Relief from the 
moſt diſtreſſing and excrueiating Symptoms, and acquire Reſt 
and new Spirits: That even eight or ten Grains of Opium a 
Day may be ſafely given and continued, without Intermiſſion, 
for Weeks together“. | | 

That when the Diſorder ariſes from ſome external Injury, as 
Bruiſes or Lacerations of a "Tendon, Cc. as it generally does, 
if the Pain cannot readily be appeaſed, and the Wound healed, 
the injured Part muſt be amputated, in order to extinguiſh the

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Of the Op15THOTONOS and TETANUS of North- 
America. 


T HE Op:/thotonos often comes on gradually, and by flight 

Approaches, the Patient complaining at firſt rather of an 
uneaſy Stiffneſs in the back Part of the Neck, and about the 
Shoulders, than of any acute Pain, with ſome Degree of a ge- 
neral Laffitude, Theſe increaſe, and become ſo troubleſome 
when he attempts to turn his Head, or to bend it forwards, as 
to oblige him to walk very erect; for he can by no Means look 
downward, nor to either Side, without turning his whole Body. 
He cannot open his Jaws without Pain, and has fome Difficulty 
in ſwallowing, which diſcourages him from attempting to eat. 
At Times he feels a ſudden and painful Traction under the Car- 
tilago enſiformis, which ſtrikes through the Back, and inſtantly 
increaſes the Rigidity about the Neck and Shoulders, draws the 
Head backward a little, and ſhuts the Jaws clofer. The Pain 
under the Sternum returns more frequently and violently, and 
the other Contractions become ſo ſtrong, that from this Time 
the Head continues much contracted, and he now refuſes Nou- 
rnihment, through the Pain of Swallowing, which produces a Re- 


In each of the above Caſes, near ten Grains of Opium a Day were 
given, before any notable Ground could be gained; and the laſt Pa- 
tient, in about five Days, (as is ſaid,) took no leſs than 317 Grains of 
Opium, beſides ſeveral Draughts with liquid Laudanum, and Syrup 
of Poppies, without che leaſt ill Accident, | 

turn 
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turn of the Spaſm, and extends along the Spine, quite to the 
lower Extremities, ſo that they will no longer ſupport him, and 
he is under the Neceſfity of taking to his Bed. 

Thus paſſes over the firſt Stage of the Op:i/thotonos, which 
fometimes takes up three or four Days ; the Patient, and thoſe 
about him, miſtaking the firſt Appearances for a Crick in the 


Neck : But ſometimes it forms itſelf much quicker, even in a 


few Hours; in which Caſe the Danger is generally proportioned 
to the Violence of the firſt Attack, ſuch moſtly dying in twenty- 
four, thirty-ſix, or forty-eight Hours, and rarely ſurviving the 
third Day: When leſs acute, few are loſt after the ninth or ele- 
venth. In this Stage the Pulſe is flow and very hard, and the 
Belly bound ; Blood drawn, ſeems unaltered from its natural 
State, only varying by a Laxity of Compactneſs. 

In the ſecond Stage, the Spaſm under the Sternum, (which is 
the pathognomonic Symptom of this Diſeaſe,) becomes more vio- 
lent, returning every ten or fifteen Minutes, and is ever inſtantly 
ſucceeded by a ſtronger Retraction of the Head, with great Ri- 
gidity and Pain all round the Neck, and along the Spine, to the 

ower Extremities, which are ſuddenly ſtretched. The Counte- 
nance is very pale and contracted, the Jaws are that Moment 
ſnapped together, nor can afterwards be opened ſo wide as to re- 
ceive the End of one's little Finger, an Attempt to do which, 
by Way of Experiment, ſurely hurries on 'the Spaſm. All the 
Muſcles ſerving to Maſtication and Deglutition, and the Del- 
toid and Pectorals are violently contracted, ſo that the Shoulders 
are ſtrongly raiſed forward, and the Arms are ſtretched out, or 
drawn acroſs the Body ; but the Wriſts and Fingers ſeem not 
to be affected. 

Such is the Condition during the Spaſm, which ceaſes in a 
few Seconds; then the Shoulders and Arms recline, and the 
lower Extremities relax, yet not ſo entirely, but that ſo much 


Rigidity uſually remains, as will not permit them to bend, 
though attempted by another Perſon ; for as to the Patient, he 


cannot at all move them. The Muſcles on the Sides and fore 
Part of the Neck, continue ſtill contracted, though not ſo much, 
but their Action is overcome by the Number and Strength of the 
poſterior ones, ſo that the Retraction of the Head conſtantly re- 


mains; he breathes for ſome Minutes much, as if he had been 


exceſſively fatigued, and the Pulſe is ſmall, fluttering, and irre- 
gular, but both become more calm and flow. The Pulle, eſpe- 
cially, in ſome, beats not above forty times ina Minute; in others 
it is quicker than natural, and always hard. The Face is ſome- 
times pale in the Intervals, but oſtener fluſhed, and the whole 


Countenance indicates tho moſt melancholy Diſtreſs, as 22 
rom 
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from the Dread of the Return of the Spaſm, as from the Pain b 
the preſent Contractions, and the Remembrance of the more ſe- 
vere paſt ones. The Tongue is ſtiff and torpid, but, as far as 
can be ſcen, is not foul. The Urine can ſeldom be ſaved, bein 
forced away by the Spaſm, or voided in the Bath. What has 
been ſeen is moſtly high-coloured, (perhaps becauſe they drink 
but little,) with a thin, duſky Cloud ſuſpended in it. The 
Head is rarely complained of, although they mutter a little in 
their ſhort Slumbers, from which they are ſoon rouſed by the 
Spaſm. The Belly is always bound, and cannot be looſened, 
In Drinking, the Liquid paſſes with great Difficulty to the Sto-— 
mach, even in the ſmalleſt Quantity; and if the Spaſm ſhould 
ſeize him at that Time, which an Attempt to ſwallow for the 
moſt Part occaſions, the Liquor returns through the Noſe with 
Force, Blood drawn in this Stage looks no way inflammatory, 
but rather of a diſſolute Craſit, with florid and duſky Streaks. 
In general, they deſire to lie ſtill as much as poſſible, and avoid 
Drinking, Speaking, or Stirring, either of which is apt to make 
the Spaſm return. But others again require to be turned in 
hope of procuring an caſter Poſture, which never fails to produce 
an Attack of the Convulſion, whereby the Head is drawn back 
to the Spine, which is beſt prevented by lying on the Back. 

In the third or laſt Stage, the Patient is reduced tothe moſt ca- 
lamitous Circumſtances, being on a continual Rack, inthe moſt 
literal Meaning : For the Spaſm returns oftner than once in a 
Minute, is far more violent, and laſts longer, ſo that there is 
ſcarcely any Remiſſion: The anterior Muſcles of the whole Body 
now ſuffer equal Contractions with the poſterior, but the laſt 
overcome the Force of the others, ſo that the Spine is ftrongly 
bent backwards, and forms a hollow Arch, that the Patient reſts 
entirely on the hind Part of his Head, and his Heels. The Belly 
is flat, and drawn inward, and the Muſcles ſo rigidly contracted, 
as not to yield to Preſſure, nor give way tothe Deſcent of the Di- 
aphragm in Inſpiration ; the ſeveral Muſcles about the Neck, 
Sides, and Abdomen, being plainlydiſtinguiſhablefromeachother. 
Although the lower Extremitiesarealways rigid in this State, yet 
are they ſo ſuddenly and violently diſtended during the Spaſms, 
that, were it not for the Standers-by, he would be projected, Feet 
foremoſt, off the Bed; while others again are, as it were, puſhed 
upwards with ſuch a Spring, that the Head is ſtruck with great 

orce againſt whatever happens to be in the way, the Thighs and 

Legs being, in this Caſe, no leſs rigid than the other Parts. The 

ongue is convulſively dartedout, and often miſerably torn, as the 

Teeth are that Moment ſnapped together, ſo that it is neceſſary to 

prevent this, by keeping the Handle of a Spoon, wrapped 3 
| WIN 
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with ſoft Rags, between the Teeth, when it can be done. At 
the ſame Time the 'Tongue is thus thruſt out, the muſcular 
Fleſh, which lies between the Arch of the lower Jaw, and the 
Head of the Trachea, ſeems to be drawn upwards within the 
Throat. The Countenance is very much contracted, and he is 
in a Foam of Sweat, the Heat being very. great, and the Pulſe 
between the Spaſms exceeding quick, ſmall, and irregular, al- 
though the Heart throbs ſo ſtrongly, that its Motion may be 
plainly feen, and a palpitating ſubſultory Kind of Undulation 
may not only be felt, but perceived all over the epigaſtric Region. 
The Eyes are watery and languid, and a pale or bloody Froth 
bubbles out from between the Lips. The Jaws are, for the moſt 
part, locked faſt, fo that it is impoſſible to give Drink or Nouriſh- 


Mouth. In this State they are commonly delirious, and as they 
cannot ſubſiſt many Hours, under ſo great a Suſpenſion of the 
vital and natural Functions, a mortal Anxiety enſues, and re- 
leaſes them; oftener a continued and ſevere Spaſm finiſhes the 
Tragedy, when it was before almoſt at an End ; moſt frequently 
a general Convulſion puts a Period to their Sufferings, and 
which ever way this happens, they, for the moſt Part, relax 
uſt before Death. Wh . 

In the Tetanus, the general Symptoms are nearly the ſame as 
in the * RR except that from the firſt Attack, the lateral, 
abdominal, and other anterior Muſcles, are equally contracted 
with the poſterior ones; and the Arms become rigid, as well as 
the lower Extremities. The Abdomen is always flat and rigid, 
as in the laſt Stage of the Opiſlbotonos, and its Contents ſeem 
to be thruſt up into the Therax, which at the ſame Time ap- 
pears to be much dilated. There are here alſo ſome Intervals 
between the Spaſms, during which the Cheeks are drawn to- 
wards the Ears, fo that all the Teeth may be ſeen. Degluti- 
tion is more free in this than in any other Diſeaſe; yet fo far is 
the Sick from being equally balanced between the Contractions 
of the oppoſite Muſcles, that the Head is retracted, and the Spine 
is recurvated, though not quite ſo much as in the Opiſthotonos: 
And the Spaſm which commences under the Sternum, is like- 
wiſe common to the Tetanus, which terminates as the other, 
and on the ſame fatal Days. But whoever recovers from either, 
labours long under a general Atonia, and they cannot for ſome 
Months raife themſelves from a ſupine or recumbent Poſture, 
without Pain, nor without Help, for ſome T ime. 

Nothing like a Criſis ever happens in theſe Diſeaſes ; ſo that 


the Recovery mult entirely depend on Medicine, in the Cy 
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ment, nor could he ſwallow it, if any Thing were put into his 
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of which all very heating and ſtimulating Things, given in- 
wardly, or applied outwardly, are to be avoided, eſpecially 
Blifters, which have a moſt pernicious Effect. Mild Purgati ves, 


joined with temperate Diaphoretics, have been given gradually, 


and continued till they had operated, without any Advantage; 
nor did Vomiting, which was excited accidentally, by the Kermes 
Mineral, anſwer any good Purpoſe, although much Bile was 
thrown up; and Worms have been voided both Ways in others 
without yielding any Relief. Muſk has not yet been tried, but 
it is probable, after the Violence of the Spaſm has been abated 
by Opium, it might be given in large Dofes, with good Effect. 
If the Patient is plethoric, Bleeding at the Beginning of the 
ſecond Stage (and the Phyſician is ſeldom called ſooner) is ne- 
ceſſary; not becauſe it has ever procured any Abatement of the 
Symptoms, but that, by emptying the Veſlels, he will bear the 
warm Bath and Opium better, from the Uſe of which this Re- 
covery is to be wholly expected (ſo far as has been hitherto 
diſcovered) for they ſeldom can ſwallow any thing till after 
the Bathing ; and as Deglutition becomes more free, Drink or 
Nouriſhment are then to be given through the Spout of a 
If the Weather is warm, and the Pulſe: quick, with a pre- 
ternatural Heat in the Skin, the Warmth of the Water in the 
Bath ſhould not exceed the 96th or the 98th Diviſion on 
Fahrenheit's Thermometer. But when the Pulte is flow, with 
little Heat, it ought to be ſo warm as to raiſe the Mercury to 
the 100th or 102d Degree, eſpecially in cold Weather. While 
he is in.the Water, gentle Frichon ſhould be uſed, eſpecially 
about the Neck, Breaſt, and along the Spine, ſo far as it can 
be come at; and he is to be kept in the Bath, until the Pulſe 
becomes ſoft and full. When it is thought neceſſary to take 
him up, he is not to be wiped dry, but mult be wrapped imme- 
diately in a dry Blanket, and put to Bed, in which they uſually 
ſweat freely : But ſhould thoſe Sweats prove too profuſe, eſpe- 
cially if the Pulſe becomes very frequent and contracted withal, 
with an intenſe Heat of the Skin, they are to be diſcouraged 
by rubbing the Skin dry with a warm Cloth, 
It is to be obſerved, that the Perſon ſhould lie at full Length 
in the Tub, having a Blanket rolled up for a Pillow under his 
Head, and, except his Face, he ought to be covered with Wa- 
ter, a due Heat of which muſt be kept up, by ſupplying 
warmer Water as it cools in the Bath; wherefore it is-necet- 
fary to have a Kettle always over the Fire, with the Bathin 
Tub at the Bed-ſide, that both may be ready when wanted, 
which may be five or ſix times in a Day. — 
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If no gentle Opiate was given whilſt he was in the Bath, 
let him ſoon after take a large Doſe, which ought to be re- 
peated boldly every half Hour, or at ſuch Intervals, as to al- 
low Time to Judge of the Effect of the preceding one ; and in 
this Manner the Uſe of it is to be continued, until the Spaſm 
under the Sternum ceaſes, which will be ſurely ſucceeded: by a 
Remiſſion of the Contractions. But as both will as certainly 
return, when the Effect of the Opiate wears off, it muſt be re- 
peated in due Time, by Way of Prevention; of the Neceſſity 
of which the Patient will have Warning, by perceiving the 
gradual Approach and Increaſe of the Pain, as the Operation 
of the Opium diminiſhes. Wherefore he ſhould be from Time 
to Time queſtioned about it, and, when found neceſſary, the 
Opiate thrown in and repeated till the Intention is anſwered, 
and the Pulſe becomes ſoft, full, and equal, with an even 
Moiſture over the whole Body. In Proportion to which Ap- 
pearances, the Quantity of the Opiate may be diminiſhed, and 
the Intervals of giving it enlarged ; yet its Uſe may be neceſ- 
ſary many Days. 

to ſuppreſs this Spaſm, obſerve, much larger Doſes of Opi- 
um are required than perhaps in any other Diſeaſe ;z ſo that the 
Quantity cannot be defined, but muſt depend on the Effect. 
Some have taken 200 Drops of the Tinct. Opii for a Doſe, and 
were not kept eaſy three Hours, and ſome will take more than 
an Ounce of the ſame in a Day, without being affected with 
a Stupor. Yet, after all, the Reader ſhould be admoniſhed, that 
ſuch exceſſive Quantities are not to be hazarded, till ſmaller 
Doſes are found ineffectual. In general it will be neceſſary to 
give very freely ; and he who contents himſelf with complying 
with the Directions uſually given for adminiſtring Opium, will, 
in thoſe Diſeaſes, deceive himſelf and his Patient, by ſuch 
ſuppoſed prudential Timidity. 

Beſides Opiates and Bathing, Glyflers repeated with a Decoction 
of Camomile Flowers, Mallows, &c. to which a large Portion of 


il is added, ſhould frequently be injected. A Bladder half 


lled with warm Water, and tied cloſe, ſhould always be kept 
on the Pit of the Stomach when the Patient is in Bed, and the 
Tigid Parts ſhould often be bathed with warm Oil, to which 
ſome Opium is added, with a continued and gentle Friction. 

In the Tetanus, the ſame Method will take Place, and the 
Abdomen may be often fomented with four-fold large Flannels, 
ſqueezed out of an emallient Decoction, taking Care to guard the 
Bed-cloaths from being damped by the Steam. 

During the Severity of the Diſeaſe, the Sick may drink 2

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weak, White-wine Whey, or any mild diaphoretic Liquid: For 
Nouriſhment, thin trained Gruel, Panada, or weak Broth But 
after the Contractions have ceaſed ſome Days, a little Canary, 
or Mountain, may be added to his Gruel, and his Broths may 
be ſtronger, to recruit his greatly impaired Strength. 

When the Spaſm has ceaſed ſome Days, a Solution of Manna, 
regenerated Tartar, with a little Saffron, and Treacle Water, 
ſhould be given in ſmall Doſes every Hour, to prevent any 
new Diſturbance from the Stimulus of any Bile, or other Acri- 
mony, by which a Stool may be procured, without Fear of 
exciting any new Spaſm. CHALMERS. 
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
